to  disbanding  the  Third  Church  of  Philadelphia. 

Applications  for  dispensations  were  received  as  follows  :

Hogan;  from  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  on  behalf  of  S.Venema; 
and  from  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  on  behalf  of  C.  P.  Louns- 
bury.  and  were  all  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

A  request  for  a  dispensation  from  a  complete  and  regular 
course  of  collegiate  study  required  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, in  the  case  of  Henry  T.  Jones,  George  A.  Luckenbill 
and  John  J.  Burkart,  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  New 
Brunsn'ick,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

A  communication  from  the  Classis  of  Newark  on  behalf  of 
Rev.  William  Stewart,  of  St.  Johns,  New  Brunswick,  asking 
a  dispensation  relieving  him  from  the  requirement  of  a  year's 
probationbefore  being  installed,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee 071  Overtures. 

An  overture  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  on 
church  discipline,  and  proposing  constitutional  amendments, 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

An  overture  complaining  of  the  price  of  the  Minutes  of 
the  General  Synod  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Schoharie, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

An  overture  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  in  refer- 
ence to  the  salary  of  its  Synod ical  Missionary,  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Schenectady  in  reference 
to  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  the  contingent  fund  called 
for  from  the  churches,  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Board  of  Direction.

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A  memorial  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  in  refer- 
ence to  individual  gifts  to  private  charities  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence. 

An  overture  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  New  Bruns- 
wick, asking  the  Synod  to  strike  out  from  the  statistical 
tables  the  column  for  "Baptized  non-communicants,"  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  G.  M.  Grant, 
D.D.,  Moderator  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  Canada,  being  his  letter  in  reply  to  one  ad- 
dressed to  the  Assembly  by  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Searle,  our  dele- 
gate to  that  body,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Pastors^  Associa- 
tion of  New  York  in  reference  to  the  need  of  a  denomina- 
tional House  in  the  City  of  New  York  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Boards  of  the  Church,  and  referred  to  a  special 
committee. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Iowa, 
in  reference  to  the  School  at  Orange  City,  and  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  David  Cole,  del- 
egate to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence. 

The  Rev.  A.  D.  Campbell  presented  a  report  as  a  delegate 
to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  which  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.

EEPORT   OF   THE   BOARD    OF    DIRECTION. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America: 

With  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Treasurer,  the 
Board  has  this  year  no  special  subject  to  present.  The  diffi- 
cult one  of  readjusting  the  rules  relating  to  the  Widows' 
Fund  so  as  to  increase  the  income,  and  which  was  last  year 
referred  to  a  committee,  will,  we  hope,  be  settled  by  this 
Synod.  Two  legacies  have  lately  come  into  our  hands^  viz  : 
a  legacy  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Yanderveer  (12,500)  for  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Missions  and  Hope  College,  and  one  (^384) 
of  Hiram  J.  JNIeenk  of  Alto,  Wis.,  the  income  to  be  used  for 
educational  purposes  in  the  Western  Seminary.  Some  other 
legacies  are  also  in  process  of  settlement. 

Owing  to  building  changes,  the  Treasurer  has  been  obliged 
to  remove  from  No.  59  William  street  to  the  Drexel  building, 
No.  3  Broad  street. 

The  term  of  Rev.  Dr.  A.  G.  Vermilye,  the  clerical  mem- 
ber, expires  with  this  meeting  of  the  Synod.

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The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  last  year  to  con- 
duct the  written  examinations  of  the  students  was  presented. 
The  oral  examination  of  the  several  Classes  was  conducted  as 
usual. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  hereafter  both  the  written  and  oral 
examinations  be  held  in  the  same  week,  the  former  on  Mon-

The  attention  of  the  Board  having  been  called  to  the  fact 
that  a  proper  recognition  of  the  services  of  the  Rev.  E.  T.

Lansing's  illness  of  last  year  had  been  given,  while  the  equal 
services  of  Prof.  De  Witt  were  entirely  unrecognized,  either 
in  the  way  of  thanks  or  compensation,  as  also  were  the  ser- 
vices of  Prof.  Demarest,  it  was,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That,  whereas  last  year,  when  Dr.  Lansing  was 
laid  aside  by  sickness.  Professors  De  Witt  and  Demarest, 
with  Dr.  Corwin,  divided  his  department  between  them,  and 
taught  his  classes,  and  whereas  in  the  Minutes  of  General 
Synod  of  1889,   Dr.  Corwin   alone   was  recognized  in   the 
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Synodical  report,  and  was  also  compensated,  as  M'as  right, 
for  his  eflficient  services,  the  Board  of  Superintendents  re- 
grets the  omission  to  recognize  the  extra  services  of  Drs.  De 
Witt  and  Demarest,and  hereby  thanks  them  for  said  services. 

The  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Seminary 
Grounds  and  Property  presented  their  annual  report,  to- 
gether with  the  report  of  their  Treasurer,  Hon.  William  H. 
Kirk.  These  were  referred  to  a  special  Committee  who  re- 
ported thereon. 

A  printed  copy  of  these  reports  will  be  transmitted  to 
General  Synod. 

The  Faculty,  by  invitation,  met  the  Board  on  Tuesday 
evening  for  conference. 

The  lectures  on  Missions  for  which  provision  has  been 
made  by  Elder  N.  F.  Graves  of  Syracuse,  were  delivered  by 
Rev.  John  Hall,  D.D.,  of  New  York.  The  same  provision 
being  promised  for  next  year  in  meeting  the  expenses  of  the 
Rev.  A.  T.  Pierson,  D.D.,  as  lecturer,  the  Board  expressed 
its  appreciation  in  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Elder  Graves. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  were  given  to  Rev.  E.  T.  Cor- 
win,  D.  D.,  for  his  efficient  services  in  Professor  Lansing's 
department  during  the  illness  of  Dr.  Lansing,  Dr.  Corwin 
having  taught  the  whole  department  for  six  weeks,  five  days 
in  the  week.  Although  the  length  of  time  was  shorter, 
yet  the  amount  of  labor  was  much  greater  than  his  services 
last  year. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  General 
Synod  compensate  Dr.  Corwin  to  the  amount  of  $300,  for  his 
services,  from  the  "  Silvernail  "  or  other  funds. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  were  also  tendered  to  the  North 
Reformed  Church  of  Newark,  for  generously  providing  the 
means  for  the  instruction  of  the  students  in  elocution. 

The  Rev.  S.  D.  Noyes  was  elected  to  deliver  the  address 
to  the  students  next  year,  and  Rev.  J.  P.  Searle  hissecundus. 

The  closing  exercises  were  held  in  the  First  Reformed 
Church,  on  Wednesday  evening.

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  CJiuach  in  America  : 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Semin- 
ary in  The  Arcot  Mission  presents  the  following  report  of  its 
proceedings  for  the  past  year. 
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The  Board  met  Feb.  l&th,  1889,  to  examine  candidates  for 
admission  to  the  Seminary.  Messrs.  Sourimuttu  Vedanaya- 
kam  and  Nathaniel  lotinayakam  presented  themseWes  as 
candidates.  After  full  examination  as  to  their  acquirements 
and  their  views  in  entering  upon  the  Seminary  course  it  was 
voted  to  receive  them  into  the  Junior  Class.  No  other  bus- 
iness was  transacted. 

The  Board  met  again,  according  to  appointment,  at  Pal- 
manair,  Dec.  17th,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  students 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  studies  of  the  year.  The 
examinations  began  at  8  A.  M.,  Tuesday  Dec.  17th,  and  con- 
tinued until  4:30  P.  M.,  of  Wednesday,  Dec.  18.

THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARIES. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  and  Theological  Sem- 
inaries have  had  referred  to  them  the  following  communi- 
cations : 

1.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 

2.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sem- 
inary Grroands  and  Property  at  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey. 

3.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

4.  The  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents of  the  Theological  Sefiainary  in  the  Arcot  Mission. 

5.  Nominations  from  Particular  Synods  of  Chicago  and 
the  Several  Classes,  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Boards  of  Super- 
intendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick, 
and  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report,  with  reference  to 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  : 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  met  at  New  Brunswick  in 
Suydam   Hall,  May  30th,  1890,  and   faithfully  attended  to 
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the  business  brought  before  them.  Thirty-eight  students 
were  in  attendance  on  the  exercises  of  the  Seminary  during 
the  year ;  a  gratifying  increase  of  six  over  the  year  before. 
There  is  however  still  room  for  a  much  larger  number  of 
students.  The  demand  for  faithful  ministers  of  God  exceeds 
the  supply.  The  importance  of  the  gospel  ministry,  and  its 
claims  upon  the  young  men  of  our  Church,  should  be  kept 
before  them,  both  from  the  pulpit,  and  by  personal  inter- 
views. The  Reformed  Church  may  well  be  proud  of  her 
oldest  Theological  Seminary.  Its  buildings,  library,  and  ad- 
mirable corps  of  instructors  commends  it  to  those  who  desire 
a  thorough  theological  education. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  resolution  of  the 
Board  or  Superintendents  sustaining  the  examinations  of  all 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  for  the  year  be,  and  hereby  is, 
confirmed. 

Your  Committee  note  with  regret  the  absence  from  the 
Session  of  the  Board  of  Members  elected  by  Synod  to  rep- 
resent seven  Classes.  The  importance  of  a  full  representation 
at  all  the  sessions  of  the  governing  body  of  a  Theological 
Seminary  must  be  apparent  to  all.     We  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  members  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  be  specially 
called  to  their  election  to  that  body,  and  that  they  be  urged 
to  attend,  if  possible,  every  session  of  the  Board  during  their 
term  of  office. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents be  requested  to  notify  members  of  the  Board  of  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting,  by  sending  postal  cards  to  their 
addresses.  The  Board  having  decided  to  hold  the  examina- 
tions, both  oral  and  written,  duriitg  the  same  week,  overtures 
the  General  Synod  to  amend  the  plan  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  adopted  by  the  Synod  of  1888,  (Art.  2.,  Sec.  'Z), 
so  as  to  sanction  the  change.     See  Minutes  1888,  p.  537. 

The  object  of  this  change  is  to  permit  a  Committee  of  the 
Board  to  conduct  the  written  examinations  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday,  reserving  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  the  same 
week  for  oral  examinations  and  the  business  of  the  Board.

E.  Birdsall  be  chosen  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Alan  D.  Campbell, 
removed  from  the  bounds  of  the  Classis. 

Also,  on  nomination  of  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick,  the 
Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin  in  place  of  the  Rev.  H.  D'B.  Mulford, 
removed  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Classis. 

Also,  on  nomination  of  the  Classis  of  Albany,  that  the  Rev. 
George  T.  Dovvling,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Wesley  R.  Davis,  re- 
moved beyond  the  bounds  of  the  Classis. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Seminary 
Grounds  and  Property,  at  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey,  has 
been  transmitted  through  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

The  Church  has  reason  for  congratulation,  that  so  faithful 
a  .committee  is  in  charge  of  these  important  interests.  Many 
improvements  in  the  Seminary  grounds  and  buildings  have 
been  made,  and  the  whole  property  is  in  excellent  order. 
The  library  has  received  a  substantial  addition.  The  Museum 
of  Archaeology  is  growing  in  value;  and  a  Museum  of 
History  has  been  established  during  the  year. 

The  membership  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  Garret  E. 
Winants,  expires  with  this  session  of  the  General  Synod. 
Your  Committee  recommend  that  he  be  re-elected  for 
another  term. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  sends  to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  for  consideration,  "  A  memorial,^'  sent  by  the 
said  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  reply  of 
the  Board,  concerning  the  payment  of  room  rent  by  the 
students  of  Ilertzog  Hall. 

It  appears  that  five-sixths  of  the  sixty  students  resident  in 
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Hertzog  Hall  receiving  aid  from  the  educational  funds  of  the 
Church,  have  their  room  rent  paid  for  them  by  the  lioard  of 
Education;  the  remainder  are  supposed  to  assume  this  ex- 
pense, about  $34  per  annum,  for  themselves  ;  but  several  of 
these,  at  their  own  request,  have  been  excused  from  the  pay- 
ment, the  amounts  being  assumed  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

Your  Committee  sympathize  with  the  few  students  against 
whom  the  present  practice  seems  to  discriminate.  While 
the  sum  of  $3-1  for  a  comfortable  room,  with  heat  and  light 
included,  seems  to  be  comparatively  small,  yet  in  many  cases 
the  additional  burden  falls  with  severity  upon  young  men 
who  are  straining  every  nerve  to  secure  an  education. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Education  can- 
not, without  an  entire  reversal  of  its  policy,  grant  even  this 
limited  aid  to  any  students  who  have  not  been  regularly 
recommended  to  them  by  their  Churches  and  Classes. 

It  is  evident,  still  further,  that  the  funds  in  charge  of  the 
Standing  Committee  have  been  already  diminished  by  the 
direction  of  the  Ceneral  Synod,  and  that  relief  cannot  come 
from  that  quarter,  and  yet  it  would  certainly  be  a  great  ben- 
efit to  our  Theological  Seminary  if  the  rooms  at  Hertzog 
Hall,  which  were  erected  by  the  free-will  offerings  of  a  noble 
woman,  whose  liberal  legacy  has  furnished  a  fund  to  keep  it 
in  repair,  should  be  freely  opened  to  all  the  young  men  en- 
titled to  use  them. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized  and 
instructed,  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
pay  the  rent  of  such  rooms  at  Hertzog  Hall  as  may  be  occu- 
pied by  students  who  do  not  receive  aid  from  the  educational 
funds  of  the  Church;  so  that  the  privileges  of  the  hall  may 
be  free  to  all  persons  having  the  ministry  in  view. 

II. 

THE    WESTERN    THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARY. 

It  appears  from  the  report  submitted  that  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  met 
in   Holland,  Mich.,  on  Tuesday,  April  29,  for  the  purpose 
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of  examining  the  eight  students  wlio  had  been  in  attendance 
during  the  year. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  resolution  of  the 
Board. to  sustain  all  the  examinations  be  confirmed  by  this 
Synod. 

The  Board  memorializes  the  General  S\nod  on  the  em- 
barrassment which  is  suffered  in  certain  cases  by  the  with- 
drawal of  its  members  from  the  bounds  of  the  Classes  which 
they  have  represented,  and  thus  vacating  their  seats  in  the 
Board.  It  is  represented  that  at  times  these  removals  have 
been  so  numerous  as  to  make  it  difficult  to  secure  a  quorum. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  in  case  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  We.  tern  Theological  Seminary,  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation  or  removal,  the  Board  be,  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  fill  such  vacancies,  pending  the  action 
of  the  G-eneial  Synod  by  the  election  of  the  persons  nomi- 
nated by  the  Classes. 


KOMINATIONS. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  be,  and 
hereby  are,  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

Rev.  H.  E.  Dosker,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Rev. 
B.  Van  Ess  resigned,  as  representative  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago. 

Rev.  David  Cole,  re-elected  forthe  full  term  of  three  years, 
from  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York. 

Rev.  P.  Lepeltak,  from  the  Classis  of  Holland,  for  the  full 
term  of  three  years. 

Rev.  Jas.  F.  Zwemer,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
Rev.  A.  Buursma,  of  the  Classis  of  Iowa. 

Rev.  John  A.  DeSpelder,  on  nomination  of  the  new  Classis 
of  Dakota  for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 

The  Rev.  Egbert  Winter,  on  nomination  of  the  Classis  of 
Grand  River,  for  the  full  term  of  three  years. 
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III. 

THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARY    OF   THE    ARCOT   MISSION. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  encouraging  papers  ever 
submitted  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Churcli,  is 
the  first  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Arcot  Mission  in  India. 

Endowed  through  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cham- 
berlain, and  the  consecrated  gifts  of  the  Ministers,  Elders, 
and  members  of  tlie  Reformed  Church  only  three  years  ago, 
this  Seminary  is  now  fully  established.  Fifteen  students  have 
been  in  attendance  during  the  year,  and  the  first  class  of  six 
members  has  been  graduated  with  the  Professorial  Certificate 
entitling  each  holder  to  examination  for  license  to  preach  the 
Gospel  of  the  Crucified. 

It  is  cause  for  devout  thanksgiving  to  the  Head  of  the 
Church,  and  for  warmest  congratulation  throughout  our  be- 
loved Zion,  that  Christianity  has  been  so  firmly  established 
on  Pagan  soil  as  to  warrant  the  establishment  of  an  institu- 
tion for  the  education  of  natives  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

The  conversion  of  the  world  to  Christ  is  the  hope  of  a 
Church  which  still  remains  in  the  minority.  The  kingdoms 
of  the  world  belong  to  the  victorious  Son  of  God,  and  the 
advancing  years  are  witness  to  the  progress  of  His  conquering 
hosts.  More  and  more  the  conviction  grows  upon  the  Church 
that  the  regeneration  of  each  Gentile  land  must  be  effected, 
through  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  means  of  the  labors  of  native 
Christians.  India  will  become  a  christian  land,  when  a 
band  of  Hindoo  preachers  go  forth  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
large  enough,  and  thoroughly  furnished  with  gifts  and  grace, 
to  win  their  own  people  from  idolatry  to  faith  in  the  ever 
living  Jehovah. 

The  handful  of  corn  thrown  into  the  good  ground  which 
Scudders  and  Chamberlains  have  been  breaking  up,  for  the 
half  century  past,  has  sprouted.  Six  Utile  blades  appear, with 
the  promise  of  more  and  more  to  follow.  It  requires  no 
stretch  of  a  faith  inspired  imagination  to  see  the  shaking  of 
Lebanon  in  that  glorious  future  towards  which  the  promise 
directs  our  gaze. 
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Your  Committee  recommend  tlie  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  sends  fraternal  greetings 
and  warmest  congratulations  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  to  the  members  of  the  Arcot  Mission,  on  the  gradua- 
tion of  the  first  class  from  the  Theological  Seminary  of  India. 

Resolvedj  That  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  Arcot  in  the 
Constitution  of  a  Board  of  Superintendents  for  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  of  India,  be,  and  hereby  is,  confirmed. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
in  sustaining  the  examinations  of  the  students  for  the  year, 
and  in  arranging  a  curriculum  for  the  Seminary  be,  and  here- 
by is,  aj^proved.

ARTICLE    VI. 

EDUCATlOJiT,     ACADEMIES     AXD     COLLEGES. 

The  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  received  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Education,  Academies  and  Colleges. 

The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope 
College  was  received  and  referred  to  the  same  Committee. 

It  is  as  follows  : 

ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   HOPE    COLLEGE. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America: 

The  Council  of  Hope  College  respectfully  presents  its 
Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  to  General  Synod,  as  follows  : 
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I._COUNCIL. 

At  tlie  regular  meeting  in  June,  1889,  the  following  of- 
ficers were  elected  :  President,  Rev.  John  Van  der  Meulen  ; 
Vice-President,  J.  C.  Iknham,  M.D,;  Secretary,  Rev.  Peter 
Moerdyke,  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  I.  Cappon.  The  regular 
Spring  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  April  30  to  May  2, 
1890,  inclusive. 

II._COLLEGE. 

FACULTY    AND    STUDENTS. 

The  Faculty  reniains  the  same  as  last  year,  except  that 
Prof.  J.  W.  Humphrey  resigned  in  June,  1889,  in  order  to 
accept  another  position,  and  that  Mr.  J.  B.  Nykerk,  tutor  in 
the  Grammar  School,  was  made  Professor  of  Music. 

"  Nothing  has  seriously  interfered  with  the  regular  dis- 
charge of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  Professors."  They  i-ave 
done  their  work  "  faithfully  and  well,  in  peace  and  harmony, 
and  report  the  work  of  the  year  with  sincere  feelings  of 
gratitude."  "  Mrs.  Gilmore  has  given  additional  instruction 
to  the  young  ladies,  and  as  Matron  is  rendering  essential  aid 
to  the  President." 

''The  number  of  students  has  somewhat  increased  ;  their 
scholastic  standing  and  deportment  have  shown  a  decided 
advance,  and  the  good  reputation  of  Hope  College  among 
educational  judges  may  be  considered  as  established." 

The  number  of  students  that  have  been  in  attendance 
during  the  year  lH8y-1890,  is  as  follows  : 

In  the  College  Department,  50 — of  whom  44  have  been  in 
the  Classical  Course. 

In  the  Grammar  School  Department,  from  April,  1889,  to 
date,  a  total  of  132. 

The  Summer  School,  in  July  and  August,  had  an  actual 
attendance  of  157.  This  shows  a  total  attendance  of  336 
during  the  year. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report,  that  all  but  three 
of  the  college  students  are  Professors  of  Religion,  and  main- 
tain a  Christian  character,  and  that  more  tlian  two-thirds  of 
them  have  the  ministry  in  view. 
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One  reason  why  the  number  of  students  has  not  of  late 
increased  in  the  Grammar  School,  is  that  the  public  schools 
of  Holland  and  the  neighboring  cities  have  greatly  advanced 
in  standard. 

The  examinations  of  the  students  in  all  departments  dur- 
ing the  year  were  highly  satisfactory. 

At  the  April  meeting,  1690,  the  Senior  Class  was  examined, 
and  their  examinations  being  unanimously  sustained,  the 
customary  diploma  and  degree  were  granted,  to  be  con- 
ferred at  the  Commencement.  They  are  :  Dirk  L.  Betten, 
Wm.  n.  Bruins,  Martin  Flipse,  Herman  S.  Juistema,  Harry 
Kremers,  James  Ossewaarde,  Isaac  Van  Kampen  ;  and  all 
have  the  ministry  in  view. 

At  the  last  Commencement  the  degree  of  A.  B.  was  con- 
ferred upon  Henry  Hospers,  Jr.,  Herbert  G.  Keppel,  Albert 
Knooihuizen,  Gelmer  Kuiper,  Tennis  W.Muilenburg,Wi]liam 
Stegeman,  Anthony  Van  Duine,  and  Dirk  J.  Workman  (of 
whom  five  are  studying  for  the  ministry),  and  a  ''scientific 
course  "  certificate  upon  Clinton  L.  Dayton  ;  the  degree  of 
A.  M.  upon  the  six  members  of  the  class  of  1886. 

III.— THE    LIBRARY. 

Misses  Eliza  and  Mary  Gosman,  of  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  have 
donated  115  volumes.  These  are  from  the  library  of  their 
father,  Kev.  Dr.  John  Gosman,  and  are  an  addition  to  a  valu- 
able gift  of  books  made  in  1866.  Pious  friends  at  the  East 
do  not  forget  this  "  School  of  the  Prophets."  Mrs.  J.  B.  D. 
Myers,  of  Raritan,  N.  J.,  has  sent  a  complete  set  of  the 
"Scientific  American^'  for  30  years, from  1860  to  1889, and  also 
eighteen  volumes  of  "The  Century."  The  U.  S.  Department 
of  the  Interior  has  been  kindly  filling  up  deficiencies  in  our 
files  of  Public  Documents  of  value,  and  has  thus  presented 
seventy-four  volumes.  By  gift  and  purchase  other  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  Library  and  Reading  Room,  but  not 
sufficiently  in  the  line  of  new  publications. 

The  actual  number  of  volumes  may  be  given  the  same  as 
last  year,  viz:  7,9:i5.  Unbound  pamphlets  and  periodicals  are 
rapidly  increasing  and  need  to  be  bound  as  soon  as  funds 
permit. 
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To  all  the  donors  above  mentioned  or  referred  to,  the 
Council  hereby  gratefully  jetiirns  a  vote  of  thanks. 

IV._PUBLICATIONS. 

De  Hope  still  increases  somewhat  in  circulation,  and  con- 
tinues under  the  direction  of  Mr.  R.  Kauters,  as  lessee.  TJie 
Anchor  is  in  its  third  successful  year.  Every  year  the  A 
class  prepares,  aut^  binds,  and  places  in  the  Library  a  neat 
and  valued  manuscript  volume,  called  the  '^  Excelsiora." 

v.— GROUNDS  AND    BUILDINGS. 

The  last  Synod  was  overtured  to  appropriate  11,500  for  im- 
provements upon  its  projjerty  at  Holland,  the  first  request  of 
the  kind  in  twenty-flve  years,  but  no  assistance  has  been 
given.  As  the  Quarter  Centennial  of  the  College  will  be  held 
in  June  next,  it  has  been  decided  to  paint  some  of  the  build- 
ings, and  to  present  the  bill  to  tlie  next  General  Synod,  in 
hope  that  the  amount  may  be  refunded. 

Through  the  generous  contribution  of  61,500  by  the 
Woman's  Executive  Committee,  it  is  expected  that  the  Synod's 
house  will  be  completed  before  the  next  school  year,  and  oc- 
cupied by  the  President  of  the  Institution. 

And  again  must  we  deplore  the  lack  of  accomodations  for 
a  growing  college. 

VI.— FUNDS. 

The  last  year  has  added  considerably  to  our  funds,  both 
through  the  success  of  our  Financial  Agent,  Kev.  James  F. 
Zwemer,  and  by  legacies,  the  latter  amounting  to  6^7,000. 
Council  rejoices  and  thanks  God  not  only  for  the  present 
increase  of  funds  from  this  latter  source,  but  for  the  hope 
that  others  may  be  induced  to  follow  the  noble  examples  set 
by  these  generous  friends  of  our  Institutions.  It  affords  us 
great  pleasure  to  report  to  Synod  that  the  money  borrowed 
last  year  from  the  Permanent  Fund  has  been  restored. 

We  regret,  however,  to  be  obliged  to  add,  that  our  strenu- 
ous efforts  to  increase  our  Contingent  Fund  during  the  past 
year  have  not  succeeded  as  we  had  reason  to  hope. 
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The  consequence  is  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  borrow 
money  in  order  to  pay  bills  as  they  became  due,  and  that 
much  has  been  left  undone  that  ought  to  have  been  done  to 
enable  the  Institution  to  be  as  useful  as  it  might  and  should 
be  nnder  more  favorable  circumstances. 

Hence  Council  is  obliged  to  renew  its  application  for  aid 
from  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  ensuing  year  to  the 
amount  of  $2,400— and  it  earnestly  hopes  and  prays,  that 
General  Synod  may  devise  some  means,  by  which  the  Board 
of  Education  may  be  enabled  to  appropriate  said  amount  in 
full,  and  also  to  fulfill  its  unredeemed  obligations  of  past 
years.

A  railroad  now 
crosses  the  Point  Superior  lands,  and  on  them  has  located  a 
Station. 
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9.  — REMARKS. 

The  income  of  the  College  from  its  own  funds  shows  an  in- 
crease of  11,016  ;  but  the  contributions  from  churches  and 
individuals  have  fallen  over  $100  short  of  those  of  1888-9. 
And  yet,  when  it  became  evident  that  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion must  again  fail  to  render  wonted  assistance,  a  circular 
was  issued  and  mailed  to  all  the  congregations,  pleadhuj,  but 
in  vain,  for  from  $7,000  to  $10,000.  It  is  for  the  Synod  to 
say  whether  its  Western  College  shall  thus  be  given  over  to 
practical  ruin  or  whether  it  shall  receive  support  and  cheer. 
Our  earnest  entreaty  for-aid  in  January  was  so  generally  dis- 
regarded that  we  now  ask,  "■  what  shall  be  done  ?" 

We  have  endeavored  to  keep  a  Financial  Agent  in  the  field 
at  the  East,  but  have  failed.  Kev.  J  as.  F.  Zwemer  has  now 
been  requested  to  assume  charge  of  the  whole  field. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  term  of  Rev.  James  F.  Zwemer,  as  Synod ical  member 
of  Council,  expires  this  year,  and  his  place  needs  to  be  filled. 

The  next  Commencement  is  the  twenty-fifth  in  succession 
since  1865,  and  it  has  been  determined  to  celebrate  the  event 
as  a  Quarter-Centennial  Anniversary.'  We  respectfully  re- 
quest the  General  Synod  to  be  represented  on  that  occasion 
by  its  President  or  some  other  Delegate,  as  the  Synod  may 
appoint.  The  special  exercises  will  be  June  25th  and  36th^ 
prox. 

We  cannot  close  this  report,  without  a  distinct  and  hearty 
acknowledgment  of  the  kind  and  helpful  act  of  the  Woman's 
Executive  Committee,  in  raising  and  appropriating  $1,500 
for  the  completion  of  the  Synod's  house  for  the  President.

REPORT    OF    THE     COMMITTEE     ON     EDUCATION,    ACADEMIES 
AND    COLLEGES. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  report,which  was 
accepted  and  adopted: 
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The  Coniinittee  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  following  doc- 
uments have  been  referred  to  it: 

1.  An  Overture  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick. 

2.  The  Seventh    Annual   Report  of  the  Trustees   of   the 
Northwestern  Classical  Academy. 

3.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Iowa. 

4.  The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the   Council  of 
Hope  College. 

5.  The   Fifty-eighth   Annual    Report   of.  the    Board    of 
Education. 


The  overture  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  relates 
to  three  students  under  its  care,  for  whom  they  ask  dispen- 
sations, if  Synod  judge  necessary.  They  are  not  graduates 
of  any  college,  but  were  admitted  to  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  New  Brunswick  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
under  the  rules  prescribed  by  Synod  m  1888.  There  is  not 
the  slightest  question  as  to  their  being  properly  matricu- 
lated students  of  the  Seminary. 

But  they  applied  for  aid  from  the  Board  of  Education 
after  their  admission.  This  was  granted  upon  condition 
that  they  should  apply  for  dispensations — a  condition  based 
upon  a  particular  interpretation  of  Synod's  Rules  for  the 
Board,  adopted  in  lb57  (Min.  p.  199).  This  rule  is  .as  fol- 
lows, viz  :  '*  Every  beneficiary  shall  have  finished  a  complete 
and  regular  course  of  collegiate  study  before  he  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  enter  the  Theological  Seminary,  unless  a  dis])ensa- 
tion  shall  have  been  obtained  from  General  Synod  "  (Sec. 
1:7).  The  Board  of  Education,  in  this  Report,  calls  the  at- 
tention of  Synod  to  the  subject,  without  direct  reference  to 
these  three  particular  cases.  They  simply  ask  to  have  these 
two  rules  harmonized. 

Your  committee,  under  these  circumstances,  recommend 
the  following  action,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  G.  A.  Luckenbill,  Henry  T.  Jones  and 
John  Burkart  be  hereby  granted  dispensations  from  the  con- 
ditions of  Sec.  1:7  of  Synod's  Rules  for  the  Board  of 
Education. 
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Resolved,  That,  in  response  to  this  inquiry,  the  Board  of 
Education  be  informed  tliat  tlie  stricter  construction  of  Sec. 
1:7  is  confirmed  by  General  Synod. 

II. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Northwestern  Classical 
Academy  states  that  fifty-six  students  are  enrolled  who  have 
all  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  work.  Three  teachers  have 
been  employed.  The  disbursements  have  exceeded  the  in- 
come by  about  $1,800,  which  amount  has  been  advanced  by 
a  friend  of  the  Institution.  I'he  total  indebtedness  is  about 
§2,500,  and  tlie  total  endowment  fund  is  now  nearly  $12,000. 
They  have  also  received  a  special  gift  of  $1,000  from  the 
Woman's  Executive  Committee  of  Domestic  Missions,  to 
expend  upon  the  Principal's  house,  which  will  save  them  a 
rent  of  $;200  a  year  hereafter.  They  add  that  they  have 
received  but  8310  during  the  last  year  from  the  Board  of 
Education,  while  Synod  recommended  the  appropriation  of 
$3,000,  if  the  funds  allowed.  They  beg  that  this  sum  should 
still  be  raised,  adding  that  if  this  be  done  they  will  not  pre- 
sent their  customary  request  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,000, 
as  they  have  become  essentially  self-sustaining  if  relieved 
from  the  above  mentioned  debt  of  $3,000. 

Your  Committee  cannot  refrain  -from  expressing  its  satis- 
faction at  this  advance, 'and  its  conviction  of  the  extreme 
desirableness  of  putting  it  in  the  power  of  the  Trustees  to 
discharge  the  debt.  But  the  demands  on  the  funds  of  the 
Board  of  Education  are  such  that  an  absolute  direction  to 
them  to  furnish  $3,000  would  force  them  to  borrow,  which 
would  be  but  to  transfer  the  debt  from  the  Trustees  to  the 
Board,  a  species  of  financeering  in  which  your  Committee 
sees  no  advantage. 

But  we  observe  by  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  that  an  agent 
appointed  by  them,  raised  $3,500  for  this  funded  debt.  Last 
year  the  Board  of  Education  could  give  but  $310  to  the 
Academy.  It  has  occurred  to  your  Committee  that  this  sum 
might  defray  the  expense  of  a  similar  agent,  instead  of  going 
direct  to  the  Trustees.  If  equally  successful,  the  treasury  of 
the  the  Board  would  be  no  more  taxed  than  now,  while  the 
Academy  would  receive  tenfold  last  year's  appropriation.    We 
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do  not,  however,  see  our  way  to  go  furtlier  than  to  recom- 
menc]  the  following  action,  to  wit  : 

Resolved.  That  this  Synod  commend  the  Northwestern 
Classical  Academy  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  largest 
aid  consistent  in  their  judgment  with  their  responsibilities 
in  other  directions. 

Or,  if  they  judge  wise,  in  lieu  of  any  appropriation  to  the 
Academy  this  year,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  expend  not 
exceeding  $!300,  the  amount  of  last  yearns  appropriation,  in 
engaging  an  agent  to  secure  funds  by  personal  solicitation 
until  al  least  83,000  shall  be  secured  for  the  Academy,  to  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
Trustees. 

III. 

The  Overture  of  the  Classis  of  Iowa,  merely  seconds  ur- 
gently the  above  appeal  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Academy.  We 
consider  it  fully  answered  by  any  action  taken  by  Synod  on 
that  request. 

IV. 

The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Keport  of  Hope  College  will 
be  printed  in  full  in  the  Minutes  of  Synod,  and  is  already  in 
your  hands.  There  are  fifty  students  in  the  Collegiate  de- 
partment, and  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  in  the  grammar 
school.  The  general  endowment  has  been  increased,  but  no 
progress  has  been  made  with  the  contingent  fund.  The 
Woman^s  Executive  Committee  have  given  $1,51 0  to  com- 
plete the  President's  house.  In  these  successes  the  Synod  will 
gratefully  sympathize. 

There  are  several  points  in  the  report  which  should  be 
noticed,  however. 

1st.  The  report  states  that  the  last  General  Synod  was 
overtured  to  appropriate  81,500  for  improvements,  but  no 
assistance  was  given.  Thereupon  the  Council  decided  to 
paint  some  of  the  buildings,  and  send  the  bill  in  to  Synod,  in 
hope  that  the  amount  may  be  refunded. 

Your  Committee  understand  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  paint  these  buildings  for  their  preservation.     But  we  re- 
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spectfuUy  suggest  that  such  a  precedent  should  not  be  en- 
couraged or  repeated.  Otherwise,  Synod  might  be  involved 
in  limitless  pecuniary  obligations,  for  the  contraction  of 
which  it  had  given  no  authority  whatever. 

2d.  The  Council  renews  its  application  for  $2,400  from  the 
funds  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  hopes  Synod  will 
*' fulfill  its  unredeemed  obligations  of  past  years." 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Council  should  be 
made  to  understand  distinctly  that  there  are  no  "  unredeemed 
obligations  of  past  years"  due  Hope  College.  Each  year 
the  recommendation  to  the  Board  has  been  strictly  condi- 
tioned on  their  having  the  funds  to  pay.  This  condition  has 
not  obtained,  and  there  has  not  been  the  slightest  obligation 
laid  by  the  Synod  on  the  Board  to  pay  money  which  they  did 
not  have.  By  the  terms  of  recommendation  also,  the  condi- 
tion expires  with  each  year,  and  there  can  be  no  '"accumla- 
tions"  of  obligations  possible.  With  this  distinct  under- 
standing, your  Committee  are  prepared  to  recommend,  as 
usual,  the  following  action,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  aid 
Hope  College,  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  month  for  the  ensuing 
year,  provided  that  the  funds  at  their  disposal  shall  admit  of 
payments  to  that  amount.  If  otherwise,  they  may  appropri- 
ate such  sums  as  may  be  in  their  power  consistent  with  their 
responsibilities  in  other  directions. 

3d.  The  Quarter  Centennial  of  the  College  is  to  be  cele- 
brated on  June  25th  and  26th,  1890.  The  Council  asks  that 
the  President  of  the  Synod,  or  some  other  delegate  be  ap- 
pointed to  be  present  as  representing  General  Synod.  Your 
Committee  being  informed  by  the  President  that  he  cannot 
attend,  recommend  the  following  action,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  congratulates  Hope  Col- 
lege, its  Council,  its  President  and  Faculty  and  Students,  on 
the  attainment  of  the  quarter  century  of  that  institution  of 
learning.  In  testimony  thereof,  it  hereby  designates  the 
Rev.  Cornelius  Brett  as  delegate,  primarius,  and  the  Rev.  H. 
C.  Berg  as  delegate  seciindns,  to  present  the  felicitations  and 
good  wishes  of  the  Synod  on  the  occasion. 

4th.  The  report  states  that  the  term  of  the  Rev.  James  F. 
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Zvvemer  as  Synodical  member  of  the  Council  expires  tliis 
year.     Your  Committee  recommend  that  he  be  re-elected. 

The  constitution  of  Hope  College  requires  that  General 
Synod  shall  appoint  a  Synodical  member  of  Council  for  each 
Classis  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago.  The  Classis  of 
Dakota  has  been  added  to  that  Particular  Synod,  but  no  one 
has  been  elected  by  Synod,  in  accordance  with  the  rule. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  apjoointment  of  Mr.  Paul 
Steketee  of  Grand  Rapids. 

V. 

The  Fifty-eighth  Annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Education 
states  that  ninety-three  students  are  under  its  care  in  differ- 
ent stages  of  preparation.  Among  these  are  reported  some 
who  did  not  wholly  meet  the  approbation  of  their  instructors. 
Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  should 
not  hesitate  to  strike  from  its  roll  the  names  of  such  as  may 
prove  incorrigibly  unworthy. 

The  report  also  notes  that  one-half  of  the  churches  having 
parochial  schools  assisted  by  the  Board,  have  failed  last  year 
to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  a  grant,  viz:  that  an  annual 
offering  must  be  made  to  this  fund.  As  no  specific  sum 
is  demanded  your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  it  will  be 
no  hardship  for  the  Board  rigidly  to  enforce  that  condition. 
The  remaining  matters  touched  upon  have  been  dealt  with  in 
their  specific  relations  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  document, 
and  need  no  discussion. 

Before  closing,  your  Committee  would  raise  the  question 
whether  the  time  has  not  come  for  the  Board  of  Education 
to  be  something  more  than  a  mere  bureau  of  disbursement, 
receiving  offerings  and  interest,  and  paying  them  out  dis- 
creetly ?  Resolution  after  resolution  has  been  passed  by 
General  Synod  recommending  the  Board  to  increase  its  col- 
lections. Thereupon  it  has  simply  issued  fruitless  general 
appeals.  As  at  present  organized  it  can  probably  do  no 
more.  But  we  suggest  whether  it  might  not  be  judicious  for 
it,  through  a  competent  agent,  to  solicit  either  in  hand  or 
by  legacy,  personal  gifts  to  the  funds  of  this  Board  ?  These 
would  be  in  addition  to  ordinary  congregational  collections, 
and  would   not   only  enable   it   to   aid  students   now,  but  to 
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plant  new  academies  and  colleges  in  promising  places,  and  to 
maintain  more  adequately  those  which  already  exist.  To 
do  this  would  doubtless  add  to  expenses.  But  it  might 
well  be  that  such  a  financial  secretary  would  raise  many 
times  the  salary  he  commanded.  At  all  events  it  seems  clear 
that  the  hour  has  struck  for  more  positive  and  aggressive  work 
than  the  Board  has  hitherto  felt  itself  at  liberty  to  do. 
Your  Committee  content  themselves  by  recommending  the 
adoption  of  the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  instructed  to 
consider  the  propriety  of  taking  more  active  steps  to  increase 
its  funds  by  regular  and  systematic  personal  solicitation 
through  some  well  chosen  and    properly  compensated  agent. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  last  Wednesday  of  January  is 
now  set  aside  as  the  usual  Day  of  Prayer  for  colleges  and 
schools,  this  Synod  recommends  the  observance  of  that  day 
to  the  churches. 

Finally  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  per- 
sons be  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Education  in 
place  of  those  whose  term  of  service  has  expired,  viz  : 

Rev.  J.  Elmendorf,  Mr.  R.  X.  Perlee, 
"     G.  J.  Van  Xeste,  "   J.  Schuyler  Anderson, 

"    P.  M.  Doolittle,  Hon.  John  De  Mott, 

"    D.  H.  Martin,  David  Murray,  LL.D. 

Since  the  above  was  written,  a  sixth  paper  has  been  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee, viz:  an  overture  from  the  Rev. Prof. 
W.V.V.  Mabon  and  Rev.C.E.Crispell,  desiring  action  on  the 
part  of  Synod  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  young  men  of 
the  Church  to  the  call  to  enter  the  ministry.  It  recounts  at 
length  the  history  of  the  futility  of  ordinai'y  deliverances  of 
Synod  on  the  subject,  and  asks  the  appointment  of  a  special 
agency  to  do  this  work. 

Your  Committee  find  in  the  Synod  a  general  sympathy  in 
the  purpose  of  the  overture,  and  a  general  conviction  that 
the  work  should  be  done,  but  great  divergence  of  opinion 
as  to  the  best  method,  and  considerable  objections  to  each 
one  proposed.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  work  might 
best  b3  done  by  a  sp3cial  agent  on  a  salary,  by  Synod ical  Su- 
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perintendents,  or  even  by  Classical  Missionary  agents  as  part 
of  their  work — by  each  pastor  for  his  own  congregation — or 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  raised  to  full 
work,  with  a  full  salary  of  |-.i,000.  Against  all  these  your 
Committee  see  serious  objections.  We  are  not  prepared  to 
propose  any  definite  method,  but  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
senders  of  the  overture,  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tion, viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Rev. 
K.  H.  Joldersma,  and.  Elder  C  E.  Winants  be  a  Committee 
to  consider  the  practicability  of  inagurating  some  plan  of 
urging  the  claims  of  the  ministry  for  recruits  upon  the 
christian  families  of  the  Church,  and,  if  the  way  be  opened 
by  providence  to  provide  for  its  expenses,  that  they  be  a 
Committee  with  power. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  VII. 

SUNDAY   SCHOOLS   AlTD    CATECHETICAL   IXSTRTJCTIOX. 

The  Committee  appointed  last  year  presented  their  report, 
which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  this  year. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction presented  their  Report,  which  was  accepted  and 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction, would  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 
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I. 

Four  papers  have  been  referred  to  this  Committee  for  their 
consideration. 

1.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and 
Catechetical  Instruction  appointed  by  the  Synod  of  1889. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Statistical  Table 
accompanying  this  report  be  printed  in  the  minutes  of  Synod 
in  the  form  approved  by  the  Synod  of  1888,  together  with 
certain  portions  of  the  report  itself,  which  refer  immediately 
to  the  Sunday  School  work  of  our  own  Church,  as  follows  : 

Extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  1889. 

"From  the  summary  which  also  contains  last  year's 
reports  of  Schools  which  failed  to  report,  it  appears  that  the 
number  of  Sunday  Schools  connected  with  the  Reformed 
Church,  at  the  present  time,  is  775,  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  104,418,  which  shows  an  increase  of  six  (6)  schools  during 
the  year,  and  an  increase  in  the  total  enrollment  of  1,206. 

"  Comparing  the  returns  of  this  year  with  those  of  1886, 
when  your  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical 
Instruction  presented  their  first  report,  we  find  that  during 
these  five  years  the  number  of  schools  has  increased  from 
758  to  775,  an  increase  of  17  in  five  years,  the  total  enroll- 
ment shows  an  increase  of  7.883. 

*'But  after  all  that  is  encouraging  in  the  reports  of  the  Sun- 
day Schools,  the  question  has  arisen  in  the  minds  of  your 
Committee,  whether  the  Church  at  large  is  fully  alive  to  the 
importance  of  the  Sunday  School  as  an  entering  wedge  into 
new  fields,  for  the  planting  of  our  Churches  in  such  fields. 

"  The  Reformed  Church  thoroughly  understands  the 
importance  of  the  Sunday  School  as  an  Educator  in  the 
fields  already  occupied.         ****** 

**  But  the  Sunday  School  is  intended  to  be  more  than  this. 
In  the  history  of  our  sister  churches,  the  Sunday  School  has 
recently  received  new  significance  as  a  most  important  Mis- 
sionary Agency.  The  Sunday  School  has  been  made  the  en- 
tering wedge  of  the  churches  into  new  and  unoccupied  fields, 
where  no  churches  could  be  organized,  but  where  a  Sunday 
School  could  be  formed,  which  was  the  nucleus  of  the  future 
church.  -******** 
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'*  The  Sunday  School  in  its  capacity  as  Missionary  Agent, 
has  not  received  such  attention  in  our  Reformed  Church  as 
it  ought  to  receive.  It  has  been  considered  simply  as  a 
school  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  the  Church,  and 
even  as  such,  too  little  attention  has  been  accorded  it.  The 
appointment  of  this  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools 
and  Catechetical  Instruction,  by  the  General  Synod  at  its 
Session  in  1885,  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  hailed 
by  many  as  an  omen  of  progress.  Ikit  if  the  work  of  this 
Committee  is  confined  simply  to  the  collecting  of  Sunday 
School  statistics,  it  falls  far  short  of  what  it  might  accom- 
plish. This  is  perhaps  the  reason  why  your  Committee  has 
failed  to  receive  more  hearty  cooperation  of  all  the  Classes 
and  of  all  the  schools ;  and  why  some  have  expressed  the 
opinion  that  this  Committee  only  added  to  the  machinery  of 
the  Church,  without  adding  anything  to  its  efficiency. 

''The  following  resolutions  are  therefore  respectfully  sub- 
mitted: 

''Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the 
General  Synod  of  1885  (See  Min.  p.  719),  the  several 
Classes  appoint  committees  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Cate- 
chetical Instruction,  to  study  the  conditions  and  needs  of 
Sunday  Schools  within  their  respective  bounds,  to  gather 
statistics,  to  arrange  for  Classical  Sunday  School  Conven- 
tions, and  to  plant  Sunday  Schools  in  neglected  and  desti- 
tiute  neighborhoods. 

''Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  recommend  to  Pastors, 
and  Superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools  to  introduce  the 
work  of  the  Home  Department  into  their  respective  schools, 
inducing  families  and  individuals  who  could  not  attend  the 
Sunday  School  to  study  the  lesson  for  a  specified  time  each 
Sunday,  thus  becoming  members  of  the  Home  Department, 
and  in  this  way  maintaining  a  vital  connection  with  the  Sun- 
day School. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Sunday  School  and  Cat- 
echetical Instruction  be  directed  to  consider  the  matter  of 
the  Sunday  School  Missionary   Enterprise,  and   to  offer   in 
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their  next  year's   report  such  suggestions  and   plans  as  will 
enable  the  Synod  to  take  definite  action  in  the  matter. 

''All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

''HENRY  DE  VRIES, 
"DANIEL  D.  BEEKMAN.^' 

Your  Committee  advise  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and 
commend  it  to  the  thoughtful  consideration  of   the  Church. 

A  resolution,  as  follows:  "Resolved,  That  this  Synod  ap- 
point a  secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  statistics 
and  generally  to  supervise  the  Sunday  School  operation?  of 
the  Church." 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  no  further  action  be 
taken  on  this  matter  at  present. 

A  resolution,  as  follows:  "  7?e.so/i'ef?,  That  the  Synod  re- 
commend that  Children's  day  be  observed  on  the  tliird  Sab- 
bath instead  of  the  second  Sabbath  of  June." 

The  arguments  advanced  for  this  proposed  change  are 
based  upon  the  fact  that  so  large  a  proportion  of  our  min- 
isters and  elders  are  absent  from  their  churches  on  the  sec- 
ond Sunday  of  June  as  delegates  to  General  Synod.  Fullyre- 
cognjzing  the  inconvenience  thus  occasioned,  your  Commit- 
tee are  nevertheless  satisfied  that  the  change  would  not  be 
acceptable  to  the  church  at  large.  By  adopting  this  resolu- 
tion, denominational  uniformity  would  be  secured,  but  some- 
thing better  would  be  sacrificed — inter-denominational  agree- 
ment as  to  the  time  for  the  observai}ce  of  this  beautiful  fes- 
tival. Your  Committee  would  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  the  proposed  change  be  not  made. 

An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Passaic,  requesting  the 
General  Synod  to  direct  that  the  statistics  hitherto  gathered 
by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Cate- 
chetical Instruction  be  hereafter  embodied  in,  or  connected 
with,  the  Consistorial  Reports, 

In  1888,  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  sent  up  a  memorial 
to  the  General  Synod,  "questioning  the  possibility  and  ne- 
cessity of  continuing  the  effort  to  collect  and  tabulate  the 
statistics  of  our  Sabbath  Schools;"  (see  Min.  Gen.  Syn., 
Vol.  IG,  pp.  568-569).     This   memorial  was  referred  to  the 
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Oornmittee  on  Sunday  Schools,  who,  in  view  of  "  the  fact 
that  the  advance  toward  full  success  in  this  matter  had  been 
very  marked  and  rapid,"  proposed  a  resolution,  which  was 
adopted,  expressing  the  hope  of  the  Synod  that  the  work 
called  in  question  would  be  "^sy  tematically  and  faithfully 
continued  and  developed  to'  the  highest  possible  degree  of 
efficiency  and  completeness." 

In  full  recognition  of  the  faithful  and  laborious  work  of 
previous  committees  in  getting  these  statistics,  and  with  all 
deference  to  the  action  of  the  Synod,  as  given  above,  your 
Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  while  the  uniform  faith- 
fulness of  our  Stated  Clerks,  and  the  respect  of  our  Sunday 
School  officers  for  the  authority  of  the  General  Synod,  makes 
the  gathering  of  reasonably  complete  statistics  possible,  there 
is  still  wide-spread  and  honest  doubt  with  regard  to  their 
utility.  The  blanks  for  Consistorial  reports  call  for  (1)  The 
number  of  schools;  (2)  the  total  enrollment,  and  (3)  the 
number  of  Catechumens,  i.  e.  those  who,  in  the  schools  or 
out  of  them,  are  being  "regularly  instructed  in  the  Cate- 
chisms recognized  by  the  Church."  Now,  of  the  six  columns 
in  the  special  blanks  approved  by  the  Synod  of  1888,  the 
first  two  indicate  simply  how  the  "Total  Enrollment,"  given 
also  in  the  (vonsistorial  Reports,  is  divided  between  officers 
and  teachers  on  the  one  hand,  and  scholars.  I'he  third  col- 
umn gives  the  average  attendance.  The  fourth,  the  number 
received  from  the  school  into  the  communion  of  the  Church. 
The  fifth  and  sixth  columns  have  reference  1o  the  contribu- 
tions of  the  Schools  to  the  Boards  of  the  Church  and  to 
other  benevolent  objects. 

The  well-known  uncertainty  of  all  statistics,  special  ele- 
ments of  uncertainty  in  Sunday  School  statistics,  grave 
doubts  as  to  the  advisability  of  having  separate  reports  of 
Sunday  Schools,  the  conviction  that  the  figures  of  the  fourth 
column  often  convey  wrong  impressions,  the  great  and  widely 
distributed  labor  involved  in  gathering  statistics,  the  expense 
of  printing  the  tables,  the  limited  circulation  of  the  minutes 
of  Synod,  the  similar  work  so  well  done  by  Sunday  School 
associations,  these  and  other  considerations  constrain  your 
Committee  to  recommend  the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  the  gathering  and  the  publication  in  the 
minutes  of    General   Synod  of  special  statistics   of  Sunday 
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Schools,   i.  e.    other  than  those  called  for  in  constitutional 
reports,  be  discontinued.     And, 

Resolved,  That  Consistories  and  Committees  of  the  Classes 
and  Particular  Synods  on  the  State  of  I^eligion  be  instructed 
to  record  in  tlie  "narrative"  portion  of  their  reports  any 
figures,  facts,  queries  or  suggestions  affecting  Sunday  School 
work  and  catechetical  instruction,  which,  in  their  judgment, 
will  guide  General  Synod's  Committee  in  framing  their 
report. 

II. 

Your  Committee  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  Instruction,  appointed  by 
the  preceding  Synod,  be  considered  and  acted  upon  directly 
by  Synod,  without  being  referred  to  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed for  the  ensuing  year,  it  being  understood  that  this 
action  shall  not  prevent  such  reference  of  any  matters  con- 
tained in  the  report  as  Synod  may  wish  to  have  more  care- 
fully canvassed  in  committee  before  final  action. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Synod  of  lb87  (Min.  Vol. 
16,  p.  320),  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  con- 
sideration of  Synod's  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and 
Catechetical  Instruction  of  the  previous  year,"  so  that  it 
shall  read  as  follows:  "Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  even- 
ing of  the  third  day  of  the  Synodical  session  be  devoted 
to  a  general  conference  on  the  all  important  questions  con- 
nected with  the  instruction  and  training  of  the  children 
of  the  Church." 

Resolved,  That  full  arrangements  for  the  Conference 
specified  be  made  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  pre- 
ceding Synod. 

In  response  to  earnest  requests  for  some  such  action  your 
Committee  would  recommend  that  Synod  reaffirm  its  deliver- 
ance of  1882  (in  adopting  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  Religion  for  that  year),  with  regard  to  the  rela- 
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tioTi  of  the  Sunday  School  to  the  Church.  It  is  as  follows: 
"We  deem  it  essential  that  its  organic  union  with  the 
Church  be  maintained  and  strengthened,  that  it  may  not 
drift  away  as  a  separate  and  independent  institution,  but  re- 
ceive its  vitality  and  direction  from  the  Pastor  and  Elders  and 
members  of  the  Church  and  be  a  direct  agency  for  building 
up  the  Church  by  training  the  youth  in  the  regular  attend- 
ance upon  the  services  of  the  Sanctuary,  the  weekly  prayer- 
meeting,  and.  all  the  established  means  of  grace." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  Synod  again  most  heartily  endorses  the 
Young  People's  Society  of  Christian  P^ndeavor,  and  recom- 
mends that  such  or  similar  societies  be  organized  in  every 
church. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Beard  of  Foreign 
Missions,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  wac  also  received  and  referred  to  the  same 
Committee. 

On  Monday  evening,  addresses  were  delivered  by  Prof.  M. 
N.  Wyckoff,  Mr.  Henry  J.  Scudder,  Rev.  A.  S.  Van  Dyck, 
Rev.  P.  W.  Pitcher  and  Rev.  G.  F.  Verbeck,  D.D. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 
presented  its  report,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  heard, 
and  the  subject  was  considered,  after  which  the  report  was 
accepted  and  adopted. 

REPORT    OF    THE  COMMITTEE    ON     FORElG]Si     MISSIONS. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  ilie  Ri'foniied  Church  in  America : 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully 
report  as  follows  : 

The  papers  referred  to  us  for  consideration  are  the  Fifty- 
eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the 
Sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  ^yoman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  and  a  Report  on  the  union  of  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Churches  in  India,  marie  to  the  Presbyterian  Alli- 
ance of  that  country,  December  ii3,  1889. 

From  the  first  named  report  we  gather  reasons  for  devout 
thankfulness  and  praise  to  God.  The  outlook  at  the  b(gin- 
ing  of  the  financial  year,  was  such  as  to  excite  grave  appre- 
hension. A  debt  of  §'-^3,500  rested  on  the  Board;  and  the 
pastoral  letter  prepared   and   sent  out  to  the  churches   by 
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the  last  General  Synod,  did  not  substantially  increase  the 
receipts.  The  debt  steadily  grew  during  the  Summer  and 
Fall  months,  till  about  November  1st,  it  amounted  to  $57. :^00. 
The  Board  felt  conijjelled  to  contemplate  the  necessity  of 
relinquishing  one  of  our  Missions,  and  instructed  its  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  prepare  a  plan  for  doing  so,  unless  the 
contributions  of  the  churches  during  the  next  two  months 
should  render  it  unnecessary.  At  the  same  time  an  appeal 
was  issued  to  the  churches,  to  make  a  special  contribution 
of  ten  per  cent,  over  and  above  their  usual  apportionments. 
So  happily  was  this  appeal  responded  to  by  our  ever  liberal 
people,  that  the  crisis  was  successfully  passed  ;  and  the  year 
has  been  closed,  not  only  without  incurring  additional  debt, 
but  the  old  debt  of  $23,500,  has  been  reduced  to  $16,500, 
less  some  $2,000  cash  in  hand. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  Board  from  all  sources,  amounted 
to  $117,090.14,  an  increase  of  $23,947.90  over  last  year.  This 
increase  came  mainly  from  the  churches,  but  the  amount 
received  from  individuals  and  Sunday  Schools  and  legacies, 
was  also  larger  than  usual.  The  Woman's  Board  raised  this 
year  nearly  $28,000,  through  the  untiring  zeal  and  self-deny- 
ing efforts  of  its  members.  The  efficient  aid  of  this  organi- 
zation deserves  and  receives  our  grateful  and  hearty  recogni- 
tion. Verily  these  women  have  "  labored  with  us  in  the 
gospel." 

The  reports  from  the  Missionary  field  are  full  of  encourage- 
ment, bringing  tidings  of  expansion  and  success,  and  conse- 
quently of  the  need  of  more  laborers.  The  Hospital  connected 
with  the  Amoy  Mission,  so  generously  aided  by  christian 
brethren  in  the  Netherlands,  has  been  completed  and  opened, 
and  is  doing  a  beneficent  work.  The  girls'  schools  of  this 
Mission  have  an  increased  number  of  pupils,  and  require  two 
additional  teachers.  Besides  this,  $5,000  are  greatly  needed 
to  erect  a  building  for  the  boys'  school ;  and  Rev.  P.  W. 
Pitcher,  now  in  this  country,  has  been  authorized  by  the 
Board  to  visit  the  churches  during  the  Summer  mouths,  to 
raise  this  sum.  We  hope  that  the  members  of  this  Synod 
will  kindly  open  the  way  for  Mr.  Pitcher  to  visit  them,  and 
will  facilitate  his  efforts. 

The  work  in  Japan  has  been  prosperous,  despite  the  politi- 
cal excitements  of  the  past  year,  incident  to  the  constitutional 
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changes  that  have  been  introduced.  1'he  new  building  of 
the  Ferris  Seminary  has  beeti  finished  and  joyfully  eiitered 
upon.  The  South  Japan  Mission  reports  a  large  increase  of 
church  members,  and  two  new  stations  opened,  and  needs 
another  missionary  family  ;  while  Tokyo  calls  for  five  addi- 
tional laborers. 

Similar  wants  are  reported  from  the  Mission  in  India, 
where  our  missionaries  are  overburdened  with  the  pressing 
demands  of  the  work.  Mr.  Henry  J.  Scudder  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  in  Rutgers  College,  has  offered  himself,  and  been 
appointed  by  the  Board  to  take  charge  of  the  xlrcot  Academy, 
and  will  sail  within  a  month.  This  institution  is  a  feeder  to 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  this  point,  whose  first  report  has 
this  year  been  sent  in  to  our  Synod,  and  shows  a  graduating 
class  of  six.  But  with  thfi  return  of  Kev.  Mr.  Conklin  to  this 
country  on  account  of  enfeebled  health,  the  Mission  is  sadly 
in  want  of  further  reinforcement. 

What  shall  be  our  answer,  dear  brethren,  to  these  calls  for 
help  ?  Can  we  afford  to  ignore  them,  and  to  leave  our  Mis- 
sions crippled  and  unable  to  make  the  advance  possible  to 
them  ?  In  answer  to  our  prayers  God  has  richly  blessed  our 
Missionary  efforts  ;  has  increased  the  number  of  converts  and 
pupils  ;  and  thereby  enlarged  our  opportunities  of  work,  and 
necessitated  a  greater  number  of  workers.  Shall  we  plend 
pecuniary  inability  to  do  this  enlarged  work,  and  let  slip  our 
opportunities?  Shall  we  cease  our  prayers  for  God's  blessing 
on  these  Missions  ?  Or  frankly  tell  the  Lord  that  we  would 
rather  not  have,  them  grow  because  we  do  not  feel  able  to 
make  a  corresponding  increase  in  our  contributions  ?  Let  us 
on  the  contrary  rise  to  the  height  of  our  privilege,  and  con- 
secrate our  property  and  ourselves  to  the  Lord's  work. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  proposed  union  of  the 
United  Church  in  Japan  with  the  Congregational  churches 
has  failed  of  consummation  as  yet;  but  we  note  with  pleasure 
the  accession  of  the  Mission  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church  to  the  Council  of  Missions  in  Japan,  bringing  with 
it  fourteen  Missionaries  and  nine  churches,  with  604  com- 
municants to  the  United  Church.  In  this  connection  we 
hail  the  prospect  of  a  union  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Re- 
formed Churches  in  India,  as  foreshadowed  in  the  report  of 
a  committee  on  this  subject,  rendered   to   the   Presbyterian 
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Alliance  of  that  coiinti-}'.  It  is  a  matter  of  coBgratulation 
that  the  Catholic  spirit  of  our  Church  has  been  so  clearly 
evinced  in  the  leading  part  taken  by  our  Missionaries  in 
these  movements  towards  Christian  union  both  in  Japan 
and  India. 

The  report  of  our  Board  sets  forth  its  action  relative  to 
the  new  Mission  among  Arabic  speaking  people,  proposed  at 
the  last  8ynod.  While  the  Board  could  not  see  its  way  clear 
to  establish  such  a  Mission,  and  we  approve  their  action,  we 
are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Mission  has  been  independently 
established  by  private  subscriptions;  and  two  young  men 
have  gone  forth  from  our  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  to 
engage  in  the  movement.  We  bid  them  God-speed,  and  pray 
for  a  blessing  upon  their  enterprise.  We  are  glad  that  the 
enthusiasm  which  has  been  awakened  among  so  many  stu- 
dents in  the  Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  of  our  land 
in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  is  found  also  in  our  own  insti- 
tutions, both  East  and  West. 

The  remonstrances  addressed  by  our  Board,  and  other 
Missionary  Boards  and  religious  bodies  to  the  United  States 
Senate,  against  the  bill  for  the  exclusion  of  Chinese  from 
this  country,  were  followed  by  the  defeat  of  the  bill.  Should 
further  attempts  be  made  to  enact  unfriendly  legislation 
which  might  imperil  Missionary  interests  in  China,  we  trust 
that  our  Christian  Senators  and  Representatives  will  con- 
tinue to  oppose  and  defeat  such  attempts,  and  will  deal 
kindly  and  hospitably  with  a  people  who  are  at  peace  with  us. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  remarks  made  in  the  report 
of  our  Board  upon  the  future  of  our  Missionary  work,  and 
the  necessity,  if  we  are  to  go  forward,  of  enlarging  our 
sources  of  income,  and  of  securing  greater  regularity  in  its 
flow  into  the  treasury.  Spasmodic  appeals  to  pay  debts  can- 
not be  made  every  year.  We  need  to  arouse  some  of  our 
Churches  and  Sunday  Schools  to  their  privilege  and  duty  in 
the  matter  of  making  constant  contributions  to  the  support 
of  the  Missionary  work.  We  need  more  systematic  benefi- 
cence in  our  churches,  abetter  raeansof  providing  our  people 
with  information  and  incentives  to  generous  giving.  Two 
of  our  particular  Synods,  we  notice,  have  arranged  to  have  at 
their  regular  sessions,  missionary  addresses,  through  which 
to  stimulate  the  officers  and  members  of  their  churches.  We 
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trust  that  the  other  Particular  Synods  will. employ  such 
measures  as  their  wisdom  may  suggest  to  secure  the  same 
object. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  respectfully  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Synod  set  apart  the  first  Sunday  in  November 
next  (the  2d),  to  be  observed  in  common  with  Christians  of 
other  churches  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  and  conference 
touching  the  interests  of  Missions  throughout  the  world;  and 
that  all  our  pastors  be  affectionately  urged  to  provide  for  the 
observance  of  the  day  in  their  respective  churches. 

*^.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  given  to  Hon.  N.  F. 
Graves,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  for  his  wise  liberality  in  found- 
ing a  Missionary  lectureship  at  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
New  Brunswick. 

3.  That  in  view  of  the  valuable  work  done  by  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliaries  we  earnestly  recommend  our  pastors  to  secure 
the  formation  of  these  Auxiliaries  in  their  churches  where 
these  do  not  already  exist. 

4.  That  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  the 
Synod  authorize  it  to  appropriate  all  unspecified  legacies  to 
the  Security  Fund,  until  that  fund  shall  have  reached  the 
sum  of  180,000. 

5.  That  the  Board  be  encouraged  to  make  the  sum  of  their 
appropriations  for  the  work  of  the  coming  year  $105,000, 
and  apportion  the  same  as  usual  among  the  Classes  and 
churches  ;  and  that  the  churches  be  desired  to  use  every 
effort  not  to  fall  behind  the  advanced  contributions  of  the 
past  year. 

6.  That  in  place  of  those  members  of  the  Board  whose 
terms  expire  with  the  present  session  of  the  Synod  the  fol- 
lowing persons  be  elected  for  the  next  three  years  :

DOMESTIC  MISSIONS  AND    THE    CHURCH    BUILDING  FUND. 

The  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Keport  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions,  and  the 
Church  Building  Fund. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Executive 
Committee  of  Domestic  Missions  was  also  received  and 
referred  to  the  same  Committee. 

On  Tuesday  evening  a  popular  meeting  was  held,  and 
addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Revs.  J.  H.  Enders,  R.  H. 
Joldersma,  Thomas  W.  Jones,  S.  J.  Harmeling  and  Cor- 
nelius Brett. 

On  Wednesday  morning  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions  reported.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  addressed 
the  Synod,  and  the  report  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

REPORT    OF   COMMITTEE    ON    DOMESTIC    MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully   report: 

Therehavebeen  referred  to  this  Committee  the  Fifty-eighth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  the  Sev- 
enth Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Executive  Committee, 
an  Overture  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  and  a 
communication  from  the  Reverend  C.  H.  Ebert. 

The  report  of  the  Board  refers  at  the  opening  to  the  sud- 
den death  in  January  last  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Jacob  West, 
''for  twenty  years  the  faithful  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  and  for  two  years  its  Honorary  Secretary.  He  is 
missed  by  the  Board  and  by  his  associates  in  the  other  offices 
of  the  Church,  and  will  be  held  in  loving  remembrance  by 
many  to  whom  he  was  more  than  a  friend." 

A  review  of  the  work  of  the  past  year  accomplished  by  this 
Board  presents  many  features  of  encouragement.  Four  more 
churches  have  been  aided  than  were  aided  the  previous  year. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  church  members 
received  on  confession  over  the  number  so  received  the  pre 
vious  year.  The  number  enrolled  in  the  Sunday  Schools 
has  increased  in  like  manner.  The  contributions  to  sustain 
the  work  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by   $2,082.47, 
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the  total  offerings  for  both  Missionary  and  Building  Fund 
departments  being  •$4;<*,88G. 33.  The  fiscal  year  began  with 
a  small  debt,  but  closed  without  debt,  and  this  while  the 
work  was  not  curtailed  but  increased. 

A  new  agency  in  prosecuting  the  work  in  the  Western 
field  was  inaugurated  by  the  Board  on  April  1,  1889,  by  the 
appointment  of  the  Kev.  R.  H.  Joldersma,  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Western  IMissions. 

The  first  year  of  this  experiment  has  vindicated  its  wis- 
dom, and  confident  expectation  is  entertained  of  increasingly 
large  results  to  be  accomplished  by  the  general  and  system- 
atic oversight  thus  secured.  The  field  to  be  covered  is  a  very 
large  one,  including  as  it  does  portions  of  the  States  of  Mich- 
igan, Ohio,  Wisconsin,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Minnesota,  Ne- 
braska, Iowa,  Kansas,  and  the  two  Dakotas,  but  Brother 
Joldersma  has  been  moving  hither  and  thither,  at  the  rate 
of  15,000  miles  of  travel  for  the  year,  and  has  succeeded  in 
gathering  the  nucleus  of  eight  new  churches  and  helping  to 
gather  two  others.  To  aid  him  in  covering  this  immense 
field  under  his  superintendence,  the  Board  proposes,  with 
the  approval  of  the  General  Synod,  to  appoint  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  need  may  call  for  it,  Classical  Missionaries  in 
that  field,  for  Classes  other  than  that  of  Dakota. 

The  agency  of  Theological  students  in  Missionary  work 
during  the  Summer  vacation  has  also  been  employed  by  the 
Board,  the  results  of  which  agency  are  such  as  to  encourage 
its  continuance.  Nineteen  students  were  thus  employed  last 
Summer,  and  the  Board  has  already  received  ajiplications 
from  twenty-four  young  men  for  such  work  during  the  com- 
ing Summer. 

T'he  report  of  the  Woman's  Executive  Committee  presents 
a  record  of  earnest  work,  with  most  happy  results  accom- 
plished, in  the  bringing  of  joy  to  many  a  parsonage  home, 
and  the  lifting  of  burdens  of  debt  that  had  here  and  there 
crippled  the  cause  and  disheartened  its  agents.  The  work 
of  this  most  helpful  auxiliary  has  been  performed  with  a 
deftness  and  delicacy,  so  opportune  and  so  considerate,  as 
to  convey  a  benefaction  beyond  the  pecuniary  value  of  the 
gift  bestowed — the  twice  giving  of  quick  giving  not  only, 
but  the  thrice  giving  of  a  generous  joy  in  it,  superadded  to 
the  promptness  of  it.     When  it  was  understood  by  this  Com- 
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mittee  that  the  Church  Building  Fund  was  powerless  to  do 
the  work  demanded  of  it  because  it  was  crippled  by  a  debt 
of  $4,000,  the  Committee  said  with  one  voice:  "Let 
us  pay  that  debt  in  full;"  and  this  was  immediately 
done.  Thirty-nine  auxiliaries  in  the  churches,  and  five  Mis- 
sion bands  have  been  added  during  the  year  to  the  number 
of  auxiliaries  co-operating  with  the  Woman's  Executive 
Committee.  The  total  number  of  auxiliaries  is  now  253. 
Three  Classical  Missionary  Unions  have  been  formed  during 
the  year.  The  money  collected  by  this  Committee  for  carry- 
ing on  its  work  amounted  to  111,349.77,  an  amount  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

It  is  matter  for  gratitude  to  God,  and  congratulation 
among  ourselves,  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished 
through  the  gifts  of  the  Churches,  and  the  faithful  and  self- 
denying  labors  of  those  who  are  engaged  in  cultivating  the 
home  Missionary  field.  At  the  same  time,  your  Committee 
cannot  but  feel  that  the  Church  in  general  has  failed  to 
appreciate,  as  yet,  the  opportunities  that  open  before  her  for 
enlargement,  and  increased  etficiency  in  the  Master's  service. 
The  work  among  the  Dutch  immigrants,  and  growing  com- 
munities that  are  largely  or  entirely  composed  of  the  de- 
cendants  of  earlier  Dutch  settlers  in  the  country,  is  emin- 
ently appropriate  by  reason  of  the  ecclesiastical  descent  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  and  is  also  most  encour- 
aging in  the  results  accomplished.  To  neglect  the  call  that 
comes  so  loudly  from  that  class  of  our  population,  would  be 
to  ignore  the  manifest  will  of  Providence,  and,  by  failing  at 
the  precise  point  of  evident  and  urgent  duty,  to  show  our- 
selves unworthy  of  God's  blessing  in  what  might  be  under- 
taken in  other  directions.  But  while  this  work  is  certainly 
to  be  done,  there  is  other  work  that  ought  not  to  be  left  un- 
done. It  is  time  that  we  should  regard  ourselves,  as  much 
as  any  other  Church  in  the  land,  as  an  American  Church, 
with  no  narrower  limits  than  the  continent  presents.  We 
call  ourselves  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  but  we  oc- 
cupy comparitively  few  localities  m  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  we  have  been  content  too  long  with  a  com- 
paratively limited  ambition.  We  shall  not  accomplish  great 
things  as  long  as  we  are  satisfied  with  small  things.  A  con- 
tinental ambition  is  not  too  great  even  for  our  little  Church, 
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as  long  as  the  commission  wliich  gives  her  a  right  to  be — 
Go  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature — remains  in 
force.  Spasmodic  and  belated  efforts  in  the  past  have  not 
unnaturally  worked  discouragement,  in  hope  deferred  and 
disappointed,  resulting  in  a  certain  apathy.  Is  it  not  time 
now  that  we  should  open  our  eyes  to  an  enlarged  vision  of 
our  duty — a  vision  of  pressing  need  and  splendid  possibility  ? 
In  the  great  stretches  of  the  new  West  there  is  no  danger  of 
elbowing  our  neighbors  of  other  denominations  in  our  efforts 
to  do  Christian  work,  and  in  many  parts  of  the  older  West, 
also,  there  are  openings  in  plenty,  and  full  of  promise,  for 
our  Church.  Our  great  lack  is  in  men.  In  the  Western  de- 
partment of  our  home  field,  there  are  at  this  moment  thirty- 
two  vacant  Churches.  If  we  could  get  the  men,  the  money 
to  sustain  them  would  be  forthcoming.  A  volunteer  stu- 
dent movement  for  Home  Mission  work,  similar  to  that  for 
Foreign  Mission  work,  would  be  hailed  doubtless  on  the  part 
of  all  branches  of  Christ's  Church,  as  one  of  the  hapjiiest 
aagtiries  for  the  advance  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord;  full 
of  promise  for  the  nation,  dependent  as  our  national  institu- 
tione  are,  for  their  integrity  and  prosperity,  on  the  influence 
of  the  Gospel  in  moulding  our  heterogeneous  population  into 
Christian  commonwealths;  full  of  promise  also  for  the  world, 
for  the  most  influential  factor  in  the  world's  life  to-day,  and 
destined  to  become  increasingly  so  in  the  future,  is  our 
American  nationality.  Our  prayer  to  God,  and  our  appeal 
to  the  Churches,  should  be  for  men  to  reap  the  rich  harvest 
which  is  waiting  to  be  gathered,  and  which  while  we  delay  is 
perishing. 

The  overture  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  asks 
the  General  Synod  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  "to  assume  hereafter  the  responsibility  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  Missionary  Superintendent  of 
said  Particular  Synod.  Your  Committee  would  answer  this 
overture  by  directing  the  attention  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany  to  the  action  on  this  subject  which  has  been 
already  taken  by  this  General  Synod,  in  the  adoption  of  the 
report  and  recommendations  of  the  Special  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  deal  with  this  business  one  year  ago. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  from  the  Kev.  C,  H. 
Ebert,    who  is  an   "Emigrant  Missionary  of  the  Reformed 
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Church  in  the  United  Statep,"  asking  to  be  recommended  to 
our  Board  of  Home  Missions  as  their  agent  in  this  capacity 
in  New  York,  your  Committee  would  suggest  that  this  is 
a  matter  which  properly  belongs  to  the  Board  to  examine 
and  decide  upon,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Board. 

The  Board  has  employed  the  Kev.  H.  E.  Nies  of  Paterson, 
N.  J.,  as  its  missionary  among  the  Dutch  immigrants  during 
a  part  of  the  past  year,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  most 
Christian  work  will  be  continued  by  the  Board,  through 
such  agents  as  it  shall  see  fit  to  commission. 

The  following  resolutions  are  recommended  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Synod  the  Home 
Missionary  work  of  our  Church  is  second  in  iinportance  to  no 
other,  involving  as  it  does  the  progress  of  Christ's  cause  in 
all  the  world;  and  that  this  Synod  calls  on  all  the  Consistories 
and  congregations  under  its  care  to  give  this  work  the  sup- 
port of  their  sympathies  and  prayers  and  means. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  reaffirms  the  action  of  a  year 
ago,  calling  upon  the  churches  for  175,000  as  a  sum  needed  by 
our  Board  for  the  suitable  support  and  enlargement  of  its 
work  during  the  current  year,  in  taking  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  of  evangelization  which  the  providence  of  God 
is  continually  presenting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  instructed  to  use  its  best  en- 
deavors to  enlist  the  interest  of  the  young  men  in  our  educa- 
tional institutions  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  to  the 
end  that  our  Domestic  Missionary  force  may  be  continually 
augmented  by  fresh  recruits. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regards  the  Woman's  Executive 
Committee  as  an  indispensable  agency  in  the  prosecution  of 
our  Domestic  Missionary  work,  supplying  as  it  does  an  ele- 
ment of  kindly  and  careful  helpfulness  in  ministering  to  the 
home  needs  of  both  parsonage  and  church,  and  in  supple- 
menting the  work  of  the  Board  at  critical  points  ;  and  the 
Synod  calls  on  all  the  churches  to  institute  societies  auxiliary 
to  the  Women's  Executive  Committee  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  instructed  to  arrange  in  con- 
junction with  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  for  the  hold- 
ing of  Missionary  conventions  during  the  coming  year,  one 
each  within  the  bounds  of  the  several  Particular  Synods. 

The  Board  in  its  report  makes  mention  of  a  rule  which  it 
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has  adopted  for  its  future  guidance,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  General  Synod,  as  follows  :  ''After  the  second  appli- 
cation for  supplement  to  the  pastor's  salary  has  been  granted, 
if  tlie  amount  of  supplement  asked  for  be  not  reduced  before 
a  third  appropriation  is  made,  special  inquiry  concerning  the 
condition  of  the  congregation  shall  be  instituted.  It  is 
further  the  policy  of  the  Board, after  the  third  appropriation, 
unless  it  appears  that  such  reduction  would  injure  the 
Church,  to  reduce  the  amount  of  supplement  year  by  year, 
in  order  if  possible  to  lead  the  congregation  toward  self- 
support. 

To  the  questions  now  required  to  be  answered  in  the 
formal  application  for  a  supplement,  shall  be  added  the  fol- 
lowing: 

How  long  has  your  Church  received  aid  from  the  funds  of 
the  Board  ? 

What  has  been  the  yearly  appropriation  for  these  years  ? 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Synod  approve  this 
rule. 

The  Committee  begs  to  present  the  names  of  the  following 
brethern,  as  the  successors  of  those  whose  terms  of  office 
now  expire,  as  members  of  the  Board:

It  is  due  the  Rev.  N.  H.  Van  Arsdale,  whose  term  of  office 
now  expires,  and  who  is  the  only  one  not  recommended  for 
re-election,  to  say  that  his  name  is  dropped  from  the  list  at 
his  own  request,  on  account  of  other  important  duties  con- 
flicting with  those  of  membership  in  the  Board.  The  Rev. 
W.  H.  Yroom  is  nominated  in  his  place.

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The  Committee  of  Conference  with  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted 
and  adopted. 

The  Committee  of  Conference  with  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  "  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  questions  and 
relations  involved  in  the  appointment  of  Missionary  Superin- 
tendents" (see  Min.  p.  881),  would  respectfully  report  as 
follows  : 

Your  Committee  has  had  several  conferences  with  the 
Special  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and 
through  them  have  been  favored  with  the  counsels  of  a 
Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Synod  of  Albany. 

Through  correspondence  with  the  Kev.  \Vm.  J.  Skillman 
of  the  Synod  of  Chicago  and  a  member  of  this  Committee, 
they  have  had  voiced  to  them  the  views  of  the  Western 
Churches  and  Classes. 

Taking  into  view  the  needs  of  the  whole  field  :  studying 
the  condition  and  requirements,  not  of  any  one  but  of  all  the 
Synods,  they  have  mutually  and  unanimously  agreed  upon 
the  following  plan,  indicating  the  policy  of  the  Board  in  ap- 
pointing Missionary  Superintendents  and  defining  the  sphere 
and  function  of  such  Superintendent.  Having  been  already 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  provision- 
ally adopted  by  them,  it  is  now  presented  to  this  General 
Synod,  in  the  hope  that  through  its  adoption,  harmony  may 
be  secured  and  efficient  work  may  be  rendered  the  Church 
tlirough  its  Synodical  and  Classical  agencies  for  home  work. 
The  plan  is  as  follows  which  we  recommend  for  adoption. 

THE    MISSIONARY    SUPERINTENDED;!. 

A.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
to  appoint  a  Missionary  Superintendent  for  each  Particular 
Synod,  in  which,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Board 
such  an  official  may  be  needed,  and  on  the  following  condi- 
tions, viz  : 

1.  A  request  for  the  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the 
Particular  Synod  within  whose  bounds  he  is  to  labor. 

2.  The  Board  understands  that  the  Churches  within  such 
Particular  Synod,  except  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago, 
shall  make  strenuous  efforts  to  raise  at  least  the  additional 
amount  required  for  his  salary. 
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B.  For  the  sake  of  economy  in  men  and  means,  it  may  be 
expedient  to  appoint  one  Missionary  Superintendent  for  two 
Particular  Synods. 

C.  The  duties  of  the  Missionary  Superintendent,  so  far  as 
the  aims  and  interests  of  the  Board  are  concerned,  shall  be: 

J .  To  exercise  a  general  oversight  over  every  Congregation 
and  Mission  Station  in  his  Particular  Synod,  receiv-ing  aid 
either  from  the  Missionary  Department  or  the  Church  liuild- 
ing  Fund  :  to  occupy  every  Sunday  (except  four  for  vaca- 
tion) in  the  service  of  the  Board. 

2.  To  visit  every  one  of  such  Churches  and  Mission  Sta- 
tions as  soon  as  possible  after  his  appointment,  and  as  often 
thereafter  as  may  be  consistent  with  other  duties. 

3.  To  make  special  visits  to  any  Church  or  Mission  Station 
whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee  or 
the  Board,  through  its  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  to  re- 
port concerning  its  condition  and  prospects. 

4.  To  report  fully  to  the  Board  the  condition  of  each  of 
the  aforementioned  Churches  and  Stations  at  least  once  every 
year,  at  such  time  as  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  Board 
may  direct. 

5.  To  be  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  promising  fields  in 
which  Reformed  Churches  may  be  organized,  and  use  his 
best  endeavor  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  organization  of 
churches  where  they  may  be  needed;  provided,  however,  he 
shall  make  no  efforts  to  gather  a  congregation  within  the 
bounds  of  an  organized  church  of  our  own  order,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Pastor  and  Consistory  of  said  Church,  o)- 
that  of  the  Classis.  He  shall  not  attempt  to  gather  a  congre- 
gation in  any  community  where  the  field  is  fully  occupied 
by  other  Evangelical  Churches. 

6.  To  make  a  detailed  report  of  his  work,  in  writing,  to 
the  Particular  Synod  within  whose  bounds  he  is  laboring, 
at  every  stated  session,  and  a  summary  of  the  same  to  the 
Board  at  every  regular  meeting. 

7.  To  discharge  all  his  duties  under  the  general  direction 
of  the  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee  through  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  with  the  understanding  that  he  will, 
as  far  as  possible,  consult  with  the  Synodical  Committee  on 
Church  Extension  and  the  Classical  Committee  in  his  field, 
and  under  their  direction  he  shall  also   extend  his  labors  to 
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such  other  work  and  vacant  churches  witliin  the  bounds  of 
the  Synod  as  may  require  his  aid. 

8.  To  present  the  claims  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions to  congregations,  ecclesiastical  assemblies  and  conven- 
tions, whenever  consistent  with  other  duties. 

D.  The  salary  of  the  Missionary  Superintendent  shall  be 
determined  in  each  case  by  the  Board.  His  commission  shall 
be  issued  for  one  year,  but  may  be  renewed  from  year  to 
year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board.

ARTICLE  X. 

PUBLICATION. 

The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion, was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication,  begs  leave  to  report: 

There  has  been  submitted  to  us  the  following  resolutions, 
viz  : 

Whereas,  The  new  Quarterly,called  ''  The  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Review,"  is  designed  to  represent  our  Church,  as 
well  as  the  Presbyterian,  and  promises  to  be  a  very  useful 
publication. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  recommend  this  "  Review"  to 
the  support  of  our  ministers  and  people. 

Your  Committee  recommends  its  adoption. 

We  have  also  had  before  us  the  Thirty-sixth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

This  Board  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  commercially,  and 
shows  the  effect  of  careful  and  skilled  management.  With 
due  liberality  of  contribution    and    patronage  from  our  min- 
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isters  and  churches,  it  may,  more  than  ever,  justify  our 
expectations,  and  extend  its  benefits  as  a  channel  for  the 
supply  of  a  pure  and  valuable  ('hristian  literature.  The 
prospect  of  this  brightens  in  proportion,  as  the  hope  of 
securing  more  fitting  quarters  in  an  established  church  home 
becomes  more  positive  and  definite. 

The  Board  of  Publication,  in  view  of  the  failure  of  the 
"  Mission  Field  "  to  secure  the  desired  patronage  of  our 
people,  and  consequently  to  prove  remunerative,  let  the  rea- 
sons be  what  they  may,  suggest  (I)  that  the  publication  of 
the  "  Mission  Field  "  be  discontinued;  {'i)  that  the  Board  of 
Publication  be  authorized  to  publish  a  {)aper  ia  the  interests 
of  our  Church,  to  be  issued  weekly,  to  contain  general  read- 
ing matter,  church  news,  advertisements,  and  an  exposition 
of  the  Sunday  School  lessons  ;  (3)  that  said  paper  be  called 
"  The  Reformed  Church  News."  and  be  issued  at  no  greater 
cost  than  the  present  price  of  the  "  Mission  Field,"  until 
such  time  as  the  profits  of  the  paper  shall  warrarft  its 
enlargement. 

Your  Committee  recommends  : 

That  the  matter  of  continuing  or  discontinuing  the 
''  Mission  Field,"  and  the  publication  of  a  paper  to  be  called, 
"  The  Reformed  Church  News,"  be  referred  to  the  Boards 
with  power. 

We  offer  these  resolutions. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  means  of  book  supply  through  the 
agency  of  the  Board  of  Publication  commends  itself  to  the 
confidence  of  all  who  desire  books  or  other  publications,  and 
has  peculiar  claims  upon  the  patronage  of  the  members  of  our 
own  denomination. 

2.  Resolved,  That  every  one  of  our  Churches  be  urged  to 
place  this  Board  upon  its  schedule  of  benevolent  offerings, 
and  to  put  forth  special  efforts  to  secure  for  it  liberal  con- 
tributions. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  following  persons  be  appointed  as 
members  of  the  Board  for  the  full  term,  viz  :

A    NEW    HYMN    BOOK. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  in  1888,  and  continued 
last  year,  to  examine  and  report  on  hymn  books,  presented 
the  following  Report,  wiiich  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  session  of  the 
General  Synod  in  Catskill,  N.  Y.,  in  1888,  to  examine  and 
report  on  Church  Hymn  Books  (see  Min.  188y,  pp.  600-602), 
would  respectfully  report : 

The  Committee  on  Publication,  in  their  report  to  the 
Synod  of  1888,  declared  with  truth,  "The  demand  for  a 
new  book,  embodying  the  latest  results  of  study  in  Christian 
Hymnology  and  Church  Music,  is  becoming  every  day  more 
general  and  urgent." 

Many  of  the  Churches  are  dissatisfied  with  our  present 
hymnals,  and  there  is  a  desire,  widespread  and  intense,  for 
something  better  and  more  modern  than  we  now  possess. 

As  a  denomination,  we  are  wisely  conservative.  Yet  our 
history  affords  abundant  evidence  that  the  Reformed  Church 
has  ever  been  ready  to  recognize  the  demands  of  the  spirit 
of  progress  and  the  desire  for  improvement,  and  to  make 
provision  to  satisfy  those  demands. 

Such  has  been  the  case  in  the  history  of  the  hymnology  of 
our  Church. 

In  1767,  the  Consistory  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  New 
York  City,  on  account  of  the  declension  of  the  Dutch  lan- 
guage, found  it  necessary  to  prepare  a  collection  of  the 
Psalms  in  English,  to  take  the  place  of  the  Dutch  Psalm 
book  previously  in  use. 

In  1789,  a  Book  of  Psalms  and  Hymns,  in  English,  com- 
piled by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Livingston,  was  approved  and  recom- 
mended by  the  General  Synod. 

In  1812,  the  Classis  of  New  York  asked  for  a  revision  of 
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this  collection,  which  was  made  by  Dr.  Livingston,  and 
approved  by  tlie  General  Synod  in  1813. 

In  1830,  the  General  Synod  appointed  a  Committee  which 
prepared  a  second  Book  of  Hymns,  which  was  added  to  the 
one  already  in  use. 

In  1845,  the  General  Synod  appointed  a  Committee  to  re- 
arrange this  Book  of  Psalms  and  Hymns,  and  to  add  such 
new  liymns  as  would  make  tlie  collection  more  complete. 

In  184G,  this  Committee  reported  the  new  arrangement, 
with  the  addition  of  342  new  hymns,  and  the  book  was 
published  in  1847. 

In  1869,  an  entirely  new  collection,  "Hymns  of  the 
Church,"  containing  tunes  as  well  as  hymns,  prepared  by 
the  Eev.  Drs.  J.  B.  Thompson,  A.  G.  Vermilye  and  A.  R. 
Thompson,  assisted  by  the  Kev.  Zachary  Eddy,  D.D.  and 
Mr.  U.  C.  Burnap,  was  adopted  by  the  General  Synod. 

The  Music  of  this  book  was  revised  by  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  tlie  General  Synod  of  1873,  of  which  your  chair- 
man was  a  member,  and  it  has  since  been  in  use  in  our 
Churches. 

In  1879,  the  book,  "  Christian  Praise,"  was  approved  by 
the  General  Synod,  and  has  breen  in  use  in  some  of  our 
Churches. 

It  thus  appears,  that  since  1T(J7,  at  intervals  of  about 
twenty  years,  the  exigencies  of  our  Church  have  required  anew 
hymnal,  and  the  General  Synod  has  acceded  to  the  demand. 

When  "  Hymns  of  the  Church"  was  published  in  1869,  it 
was  one  of  the  best  collections  of  its  kind  that  had  appeared. 

But  the  twenty-one  years  that  have  elapsed  since  its  publi- 
cation, have  brought  rich  additions  to  the  Hymns  and 
Music  of  the  Ciiristian  Church. 

We  shall  be  M'ise  if  we  recognize  this  fact,  and  afford  our 
Churches  an  opportunity  to  avail  themselves  of  the  abund- 
ant stores  thus  provided. 

Since  1869,  when  "  Hymns  of  the  Church"  was  published, 
the  period  has  been  completed,  at  the  end  of  which,  the  ex- 
perience of  the  past  123  years  has  shown,  that  the  Church 
has  ordinarily  demanded  a  new  Hymnal. 

Repeated  requests  have  come  to  the  General  Synod,  asking 
that  provision  might  be  made  for  the  preparation  or  adoption 
of  a  new  book. 
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In  1884,  the  Syuod  was  asked  to  endorse  the  series  of 
Hymn  Books  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robinson. 

This  request  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  of  which 
the  Rev.  E.  A.  Collier,  D.D.,  was  Chairman, 

This  Committee  presented  a  report,  in  which,  while  recog- 
nizing the  excellence  of  Dr.  Kobinson's  Hymn  Books,  they 
recommended  the  preparation  of  a  new  Hymnal.  But  this 
recommendation  was  not  adopted,  and  the  Synod  finally 
decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter  at  that  time. 

Since  then,  the  growing  necessity  for  a  new  Hymnal  has 
been  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  many  who  previously  felt 
that  the  time  for  a  new  book  had  not  yet  come. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  18^8,  two  Hymn 
and  Tune  Books  were  referred  to  your  Committee  for  exam- 
ination, and  they  were  directed  "to  make  a  careful  study" 
of  these,  "  and  any  others  they  may  deem  worthy,  and  report 
to  the  next  Synod  such  as  may  seem  best  suited  to  the  various 
departments  of  our  Church  work." 

In  accordance  with  these  instructions,  your  Committee 
examined  a  number  of  Hymn  and  Tune  Books,  and  last  year 
recommended  one  of  those  referred  to  them,  "1'he  People's 
Hymn  Book,"  prepared  by  Elder  Samuel  B.  Schieffelin  of 
our  Church,  for  use  in  social  and  i)rayer-meetings. 

Before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  1889,  the 
attention  of  your  Committee  was  directed  to  a  new  Hymnal 
which  was  being  prepared  by  Mr.  Edwin  A.  Bedell,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  organist  of  the  Madison 
Avenue  Reformed  Church,  of  Albany,  N.  Y. 

This  Hymnal,  in  the  judgment  of  those  who  had  examined 
the  manuscript,  was  superior  to  anything  heretofore  pub- 
lished, and  your  Committee  felt  that  it  would  be  wise  to 
await  its  appearance  before  making  their  final  report.  At 
our  request,  the  Synod  of  1889  continued  the  Committee, 
and  added  to  its  number,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Rev.  A.  I. 
Martine,  the  Rev.  Edward  A.  Collier,  D.I).,  with  directions 
to  report  to  the  General  Synod  of  1890. 

Early  in  1889,  Mr.  Bedell  submitted  to  your  Committee 
the  manuscript  of  this  new  collection,  "  The  Church 
Hymnary." 

The  author  is  an  accomplished  musician  of  refined  taste 
and  large  experience,  and  has   spent   six   years  in  the  collec-

tion  and  arrangement  of  the  book,  which  is  now  presented  to 
the  General  Synod  for  its  approval. 

This  work  has  been  a  labor  of  love,  and  it  was  his  ambition 
to  prepare  for  the  Church  in  which  he  was  reared,  and  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  a  Hymnal  of  the  highest  excellence 
as  a  manual  of  Praise  in  the  House  of  the  Lord. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Collier  and  your  Chairman  have  given  to  its 
examination  many  weeks  of  the  most  careful  study.  "^I'hey 
each  have  gone  over  the  entire  manuscript  several  times, 
and  every  iiymn  and  tune  has  passed  under  repeated  review. 
Mr.  Bedell  requested  them  to  make  any  suggestions  they 
might  deem  proper,  and  has  cheerfully  assented  to  their 
recommendations  with  regard  to  both  hymns  and  tunes. 

As  a  result,  your  Committee  believe  that  "  The  Church 
Hymnary"  is  superior  in  the  character  of  its  hymns  and 
tunes,  and  in  its  adaptation  for  practical  use  in  the  worship 
of  the  Sanctuary,  to  any  collection  now  extant. 

In  this  opinion  they  are  supported  by  the  Judgment  of 
competent  critics  who  have  examined  the  advance  sheets  of 
the  book. 

Mr.  U.  C.  Burnap,  the  musical  editor  of  "Hymns  of  the 
Church,"  writes  as  follows: 

''New  York,  May  13,  18fl0. 

"  My  Dear  Sir: — I  spent  such  time  as  I  could  last  evening  in 
the  examination  of  a  portion  of  the  proof  sheets  of  your 
forthcoming  hymn  book,  and  the  impression  left  upon  my 
mind,  after  the  necessarily  incomplete  view  of  its  contents, 
is  very  strongly  in  favor  of  its  being  superior  to  any  hymnal 
I  have  hitherto  seen.  You  certainly  have  added  much  rich 
and  valuable  material  to  the  hymnology,  and  your  selection 
of  tunes,  so  far  as  I  can  judge,  is  calculated  to  meet  the 
tastes  of  the  most  exacting  musician,  and  the  most  conserva- 
tive adherents  to  the  old  and  familiar  tunes. 

"I  shall  await  the  inspection  of  the  remaining  portion 
with  great  interest.  "Yours  truly,

A  number  of  our  ministers,  who  have  examined  the  book 
in  its  incomplete  form,  are  enthusiastic  in  their  expressions 
of  approval. 
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With  regard  to  ''The  Church  Hymnary"  we  would  remark: 

1.  The  hymns  have  been  most  carefully  selected. 

Some  of  the  best  critical  talent  in  the  country  has  passed 
upon  their  merits  and  usefulness. 

Among  those  who  have  examined  them  is  the  l^ev.  F.  M. 
Bird,  D.  D,,  Professor  in  Lehigh  University,  at  South  Beth- 
lehem, Pa.,  who,  since  1880,  has  prepared  the  hymn  notes  for 
the  "Independent,"  and  who  is  recognized  as  one  of  the 
leading  authorities  on  hymnology  in  this  country. 

As  a  whole,  the  standard  has  been  of  the  highest.  The 
best  of  the  old  and  of  the  new  hymns  have  been  inserted. 
Among  the  authors  are  found  Watts,  Wesley,  Montgomery, 
Newton,  Cowper,  Doddridge  and  Heber,  with  the  more  mod- 
ern hymn  writers.  Bonar,  Bickersteth,  Caswell,  Faber, 
Frances  Ridley  Havergall,  Lyte,  Neale  and  Dean  Alford, 
together  with  Dr.  A.  R.  Thompson,  Mrs.  Merrill  E.  Gates, 
Dr.  Denis  Wortmaii,  Mrs.  Dr.  Terhune,  Dr.  Peter  Stryker, 
Dr.  Philip  Phelps,  Mrs.  Sangster  and  others  of  our  own 
Church. 

The  most  conservative  will,  with  rare  exceptions,  find  their 
favorites,  while  a  sufficient  number  of  new  hymns  have  been 
inserted  to  satisfy  the  most  progressive. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  collection  is  so  large,  compris- 
ing 994  hymns.  While  few  congregations  use  one  half  of 
this  number,  there  must  be  opportunity  for  a  wide  choice,  to 
satisfy  the  wants  and  tastes  of  all. 

2.  With  regard  to  the  tunes,  the  collection  is  larger  and 
more  varied  than  any  now  before  the  public. 

There  are  about  800  tunes,  and  the  excellence  of  the  most 
of  these  has  been  proved  by  actual  use. 

Those  which  have  become  endeared  to  the  Church  by  long 
acquaintance  are  retained,  while  the  collection  has  been  en- 
riched by  a  large  number  of  the  most  excellent  productions 
of  the  best  modern  composers,  which  are  melodious,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  churchly  and  dignified. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  adaptations  of  fa- 
miliar hymns  and  tunes  which  have  become  endeared  to  the 
Church  by  long  association.  At  a  large  majority  of  the 
openings  two  tunes  are  found  on  each  page,  one  or  more  of 
which  are  familiar. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  compiler,  and  of  those  who  have 
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assisted  him,  to  admit  nothing  inferior  or  trivial  in  either 
hymns  or  music. 

While  a  high  standard  has  been  maintained,  and  while 
there  are  a  few  tunes  which  are  specially  adapted  for  the  use 
of  choirs,  the  large  majority  are  those  which  have  a  "go"  to 
them  and  can  be  sung,  after  a  sliort  acquaintance,  by  ordi- 
nary congregations. 

3.  The  Classification  of  the  Hymns  is  careful  and  system- 
atic. 

Hymns  on  particular  subjects  can  easily  be  found  by  noting 
the  running  head  line  at  the  top  of  the  page.  The  Indices 
of  Scriptural  Texts  and  Topics,  have  been  carefully  pre- 
pared ;  great  pains  being  taken  to  make  them  full  and  accu- 
rate. 

4.  The  design  throughouc  has  been  to  make  a  practical 
and  useful  Hymnal.  The  compiler  has  had  no  pet  theory  to 
carry  out,  but  has  endeavored  to  make  the  book  of  such  a 
character  that  it  would  prove  an  acceptable  and  efficient  aid 
to  the  worship  of  the  Sanctuary. 

5.  The  book  has  been  prepared  and  published  without 
asking  the  General  Synod  to  assume  any  pecuniary  responsi- 
bility. 

The  publishers  are  the  firm  of  Charles  E.  Merrill  &  Co., 
52  &  55  Lafayette  Place,  New  York,  who  have  had  large  ex- 
perience in  the  publication  of  Church  Hymnals.  No  pains 
nor  expense  will  be  spared  to  make  the  book  in  paper,  typo- 
graphy and  binding,  attractive  and  durable,  and  it  will  be 
furnished  to  our  Board  of  Publication  and  the  Churches  at 
as  low  a  rate  as  possible. 

We  congratulate  our  Church  that  a  book  has  been  prepared 
for  it,  which  will  satisfy  the  desiVes  of  those  who  have  been 
waiting  for  a  Hymnal  of  superior  excellence,  and  we  feel 
that  the  thanks  of  the  Church  are  due  to  Mr.  Bedell  for  the 
work  which  he  has  so  faithfully  and  successfully  accom- 
plished. 

6.  In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolution. 

Whereas,  Satisfactory  business   arrangements   have   been    * 
concluded  with  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
and    Charles   E.  Merrill  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  publishers  of 
''  The  Church  Hymnary,"  including  the  fixing  of  the  intro- 
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ductory  price  at  $1.35  per  copy,  and  the  long  price  at  11.50 
per  copy,  for  the  half  leather  edition,  during  the  continuance 
of  copyright,  and  the  issue  of  a7i  edition  with  hymns  only, 
in  case  such  an  edition  shall  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  Board 
of  Publication,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  approve  the  book 
entitled  '*  The  Church  Hymnary,"  compiled  by  Mr.  Edwin 
A.  Bedell,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  recommend  the  same  for 
use  in  our  Churches.

widows'  fund. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  presented  the  fol- 
lowing Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  only  paper  placed  in 
their  hands,  the  Treasurer's  Annual  Financial  Statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  Fund  and  are  pleased  at  the  evidence  it 
gives  of  improvement. 

To  exhibit  this  your  Committee  presents  the  following 
summary  from  its  detailed  accounts  :

If,  in  securing  this  gratifying  increase  of  the  Fund,  the  an- 
nuitants had  received  the  maximum  amount  to  which  they 
were  entitled,  there  would  be  nothing  to  mar  the  year's  favor- 
able record.  But  this  large  addition  to  the  Fund,  amounting 
to  more  than  half  of  the  interest  received  from  investments, 
has  been  made  by  reducing  the  maximum  amount  to  which 
annuitants  are  entitled  twenty-five  per  cent.  If  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  annuities  had  been  paid  during  the  past  year, 
the  Fund  would  still  have  been   increased  to  the  amount  of 


Such  a  statement  furnishes  most  gratifying  evidence  of  the 
Synod's  wisdom  in  so  modifying  the  Eules  of  the  Fund,  that 
henceforth  the  annuitants  will  receive  a  larger  portion  of 
the  annual  receipts. 

This  change  in  the  management  of  the  Fund  commends 
it  more  than  ever  to  the  ministry,  and  causes  it  to  afford  at  a 
low  premium  better  security,  with  larger  returns  for  the 
loved  ones,  or  for  a  time  of  enfeebled  age,  than  any  insur- 
ance company  or  other  mode  of  investment. 

There  is  cause  for  regret  that  during  the  last  year  only  148 
of  the  Church's  ministry  were  subscribers  to  the  Fund.  ' 

Your  Committee  believe  that,  to  a  large  extent,  this  is  due 
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to  a  lack  of  information  concerning  the  advantages  to  be 
gained  by  secnriug  a  full  interest  in  the  Fund,  and  therefore 
suggest  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  issuing  the  Rules  of  the  Widow's  Fund 
as  modified  by  the  action  of  Synod,  the  advantages  of  the 
Fund  be  clearly  set  forth  in  a  supplement  thereto,  and  that 
the  circular  or  pamphlet  containing  the  same  be  sent  to 
every  minister  of  the  denomination. 

In  making  this  suggestion  your  committee  are  aware  that 
an  annual  payment  of  $"^0  out  of  a  small  salary  very  fre- 
quently requires  great  self-denial,  and  often  seems  impossible. 
But  the  churches  are  not  many  that  cannot,  or  that  would 
not  if  asked,  make  such  a  payment  for  their  pastor.  Fifty- 
three  churches  did  so  during  the  past  year,  and  many  more 
would  doubtless  follow  their  example  if  the  matter  was  prop- 
erly brought  to  their  attention.  Your  committee  therefore 
recommend  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  churches  be  called  to 
the  desirability  of  securing  for  their  pastors  the  benefits  of 
the  Widows'  Fund,  by  an  annual  payment  in  their  behalf 
of  120. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be,  and  are  hereby,  requested  to 
bring  this  matter  to  the  consideration  of  the  churches  under 
their  care,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  secure  from  each  church  an 
annual  contribution  for  the  Widows'  Fund  of  not  less  than 
120. 

In  closing  their  report  your  committee  wish  to  emphasize 
the  thought,  that  while  the  Widows'  Fund  is  founded  upon 
the  principle  of  helping  those  who  endeavor  to  help  them- 
selves, its  successful  operation  m  the  future,  as  it  has  been 
in  the  past,  is  somewhat  dependent  upon  the  liberality  of 
the  churches.  The  familiar  statement  that  collections  have 
been  taken  during  the  year  for  all  the  Boards  and  Funds  of 
the  Church,  excepting  the  Widows'  and  Disabled  Ministers* 
Funds,  should  never  be  heard.  If  there  be  sympathy  in  our 
hearts,  it  should  flow  forth  towards  the  widow  and  the  father- 
less. The  church  can  never  pay  the  debt  it  owes  the  noble 
band  of  women  who,  through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  fortune, 
with  loving  confidence  and  a  sublime  trust  in  God,  have 
cheered  and  encouraged  its  Ministry  in  their  arduous  labors; 
may  God  bless  them,  every  one,  and  may  the  Church  do  all 
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that  lies  in  Its  power  to  free  them  from  overwhelming  anxiety 
in  that  sad  hour  when  death  enters  the  household  and  takes 
from  them  the  husband  they  love,  the  father  of  the  children 
they  cherish.     Be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  8ynod  most  heartily  commends  the 
Widows'  Fund  to  the  benevolence  of  the  churches,  and  most 
earnestly  reqnests  every  Consistory  to  give  the  congregation 
under  its  charge  an  opportunity  of  contributing  annually  to 
this  most  excellent  fund.

The  Special  Committee  appointed  last  year  to  report  such 
revision  of  the  rules  of  the  Widows'  Fund  as  shall  prevent 
embarrassment  and  injustice,  presented  the  following,  which 
was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

REPORT   OF   SPECIAL   COMMITTEE    ON"   WIDOWS'   FUND. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  (see 
Min.,  p.  8'^5)  to  report  to  this  Synod  such  revision  of  the 
rules  of  the  Widows'  Fund  as  shall  remove  the  injustice  and 
embarrassment  mentioned  in  Minutes  referred  to,  have  sought 
information  from  Mr.  John  Van  Nest,  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Direction,  and  in  several  meetings  of  the  Committee 
have  earnestly  and  anxiously  applied  themselves  to  the  work 
committed  to  them. 

We  find  there  is  great  injustice  to  early  and  long  member- 
ships, through  the  advanced  age  at  which  many  become 
members  of  this  Fund.  Out  of  the  thirty-four  annuitants 
reported  by  the  Board  of  Direction  last  year,  "  sixteen  made 
but  five  payments,  and  ten  average  about  three  years  and  a 
half  membership."  When  we  consider  that  some  of  the 
memberships  have  been  running  for  twenty,  thirty  and  forty 
years,  these  very  late  memberships  work  great  inequality  and 
injustice  without  any  intention  on  the  part  of  the  late  com- 
ing members. 

Another  cause  of  embarrassment  is  found  in  the  dispropor- 
tion   of   income   to   principal    in    the    workings   of    Rule   3 
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(Min.  18G1,  p.  93)  of  Directions,  which  is  :  "•One-half  of 
the  annual  payments  by  ministers,  and  donations  when  so 
specially  directed  by  the  donor,  shall  be  considered  income  ; 
the  other  half  of  the  annual  payments  by  ministers,  all  other 
donations,  and  the  collections  in  the  churches  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  principal,  and  the  interest  only  used  as  income." 
The  practical  result  is  this  :  the  principal  fund  has  increased 
by  (say)  $3,000  a  year,  while  the  income  or  annuity  fund  has 
as  steadily  decreased  from  14,523  (in  1883)  to  $2,074-  (in  1889), 
and  this  year  to  still  lower  figures.  Hence  annuities  have 
been  reduced  to  seventy-jive  per  cent,  of  the  maximum,  and, 
if  the  rule  continues,  still  farther  reduction  is  inevitable. 
The  only  relief  can  come  through  a  s]i(jlit  change  in  the  rule 
referred  to,  and  a  great  change  in  the  increased  liberality  of 
the  churches  toward  this  Fund.  Therefore  we  recommend 
the  following : 

1.  That  Rule  2  be  changed  to  read  :  Every  minister  of  the 
Reformed  Church  under  sixty  years  of  age  may  secure  a  full 
interest  in  the  Fund,  etc.,  etc. 

2.  That  Rule  3  be  changed  to  read  :  One-half  of  the  annual 
payment  by  ministers,  donations  when  so  specially  directed 
by  the  donor,  shall  be  considered  income  ;  the  other  half  of 
the  annual  payments  by  ministers,  all  other  donations,  and 
the  collections  in  the  churches,  above  what  is  needed  to  pay 
to  each  annuitant  the  nuiximxnn  rt;/w?/i7_y  shall  be  considered 
as  principal,  and  the  interest  only  used  as  income. 

3.  That  a  circular,  similar  to  the  one  issued  by  the  direc- 
tion of  General  Synod  in  1881,  containing  this  report,  the 
rules  as  changed,  any  other  information  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tion may  deem  necessary,  and  an  appeal  to  the  churches  to 
increase  the  regularity  and  amount  of  their  offerings  to  this 
Fund,  be  sent  to  each  minister  and  Consistory.

DISABLED   MINISTEKS'   FUND. 


The  Committee  on  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  presented 
the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

To  the  Gefiernl  Synod:  * 

Your  Committee  on  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  would 
respectfully  report,  that  we  have  carefully  examined  the  tab- 
ular statement  presented  by  the  I'reasurer,  and  find  that  the 
amount  of  the  principal  of  the  fund  is  now  $55,076.33,  being 
an  increase  over  last  year  of  11,301,  which  is  an  encouraging 
showing  as  far  as  the  principal  of  the  Fund  is  concerned. 
The  income  account  of  the  Fund  is  as  follows  :

A  careful  review  of  the  facts  which  underlie  this  subject 
may  be  both  interesting  and  profitable.  We  have  546 
churches.  Of  these  215  have  contributed  to  the  Disabled 
Ministers'  Fund  and  331  have  contributed  nothing,  three 
churches  less  contributing  than  last  year;  and  the  aggregate 
of  contributions  from  these  215  churches  is  $2,758.39,  or 
$377.98  less  than  last  year. 

Now,  if  this  showing  is  to  be  taken  as  an  index  of  the  care 
of  the  Church  for  her  ministers,  the  subject  is  not  inspiring, 
and  this  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some  of  our  aged  ministers, 
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who  are  laid  aside  from  active  service,  are  in  poverty  and  in 
need  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  are  looking  to  this  Fund 
for  a  little  to  help  them  to  meet  their  daily  wants — men  who 
have  been  faithful  and  acceptable  and  successful  in  service, 
and  because  they  cannot  work  they  must  want.  God,  who 
made  such  abundant  provision  for  His  servants  under  the 
oki  economy,  surely  means  that  his  aged  ministers  should  be 
cared  for. 

As  a  rule,  the  most  liberal  in  their  gifts  to  the  benevolence 
of  the  Church  is  the  ministry,  but  these  men,  by  a  self-denial 
that  may  be  called  peculiar,  do  not  bestow  their  gifts  where 
they  will  come  back  again  to  their  own  advantage,  but  to 
Foreign  Missions,  to  Domestic  Missions,  and  to  Education. 

We  know  men  who,  from  small  salaries,  give  the  one-tenth 
of  their  income  to  benevolence,  but  it  is  given,  mainly,  to 
the  Boards  and  not  to  the  Funds.  Now,  it  is  a  shame  "for 
the  Church  to  make  such  provision  for  such  servants  against 
the  day  of  want. 

It  is  a  pertinent  question,  how  much  has  this  subject  to 
do  with  the  supply  of  the  Gospel  ministry.  One  of  the 
largest  questions  before  the  mind  and  tlicheartoi  the  Church 
to-day  is,  how  shall  we  increase  the  number  of  our  ministers? 
In  view  of  the  cry  from  vacant  churches  West  and  East,  the 
question  becomes  serious.  The  business  world  is  very  prom- 
ising and  very  attractive,  and  how  shall  we  persuade  young 
men  to  turn  aside  to  the  ministry  when  we  promise  much 
work  and  little  pay,  with  destitution  in  old  age. 

The  Church  owes  it  to  herself  to  make  such  provision  for 
her  ministers,  as  that  they  shall  be  freed  from  this  corroding 
care,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  be  urged 
upon  the  attention  of  all  our  churches,  and  especially  through 
the  eldership,  that  a  contribution  may  be  obtained  from  each 
Church  for  this  true  and  worthy  benevolence.

OVERTURES. 

The    Committee   on   Overtures   presented   the   following 
Report,  which  was  acce})ted  and  adopted  : 
The  Committee  on  Overtures  beg  leave  to  report  : 


A  Memorial  has  been  received  from  the  Particular  Synod 
of  New  York,  relating  to  certain  desired  amendments  to  the 
Constitution.  The  request  and  the  reasons  for  it  are  as 
follows  (see  Min.  Part.  Synod  of  New  York,  May  6th,  1890, 
pp.  60,  61)  : 

Your  Committee  convinced  of  the  reality  and  serious 
nature  of  the  difficulties  alleged,  recommend  that  the  fore- 
going amendments  be  approved  and  sent  down  to  the  Classes 
for  their  action,  except  that  the  word  "  may"  be  substituted 
for  the  word  "  shall  "  in  the  clause  "  the  minister  and  shall 
grant  him  such  release."  (The  recommendation  was  not 
adopted.) 

II. 

The  North  Classis  of  Long  Island  overtures  the  General 
Synod  to  define  the  meaning  of  the  headings  in  the  statistical 
tables,  ''Benevolent  Purposes  of  the  Church,"  and,  ''Other 
Religious  and  Berievolent  Purposes."  With  the  view  of  pre- 
venting if  possible  all  misunderstanding,  your  Committee 
submit  the  subjoined  revised  headings,  and  in  answer  to 
several  inquiries  concerning  the  classification  of  offerings  for 
the  poor,  we  suggest  that  they  properly  belong  to  the  second 
column  of  the  Benevolent  Contributions.

III. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

1.  The  Classis  of  Xew  York  asks  for  a  dispensation  in 
belialf  of  Mr.  James  Jongeneel  from  the  Original  Languages 
of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  in  an  examination  for  licensure  to 
preach  the  Gospel  and  ordination  to  the  Ministry,  and  also 
from  attendance  at  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Satisfactory  reasons  being  given  for  the  application,  your 
Committee  recommend  that  a  dispensation  for  licen'ure  be 
granted. 

2.  The  Classis  of  Rensselaer  make  a  like  application  in 
behalf  of  Mr.  C.  P.  Lounsbury.  Reasons  satisfactory  to  the 
Committee  being  given,  we  recommend  that  this  application 
be  granted.  (Mr.  Lounsbury  being,  it  was  stated,  a  licentiate 
of  the  Methodist  Primitive  Church,  this  application  was 
referred  back  to  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  calling  their 
attention  to  Art.  I.,  Sec.  18,  of  the  Constitution. 

3.  The  Classis  of  Schenectady  asks  in  behalf  of  Mr. 
Orville  J.  Hogan,  a  dispensation  from  a  collegiate  course 
that  he  may  enter  the  Theological  Seminary  that  he  may 
prepare  himself  for  the  ministry.  Facts  stated  at  length 
in  the  application  as  regards  the  age,  family  relations,  piety, 
gift?,  and  pronounced  usefulness  of  Mr.  Hogan  have  led 
your  Committee  to  recommend  that  this  aj^plication  be 
granted. 

4.  The  Classis  of  Wisconsin  asks  for  a  dispensation  for 
licensure  in  behalf  of  Mr.  S.  Venema.  Mr.  Venema  has 
studied  with  a  minister  of  the  Christian  Reformed  Church  in 
the  Netherlands  for  four  years,  and  passed  his  examination 
before  a  Classis  of  that  Church,  and  has  been  engaged  for 
about  fifteen  months  in  the  service  of  one  of  our  own 
Churches.  After  a  preparatory  examination  by  a  Committee 
of  Classis  it  was  resolved  to  request  this  dispensation  which 
your  Committee  recommend  be  granted. 

5.  The  Classis  of  Newark  asks  for  dispensation  in  be- 
half of  the  Rev.  William  Stewart  of  St.  .John,  N.  B., 
from  the  requirement  of  a  year's  probation,  he  being  what 
is  termed  ''  a  foreign  minister."  It  being  represented  to  the 
Synod  that  this  rule  is  no  longer  in  force,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  application  be  referred  back  to  the  Classis. 
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IV. 

There  has  been  received  from  the  Classis  of  Schenectady 
a  petition  relating  to  the  "annoying  lack  of  agreement 
between  the  Statistical  Reports  of  the  Churches  as  rendered 
to  their  respective  Classes,  and  the  reports  of  the  same 
Churches  as  they  appear  in  the  printed  minutes  of  General 
Synod. 

As  a  remedy,  it  is  desired  : 

1.  That  this  Synod  shall  request  each  local  Church  to 
adopt,  if  it  has  not  already  done  so,  as  its  fiscal  year,  April 
1  to  March  31.  This  seems  to  your  Committee  both  desirable 
and  practicable,  and  we  recommend  tliat  the  local  Churches 
be  urged  to  adopt  this  plan  if  not  already  adopted. 

It  is  also  desired  that  the  "  Benevolent  Boards  of  the 
Church  and  the  Trustees  of  such  Funds  as  are  represented 
in  the  statistical  column  headed  "  Religious  and  Benevolent 
Purposes,"  be  instructed  to  make  their  fiscal  year  iden- 
tical with  that  of  the  several  Churches."  Owing  to  inevitable 
delays  in  the  transmission  of  contributions,  this,  however 
desirable,  seems  to  be  impracticable.  Your  Committee 
therefore  recommend  no  action. 

V. 

The  Classis  of  Schoharie  memorializes  General  Synod  con- 
curring what  is  regarded  as  the  undue  cost  of  the  printed 
Minutes  of  Synod.  It  is  desired  that  the  stated  clerk  be  in- 
structed to  secure  bids  from  at  least  three  responsible  print- 
ing and  publishing  houses.  Similar  instructions  were  given 
to  the  Stated  Clerk  two  years  ago.  In  obedience  thereto  bids 
were  solicited  from  such  houses  without  securing  any  consid- 
erable reduction  in  cost  together  with  satisfactory  work. 
More  copies  are  printed  than  are  disposed  of,  and  a  comsider- 
able  number  are  sent  gratuitously  to  Mission  stations  with 
which  this  Synod  is  in  correspondence.  The  receijits  from 
sales  last  year  did  not  equal  the  cost  of  production  by  about 
ten  dollars.  It  seems  impossible,  therefore,  to  secure  any 
considerable  reduction  in  cost,  except  through  a  lai'gely  in- 
creased sale  of  the  Minutes  through  the  Classes  and  (Jhurches. 
Beyond  expressing  the  desire  of  Synod  that  largely  increased 
sales  may  be  secured,  your  Committe  recommend  that  no 
action  be  taken. 
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VI. 

On  the  proposed  Anieiidments  to  the  Constitution,  returns 
have  been  received  from  twenty-three  of  our  thirty-four 
Classes. 

On  the  amendment  to  Art.  4,  Sec.  4,  eighteen  Classes  vote 
''Yes,''  and  five  "No." 

On  the  amendment  to  Sec.  5,  seventeen  vote  "Yes,"  and 
six  "No." 

On  additions  to  the  Liturgy,  seventeen  Classes  vote  "Yes," 
and  four  "No,"  on  the  "Form  for  the  Ordination  of  Mis- 
sionaries." 

On  the  Prayers  for  Sunday  Schools  and  Families,"  twelve 
Classes  vote  "Yes,"  and  nine  "No." 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Art.  4, 
Sec.  4,  having  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Classes, 
your  Committte  recommend  that  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  de- 
clared adopted. 

The  amendment  to  Art.  4,  Sec.  5,  the  "Form  for  the  Or- 
dination of  Missionaries,"  and  the  "Prayers  for  Sunday 
Schools  and  Families,"  have  not  received  a  majority,  either 
favorable  or  adverse.  As  no  returns,  or  returns  in  part  only, 
have  been  received  from  the  Classes  of  Arcot,  Illinois,  King- 
ston, North  Long  Island,  Michigan,  Montgomery,  Newark, 
New  York,  Orange,  Rochester,  Saratoga,  Ulster  and  West- 
chester, your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Classes  which 
have  failed  in  whole  or  in  part  to  act  upon  these  amendments 
and  forms,  be  requested  to  take  action  within  the  present  year. 

It  is  also  recommended,  that  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  be 
directed  to  correspond  wn'th  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several 
Classes  concerned,  calling  their  attention  to  the  subject,  and 
asking  them  to  communicate  directly  to  him  the  action  of 
their  respective  bodies.

SYNODICAL   MINUTES   AND    KEFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  and  References  pre- 
sented the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE      ON      SYNODICAL       MINUTES      AND 
REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  and  References, 
would  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

We  have  received  for  examination  and  reference  the  fol- 
lowing reports  : 

Minutes  of  the  General  Synod  for  1889,  and  the  Minutes 
of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  Chicago  and 
New  Brunswick  for  1890. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  we 
notice,  page  22,  that  the  General  Synod  is  memorialized  to 
take  action  upon  two  resolutions  passed  by  that  body. 

1.  That  the  stated  clerks  of  the  Classes  belonging  to  this 
S3'nod  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  and  requested  to  cor- 
rect, so  far  as  practicable  all  obvious  errors  that  may  be  dis- 
covered in  the  consistorial  reports  that  pass  under  their 
supervision. 

2.  That  m  the  "judgment  of  this  Synod,  no  moneys  should 
be  reported  as  having  been  contributed  by  any  Church  for 
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benevolent  purposes  that  are  simply  known  to  have  been 
given  by  individuals  of  that  Church  privately,  for  miscellan- 
eous charities  with  which  the  Church  itself  is  not  identified. 

In  regard  to  this  memorial,  your  Committee,  believing  that 
individuals  are  component  parts  of  the  Church,  would 
recommend  : 

Resolved,  That  all  contributions  made  by  the  Church  or 
individuals  to  benevolent  objects,  outside  of  our  denomina- 
tional work,  be  reported  in  the  column  of  the  Statistical 
Table  to  be  marked  ''  Other  Objects." 

Your  Committee  also  notice  the  failure  of  several  Classes 
to  comply  with  the  direction  of  General  Synod,  in  reference 
to  the  column  to  be  called  "  Other  Objects,"  and  in  as  much 
as  the  observance  of  this  rule  only  will  enable  General 
Synod's  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Churches  to  determine 
correctly  the  beneficence  of  the  Church  for  its  own  work, 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  these  delinquent  Classes 
be  called  again  to  this  matter. 

In  the  examination  of  the  Statistical  Tables  of  the  Particu- 
lar Synods  of  Albany,  New  Brunswick  and  Chicago,  your 
Committee  find  many  mistakes  affecting  the  Number  of 
Communicants,  Sunday  Schools  and  Scholars,  and  the  Benev- 
olent and  Congregational  Contributions  of  the  Church. 

Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerks   of  all  the  Classes   be 
exhorted   to   more   carefulness  in   the  making  up  of   their 
Statistical  Tables,  in   order  that  we  may  obtain   more  accu- 
rately the  condition  of  the  Church  at  large.

ARTICLE  XV. 

JUDICIAL   BUSINESS. 

The  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  presented  its  Report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and   is   as   follows  : 
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The  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  would  respectfully 
report: 

The  followingpapers  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee: 

Complaint  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Third  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  General 
iSynod,  relative  to  Synod's  action  concerning  their  Church 
and  themselves  in  1889, 

All  overture  from  the  Classis  of  New  York,  with  reference 
to  the  same  action,  requesting  Synod  to  take  measures  for 
preventing  said  action  from  becoming  a  precedent. 

A  memorial  from  four  pastors  and  four  elders  of  the  Classis 
of  Philadelphia,  endorsing  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  New 
York,  and  also  petitioning  the  Synod  to  rescind  the  said 
action  of  1889. 

A  memorial  signed  by  five  ministers  and  one  elder  of  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia,  accompanied  by  various  documents 
in  which,  severally,  the  disbanding  of  the  Third  Church  of 
Philadelphia  by  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  in  compliance 
with  the  instruction  of  General  Synod,  is  defended;  the  evi- 
dence for  proving  that  George  F.  Gordon  was  not,  and  is 
not,  a  member  of  the  Third  Church  of  Philadelphia,  is  fur- 
nished, the  constitutionality  of  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  of  1889,  in  relation  to  said  church  is  maintained,  and 
the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  Brunswick,  of 
May,  1890,  that  it  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  case  of  appeal 
from  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  dis- 
banding of  the  Third  Church,  is  indorsed. 

A  certified  copy  of  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  Philadel- 
phia, disbanding  the  Third  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  to- 
gether with  notice  that  an  appeal  had  been  taken  to  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  New  Brunswick,  and  that  said  appeal  had 
not  been  entertained  by  said  Synod. 

An  official  printed  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  Brunswick,  in  which  is  set  forth  the  argument 
for  its  decision,  that  in  the  appeal  from  the  disbanding  action 
of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  it  had  no  jurisdiction. 

And,  lastly,  an  appeal  of  George  F.  Gordon  to  the  General 
Synod  of  1890,  from  the  action  of  the  Particular  Synod  of 
New  Brunswick,  in  the  matter  of  his  complaint  against  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia,  together  with  a  copy  of  said  com- 
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plaint,  and  the  certificate  of  Rev.  Wm.  W.  Knox,  President 
of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  Brunswick,  that  notice  of 
appeal  had  boen  duly  served. 

These  papers  have  been  carefully  considered  by  your  Com- 
mittee, and  as  they  have,  for  the  most  part,  been  so  volumi- 
nous and  exhaustive,  we  did  not  deem  it  necessary  for  any  of 
the  parties  to  appear  before  us,  for  either  argument  or  ex- 
planation. 

A  brief  preliminary  statement  will  prepare  the  way  for  a 
better  understanding  of  the  case  before  us. 

In  June,  1886  (Min.  Syiiod,  Vol.  XVI.,  pp.  129-133), 
the  question  came  before  the  General  Synod  whether  George 
F.  (rordon,  and  those  associated  with  him  in  Consistory,  or 
Daniel  S.  Jones  and  his  associates  were  the  legitimate  Con- 
sistory of  the  Third  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Philadelphia; 
and  the  Judicial  determination  of  the  General  Synod  was, 
that  the  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  Brunswick, 
recognizing  the  Gordon  Consistory,  be  sustained  on  the  fol- 
lowing grounds  :  "  (1).  Because  George  F.  Gordon,  Adrian 
Van  Helder,  Reuben  Nichols  and  James  Pettit,  are  in  the 
regular  line  of  historical  succession,  the  Consistory  of  the 
Third  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  (2).  Because  we  recognize 
the  Church  now  worshiping  at  857  North  Broad  street, 
together  with  all  who  have  been  upon  the  roll  of  the  histor- 
ical Third  Reformed  Dutch  Cliurch  of  Philadelphia,  and  are 
now  in  good  and  regular  standing,  as  the  legitimate  Third 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  Philadelphia." 

In  June,  I88!i  (Min.  Synod,  Vol.  XVI.,  p.  924),  a 
memorial  was  received  from  Daniel  S.  Jones,  which,  not 
being  in  the  nature  of  an  appeal,  was  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee. 

Said  Committee  reported,  in  substance,  that  evidence  had 
been  furnished,  establishing  as  a  fact  that  Mr.  Gordon  was 
not  a  member  of  the  Third  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of 
Philadelphia,  at  the  time  of  General  Synod's  action  in  1886  ; 
and  that  he  was  therefore  incapacitated  from  serving  in 
Consistory,  and  that  this  invalidated  the  official  relation  of 
all  the  other  members  of  the  Gordon  Consistory.  Whereupon 
Synod  adopted  the  following  : 

"  Resolved.  First,  that  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  in 
1886,  declaring   George   F.    Gordon,   Adrian  Van    Helden, 
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Reuben  Nichols  and  James  Pettit,  in  the  regular  line  of 
*  historical  succession/  the  Consistory  of  the  Third  Reformed 
Dutch  Church,  be,  and  hereby  is,  rescinded,  on  the  ground 
that  the  fact  that  George  F.  Gordon  was  not  a  member  of  the 
Reformed  Church  was  not  disclosed  to  the  Synod,  and  the 
action  of  Synod  concerning  him,  was  unconstitutional  and 
vitiated  the  whole  Consistory  petitioners  with  him. 

''  Resolved.  Second,  that  in  view  of  a  state  of  things  now 
long  continued,  which  renders  the  remaining  remnant  of  the 
Third  Reformed  Church  powerless  for  good,  the  Classis  of 
Philadelphia  be,  and  hereby  is,  instructed  to  disband  said 
Church  forthwith,  and  to  take  any  such  action  as  may  be 
proper  and  necessary  concerning  its  books  and  funds." 

Now  it  is  of  such  action  that  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  Tiiird  Church  of  Philadelphia  complain.  And  their 
complaint  is  directly  addressed  to  the  General  Synod,  because 
the  Synod  had  directly  aimed  at  annulling  their  Consistory, 
and  dissolving  their  Church  at  a  single  blow.  What  other 
course  was  left  for  them  than  to  compel  a  stay  of  proceedings 
until  they  could  get  a  hearing  before  the  General  Synod. 
And  if  they  should  trust  themselves  simply  to  the  gradual 
process  of  the  intermediate  judicatories,  they  ran  the  risk  of 
being  met  with  the  repulse  that  the  highest  court  had  already 
determined  the  case.  It  is  the  General  Synod  itself  which 
has  necessitated  their  direct  complaint,  and  for  this  reason, 
their  Memorial  is  taken  up  first  of  all. 

Your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  into 
the  minute  specifications  of  the  complaint ;  but  since  this  is 
a  review  of  its  own  legislative  action  by  the  Synod  itself,  we 
purpose  to  condense  our  own  argument. 

When  we  analyze  the  rescindatory  act  of  1889,  we  find  that 
it  does  nor  reverse  or  even  annul,  nor  claim  to  reverse  or 
annul  the  Judicial  deliverance  of  1886,  in  reference  to  the 
Broad  street  party's  right  to  choose  the  Consistory  of  the 
of  the  Third  Church  ;  but  it  simply  attempts  to  vacate  the 
office  of  the  four  men  who  were  acknowledged  to  have  been 
chosen  by  said  party.  The  only  question  before  the  Particu- 
lar Synod  of  New  Brunswick  in  1886,  was  which  of  two 
contending  factions  had  the  right  of  perpetuating  the  Con- 
sistory of  the  Third  Church,  and  the  conclusion  was  that 
the  party  worshiping  in  North  Broad  street  had  such   right. 
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who  in  the  exercise  of  their  right  had  selected  certain  persons 
mentioned  by  name.  And  this  decision  was  sustained  by  the 
General  Synod. 

Now,  how  much  of  the  Synod's  decision  was  it  proposed  to 
rescind  ?  Not  the  authoritative  ratification  of  the  Broad 
street  party's  right,  not  the  validity  of  that  party's  Consis- 
tory regarded  as  an  organized  unit,  but  simply  the  designa- 
tion of  certain  individuals  as  composing  that  unit.  The 
judicial  deliverance  of  the  Synod  of  lb86  remained,  intact, 
namely,  that  it  was  tlie  Broad  street  party's  prerogative  to 
choose  a  Consistory,  and  who  the  persons  were  that  had 
been  chosen,  was  merely  a  record  of  fact.  The  vital 
decision  would  have  been  the  same  if  other  individuals, 
bearing  different  names,  had  composed  the  consistory.  It 
was  not  Gordon's  Consistory,  it  was  the  Broad  street  Consis- 
tory, made  up,  let  us  say,  of  Messrs.  A,  B,  C  and  D. 

If  now  we  represent  the  personality  of  Gordon  by  the  letter 
A,  it  was  alleged  that  under  the  constitution  Mr.  A's  office 
was  vacated.  How  ?  Because  there  was  evidence  that 
neither  at  the  time  of  his  election  nor  since,  was  Mr.  A  a 
member  of  the  Reformed  Church.  But  no  matter  how  con- 
clusive that  evidence,  it  was  not  within  the  province  of  the 
General  Synod  to  adjudicate  it.  Such  evidence  belonged  to 
the  Consistory  of  the  Third  Church  for  examination,  their 
decision  being  subject  to  review  by  the  higher  ecclesiastical 
courts. 

Well,  how  was  it  with  Messrs.  B,  C  and  D  ?  Why,  says 
the  rescinding  act,  the  non-membership  of  A  vitiates  their 
relation  too,  because  they  were  petitioners  with  him  at  the 
time  of  their  recognition.     Let  us  look  into  this. 

If  a  church  elects  four  men  to  perpetuate  a  Consistory, 
and  before  ordination  objection  is  make  to  one  of  them,  does 
that  prevent  the  rest  from  being  ordained  ?  If  a  church  has 
constituted  four  men  as  a  Consistory,  and  after  ordination 
one  of  the  members  is  found  to  have  been  disqualified,  does 
that  invalidate  the  election  of  his  associates  ?  And  if  a 
church  has  placed  four  men  in  Consistory,  and  its  right  to 
do  so  has  been  called  in  question,  and  on  the  petition  of 
those  four,  namely,  A,  B,  C  and  D,  the  church's  right  has 
been  maintained,  but  afterward  A  is  discovered  to  be  consti- 
tutionally ineligible,  can  that  vacate  the  office  of  B,  C  and

D  ?  Must  we  not  keep  in  mind  the  distinction  between  the 
validity  of  a  Consistory  and  the  qualifications  of  its  individual 
members  ?  Therefore  in  view  of  the  argument  and  of  the 
fact  that  the  General  Synod  has  no  original  jurisdiction  for 
the  removal  of  an  elder  or  deacon, 

Resolved,  That  the  first  resolution  of  the  Synod  of  18&9, 
relative  to  the  vacating  of  the  offices  of  those  who  constituted 
the  Consistory  of  the  Third  Reformed  Church  of  Philadel- 
phia, has  been  entirely  inoperative  from  the  time  of  its 
adoption. 

We  come  now  to  the  remaining  resolution  of  the  Synod  of 
1889,  concerning  its  instruction  to  the  Classis  to  disband  the 
Third  Church.  Your  Committee  deem  that  the  Classis  of 
Philadelphia  is  worthy  of  commendation  for  its  eminently 
loyal  spirit  in  performing  the -task  set  for  it  by  the  last 
Synod.  At  the  same  time  we  feel  impelled  to  express  our 
regret  that  the  Classis  lost  its  opportunity  for  asserting  and 
protecting  a  prerogative  which  it  shares  in  common  with  the 
other  Classes.  But  whether  the  action  of  the  Classis  was 
voluntary  or  constrained,  the  same  points  remain  for  con- 
sideration. 

When  a  Classis  resolves  to  organize  a  church,  that  is  only 
declaratory  of  intention.  The  organization  is  not  accom- 
plished, until  by  means  of  a  committee,  members  have  been 
received,  either  on  confession  or  by  certificate,  and  a  Con- 
sistory duly  elected  and  ordained.  So,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
church  cannot  be  said  to  be  disbanded  until  its  members 
have  received  certificates  of  dismission,  either  from  their 
own  Consistory,  who  complete  the  certificates  for  themselves 
individually  as  well  as  for  all  the  others,  or  else  from  some 
committee  or  officer  of  Classis  appointed  for  the  purpose. 
For  the  disbanding  of  a  church  is  not  a  mustering  of  a  regi- 
ment out  of  service,  but  the  transfer  of  individuals  from  one 
division  of  the  Church  visible  to  another.  The  resolution  to 
disband  is  only  the  first  step,  and  could  not  of  itself  com- 
plete the  dissolution  of  the  church,  and  even  if  had  it  been 
otherwise,  the  appeal  that  followed  was  an  effectual  stay  of 
proceedings,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia, 
for  the  disbanding  of  the  Third  Keformed  Dutch  Church  of 
Philadelphia,  is  hereby  declared  to  have  been  entirely   inop-

erative  from  the  time  of  its  adoption,  and  did  not  in  the 
slightest  degree  affect  the  ecclei>iastica]  status  of  said  chnrch. 

The  only  remaining  point  in  this  business  is  the  complaint 
against  the  recent  judicial  deliverance  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  Brunswick.  Inasmuch  as  the  trial  of  such 
appeal  would  be  entirely  superfluous  in  case  the  foregoing  is 
adopted,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  complaint  be  dismissed. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  your  Committee  have 
been  precluded  from  entering  into  the  merits  of  any  of  the 
questions  which  may  have  incidentally  arisen.  We  have 
been  forced  to  confine  ourselves  strictly  to  constitutional 
points,  and  these  we  have  endeavored  to  consider  with  the 
strictest  impartiality. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  discussion  of  this  report  Rev.  Will- 
iam H.  Clark,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  Samuel  Streng  of  the  Classis 
of  Philadelphia  be  accorded  the  privilege  of  the  floor.

ARTICLE  XVL 

CORRESPONDElSrCE. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  follow- 
ing Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  report  that  the  follow- 
ing delegates,  appointed  by  other  bodies  to  us,  have  conveyed 
the  fraternal  wishes  of  those  bodies  by  letter  or  in  person, 
viz:  Rev.  W.  H.  Luckenback,  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church;  his  letter  vras  read  to  Synod.  Rev.  George  C. 
Yeisley  appeared  as  the  delegate  of  the  Presbyterian  General 
Assembly  (North)  ;  and  Rev.  G.  M.  Grant,  D.D.,  Moderator 
of  the  Canada  Assembly,  sent  a  letter.  Rev.  G.  D.  Mat- 
thews, D.D.,  was   welcomed  as  the  general  Secretary   of  the 
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Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches  holding  the  f^resbyteriau 
system;  and  Rev.  George  W.  Chamberlain  gave  valuable  in- 
formation concerning  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  lirazil. 

On  the  other  hand,  Kev.  W.  W.  Knox  reported  fulfillment 
(by  letter)  of  his  con»mission  to  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  Rev.  A.  D.  Campbell  to  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church.  The  Southern  Church  sent  a  communica- 
tion on  the  subject  of  peace,  and  requested  this  Synod  to 
join  in  appointing  a  delegate  to  a  Union  convention  to  be 
held  sometime  in  the  Summer  of  1891,  in  Europe.  This, 
your  Committee  think,  may  be  left  to  the  next  Synod,  to 
delegate  some  one  at  the  time  in  Europe. 

Rev.  David  Cole,  D.D.,  attended  the  General  Assembly  at 
Saratoga,  and  Rev.  Dr.  T.  W.  Chambers,  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  at  Lebanon, 
Penn.  We  have  only  in  addition  to  nominate  the  following 
as  delegates  to  corresponding  bodies  during  the  next  year, viz:

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Resoh'i'd,  That  the  Synod,  having  heard  with  pleasure  the 
statements  made  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  J).  Mattliews,  of 
London,  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Alliance  of  the  Re- 
formed Churches,  hereby  renews  tlie  expressson  of  its 
attachment  to  the  Alliance,  its  confidence  in  the  principles 
upon  which  it  was  founded,  and  its  interest  in  the  great 
work  committed  to  its  charge. 

UXION  WITH  THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  in  18S6,  on  Union  with 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  presented  their 
Report,  embracing  the  report  of  the  joint  Committee,  which 
was  accepted  and  unanimously  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  Union  of  the  Reformed  Churches  res- 
pectfully present  their  final  report. 

During  the  past  ecclesiastical  year  this  subject  has  not  lost 
its  importance  b_v  silence  or  neglect. 

The  joint  Committees  of  our  own  and  the  sister  Church, 
after  the  most  careful  and  mature  consideration,  have  unan- 
imously agreed  upon  a  report  to  their  respective  General 
Synods,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  included,  together  with 
a  certified  copy  of  the  action  thereon  by  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  at  its  session 
held  in  Lebanon,  Pa.,  on  Friday  last.  May  30,  J 890. 

The  two  members  of  your  Committee  who  were  present  on 
that  memorable  occasion  were  honored  with  the  privilege  of 
addressing  the  venerable  Synod  in  advocacy  of  the  report, 
and  in  full  and  candid  explanation  of  their  own  convictions 
of  the  necessary  restrictions  of  their  action  in  behalf  of  the 
General  Synod  which  they  represent. 

At  the  special  request  of  this  Committee  several  members 
of  their  associate  Committee  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  are  present  with  us,  and  will  be  heartily  wel- 
comed by  this  Synod,  with  all  the  privileges  that  were  ac- 
corded to  us.  The  solemn  earnestness,  the  inspiring  enthusi- 
asm, and  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  report,  by  a  stand- 
ing vote  and  the  singing  of  the  Doxology,  and  the  prayer 
and  thanksgiving  that  followed,  invest  this  decision  with  the 
utmost  seriousness  for  the  consideration  and  conclusions  of 
this  Synod. 
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The  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  is  as  follows: 

REPORT   OF   THE    JOINT   COMMITTEE    ON   THE    UNION    OF   THE

UNITED    STATES." 

The  Committees  on  the  Union  of  the  two  Reformed 
Churches  of  this  country  met  in  Joint  session  in  New  York, 
December  20,  1887.  The  Committees  devoted  several  ses- 
sions to  the  discussion  of  the  subject  committed  to  them, 
and  finally  adJourneJ  to  hold  another  meeting  in  Philadel- 
phia. It  was  arranged  that  in  connection  with  this  meet- 
ing, a  general  convention  of  ministers  and  elders  of  both 
Churches  should  be  called  with  a  view  of  promoting  a  better 
acquaintance  between  the  two  Churches,  and  also  in  order  to 
bring  together  some  of  the  leading  miuds  of  the  two 
Churches,  in  the  presentation  of  papers  bearing  on  the  sub- 
ject of  union.  This  convention  was  accordingly  held  in 
Philadelphia  on  the  3d  and  4th  of  April,  18b'8.  There  were 
present  thirty-eight  ministers  and  six  laymen  from  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  America,  and  eighty-two  ministers  and 
twenty-two  laymen  from  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

AVe  present  herewith  the  published  report  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Philadelphia  convention  as  a  part  of  this   report. 
The    Committee  held   another   meeting   in    New    York, 
April  22,  1890. 

After  considering  the  subject  in  all  its  bearings,  the  Com- 
mittee finally  concluded  to  recommend  what  may  be  desig- 
nated a  federal  union  of  our  two  Reformed  Churches  in  a 
new  Judicatory,  composed  of  delegates  from  each  of  the 
Churches,  and  clothed  with  such  powers  as  might  be  desig- 
nated in  the  act  of  union.  This  supreme  judicatory  should 
be  so  constituted  as  to  give  due  representation,  but  not  un- 
due predominance,  to  either  of  the  heretofore  separate  de- 
nominations, should  have  ultimate  authority  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  establishment  of  new  Missions,  Domestic  and 
Foreign,  the  establishment  of  new  educational  institutions  of 
the  superior  grades,  and  the  several  interests  of  religious 
publications,  but  not  to  interfere  authoritatively  with   exist- 
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ing  Missions,  educational  institutions  or  publications  until, 
or  unless,  freely  committed  to  it  by  those  under  whose  con- 
trol they  now  exist.  It  might  have  power  to  advise  as  to 
combinations  and  other  modifications  of  existing  Missions  or 
educational  institutions,  etc.,  and  further  might  consider, 
advise  and  recommend  in  whatever  matter  it  might  judge  to 
be  for  the  welfare  and  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom; but  should  exercise  authority  only  in  matters  ex- 
pressly committed  to  it  ♦)y  the  constitution  by  which  it  would 
be  created,  or  freely  surrendered  to  it  by  the  constituent  de- 
nominations in  the  union. 

Such  a  federal  organic  union  would  leave  room  for  and 
perhaps  invite  to  membership  in  it,  other  Presbyterial 
Reformed  Churches  now  one  with  us  in  faith  and  order,  thus 
looking  forward  to  one  National  and  perhaps  International 
Reformed  Church,  including  all  of  like  faith  and  order. 

If  this  suggestion  and  general  plan  are  adopted  by  both 
General  Synods,  it  will  be  necessary,  of  course,  to  appoint, 
each  one,  a  commission  to  elaborate  and  prepare  it  for 
presentation  to  the  two  churches  as  soon  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable.

In  their  own  action  upon  this  question  your  Committee 
have  been  governed  mainly  by  the  facts  and  arguments  for 
Union  which  are  set  forth  in  the  printed  volume  of  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Conference  held  in  Philadelphia,  in  1888.  More 
extended  study  of  the  whole  subject  has  convinced  us  that  if 
a  happy  Federal  Union  were  formed  under  a  constitution 
somewhat  like  the  Union  of  the  States  with  the  general  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  it  would  promote  the  vital 
interest  of  the  contracting  parties,  strengthen  the  bonds  of 
the  Reformed  Churches  in  our  land,  and  lead  to  still  greater 
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unions  of  churches  holding  the  same  essential  faitli  and 
polity,  and  called  to  the  same  aggressive  and  widening  Christ- 
like work. 

As  between  our  two  Reformed  Churches  the  case  is  this 
— We  have  many  things  in  common,  the  same  venerable 
name,  the  same  Heidleberg  Cathechism,  the  same  system  of 
Church  government,  the  same  sacraments,  and  largely  the 
same  liturgical  offices.  We  have  the  same  birthright  of  New 
Testament  privileges  and  honors  coming  to  us  lineally 
through  the  struggles  and  triumphs  and  legacies  of  the  Refor- 
mation. For  eighty  years  our  Church  was  the  foster-mother 
of  this  child-church  which  has  outgrown  her.  Our  terri- 
torial division  is  almost  entirely  on  parallel  lines  of  latitude  ; 
our  Synods  and  Classes  only  touch  each  other  without  collid- 
ing ;  we  are  already  practically  united  in  our  Missions  in 
Japan  ;  we  are  actually  united  in  the  Alliance  of  Reformed 
Churches  holding  the  Presbyterian  system.  W^e  represent 
*'the  common  faith  "  to  the  myriads  of  immigrants  who  have 
come  and  are  coming  from  the  mother  lands.  If  united  we 
would  have  peculiar  facilities  and  opportunities  for  Home 
Missionary  work,  reaching  out  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific  coast.  Our  jointure  would  give  us  the  weight  and 
prestige,  the  power  and  possibilities  of  a  very  large  nationr.l 
communion  in  the  march  of  Christianity  across  the 
continent.  We  would  thus  make  a  practical  and  exemplary 
manifestation  of  living,  realistic  Christian  and  Church 
Unity,  removing  old  barriers,  lengthening  our  cords, 
strengthening  our  stakes,  and  presenting  a  solid  front  against 
the  combined  forces  of  the  ''Enemies  of  the  Cross  of  Christ." 
We  would  then  move  forward  with  richer  experience,  larger 
resources,  higher  aims  and  mightier  motive  power  to  accom- 
plish our  Mission  as  an  United  and  Reformed  Church,  to 
bring  the  world  to  Christ. 

These  arguments  are  the  more  urgent  in  view  of  the  con- 
temporaneous movements  towards  organized  Christian  and 
Church  Union  which  characterise  these  latter  days.  Great 
ecclesiastical  communions,  differing  as  widely  as  the  Church 
of  England  and  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
country,  have  stretcned  out  their  hands,  lamely  it  may  be, 
but  really  indeed,  towards  their  brethern  of  Presbyterian, 
Congregational  and  Reformed  Churches,  feeling  after  some 
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common  ground  of  practical  fellowship  in  faith  and  practice. 
But  none  of  these  denominations  are  so  near  to  each  other  as 
these  two  Keformed  Churches  are  to-day ;  and  therefore 
none  are  more  "in  bonds  for  Christ's  sake"  to  put  away 
their  differences  and  become  one  body  in  Him  who  is  our 
Head. 

For  these  reasons  we  believe  that  a  plan  of  Union  can  be 
prepared,  if  soauthorized  by  this  Synod,  which  will  sacrifice  no 
principles  of  the  truth  which  we  have  received  of  the  Lord 
through  our  forefathers,  and  which  will  not  involve  the 
least  invasion  of  trust  funds,  corporate  rights  and  institu- 
tional interests.  It  would  be  a  Federal  Union,  not  fusion, 
not  absorption,  not  loss  of  our  ecclessiastical  identity.  It 
would  leave  each  Church  to  follow  its  own  historical  pre- 
cedents, subject  only  to  such  powers  as  may  be  mutually  con- 
ceded for  the  common  welfare  of  the  United  Church  under 
its  organic  constitutional  law. 

This  idea  of  Federal  Union  is  not  original  with  the  illus- 
trious framers  of  our  National  Constitution.  It  dates  far 
ba.^k  of  them  to  John  Calvin  and  the  representative  system 
of  Church  and  Civil  government,  which  he  found  in  the 
New  Testament  Scriptures' and  in  the  structure  of  the  primi- 
tive Apostolic  Christian  Church.  It  is  immanent  in  the 
entire  Presbyterial  organization  and  movement  of  the  Re- 
formed Churches  of  Christendom.  The  Presbytery  or  Classis 
is  the  Federal  Union  of  individual  churches.  The  Dis- 
trict or  Particular  Synod  is  the  Federal  Union  of  the  indi- 
vidual Classes  or  Presbyteries.  The  General  Synod  or  the 
General  Assembly  is  the  Federal  Union  of  the  individ- 
ual Synods.  A  Federal  Union  of  General  Synods  or  Assem- 
blies would  be  the  natural  development  and  highest  expo- 
nent of  the  system,  and  the  next  grand  upward  movement 
for  the  unification  of  hitherto  separated,  yet  affiliated  de- 
nominations, like  our  own. 

The  problems  and  difficulties  attending  the  formation  of 
such  an  union  have  been  carefully  discussed  by  the  joint 
Committees.  We  believe  that  they  can  be  solved  satisfac- 
torily by  candor,  patience  and  a  generous  and  just  considera- 
tion and  adjustment  of  the  rights,  priviliges  and  liberties 
which  are  essential  to  a  lasting  and  growing  union.  And 
these  will  be  best  promoted  by  personal  and  official  brotherly 
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intercourse,  and  by  that  fellowship  in  the  service  of  Christ 
and  His  Church,  of  which  your  Committee  have  had  a  fore- 
taste in  these  last  three  years  of  conference  with  their 
brethren  of  the  sister  Church.  But  should  these  efforts  fail, 
we  fear  it  may  be  for  a  long  time  hence,  if  not  until  the  mil- 
lenial  sun  shall  streak  the  Eastern  sky. 

The  times  are  propitious.  "We  are  not  troubled  with  the 
controversies  that  are  agitating  other  evangelical  churches. 
We  may  be  gainers  by  them  if  we  present  a  united  front  to 
the  country  with  our  three  great  and  blessed  scriptural  sym- 
bols of  doctrine,  each  one  interpreting  the  others,  and  leav- 
ing room  for  Christian  liberty  in  the  exposition  of  these 
sacred  heirlooms  of  the  dogmatic,  experimental  and  practical 
theology  of  the  Reformed  Churches. 

Our  democratic  republican  system  of  church  government, 
harmonizing  so  nearly  Avith  that  of  the  nation,  the  States 
and  local  communities  in  city  and  country,  is  both  popular 
and  scriptural;  and  this  also  tends  to  federal  union,  as  we 
have  shown. 

But  another  very  important  aspect  of  this  subject  appeals 
urgently  to  our  own  branch  of  the  Church.  Our  growth  for 
the  last  thirty  years  has  been  mostly  in  the  West.  What  we 
have  gained  in  new  enterprises  at  the  East  has  been  sadly 
offset  by  the  absolute  loss  or  the  decadence  and  the  transfer 
of  churches  that  were  once  large  and  flourishing,  .and  among 
the  strongest  of  our  communion.  This  is  especially  true  of 
the  great  cities  and  of  some  of  the  suburbs,  where  the  popu- 
lation is  continually  changing  and  whence  the  old  and  stately 
pillars  have  passed  away,  many  of  them  with  the  edifices  in 
which  they  worshipped  the  Lord.  These  facts  have  led  some 
of  our  ministers  and  members  to  doubt  the  long  continuance 
of  our  separate  denominational  life.  Others  who  do  not 
share  these  forebodings,  fully  realize  the  difficulty  of  holding 
our  own  and  going  forward  where  w^e  have  no  ancestral  ties 
and  denominational  rallying  points.  The  remedy  lies  not 
in  narrowing  our  spirit,  ministries  and  work  down  to  sectar- 
ian littleness;  not  in  dragging  wearily  along  the  years,  carry- 
ing burdens  that  are  too  heavy  for  us;  not  in  straining  our 
little  strength  to  do  the  impracticable  and  the  impossible. 
Much  less  can  we  live  a  noble  church  life  in  this  progressive 
period  by  sounding  the  praises  of  our  ancestors  and    o-lorifv- 
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ing  while  we  do  not  imitate  their   heroic   faith   and    mighty 
works. 

But  here  is  '^an  open  and  effectual  door  of  entrance"  upon 
a  new  career  of  increasing  activity  and  usefulness.  Inhere 
will  be  one  denomination  less  and  one  greater  Church.  Each 
branch  of  it  will  feel  the  inspiration  of  the  one  mission  that 
both  must  fulfill.  Prejudices  wane  and  vanish  in  the  sweet- 
ness and  light  of  holy  fellowships,  "And  the  peace  of  God 
which  passeth  all  understanding"  (and  misunderstanding 
also),  will  keep  our  minds  and  hearts  in  the  love  and  power 
of  the  everlasting  Gospel. 

We  should  have  no  more  fear  of  being  Germanized  by  such 
an  union  than  we  have  of  being  Hollandized  by  the 
increasing  immigration  from  the  Netherlands.  The  English 
Synods  of  our  sister  Church  had  in  1888,  1,156  congrega- 
tions, and  the  German  Synod  only  .312.  The  English  Synods 
reported  135,450  members,  and  the  German  Synods  41,481 
members.  In  our  own  denomination  at  the  same  time  there 
were  between  90  and  100  Dutch  Eeformed  Churches  hold- 
ing their  services  in  the  Hollandisli  language,  and  from  forty 
to  fifty  in  the  German.  About  400  only,  about  one-half, 
of  the  ministers  in  the  Eeformed  Church  of  the  United 
States  can  use  the  German  language.  These  facts  indicate 
the  proportions  of  the  foreign  elementsin  the  two  Churches. 
Both  of  them  have  dropped  their  former  European  names 
from  their  corporate  styles  and  titles.  Our  brethren  tell  us 
that  their  German  constituency  is  being  rapidly  American- 
ized. Both  C!hurches  owe  an  ever  growing  debt  to  the  Ger- 
mans'and  Hollanders  who  are  already  here,  and  to  those  who 
are  flocking  to  our  shores.  Not  only  do  they  open  great 
fields  for  home  evangelization,  but  they  bring  with  them  the 
human  material  out  of  which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  will  add 
to  his  ascension  gifts  a  new  and  long  American  succession  of 
"Apostles  and  Prophets,  Evangelists,  Pastors  and  Teachers, 
for  the  perfecting  of  theSaintsunto  the  work  of  ministering, 
unto  the  building  up  of  the  body  of  Christ,  till  we  all  attain 
unto  the  unity  of  the  faith  unto  a  full  grown  man  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  Christ."  (Eph.  4:  11-13).  What 
grand  encouragements  and  possibilities  does  such  an  union 
offer — educational,  ministerial,  evangelistic,  philanthrophic. 
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patriotic,  ecclesiastical,   and    pre-eminently  Christ-like — for 
our  country  and  for  the  world. 

The  Reformed  Church  in  America  thus  united  would  num- 
ber, according  to  the  data  of  1888,  269,548  communicants, 
407,870  baptized  members,  2,028  churches,  1,315  ministers, 
twenty  seats  of  learning  with  tlieir  various  institutions,  five 
publishing  houses,  orphans'  homes  and  sustentation  funds, 
with  all  their  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  other  accom- 
paniments of  the  Lord's  work. 

To  test  the  sense  of  this  Synod  upon  this  subject  we 
append  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
the  Union  of  the  Reformed  Churches  be,  and  hereby  is, 
approved. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  report,  together  with  the  report  of 
the  Joint  Committee  included  therein,  and  the  printed 
volume  of  Proceedings  of  the  Conference  on  Union  between 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  and  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  held  in  Philadelphia,  April  3d  and  4th, 
1888,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Commission  to  be  nominated 
by  the  President  of  this  Synod,  and  of  which  he  shall  be  a 
member,  to  co-operate  with  the  Commission  already  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  with  instructions  to  prepare  and  to 
present  to  the  next  General  Synod  a  Plan  of  Federal  Union, 
in  which  the  autonomy,  creed,  cultus  and  property  of  both 
churches  shall  be  kept  intact,  and  this  branch  of  the  Church 
shall  have  its  just  and  proper  representation  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  Church, 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Special  Commission  aforesaid  shall 
consist  of  sixteen  members  of  whom  ten  shall  be  ministers 
and  six  shall  be  elders,  and  that,  so  far  as  practicable,  the 
members  shall  be  properly  apportioned  between  the  four 
Particular  Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  Chicago  and  New 
Brunswick. 

Having  so  finished  the  work  confided  to  them  three  years 
ago,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  your  Committee  leave  it  for 
the  decision  of  this  General  Synod,  under  the  guidance  of 
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the   infinite   wisdom   and    love  of    tJie  great   Head   of    the 

Church.

The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  presented  to  their 
G-eneral  Synod,  together  with  a  certificate  of  the  Stated 
Clerk  ;  and  it  was  unanimously  and  heartily  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Union  of  the  two  Re- 
formed Churches,  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  at  its 
meeting  held  in  Akron,  0.,  May,  1887. 

It  is  due  to  our  Committee  to  say  that  a  closer  union  was 
desired  on  their  part,  one  that  would  involve  only  one  Gen- 
eral Synod  in  place  of  the  two  General  Synods  now  existing, 
and  thus  to  form  really  one  denomination  by  consolidating 
the  two.  But  it  was  found  that  this  conld  not  be  accepted 
by  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  mainly  on  account  of 
the  peculiar  character  of  their  General  Synod,  which  is 
invested  with  greater  powers  than  our  own.  We  have, 
therefore,  joined  in  recommending  the  nearest  approach  to 
such  union  that  seemed  practicable  under  the  circumstances. 

It  remains  for  this  General  Synod  to  say  whether  it  will 
approve  of  this  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee.  If 
this  is  done  it  will  be  necessary  to  appoint  a  Commission  to 
co-operate  with  a  similar  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  at  its  approach- 
ing meeting,  June  4,  at  Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  in  case  it  also 
adopts  the  general  plan,  and  perhaps  also  to  make  some  pro- 
vision to  hold  a  special  meeting  of  this  body  to  receive  the 
report  of  the  Joint  Commission.  For  if  the  union  is  to  be 
formed  it  should  be  done  as  soon  as  practicable. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  for  adoption  by  this  General 
Synod  the  following  resolutions:. 

Resolved,  That  whilst  this  Synod  would  prefer   a   closer 
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organic  union,  yet  inasmuch  as  tliis  seems  to  be  impractica- 
ble at  the  present  time,  it  hereby  approves  the  plan  of 
Federal  Union. 

Resolved,  That  a  Commission  of  sixteen  be  appointed  by 
this  Synod,  to  co-operate  with  a  similar  Commission 
to  be  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  at  its  approaching  meeting  at  Asbury 
Park,  N.  J.,  the  4th  of  June. 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  this  Synod  are  hereby 
authorized  to  call  f.  special  meeting  of  this  body  at  such 
place  as  may  be  selected,  at  the  request  of  the  Commission, 
when  their  work  shall  be  completed,  for  the  purpose  of 
acting  upon  their  report.

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ARTICLE  XVIII. 

SYSTEMATIC    BENEFICENCE. 

The  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  appointed  in 
1888,  of  which  Kev.  George  S.  I^ishop  was  chairman,  pre- 
sented the  following  Report, which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

REPORT     OF     THE     STANDING     COMMITTEE     ON     SYSTEMATIC 
BENEFICENCE. 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  importance  of  the  function 
assigned  to  your  Committee  assumes  larger  and  larger  pro- 
portions as  we  advance  along  its  lines. 

Our  Church  catechism  emphasizes  as  the  three  fundamen- 
tal points  of  Christian  doctrine:  Ruin,  Redemptioji  and  the 
Return  of  Gratitude  to  God;  and  since,  in  practical  affairs, 
everything  runs  at  last  into  money,  and  gold  is  the  blood  of 
the  planet,  giving  and  giving  in  money  which  represents  in- 
crease of  all  kinds  and  income,  must  take  the  foremost  place 
as  an  index  of  our  real  piety.  A  man's  religion  is  gauged 
by  his  purse — tight  purse,  tight  heart;  open  purse,  open 
heart. 

This  being  so,  how  to  bring  the  Church  of  God  up  to  those 
fundamental  maxims  of  our  Saviour,  "Freely  ye  have  re- 
ceived, freely  give;"  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  re- 
ceive," becomes  the  important  question  just  so  soon  as  we 
turn  from  the  speculative  side  of  religion  to  the  side  of  liv- 
ing, applied  and  aggressive  religion,  of  faith  which  works  by 
love. 

God  Himself  being  the  first  great  Giver,  occupies  the 
place  of  higher  blessedness,  to  which  He  calls  as  co-operator 
with  Himself,  His  Church.  Redeemed  by  the  blood  of  His 
Son  and  workers  together  with  him,  we,  beseeching  men 
that  they  receive  not  the  grace  of  God  in  vain,  are  ourselves 
to  give,  to  spend  ourselves  freely  for  Christ,  to  exhibit  the 
largeness  of  the  Divine  benevolence  in  contrast  with  the  sel- 
fishness of  sin. 

For  this  reason,  whatever  promotes  the  Church's  giving,' 
and  her  systematic  giving  touches  the  spring  of  new^  devotion 
and  sets  in  motion  the  machinery  of  new  impulse  and  new 
achievement  for  God. 
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In  systematic,  proportionate  and  liberal  offerings  to 
Christ's  service  progress  therefore  should  constantly  be  made 
by  His  people.  They  ought  not  to  fall  one  whit  behind  in 
this  ''grace,"  but  rather  to  abound  more  and  more  in  self- 
sacrifice  for  Him.  A  perishing  world  demands  this  of  every 
loyal  soldier  of  the  cross.  The  voice  of  dying  souls  belts  the 
globe,  crying  ever  louder  and  louder  for  help  and  Gospel 
light.     Truly,  the  fields   are  white  unto  the  harvest. 

We  cannot  calculate  self-denial  and  self-sacrifice  by  the 
rules  of  addition  and  subtraction,  multiplication  and  divi- 
sion; nevertheless,  figures  stand  universally  for  facts,  and 
Jesus  says,  "By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  If  we  do 
not  give  anything  we  know  it;  if  we  give  somefhing  we  know 
it,  and  we  never  give  more  than  we  claim.  Our  offerings 
tabulate  the  pulsations  of  the  Church. 

These  are  to  be  gathered  from  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Consistories,  the  official  statements  of  the  treasurers  and  sec- 
retaries, and  the  reports  of  the  Boards  and  Funds. 

All  vital  growths  are  slow,  and  so  far  we  have  been  able  to 
cover  the  full  statistics  of  only  one  Particular  Synod,  that  of 
New  Brunswick;  for  exhaustive  work  in  that  direction,  as 
well  as  for  other  good  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  report, 
your  Committee  would  here  make  amplest  acknowledgements 
to  the  Kev.  Wm.  J.  Henderson,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Systematic  Beneficence,  in  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
Brunswick. 

From  the  statistical  reports  of  that  Synod,  we  gain  the 
following  results:  In  1885  the  beneficent  offerings  averaged 
12.75  per  membar;  in  1886,  n.^i;  in  1887,  12.79;  in  1888, 
$3.32;  in  1889,  $3.73,  and  in  1890,  $3.29.  In  this  we  see  a 
steady  growth  of  principle,  broken  only  by  the  record  of  the 
last  year. 

The  number  of  blanks  in  the  statistical  tables  over  against 
the  churches  of  the  Synod  were,  in  1885,  415  ;  in  1886,  419; 
in  1887,  382;  in  1888,  346;  in  1889,  310;  a  steady  decrease. 
But  why  in  any  Synod  of  our  Church  should  there  remain 
310  blanks;  does  not  this  startling  fact  imply  large  room  for 
further  consecration  ? 

It  is  lamentable  to  see  the  number  of  blanks,  768,  in  the 
columns  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  and  Widows'  Fund.  It  is 
patent  that  a  change  should  be  made  in  this  respect  very 
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speedily.  "  The  Church  which  will  not  care  for  her  very 
officers,"  says  Mr.  Henderson,  "  how  can  she  expect  much 
from  God  who  certainly  does  care  for  His  worn  out,  weary 
and  enfeebled  servants.  The  people  have  been  willing  to 
receive  the  bread  of  life  from  their  lips,  and  now  old  age  and 
infirmities  have  laid  them  aside,  and  these  same  people  show 
by  their  neglect  that  this  bread  of  life  received  has  never 
been  properly  assimilated  to  their  souls.  Why  should  not 
a  Fund  be  joyfully  contributed  for  these  Veterans  of  the 
Cross  ?  Why  should  any  Minister  be  unwilling  to  press  the 
claims  of  his  brethern  less  favored  than  himself  ?  Will  not 
a  heartless  and  cold  blooded  forgetfulness  of  obligations  so 
patent  be  likely  to  act  as  an  objection  in  the  minds  of  young 
men  against  entering  the  ministry  of  a  church  which  only 
expects  to  use  them  "for  all  they  are  worth"  and  "  forget 
them  as  soon  as  she  can  ?  " 

How  is  the  loyalty  of  the  Church  expressed  in  her  offer- 
ings ?  We  have  gained  something  in  Foreign  Missions  and 
something,  a  little,  in  Domestic  Missions,  but  the  offerings 
for  all  church  work,  including  Congregational  expenses,  were 
in  the  Synod  of  New  Brunswick  in 

1888,  an  average  of $13  69 

1889,  "  "     13  28 

1890,  "  "     14  52 

per  member.     In  the  Synod  of  Albany  they  were  for 

1889,  an  average   of $11  69 

1890,  "  "     9  95 

Albany  in  this  last  year  has  decreased  in  general  offerings  to 
the  Lord  $1.74  per  member.  New  Brunswick  has  increased 
$1.28,  and  the  Synods  of  New  York  and  Chicago  have  made 
a  slight  gain. 

Now  if  in  view  of  these  results  we  consider  that  the 
Ministers  of  the  Church  are  probably  her  principal  givers, 
very  few  outside  of  the  ministry  having  a  conscience  about 
the  consecration  of  the  tenth  of  their  income  to  God — if  to 
these  ministers  you  shall  add  a  large  constituency  entirely 
outside  of  the  Church — worldly  people  who  give  freely  of 
their  means  to  her  support,  you  will  not  be  likely  to  come 
very  far  from  the  fact  in  the  case,  if  you  conclude  that  half 
of  the  members  of  ti>e  Church  do  not  give  a  cent  to  an}^  cause 
of   the  Church,  but  go   in  and  out  of  her  doors,  year  after 
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year,  without  the  slightest  thought  of  any  obligation  to 
(Christ,  or  of  any  other  than  that  of  availing  themselves,  as  a 
convenience,  of  His  atonement. 

The  reigning  sin  of  this  day  is  covetousness — its  cravings 
for  temporal  goods  are  those  characterized  by  St.  James, 
"Ye  ask  that  ye  may  consume  on  yourselves." 

It  is  covetousness,  the  sin  of  luxury  which  stirs  uneasiness 
under  doctrine.  Jeshurun  waxes  fat,  then  he  kicks.  "  Ortho- 
doxy gave  birth  to  prosperity,"  says  Cotton  Mather,  ''and 
the  daughter  destroyed  the  mother." 

To  meet  this  awful  sin — worse  than  the  Johnstown  inun- 
dation— Ministers  must  lift  up  their  voices  boldly,  not  for 
themselves  but  for  Christ.  They  must  preach  against  Anti- 
nomianism,  the  bane  of  Free  Grace,  and  insist  on  the  claims 
of  the  Lord.  Some  of  us  have  the  impression  that  men  often 
lose  their  pulpits  because  they  are  afraid  or  ashamed  to  insist 
on  a  return  of  gratitude  to  Christ.  They  do  not  care  for 
God's  claims,  and  men  do  not  care  for  their  claims.  Con- 
science slackens  and  honor  declines. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion  have  to  recommend  : 

1.  That  the  Pastors  and  Consistories  be  reminded  of  the 
ordination  and  installation  vows,  to  be  faithful  in  God's 
House,  and  that  fidelity  in  Christ's  service  requires  that  an 
opportunity  be  given  annually  to  the  congregations  to  make 
an  offering  to  each  and  ev6ry  object  recommended  by  the 
General  Synod  of  our  Church. 

2.  That  some  systematic  plan  or  method  be  adopted  by 
every  Consistory,  whereby  this  opportunity  shall  be  given 
to  the  people  of  the  congregation. 

3.  That  the  Particular  Synods  and  several  Classes  be,  and 
are  hereby  instructed  to  appoint  a  Permanent  Committee  on 
Systematic  Beneficence. 

4r.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  thus  far  carefully  studied 
the  Synod  continue  its  Permanent  Committee,  that  the 
chairmen  of  the  Particulai'  Synod's  Committees  be  added  to 
this  General  Committee  as  corresponding  members.

The  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  appointed  by 
this  Synod,  would  respectfully  report  that  a  communication 
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from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  has  been  placed  in  our 
hands,  on  which  this  Synod  has  already  acted.  The  special 
Committee  appointed  in  1888  having  also  reported,  and  their 
report  having  been  accepted,  your  Committee  find  nothing 
further  to  report.

ARTICLE  XXI. 

PUBLIC  MORALS. 

The  Rev,  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  Secretary  of  the  American  Sab- 
bath Union,  addressed  the  Synod  on  behalf  of  the  work  of 
that society.after  which  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

The  Synod,  having  heard  Rev.  William  J,  K,  Taylor,D.D., 
on  the  American  Sabbath  Union,  desires  to  express  its 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  Union,  and  its  recognition  of  the 
services  it  has  rendered  to  the  preservation  of  the  weekly 
day  of  rest  and  worship. 

The  General  Synod  also  appointed  a  Special  Committee  to 
report  a  deliverance  on  the  subject  of  the  observance  of  the 
Sabbath.  Rev.  Isaac  L.  Kip,  Rev.  W.  J.  Leggett  and  Elder 
F.  Van  Driele  were  appointed  such  Committee,  who  reported 
the  following  resolutions,  which  were  accepted  and  adopted : 

REPORT   OF    THE    SPECIAL   COMxMITTEE    ON   THE    SABBATH. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  earnestly  bears  its  witness  against 
the  manifold  forms  of  Sabbath  d*ecration,  and  urges  its 
Ministers,  Consistories  and  the  members  of  its  churches  to 
withhold  their  patronage  from  all  modes  of  Sabbath  violation, 
and  to  take  in  all  respects  decided  measures  in  support  of 
a  holy  Sabbath. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  desires  to  express  its  hearty  sym- 
pathy with  the  American  Sabbath  Union  in  its  Jealous  and 
wisely  directed  efforts  to  secure  the  protection  of  law,  and  the 
moral  support  of  the  Church  and  community  in  favor  of  the 
Lord^s  Day. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  requests  it,;  Ministers  to  impress 
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upon  their  congregations  the  divine  authority  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  to  enforce  the  biblical  rules  for  its  observance  and  the 
blessings  of  conformity  to  such  precepts,  and  that  especial 
care  be  taken  to  instruct  the  children  of  our  Church  in  rela- 
tion to  this  matter  of  Sabbath  requisition  and  observance. 

Besolved,  That  this  Synod  with  devout  gratitude  recognizes 
the  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  made  in  this  direc- 
tion, in  the  growth  of  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  better 
observance  of  the  day  throughout  our  own  and  other  lands. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  in  reference  to 
gambling  and  the  race  track  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Grovernor  of  Louisiana,  Governor  Nichols, 
is  now  under  pressure  to  allow  the  Lottery  of  Louisiana  to  be 
legalized  by  the  Legislature  of  the  said  State;  and  also  the 
Governor  of  New  Jersey,  Gov.  Leon  Abbett,  is  considering 
the  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  to  legalize  book-making  on 
the  race  tracks  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  therefore,,  be   it 

Resolved,  That  this  is  a  subject  of  such  national  interest, 
that  this  Synod  requests  the  Governors  of  such  States  to  resist 
any  such  efforts  to  legalize  the  demoralizing  practice  of 
gambling. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized  to  telegraph 
to  the  Governor  of  New  Jersey,  as  follows  :  "The  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  respectfully 
memorialize  you  not  to  sign  the  bill  now  under  your  consid- 
eration which  legalizes  gambling  on  the  race  track." 

In  reference  to  the  subject  of  temperance,  the  Synod 
adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  The  organized  liquor  traffic  of  the  nation  is  a 
great  corrupter  of  public  and  private  morals,  the  persistent 
foe  of  peace  and  good  order,  the  destroyer  of  souls,  and  a 
great  bar  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour,  Jesiis  Christ ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  do  hereby  urge  upon  all  Christians  and 
all  lov^ers  of  good  morals,  and  especially  upon  the  members 
of  our  own  Church,  the  immediate  necessity  and  tiie  present 
duty  of  taking  such  united  and  aggressive  stand  and  action 
consistent  with  Christian  faith  and  practice,  as  will  lead  to 
and  result  in  the  speedy  overthrow  and  extir])ation  of  this 
relentless  enemy  of  our  national,  moral  and  spiritual  growth  . 
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ARTICLE  XXII. 

STATE    OF    REl.IGION    AND    STATISTICAL   TABLES. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  the  fol- 
lowing Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE     ON     THE     STATE    OF    RELIGION. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully  report 
the  following: 

We  deeply  regret  that  the  illness  of  the  President  of  the 
General  Synod  of  1889  prevented  his  presentation  of  this  re- 
port, as  ex-officio  chairman  of  this  Committee,  and  that,  in 
consequence,  the  important  task  remained  to  be  performed 
by  a  substitute  appointed  during  this  session,  and  hence 
without  that  wonted  careful  and  mature  study  which  the  re- 
corded facts  and  figures  merit. 

However,  the  reports  of  all  the  Particular  Synods  are  so 
full,  clear  and  gratifying,  that  we  cannot  easily  err  in  our 
conclusions  drawn  from  them. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  healthful  growth,  as  proved  by 
the  addition  of  seven  (7)  churches,  of  1,8G3  communicants, 
of  850  reported  baptized  non-communicants,  of  3, '■^07  Sunday 
School  scholars,  and  of  124,540  in  benevolent  contributions. 
These  figures  indicate  a  larger  percentage  of  growth  than 
that  of  recent  years. 

The  apparent  loss  of  one  Classis,  that  of  Cayuga,  is  owing 
to  its  consolidation  with  that  of  Montgomery. 

Two  of  the  Particular  Synods  express  their  hearty  satisfac- 
tion over  the  results  of  the  labors  of  their  Synodical  Superin- 
tendents. 

The  number  and  strength  of  Christian  Endeavor  Societies 
are  markedly  increasing  throughout  the  denomination,  which 
significant  tendency  calls  for  wise  pastoral  guidance,  that  it 
may  fulfill  its  bright  and  rich  promise  to  our  Church. 

In  the  statistical  tabhs  your  Committee  finds  the  lament 
of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  Brunswick  justified,  to-wit  : 
That  the  frequently  "revised  list"  covers  up  a  large  annual 
loss  of  members,  and,  indeed,  does  it  not  cover  a  multitude 
of  sins  of  pastoral  and  consistorial  neglect  of  faithful,  spirit- 
ual care  of  the  flock? 
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We  recommend  that  the  Synod  hereby  earnestly  caution 
all  Consistories  against  lightly  or  frequently  resorting  to  this 
method  as  an  easy  and  short,  yet  unwarranted,  substitute  for 
constitutional  modes  of  discipline. 

Further,  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  fractions  of  a 
dollar  are  quite  generally  reported  under  "Contributions,"  re- 
gardless of  General  Synod's  request  to  omit  the  same. 

The  Particular  Synod  of  Xew  York  "^awaits  a  still  more 
emphatic  declaration  on  the  part  of  General  Synod  as  to  the 
necessity  of  the  column  of  contributions  for  'Other  Religious 
and  Benevolent  Purposes.'  "  Several  Classes  and  many 
churches  ignored  said  column.  This  disregard  of  very  plain 
requests  of  General  Synod  and  resulting  confusion, will,  your 
Committee  trust,  be  the  last,  the  remedy  suggested  by  an- 
other Committee  being  now  approved  by  this  Synod. 

Your  Committee  have  considered  the  communication  from 
the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Classis  of  Iowa  and  one  of  its  mem- 
bers requesting  that  the  Church  of  Muscatine,  Iowa,  be 
reported  in  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  of  1890,  in  the 
statistical  tables  of  said  Classis.  Inasmuch  as  this  Church 
was,  according  to  certified  statement  of  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  Classis  of  Iowa,  received  from  the  Presbytery  of  Iowa 
City,  la..  May  29,  1890,  and,  therefore,  too  late  for  inser- 
tion in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  we 
recommend  compliance  with  the  request. 

This  also  suggests  that  in  order  to  bring  the  Minutes  of 
General  Synod  more  nearly  up  to  date,  for  use  as  a  Year 
Book,  than  can  be  done  by  copying  without  change  the  list 
of  pastors  from  the  last  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods, 
which  contains  the  classical  reports  of  April  preceding,  the 
Stated  Clerk  should  be  authorized  to  insert  in  the  statistical 
tables  of  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  the  names  of  pastors 
as  certified  notices  of  changes  in  pastorates  shall  show  to  be 
necessary,  and  we  so  recommend. 

An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick,  referred 
to  this  Committee,  is  identical  in  its  request  and  reasons 
therefor,  with  that  submitted  to  this  body  in  1889  by  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia,  desiring  the  omission  from  the  tables 
of  the  column  of  "  Baptized  Non-Communicants,"  and. 

We  recommend  a  disposal  of  the  matter  identical  with  that 
of  last  year,  viz: — that  the  request  be  not  granted  for  reasons 
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contained  in  the  report  on  overtures  on  this  question  in  the 
Minutes  of  1889  (see  page  833.  paragraph  4).  While  re- 
affirming the  wise  conchision  of  said  Committee  of  1889, 
we  note  that  the  second  reason  for  its  action  has  acquired 
still  greater  force,  inasmuch  as  850  more  of  such  members 
are  noM'  reported  than  last  year,  and  we  are  convinced  that 
this  requirement  to  report  them,  so  essentially  Reformed, 
should  be  steadfastly  urged  until  all  delinquent  churches- 
shall  have  proved  it  practicable  and  a  wholesome  tonic  needed 
in  our  Church  in  its  doctrinal  view  of,  and  practical  relation 
to,  its  baptized  membership. 

For  the  sake  of  historic  accuracy,  we  beg  to  add,  that  this 
column  was  not,  as  erroneously  stated  in  tbe  report  of  last 
year  (see  p.  875),  •'  introduced  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
brethren  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (South)  some  years 
ago,"  but  originated  in  the  Classis  of  Michigan,  whose  over- 
ture on  the  subject  was  by  this  body  adopted,  said  Classis 
owe  the  suggestion  to  denominations  which  do  not  suffer 
infant  baptism  to  fall  into  disuse,  or  become  optional  with 
indifferent  parents,or  to  become  void  of  practical  significance, 
and  which  also,  by  means  of  accurate  records,  systematic 
catechizing  and  subsequent  spiritual  supervision,  are  enabled 
to  report  these  members  almost  as  easily  as  we  annually  re- 
port the  numbers  of  our  Sunday  School  scholars.

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ARTICLE  XXIII. 

STNODICAL   ARCHIVES. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  accepted: 

THE    REPORT    ON"     NECROLOGY     FOR     THE    GENERAL    SYNOD, 
JUNE,  1890. 

The  Rev.  Manues  Kiekentveld,  of  the  Classis  of  Holland, 
died  at  Holland,  Mich.,  May  30,  1889,  in  the  50th  year  of 
his  age. 

lie  graduated  at  Rutgers  College  in  1863,  and  from  the 
New  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary  in  3866. 

His  respective  charges  were,  Grandville,  Mich.,  Fremont 
Centre,  Grand  Rapids,  as  a  Missionary  of  Classis,  eight 
months  at  Polkton  and  Detroit. 

At  Detroit,  about  twelve  years  previous  to  his  death,  ^'he 
was  brought  very  low  by  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever.  As  a 
result  he  became  a  physical  wreck."  By  care,  however,  he 
maintained  a  struggling  existence.  He  was  engaged  in  the 
active  duties  of  the  ministerial  ofl&ce  for  ten  years.  His  ser- 
mons were  acceptable,  and  he  had  largely  the  grace  of  prayer. 

When  he  passed  away  it  was  in  the  hope  of  a  blissful  im- 
mortality. 

The  Rev.  Wilson  Ingalls,  of  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer, 
died  on  the  11th  of  October,  1889. 

He  was  born  at  Andover,  Mass.,  on  the  25th  of  March,  1899. 

He  graduated  at  Union  College  in  1836.  His  theological 
studies  were  commenced  at  Andover  Seminary,  and  com- 
pleted under  the  direction  of  President  Eliplialet  Nott. 

His  charges  in  the  Reformed  Church  were,  Glenviile,  from 
1840  to  1851;  Ovvasco,  from  1853  to  1864,  and  Blooming 
Grove,  from  1867  to  1877.  Somewhat  advanced  in  years  and 
in  health  infirm,  he  removed  from  Blooraing  Grove  to  Kin- 
derhook.  His  residence  continued  at  that  place  for  twelve 
years,  and  there  he  died.  He  was  largely  blessed  in  his  min- 
istry at  Glenviile  and  Owasco.  Many  were  added  to  those 
churches  through  his  faithful  presentation  of  the  truth  as 
it  is  in  Jesus. 

His  memory  in  his  respective  charges  is  held  in  high 
esteem. 
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Dr.  Collier  writes,  ''His  twelve  years'  residence  in  Kinder- 
hook  won  him  many  friends,"  and  testifies,  ''with  profound 
gratitude  to  his  kindness,  usefulness  and  loyalty  to  the 
pastor  of  his  declining  years,  to  .his  interest  in  the  Church 
and  for  the  welfare  of  the  whole  community,  young  and  old 
alike,  also  at  every  good  work  at  home  and  abroad,  and  to 
his  earnest  prayers  especially  for  young  men." 

He  adds,  "  his  gentleness,  modesty,  cheerfulness  and 
charity,  together  with  his  devout  walk  and  conversation, won 
deserved  respect  and  affection,  and  cause  his  loss  to  be  keenly 
felt." 

The  Rev.  E.  N.  Sebring,  of  the  Classis  of  Greene,  died 
October  U,  1889. 
He  was  prepared  for  college  at  Ovid  Academy. 
He  graduated  from  Rutgers  College  in  1862.  He  was 
noted  in  College  for  "  proficiency  in  English  composition." 
His  theological  course  was  completed  at  New  Brunswick 
Theological  Seminary,  and  he  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1865, 
by  the  Classis  of  Geneva. 

The  same  year  he  was  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry  at 
West  Ghent.  In  1873,  he  was  called  thence  to  Fairfield,  N. 
J.  After  leaving  Fairfield,  he  served  successively  the 
churches  of  Prattsville,  Middleburgh  and  Leeds. 

Though  physically  not  robust,  and  it  appeared  as  if  at  any 
time  he  might  be  called  to  yield  up  his  commission,  he  con- 
tinued to  perform  the  duties  of  his  holy  office  for  nearly 
twenty-five  years.  Dr.  Brett  writes,  "  Our  Brother  Sebring 
was  a  devoted  Christian  whose  soul  thrilled  with  the  thought 
that  he  had  a  call  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  perishing  men. 
He  was  amiable  in  disposition,  a  true  friend,  whose  warm 
heart  never  lost  the  affection  of  youth.  As  a  pastor,  he  was 
gentle  yet  faithful,  a  comforter  in  time  of  trouble,  and  a 
wise  winner  of  souls.  His  sermons  were  sound  expositions 
of  Gospel  truth,  carefully  written,  and  delivered  with  charac- 
teristic energy. 

"  His  labors  were  in  every  field  blessed  by  happy  results  and 
many  will  meet  him  before  the  great  white  throne  whom  he 
has  won  for  Christ,  and  helped  in  the  struggles  of  life 

"  He  died  with  the  harness  on,  answering  the  Master's  call, 

as  he  answered  every  call  to  duty, with  a  ready  '  Here  am  1.'" 

The  Rev.  C.  R.  Von  Romondt  died  at  St.  Martins  (one  of 
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the  Dutch  West  India  Islands),  very  suddenly  on  Nov.  15th, 
1889.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Rutgers  College  in  1841,  and  of 
the  New  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary  in  1844.  He  was 
Professor  of  Modern  Languages  at  Rutgers  from  1848  to 
1859.     That  position  for  eleven  years  *'  he  filled  acceptably.'' 

Afterwards  he  was  pastorat  Greenville,  Westchester  Classis, 
for  one  year,  namely  from  1860  to  1861,  and  in  1862  he  acted 
as  Stated  Supply  at  Cold  Spring.  Subsequently  he  served  in 
one  of  the  Government  departments  at  Washington  for  twenty 
years,  "  under  successive  political  administrations.''  He  had 
literary  tastes,  and  skillfully  employed  his  pen  in  the  pre- 
paration of  articles  for  the  press.  He  often  supplied  pulpits 
in  the  vicinity  of  Washington.  He  was  ''a  faithful  friend, 
and  always  the  polite  and  affable  gentleman." 

The  Rev.  Jacobus  Diephius..  of  the  Classis  of  Paramus, 
died  Dec.  31st,  1889,  aged  fifty-seven  years. 

"  He  graduated  from  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Christian  Reformed  Church  at  Kampen,  in  the  province  of 
Overyssel,  Nederland,  in  1865." 

For  twenty-two  years  he  served  Christian  Reformed 
Churches  in  the  Netherlands. 

From  Huizen,  his  last  charge,  he  was  called  to  the  Holland 
Church,  Wortendyke,  N.  J.,  and  was  installed  there  as  its 
pastor.  May  6th,  1887. 

His  ministry  in  America  was  a  little  less  than  three  years. 

He  was  ^'an  humble,  sincere,  earnest  and  pious  man,"  im- 
portant characteristics  of  a  Christian  minister. 

He  was  successful  in  his  charge  at  Wortendyke. 

"  He  had  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his  Consistory  and 
people,  and  true  hearts  mourned  and  still  mourn  his  depar- 
ture. During  his  ministry  the  Church  grew,  and  he  died  and 
left  a  Church  in  peace  and  harmony." 

The  Rev.  Jacob  West,  D.D.,  of  the  South  Classis  of  Long 
Island,died suddenly,  Jan.  22,18i.O,  in  the  ?2d  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  prepared  for  college  at  Gallupville,  and  entered  Rut- 
gers College  as  a  Junior,  in  October,  1840,  and  graduated  in 
1742.  He  pursued  his  theological  studies  at  New  Brunswick 
Seminary,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Classis  of 
Albany,  in  1845. 

His  pastoral  service  continued  for  twenty-three  years. 

Seven  years  were  spent  at  Middleburgh,  four  at  Piermont, 
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and  twelve  at  East  Brooklyn  (Bedford).  In  1868  he  was  ap- 
pointed Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions.  He  was  so  employed  untilJanuary,  1888,  a  period 
of  twenty  years.  Upon  his  resignation  being  accepted,  he 
was  entitled  Honouary  Secretary,  and  counseled  and  labored 
for  the  Board  as  opportunity  required. 

For  ten  years  he  was  the  President  of  the  ''Sun  Down 
Fishing  Club.''  His  influence  upon  that  club,  though  its 
members  were  not  all  religious  men,  was  good.  He  was  even 
in  his  recreations  a  "fisher  of  men."  Potent  influences  for 
soul  welfare  may  be  exerted  as  decidedly  on  fishing  banks  as 
in  a  pulpit. 

Dr.  Cole  writes  that  Dr.  West  was  one  of  the  most  simple 
hearted  and  unaffected  of  men.  A  loose  observer  might  not 
have  noticed  anything  remarkable  about  him,  and  yet  he 
possessed  telling  characteristics  that  go  to  make  up  a  grandly 
rounded  manhood,  and  what  is  more  still,  a  beautifully  at- 
tractive Minister. 

He  names,  "sterling  honesty,  faithfulness  in  his  work,  his 
cordial  manner  and  youthful  spirit  among  young  men." 

After  dwelling  upon  each,  "Dr.  West  will  be  remembered 
by  his  best  and  truest  friends  most  gratefully  for  his  devoted 
Christian  spirit  and  for  success  in  work.  He  was  an  emi- 
nently sincere,  spiritually-minded  believer  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  profoundly  interested  in  the  salvation  of  souls  and  the 
building  up  of  his  Redeemer's  kingdom.  He  will  be  remem- 
bered for  hard  work,  and  work  that  told  more  upon  steady 
progress  than  through  sudden  and  startling  results."  Hence, 
from  all  that  we  have  gathered,  that  exit,  so  sudden  for  the 
departed,  was  from  the  service  of  God  on  earth  to  the  higher 
service  in  heaven;  from  labor  to  rest;  from  the  battle-field 
to  the  victor's  crown.  "  To  be  absent  from  the  body  is  to 
be  present  with  the  Lord." 

The  Rev.  Charles  Scholz,  also  of  the  South  Classisof  Long 
Island,  died  March  5,  1890.  He  was  received  by  this  Classis 
from  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Colum- 
bus, Xeb.,  and  examined  and  installed  over  the  Second  Re- 
formed Church  of  Flatbush,  January  8,  1888, 

He  was  a  native  of  Silesia,  Germany,  and  was  about   55 
years  of  age. 
The  Classis,  of  which  he   was   a   member   for   two  years, 
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bears  testimony  to  the  "Christian  character,  ministerial  faith- 
fulness and  zeal  of  our  departed  brother,"  and  the  ''Colum- 
bus Journal,"  from  which  the  "Christian  Intelligencer"  cop- 
ies, says:  "As  a  scholar  and  preacher  Mr.  S.  was  far  superior 
to  the  average  man  of  his  profession.  People  who  attended 
his  church  bear  testimony  to  the  fact  that  they  never  listened 
to  better  sermons  than  he  preached."  He  was  also  an  emin- 
ent lecturer  on  some  of  the  important  questions  of  the  day. 
By  those  who  knew  him  his  memory  is  cherished,  and 
heartfelt  sympathy  exercised  towards  his  bereaved  family 
and  church. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Van  Amburg  of  the  Classis  of  Raritan 
died  March  8,  in  the  seventy-second  year  of  his  age.  In 
1837  he  graduat'ed  from  Rutgers  College,  and  in  1840  from 
the  New  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary.  That  year  he 
became  the  pastor  of  Lebanon  Reformed  Church  and  re- 
mained as  such  eight  years.  From  1848  to  1851  he  was 
pastor  at  Fordham,  where  a  new  church  was  erected  through 
his  energy.  In  1851  he  was  called  to  a  Presbyterian  Church 
and  served  it  for  two  years,  and  then  was  recalled  to  Lebanon 
which  he  again  served  for  sixteen  years.  At  Lebanon, 
through  his  efforts,  a  large  and  commodious  church  edifice 
was  erected  and  the  Churches  of  High  Bridge  and  Annandale 
organized. 

"After  dissolving  his  connection  with  the  church  of  Le- 
banon, the  Churches  of  High  Bridge  and  Annandale  were 
supplied  with  new  and  commodious  houses  of  worship  by  his 
solicitation  for  aid  in  erecting  and  paying  for  the  buildings." 

For  a  number  of  years  previous  to  his  death  he  was  with- 
out a  pastoral  charge. 

At  his  funeral,  "after  an  eloquent  sermon"  by  the  pastor 
of  the  Lebanon  Church,  Rev.  James  Lefevre  delivered  an 
eulogy  with  much  zeal  and  love,  relating  many  reminiscences 
of  their  friendly  working  together  in  the  cause  of  Christ. 

And  so  the  record  of  the  ecclesiastical  year  reminds  us  that 
eight  have  departed  this  life,  three  being  pastors,  and  calls 
those  now  engaged  in  the  Master's  service  to  work  while  the 
day  lasts,-  "  for  the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  work."

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The  Committee  appointed  in  1887  (p.  441,  Min.  Gen. 
Synod),  to  take  charge  of  the  Amsterdam  Correspondence, 
and  have  the  same  translated,  report  that  the  work  is  not 
yet  completed.  Mr.  Fernow,  the  able  translator,  has  pro- 
ceeded in  his  work  down  to  about  1740,  covering  the  first 
hundred  years  or  more  of  the  correspondence.  This  was  the 
most  difficult  portion  because  of  the  peculiar  chirograpby, 
and  the  age  of  the  letters.  He  hopes  to  push  forward  the 
work  and  we  hope  to  report  its  completion  in  another  year. 

For  Report  of  1880,  see  page  685  ;  for  1889,  page  820.  The 
documents  are  still  in  possession  of  Rev.  R.  Randall  Hoes,  of 
New  York  City,  and  Mr.  Fernow  performed  the  work  in  his 
house.

The  Synod  fixed  the  hours  of  meeting  and  adjournment 
as  follows:  Of  meeting,  9  a.  m.,  2:30  p.  m.  and  7:30  p.  m.  ; 
and  of  adjournment,  12  m.  and  5:30  p.  m. 

The  Synod  fixed  the  bar  of  the  house. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Hon.  James  A.  Bradley,  the  Synod 
held  its  business  sessions  in  Educational  Hall,  which  was 
placed  at  its  disposal  free  of  expense. 

A  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  was  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  the  pastor  of  the  church.  Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder,  Cor- 
nelius Brett,  John  Baumeister  and  Elder  R.  N.  Perlee. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  on 
the  evening  of  the  second  day.  The  President  read  the  Lit- 
urgy. Rev.  A.  G.  Vermilye  offered  prayer.  Rev.  Wesley  R. 
Davis  distributed  the  bread,  and  Rev.  J.  T.  Bergen  the  cup; 
Elders  W.  L.  M.  Phelps,  Isaac  Cappon,  Peter  Quackenbush, 
P.  P.  Van  Arsdale,  J.  W.  Browe,  Richard  Brinkerhoff,  D. 
Glysteen  and  D.  Boehl  assisted. 
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The  resident  pastors  were  invited  to  sit  with  the  Synod  as 
corresponding  members. 

The  pastors  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Methodist  Churches 
offered  the  use  of  their  church  edifices  to  the  Synod,  together 
with  the  rooms  for  the  meetings  of  Committees.  The  court- 
eous offer  was  received  with  thanks. 

The  Kevs.  Guido  F.  Verbeck  and  Prof.  I.  W.  Wyckoff,  of 
Japan,  and  Revs.  A.  S.  Van  Dyck  and  P.  W.  Pitcher,  of 
China,  being  present,  were  accorded  seats  as  Corresponding 
members. 

The  following  communication  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  in  reply  to  the  address  of  the  General  Synod 
at  its  session  last  year,  on  the  subject  of  the  Centennial,  was 
received.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Overture  from 
the  Pastors'  Association  in  New  York,  with  reference  to  se- 
curing a  denominational  "  Church  House"  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  beg  leave  to  report  :  That  the  Overture  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee,  both  timely  and  wise.  That  the 
possession  of  a  building,  in  a  suitable  locality  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  arranged  to  accomodate  the  four  Boards  of  our 
Church  and  our  book  store,  with  suitable  rooms  for  such 
meetings  as  our  and  its  business  may  require,  including  the 
meetings  of  our  Woman's  Boards,  is  not  only  desirable  but  a 
necessity.  That  the  proposal  of  the  Overture  commends 
itself  to  Synod  from  considerations  of  comfort,  convenience 
and  economy. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  unanimously, 
that  the  Synod  approve  the  project  and  appoint  a  commis- 
sion, authorizing  and  empowering  the  same  to  devise  means,

Kirk,  A.  F.  Hazen  and  James  A.  Seward. 

Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolution  for  adoption 
by  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  named  Commissioners,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  appointed  and  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  devise  means,  secure  proper  location  and  prepare 
such  a  "  Church  Home,"  as  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority 
of  said  Commissioners  is  required,  and  to  have  the  same 
ready  for  occupation  by  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  the 
lease  of  our  present  quarters  at  26  Reade  street,  and  the 
Board  of  Direction  are  requested  to  co-operate  with  said 
Commission  to  accomplish  the  desired  result.

ACTS  AND  PROCEEDINGS. 


The  General  Synod  of  the  Keformed  Church  in 
America  convened  in  regular  session,  in  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  on  Wednes- 
day, THE  Third  Day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Ninety-

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate  and  Theological 
Seminaries. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary  was  received  and  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Arcot,  India,  was  received  and  referred 
to  the  same  committee. 

The  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  North 
Western  Classical  Academy  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education. 

A  report  from  the  joint  Commission  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  recommending  a  plan  of  federal  union,  was  received 
and  considered. 

A  communication  was  received  from  a  Committee  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  on  the 
subject  of  a  federation  of  the  Christian  Churches  of  the  land, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  G.  D.  Mathews,

Chambers  and  W.  H.  Roberts,  representing  the  Western  sec- 
tion of  the  Executive  Commission  of  the  Alliance  of  the 
Reformed  Churches,  in  reference  to  expenses,  and  requesting 
this  Synod  to  make  provision  for  paying  its  apportionment, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate.

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Para- 
mus,  asking  the  Synod  to  omit  from  the  tables  the  column 
"  Baptised  Non-communicants,"  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Overtures. 

A  memorial  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Westchester, 
in  reference  to  answering  some  of  the  questions  under  Sec- 
tion 7,  Article  7  of  the  Constitution,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Overtures 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany,  asking  the  General  Synod  to  increase  the  appor- 
tionment upon  the  Classes  to  meet  the  increase  required  in 
the  "Entertainment  Fund,"  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Overtures. 

An  overture  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  New  York 
in  reference  to  the  value  of  the  Kevised  Version  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  asking  the  Synod  to  request  the  American  Bible 
Society  to  keep  the  book  on  sale,  and  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Benevolent  Institutions. 

An  oflBcial  communication  in  reference  to  the  subject  of  a 
Consensus  Creed  was  received  from  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  to  consider  the  question  of  pre- 
paring such  a  creed,  and  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee. 

An  overture  in  relation  to  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund 
was  received  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

An  overture  from  the  same  Classis  on  the  subject  of  the 
interest  felt  in  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  same  committee. 

Communications  were  received  from  the  Classis  of  Iowa 
and  other  Classes,  asking  the  Synod  to  refuse  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  Prof.  N.  M.  Steffens,  of  the  "Western  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Professorate. 

Papers  were  received  from  the  Consistory  of  the  Third 
Reformed  Church,   of  Philadelphia,    containing  an  appeal 
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from  the  action  of  the  Particular  Synod,  of  New  Brunswick, 
at  its  late  session,  and  various  other  papers  on  the  same  sub- 
ject.    Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Business. 

Resolutions  in  reference  to  the  federal  union  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  were  received  from  the  Classis  of  Raritan, 
advising  great  carefulness  and  deliberation  in  action,  and 
referred  to  the  special  committee  on  the  union  of  the  two 
churches. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Alliance  of  the  Reformed 
Churches  holding  the  Presbyterian  system,  printed  copy, 
was  received  from  the  president  and  secretary  in  the  name 
of  the  Eastern  Commission,  Eastern  Section,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

Applications  were  received  from  several  Classes  asking  dis- 
pensations on  behalf  of  students  of  theology  or  persons  desir- 
ing to  enter  the  ministry,  viz. :  From  the  Classis  of  Orange 
in  behalf  of  William  Coombs ;  from  the  Classis  of  New 
Brunswick  in  behalf  of  Abam  Duryea ;  from  the  Classis  of 
Hudson  in  behalf  of  C.  L.  Palmer  ;  from  the  Classis  of 
Greene  in  behalf  of  Arthur  J.  Smith  ;  from  the  Classis  of 
Paramus  in  behalf  of  W.  M.  C.  Jacobs ;  from  the  South 
Classis  of  Bergen  in  behalf  of  Alfred  Buncombe  ;  from  the 
Classis  of  Iowa  in  behalf  of  S.  J.  Menning  ;  from  the  Classis 
of  Wisconsin  in  behalf  of  G.  F.  Vetter  ;  from  the  Classis  of 
Illinois  in  behalf  of  Rev.  C.  J.  Sonnema.  These  were  all  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  N.  M.  Steffens,  D.D.,  profes- 
sor in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  was  presented  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  General  Synod  to  devise  means  to  se- 
cure a  "church  home." 

A  communication  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of 
missionary  work  among  the  Hungarians  was  received,  read 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Trustees  of  Rut- 
gers College  asking  the  Synod  to  change  the  conditions  on 
which  the  covenant  was  made  between  the  Synod  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  1864,  by  which  three-fourths  of  the 
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members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  should  be  members  in  full 
communion  of  the  Ueformed  Church.  The  change  sought  is 
that  the  words  shall  be  two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  instead  of 
three-fourths.  The  paper  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Overtures. 

An  overture  was  received  from  the  General  Assembly  in 
the  United  States  asking  this  Synod  to  unite  in  memorializ- 
ing the  governments  of  the  world  in  favor  of  peace,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Woman^s  Chris- 
tian Temperance  Union  which  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Sunday  schools.

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  : 

The  Board  of  Direction  would  only  add  to  the  Treasurer's 
Report,  that  during  the  year  they  have  received  the  legacies 
of  George  B.  Watson,  late  of  West  Troy,  N.  Y.,  for  the 
"  Education  of  pious  young  men,  etc."  and  also,  the  Disabled 
Ministers'  Fund,  §1,000  each  ;  Frederick  J.  Hosford,  for  the 
''Frederick  Hosford  Scholarship,"  $2,500;  for  the  David  A. 
Jones  Scholarship,  $3,000 ;  for  the  "  Education  of  pious 
young  men,  etc."  from  the  Robert  Gaston  estate,  82,000  ; 
from  Mrs.  Jane  H.  Elmendorf,  late  of  Schenectady,  N.  Y., 
for  the  "  Augustus  Elmendorf  Theological  Educational 
Fund,  §2,382.50,  and  also  the  "Catharine  Swits' Donation 
for  domestic  missionary  purposes,"  §953  ;  in  all,  812,835.50  ; 
of  these,  the  income  of  the  Augustus  Elmendorf  Fund  is  to 
be  applied  under  direction  of  the  Theological  Professors. 
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The  Board  further  report  that  during  the  year,  to  avoid 
absolute  sacrifice,  they  have  been  obliged  to  take  the  ''Silver- 
nail"  farm  ;  this,  when  sold,  may  be  expected  to  add  several 
thousand  dollars  to  the  amount  already  received  from  Col. 
SilvernaiTs  estate. 

Their  attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  collection  of 
one  or  two  sums  of  money  due  the  Synod,  under  bequest  or 
trust,  but  the  settlement  of  which  has  been  slow  and  difficult; 
it  is,  however,  hoped  an  adjustment  may  be  reached,  or 
security  obtained,  within  the  present  fiscal  year. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  large  bequest  of  the  late 
John  Antonides,  of  Flatbush,  L.  I.,  will  probably  within  a 
few  months  yield  to  the  Synod,  in  part  payment,  the  sum 
of  nearly  $30,000  ;  the  balance  to  remain  undivided,  until 
after  the  death  of  his  widow. 

The  Board  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  made  manifest 
by  the  Treasurer's  Keport,  that  the  rate  of  interest  on  loans 
during  the  year  has  caused  a  very  considerable  diminution  in 
income  ;  and,  therefore,  care  should  be  exercised  by  Synod  in 
laying  burdens  upon  its  treasury. 

In  the  matter  of  the  "  Widows'  Fund,"  the  Board  would 
state,  that  no  additional  circular  has  been  issued  during  the 
year,  since  the  special  committee,  as  well  as  the  regular  com- 
mittee of  last  year  (see  Minutes,  p.  106),  had  already  done 
all  that  at  present  could  be  done,  and  it  might  be  better  to 
await  the  result  of  their  action  and  appeals  to  the  classes 
and  churches.

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REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON   THE    BOARD   OF    DIRECTION. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  presented  their 
report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  respectfully 
report  that  the  following  papers  have  been  referred  to  them  : 

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  ;  Treasurer's  An- 
nual Digest ;  Balance  Sheet ;  Expense  Account :  Estimate 
of  Expenses  for  the  current  year  ;  Hope  College  Endowment 
Fund  Account ;  Hope  College  Income  Account ;  Second 
Theological  Professorship  at  the  Western  Theological  Semi- 
nary ;  Salary  Account  of  same  ;  List  of  Classes  in  Arrears  ; 
Education  Fund  Account ;  Education  Fund  Income  Account; 
Parochial  School  Fund  Account ;  List  of  Securities  belong- 
ing to  General  Synod. 

After  consultation  with  several  members  of  the  Board  of 
Direction,  including  its  Treasurer,  and  after  an  examination 
of  the  papers  in  their  possession  relative  to  its  finances, 
your  committee  have  unanimously  decided  to  recommend 
the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  That  of  the  items  in  the-estimate  of  expenses  by 
the  Board  of  Direction,  the  sum  of  12,639.01,  named  therein, 
should  be  disposed  of  during  the  coming  year  by  the  Board 
of  Direction  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  found  proper ;  that 
the  sum  of  $840  as  estimated  deficiency  be  paid  by  the  Board 
of  Direction,  by  apportionment  upon  the  income  of  the  same 
funds  and  in  the  same  manner  of  the  payment  of  the  salary 
of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  providing,  however,  that 
no  fund  be  drawn  upon  which  has  been  designated  by  donors 
for  specific  purposes  ;  that  the  sum  of  #2,230  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  Classes  and  collected  from  them,  together 
with  whatever  deficiency  the  Board  may  be  unable  to  provide 
for  from  the  funds  in  their  possession. 

Resolved,  That  the  salaries  of  Professors  "Woodbridge, 
Demarest  and  DeWitt,  for  the  present  year,  be  $2,500  each, 
payable  quarterly,  with  a  residence. 

Resolved,  That  John  Van  Nest  be  and  he  is  hereby  elected 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  for  one  year. 

The  term  of  office  of  Garret  Van  Nostrand  expiring  this 
year,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  Garret  Van  Nostrand  be  and  he  is  hereby 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direction  for  five  years. 
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The  Committee  would  call  the  Synod's  attention  to  the 
fact  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  that 
the  decline  in  the  rate  of  interest  on  loans  during  the  year 
has  caused  a  very  considerable  diminution  in  income,  and 
that,  therefore,  care  should  be  exercised  by  Synod  in  laying 
burdens  upon  its  treasury. 

In  relation  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  a  "  Church 
Home,"  appointed  by  a  previous  General  Synod,  and  now 
presented  and  referred  to  this  Committee,  your  Committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  of  General  Synod 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  purchase  a  suitable  property  in 
New  York  city,  to  be  so  improved  as  to  accommodate  all  the 
Boards  of  the  Reformed  Church  as  desired,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $100,000,  the  several  Boards  to  pay  such  rents  as  may 
be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

The  attention  of  your  Committee  having  been  drawn  to 
the  fact,  that  in  1886  the  Synod  instructed  the  Board  of 
Direction  to  grant  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  the  sum 
of  $900  to  aid  it  in  a  pressing  emergency,  and,  whereas,  the 
Board  of  Direction  is  now  in  need  of  funds  to  meet  certain 
demands,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  should 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  return  said  money  to  the 
Board  of  Direction,  such  action  on  their  part  would  be  satis- 
factory to  the  General  Synod,  and  any  money  thus  returned 
shall  be  credited  to  Synod^s  Funds  for  temporary  contingen- 
cies, from  which  it  was  taken.

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ANNUAL   REPORT  OF  THE    BOARD    OF    SUPERINTENDENTS    OF 

THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT    NEW  BRUNSWICK, 

FOR   THE    YEAR    1891. — SPECIAL    MEETING, 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  New  Brunswick,  met  in  special  session  in  James 
Suydam  Hall,  Tuesday,  October  the  28th,  1890,  upon  the 
call  of  the  President.  Nineteen  members  were  present. 
The  object  of  the  meeting  was,  *'  to  consider  the  disability, 
through  sickness,  of  Professor  Lansing.^'  The  following 
letter  from  Professor  Lansing  was  read  : 

To  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  New  Brunswick : 

*' Dear  Brethren — Owing  to  illness,  and  by  direction 
of  my  medical  advisers,  I  am  compelled  to  ask  of  your 
honorable  body  leave  of  absence  for  the  current  Seminary 
year.  I  am  assured  by  my  physicians  that,  with  proper  and 
sufficient  rest,  a  complete  and  permanent  cure  is  certain, 
and  hence,  this  request.  I  make  this  request,  however, 
upon  condition  that  I  be  allowed  to  relinquish  11,000  from 
my  salary  for  the  compensation  of  my  substitute.  Yours 
respectfully,  John  G.  Lansing." 

The  Board,  after  an  expression  of  its  regret  on  account  of 
Dr.  Lansing's  illness,  unanimously  granted  his  request,  but, 
in  view  of  his  increased  need  at  such  a  time,  refused  his 
offer  to  relinquish  a  part  of  his  salary. 

The  following  action,  made  necessary  by  the  foregoing, 
was  also  taken  : 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby,  in  accordance  with  the  powers 
expressly  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
{vide  Art.  II,  §  7,  of  the  Plan  of  the  Seminary,  minutes 
1888,  p.  53s)  "to  employ  properly  qualified  individuals  to 
perform  the  duties  of  a  disabled  or  deceased  professor  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,"  appoint  the  Rev.  E.  T. 
Corwin,  D.D.,  to  take  charge  of  Professor  Lansing's  depart- 
ment for  the  current  year. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  General  Synod  that 
the  compensation  of  Dr.  Corwin  be  $1,000  for  the  current 
Seminary  year,  to  be  provided  by  General  Synod  at  its  next 
meeting.

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EXAMINATIONS. 

The  exarainations  were  conducted  with  great  care  accord- 
ing to  constitutional  requirement,  and  unanimously  sus- 
tained ;  the  Seniors  were  recommended  for  Professorial  cer- 
tificates and  the  undergraduates  advanced.

THE   THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARY    IN    ARCOT,    INDIA. 

Palmaner,  India,  April  14th,  1891. 

Rev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef,  D.  D.,  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — Ry  direction  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission, 
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I  send  you  the  following  report  of  its  proceedings  for  the 
year  1890-1  for  submission  to  General  Synod. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  met  at  Palmaner,  December 
i7th,  1890,  at  8:15  A.  M.,  in  the  lecture  hall  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary.  Present — Eevs.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.D.,  I.  AV. 
Scudder,  D.  D.,  John  Scudder,  M.  D.;  Elders,  Isaac  Henry 
and  John  Souri  and  Rev.  Jacob  Chamberlain,  every  mem- 
ber being  in  attendance.  The  session  continued  until  the 
evening  of  Thursday,  December  leth. 

The  Second  Catechist's  class  was  first  examined.  This 
class  was  admitted  in  .lune,  1890,  and  consists  of  the  follow- 
ing persons :  John  Abraham  from  Yehamur ;  Yesardian 
Israel  from  Tindivanam  ;  K.  Gideon  Xathauiel  from  Katpadi; 
Perinbam  Arivanandam  from  Ranipet ;  Lazarus  Marian  from 
Punganur.    " 

They  were  examined  during  the  two  days'  sessions  in  the 
following  studies  :  Systematic  Theology,  first  half ;  Exposi- 
tion of  Romans,  I-VIII ;  Pastoral  Theology;  Homiletics, 
chaps.  1-12 ;  Church  History,  centuries  1-12  ;  Church  Gov- 
ernment, first  half;  Sermonizing. 

The  third  year,  or  upper  middle  class,  viz. :  K.  Thavamani, 
John  Yesuratnam,  S.  Santusham,  Samuel  lyavoo  Paul, 
Joshua  Shelvam.  Shadrach  Chellan,  Elias  Closes  Xathaniel, 
were  examined  during  the  two  days'  sessions  in  the  following 
studies  :  Systematic  Theology,  second  half ;  Exposition  of 
Romans,  I-VIII ;  Church  History,  13th  to  19th  century ; 
Church  Government,  first  half  ;  Moral  Philosophy,  first  half  ; 
English  Language  and  Literature ;  Sanskrit  Grammar, 
second  part ;  Sanskrit  Mata  Pariksha,  first  part ;  Natural 
Theology,  second  part ;  Homiletics,  second  half  ;  Sermon- 
izing; Heidelberg  Catechism,  pp.  162-240  ;  Test  of  Religions 
Tamil,  pp.  1-176  ;  Telugu  Grammar,  second  part ;  Telugu 
Poetry  Nalacharitra. 

The  second  year,  or  lower  middle  classs,  viz. :  Sourimuttu 
Vedanayakam,  Nathaniel  Jotinayakam,  were  examined  dur- 
ing the  two  days  in  the  following  studies  :  Systematic  The- 
ology, first  part ;  Exposition  of  Romans,  I-VIII ;  English 
Language  and  Literature ;  Sanskrit  Grammar,  second  part ; 
Sanskrit  Mata  Pariksha,  1-25  slokas ;  Telugu  Grammar, 
second  part ;  Telugu,  St.  John  and  Second  Book  ;  Sacred 
History,  part  II ;  (Jhurch  History,  1-12  centuries  ;  Evidence 
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of  Christianity,  Part  II  ;  Heidelberg  Catechism,  pp.  81-162; 
Homiletics,  first  part ;  Sermonizing. 

Each  member  of  the  upper  and  lower  middle  classes  read 
an  essay  of  his  own  composition  in  English  on  one  of  the 
following  scientific  subjects,  viz.,  zoology,  botany,  geology 
and  astronomy,  which  were  very  creditable  productions. 

At  the  close  of  the  examination  the  Board  met  and  voted 
to  sustain  all  the  examinations,  and  that  each  of  the  stu- 
dents be  passed  on  into  the  next  higher  class,  there  being  no 
graduating  class  this  year.. 

The  students  were  called  in  and  informed  of  the  results  of 
the  examination,  and  a  few  words  of  counsel  and  good  cheer 
were  addressed  to  them  by  members  of  the  Board.  Adjourned 
with  prayer  by  Elder  John  8ouri. 

March  yth,  1891. — The  Board  of  Superintendents  met  for 
the  reception  of  students  and  other  business.  Present,  all 
the  members,  excepting  Kev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  who 
was  detained  by  sickness. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  Classis  of  Arcot  stating  that  Kev.  John  Scudder,  M.  D., 
whose  term  had  expired  had  been  duly  re-elected  for  a  term 
of  five  years,  and  he  took  his  seat  accordingly. 

The  secretary  of  the  Arcot  Mission  communicated  the 
following  action  of  the  Mission  taken  at  Tindivanam,  Janu- 
ary :>8th,  1891  : 

Whereas,  The  Rev.  Professor  W.  W.  Scudder  has  been 
providentially  laid  aside  from  his  work  in  the  Theological 
Seminary, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be  informed 
that  the  Mission  is  prepared  to  release  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Chamber- 
lain from  other  work  with  a  view  to  his  being  put  tempo- 
rarily in  charge  of  the  institution,  pending  a  reference  to  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  General  Synod. 

2.  That  Rev.  J.  Chamberlain  be  requested  to  take  imme- 
diate charge  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  pending  action  of 
the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

The  Board  was  informed  that  in  accordance  with  the 
above  action  Rev.  J.  Chamberlain  arrived  in  Palmaner  and 
took  charge  of  the  Seminary  on  February  -ith,  and  has  been 
daily  meeting  his  classes  since. 

The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  : 
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Whereas,  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  principal  and  pro- 
fessor of  theology  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  has  been 
providentially  laid  aside  from  the  performance  of  his  duties 
by  severe  illness  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Arcot  Mission  has  offered  to  release  Eev. 
Jacob  Chamberlain,  D.  D.,  from  all  other  work  for  the  pur- 
pose ; 

Resolved,  1.  That  Rev.  J.  Chamberlain,  D.  D.,  be  re- 
quested to  take  charge  of  the  Theological  Seminary  until  the 
return  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  to  his  duties. 

3.  That  if,  on  the  return  of  Dr.  Scudder  to  his  post,  he 
be  not  able  to  discharge  his  full  duties.  Dr.  Chamberlain  be 
requested  to  remain  and  render  needed  assistance. 

3.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  to  communicate  this 
action  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America. 

After  full  consideration  of  the  studies  already  pursued  by 
the  students  in  their  Seminary  course,  and  of  the  subjects 
that  have  not  yet  be  taken  up,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Dr.  Chamberlain  be  requested  to  give  a 
course  of  lectures  on  the  prophets  and  the  prophecies  of  the 
Old  Testament  in  Tamil,  and  to  take  the  students  through 
a  course  of  exposition  and  study  of  the  prophecies  in  Tamil, 
and  also  to  take  them  through  a  course  on  biblical  antiqui- 
ties in  English. 

The  following  persons  appeared  as  candidates  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Theologies  Seminary,  viz.,  J.  Moses  Sundaram 
from  Madanapalle ;  John  Wilkins  from  Arcot ;  Meshach 
Peter  from  Orattur. 

After  full  examination  as  to  qualifications,  character  and 
views,  they  were,  on  motion,  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  with  prayer,  to  meet  at  I'al- 
maner  for  the  annual  examinations  on  December  16th,  1891.

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REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    OX    THE     PROFESSORATE     AND 
THEOLOGICAL     SEMINARIES. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  and  Theological  Sem- 
inaries have  had  referred  to  them  the  following  communi- 
cations : 

1.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  'Sew  Brunswick. 

2.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sem- 
inary Grounds  and  Property  in  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey. 

3.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of 
the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

4.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission. 

5.  Nominations  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Boards  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick 
and  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report,  with  reference 
to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  : 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  New  Brunswick,  met  in  special  session  in  James  Suy- 
dam  Hall,  Tuesday,  October  28th,  1890,  upon  the  call  of  the 
President.  Nineteen  members  were  present.  The  object  of 
the  meeting  was  "  to  consider  the  disability  through  sickness 
of  Prof.  Ijansing."  A  letter  from  Prof.  Lansing  to  the 
Board  declared  his  serious  illness,  his  need  of  protracted 
rest,  and  a  request  for  leave  of  absence  for  the  current  Sem- 
inary year.  The  Board  granted  the  request,  with  sincere 
expressions  of  sympathy.  Then,  in  accordance  with  its 
specific  prerogative,  it  appointed  Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin,  D.D., 
to  take  charge  of  Prof.  Lansing's  department  for  the  current 
year.  It  also  recommended  that  the  compensation  of  Dr. 
Corwin  be  $1,000  for  the  current  seminary  year,  to  be  pro- 
vided by  General  Synod  at  its  next  meeting. 

In  view  of  this,  your  Committee  recommends  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  Synod  approves  the  action  of  the  Board 
and  authorizes  and  instructs  the  Board  of  Direction  to  pay 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Corwin  the  sum  of  $1,000  out  of  the  ''Ange- 
lina Si]vernail"  Fund,  or  any  other  fund  available  for 
Seminary  purposes,  in  compensation  for  special  services  in 
the  Theological  Seminary. 
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REGULAR    MEETING. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  New  Brunswick  met  in  James  Suydam  Hall,  Wednes- 
day, May  20th,  1891,  at  11  A.  M.,  and  remained  in  session 
until  Thursday  evening,  after  the  closing  exercises.  Careful 
consideration  was  given  to  the  matters  brought  before  them, 
and  suitable  action  taken.  Forty-four  students  have  been 
in  attendance  during  the  past  year,  an  increase  of  six  over 
the  former  year. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  sustaining  the  examinations  of  the 
students  "presenting  themselves"  be,  and  hereby  is,  con- 
firmed. 

While  it  is  to  be  expected  that  some  members  of  a  Board 
as  large  as  is  that  of  the  superintendents  will  be  prevented 
by  insuperable  obstacles  from  attending  every  meeting,  yet 
your  Committee  would  recommend  that  Synod  emphasize 
the  resolutions  of  last  year,  which  instructed  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  to  notify  the  members 
by  postal  cards  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  which 
urged  the  members  to  attend,  if  possible,  every  session  of 
the  Board  during  their  term  of  office. 

The  Board  urges  upon  the  Church  the  importance  of  mak- 
ing some  permanent  provision  for  instruction  in  elocution  in 
the  Seminary.  Your  Committee  expresses  the  hope  that  the 
agitation  of  this  matter  may  so  impress  its  claims  upon  some 
one  blest  with  the  means  as  that  he  shall  have  a  mind  to 
bestow  a  sum  equal  to  the  needed  endowment. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  Synod  warmly  endorse 
the  following  deliverance  of  the  Board  and  make  it  its  own  : 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered 
to  the  Hon.  N.  F.  Graves  for  his  wise  liberality  in  providing 
for  the  continuance  of  the  lectures  on  Foreign  Missions.

In  the  absence  of  any  nomination,  your  Committee  recom- 
mend Peter  S.  Dauforth  as  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the 
full  term  of  five  years,  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany. 

Your  committee  also  nominate  for  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  Seminary  Grounds  and  Property,  William  H.  Kirk, 
whose  term  of  office  is  about  to  expire,  and  Matthew  Suy- 
dam,  of  New  Brunswick,  in  the  place  of  Garret  E.  Winants, 
removed  by  death. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Seminary 
Grounds  and  Property  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  has  been 
transmitted  through  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

It  gives  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  committee's  devotion 
to  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  important  duties.  The 
ordinary  repairs  on  the  various  structures  committed  to  their 
care  have  been  made;  James  Suydam  Hall  and  the  Sage  Li- 
brary have  been  thoroughly  repointed  in  their  masonry  for 
their  preservation  and  new  fences  have  been  erected  along 
College  avenue  and  George  street.  The  library  has  received 
important  additions  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

The  committee  pays  a  just  tribute  to  Dr.  J.  C.  Van  Dyke, 
who,  for  thirteen  years,  has  been  the  most  intelligent  and 
efficient  librarian  of  the  Gardner  A.  Sage  Library.  It  also 
desires  to  erect  for  him  a  comfortable  residence  on  the  Semi- 
nary grounds  at  a  cost  of  not  more  than  five  thousand  dol- 
lars. More  than  half  of  this  sum  is  now  lying  unappropri- 
ated in  connection  with  library  endowment,  which  it  is  felt 
may  be  given  most  properly  to  this  object. 
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The  standing  committee,  therefore,  respectfully  request 
the  General  Synod: 

1.  To  authorize  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Seminary 
Orounds  and  Property  to  erect  a  suitable  residence  for  the 
librarian  on  the  Seminary  grounds,  provided  that  the  neces- 
sary funds  can  be  obtained. 

2.  To  direct  the  treasurer  of  General  Synod,  whenever  it 
shall  be  required  for  the  execution  of  the  above  purpose,  to 
pay  the  unexpended  balance  as  above  indicated,  and  if  there 
are  any  other  funds  that  may  properly  be  appropriated  to  this 
object,  to  give  the  necessary  authority. 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  earnest  request  of  the 
"Standing  Committee  on  Seminary  Grounds  and  Property, 
•and  the  hearty  endorsement  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
in  providing  a  house  for  the  librarian,  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Standing  Committee  be  directed  to 
build  a  house  for  the  librarian  on  the  Seminary  grounds  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

2.  That  the  treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed  to  pay 
to  the  Standing  Committee  the  balance  of  the  Gardner  A. 
Sage  special  fund  for  fully  completing  the  basement  of  the 
Gardner  A.  Sage  library. 

3.  That  the  treasurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed  to  loan 
to  the  Standing  Committee  from  any  uninvested  funds  the 
sum  of  twenty-six  hundred  dollars,  at  five  per  cent,  interest, 
until  the  said  sum  of  twenty-six  hundred  dollars  shall  be  re- 
stored from  bequests  or  gifts  to  the  Sage  library,  and  the 
Standing  Committee  are  directed  to  pay  the  said  annual  in- 
terest of  five  per  cent,  on  twenty-six  hundred  dollars  from 
the  income  of  the  Gardner  A.  Sage  Endowment  Fund  for 
the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Gardner  A.  Sage  library. 

The  Committee  would  also  respectfully  report  that  it  has 
■carefully  considered  the  following  communications  referred 
to  it,  viz. : 

A  letter  of  Prof.  N.  M.  Steffens,  D.D.,  to  General  Synod. 

The  action  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary  with  regard  to  the  resignation  of  Prof. 
Steffens. 

An  overture  of  the  Classis  of  Iowa  praying  Synod  not  to 
accept  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Steffens. 
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A  resolution  of  regret  of  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin  at  the 
resignation  of  Prof.  Steffens. 

Also  a  commnnication  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chi- 
cago requesting  General  Synod  not  to  accept  the  resignation 
of  Prof.  X.  M.  Steffens,  D.D.,  and  that  it  unanimously  rec- 
ommends the  following  for  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  kindly  returns  to  Prof.  N. 
M.  Steffens,  D.D.,  his  communication  of  May  28th,  1891: 
that  being  in  warm  sympathy  with  the  interests  of  the 
Western  Theological  Seminary:  that  gladly  acknowledging  his 
professional  ability  and  heartily  approving  his  official  work. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  Synod 
affectionately  urges  him  to  withdraw  his  request  for  its  con- 
sent to  his  resignation. 

Resolved,  That  telegrams  communicating  this  action  be 
sent  to  Prof.  Steffens,  one  to  Holland,  Mich.,  and  one  to 
Pella,  Iowa,  with  a  request  for  his  earliest  practicable  answer 
by  telegraph.

Resolved,  That  Synod  by  this  reply  of  Prof.  Steffens  regard 
his  continuance  in  his  professorship  as  settled  and  so  announce 
to  him. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  be  requested  to- 
courteously  communicate  this  decision  and  understanding  to 
the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Pella,  Iowa,  and  to  return  the 
communication  of  Prof.  Steffens  to  him. 

THE   WESTERN   THEOLOGICAL    SEMINARY. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary,  at  Holland,  Mich.,  met  in  regular  annual  session 
on  Tuesday  evening,  April  28th,  1891. 

Ten  members  were  present  and  three  classes  were  unrep- 
resented. 

The  eight  students  in  attendance  during  the  year  were  ex- 
amined with  great  care,  according  to  constitutional  require- 
ment. 
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Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  resolution  of  the 
Board  to  sustain  all  the  examinations  be  confirmed  by  this 
Synod,  and  that  Synod  approve  as  an  expression  of  the  spirit 
of  progress  the  appointment  of  Twelve  Reformed  Ministers 
to  give  lectures  to  the  students  in  the  ensuing  year. 


NOMINATIONS. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  following  be  elected 
members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  having  been  regularly  nominated  by 
their  several  classes : 

Classis  of  Holland Rev.  John  Van  Der  Meulen, 

in  place  of  Rev.  P.  Lepel- 
tak,  removed  from  Classis. 

"        Iowa Rev.  J.  F.  Zwemer. 

"■         Wisconsin .  ,^&s .  J.  Broek. 

In  the  absence  of  nomination  by  the  Classis  of  Illinois, 
your  Committee  recommend  the  appointment  of  Rev.  J.  S. 
Joralmon. 

The  term  of  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Collier,  representing  the  Par- 
ticular Synod  of  Albany,  expires  at  this  session.  Your  Com- 
mittee recommend  his  reappointment. 

Regarding  the  financial  condition  of  the  Western  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  we  would  urge  upon  the  Church  its  present 
needs  of  adequate  equipment  and  endowment.  It  must  have 
very  soon  a  corps  of  at  least  three  teachers. 

Hitherto,  two  men  have  nobly  and  ably  done  the  work  of 
four.  It  has  only  one  endowed  chair — that  of  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology — established  by  the  liberal  gifts  from  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  when,  in  1884,  Theological  in- 
struction was  resumed. 

The  second  Professorship  is  supplied  by  pledges  and  dona- 
tions, but  it  is  evident  that  this  temporary  measure  cannot 
take  the  place  of  a  permanent  provision.  The  exigencies  de- 
mand that  the  efforts  now  being  put  forth  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Seminary  be  warmly  seconded  by  this  Synod 
and  liberally  responded  to  by  our  Church.  And  in  regard 
to  this  matter  your  Committee  beg  leave,  in  behalf  of  your

younger  sister  Seminary,  to  repeat  what  was  said  of  an  im- 
portant interest  of  our  older  and  staunch  Seminary  at  New 
Brunswick,  that  some  one  blest  with  th^  means  shall  have  a 
mind  and  heart  to  meet  and  relieve  this  pressing  want. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY   OF  THE   ARGOT   MISSION. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  this  institution  met  at 
Palraaner,  December  17th,  1890.  Every  one  of  the  six 
members  was  in  attendance. 

The  fourteen  students  constituting  the  three  classes  were 
examined.  The  course  of  instruction,  according  to  the  re- 
port, is  comprehensive  and  excellent,  and  the  work  of  prepa- 
ration is  thorough.  Year  after  year  must  demonstrate  the 
growing  importance  and  practicability  of  raising  up  a  native 
ministry,  and  of  thus  multiplying  the  forces  and  extending 
the  boundaries  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  India. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  confirms  the  action  of  the  Board  in 
voting  to  sustain  all  the  examinations,  and  that  each  of  the 
students  be  passed  on  into  the  next  higher  class. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  Synod  expresses  and  records  its  tender 
sympathy  with  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  Principal  and  Professor 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission,  on  ac- 
count of  his  severe  illness,  and  its  great  regret  that  by  reason 
of  it  he  has  been  laid  aside  from  the  performance  of  his  du- 
ties. Grateful  for  his  reported  improvement,  its  prayer  is 
that  he  may  be  restored  speedily  and  fully  to  his  former 
health  and  usefulness. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  approves  and  confirms  the  following 
action  of  the  Board  : 

Whereas,  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  Principal  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Theology  in  the  Theological  Seminary  has  been 
providentially  laid  aside  by  severe  illness  from  the  perfor- 
mance of  his  duties  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Arcot  Mission  has  offered  to  release  Rev. 
Jacob  Chamberlain,  D.  D.,  from  all  other  work  for  the  pur- 
pose : 

Resolved,  1.  That  Rev.  J.  Chamberlain,  D.  D.,  be  requested 
to  take  charge  of  the  Theological  Seminary  until  the  return 
of  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  to  his  duties.     2.  That  if,  on 
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the  return  of  Dr.  Scudder  to  his  post  he  is  not  able  to  dis- 
charge his  full  duties.  Dr.  Chamberlain  be  requested  to  re- 
main and  render  needed  assistance. 

Resolved,  That  Dr.  Chamberlain  be  requested  to  give  a 
course  of  lectures  on  the  Prophets  and  the  Prophecies  in 
Tamil,  and  also  to  take  the  students  through  a  course  on 
Biblical  Antiquities  in  English. 

A  communication  from  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to 
this  Synod  referring  to  the  above,  declares  that  it  approved 
of  the  proposed  arrangement  and  voted  to  recommend  to  the 
General  Synod  to  make  this  a  permanent  appointment. 

Your  committee  submits  the  following  : 

Rescloed,  That  Cleneral  Synod  accepts  the  suggestion  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  ;  confirms  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Arcot  Mission,  and  appoints  Kev.

ARTICLE  VI. 

EDUCATION,    ACADEMIES   AND    COLLEGES. 

The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Boaj'd  of  Education 
was  received,  with  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education,  Academies  and  Colleges. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope 
College  was  received  and  referred  to  the  same  Committee. 

Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope 
College,  adopted  April,  1891. 
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To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America: 

The  Council  of  Hope  College  respectfully  presents  its 
Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  to  General  Synod,  as  follows  : 

I.— COUNCIL. 

At  the  regular  June  meeting  of  1890,  the  following  officers 
were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  :  Rev.  A.  Paige  Peeke, 
president ;  Rev.  Dirk  Broek,  vice-president ;  Rev.  Peter 
Moerdyke,  D.D.,  secretary;  Mr.  Isaac  Cappon,  treasurer. 
The  regular  spring  meeting  of  Council  was  held,  April  29th 
and  30th,  1891. 

II.— COLLEGE. 

FACULTY. 

The  Faculty  remains  unchanged  but  for  the  resignation 
of  the  tutor,  Mr.  J.  B.  Nykerk,  who  removed  to  the  North- 
western Classical  Academy,  and  the  appointment,  for  one 
year,  by  the  Executive  Committee,  of  Mr.  Johannes  W. 
Visscher,  A.  M.,  to  the  aforesaid  tutorship.  Mr.  Nykerk 
"  had  most  acceptably  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his  position  for 
five  years,  particularly  as  teacher  and  Professor  of  Music, 
and  took  with  him  to  his  new  post  our  regrets  and  best 
wishes."  Mr.  Visscher  has  faithfully  done  his  work,  but 
music  was  put  in  charge  of  Mr.  Philip  Soulen,  of  the  Junior 
Class. 

A  change,  however,  seems  necessary  in  the  Grammar 
School.  The  requirements  of  the  Scientific  Course  are  such 
that  an  instructor  in  German,  or  in  French  and  German,  as 
well  as  in  music,  should  be  obtained. 

We  gratefully  report  that  no  serious  illness  has  hindered 
the  Faculty,  or  any  of  its  members,  from  doing  full  duty. 

STUDENTS. 

From  the  President's  report  it  appears  that  the  total 
attendance  of  students,  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
Institution,  has  somewhat  increased.  The  gain,  however,  is 
confined  to  the  lower  classes  of  the  preparatory  department. 
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there  being  a  falling  off  in  its  two  higher  classes,  which  may 
affect  the  college  classes  for  the  next  two  years. 

The  3G0  students  now  enrolled  are  divided  as  follows, 
among  the  three  departments  : 

Academic  Department— (A)  Class  20;  (B)  Class  17;  (C) 
Class  29;  (D)  Class  39;  Total,  105.  Attending  April-June, 
1890,  and  not  returning,  17.  Summer  Xormal  Department, 
105.  Collegiate  Department — Seniors,  fi;  Juniors,  14;  Sopho- 
more, 19;  Freshmen,  10;  Special,  1;  Total,  50.  Total  during 
the  year,  277. 

There  was  a  falling  off  in  the  attendance  of  the  Summer 
Normal  Course  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic  of 
diphtheria  at  Holland,  at  that  season.  The  very  fact  that 
105  young  people  dared  to  attend  argues  well  for  the  coming 
summer. 

On  the  whole  the  students  were  spared  from  serious  inter- 
ference with  their  work  by  illness. 

Generally  speaking,  their  conduct  has  been  commendable; 
their  work,  as  shown  by  their  examinations,  eminently  satis- 
factory. 

The  Student  Societies  have  exerted  their  wonted  stimulat- 
ing effect,  and  the  Council  has  noted  with  special  gratifica- 
tion that  the  Fraternal  Society  has  been  revived,  after  two 
or  three  years  of  suspension. 

At  the  April  meeting,  1891,  the  Senior  Class  was  examined, 
and  their  attainments  being  found  satisfactory,  they  were 
recommended  for  the  customary  Diploma  and  Degree  at  the 
coming  commencement  in  June. 

They  are  :  Fannie  A.  Steffens,  Gerrit  H.  xllbers,  Derk 
Gleysteen,  Jr.,  John  Sietsema,  John  Van  der  Meulen.  Jurry 
Winter. 

At  the  last  Commencement  the  degree  of  D.  D.  was  con- 
ferred on  the  Rev.  Egbert  Winter,  of  Grand  Kapids,  and  that 
of  A.  B.  on  but  one  of  the  members  of  the  class  of  1890,  to 
wit:  Wm.  H.  Bruins;  the  others,  Derk  L.  Betten,  Wartin 
Flipse,  Herman  S.  Juistema,  Harry  Kremers.  James  Osse- 
waarde  and  Isaac  Van  Kampen,  having  failed  to  comply  with 
the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Council. 

A  few  cases  of  discipline  occurred,  which  were  necessarily 
severe,  but  appear  to  have  had  the  desired  salutary  effect.

III.— THE   LIBRAKY. 

The  Library  continues  to  grow,  and  its  present  quarters, 
are  unequal  to  the  demand  for  room.  The  present  number 
of  bound  books  is  8^534.  The  increase  during  the  year  has. 
been  609  volumes,  besides  many  pamphlets. 

The  widow  and  family  of  the  late  Rev.  E.  W.  Bentley, 
D.  D.,  donated  410  volumes.  From  the  Bureau  of  Educa- 
tion and  other  Departments  of  the  U.  S.  Government,  51 
volumes  were  obtained;  from  Miss  E.  C.  Lusk,  Coxsackie, 
N.  Y.,  71  volumes;  from  an  unknown  source,  34  volumes  ; 
from  Samuel  S.  Walker,  Esq.,  of  St.  Johns,  Mich.,  20 
volumes  ;  by  purchase,  23  volumes. 

To  each  and  all  of  these  kind  friends  of  **  Hope "  the 
Council  would  express  its  sincere  thanks. 

The  Council  would  call  Synod's  special  attention  to  the 
fact  that  these  thousands  of  volumes  are  exposed  to  the  con- 
stant and  inevitable  danger  of  destruction  by  fire,  in  the  hope 
that  some  friend  of  "  Hope '^  might  be  moved  by  God's 
Spirit  to  supply  the  needed  funds  for  a  separate  and  suitable 
Library  building  as  one  of  the  crying  needs  of  the  Institution. 

IV.— PUBLICATIONS. 

"  De  Hope"  is  steadily  increasing  in  circulation  and  in- 
fluence, and  continues  under  the  efficient  business  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  R.  Kanters.  The  *' Anchor"  sustains  its  fair 
reputation  in  the  Student  world. 

v.— GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

The  President's  house  is  nearing  completion,  and  the  gen- 
erous contribution  of  $1,500  by  the  Woman's  Executive 
Committee  is  being  expended  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  so  kindly  given. 

The  gift  of  $300  by  the  last  Synod  enabled  us  to  paint 
all  the  buildings,  except  Van  Vleck  Hall,  which  much  im- 
proved their  appearance.  "Hope  College"  must  be  out  of 
the  race  if  material  advancement  be  not  made  in  the  very 
near  future. 

Would  that  a  man  or  woman  of  God,  with  silver  wand 
might  touch  our  beautiful  campus  and  give  us  the  nucleus  of 
adequate  buildings,  fit  for  our  growing  needs! 
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VI.— FUNDS. 

The  increase  in  our  permanent  funds  has  been  somewhat 
retarded  this  year.  Our  indefatigable  financial  agent,  Rev. 
J.  H.  Zwemer  had  to  leave  the  field  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  time  for  his  work  in  the  Northwestern  Academy.  The 
apparent  indifference  of  the  Church  East  in  this  great  under- 
taking and  many  other  causes  combined  to  make  the  work 
very  difficult.  The  Board,  of  Education  has  felt  itself  un- 
able to  offer  any  aid,  as  its  financial  condition  would  not 
admit  of  it.  Our  professors  are  unable  to  live  on  the  very 
low  salaries  we  are  able  to  offer  them,  and  have  Justly  claimed 
that  they  should  be  paid  the  value  of  their  arduous  labors. 

And  we  regret  that,  with  the  exercise  of  rigid  economy, 
we  have  to  report  a  deficit  of  11,200  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  year. 

It  appears  needless  to  make  another  application  for  aid 
from  the  Board  of  Education.  "  The  Board  apparently  must 
cease  to  be  a  source  of  income  to  the  college."  We,  like 
other  colleges,  must  look  to  the  gifts  of  such  interested  and 
wealthy  individuals  as  God  moves  to  such  liberality.

VIIL— REAL  ESTATE. 

No  material  change  can  be  reported.  The  increiiseof  city 
property  in  Holland  somewhat  beneficially  affects  our  College 
addition. 

IX.— REMARKS. 

The  financial  agent  has  now  obtained  subscriptions  and 
notes  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $50,000,  of  which  only  one- 
half  goes  to  the  College,  and  even  this  cannot  yield  its  full 
income  until  actually  paid  into  the  treasury.  With  all 
possible  economy,  the  council  cannot  meet  current  expenses 
until  the  850,000  be  added  to  the  endowment  as  designed. 
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meantime,  and  until  the  Board  of  Education  can  again  ex- 
tend its  aid,  we  appeal  to  all  churches  and  individuals  who 
have  at  heart  the  cause  of  Western  education  to  contribute 
such  donations  as  may  be  in  their  power  to  the  "contingent 
fund/'     The  College  must  not  only  live  but  must  advance. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  term  of  Mr.  Isaac  Cappon  as  Synod ical  member  of 
council  expires  this  year,  and  his  place  needs  to  be  filled. 

In  June,  1890,  the  quarter  centennial  of  Hope  College 
was  suitably  celebrated  with  many  and  appropriate  exercises. 
At  the  commencement  proper,  addresses  were  delivered  by 
Eev.  Cornelius  Brett,  D.  D.,  as  Synod's  representative,  and 
by  the  )lon.  D.  Bethuue  DuflBeld,  of  Detroit,  one  of  those 
whose  kindred  had  shown  special  kindness  to  Van  Eaalte 
and  the  pioneers. 

At  the  public  exercises  on  the  campus,  cordial  greeting-s 
came  from  the  State  of  Michigan,  through  its  Governor; 
from  Adrian  and  Olivet  and  the  agricultural  colleges, 
through  their  presidents,  and  from  the  various  church 
assemblies,  through  fit  representatives. 

The  occasion  was  one  of  joy,  but  till  now  has  not  ushered 
in  the  day  of  hoped-for  things. 

First  and  second  and  last,  Hope  College  needs  funds  to  do 
the  work,  the  growing  work,  which  the  Lord  has  appointed 
to  her.

AND    COLLEGES. 

The  committee  would  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 
The  following  documents  have  been  referred  to  this  Com- 
mittee :

All  of  these  papers  have  been  carefully  examined,  and 
your  Committee  would  report  that  there  is  nothing  in  the 
first  three  that  needs  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Synod,  or  concerning  which  any  action  should  be  taken. 
They  simply  show  that  these  two  Funds,  given  for  the  edu- 
cation of  young  men  looking  forward  to  the  ministry,  are 
properly  invested,  and  that  the  proceeds  have  been  devoted 
to  the  purpose  indicated. 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  deficiency  in  the  income  of 
Hope  College  during  the  past  year,  and  the  expected  con- 
tinuance of  the  same  during  the  coming  year,  a  special  fund 
of  $2,500  should  be  at  once  raised,  for  the  aid  of  that  impor- 
tant institution. 

Resolved,  That  a  circular  letter  be  addressed  in  the  name 
of  the  General  Synod  by  the  Stated  and  Permanent  Clerks,  as 
soon  as  possible,  to  the  churches  represented  in  this  Synod, 
at  their  discretion,  asking  for  special  contributions  to  this 
fund  to  the  amount  of  not  less  than  $100  from  each  church, 
to  be  paid  within  one  year  from  this  date  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

THE    EIGHTH     ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE    TRUSTEES    OF   THE 
NORTHWESTERN    CLASSICAL   ACADEMY. 

A  comparison  of  this  report  with  those  that  have  preceded 
it  presents  good  ground  for  encouragement  with  regard  to 
the  prospects  of  this  important  institution.  The  number  of 
students  in  attendance  during  the  year  has  been  sixty-six, 
which  is  considerably  in  excess  of  what  was  last  reported, 
and,  concerning  their  diligence  in  study  and  general  deport- 
ment most  excellent  testimony  is  given.  The  Hon.  Henry 
Hospers  has  again  manifested  his  friendship  for  the  institu- 
tion by  giving  additional  land  to  be  used  for  a  campus,  and 
the  Woman's  Executive  Committee  having  donated  $1,000,  it 
has  been  possible  to  change  the  location  of  and  greatly  im- 
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prove  the  residence  of  the  Principal.  Your  committee  also 
take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Academy  has  improved,  owing  to  a  very  decided  increase  in 
contributions  from  churches  and  individuals.  Nevertheless 
the  income  is  insufficient,  and  we  have  to  report  a  deficit  of 
$1,000  during  the  present  year,  which,  added  to  that  of 
previous  years,  makes  the  present  debt  about  $2,900.  It 
would  seem  as  if  something  ought  to  be,  and  can  be,  done  to 
relieve  the  Academy  of  this  burden.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion the  work  it  does,  and  its  importance  to  the  welfare  of 
our  Church,  the  money  required  for  its  aid  is  very  little. 
$3,000  would  clear  away  the  debt,  and  $1,500  would  enable 
the  institution  to  pass  the  coming  year  with  no  further 
deficiency.  In  view  of  these  facts,  your  Committee  recom- 
mend the  following  action  : 

R. solved,  That  this  Synod  very  cordially  commend  the 
Northwestern  Classical  Academy  to  the  ministry,  and  through 
them  to  the  membership  of  the  Church,  in  the  earnest  hope 
that  some  person  or  persons  may  be  inclined  to  remove  the 
burden  of  debt  now  resting  on  the  institution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to 
provide  the  Academy  with  $1,500,  or  as  near  that  sum  as 
possible  ;  the  money  to  be  used  for  the  current  expenses  of 
the  ensuing  year. 

THE   TWENTY-FIFTH    ANNUAL   REPORT    OF    THE    COUNCIL   OF 
HOPE     COLLEGE. 

From  this  report  it  appears  that  the  total  attendance  of 
students  in  the  various  departments  of  the  institution  has 
somewhat  increased.  Generally  speaking,  their  conduct  and 
work  have  been  commendable.  Mention  is  made  of  the  im- 
provement in  the  appearance  of  the  building,  which  is  due 
to  the  gift  of  $300  by  the  last  General  Synod,  and  of  the 
progress  of  the  President's  house  toward  completion,  for 
which  the  Woman's  Executive  Committee  contributed 
$1,500.  The  college  is  in  urgent  need  of  a  suitable 
library  building,  but  your  committee  feel  that  the  Synod 
can  do  nothing  more  than  give  expression  to  their  hope 
that  some  friend  may  be  persuaded  to  supply  this 
want.      The  financial    condition   of    the    institution    calls 
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for  sympathy  and  assistance.  The  efforts  of  the  financial 
agent,  Kev.  J.  F.  Zwemer,  have  met  with  considerable  suc- 
cess, and  we  have  to  note  that  this  has  been  entirely  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago.  He  reports 
subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  nearly  $50,000,  which,  how- 
ever, is  only  half  of  the  sum  it  was  proposed  to  raise.  It  is 
also  to  be  remembered  that  only  part  of  this  is  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  college,  and,  therefore,  it  is  not  surprising  to  learn 
that  there  has  been  a  deficit  of  $1,200  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  year.  This  is  to  be  expected,  with  the  greatest 
economy,  until  the  $50,000  be  added  to  the  endowment  as 
has  been  proposed.  The  Western  Synod  having  done  so  well, 
the  three  other  Synods  of  the  Church  ought  at  once  to  make 
up  this  amount.  The  report  further  states  that  in  June, 
1890,  the  quarter  centennial  of  the  college  was  celebrated 
with  appropriate  exercises,  in  which  Kev.  Cornelius  Brett, 
the  representative  of  General  Synod,  participated,  Lastly, 
we  are  informed  that  the  term  of  Mr.  Isaac  Cappon  as 
Synodical  member  of  the  Council  expires  this  year,  and  his 
office  must  be  filled. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  commend  the  work  of  the  Kev. 
J.  F.  Zwemer,  the  financial  agent,  to  the  attention  and  co- 
operation of  the  entire  Church,  and  also  emphasize  the  need 
of  contributions  from  churches  and  individuals  to  assist  in 
defraying  the  current  expenses  until  such  time  as  the  sum  of 
$50,000  shall  be  added  to  the  endowment. 

Resolved,  That  the  college  be  commended  to  the  Board  of 
Education  for  aid  to  the  amount  of  $2,500,  or  as  near  that  as 
possible. 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Isaac  Cappon  be  reappointed  to  serve 
as  the  Synodical  member  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College. 

THE     FIFTY-NINTH    ANNUAL     REPORT     OF     THE     BOARD     OF 
EDUCATION. 

This  report  states  that  there  are  at  present  ninety-nine 
students  in  various  stages  of  their  education,  receiving  aid 
from  the  Board,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  of  this  large 
number  very  few  have  been  delinquent  in  study  or  conduct. 
In  this,  as  in  the  other  reports  we  have  considered,  there  is 
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much  of  a  financial  character  and  along  this  line  there  are 
certain  points  to  which  your  committee  would  call  attention. 
It  is  evident  that  some  of  the  difficulties  which  beset  our 
Western  institutions  would  be  removed  if  the  Church 
would  only  lay  to  heart  the  needs  of  this  particular 
Board.  It  is  painful  to  observe  how  little  it  has  been  possi- 
ble to  grant  these  institutions,  so  deserving  and  so  much  in 
need,  from  the  regular  income  received  from  the  churches. 
Circumstances  being  as  they  are,  your  committee  would  re- 
spectfully urge  upon  the  classes  the  importance  of  investi- 
gating carefully  every  application  for  aid,  in  order  that  money 
may  not  be  unnecessarily  expended  upon  individuals,  when 
our  Western  College  and  Academy  are  suffering  for  lack  of 
funds.  Ninety-nine  students  are  a  large  number  to  be  re- 
ceiving help,  and  it  suggests  to  every  thoughtful  person  the 
possibility  that  in  some  cases  the  assistance  might  better  be 
given  to  the  institutions  mentioned.  And  yet  your  com- 
mittee do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  trouble  lies  with  the 
churches  which  contribute  little  or  nothing  to  this  work,  and 
especially  with  the  ministry  who  do  not  urge  its  claims  upon 
their  congregations  as  they  should.  It  is  almost  incredible 
that  nearly  half  of  our  churches  should  be  classed  as  non- 
contributing,  and  that  in  not  a  few  cases  the  pastors  should 
be  men  who  have  themselves  been  aided  by  the  Board,  We 
repeat,  that  the  difficulty  is  mainly  with  the  ministry,  and  if 
only  they  could  be  made  to  feel  an  interest  in  this  matter  the 
trouble  would  be  very  much  relieved.  There  is  scarcely  a 
church  in  the  denomination  that  cannot  and  ought  not  to 
contribute  to  this  work,  and  scarcely  one  that  would  not,  if 
its  pastor  should  insist  upon  it.  The  committee  suggest  that 
the  various  Classes  could  do  much  to  secure  some  offering 
from  the  churches  within  their  bounds  in  connection  with 
the  question  which  is  annually  put  to  each  pastor  and  elder. 
It  is  possible  to  institute  a  strict  inquiry  into  the  reasons  for 
failing  in  their  duty  toward  this  important  Board  of  the 
Church,  and  to  persuade  some  of  these  congregations,  now 
indifferent,  to  manifest  some  degree  of  liberality. 

Your  committee  have  no  formal  action  to  recommend, 
other  than  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Peter  Quackenbush  be  appointed  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board  to  fill  out  the  term  of  Mr.  J. 
V.  H.  Van  Cleef,  who  has  been  removed  by  death. 
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Resolved,  That  the  following  persons  be  chosen  to  fill  the 
places  of  those  whose  term  of  office  has  expired.

REPORT    OF    A    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    BEST    PLAN    TO 
SECURE    MORE    RECRUITS    FOR   THE    GOSPEL   MINISTRY. 

At  the  last  session  of  General  Synod  an  overture  was  pre- 
sented from  the  Rev.  Prof.  W.  V.  V.  Mabon  and  Rev.  C.  E. 
Crispell  desiring  action  on  the  part  of  Synod  to  draw  the  at- 
tention of  the  young  men  of  the  Church  to  the  call  to  enter 
the  ministry.  It  recounted  at  length  the  history  of  the  fu- 
tility of  ordinary  deliverances  of  Synod  on  the  subject  and 
asked  the  appointment  of  a  special  agency  to  do  this  work. 

This  was  referred  late  in  the  session  to  the  Committee  on 
Education,  Academies  and  Colleges,  who  saw  ''serious  ob- 
jections,'' were  ''not  prepared  to  propose  any  definite  meth- 
od, and,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  senders  of  the  overture,  made 
the  recommendation  that  the  President  of  the  General  Synod, 
the  Rev.  R.  H.  Joldersma,  and  Elder  G.  E.  Winants  be  a 
committee  to  consider  the  practicability  of  inaugurating  some 
plan  of  urging  the  claims  of  the  ministry  for  recruits  upon 
the  christian  families  of  the  Church,  and  if  the  way  be 
opened  by  Providence  to  provide  for  its  expenses  that  they 
be  a  committee  with  power. 

Shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  and  before  the 
committee  could  do  anything,  Elder  Winants  died.  From 
his  practical  wisdom  and  noted  generosity  your  committee 
might  have  received  much  aid  in  both  the  formation  and  ex- 
ecution of  plans  in  the  interest  of  the  object  before  us. 

The  other  two  members  of  the  committee,  separated  from 
each  other  many  hundred   miles,  have  given  to  the  subject 
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prolonged  and  careful  reflections,  and  have  endeavored  to 
obtain  the  views  of  many  other  ministers  of  our  Church. 
•  There  is  no  question  that  there  is  great  need  of  a  larger 
number  of  young  men  who  shall  dedicate  themselves  to  the 
Gospel  ministry.  There  is  no  question  that  there  are  as 
many  young  men  in  the  membership  of  our  churches  as  ever 
there  were,  and  more.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  deliver- 
ances of  General  Synod,  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  Boards  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminaries, 
ought  to  have  produced  a  better  result  than  we  behold.  But 
when  it  is  imagined  that  a  new  committee  can  devise  some 
plan  by  which  all  this  barrenness  can  be  turned  into  fruitf ul- 
ness,  and  this  desert  made  to  blossom  as  the  rose,  the  dream  is 
not  an  inspired  one  like  Joseph's,  and  it  will  not  have  as  sig- 
nal a  fulfilment. 

Your  committee  have  discovered  no  novel  or  magical 
method  to  secure  the  consecration  of  young  hearts  to  the 
ministry.  The  first  great  and  supreme  need  is  that  special 
call  and  those  spiritual  qualifications  which  can  come  from 
the  Holy  Ghost  alone.  In  connection  with  this  we  recognize 
the  necessary  use  of  means  in  a  way  of  sanctified  common  sense 
and  in  blood  earnestness.  We  do  not  seem  to  need  more 
machinery,  but  a  better  use  of  the  machinery  which  we  al- 
ready have.  We  do  not  need  to  present  a  vision  of  more 
wheels,  but  of  more  of  ''the  spirit  of  life  in  the  wheels  to  go 
straightforward  every  one "  like  those  which  the  prophet 
saw. 

1.  In  locating  the  fault  of  this  deficiency  of  recruits  for 
the  ministry  and  seeking  the  proper  remedy  we  must  go  first 
to  the  home.  Is  there  less  parental  effort  and  prayer  animated 
by  the  fervent  desire  that  sons  may  become  ambassadors  for 
Christ  than  formerly  ?  We  fear  there  is.  We  suspect  that 
the  hearts  of  fathers  in  particular  are  increasingly  set  on 
worldly  objects  for  themselves  and  their  sons.  The  fascina- 
tions of  wealth  and  the  glitter  of  style  were  never  so  rife  in 
our  land  as  now.  Never  were  literal  miUioyiaires  so  numer- 
ous. The  appetite  for  fortunes  is  ravenous  and  widespread, 
even  in  christian  homes.  The  ministry  is  bent  on  higher 
aims.  It  presents  aspects  of  unworldliness  not  congenial  to 
the  prevailing  enthusiasm  which  stirs  the  hearts  of  fathers 
and  sons. 
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One  of  the  first  needs  is  to  correct  this  Mammon  worship 
in  the  home  ;  to  get  fathers  and  mothers  to  feel  that  if  a  son 
has  the  requisite  qualifications,  the  highest  honor  they  can 
seek  for  him  is  to  have  him  "separated  unto  the  Gospel ''  and 
anointed  to  preach  the  grace  of  God. 

2.  But  how  can  the  home  be  most  effectively  reached  in 
this  respect?  No  one  has  such  opportunities  as  a  vigilant 
and  faithful  pastor.  He  knows  both  jiarents  and  sons,  and 
has  an  access  to  their  hearts  and  consciences  which  no  agent 
or  stranger  can  have  ;  as  their  chosen  spiritual  guide  and 
counselor  he  has  peculiar  facilities  to  detect  the  qualifica- 
tions of  sons,  awaken  their  aspirations  and  direct  their 
thoughts  and  aims  to  the  great  duties  and  purposes  of  life, 
and,  where  there  is  fitness,  to  press  the  claims  of  the  Gosi^el 
ministry. 

This  ought  to  be  a  prominent  aim  in  the  life  of  every 
pastor.  Perhaps  to  its  neglect  may  be  assigned  a  large  re- 
sponsibility for  the  scarcity  of  young  ministers  of  which  we 
complain.  Would  it  not  be  well  if  General  Synod  should 
stir  up  the  remembrance  of  pastors  by  earnestly  advising 
them  to  present  at  least  once  a  year  to  their  congregations, 
the  just  claims  and  lofty  objects  of  the  Gospel  ministry  ; 
besides  paying  due  regard  to  the  subject  in  their  pastoral  in- 
tercourse with  their  people  ;  and  also  that  the  Synod  should 
recommend  that  the  discharge  of  this  duty  be  made  a  matter 
of  inquiry  by  Classis  at  the  time  when  the  ordinary  constitu- 
tional questions  are  asked. 

3.  Your  committee  come  next  to  speak  of  one  great  agency 
which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  re-established  with  all 
possible  efficiency — viz,  the  full  Secretaryship  of  the  Board 
of  Education. 

There  seems  to  be  "  serious  objections  "  to  the  employment 
of  any  one  as  a  special  agent  to  visit  churches  and  families 
on  this  mission  at  the  cost  of  voluntary  contributions  by  in- 
dividuals. 

The  importance  of  an  adequate  supply  of  young  men  for 
the  ministry  demands  a  permanent  agency  of  the  most 
efficient  character.  It  demands  a  man  of  the  very  best  abil- 
ities, both  in  the  pulpit  and  in  executive  matters,  one  whose 
heart  is  thoroughly  enlisted  in  the  cause,  who  has  not  lost 
the  enthusiasm   of  youth,  who  will  regard  this  as  a  work 
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worthy  the  holy  ambition  of  a  life-time  ;  one  who  will  be  not 
merely  respectable  as  a  preacher,  but  attractive  and  power- 
ful, one  who  can  not  merely  magnify  in  words  the  excellence 
of  the  ministry,  but  illustrate  it  in  his  own  services  ;  one  vvho 
can  reach  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  parents  and  sons, 
and  make  many  an  idle  soul  thrill  with  the  Master's  com- 
mand, "  Go  work  to-day  in  my  vineyard."  Such  a  repre- 
sentative must  not  be  a  mere  financial  beggar,  pleading  from 
first  to  last  for  money,  but  a  "fisher  of  men."  If  he  can 
secure  the  love  and  admiration  of  hearts  for  the  office  itself, 
he  will  not  fail  to  receive  the  gifts  which  may  be  needed  for 
the  training  of  those  who  desire  to  enter  it. 

Will  it  be  said  that  such  a  representative  of  the  cause  can- 
not be  obtained  ?  That  will  greatly  depend  on  the  plan  pur- 
sued. If  mediocrity  of  ability  and  parsimony  of  support  be 
the  rule,  failure  will  be  inevitable.  But  if  we  attempt  great 
things  we  may  expect  great  things.  Let  the  right  man  be 
discovered  by  careful  investigation.  Let  a  salary  suitable  to 
his  worth  be  appointed — not  less  than  the  other  secretaries 
receive.  Let  it  be  considered  that  he  who  goes  forth  to  en- 
list soldiers  for  this  service  is  not  merely  filling  a  simple  pul- 
pit, but  laboring  for  the  supply  of  hundreds  of  pulpits,  and 
that  the  Church  with  all  her  wealth  owes  such  a  servant  all 
he  needs  for  his  reasonable  comfort  while  he  is  doing  so  great 
a  work  m  her  behalf. 

When  such  a  minister  is  discovered  let  a  strong  and  em- 
phatic demand  in  Christ's  name  be  made  for  his  service.  No 
matter  how  well  he  may  be  satisfied  with  his  present  lot,  let 
him  understand  that  here  is  a  liigher  service;  that  though  lie 
may  not  desire  the  office  the  office  desires  Mm,  and  that  he 
who  gathers  a  hundred  good  ministers  into  Christ's  service 
may  thereby  multiply  the  fruits  of  his  own  pastoral  labors  a 
hundred-fold. 

Your  committee  beg  the  privilege  of  speaking  plainly  and 
earnestly  on  this  subject,  under  the  impression  that  neither 
the  Church  at  large  nor  the  Board  of  Education  in  particular 
has  risen  to  a  fair  appreciation  of  this  view  of  the  subject. 
It  is  as  true  here  as  elsewhere:  ''There  is  that  scattereth  and 
yet  increaseth,  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is 
meet,  but  it  tendeth  to  poverty."  '*  He  which  soweth  spar- 
ingly shall  reap  also  sparingly;  and  he  which  soweth  bounti- 
fully shall  reap  also  bountifully." 
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4.  There  is  one  other  powerful  agency  which  your  commit- 
tee beg  leave  to  suggest.  The  excellent  professors  who  are 
constantly  engaged  in  preparing  young  men  for  the  ministry 
are  often  invited  to  supply  the  pulpits  of  our  churches.  They 
always  appear  to  the  congregations  as  representatives  of  min- 
isterial education.  Their  oflSce  makes  this  inevitable,  whether 
they  say  a  word  on  the  subject  or  not.  It  is  manifest  how 
fitting  and  potential  it  would  be  if  sometimes  their  audible 
utterances  on  this  subject  should  be  added  to  the  silent  ex- 
pression of  their  oflBcial  character,  if  at  least  once  in  every 
pulpit  that  he  visits,  the  theological  professor  should  preach 
a  ringing  sermon  on  the  claims  and  excellence  of  that  minis- 
try, the  training  for  which  the  Church  has  committed  to  his 
care  in  the  privacy  of  the  class-room. 

Your  committee  humbly  present  these  thoughts  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Synod  and  respectfully  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  the  churches  be  requested 
to  present  at  least  once  a  year  the  claims  of  the  ministry  on 
young  men,  and  to  use  diligence  in  various  ways  to  direct  the 
attention  of  parents  and  pious  sons  to  this  subject. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  requested  to 
take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  re-establishing  a  full 
secretaryship  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  this 
report.

Note  by  Rev.  R.  H.  Joldersma. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  in  1890,  the  Rev.  J. 
Romeyn  Berry,  D.D.,  Elder  G.  E.  Winants  and  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
Joldersma  were  appointed  a  special  committee  on  the  best 
plan  to  secure  more  recruits  for  the  Gospel  ministry  and  to 
report  to  this  General  Synod.  The  death  of  Elder  G.  E. 
Winants  is  mentioned  in  the  report.  During  the  year  the 
Rev.  J.  Romeyn  Berry,  D.U.,  chairman  of  the  committee, 
and  the  undersigned  carefully  considered  the  matter  com- 
mitted to  them. 

The  chairman,  Rev.  J.  R.  Berry,  D.D.,  prepared  the  re- 
port and  brought  it  to  this  General  Synod,  where  a  meeting 
of  the  committee  was  contemplated,  but  before  such  a  meet- 
ing could  be  held  he  was  called  to  his  eternal  home  ;  hence 
the  report  appears  without  his  signature. 
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ARTICLE  Vll. 

SUNDAY   SCHOOLS   AND   CATECHETICAL   INSTRtCTION. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  Instruc- 
tion, appointed  last  year,  presented  the  following  report  which 
was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction, appointed  in  1890,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

I. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Cate- 
chetical Instruction  was  constituted  by  the  Synod  of  1885. 
Its  duties  were  not  specified  and  its  work  has  been  largely 
experimental.  For  five  years  its  energies  were  devoted 
chiefly  to  the  gathering  of  statistics  through  channels  more 
or  less  independent  of  the  ordinary  means  of  communica- 
tion between  General  Synod  and  the  churches.  Much  use- 
ful information  was  thus  gathered  and  published  in  the 
Minutes  of  Synod.  From  year  to  year  there  was  a  gratify- 
ing approach  to  completeness  in  the  statistics.  But  so  gen- 
eral was  the  feeling  throughout  the  Church  that  the  results 
obtained  (over  and  above  what  the  Consistorial  Reports 
and  the  books  of  the  Boards  would  yield)  did  not  furnish  a 
warrant  for  the  large  additional  labor  involved,  and  the  very 
considerable  complication  of  our  ecclesiastical  machinery, 
that  the  last  Synod,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee, almost  unanimously  ordered  the  discontinuance  of 
the  gathering  of  special  statistics  of  Sunday  Schools  by  the 
system  of  separate  reports.  At  the  same  time  Synod  di- 
rected Consistories,  the  Classical  Committees  on  the  State 
of  Religion  and  the  Committees  of  the  Particular  Synods 
on  Classical  Minutes,  to  record  in  the  "  narrative  "  portion  of 
their  reports  "  any  figures,  facts,  queries  or  suggestions  af- 
fecting Sunday  School  work  and  catechetical  instruction, 
which,  in  their  judgment,  would  guide  General  Synod's 
committee  in  framing   their  report.''     (Min,  1890,  p.  80.) 

The  churches  were  notified  of  this  action  of  Synod  in  a 
circular  issued  by  the  committee,  March  1st,  which  also  con. 
tained  other  information  and  several  suggestions  designed  to 
secure  as  full  a  response  as  possible.     The  Minutes  of  the 
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Particular  Synods,  all  of  which  your  committee  have  exam- 
ined, show  that  there  has  been  a  very  general  compliance 
with  the  direction  of  Synod  in  this  matter.  A  large  majority 
of  the  Consistorial  Eeptjrts  make  special  mention  of  Sunday 
School  work,  and  while  there  is  seldom  more  than  a  word  of 
hope  or  gratitude  or  misgiving,  it  means  that  the  Consist- 
ories recognize  their  responsibility  to  the  Church  at  large  for 
the  care  and  training  of  our  youth.  In  some  cases  interest- 
ing particulars  are  given,  which  it  would  be  worth  while  to 
cull  out  and  publish,  and  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  still 
more  numerous  in  succeeding  reports.  Some  schools  report 
new  buildings,  some  the  introduction  of  the  new  catechism, 
some  the  assumption  of  the  support  of  scholars  or  teachers 
in  the  mission  fields.  Nearly  every  reference  to  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  this  narration  is  hopeful. 

From  the  statistical  tables  it  appears  that  there  are  now" 
815  schools  and  catechetical  classes,  an  increase  of  17  over 
last  year's  report.  This  represents  a  gain  in  15  classes,  a  loss 
in  7.  'L'he  total  enrollment  is  108,811,  a  gain  of  5,765.  The 
year  before  there  was  a  small  loss.  The  number  of  catechu- 
mens is  now  35,337,  a  loss  of  468.  Since  1885  the  total  en- 
rollment has  increased  12,880;  catechumens,  5,101.  Several 
of  the  Western  churches  now  report  great  difficulty  in  main- 
taining catechetical  instruction,  though  in  others  it  is  said  to 
be  appreciated  by  the  young  people.  The  number  of  cate- 
chumens ought  to  be  very  much  increased  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  new  catechism  for  children,  "First  Lessons  in 
Christian  Truth,"  which  is  giving  great  satisfaction  in  sev- 
eral schools. 

II. 

For  the  items  of  Sunday  School  benevolence,  the  commit- 
tee is  now  dependent  upon  the  Reports  of  the  Boards. 

The  gifts  of  the  schools  for  Foreign  Missions  show  a  sad 
falling  off  in  amount,  though  a  larger  number  of  schools 
have  contributed.  Last  year  243  schools  gave  $17,601;  this 
year  291  schools  gave  $11,776,  a  loss  of  $5,825.  Excluding 
the  Classis  of  Arcot,  412  of  our  703  schools  gave  nothing  to 
this  cause.  The  splendid  giving  of  the  schools  of  some  of 
the  Classes  ought  to  be  mentioned.  Those  giving  $500  and 
over  are  as  follows:  Grand  l^iver,  $551.91;  Holland,  $853.77; 
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North  Lons  Island,  1543.71;  Newark,  $023.22;  New  York, 
$1,295.56;  Paramus,  -^581.14;  Rensselaer,  6570.67;  Wiscon- 
sin, $1,235.44. 

Dividing  the  amounts  given  by  the  total  enrollment  re- 
ported, we  have  the  following  instructive  figures,  the  frac- 
tions of  a  cent  being  dropped  in  all  cases.  The  banner  Classes 
are  seen  to  be  Holland,  36  cents  per  member;  Rensselaer,  35; 
"Wisconsin,  32;  Rochester,  20.  The  schools  of  the  other 
Classes,  in  alphabetical  order,  gave  as  follows:  Albany,  9; 
Bergen,  6;  South  Bergen,  5;  Dakota,  6;  Grand  River,  14; 
Greene,  13;  Hudson,  14;  Illinois,  6;  Iowa,  14;  Kingston,  7; 
South  Long  Island,  6;  North  Long  Island,  8;  Michigan,  5; 
Monmouth,  13;  Montgomery,  5;  Newark,  12;  New  Bruns- 
wick, 13;  New  York.  12;  Orange,'  6;  Paramus,  12;  Passaic, 
9;  Philadelphia,  5;  Poughkeepsie,  5;  Raritan,  11;  Saratoga, 
3;  Schenectady,  8;  Schoharie,  4;  Ulster,  10;  Westchester, 
11. 

The  tables  show  that  it  is  possible  to  secure  a  very  large 
increase  of  gifts  in  a  single  year.  This  year  the  schools  of 
the  Classis  of  Albany  gave  1279;  last  year  only  $94.  The 
Classis  of  Schenectady's  schools  gave  $222  this  year  and  only 
$80  last  year.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  evident  that  a  single 
year  may  witness  a  surprising  decrease.  This  year  the 
schools  of  the  Classis  of  Chicago  gave  1265;  last  year  $515. 
From  the  schools  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery  $165  have 
been  received  this  year,  as  against  $412  last  year.  These 
figures  speak  for  themselves. 

The  receipts  of  the  other  Boards  from  Sunday  Schools 
might  be  similarly  analyzed  to  good  purpose,  but  we  shall 
not  attempt  it  here.  To  Domestic  Missions  163  schools  have 
given  $5,965.07;  $320.90  less  than  last  year.  To  the  Church 
Building  Fund  148  schools  have  contributed  $2,746.76; 
$482.24  less  than  last  year.  To  the  Board  of  Education  the 
gifts  of  the  schools  have  been  $127.58.  Total  contributions 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  to  the  Boards  of  the  (Jhurch, 
$20,616.28,  or  about  eighteen  cents  per  member. 

III. 

A  desire  having  been  expressed  that  the  functions  of  the 
Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  Instruction 
should  be  more  preciselv  defined,  the  following  is  respectfully 
(6) 
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submitted,  after  a  careful  study  of  the  Minutes,  for  the  ap- 
proval of  Synod  and  for  the  guidance  of  future  appointees. 
To  each  committee  the  Synod  appointing  it  assigns  the  fol- 
lowing duties  : 

"I.  To  consider  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  it  in 
the  regular  course  of  legislation,  and  to  recommend  action 
thereon  to  the  then  Synod  or  to  the  next,  as  Synod  may 
direct. 

"2.  To  prepare  and  present  to  the  next  Synod  a  report  on 
the  condition  of  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  Instruction, 
based  upon  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods,  and  such 
other  information  as  maybe  gathered  from  the  reports  of  the 
Boards,  or  by  conference  or  correspondence. 

'^3.  To  make  all  the'  necessary  arrangements  for  the 
'  Conference  on  Topics  Connected  with  the  Training  of  the 
Young,'  at  the  next  session  of  the  Synod. 

''The  several  Classes  are  directed  to  appoint  committees 
on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  Instruction  to  co-operate 
with  General  Synod's  Committee  ;  to  arrange  for  Classical 
Sunday  School  conventions  ;  to  plant  Sunday  Schools  in 
neglected  neighborhoods,  and  to  exercise  a  fostering  super- 
vision over  the  Sunday  School  work  of  the  Classes,  with 
special  reference  to  its  denominational  bearings." 

IV. 

In  the  matter  of  the  •'  Sunday  School  Missionary  Enter- 
prise," on  which  we  were  directed  to  report  to  this  Synod, 
your  committee  recommend  no  action  beyond  a  renewal  of 
last  year's  exhortation  that  "  Sunday  Schools  be  planted  in 
neglected  and  destitute  neighborhoods,"  under  the  direction 
of  the  Classical  committees. 


In  conclusion,  we  report  the  following  arrangements  for 
the  "  Conference  on  Topics  Connected  with  the  Training  of 
the  Young."  The  conference  will  be  held  on  Friday  evening, 
at  7.30  o'clock,  in  the  Reformed  Church.  The  President  of 
Synod  will  preside  and  addresses  will  be  delivered  by  Eev. 
David  J.  Burrell,  D.D.,  the  Rev,  Joachim  Elmendorf,  D.D., 
and  the  Rev.  John  Vander  Meulen.     There  will  also  be  an 
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opportunity  for  free  discussion.  Speakers  will  be  limited  to 
three  minutes  each,  and  are  requested  to  bear  in  mind  the 
following  topics  :  "  The  Sunday  School  and  Denominational 
Peculiarities,"  ''The  Sunday  School  and  Denominational 
Extension,"  "The  Sunday  School  and  Denominational 
Benevolence,"  "'  The  Sunday  School  and  Denominational 
Supervision." 

For  the  Committee, 

LIVINGSTON   L.   TAYLOR. 

The  committee  appointed  by  this  Synod  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Scjiools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction submits  the  following : 

There  has  been  placed  in  our  hands  a  communication  from 
the  National  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  calling 
Synod's  attention  to  the  need  of  more  earnest  and  systematic 
instruction  in  our  Sunday  Schools  upon  the  subject  of  temper- 
ance, as  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  eighty  per  cent,  of 
the  inmates  of  our  penal  institutions  have  at  some  time  been 
Sunday  School  scholars,  and  that  seventy-five  per  cent,  of 
these  attribute  their  downfall  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinkj 
and  asking  that  we  recommend  that  every  month  fifteen 
minutes  be  devoted  to  this  purpose. 

Your  committee  is  convinced  that  in  these  statistics  there  is 
presented  a  most  powerful  appeal  to  all  who  are  giving  prayer- 
ful consideration  to  the  training  of  the  youth  in  the  Sunday 
School. 

There  is  no  enemy  to  righteousness  that  is  more  persistent 
in  its  efforts,  unscrupulous  in  its  means  or  destructive  in  its 
effects,  than  the  saloon,  because  it  attacks  the  nation  and 
the  Church  of  Christ  at  that  most  vital  point,  the  young  of 
the  land  ;  the  foundation  upon  which  depends  the  future 
sobriety  and  godliness  among  us. 

All  who  sincerely  love  their  country  and  their  fellows 
must,  we  are  sure,  sympathize  with  the  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  in  their  noble  aim  as  expressed  in  this 
communication. 

The  deliverances  of  General  Synod  upon  the  subject  of 
temperance  have  been  frequent  and  of  no  uncertain  sound. 

We  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  recommend  any  specific 
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time  for  teaching  upon  this  subject,  leaving  it  for  each  school 
to  determine  such  methods  as  are  the  best  suited  to  its  needs. 

We  are  reminded  that  the  international  lesson  series  makes 
provision  for  such  instruction,  and  that  the  christian  duty  of 
temperance  can  be  taught  from  many  of  the  passages  of 
scripture  that  are  selected  for  use.  Yea,  all  instruction  that 
has  for  its  object  the  saving  of  the  soul,  does  it  not  include 
rescue  from  that  merciless  destroyer  of  manhood,  intemper- 
ance ? 

However,  that  more  emphasis  may  be  given  to  Synod^s 
conclusions  upon  this  important  matter,  we  recommend  the 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  superintendents  and 
teachers  in  our  Sunday  Schools  be  called  to  the  facts  pre- 
sented in  this  report,  relating  to  the  moral  overthrow  of  so 
many  through  the  curse  of  strong  drink,  who  have  at  one 
time  been  scholars  in  the  Sunday  School. 

And  that  we  recommend  that  renewed  and  continued  effort 
be  made  to  save  the  precious  youth  committed  to  their  care 
from  its  deadly  perils.

A  popular  meeting  in  the  interests  of  Sunday  Schools 
and  the  training  of  the  young  was  held  on  Friday  evening, 
when  addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  John  Vander  Meulen, 
Rev.  Joachim  Elmendorf,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  David  J.  Bur- 
rell,  D.  D. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  was  also  received  and  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 
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On  Monday  evening  a  Missionary  meeting  for  addresses 
was  held,  Rev.  C.  L.  Wells,  in  the  chair.  The  speakers 
were  Rev.  Daniel  Rapalje,  Messrs.  Louis  Chamberlain  and 
Albertus  Pieters,  late  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and 
under  appointment  to  the  Missions  in  India  and  Japan,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  W.  Conklin.  On  Tuesday  morning  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Missions  presented  their  report,  the  cor- 
responding secretary  was  heard,  and  the  subject  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Synod,  after  which  the  Report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    FOREIGN"   MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully 
report  as  follows: 

The  papers  referred  to  us  for  consideration  were  the 
Fifty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  and  certain  nominations  from  the  Classes 
of  Missionary  Agents. 

The  latter  are  as  follows  : 

Grand  River,  Rev.  Matthew  Kolyu  ;  Kingston,  Rev.  A.  H. 
Huizinga ;  North  Long  Island,  Rev.  J.  S.  N.  Demarest ; 
Monmouth,  Rev.  A.  B,  Herman  ;  Newark,  Rev.  J.  N.  Jansen; 
New  York,  Rev.  Henry  M.  Cox ;  Raritan,  Rev,  W.  H. 
DeHart  ;  Rensselaer,  Rev.  J.  Perry  Beaver;  Rochester,  Rev. 
F.  W.  Palmer ;  Schenectady,  Rev.  C.  P.  Ditraars ;  West- 
chester, Rev.  W.  F.  Anderson. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  these  nominations  be 
confirmed,  and  that  Classes  which  have  not  sent  nomina- 
tions of  such  agents  for  confirmation,  be  and  hereby  are 
directed  to  appoint  such  agents,  and  that  when  duly  ap- 
pointed they  shall  be  regarded  as  having  received  the  ap- 
proval of  General  Synod. 

The  record  of  the  year's  work  is  one  of  great  prosperity. 
The  reports  from  the  field  speak  of  churches  established, 
schools  flourishing,  new  pastors  ordained,  large  accessions  to 
the  membership,  progress  all  along  the  line. 

An  elder  of  one  of  our  New  Jersey  churches,  returning 
years  ago  from  a  visit  to  that  younger  Somerset,  Fairview, 
Ills.,  and  speaking  of  the  marvelous  richness  of  the  then 
virgin  soil,  said  though  he  could  not  positively  assert  he  saw 
the  corn  growing,  he  thought  he  could  hear  it.     As  we  bend 
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our  ears  to  the  mission  fields,  the  hyperbole  is  naked  truth. 
"We  can  hear  the  notes  of  growth  and  they  are  musical. 
''The  valleys  are  covered  over  with  coru'^;  ''They  shout 
for  joy,  they  also  sing." 

For  the  full  outlook  we  must  refer  the  Synod  to  the  re- 
ports of  the  Boards  and  the  accompanying  statements  of  the 
Missions.  We  can  only  call  attention  briefly  to  a  few  of  the 
more  prominent  items. 

Amoy  speaks  of  a  serious  depletion  of  workers,  but  steady 
progress  of  the  work.  A  new  church  is  organized  and  all 
nine  of  the  churches  have  pastors.  Eighty-six  have  con- 
fessed their  faith  in  Christ,  and  the  contributions  have  in- 
creased fourteen  per  cent,  over  those  of  last  year.  The  Mid- 
dle School  for  boys  rejoices  in  the  acquisition  of  a  fund  of 
85,865,  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Pitcher. 

Neerbosch  Hospital  has  had  a  year  of   marked  prosperity. 

Arcot  reports  unusual  advancement. 

Six  new  stations  have  been  established  ;  the  net  increase  of 
membership  is  107  ;  thirteen  villages  have  come  for  the  first 
time  under  christian  instruction;  the  schools  prosper;  thou- 
sands of  patients  in  the  hospitals  have  heard  the  word  of  life. 
Thankful  mention  is  made  of  Professor  Scudder's  recovery 
from  severe  illness. 

In  Japan  history  is  constantly  being  made. 

The  First  National  Diet  has  assembled  during  the  year, 
and  though  there  are  only  30,000  Christians  in  the  whole 
empire  of  over  38,000,000  of  people,  thirteen  out  of  the  300 
members  of  the  Diet  are  believers  in  Jesus. 

A  revised  and  simplified  creed  has  been  adopted- for  the 
Japanese  churches,  and  is  presented  in  the  report  of  the 
Board  for  the  information  of  the  churches  at  home. 

Notwithstanding  a  revival  of  Buddhistic  propaganda  and 
other  disturbing  influences,  an  addition  of  1,077,  by  adult 
baptism,  is  reported,  and  this  in  a  total  of  9,314. 

We  can  no  longer  say,  "Better  fifty  years  of  Europe  than 
a  cycle  of  Cathay."  And  now  the  Missions  have  wants  :  of 
course,  they  do  ;  everything  that  lives  and  grows  and  flour- 
ishes has  wants.  A  healthy  boy  is  constantly  in  a  state  of 
abject  destitution.  He  wants  new  shoes  once  a  week  and 
mended  clothing  twice  a  day,  and  extra  bread  and  butter  be- 
tween meals. 
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Our  Mission  work  grows,  it,  therefore,  has  wants.  Men  are 
wanted  this  very  summer ;  ten  ordained  missionaries,  ten 
single  ladies  at  once  and  imperatively.  Let  us  thank  God 
for  it,  our  Missions  are  alive,  they  grow  ;  the  virgin  fields 
call  for  sowers,  the  ripening  harvests  call  for  reapers.  What 
prosperous  business  but  wants  more  outlay  continually  ? 
But  that  the  Board  is  reasonable  in  its  appeals  take  notice 
that  the  careful  estimates  of  the  Missions  call  for  $125,000, 
but  the  Board  has  pared  and  pruned,  in  response  to  the 
Church's  apparent  inability  orunwillingness,  until  the  figures 
were  brought  down  to  §114,930,  and  this,  to  tell  the  truth, 
by  the  sacrifice  of  efficiency,  men  refused  here,  means  there, 
essential  machinery  denied,  seed  sown  and  no  power  to  reap. 

We  condemn  the  Chinese  for  the  preposterous  custom  of 
foot  binding,  but  we  have  been  all  these  years  bandaging  the 
feet  of  our  Missions. 

Nay,  further,  in  obedience  to  the  demand  for  the  utmost 
economy,  the  Board  has  recently  declined  the  offer  to  present 
it  with  two  new  and  hopeful  fields,  two  years  ago  in  Arabia, 
this  last  year  in  Corea,  to  found  which  85,000  was  actually 
pledged.  Faith  said,  "It  is  the  hand  of  Providence  opening 
the  door,  go  and  I  will  be  with  thee." 

But  the  church  says,  "  Do  not  undertake  what  you  do  not 
see  your  way  clear  to  finish." 

We  do  not  even,  by  implication,  censure  the  Board  for  this 
action,  but  we  do  condemn  ourselves  for  our  apathy,  our  slow 
response  to  the  bitter  cry  of  heathenism,  our  failure  to  en- 
courage the  Board  by  our  previous  support  to  have  taken  this 
golden  opportunity. 

Back  of  the  $115,000  asked  for  we  cannot  fall.  Could  we 
hear,  as  the  Board  does,  the  earnest  appeals  of  the  missionaries 
for  a  larger  equipment,  we  could  not  even  for  a  moment  think 
of  it.  This  sum  is  only  our  halting  place,  it  is  not  our  goal; 
8125,000  should  be  our  aim  another  year.  The  brave  color- 
bearer,  you  remember,  pushing  ahead  of  the  line  in  the 
deadly  charge  was  asked  to  bring  back  the  standard.  "  Bring 
up  the  men  "  he  shouted,  "this  flag  does  not  go  back."  So 
God  says  to  the  Church,  "this  standard-does  not  go  back." 
The  financial  outlook  is  not  discouraging.  True,  the  debt 
has  increased  $13,500,  but  for  this  we  have  an  offset  in  the 
permanent  addition  of  $12,000  to  the  Security  Fund,  and 
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the  iucrease  of  our  missionary  plant  by  85,000,  which  has 
been  raised  for  the  Amoy  Middle  School.  The  total  receipts 
of  the  year  are  $116,265,  or  only  $824  less  than  the  high-water 
mark  of  last  year.  "We  stand  only  second  to  the  MoraTians 
it  is  said,  in  proportionate  gifts  for  Foreign  Missions.  God 
has  shown  us  high  honor  in  putting  this  within  our  power. 
Let  us  be  faithful  to  it  in  the  future.  We  will  be.  The 
Church  is  growing.  Home  Missions  are  unwontedly  pros- 
perous. Our  young  sisters  in  the  East  and  West  put  their 
seniors  upon  their  mettle. 

Last  year  the  Board  was  empowered  to  raise  the  Security 
Fund  to  $80,000,  as  a  reserve  against  the  usual  summer 
drought.  Without  questioning  the  undoubted  wisdom  and 
at  present  necessity  of  this  policy,  your  committee  only  voice 
the  sentiment,  it  is  believed,  of  the  whole  Church  in  saying 
that  this  year  the  Cato-cry  should  be,  "  Dehitnm  delendum 
est."  Why  not  devote  the  Missionary  Sunday,  the  first  Sun- 
day of  November,  to  the  destruction  or  at  least  diminution 
of  this  debt.  Every  minister  knows  that  in  between  the  reg- 
ular program  of  offerings  a  special  gift  can  often  be  sand- 
wiched, and  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  one  will  be  poorer. 

The  woman's  work  calls  for  our  heartiest  commendations; 
$18,000  were  raised  in  1890-1  ;  $200,000  since  its  organiza- 
tion. Meanwhile,  the  general  gifts  of  the  churches  have  not 
diminished,  but  increased.  Forty  additional  .auxiliaries  of 
various  kinds  added  to  their  force  in  the  twelvemonth  prom- 
ise that  this  splendid  total  shall  be  outdone. 

The  students'  volunteer  movement  should  receive  more 
attention  than  it  has  in  our  Church.  Along  this  line  the 
indications  of  Providence  and  the  hopes  of  our  Missions  are 
thickly  clustering.  The  response  of  our  best  and  goodliest 
young  men  and  women  to  Christ's  last  command  is  delight- 
ful evidence  that  religion  has  vitality  in  it. 

In  view  of  the  inspiring  results  in  all  departments  of 
Church  life,  of  our  great  Missionary  conferences  a  few  years 
ago,  notably  the  one  held  at  Fonda,  we  cannot  but  accord 
with  the  suggestion  that  the  time  has  come  for  another  great 
gathering  in  behalf  of  the  common  interests  of  Missions  at 
home  and  abroad. 

In  view  of  all  these  considerations,  drawn  from  the  year's 
in-gathering  and  outlook,  your  committee  would  recommend 
the  following  action. 
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Resolved,  1.  That  devout  thanks  are  due  Almighty  God 
for  this  year  of  prosperity,  for  hearts  to  give  and  the  means 
to  be  given,  for  the  spared  lives  and  activities  of  our  brethren 
at  the  front,  and  the  Divine  blessing  upon  their  labors. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  generosity  of  Mr.  N.  F.  Graves,  in 
sustaining  a  Missionary  lectureship  at  the  fountain  head  of 
influence,  the  seat  of  our  Eastern  institutions,  be  again  ap- 
preciatively recognized. 

Resolved,  3.  That  a  general  Missionary  Conference  in  be- 
half of  both  the  Boards  be  held  at  some  convenient  place  in 
the  autumn  in  the  East,  and  other  Conventions  in  the  West 
if  found  practicable,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by 
this  Synod,  to  consist  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Boards 
together  with  two  ministers  and  an  elder,  to  make  all  ar- 
rangements for  the  same. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  first  Sunday  of  November  be  set 
apart  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  and  conference  upon  our  for- 
eign work,  its  needs  and  its  relation  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
Church  at  home  ;  that  pastors  be  urged  to  preach  upon  the 
subject,  and  that  all  our  churches  be  affectionately  requested 
to  make  a  vigorous  effort  toward  the  extinction  of  the  debt. 

Resolved,  5.  That  the  call  for  8115,000  this  year  for  For- 
eign Missions  be  approved  and  the  same  apportioned  to  the 
Classes  and  churches. 

Resolved,  6.  That  success  in  this  endeavor  depends,  first  of 
all,  upon  the  enthusiasm  of  the  pastors  and  upon  the  system- 
atic, organized,  rather  than  spasmodic,  efforts  of  the  churches. 

Resolved,  7.  That  the  names  of  the  following  brethren  be 
presented  as  the  successors  of  those  whose  terms  of  ofiicehave 
expired  ;

ARTICLE  IX. 

DOMESTIC    MISSIONS   AND   THE    CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

The  fifty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  the 
Church  Building  Fund. 

The  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Woman^s  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Domestic  Missions,  was  also  received  and  referred 
to  the  same  committee. 

A  popular  meeting  on  behalf  of  Domestic  Missions  was 
held  on  Tuesday  evening,  Rev.  I.  P.  Brokaw  in  the  chair. 
The  speakers  were  Rev.  J.  II.  Enders,  Rev.  "W.  J.  Skillman 
and  Mr.  John  S.  Bussing.  Mr.  Anthony  Comstock,  of  the 
New  York  Society  for  the  Suppression  of  Vice,  being  present, 
also  made  an  address.  Rev.  R.  H.  Joldersma,  who  was  ex- 
pected to  speak,  declined  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the 
hour.  On  Wednesday  morning  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions  reported.  The  corresponding  secretary  was  heard. 
The  Rev.  R.  H.  Joldersma,  by  special  request,  addressed  the 
Synod.     The  subject  was  considered  and  the  report  adopted, 

KEPORT   OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON     DOMESTIC     MISSIONS    AND 
THE    CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  report:  There  has 
been  referred  to  us  : 

1.  An  overture  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  asking  our  co-operation 
with  that  Church  in  mission  work  among  the  Hungarian 
immigrants  to  our  country. 

To  this  overture  we  would  respectfully  reply  that,  in  view 
of  the  action  now  in  progress  towards  a  federal  union  be- 
tween these  Reformed  Churches,  the  time  is  not  come  to  dis- 
cuss this  special  work,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  atten- 
tion of  our  Board  be  called  to  any  hopeful  fields  among  this 
class  of  immigrants.

2.  The  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  calls  attention  to  the 
non-representation  of  that  Synod  in  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions.  "We  recommend  the  election  at  this  Synod  of  one 
minister  and  one  elder  from  that  Synod  to  seats  in  the  Board 
with  the  hope  of  their  faithful  attendance  upon  its  meetings. 

3.  The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Do- 
mestic Missions. 

The  report  recalls  to  us  its  own  loss  and  that  of  the  whole 
Church  in  the  death,  last  August,  of  its  j^resident.  Elder 
Garret  E.  Winants,  but  refers  gratefully  to  the  almost  wholly 
uninterrupted  activity  of  all  its  mission  workers,  none  of 
whom  have  died  within  the  year. 

The  work  done.  This  is  not  to  be  thought  of  as  the  work  of 
an  evangelist,  which,  however  much  blessed,  extends  over 
but  a  few  weeks  and  depends  for  its  abiding  power  on  minds 
and  hearts  laboriously  prepared  for  it.  The  Domestic  Mis- 
sion work  runs  through  years  and  lifetimes,  and  in  all  its 
fields,  faithfully  cultivated  in  their  season,  is  comforting  the 
aged  saints,  stimulating  and  guiding  the  active  membership 
and  rearing  up  a  whole  generation  of  the  young  for  Christ. 
Ninety-seven  missionary  pastors,  beside  student  recruits,  have 
ministered  to  137  churches  and  mission  fields.  They  have 
welcomed  662  newly  converted  souls  into  the  kingdom,  and 
have  found  church  homes  for  394  souls  wandering  in  search 
of  them. 

The  fostering  care  of  the  Board  has,  with  God's  blessing, 
borne  fruit  in  the  organization  of  five  new  churches  at  the 
East,  while  six  new  missions  have  been  opened  with  bright 
expectation  of  shortly  becoming  churches.  At  the  West  a 
larger  number,  as  was  to  be  expected,  are  at  the  beginning  of 
their  spiritual  work  and  history,  which,  we  pray  God,  may 
run  on  into  millenial  times.  Fifteen  churches  have  been 
organized  and  six  missions  started  in  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Chicago,  a  grand  total  for  the  East  and  West  of  twenty 
churches  added  to  our  roll,  and  twelve  hopeful  missions  as 
candidates  for  that  honor.  Seven  places  for  divine  worship 
have  sprung  up  in  those  Western  lands  responsive  to  the 
prayers  and  gifts  of  God^s  people,  and  while  these  houses  of 
God  form  church  homes  for  hundreds  of  God's  children,  the 
building  of  nine  parsonages  affords  shelter  and  rest  to  their 
servants,  the  faithful  pastors  and   their  families.     Nineteen

students  from  our  Theological  seminaries  have  added  their 
youthful  zeal  during  the  summer  vacation  in  this  attack 
upon  the  kingdom  of  darkness. 

The  work  of  Rev.  R.  H.  Joldersma,  missionary  suj^erin- 
tendent  in  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  has  been  continued  during 
the  past  year  with  gratifying  results.  The  need  of  some 
earnest  and  judicious  minister,  free  to  bestow  personal  atten- 
tion, labor  and  advice  upon  the  scattered  and  feeble  congre- 
gations, has  been  long  felt,  and  the  wise  employment  of  such 
an  agency  must  result  in  increasing  the  number  and  success 
of  our  church  organizations.  This  view  has  led  five  of  the 
Western  Classes  to  take  measures  for  setting  apart  a  well 
qualified  man  to  this  work  within  their  respective  bound- 
aries. These  will  be  able  to  co-operate  with  increased  eflS- 
ciency  with  the  general  superintendent  and  the  good  results 
of  this  new  agency  will  be  watched  with  much  hope  and 
prayer. 

4.  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Executive 
Committee. 

This  is  a  hook  of  150  pages  with  the  Dutch  Arms  at  the 
front  and  without  a  fly-leaf.  Inside  the  first  cover  is  printed 
an  array  of  opporiimifies.  There  are  seven  of  them;  one  for 
each  day  in  the  week,  and  none  of  them  too  much  of  the 
"  worldly  "  for  Sunday.  If  you  would  inquire  about  auxil- 
iaries ;  or  how  to  send  on  your  money  for  mission  work,  or 
for  information  respecting  mission  boxes ;  or  Christmas 
boxes  ;  or  the  paper  mission  ;  or  special  gifts  of  any 
kind,  useful  in  the  church  or  minister's  house,  or  per- 
taining to  Sunday  School  libraries ;  here  the  way  will  be 
opened  to  you  at  the  start.  Your  committee  has  already 
referred  with  much  satisfaction  to  the  cheering  fact  of  so 
many  parsonages  being  erected  in  our  Western  field,  as 
reported  by  the  Board  ;  but  the  secret  of  this  unusual 
progress  is  uncovered  when  we  read  what  the  Woman's 
Executive  Committee  has  been  doing,  and  as  one  reads 
on  he  becomes  interested  and  then  filled  with  gratitude 
to  God  at  the  thoughtful  painstaking  in  the  line  of  work  as- 
signed to  themselves  by  these  dear  women.  They  will  send 
consignments  of  toys  or  other  pleasing  gifts  to  the  children 
at  their  Christmas  festivities,  or  replenish  the  furniture  and 
home  comforts  of  the  dominie  and  his  household,  or  endow  a 
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church  with  a  communion  service  or  a  bell,  repair  the  old 
parsonage  or  help  buy  or  build  a  new  one,  send  books, 
papers,  organs,  or  a  horse  if  the  master  have  need  of  him — 
anything  useful  in  Christ's  dear  cause,  for  the  honor  of  His 
name  and  the  encouragement  of  His  servants.  So  will  your 
committee  devoutly  pray  God  bless  the  Woman's  Executive 
Committee,  and  by  His  good  providence  and  the  cordial  god- 
speed and  co-operation  of  all  our  ministers  and  church  peo- 
ple, help  them  to  secure  synodical  and  classical  missionary 
unions  through  all  our  borders,  and  auxiliaries  and  mission 
bands  in  all  our  churches.

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  action : 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Synod  return  sincere  thanks  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  lives  and  uninterrupted  labors  of  all 
its  missionary  pastors  and  agents,  and  for  the  abundant 
blessings  which  have  attended  their  labors  during  the  past 
year. 

Resolved,  2.  That  this  Synod  would  again  name  the  sum 
of  S75,000  as  within  the  capacity  of  our  Church,  and  as 
needed  to  meet  the  demands  of  this  work. 

Resolved,  3.  That  increased  contributions  to  the  Church 
Building  Fund  are  vital  to  the  interests  of  this  work,  and 
that  such  increase  is  again  earnestly  commended  to  the  liber- 
ality of  our  people. 
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Resolved,  4.  That  this  Synod  regards  with  much  interest 
and  gratitude  to  God  the  successful  work  of  the  missionary 
superintendents  in  both  the  Particular  Synods  of  Albany 
and  Chicago.

ARTICLE    X. 

PUBLICATION. 

The  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publi- 
cation was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  begs  leave  to  report: 

There  has  been  submitted  to  us  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

It  gives  evidence  of  a  prosperous  year.  There  is  entire 
freedom  from  debt,  a  well  selected  stock  and  a  considerable 
increase  of  business  at  the  dej^ository. 

When  we  look  at  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Board 
and  the  contributions  from  the  churches  and  from  individ- 
uals for  carrying  on  this  department  of  its  work,  it  is  evident 
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that  there  is  a  misapprehension  of  the  work  of  the  ]?oard  in 
the  minds  of  many. 

There  are  in  this  Board  two  distinct  departments.  A  busi- 
ness department  and  a  benevolent  department.  The  business 
department  is  a  hook  concern  pure  and  simple,  in  all  the 
branches  of  that  trade,  carried  on  through  the  agent  of  the 
Board,  who  has  had  long  experience  in  the  business,  who 
has  the  confidence  of  the  churches,  and  who  has  made  a  suc- 
cess of  the  management  in  the  limited  sphere  of  its  opera- 
tions. What  is  specially  desired  now  is  that  the  Church 
shall  give  her  business  patronage  to  the  agent  of  the  Board 
and  avail  herself  of  the  facilities  he  is  prepared  to  offer  in 
reference  to  all  supplies  in  the  line  of  the  business  depart- 
ment of  the  Board. 

The  benevolent  department  of  the  Board  must  be  consid- 
ered in  the  light  of  a  charitable  institution,  deiaendent  on 
contributions  from  the  churches  and  from  individuals,  in  fur- 
nishing means  for  the  donation  of  books  to  weak  churches, 
mission  stations  and  Sunday  Schools,  and  all  i:>laces  where 
christian  literature  is  needed  and  may  be  made  helpful  in 
doing  the  Lord's  work. 

It  is  earnestly  desired  that  there  should  be  an  increase  of 
contributions  for  the  benevolent  work  of  this  Board. 

Mission  stations,  weak  churches,  Sunday  Schools  all  over 
our  land  and  the  Avorld,  need  just  this  kind  of  help  for  the 
efficiency  of  their  work.  They  need  tracts,  hymn-books, 
Sunday  School  books,  lesson  helps  and  catechisms.  In  many 
cases  they  can  secure  them  only  through  the  donations  of 
our  Boards  of  Publication  and  these  can  give  them  only  as 
the  means  are  furnished  by  the  offerings  of  the  people. 

The  Mission  Field,  which  is  a  record  of  the  missionary 
work  of  our  Church,  should  have  its  circulation  increased 
far  beyond  its  present  subscription  list  of  2,224,  out  of  a 
membership  of  90,000. 

Therefore,  Eesolved,  1.  That  all  our  people  be  urged  to 
patronize  the  Board  of  Publication  for  all  supplies  in  the  line 
of  their  stock  in  trade. 

2.  That  our  churches  and  that  individuals  be  urged  to  in- 
crease their  contributions  and  secure  contributions  for  the 
benevolent  work  of  the  Board. 

3.  That  efforts  be  made  on  the  part  of  pastors  and  Consis- 
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tories  to  secure  a  large  increase  of  subscriptions  for  the  Mis- 
sion Field.

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    WIDOWS*   FUND. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  beg  leave  to  report 
as  follows: 

A  single  paper  is  all  that  has  been  placed  in  their  hands, 
namely,  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund,  a  sum- 
mary statement  of  which  is  herewith  presented:

The  showing  here  given  is  certainly  a  favorable  one,  when 
compared  with  what  has  been  furnished  in  the  past.  A 
larger  sum  has  been  put  to  the  credit  of  this  Fund  than  even 
the  very  generous  addition  made  last  year,  and  this  becomes 
all  the  more  worthy  of  mention  when  we  call  to  mind  the 
change  made  in  the  rules  of  the  Fund  by  the  last  Synod. 
The  wisdom  of  last  Synod's  action  is  seen  in  the  fact  that 
the  balance  this  year  is  over  fifteen  hundred  ($1,500)  dollars 
greater  than  it  was  last  year,  and  what  is  better  still,  the  An- 
nuitants, at  their  last  payments,  received  the  full  or  maximum 
amount  to  which  they  were  entitled. 

Still  it  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  this  important  inter- 
est is  not  in  any  wise  appreciated  at  its  true  worth,  either  by 
the  ministry  or  the  churches.  So  far  there  has  been  progress^ 
Sixty  churches,  or  seven  more  than  last  year,  have  in  whole 
(7) 
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or  in  part  made  the  pa3'ment  necessary  to  secure  for  their 
pastors  an  interest  in  the  fund.  But  opposed  to  this  is  the 
fact  that  only  145  of  the  ministry,  either  by  personal  sub- 
scription or  by  church  contributions,  have  a  claim  on  this 
fund,  where  provision  so  important  for  the  welfare  of  those 
dependent  upon  them  is  sought  to  be  secured.  Your  com- 
mittee can  do  but  little  more  in  this  connection  than  repeat 
the  regrets  of  the  past.  Attention  is  called  each  year  to 
what  appears  to  be  a  manifest  lack  of  information  or  of  in- 
terest in  the  Church  at  large  as  to  the  unquestionable  advant- 
ages of  the  AVidows^  Fund.  This  is  a  benevolence  having 
imperative  claims  upon  the  ministry  and  upon  the  churches. 
These  claims  it  is  believed  are  not  urged  as  they  should  be, 
possibly  because  pastors  fear  that  their  motives  shall  be  mis- 
construed by  their  people  and  by  others.  But,  at  the  same 
time,  while  a  benevolence,  the  Widows'  Fund  is  also  a  life 
insurance  and  annuity  company,  where  the  greatest  advant- 
ages are  offered  at  lowest  rates,  so  that  each  one  in  the  min- 
istry can  rest  assured  in  the  hope  that  loved  ones,  should 
their  stay  and  support  be  stricken  down,  M'ill  to  a  definite 
extent  be  cared  for,  or  that  for  each  there  is  provision  made 
for  approaching  infirmity  or  age. 

Every  church  within  the  bounds  of  the  denomination 
should  feel  obliged  to  secure  for  its  pastor  the  benefit  of  the 
Widows'  Fund.  The  various  Classes  should  urge  the  matter 
upon  the  churches  under  their  care,  but  it  is  felt  that  the 
chief  occasion  for  the  indifference  which  prevails  to  so  large 
an  extent  among  some  of  the  churches,  is  due  primarily  to 
the  ministry  or  the  pastors  of  these  churches. 

Therefore,  your  committee  would  venture  to  offer  the 
following  .• 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  earnestly  again  commends  the 
Widows'  Fund  to  the  churches,  and  requests  every  consistory, 
and  especially  every  pastor,  to  give  the  congregation  under 
their  charge  an  opportunity  of  making  once  a  year  a  contri- 
bution to  this  most  worthy  cause.

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ARTICLE  XII. 

DISABLED   ministers'   FUXD. 

The  Committee  on  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  presented 
the  following  Report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report : 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  tabular  statement  pre- 
sented by  the  Treasurer,  and  find  that  the  amount  of  the 
principal  of  the  Fund  is  now  $56,314.33,  an  increase  over  last 
year  of  $1,258,  a  little  less  than  the  increase  of  last  year  over 
the  preceding  year. 

The  income  account  of  the  Fund  is  as  follows  :

In  comparing  the  report  of  last  year  with  the  present  re- 
port of  the  contributions  from  the  churches,  we  find  that 
there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  churches  that 
have  contributed  to  this  Fund.  Only  206  churches  are  re- 
ported as  making  an  offering  over  against  215  of  last  year. 

There  is,  however,  cause  for  encouragement  and  gratitude 
in  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  the  collections  from  these  206 
churches  is  larger  by  8582.97  than  the  whole  amount  last 
year  from  the  215  churches.     In  reference  to  the  345  churches 
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that  are  reported  as  giving  nothing  to  this  Fund,  your  com- 
mittee feel  that  the  consistories  of  these  churches  have  not 
done  their  duty.  Every  church  within  the  bounds  of  our 
denomination  shoukl  have  the  opjjort unity  and  privilege  of 
giving  something,  however  small,  to  all  the  Boards  and  Funds 
of  the  Church.  Again  and  again  has  General  Synod  im- 
pressed the  important  work  of  this  Fund,  and  urged  the  ob- 
ligation of  making  provision  for  the  necessities  of  those 
whose  lives  have  been  spent  in  the  service  of  Christ,  in  pro- 
claiming the  everlasting  Gospel. 

Your  committee  also  feel  that  the  object  is  worthy  of  a 
separate  collection.  In  some  of  our  churches,  at  least  in 
one-fourth  of  them,  judging  from  the  report  of  last  year,  the 
collection  has  been  divided  between  the  Disabled  Ministers' 
Fund  and  the  Widows'  Fund. 

If  possible  this  should  be  avoided.  The  wants  and,  in 
some  cases,  the  actual  necessities  of  those  who  have  spent  the 
best  part  of  their  lives  in  working  for  Christ  and  the  Church, 
should  be  provided  for  by  a  separate  annual  collection. 

There  has  also  been  placed  in  our  hands  a  memorial  from 
the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  asking  General  Synod  that 
immediate  steps  be  taken  for  the  increase  of  the  principal  of 
this  Fund.  At  present  it  is  but  156,000,  and  in  the  view  of 
this  Classis  it  ought  to  be  raised  to  at  least  8100,000.  The 
memorial  further  speaks  of  the  Fund  as  "an  orphan  and  as 
well  nigh  friendless."  And  so  it  would  seem  if  the  contri- 
butions from  the  churches  are  any  indication  of  their  care 
for  this  work  of  the  Church.  Only /o?<r  churches,  viz:  Mad- 
ison avenue,  Albany,  The  Collegiate  Church,  of  Harlem, 
The  Madison  avenue  and  Collegiate  Dutch  Churches,  of  New 
York  City,  have  given  over  $100,  while  but  eight  have  given 
over  850.  As  to  the  best  way  of  increasing  the  principal  of 
the  Fund,  various  methods  have  been  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  after  due  consideration  the  following  has  been 
adopted  :  That  inasmuch  as  the  income  ef  this  Fund  is  inad- 
equate to  meet  the  necessary  and  just  demands  made  upon 
it,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  recommend  that  the  several 
Classes  appoint  some  minister  within  their  bounds  who  shall 
be  specially  charged  with  the  duty  of  visiting  the  churches 
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in  the  Classis,  and  particularly  those  which  make  no  contri- 
bution to  this  Fund,  with  a  view  of  increasing  the  principal 
of  the  Fund.

ARTICLE   XIII. 

OVERTURES. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted:  , 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  would  respectfully  report: 
The  following  papers  have  been  placed  in  our  hands  by 
order  of  the  Synod: 

1.  An  Overture  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers 
College,  asking  for  a  certain  modification  of  the  covenant 
between  the  College  and  the  General  Synod. 

2.  An  Overture  from  the  Classis  of  Westchester,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  constitutional  questions,  second  and  third.  Art. 
VII.,  Sec.  7. 

3.  An  Overture  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States,  in  regard  to  co-operation 
of  christian  denominations,  in  behalf  of  furthering  arbitra- 
tion as  the  means  of  settlement  of  national  disputes. 

4.  An  Overture  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany, 
suggesting  increase  of  entertainment  fund  of  General  Synod. 

5.  Reports  of  several  Classes  of  their  votes  on  proposed 
constitutional  amendments. 

6.  Several  applications,  through  and  by  various  Classes, 
for  dispensations  in  behalf  of  students  for  the  ministry  and 
others. 

7.  An  Overture  from  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  asking 
General  Synod  to  omit  the  column  of  "  Baptized  Non-Com- 
municants." 

8.  An  Overture  from  the  Classis  of  Hudson,  requesting 
Synod  to  appoint  a  financial  agent  for  each  Classis,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  perform  the  duties  now  devolving  upon 
the  missionary  agents  of  the  Classes,  and  in  addition  thereto 
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to  apportion  among  the  Churches  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  Synod  for  the  other  Boards  of  the  Church. 

1.  The  communication  from  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege. 

In  June,  1864,  the  General  Synod  deeded  the  property 
at  Xew  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  known  as  "  Rutgers  College,"  to 
the  trustees  of  the  College  for  the  nominal  sum  of  $12,000; 
and  one  of  the  stipulations  of  the  conveyance  provided  "that 
the  President  of  the  College  and  three-fourths  of  the  mem- 
bers of  its  Board  of  Trustees  shall  always  be  members  in  full 
communion  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  of 
Xorth  America." 

It  is  now  proposed  that  the  Synod  shall  consent  to  a  modi- 
fication of  the  agreement,  so  that  the  condition  shall  call  for 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  trustees,  exclusive  of  the 
three  who  are  trustees  ex-officio. 

The  reasons  assigned  by  the  Trustees  for  their  request  are 
as  follows: 

''1.  The  charter  limits  the  number  of  trustees  to  forty- 
one.  Of  these,  three,  viz.,  the  Governor,  the  Chief  Justice 
and  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  are 
trustees  ex-officio,  leaving  thirty-eight  to  be  elected  by  the 
Trustees,  as  vacancies  occur. 

"  2.  It  has  so  happened  in  the  history  of  the  College,  that 
scarcely  ever  has  one  of  these  three  trustees  ex-officio  been  a 
member  in  full  communion  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America;  nor  do  they  ever  appear  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Trustees,  except  that  the  Governor  occasionally  attends  at 
the  meeting  before  the  commencement. 

''  3.  Yet  these  three  are  counted  in,  and  help  to  make  the 
one-fourth  limiting  number  of  those  who  may  be  trustees 
without  being  communicants  in  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America.  It  comes  to  this,  that  of  the  whole  number  of 
trustees  (forty-one)  thirty-one  must  be  communicants  in  the 
Reformed  Church,  while,  of  the  ten  who  need  not  be  such, 
the  trustees  are  restricted  in  their  elections  to  seven. 

"4.  Men  who  would  be  of  great  service  to  the  College  are 
often  nominated  for  the  office  of  trustee,  who  prove  to  be  in- 
eligible because  of  this  restriction.  This  evil,  if  it  be  an 
evil,  is  constantly  increasing  as  the  number  of  well-qualified 
alumni  increases;  and  as  various  circumstances  carry  excel- 
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lent  friends  of  the  College  and  of  the  Reformed  Church  into 
other  denominations,  as  communicants  and  supporters. 

"5.  The  trustees  believe  that  the  change  proposed  would 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  College  and  no  detriment  to  the 
Church  of  which  it  is  the  child.  They  would  not  suggest  it 
if  they  had  the  least  suspicion  that  the  usefulness  of  the  Col- 
lege to  the  Church  would  be  impaired  thereby.  On  the  con- 
trary, they  believe  that  it  will  help  the  College  to  do  better 
service  for  the  Church  in  the  way  of  giving  the  preparatory 
collegiate  training  to  those  who  expect  to  enter  her  ministry. 
The  trustees  do  not  propose  ever  to  lose  sight  of  the  aim  of 
the  founders  of  the  College,  as  expressed  in  its  charter,  to 
aid  in  supplying  the  Reformed  Churches  with  an  'able, 
learned  and  well  qualified  ministry.'  They  believe  that  the 
requirement  of  the  charter,  that  the  president  shall  always  be 
a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  should  never 
be  removed  from  that  instrument.  They  have  recently  ap- 
pointed to  the  important  professorship  in  divinity  required 
by  the  charter,  one  who  is  a  highly  esteemed  minister  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  as  well  as  an  alumnus  of  the 
College. 

"6.  By  the  change  proposed,  twenty-six  of  the  trustees 
nmst  be  members  in  full  communion  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America,  while  the  number  of  those  who  may  be  elected 
without  being  such  members  is  limited  to  twelve." 

The  proposition  of  the  trustees  appears  so  reasonable  that 
your  committee  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  take  the  requisite  steps  for 
giving  legal  validity  to  a  modification  in  the  agreement  made 
between  the  General  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Rutgers  College  at  the  time  the  property  known  as  "Rutgers 
College '^  was  conveyed  to  said  Trustees  as  authorized  by 
Synod  in  June  1864,  said  modification  being  to  the  effect 
that  two-thirds  of  the  number  of  trustees,  exclusive  of  the 
three  ex-officio  trustees,  shall  always  be  members  in  full  com- 
munion of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  and  said  stip- 
ulation as  thus  modified  remaining  as  one  of  the  permanent 
conditions,  on  breach  of  either  of  which  the  deed  of  convey- 
ance shall  be  void  and  the  title  to  the  property  revert  to  the 
Synod.     (See  Minutes  of  Synod,  Vol.  X,  page  471.) 
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2.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Westchester,  asking 
General  Synod  "To  devise  somevi^ay  of  relief  for  the  Church 
from  the  perpetually  recurring  strain  arising  from  the  neces- 
sity of  giving  categorical  answers  to  the  second  and  third 
constitutional  questions. 

The  second  question  is,  '*  Is  the  Heidelberg  Catechism 
regularly  explained  agreeably  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Ke- 
formed  (Dutch)  Church?"  The  constitutional  requirement 
is  found  in  Art.  VI,  sec.  13;  and  is  in  these  explicit  words  : 
^' Since  it  is  deemed  of  the  highest  importance  that  there 
should  be  regular  instruction  on  the  great  articles  of  the 
christian  faith,  in  order  to  preserve  the  truth  and  to  promote 
the  prosperity  of  the  Church,  every  minister  shall,  in  the 
■ordinary  morning  or  afternoon  service  on  the  Lord's  Day, 
explain  the  system  of  the  christian  doctrine  comprehended 
in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  so  that,  if  practicable,  the 
explanation  may  be  annually  completed,  but  shall  never  be 
extended  beyond  the  term  of  four  years."  It  is  not  the  duty 
of  your  committee,  or  of  this  Synod,  to  amplify  this  require- 
ment, and  certainly  not  to  add  to  or  take  from  it.  Possibly 
it  may  be  somewhat  simplified  by  analysis.  It  is  made  the 
duty  of  every  minister  "  To  explain  the  system  of  doctrine 
comprehended  in  the  Heidelberg  Catechism."  Said  explan- 
ation, then,  is  to  be  made  systematically,  and  in  the  order  of 
the  catechism;  and  that  what  is  the  obvious  sense  is  made 
unmistakable  by  the  further  requirement  that  "if  practic- 
able, the  explanation  may  be  annually  completed,  but  shall 
never  be  extended  beyond  the  term  of  four  years." 

Such  explanation  must  be  made  "in  the  ordinary  morning 
or  afternoon  service  on  the  Lord's  Day."  It  is  not  required 
that  the  explanation  should  be  made  the  topic  of  one  service 
on  every  Lord's  Day,  or  that  it  should  absorb  one  service  on 
every  fourth  Lord's  Day,  but  that  the  exposition  of  the  whole 
system  shall  not  be  extended  beyond  the  term  of  four  years. 
The  reason  for  the  requirement  is  very  fully  and  explicitly 
given,  because  "it  is  deemed  of  the  highest  importance  that 
there  should  be  regular  instruction  on  the  great  articles  of 
the  christian  faith,  in  order  to  preserve  the  truth  and  to 
promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Church." 

This  constitutional  requirement  is  reinforced  in  every 
pastor's  call,  which  is  also  a  part  of  the  constitution,   and 
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which  specifies:  ''lu  fulfilling  the  ordinary  duties  of  your 
ministry  it  is  expressly  stipulated  that,  besides  preaching 
upon  such  texts  of  Scripture  as  you  may  judge  proper  to 
select  for  our  instruction,  you  also  explain  a  portion  of  the 
Heidelberg  Catechism  on  the  Lord's  Days,  agreeably  to  the  es- 
tablished order  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church  (Art.  6,  Sec. 
12);  which  established  order,  we  conceive,  is  found  in  Sec.  13, 
already  quoted;  perhaps,  also,  as  exemplified  in  the  constant 
practice  of  the  fathers  of  our  Reformed  Church.  Then,  still 
further  to  enforce  the  requirement,  the  constitution  demands 
that  this  question  (the  question  under  consideration)  shall 
be  put  by  every  Classis  to  the  ministers  and  elders,  respect- 
ively, at  the  meeting  next  preceding  that  of  the  Particular 
Synod,  and  the  several  answers  entered  in  detail  on  the 
Minutes.     Art.  VII,  Sec.  7. 

Still  further  it  is  specified  that,  "if  any  minister  shall  be 
found  deficient"  in  obedience  to  this  constitutional  require- 
ment and  covenant  engagement,  "without  sufficient  reason, 
the  Classes  shall  inflict  such  censure  as  they  in  their  wisdom 
may  judge  the  omission  to  merit ;  and  the  several  Classes 
shall  make  a  full  and  faithful  report  of  the  result  of  their 
inquiries  and  doings  on  this  behalf  to  the  Particular  Synod." 
Art.  VI,  Sec.  13. 

It  is  hard  to  see  how  words  could  possibly  make  the  re- 
quirement plainer  or  the  obligation  stronger.  Every  minis- 
ter who  accepts  the  constitution  pledges  himself  to  obey  it, 
and  every  pastor  who  accepts  a  call  enters  into  very  explicit 
covenant  to  do  the  same  thing.  It  is  true  that  all  this  has 
come  down  from  many  generations,  but  that  it  is  not  anti- 
quated and  fallen  into  desuetude  by  common  consent  is  mani- 
fest from  the  fact  that  when  the  constitution  was  revised, 
within  the  personal  recollection  of  very  many  of  the  members 
of  this  Synod,  this  requirement  as  to  what  is  commonly 
called  "preaching  on  the  catechism"  was  especially  sub- 
mitted to  the  judgment  and  will  of  the  Classes,  and  by  such 
judgment  and  will  was  deliberately  retained.  It  rests,  there- 
fore, upon  us  all  with  all  the  force  which  can  be  given  to 
constitutional  authority  and  by  virtue  of  express  and  delib- 
erate covenant  engagement.  If  any  need  relief  because  of 
special  circumstances,  we  conceive  that  it  is  to  be  found  in 
the  specification  that  "if  any  minister  shall  be  found  defi- 
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cient,  tvithout  sufficient  reason,  the  Classes  shall  inflict  such 
censure  as  they  in  their  wisdom  may  judge  the  omission  to 
merit."  From  this  it  is  evident  that  where  there  is  sufficient 
reason  there  is  to  be  no  censure:  and  of  the  sufficiency  of  the 
reason  the  Classis  is  made  the  judge,  and  yet  not  the  Classis 
alone,  for  "the  several  Classes  shall  make  a  full  and  faithful 
report  of  the  result  of  their  inquiries  and  doings  on  this  be- 
half to  the  Particular  Synod."    Art.  VI,  Sec.  13, 

The  third  question,  from  the  strain  of  which  relief  is  also 
asked  by  the  Classis  of  Westchester,  is  "Are  the  catechising 
of  the  children  and  the  instruction  of  the  youth  faithfully 
attended  to  ?"  Your  committee  confess  themselves  at  a  loss 
to  understand  and  appreciate  the  strain.  The  overture  says: 
"The  brethren  feel  themselves  tried  beyond  measure,  not 
with  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  nor  with  the  enjoined  duty 
of  catechising  and  instructing  the  youth,  but  with  the  de- 
mand for  a  categorical  answer  to  go  upon  a  record  when,  for 
reasons  which  arise  out  of  the  conditions  of  their  fields,  and 
which  they  themselves  only  can  appreciate,  that  answer  must 
sometimes  be  "  No."  Your  committee  tax  themselves  in 
vain  to  appreciate  or  even  to  imagine  such  reasons.  It  can- 
not be  want  of  catechisms,  when  our  Church  has  authorized 
at  least  four,  graded  to  all  understandings.  If  it  be,  in  any 
field,  lack  of  children  or  youth  to  be  catechised  and  in- 
structed ;  or  if  it  be  that  in  any  field  the  children  and  youth 
refuse  to  submit  themselves  to  catechising  and  instructing, 
then  God  help  that  field.  If  for  any  other  reasons  than 
these  any  minister  is  constrained  to  answer  this  question  in 
the  negative,  let  him  quietly  resign  himself  to  the  judgment 
of  his  Classis,  after  frank  and  full  explanation. 

3.  A.n  overture  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States,  asking  this  Synod  to  join 
them  in  petitioning  all  the  governments  of  Christian  coun- 
tries to  take  measures  to  banish  warfare  as  the  means  of  set- 
tling the  strifes  that  arise  between  nations,  and  to  substitute 
a  more  rational  and  christian  tribunal. 

This  overture  is  accompanied  with  a  copy  of  the  petition 
which  the  General  Assembly  proposes  to  address  to  these 
several  governments,  and  which  petition  the  Assembly  asks 
us  to  adopt  if  it  meets  our  approval.  The  overture  also  re- 
quests us  to  appoint  a  delegate  to  meet  like  delegates  from 
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other  bodies  addressed,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  afterward 
designated. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  action: 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  heartily  concur  with  all 
who  desire  and  seek  the  settlement  of  national  disputes  by 
arbitration  instead  of  the  sword. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  authorize  its  President  and 
Stated  Clerk  to  sign  the  petit' on  on  behalf  of  the  Synod  and 
to  forward  it  to  the  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  E,  T.  Cor  win,  the  President 
of  General  Synod,  be  appointed  our  delegate  to  meet  like 
delegates  from  other  churches,  and  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wm. 
H.  Ten  Eyck  be  his  secundus. 

An  overture  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  requests 
Synod  to  increase  the  assessment  upon  the  churches  for  the 
entertainment  of  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  from  two  to 
three  cents  per  communicant  member,  and  that  henceforth 
delegates  be  allowed  one  and  one-half  dollar  per  day  for  their 
entertainment  while  in  attendance  at  Synod. 

It  was  resolved  not  to  grant  the  request. 

On  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  constitution  returns 
have  been  received  from  five  Classes,  which,  in  addition  to 
those  received  last  year,  make  a  total  of  twenty-eight  of  our 
thirty-four  Classes. 

The  Synod  of  1890  declared  the  amendment  to  Art.  4, 
Sec.  4,  adopted.  On  the  amendment  to  Art.  4,  Sec.  5, 
the  vote  last  year  was  as  follows:  Seventeen  Classes  voted 
•*  Yes  ;"  six  Classes  voted  "No."  The  vote  on  this  amend- 
ment is  now  as  follows:  Twenty  Classes  have  voted  "Yes  ;" 
seven  Classes  have  voted  "No." 

Additions  to  the  Liturgy  on  the  "form  for  the  ordination 
of  missionaries."  Seventeen  Classes  last  year  voted  "Yes," 
and  four  "  No."  Now  twenty-two  Classes  have  voted  "  Yes" 
and  four  "No." 

On  the  "'  Prayers  for  Sunday  Schools  and  Families," 
twelve  Classes  last  year  voted  "  Yes"  and  nine  "No."  Now 
sixteen  Classes  have  voted  "  Yes"  and  ten  "  No." 

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  Art.  4,  Sec. 
5,  proposing  that  after  the  words  "Members  of  the  Church 
in  full  communion  "  there  be  inserted  the  words  "  who  shall 
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have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,"  (see  Minutes  of 
General  Synod,  June,  1889,  p.  834)  having  been  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  Classes,  your  committee  recommend 
that  it  be  and  hereby  is  declared  adopted. 

The  ''Form  for  the  ordination  of  Missionaries"  having 
been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Classes,  your  committee 
recommend  that  it  be  and  hereby  is  declared  adopted.  The 
**  Prayers  for  Sunday  Schools  and  Families "  have  not  re- 
ceived a  majority  either  approving  or  disapproving. 

No  returns  having  been  received  from  the  Classes  of  Arcot, 
Illinois,  Montgomery,  Newark,  New  York,  Rochester,  Sara- 
toga, Ulster  and  Westchester,  your  committee  recommend 
that  the  Classes  which  have  failed  to  take  action  in  relation 
to  the  ''Prayers  for  Sunday  Schools  and  Families"  be  re- 
quested to  do  so  at  their  first  regular  session,  and  as  their 
neglect  is  an  injury  to  the  whole  Church,  that  the  stated 
clerk  of  Synod  be  directed  to  correspond  with  the  stated 
clerks  of  the  several  delinquent  Classes  urging  them  to  act, 
and  to  act  promptly,  in  this  matter. 

6.  The  Classis  of  Greene,  requests  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Arthur 
J.  Smith,  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Catskill,  N. 
Y.,  a  dispensation  from  the  usual  collegiate  and  theological 
courses,  in  order  that  he  may  be  licensed  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel. 

The  reasons  assigned  for  this  application  are  briefly  the 
great  favor  with  which  the  Lord  has  crowned  Mr.  Smith's 
evangelistic  labors,  and  the  longing  which  he  has  to  continue 
in  the  work  under  the  sanction  and  authority  of  a  church 
like  our  own;  while  at  the  same  time  his  age  seems  to  shut 
him  out  from  the  prescribed  curriculum.  Mr.  Smith  ex- 
pects, however,  to  prosecute  his  studies  privately,  and  hopes 
to  be  able  to  enter  the  foreign  field  as  a  missionary  after  hav- 
ing taken  a  full  and  thorough  medical  course. 

Letters  commendatory  of  Mr.  Smith's  purpose  and  quali- 
fications have  been  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  J.  G.  Van  Slyke, 
of  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  as  also 
from  Rev.  0.  S.  Hazard,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cats- 
kill,  Rev.  J.  Wilbur  Chapman,  of  the  Bethany  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  and  Hon.  John  Wanamaker. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  your  committee  recommend 
that  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Greene  for  this  dispensation 
be  granted. 
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The  Classis  of  New  Brunswick,  by  resolution  dated  April 
22d,  1891,  recommend  that  Abraham  Duryea,  a  member  of 
the  Church  of  Millstone,  N.  J.,  be  granted  a  dispensation 
from  the  studies  of  the  Junior  and  senior  year  in  College, 
that  he  may  enter  the  Seminary  this  fall. 

For  the  reason  that  he  is  now  twenty-three  years  of  age 
and  has  not  the  means  to  pursue  his  studies  in  the  College, 
and  your  Committee  are  assured  by  Dr.  Corwin  that  it  is  a 
case  in  which  it  is  proper  that  a  dispensation  should  be 
granted,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  application  of 
the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  for  a  dispensation  for  Mr.  Abra- 
ham Duryea  be  granted. 

Application  of  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen  for  a  dispensa- 
tion for  Alfred  Buncombe. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Dun  combe  has  been  in  college  in  the 
sophomore  year  and  received  aid  from  our  Board  and  that  he 
was  obliged  to  give  up  his  studies  on  account  of  ill  health. 
After  an  absence  of  two  years  and  with  restored  health,  and 
being  desirous  of  entering  the  ministry,  and  being  thirty 
years  of  age,  he  decided  to  omit  the  remainder  of  his  course 
in  college  and  enter  the  Seminary. 

He  is  now  in  the  junior  class  of  the  Seminary. 

Dr.  Van  Cleef  recommends  him  by  letter,  and  states  that 
he  has  a  good  preparation  in  Greek  and  in  other  branches. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  application  of  the 
South  Classis  of  Bergen  for  a  dispensation  for  Alfred  Dun- 
combe  be  granted. 

Application  from  the  Classis  of  Hudson  for  a  dispensation 
for  Mr.  C.  L.  Palmer  from  a  collegiate  course,  that  he  may 
enter  the  Theological  Seminary  and  receive  aid  from  the 
Board  of  Education. 

There  was  laid  before  your  committee  a  formal  application 
from  Mr.  Palmer  and  a  letter  from  his  pastor.  Rev.  J.  H. 
Wyckoff,  of  Claverack,  N.  Y,,  by  which  it  appears  that  the 
applicant  is  twenty-three  years  of  age,  has  been  engaged  in 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  work,  that  he  has  a  good  school  education  and 
is  an  earnest,  diligent  worker,  and  a  good  speaker  on  relig- 
ious subjects. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  application 
of  the  Classis  of  Hudson  for  a  dispensation  for  Mr.  C.  L. 
Palmer  be  granted. 
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On  application  of  the  Classis  of  Orange  for  a  dispensation 
for  Mr.  William  Coombs  from  an  examination  in  the  lan- 
guages, and  from  the  prescribed  attendance  at  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  of  our  Church. 

Your  committee  report  that  no  good  and  sufficient  reason 
appears  in  any  of  the  papers  submitted  to  them  why  said 
application  should  be  granted. 

Your  committee  respectfully  report  on  the  application  for 
a  dispensation  for  Kev.  C.  J.  Sonnema  by  the  Classis  of  Illi- 
noiSj  that  it  appears  by  the  report  of  a  committee  of  said 
Classis  that  said  applicant  is  a  minister  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  by  documentary  and  other  evidence 
has  satisfied  said  committee  of  his  literary  qualifications, 
soundness  in  the  faith  and  ability  to  teach;  thai  he  has  not 
yet  taken  full  ordination,  and  desires  to  be  excused  from  an 
examination  in  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew  before  said  Classis. 

That  in  addition  to  above  report  the  Rev.  Dr.  Moerdyke 
appeared  before  your  committee  and  made  a  statement  that 
said  applicant  was  personally  known  to  him  for  many  years, 
and  that  he  earnestly  recommended  that  the  application  be 
granted. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  said  applica- 
tion for  a  dispensation  for  Eev,  C.  J.  Sonnema,  of  the  Classis 
of  Illinois,  be  granted. 

Application  of  the  Classis  of  Iowa  for  a  dispensation  for 
Mr.  Seine  J.  Menning  from  a  full  course  in  college  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  aid  from  the  Board  of  Education. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Menning  is  a  graduate  of  the  prepar- 
atory department  of  Hope  College,  was  a  member  of  the 
freshman  class  in  Hope  College,  and  in  June  term  last  year 
was  advanced  to  the  sophomore  class. 

Last  fall  he  was  admitted  to  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary,  at  Holland,  Michigan,  by  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, and  is  now  a  member  of  the  middle  class. 

He  is  thirty  years  of  age. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  application  of  the 
Classis  of  Iowa  for  a  dispensation  for  Mr.  Seine  J.  Menning 
be  granted. 

Application  for  dispensation  for  Mr.  G.  F.  Vetter. 

An  application  of  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  recommending  that 
Mr.  G.  F.  Vetter,  of  Eacine,  Wis.,  be  granted  a  dispensation 
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from  the  studies  of  Greek  and  Hebrew,  in  orderto  be  admitted 
to  an  examination  for  ordination  by  the  Classis,  by  which  it 
appears  that  Mr.  Vetter  was  admitted  into  the  Congrega- 
tional Seminary  at  Chicago,  and  pursued  his  studies  there 
for  two  and  a  half  years,  with  the  exception  of  Greek  and 
Hebrew,  and  has  been  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Evangelical 
Association  of  Chicago,  and  now  has  a  call  to  the  Reformed 
Church,  Bethel  Mission  (German  speaking),  at  Racine,  Wis. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  application  of  the 
Classis  of  Wisconsin  for  a  dispensation  for  Mr.  G.  F.  Yetter 
be  granted. 

The  Classis  of  Paramus  recommend  by  resolution  that  a 
dispensation  from  a  collegiate  course  be  granted  to  Mr. 
William  M.  C.  Jacobs,  in  order  that  he  may  receive  aid  from 
the  Board  of  Education. 

It  appears  by  the  resolution  of  said  Classis  that  Mr.  Jacobs 
was  educated  in  Holland,  and  came  to  this  country  qualified 
to  enter  the  Seminary  upon  examination,  with  the  exception 
of  Greek. 

There  is  also  a  letter  from  the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary, 
recommending  Mr.  Jacobs  to  the  Board  of  Education  for 
financial  aid. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  a  dispensation  for  Mr. 
W'illiam  M.  C.  Jacobs  be  granted. 

7.  The  Classis  of  Paramus  memorialize  the  Synod  to  omit 
the  column  of  ^'Baptized  JVon-communicants "  from  the 
statistical  table,  in  view  of  ''The  unsatisfactory  and  mis- 
leading character  of  the  returns.^' 

The  care  of  the  baptized  children  of  the  Church  has  al- 
ways been  regarded  as  an  essential  part  of  due  ecclesiastical 
supervision.  Those  receiving  the  sign  of  baptism  in  infancy 
are  members  of  the  visible  Church,  and  provision  is  made  for 
their  being  included  in  the  certificates  of  dismission  when 
the  parents  are  transferred  from  one  church  to  another. 

It  seems  well  to  keep  before  the  mind  the  important  prin- 
ciples implied  in  the  expression,  "  Baptized  Kon-commiuii- 
cants  ";  and  your  committee  do  not  feel  warranted  in  recom- 
mending its  omission.  If  adequate  pains  should  be  taken  to 
obtain  full  returns,  dorfbtless  the  labor  involved  would  be 
rewarded  with  rich  spiritual  blessings. 

8.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Hudson  requests  Synod 
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to  appoint  a  finuucial  agent  for  each  Classis,  whose  dutv  it 
shall  be  to  perform  the  duties  now  devolving  upon  the  mis- 
sionary agent  of  the  Classis,  and  in  addition  thereto  to  ap- 
portion among  the  churches  the  appropriations  made  by  the 
Synod  for  the  other  Boards  of  the  Church.  The  suggestion 
seems  plausible  and  fair,  but  in  the  judgment  of  your  com- 
mittee the  whole  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Classis.  Any 
Classis  which  so  desires  can  secure  the  results  sought  by  the 
petitioners  by  appointing  any  one  of  their  number  to  appor- 
tion all  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Synod  among  the 
churches  of  the  Classis.  The  wisdom  of  such  an  arrange- 
ment in  all  the  Classes  is  not  apparent. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  no  action  be 
taken  by  the  Synod  in  relation  to  the  suggestion  of  the 
Classis  of  Hudson.

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  and  References  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  and  References 
would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

There  have  been  placed  in  our  hands  for  examination  and 
reference  the  following  reports:  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod  for  the  year  1890,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular 
Synods  of  New  York,  Albany  and  New  Brunswick,  for  1891. 
AVe  have  received  no  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Chicago. 
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In  the  Miniites  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  p.  22, 
we  notice  that  the  General  Synod  is  memorialized  to  take 
action  upon  a  resolution  passed  by  that  body  in  reference  to 
the  entertainment  fund  of  General  Synod,  emphasizing  its 
insufficiency  and  looking  towards  its  increase. 

No  definite  resolution  is  offered  by  the  committee  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  matter  has  been  especially  referred  for 
consideration  and  report  to  Synod  to  the  Committee  on 
Overtures.

ARTICLE  XV. 

JUDICIAL    BUSINESS. 

The  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  presented  its  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  would  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  had  placed  in  their  hands  a  number  of 
papers,  all  of  which  they  have  carefully  considered.  Thei-' 
would  call  the  attention  of  General  Synod  first,  to  a  paper 
marked  (A)  entitled,  "  Special  complaint  and  Petition,'" 
addressed  "To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
in  America,"  and  signed,  "  Reuben  Xichols,  President  of 
the  Consistory,"  and  "James  Petit,  Secretary  of  the  Consis- 
tory," dated  May  25th,  1891,  said  paper  having  regard  to 
certain  actions  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia  taken  May 
22d,  1891.  The  petition  requests  General  Synod  "To  re- 
buke such  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  Classis  of  Phila- 
delphia." 

Respecting  this  paper,  your  committee  would  suggest  the 
following: 

Wlierea)(,  the  General  Synod  cannot  constitutional! v  take 
cognizance  of  any  complaint  against  any  lower  judicatory 
than  the  Particular  Synods,  except  by  appeal  from  the  deliv- 
erance of  a  Particular  Svnod  on  such  complaint,  therefore, 
(8) 
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Resolved,  That  no  further  action  on  this  paper  would  be  in 
order. 

Second.  We  call  attention  to  a  paper  marked  (B)  entitled, 
"An  Appeal  of  the  Third  Reformed  Church  of  Philadel- 
phia," and  certain  other  papers,  marked  Nos.  1,  2.  3,  4  and 
5,  bearing  on  the  same. 

This  appeal  claims  to  be  from  the  action  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Xew  Brunswick,  at  its  meeting  on  May  6th,  1891, 
"concerning  an  appeal,  complaint  and  charges  against  the 
Classis  of  Philadelphia,  at  its  session,  April  14th,  at  Three 
Bridges,  N.  J.,  in  its  continued  action  against  our  Third 
Church." 

The  appeal  itself  is  as  follows:  "Our  appeal  is  from  the 
action  of  the  Particular  Synod  as  herein  complained  of, 
which  is  as  follows: 

" '  In  dealing  with  the  fifth  paper  your  committee  find  the 
case  not  so  clear. 

"  *  1.  In  the  first  place  this  paper  comes  to  us  in  printed 
form,  whereas,  the  constitution  prescribes  that  appeals  and 
complaints  shall  be  made  in  writing.  The  fact,  however, 
that  the  signatures  appended  are  in  writing  might  be  con- 
strued as  constituting  the  document  a  written  one.  We  are 
not  disposed,  therefore,  to  press  this  point. 

"'2.  In  the  second  place,  the  document  contains  an 
appeal,  a  complaint,  certain  charges  and  a  petition,  which 
last  would  call  for  legislative  action,  all  having  a  single  set 
of  signatures  appended  at  the  end.  This  combination  of 
matters  which  differ  in  their  nature  and  form  in  the  judg- 
ment of  your  committee  renders  it  impossible  for  the  Synod 
to  deal  intelligently  and  successfully  with  the  paper  as  a 
whole.'  " 

Your  committee  of  this  General  Synod  find,  upon  compar- 
ing this  statement  of  the  action  appealed  from  with  the  cer- 
tified and  official  copy  of  the  said  action  placed  in  our  hands 
by  the  stated  clerk  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  Bruns- 
wich.  duly  countersigned  by  the  president  of  said  body  as 
required  by  the  constitution,  that  it  is  not  a  true  and  com- 
plete statement  of  the  action  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
Brunswick  in  the  case  :  and  further  that  it  is  not  a  statement 
of  the  action  of  the  Particular  Synod  in  the  case  at  all,  but 
is  only  a  statement  of  the  first  two  or  three  reasons  infln- 
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encing  the  Committee  on  Judicial  Business  of  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  Brunswick  to  recommend  the  action  which 
was  taken  by  Particular  Synod,  which  action  is  not  included 
even  indirectly  in  the  appeal. 

The  appeal,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  is  imper- 
fect and  irregular,  and  we  therefore  recommend  its  dismissal.

ARTICLE  XVI. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted:. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report: 

A  paper  has  been  received  from  tjie  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  at  its  meeting  in  May,  1890, 
expressing  a  desire  for  the  Federation  of  the  Christian 
churches  of  the  land,  and  requesting  that  we  appoint  a 
committee  to  confer  with  them  and  with  similar  committees 
appointed  by  other  churches,  upon  such  a  federal  union  as 
is  generally  illustrated  by  the  work  of  Evangelical  Alliance. 
The  paper  is  so  important  that  we  present  it  entire. 
*'  To  the  Reformed  Church  in  An: erica: 

"  Dear  Brethren — The  General  Assembly  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  at  its 
meeting  at  Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  in  May,  1890,  expressed  a  desire 
for  a  federation  of  the  Christian  churches  of  the  land,  and 
instructed  us  as  a  committee  to  make  this  desire  known  to 
other  churches. 

"  We  therefore  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject, 
and  to  indicate  briefly  the  general  idea  which  is  in  our  mind. 

"  A  partial  illustration  of  the  benefit  of  such  a  federation 
already  exists  in  the  Evangelical  Alliance. 

**  The  annual  *meetings  of  the  Alliance  have  been  pro- 
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ductive  of  great  good  in  bringing  closer  together  prominent 
and  influential  ministers  and  members  of  the  different  de- 
nominations; in  showing  the  fundamental  and  essential 
agreement  of  the  evangelical  bodies;  in  the  moral  influence 
on  the  community  at  large  of  such  a  Christian  union;  in  the 
valuable  contributions  to  the  literature  of  the  Church  and  to 
the  discussion  of  great  religioiis,  moral  and  social  questions 
which  they  have  made;  and,  as  it  is  hoped,  in  educationally 
preparing  the  way  for  a  closer  and  still  more  practical  and 
effective  union. 

*'  The  Alliance  is  composed  of  individuals  simply.  It  does 
not  officially  represent  organizations  by  commissioned  dele- 
gates. It  is  voluntary  and  can  do  nothing  but  seek  to  mould 
public  opinion  on  the  great  questions  that  are  discussed  at 
its  meetings.  An  organization  with  a  closer  organic  con- 
nection with  the  churches,  and,  therefore,  vested  with  some 
measure  of  power,  seems  to  be  needed. 

"  It  seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  wise  and  right  for  the 
Christian  churches  of  the  land  to  form  a  federal  union  in 
which  there  should  be  no  renunciation  by  the  different 
churches  of  their  peculiarities  or  independent  organization, 
and  no  interference  with  their  doctrines,  government,  wor- 
ship or  internal  affairs,  but  by  which  specific  powers  should 
be  delegated  to  a  federal  council  for  the  concentration  of 
the  influence  of  all  upon  such  phases  of  Christian  effort  as 
might  meet  the  approval  of  all. 

"  Some  of  the  measures  which  would  come  within  the  scope 
of  such  a  federation  are: 

'•  1.  United  work  for  the  reclamation  of  the  christless 
masses  in  the  large  cities,  towns  and  old  rural  settlements. 

"  ij.  The  conduct  of  the  home  missionary  work  of  the  dif- 
ferent denominations  in  the  new  settlements  of  the  country, 
in  such  a  way  as  to  remove  denominational  friction  and  pre- 
vent the  multiplication  of  weak  and  antagonistic  organiza- 
tions where  unnecessary;  the  prosecution  of  the  foreign 
missionary  work  by  the  different  denominations  on  the  same 
principle  of  comity,  different  churches  cultivating  particular 
fields  so  as  to  avoid  unseemly  strife  before  the  heathen. 

'•3.  The  national  council  of  such  a  federation  could  be 
potential  in  its  influence  on  the  community  at  large.  It 
could   educate  and    strengthen  the   public'  conscience   with 
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Scriptural  views  on  marriage  and  divorce,  the  Sabbath,  tem- 
perance, education,  and  other  moral  and  social  questions. 

"  It  certainly  seems  to  us  worth  while  to  attempt  so  to 
bring  together  all  the  evangelical  ciinrches,  that  in  their 
necessary  separate  denominational  work  they  shall  not  harm- 
fully clash  with  each  other,  and  that  they  may  in  a  greater 
degree  unite  in  the  work  which  none  can  separately  prosecute 
with  vigor  and  success.  And  in  this  aspect  of  the  matter 
should  be  particularly  emphasized  the  influence  which  the 
churches  of  the  land  should  exert  upon  its  citizens  for  the 
preservation  of  their  religious  inheritances  and  the  mainten- 
ance of  their  fundamental  principles. 

"  This  proposition  is  first  addressed  to  the  Synods  and  As- 
semblies of  the  Reformed  Churches  holding  the  Presbyterian 
system  with  a  view  to  securing  their  co-operation  in  extend- 
ing a  similar  proposition  to  the  other  Evangelical  Churches 
of  our  country. 

'•  May  we,  dear  brethren,  ask  you  to  take  this  into  consider- 
ation, and  if,  in  its  general  idea,  it  commends  itself  to  your 
judgment,  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  us  and  with 
similar  committees  that  may  be  appointed  by  other  churches 
to  consider  and  report  upon  it.

Your  committee  regarding  this  movement  of  grave  impor- 
tance and  one  calling  for  the  wisest  legislation,  do  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  the  following  committee,  consisting 
of  four  ministers  and  three  elders,  viz.  :

This  committee  to  be  a  Committee   of  Conference,  with 
power  to  fill  vacancies,  to  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod. 

Two  papers  have  been  received  from  the  Alliance  of  Re- 
formed  Churches   holding  the   Presbyterian  System.     One 
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from  Rev.  T.  W.  Chambers,  D.D.,  chairman  of  the  Western 
Section  of  the  Executive  Commission  of  the  Alliance  of  the 
Reformed  Churches  holding  the  Presbyterian  System,  calling 
the  attention  of  this  body  to  the  fact  that  of  the  sum  of 
$3,500  per  annum  as  the  quota  of  the  churches  of  the  Ameri- 
can Continent  toward  the  expenses  of  tlie  maintenance  of  the 
Alliance — our  apportionment  is  $180,  which  this  Synod  is 
requested  to  make  some  arrangement  to  pay.  Our  Church 
heretofore  having  met  these  expenses  so  promptly,  your  com- 
mittee recommend  the  payment  of  our  quota  out  of  the 
moneys  usually  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

The  second  paper  is  from  Rev,  G.  D.  Mathews,  D.D..  the 
general  secretary  of  the  Alliance,  notifying  this  body  of  the 
Fifth  General  Council  of  the  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches 
liolding  the  Presbyterian  System,  to  be  held  in  Toronto,. 
Canada,  in  September,  1892,  and  requesting  the  appointment 
of  such  clerical  and  lay  delegates  as  the  number  of  our  con- 
gregations entitle  us  to  have.  The  desire  of  the  Alliance, 
heretofore  expressed,  that  a  part  of  the  delegation  migh  the 
composed  of  such  as  had  become  familiar  with  its  work 
through  a  previous  participation  in  it,  the  committee  recom- 
mend the  appointment  of  seven  ministers  and  five  elders, 
with  their  secundi,  as  follows  :

The  Foreign  Mission  Committee  of  the  Alliance  has  also 
"  expressed  an  earnest  desire  that  all  our  churches  should 
observe  a  season  of  united  prayer  on  behalf  of  foreign  mis- 
sions,'^ and  have  respectfully  asked   that  this  Synod  recom- 
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mend  to  the  congregations  under  its  care  the  observance  of 
the  week  beginning  Tuesday,  24th  November,  as  a  period 
during  which  special  prayers  should  be  offered  for  the  for- 
eign mission  work.  Your  committee  urge  the  adoption  of 
this  very  timely  and  important  recommendation. 

Your  committee  also  report  that  the  following  delegates 
have  been  appointed  by  other  bodies  to  bring  to  us  the 
fraternal  salutations  of  the  bodies  by  which  they  were  com- 
missioned, either  in  person  or  by  letter. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  sent  a  letter.  The  letter,  without  signature, 
was  read  to  the  Synod. 

The  Kev.  Frank  Chandler,  D.D.,  appeared  as  a  delegate 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  The  Rev.  'I'homas  Waiters  ap- 
peared as  delegate  from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church  in  North  America.  The  Rev.  Conrad 
Clever,  D.D.,  appeared  as  delegate  from  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States.  The  saluta- 
tions of  these  brethren  received  an  appropriate  reply  from 
the  President  of  the  Synod. 

Rev.  Henry  de  Vries  reported  fulfillment  by  lelter  of  his 
commission  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Church.  The  Rev.  I.  P.  Brokaw  to  the  General  Coun- 
cil of  the  Reformed  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  Rev.  E.  P. 
Terhune,  D.D.,  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States.  The  Rev.  David  Waters,  D. 
D.,  attended  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada,  at  Ottawa,  and  the  Rev.  A.  G.  Vermilye 
attended  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America.

UKION    WITH    THE    REFORMED    CHURCH    IN   THE    UNITED 
STATES. 

The  committee  appointed  by  this  Synod  to  meet  a  similar 
committee  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  to  confer  on  the  plan  of  union  proposed 
by  the  joint  committee  of  the  two  Synods,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Special  Commission  appointed  by  the  General  Synod 
of  1890  "to  co-operate  with  the  commission  already  appoin- 
ted by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  to  prepare,  and  to  present  to  the  next  General 
Synod  a  Plan  of  Federal  Union,"  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  Joint  Commission  met  at  the  Catskill  Mountain 
House,  at  noon,  on  'i'uesday,  September  2d,  and  continued  in 
session  to  the  evening  of  the  following  Thursday.  All  of 
the  clerical  members  of  your  Commission  were  present  ex- 
cepting the  Rev.  E.  B.  Coe,  D.D.,  from  whom  a  letter  was 
received  expressing  regret  for  his  necessary  absence  and 
cordial  approval  of  the  object  of  the  conference.  Elder  W. 
L.  M.  Phelps  was  necessarily  absent,  and  Elder  Garret  E. 
Winants  had  been  removed  by  death.  Thirteen  of  the 
sixteen   Commissioners  of    the   Reformed    Church   in    the 
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United  States,  were  present,  and  there  was  one  vacancy 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  A.  Bomberger, 
U.D.  Elder  H.  D.  Van  Orden  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
place  of  the  late  Elder  Winants,  and  acted  with  the  Com- 
mission. 

The  corresponding  secretaries  of  our  Boards  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Missions,  and  of  Education,  were  present  by 
invitation,  and  rendered  valuable  service  in  the  discussions 
AS  corresponding  members. 

The  Joint  Commission  was  organized  by  the  election  of 
the  Hev.  Thomas  CI.  Apple,  D.D.,  president;  the  Rev.  J. 
Romeyn  Ben-y,  D.D.,  vice-president;  and  the  Rev.  Drs.  E. 
T.  Corwin  and  James  I.  Good,  secretaries. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Commission  were  characterized  by 
very  full  and  candid  discussion  of  all  subjects  presented,  and 
particularly  of  those  which  involved  the  most  difficult  and 
delicate  questions.  Coming  together  without  previous  con- 
sultations, with  not  a  few  differences  of  opinion  upon  many 
points  of  practical  importance,  but  with  singleness  of  aim 
-4ind  prayer  for  Divine  guidance,  the  results  finally  attained 
were  by  unanimous  votes.  Personal  acquaintance  with  each 
other  ripened  into  increasing  esteem  and  confidence.  Diffi- 
culties that  seemed  at  first  to  be  insuperable  vanished  in  the 
light  that  dispelled  them.  And  the  entire  proceedings 
vividly  illustrated  the  principle  that  has  governed  all  the 
preliminary  discussions,  that  the  union  for  which  these 
churches  are  conferring  must  be  the  healthy  outgrowth  of 
their  historical  character,  ecclesiastical  relations,  principles 
and  spiritual  life. 

The  closing  public  session  on  the  mountain  top,  in  which 
the  guests  of  the  hotel  joarticipated  by  special  invitation, 
was  chiefly  one  of  thanksgiving  and  praise  for  the  grace  of 
■God  which  had  brought  us  to  such  hearty  unanimity.  Suit- 
able memorials  were  also  adopted  of  the  beloved  brethren 
who  had  been  translated  to  the  united  and  glorified  Church 
of  the  first-born  in  Heaven. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Joint  Commission  was  also  held 
on  Tuesday  afternoon  and  evening,  June  2d,  iy9l,  in  Hert- 
zog  Hall,  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  to  review  the  action  taken 
at  the  former  meeting  and  to  prepare  the  final  report,  which 
is  herewith  submitted,  and  is  also  before  the  General  Synod 
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of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  now  convened 
in  special  session  at  Philadelphia,  for  its  consideration.  At 
this  meeting  eighteen  of  the  thirty-two  members,  nine  from 
each  General  Synod,  were  present.  The  proceedings  were 
marked  by  the  same  thoroughness  and  candor  and  unanimity 
that  prevailed  in  the  September  conference.  The  plan  of 
federal  union  now  reported  is  formulated  in  a  constitution 
which  provides  for,  and  culminates  in  the  organization  of 
"  The  Federal  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Churches." 

T'his  plan  extends  as  far  as  it  seemed  to  be  wise  and  prud- 
ent at  the  beginning  of  the  establishment  of  an  actual 
federal  union.  It  is  strictly  within  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Synod  under  which  our  own  Commissioners  have 
acted.  It  is  brief,  compact,  comprehensive,  conservative 
and  adapted  to  the  condition  and  necessities  of  both 
churches.  It  is  the  first  practical  organized  effort  to  form 
and  maintain  an  actual  federal  union  between  any  of  the 
affiliated  evangelical  denominations  in  this  country.  It 
is  a  forerunner  looking  towards  the  future  enlargement  of 
the  circle  of  church  unity,  of  which  it  is  the  center  and 
original.  Experience  will  lead  to  new  developments  of  unity 
and  co-operation  within  our  present  limitations. 

Accompanying  the  constitution  are  some  recommendations 
indicating  the  outworking  of  this  federal  union  through  the 
Federal  Synod  in  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  new  educa- 
tional enterprises,  Sunday  Schools  and  Sunday  School  Mis- 
sionary and  denominational  literature.  Wide  room  is  left 
for  recommendation  and  action  of  the  Federal  Synod,  and 
at  the  same  time  the  rights,  powers,  funds,  institutions, 
creeds,  system  of  worship  and  jurisdiction  of  the  General 
Synods  and  the  churches  which  they  represent  are  carefully 
protected. 

Referring  this  Synod,  and  all  who  are  interested  in  this 
movement  for  federal  union,  to  the  history  of  its  origin, 
nature  and  progress  contained  in  the  minutes  of  General 
Synod  from  1886  to  this  date,  and  with  these  explanatory 
statements  your  Commissioners  leave  their  work  for  the 
decision  of  this  Synod.  If  it  shall  be  approved  we  respect- 
fully request  that  the  accompanying  draft  of  the  proposed 
Articles  of  Constitution  and  Federal  Union  be  submitted  to 
the  Classes  for  their  consideration  and  action   thereon,  and 
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that  their  reports  be  made  to  the  next  General  Synod.  If 
approved  by  the  requisite  number  of  Classes,  any  changes  or 
amendments  of  the  Constitution  that  are  demanded,  and 
whatever  additional  legislation  is  necessary  can  thereafter  be 
provided  to  perfect  the  Union  and  the  organization  of  the 
Federal  Synod. 

We.  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Federal 
Union  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  and  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  be,  and  hereby  is 
adopted. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  draft  of  the  Articles  of  Constitution 
and  of  Federal  Union  between  the  Churches  aforesaid,  which 
have  been  prepared  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Synod  of  1890,  be  sent  down  to  all  of  the  (Jlasses  of 
this  Church  for  their  consideration  and  categorical  replies, 
and  that  their  reports  for  or  against  its  adoption  be  made  to 
the  nest  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  action  of  this  Synod  upon  this 
report  of  the  Commission  be  immediately  and  officially  made 
known  by  telegraph  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  now  in  session  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.

1'he  committee  also  presented  the  following  draft  of  pro- 
posed Articles  of  Constitution  and  Federal  Union,  which 
was  received  by  the  Synod,  and  directed  to  be  sent  down  to 
the  Classes  for  their  consideration  and  action,  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  report : 

Proposed  Constitution  of  the  Federal  Synod  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  : 
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PREAMBLE. 

For  the  glory  of  God,  and  for  the  greater  unity  and 
advancement  of  the  Church  of  which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
is  the  Head,  the  following  Articles  of  Constitution  and 
Federal  Union  between  the  Reformed  Church  in  America 
and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  LTuited  States  are  adopted  : 

Article  I. 

Each  Denomination  entering  into  this  L^nion  shall  retain 
its  distinct  individuality,  as  well  as  every  power,  jurisdiction 
and  right,  which  is  not  by  this  Constitution  expressly  dele- 
gated to  the  body  hereby  constituted. 

Article  II. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  by  each  of  these  De- 
nominations to  the  acts,  proceedings  and  records  of  the  duly 
constituted  authorities  of  the  other  Denomination. 

Article  III. 

For  the  management  of  certain  common  interests  o#  these 
federated  churches,  an  Ecclesiastical  x\ssembly  is  hereby 
constituted,  which  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
"The  Federal  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Churches." 

Article  I\'. 

The  Federal  Synod  shall  consist  of  sixteen  ministers  and 
sixteen  elders  from  each  of  the  constituent  Denominations, 
who  shall  be  chosen  with  secundi  under  the  direction  of  their 
respective  General  Synods  in  such  manner  as  these  Synods 
shall  respectively  determine.  At  the  first  election  of  dele- 
gates to  the  Federal  Synod  by  each  Denomination,  the  whole 
number,  viz.,  sixteen  ministers  and  sixteen  elders,  shall  be 
divided  into  four  classes  of  four  ministers  and  four  elders  in 
each.  The  first  class  shall  serve  for  one  year,  the  second 
class  for  two  years,  the  third  class  for  three  years  and  the 
fourth  class  for  four  years.  After  the  first  election  four 
ministers  and  four  elders  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  an- 
nually for  four  years  by  each  Denomination,  which  shall  also 
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have  power  to  fill  vacancies  for  unexpired  terms.  But  in  tlie 
case  of  a  General  Synod  that  does  not  meet  annually  it  shall, 
at  its  stated  meeting,  regulate  its  election  of  delegates  ac- 
cording to  the  general  principle  here  stated,  as  it  may  deem 
proper. 

Articlk  V. 

To  the  Federal  Synod  shall  be  committed  powers  relating 
to  M.issions,  Domestic  and  Foreign  :  to  new  educational 
enterprises  common  to  both  Denominations;  to  the  general 
superintendence  of  Sunday  School  interests  and  literature, 
and  to  other  ecclesiastical  matters,  such  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  concurrent  action  of  the  constituent  General 
Synods. 

Article  VI. 

The  Federal  Synod  may  advise  and  recommend  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Christ,  but  shall  not  exercise  authority  except  such  as  is  ex- 
pressly given  it  under  this  Constitution.  Whenever  any- 
tliing  recommended  by  the  Federal  Synod  shall  have  received 
the  assent  of  each  of  the  General  Synods,  it  shall  have  the 
force  of  law  in  both  Denominations. 

Article  VII. 

The  Federal  Synod  shall  have  the  power  of  opening  and 
maintaining  a  friendly  correspondence  with  the  highest 
assemblies  of  other  religious  Denominations,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  union  and  concert  of  action  in  general  or 
common  interests. 

Artijle  VIII. 

The  Federal  Synod  sliall  not  interfere  with  the  creed, 
cultus  or  government  of  either  Denomination.  Also  all 
matters  of  discipline  shall  be  left  to  the  exclusive  and  final 
judgment  of  the  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  the  Denomi- 
nation in  which  the  same  may  arise. 

Article  IX. 

All  conflicting  interests  between  the  two  Denominations 
shall   be   arbitrated  by  such  executive  agencies  as  may  be

created  by  the  Federal  Synod,  under  this  Constitution,  with 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Federal  Synod  for  final  adjudi- 
cation. 

Article  X. 

The  officers  of  the  Federal  Synod  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Stated  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

Article  XL 

The  Federal  Synod  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  determined. 

Article  XII. 

The  contingent  expenses  of  the  Federal  Synod  shall  be 
divided  equally  between  the  Denominations. 

Article  XIII. 

Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  proposed  by  the 
Federal  Synod,  or  by  either  of  the  General  Synods,  but  the 
concurrent  action  of  the  two  General  Synods  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  their  adoption.

The  Joint  Commission  also  presented  the  following  paper 
containing  recommendations  to  be  considered  by  the  two 
Synods  in  their  further  action  : 

Recommendations  of  the  Joint  Commission  to  the  General 
Synods  of  the  Reformed  Churcii  in  America,  and  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  : 

FOREIGN  WORK. 

This  Joint  Commission  recommends  that  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Constitution,  or  Articles  of  Union,  the 
General  Synods  of  the  respective  churches  take  action  look- 
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ing  toward  the  speedy  unification  of  the  work  of  Foreign 
Missions. 

To  this  end  we  recommend  that  the  General  Synods, 
respectively,  authorize  and  request  the  Boards  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  two  churches  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  mutual  consultation  in  regard  to  the  management 
of  the  whole  Foreign  Missionary  work,  and  especially  as  to 
the  Missions  in  Japan  ;  and  if  considered  proper  and  prac- 
ticable, that  they  subsequently  hold  Joint  meetings  until  the 
establishment  of  a  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  under  the 
Federal  Synod. 

'     HOME    WORK. 

1.  That  the  General  Synods  of  the  respective  churches  be 
requested  to  take  such  action  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be 
deemed  best,  looking  toward  a  harmonious  co-operation  in 
the  work  of  Domestic  Missions. 

2.  That  the  General  Synods  of  the  respective  churches 
authorize  or  request  their  Boards  of  Domestic  or  Home 
Missions  to  hold  a  joint  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  mutual 
consultation  in  regard  to  the  wisest  and  best  management  of- 
the  whole  work  in  the  home  field,  and  if  considered  proper 
and  practicable,  that  they  subsequently  hold  joint  meetings 
until  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
under  the  Federal  Synod. 

HOME  AND  FOREIGN  WORK. 

1.  That  the  Federal  Synod  create,  under  these  Articles  of 
Federation,  Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  composed 
of  an  equal  number  of  representatives  from  each  Denomi- 
nation, which  Boards  shall  advise  and  guide  the  Boards  of  the 
General  Synods,  so  that  the  whole  work  may  be  carried  for- 
ward in  the  most  economical  and  efficient  manner» 

M.  That  these  Boards  prepare  and  remit  annually  to  the 
Federal  Synod  reports  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
work  of  both  Denominations,  and  that  these  reports  be 
published  and  circulated  in  both  churches. 

3.  That  these  Boards  issue  a  periodical  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Federal  Synod,  which  shall  disseminate  intelli-

geiice  on   these   subjects  and    promote  a  missionary  spirit 
throughout  both  the  Churches. 

4.  That  the  Federal  Synod  be  authorized,  in  consultation 
with  the  Boards,  to  institute  other  agencies  to  awaken  a 
greater  interest  in  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Work^ 
and  to  secure  more  general  and  more  liberal  offerings  for  the 
same  throughout  the  churches. 

5.  That  the  joint  meetings  of  these  Boards,  called  for  in 
previous  sections,  be  held  as  early  as  possible  after  the 
approval  of  this  Constitution  by  the  two  General  Synods. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WOKK. 

The  Joint  Commission  recommends  that  the  Federal 
Synod  undertake  the  work  of  issuing  a  series  of  Sunday 
School  helps  for  the  use  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  two 
Denominations,  and  instituting  other  agencies  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  their  common  interests.  This  General  Synod 
hereby  recommends  that  either  the  Foreign  Board  as  such, 
or  the  officers  of  the  same,  arrange  to  meet  with  the  Foreign 
Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  at  one  of  their 
stated  meetings,  and  also  at  subsequent  meetings  of  the  same 
if  deemed  proper,  in  order  to  co-operate  in  the  work  of 
Foreign  Missions  until  a  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  formed 
in  the  Federal  Synod. 

EDUCATION. 

When  the  Federal  Synod  shall  have  organized  a  Board  of 
Education  we  would  especially  recommend  to  such  Board 
the  consideration  of  the  training  of  ministers  for  labor 
among  the  immigrants  of  various  nationalities.

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the- 
United  States  was  convened  in  special  session  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  to  act  simultaneously  with  the  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  America  on  the  subject  of  Federal 
Union.  The  action  and  suggestions  of  one  Synod  were  tele- 
graphed to  the  other,  and  received  with  cordial  approbation,,. 
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so  that  with  a  single  amendment  on  the  part  of  each  body 
the  articles  of  the  proposed  Constitution  were  unanimously 
approved  as  originally  presented  by  the  Joint  Commission. 
This  cordial  unanimity  was  acknowledged  by  special  thanks- 
giving and  prayer  for  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  union  thus 
far  secured. 

On  the  following  day  the  action  of  the  Synod  in  Phila- 
delphia, duly  attested,  was  brought  by  a  committee  oi 
eighteen,  two  of  whom  were  elders. 

The  committee  were  invited  to  occupy  front  seats,  and 
were  severally  introduced,  the  Synod  rising  to  receive  them. 
The  Rev.  Edmund  K.  Eschbach,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  addressed  the  Synod,  and  presented  the  report- 
of  the  body  whom  he  represented.  The  address  was  suitably 
responded  to  by  the  president,  who  cordially  welcomed  the 
large  delegation. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  expresses  our  sense  of 
the  fraternal  courtesy  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  in  sending  so  large  and  strong- 
a  deputation  from  their  reverend  and  venerable  body  to  us 
with  such  cordial  words  of  appreciation  of  the  contemplated 
Federal  Union.  We  most  heartily  reciprocate  every  expres- 
sion of  their  desire  and  expectation,  which  are  also  emphat- 
ically ours. 

Resolved,  That  the  official  communication  brought  from 
our  sister  General  Synod  by  their  Commission  be  printed  iii 
the  Minutes  of  this  General  Synod. 

The  following  is  the  paper  containing  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States.: 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Ameruw r 

Dear  Brethren  in  the  Lord:  The  report  of  the  Jofntr 
Commission  on  Federal  Union,  including  the  proposecfc 
Constitution  and  Recommendations,  was  officially  submittedi 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  Uni-tesifi 
States,  convened  in  special  session  in  Philadelphia,.  June* 
4-6,  A.  D.,  1891,  and  duly  considered.  After  such  con- 
sideration, the  said  Constitution  and  Recommendati&ns,  a& 
amended,  were  unanimously  adopted,  and  correct  copies 
thereof  are  herewith  forwarded  to  vour  venerable  body. 
(9) 
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Moreover,  the  several  actions  adopted  by  our  General 
Synod,  bearing  on  the  Federal  Union  of  the  Reformed 
Clmrch  in  America  and  of  the  Reformed  Ciiurch  in  the 
United  States,  are  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  this  General  Synod  be  and  is 
hereby  referred  to  the  different  Classes  for  approval  at  their 
next  annual  meetings,  or  at  special  meetings  for  the  purpose 
at  an  early  date,  and  further,  that  if  this  action  be  contirmed 
by  tlie  requisite  constitutional  number  of  Classes,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  approval  of  a  general  ordinance,  the  officers  of 
this  Synod  are  hereby  authorized  to  publish  and  proclaim 
the  action  of  the  Classes,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Federal 
Synod  shall  thereupon  become  the  action  of  the  Church. 

Eesolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  Classes  transmit 
certified  copies  of  the  results  of  the  action  of  the  Classes  to 
the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod. 

Whereas,  This  General  Synod  will  not  meet  again  before 
the  spring  of  1893  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  will  meet  in  189::i,  therefore,  in  order  not  to  delay 
the  formation  of  a  Federal  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Churches, 
in  case  the  action  be  adopted, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  do  now  enter  upon  the  election 
of  sixteen  ministers  and  sixteen  elders  to  be  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  in  said 
Federal  Synod  wiien  it  is  ready  to  be  formed,  designating 
the  terms  of  each  class  of  four  ministers  and  four  elders. 

Thereupon  the  election  proceeded  accordingly. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  the  action  of  providing  for  the  for- 
mation of  the  Federal  Synod  shall  be  ratified  by  the  author- 
ities of  both  Reformed  Churches,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
presiding  officers  of  this  General  Synod  to  co-operate  witli 
those  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  in  designating  conjointly  a  time  and  place  for  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Federal  Synod, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed  to  bear  to 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  now 
in  session  at  Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  and  lay  before  said  Synod 
a  complete  copy  of  the  action  of  our  Synod  in  relation  to  the 
federative  union  of  these  bodies,  with  our  fraternal  greetings. 
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The  committee  called  for  in  the  foregoing  resolution  con- 
sists of:

ARTICLE  XVII. 

BENEVOLENT  SOCIETIES. 

The  Committee  on  Benevolent  Societies  presented  their 
report  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

Your  Committee  on  Benevolent  Societies  respectfully 
report  that  the  following  organizations  have  received  their 
attention  :  The  American  Bible  Society,  the  Xew  York 
Society  for  the  Suppression  of  Vice,  the  American  Sabbath 
Union;  and,  finally,  an  overture  has  been  referred  to  this 
Committee  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  asking  for 
an  expression  of  the  interest  which  our  Church  feels  in  the 
rigiiteous  solution  of  the  problems  attending  our  Nation's 
relationship  to  the  North  American  Indians. 

1.  Regarding  the  Bible  Society  we  wt)uld  report  that  the 
Rev.   \y.   W.    Moffett,    district   secretary   of   the   American 
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Bible  Society,  has  appeared  before  our  Synod  and  presented 
the  interests  of  this  most  excellent  society  concerning  Avhicli 
a  suitable  resolution  has  already  been  adopted,  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  we  have  listened  with  much  interest  to  the 
Rev.  W,  W.  Moffett  in  behalf  of  the  American  Bible  Society, 
and  that  recognizing  the  great  importance  of  this  society's 
excellent  work  we  heartily  commend  this  great  cause  to  all 
the  churches  of  our  denomination,  urging  upon  them  the 
unquestioned  duty  of  contributing  liberally  to  its  support. 

'Z.  Regarding  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Suppression 
of  Vice,  we  would  report  that  there  has  been  brought  to  our 
attention  the  official  statement  of  this  organization,  dated 
June  1st,  l89L,whicIi  also  calls  for  assistance.  Your  committee 
feel  deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  this  Society  and  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  frequently  its  managers  have  been  subject 
to  misrepresentation  and  even  to  public  assault.  From  the 
nature  of  their  work,  and  the  character  of  the  evils  assailed, 
they  are  prevented  from  exposing  surroundings  and  from 
giving  to  the  public  the  details  of  their  work.  They  are 
thus  deprived  of  the  advantage  of  stirring  up  public  senti- 
ment in  their  favor,  and  sometimes  temporarily  from  vindi- 
cating their  position  before  the  public  eye. 

We  believe  that  their  efforts  are  to  be  commended,  and  we 
agree  with  them  that,  "  If  the  Health  Department  may 
quarantine  a  city  against  contagious  disease,  good  men  and 
philanthropists  in  our  churches  ought  to  help  quarantine 
the  evils  against  which  this  Society  contends,  which  are 
most  destructive  to  spiritual  life,  and  more  to  be  dreaded 
than  small  pox  or  yellow  fever." 

Accordingly,  we  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  work  of  the  New  York 
Society  for  the  Suppression  of  Vice  to  the  considerate  atten- 
tion of  our  pastors,  and  that  we  heartily  commend  the 
Society  as  a  medium  of  benevolence  to  all  who  are  interested 
in  the  moral  healthfulness  and  in  the  general  well-being  of 
the  coming  generations  of  our  land. 

3.  Of  the  American  Sabbath  Union  we  would  report  that 
we  have  examined  the  constitution  of  the  Union,  and  after 
listening  with  great  profit  to  the  Eev.  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor,  its 
corresponding  secretary,  we  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  approve  the  object  and  methods  of 
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the  American  Sabbatli  Union,  and  that  we  commend  it  to 
the  confidence  and  support  of  our  churches. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we,  wifh  positiveness  and  with  great 
emphasis,  protest  against  openiiig  the  World's  Colvmbian 
Exposition  on  Sundays,  and  that,  through  our  president,  we 
communicate  this  action  to  the  corresponding  secretary  of 
the  American  Sabbath  Union,  to  be  forwarded  by  him  to  the 
World^s  Columbian  Commissioners. 

Resolved,  3.  That  a  standing  committee  on  Sabbath 
observance,  consisting  of  five  persons,  be  appointed  by  this 
Synod  to  ascertain  by  circular  letter  and  otherwise  the  ])re- 
vailing  forms  of  Sabbath  desecration  within  the  bounds  of 
every  Classis,  the  measures  taken  for  arresting  the  same,  and 
the  extent  of  pulpit  and  Sunday  School  instruction  on  the 
subject ;  to  stimulate  in  suitable  ways  the  conscientious 
observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  by  Christians  in  their  family 
and  social  life,  and  in  their  business  habits  ;  to  use  all  proper 
methods  of  maintaining  the  civil  and  religious  Sabbath- 
keeping  of  the  people,  and  to  report  the  results  of  their 
work  at  the  next  General  Synod. 

4.  The  overture  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  is 
as  follows  : 

Whereas,  The  thought  of  statesmen  is  turned  with  special 
interest  to  the  solving  in  righteousness  the  problem  attending 
the  Nation's  relations  to  the  North  American  Indians, 

Resolved,  That  we  overture  the  General  Synod  to  express, 
by  appropriate  action,  the  deep  interest  our  Church  feels  in 
every  such  effort,  and  that  such  expression  of  Synod  be  con- 
veyed to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 

We  have  considered  this  overture  and  the  following  appears 
to  be  true  : 

Our  Church,  while  among  the  first  of  our  country  to  come 
in  contact  with  the  North  American  Indians,  and  while 
among  the  first  in  every  good  word  and  work,  has  never 
taken  such  action  regarding  the  Indian  as  seems  to  us  to 
have  been  called  for. 

While  it  is  true  that  our  Boards  have  interested  themselves 
somewhat  in  the  education  of  the  Indians,  and  that  individ- 
ual members  of  our  Church  have  been  active  in  connection 
with  the  Indian  Commission  in  befriending  the  descendents 
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of  the  aborigines  of  our  country,  and  soliciting  the  Govern- 
ment's support  of  such  policy  as  will  be  conducive  to  their 
highest  interests,  yet  Ave  are  unable  to  find  that,  as  a  Church, 
we  have  ever  taken  a  resolute  stand  for  the  highest  interests 
— material,  moral  and  spiritual — of  the  Ked  Race  of  our 
country. 

Accordingly,  we  feel  called  upon  to  recommend  the  follow- 
ing : 

Resolved,  1.  That,  in  view  of  the  recent  Indian  trouble, 
we  recognize  again  the  need  of  preaching  and  teaching  the 
pure  Gospel,  for  we  believe  that  the  life  and  power  of  the 
true  Messiah,  when  apprehended,  will  expel  all  false  notions 
of  impostors  or  false  messiahs. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we,  as  a  Synod,  express  our  entire  and 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  President  of  the  United  States 
and  those  associated  with  him  in  the  government,  and  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  in  their  efforts  to 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  this  long  neglected  race,  and 
that  we  bid  them  god-speed  in  all  such  efforts. 

Resolved,  3.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  officially 
signed  and  sealed,  be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  to  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

SYSTEMATIC    BEXEFICEXCE. 

The  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

Your  committee  have  had  no  papers  referred  to  them,  yet 
in  examining  the  reports  of  the  several  departments  of  our 
Church's  work  we  regretted  to  notice  the  decrease  in  offer- 
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ings  aud  the  consequent  financial  embarrassment  of  our 
Boards.  The  gifts  were  inadequate  to  meet  tlie  needs,  and 
were  forwarded  at  sucli  inopportune  times  as  to  force  the 
conclusion  that  many  members  lack  the  grace  of  liberality 
and  the  habit  of  systematic  giving.  This  occasions  anxiety 
on  the  part  of  brethren  charged  with  important  interests. 
They  exhaust  their  energies  in  trying  to  make  ends  meet, 
and  are  constantly  haunted  by  fears  of  debt  which  mar  the 
otherwise  pleasant  anticipations  of  our  annual  gathering. 
They  dread  to  hear  the  pitiful  cry  for  help  from  the  man  of 
Macedonia,  and  they  blush  to  face  the  General  Synod  with  a 
despondent  re])ort.  What  might  be  to-  them  a  delightful 
service  is  thus  rendered  an  irksome  task.  A  dying  child  and 
a  spent  bottle  are  sights  which  drive  men  mad,  and  yet  sights 
with  which  our  chosen  agents  are  familiar. 

Knowing  well  the  volume  of  resolutions  already  treasured 
in  our  archives  we  do  not  desire  to  add  to  their  number.  "To 
think  about  thinking"  has  consumed  time  enough  already. 
That  the  work  must  be  carried  on  without  interruption  none 
will  deny.  That  it  cannot  be  carried  on  efficiently  in  the 
present  manner  is  abundantly  proven.  "  Be  strong  and  do 
\t" — cheerfully,  promptly,  systematically  and  easily,  but  do 
it  at  all  hazards.  There  is  little  to  be  gained  by  "  comparing 
ourselves  among  ourselves."  Each  pastor  hears  the  appeals 
of  our  secretaries  and  knows  the  measure  of  his  own  fidelity 
to  Christ's  cause  and  the  efforts  he  puts  forth  to  bring  his 
people  to  their  apportionment.  "To  his  own  Master  he 
stands  or  falls."  Blessed  are  they  worthy  to  stand  before  the 
Son  of  Man.  May  God  direct  us  to  devise  liberal  things  for 
Zion  that  the  doors  of  opportunity  now  open  may  not  be 
closed  in  the  face  of  a  tardy  people.

STATE  OF  RELIGION  AND  STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported.  Tlieir 
Report  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    STATE  OF    RELIGION. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully 
report: 

We  deeply  regret  that  our  dear  brother,  Rev.  Dr.  Berry, 
Chairman  ex-officio  of  this  committee,  was  not  spared  to 
present  this  report,  and  that  the  important  task  of  preparing 
it  has  devolved  upon  members  of  the  committee  appointed 
at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

Your  committee  have  had  placed  in  their  hands,  from 
which  to  gather  materials  for  their  report,  copies  of  the 
printed  Minutes  of  each  of  the  particular  Synods  of  the 
Church.  A  careful  review  of  these  records  shows  that  the 
past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history 
of  our  denomination.  There  have  been  received  on  confession 
of  faith  in  Christ  6,114  persons,  and  by  certificate  from  other 
bodies  3,175,  in  all  9, "^89,  the  largest  accession  in  any  one 
year  since  1877.  The  gain  in  number  of  communicants  over 
all  losses  by  death,  removals  or  otherwise,  was  3,445,  making 
a  total  membership  of  94,323,  against  90,878  last  year.  This 
does  not  include  the  membership  of  our  missionary  churches 
in  China  and  Japan,  which  at  the  lowest  estimate  exceeds 
2,000,  and  which,  if  added,  would  swell  the  list  of  communi- 
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cants  to  over  96,000.  The  number  of  churches  is  570, 
ministers  582,  licentiates  8 — a  gain  of  19  churches,  22  min- 
isters and  2  licentiates.  The  Sabbath  school  statistics 
show  that  815  schools,  with  108,691  teachers  and  scholars,  are 
connected  with  our  Church,  an  increase  of  17  schools  and 
5,645  scholars.  The  catechumens  number  35,337  and  the 
baptized  non-communicants  38,958. 

The  contributions  for  benevolent  purposes,  we  regret  to 
say,  have  fallen  a  little  behind  those  of  last  year.  We  feel 
confident,  however,  that  this  is  not  due  to  a  decline  of  in- 
terest in  those  objects,  but  rather  may  be  attributed  to  the 
stringent  times  that  have  prevailed  in  certain  parts  of  the 
country.  The  Church  has  given  to  foreign  missions§116,265; 
to  home  missions,  $61,945;  to  all  other  benevolent  objects, 
^131,442.  The  gifts  for  congregational  purposes  were 
$1,013,335.  The  above  figures  surely  afford  abundant  reasons 
for  devout  thanksgiving  to  God.  A  Church  that  has  over 
6,000  souls  born  within  its  fold  in  a  single  year,  that  has  more 
than  100,000  children  under  Christian  instruction,  that  has 
contributed  over  $116,000  to  send  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen, 
has  given  $193,000  to  benevolence  at  home,  besides  sustaining 
its  own  ministers  and  churches,  is  one  of  which  we  may  well 
he  proud,  and  to  which  we  may  count  it  an  honor  to  belong. 

Nor  has  there  been  an  advance  simply  in  numbers.  The 
reports  from  every  quarter  show  that  there  has  been  progress 
in  all  that  helps  to  build  up  Christian  character.  The  faith- 
ful preaching  of  the  Gospel  in  its  purity  in  our  churches,  the 
earnest  attention  given  to  tlie  instruction  of  the  children  in 
our  Sabbath  schools,  the  splendid  work  accomplished  by  our 
Christian  Endeavor  and  other  societies  among  the  youth,  the 
influence  exerted  by  the  missionary  organizations,  all  are  in- 
dicative of  the  fact  that  ours  is  a  living  aggressive  Church, 
earnestly  endeavoring  to  fulfil  the  sacred  trust  committed  to 
her.  While  the  records  of  all  our  Synods  are  inspiring,  yet 
we  desire  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  very  gratifying  prog- 
ress made  by  the  Synod  of  Chicago.  The  news  that  comes 
to  us  from  this  Synod,  which  covers  the  most  of  our  home 
missionary  field,  is  unusually  hopeful.  To  use  the  language 
of  the  report  itself,  "  there  has  been  progress  all  along  the 
line."  Comparing  the  record  with  that  of  last  year,  we  find 
that  there  has  been  a  net  increase  of  12  churches,  787  com- 
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mnnicants,  10  Sabbath  schools  with  1,178  scholars,  and  an 
advance  in  benevolent  contributions  of  1:3,399.  There  are 
not  a  few  members  of  this  Synod  who  can  remember  when 
there  was  no  Synodof  Chicago,  and  yet  our  Western  brethren 
are  privileged  this  year  to  report  139  churches  and  14,747 
communicants,  who  contributed  the  past  year  the  sura  of 
$38,829  for  benevolent  objects,  besides  giving  $136,113  for 
congregational  purposes.  Do  we  need  a  stronger  evidence 
than  this  that  God  has  set  his  seal  upon  our  beloved  Church, 
and  that  she  has  a  mission  to  perform  in  the  great  West  ? 

We  do  not  make  these  statements,  dear  fathers  and  breth- 
ren, with  any  spirit  of  ostentation,  but  with  a  view  to 
awakening  among  us  gratitude  to  God  for  His  favors,  and  to 
inspire  confidence  in  our  Church's  future.  If  this  report 
should  appear  to  some  of  you  too  sanguine,  your  committee 
beg  to  assure  you  that  it  is  not  more  so  than  the  reports  upon 
which  it  is  founded.  Strongly  confident  are  we  that  never 
at  any  period  were  the  conditions  more  favorable  to  the 
progress  of  our  Church  than  to-day.  Peace  and  harmony 
prevail  throughout  our  entire  borders  ;  the  organization  and 
equipment  of  our  churches  are  complete  ;  perfect  confidence 
exists  in  the  management  of  our  missionary  boards.  All  that 
remains  is  that  we  shall  enter  with  joyous  hope  the  large  and 
inviting  fields  that  open  before  us  and  reap  the  golden 
harvest  prepared  by  our  Lord. 

Your  committee,  deeply  conscious  that  a  grand  oppor- 
tunity awaits  the  Church,  call  upon  all  our  ministers,  elders 
and  members,  to  a  deeper  consecration  of  themselves  to 
Christ,  that  the  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit  may  flow  out  from 
them  upon  the  world,  leading  many  a  soul  to  the  Saviour. 
And,  whereas,  the  first  and  greatest  of  the  Spirit^s  fruits  is 
love,  we  further  urge  that  the  missionary  idea  be  made 
prominent  in  the  preaching  and  teaching  of  the  Church,  that 
the  world  may  know  that  we  are  Christ's  disciples,  indeed, 
and  that  the  coming  of  His  kingdom  may  be  hastened.

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ARTICLE  XXIII. 

SYNODICAL  ARCHIVES. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  presented  the  following're- 
port,  which  was  accepted  : 

REPORT  ON  NECROLOGY    FOR  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD,  1891. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Synod  the  first 
of  our  number  called  from  his  earthly  labors  was  Rev.  John 
C.  Lowe,  who,  after  a  short  illness,  died  at  St.  Thomas, 
West  Indies,  July  29th,  1890.  He  graduated  from  Rutgers 
College,  1855,  from  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  1858, 
was  licensed  the  same  year  by  the  Chassis  of  New  Brunswick. 

His  first  settlement  was  at  Oyster  Bay,  L.  I.,  where  he 
continued  for  three  years,  then  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  First 
Reformed  Church  of  Rotterdam.  In  this  charge  he  remained 
doing  faithful  work  for  twenty-seven  years,  l^ast  spring  he 
gave  up  his  call  to  accept  the  pastorate  of  the  Church  of  St. 
Thomas.  He  arrived  at  St.  Thomas  on  the  16th  of  June. 
He  was  warmly  received  by  the  people  of  his  new  charge. 
One  of  the  members  of  his  church  writes,  "  His  gentle  man- 
ners and  genial  conversation  forming  the  first  links  of  a  union 
that  all  felt  would  certainly  endure."  On  July  17th  he 
was  taken  very  ill,  and  after  three  days'  sickness  he  passed 
away,  assuring  those  who  watched  at  his  bedside  that  '"  He 
was  but  awaiting  the  coming  of  the  Master."  His  remains 
were  buried  at  St.  Thomas. 

The  Rev.  William  H.  Campbell,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  born  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  September  14th,  1808, 
ancj  died  at  his  home  in  New  Brunswick,  December  7th, 
1890,  in  the  eighty-third  year  of  his  age. 

Dr.  Campbell  was  of  Scotch  descent,  nurtured  in  a  Chris- 
tian home,  and  in  early  years  was  thoroughly  instructed  in  the 
doctrines  of  grace.  When  about  sixteen  years  of  age  he  en- 
tered Dickinson  College  and  graduated  in  the  year  1828. 
His  Theological  studies  were  pursued  at  Princeton  Seminary. 

In  1831  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  by  the  Second 
Presbytery  of  New  York.     Instead  of  taking  a  charge  in  hi& 
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own  denomination,  it  is  said  that  through  the  influence  of 
Dr.  Strong  he  was  induced  to  enter  the  ministry  of  the  Re- 
formed Church.  According  to  his  natural  characteristics,  in 
place  of  seekingytkifetrong  church  he  preferred  to  build  up  the' 
feeble.  His  first  pastorate  was  in  the  mission  church  at 
Chittenango.  This  he  served  most  acceptably  for  two  years. 
Although  he  loved  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  was  successful 
in  his  pastoral  work,  yet  his  taste  for  books  and  his  aptitude 
to  teach  led  him  to  think  that  he  could  serve  the  cause  of 
Christ  and  His  Church  more  efficiently  as  a  teacher  than  as  a 
preacher.  In  1833  he  took  charge,  as  principal,  of  Erasmus 
Hall,  at  Flatbush,  L.  I.  While  here  he  gained  a  wide  repu- 
tation as  a  gifted  and  most  successful  educator.  But  the 
teacher  could  never  forget  that  he  was  also  a  preacher,  and 
as  opportunity  offered  he  continued  to  preach  in  vacant  pul- 
pits, or  for  his  brethren.  In  the  year  1838  he  gave  up  his 
school  to  take  the  pastorship  of  the  then  feeble  church  of 
East  New  York.  During  the  ten  years  of  his  labor  here  the 
church  grew  to  be  a  comparatively  strong  church.  In  the 
year  1841  he  resigned  his  charge  at  East  New  York  to  accept  a 
call  from  the  weak  and  struggling  Third  Reformed  Church  of 
Albany.  Here  he  continued  seven  years,  and  these  seven 
years  were  years  of  prosperity  and  growth  for  that  church. 
While  his  ability  as  a  preacher  was  thoroughly  appreciated 
in  Albany,  yet  his  ability  and  success  as  a  teacher  were  by  no 
means  unknown.  At  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  trustees 
of  Albany  Academy,  Dr.  Campbell  resigned  his  pastorship  of 
the  Third  (Jhurcli  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the  academy. 
Here  he  continued  for  about  four  years,  giving  a  broad  repu- 
tation to  that  school  for  thoroughness  and  scholarship.  In 
1851,  the  General  Synod,  while  seeking  for  a  successor  to  fill 
the  chair  of  that  eminent  scholar.  Dr.  McClelland,  with  great 
unanimity  selected  Dr.  Campbell.  For  twelve  years  he^ 
most  worthily  and  profitably  to  the  church,  filled  the  chair  as 
professor  of  Oriental  languages  and  literature  in  our  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  In  1863  the  trustees  of  Rutgers  College 
called  hini  to  what  appears  as  his  greatest  life-work,  the 
presidency  of  the  college.  Here  all  his  varied  talents  were 
called  into  activity.  The  college,  when  he  assumed  the 
presidency,  was,  in  point  of  finances,  equipments  and  mem- 
bers, among  the  weakest;  but  through  his  wisdom  and  untir- 
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ing  labors  was  placed  in  all  respects  amongst  the  foremost 
colleges  of  our  land.  For  nineteen  years  he  prayed  and  labored 
for  its  upbuilding,  and  when  age  and  failing  strength  con- 
strained his  resignation,  he  left  it  in  a  high  degree  of  pros- 
perity. And  as  one  has  well  said,  when  he  felt  that  his  work 
as  president  of  Rutgers  College  was  ended,  he  yearned  to  ac- 
complish yet  something  for  Christ  and  the  Church  of  his  love, 
and  seeking  out  a  part  of  the  city  unsupplied  with  a  church 
he  began  weekly  services,  which  resulted  in  the  organization 
of  the  Fourth  Keformed  Church  of  New  Brunswick,  of  which 
he  became  pastor  and  served  without  compensation  until  he 
could  transfer  it,  free  from  debt,  to  a  younger  man.  His  son, 
Rev.  Alan  D.  Campbell,  has  been  called  to  take  up  the 
work  in  the  church  laid  down  by  his  father.  As  a  man. 
Dr.  Campbell  was  an  Israelite  indeed  "  without  guile."  He 
despised  pretenses  and  shams.  As  a  preacher  he  was  clear 
and  forcible,  as  a  pastor  tender  and  sympathetic,  as  an  edu- 
cator thorough  and  broad,  and  as  a  Christian  humble  and 
devout.  His  funeral  was  held  in  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  of  New  Brunswick,  and  was  attended  by  the  faculty, 
students  of  the  Seminary,  College  and  grammar  school,  in  a 
body,  and  also  by  a  large  number  of  ministers,  the  trustees 
of  the  college  and  citizens  of  New  Brunswick. 

Rev.  J.  Paschal  Strong,  son  of  Rev.  Dr.  Strong,  and  one 
of  four  brothers  once  in  the  ministry  of  our  Church,  was  born 
in  Flatbush,  L.  I.,  and  died  suddenly  at  East  Millstone,  N. 
J.,  December  8th,  1890.  He  graduated  from  Rutgers  College 
1845,  from  the  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  1850,  and 
licensed  the  same  year  to  preach  the  Gospel  by  the  South 
Classis  of  Long  Island. 

His  settlements  as  a  pastor  were  at  East  New  York  from 
1850  to  1854.  Third  Church  of  Jersey  City,  1854  to  1856; 
Aquackanonck,  1856  to  1869;  Second,  Passaic,  1869  to  1871; 
Bellville,  1871  to  1880;  Cohoes,  1880  to  1890.  At  East  Mill- 
stone, only  a  few  months.  In  each  of  these  fields  he  proved 
himself  a  laborer  that  needed  not  be  ashamed  of  his  work.  By 
his  earnest  preaching  and  by  his  kind  words  and  gentle  ways, 
he  endeared  himself  to  the  hearts  of  his  people.  This  is 
evinced  by  the  resolutions  that  were  passed  by  each  of  the 
Consistories  of  his  respective  charges,  and  published  in  the 
Christian  Intelligencer  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Strong  was 
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of  a  nervous  organization  and  never  enjoyed  robust  health. 
He  had  been  pastor  of  the  church  at  East  Millstone  only  a  few 
months,  but  he  was  greatly  beloved  by  a  united  people.  On 
the  Sabbath  morning  previous  to  the  night  of  his  death  he  had 
administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  serv- 
ices were  conducted  in  a  most  impressive  and  touching  man- 
ner. In  the  evening,  whilst  preaching  and  giving  utterance 
to  these  beautiful  words,  "  God  guards  His  saints.  His 
young  soldier  never  advances  to  an  exposed  point,  but 
Jehovah  shields  His  picket  on  duty.  But  the  morning  star 
often  arises  in  a  very  different  part  of  the  heavens  from  what 
he  looked  for."  Just  then,  before  the  sentence  was  finished, 
he  was  stricken  with  paralysis.  He  fell  to  the  floor,  and 
though  he  regained  consciousness  for  a  few  moments,  he  soon 
relapsed  and  expired  during  the  night.  The  funeral  services 
were  held  in  the  church  of  East  Millstone,  and  were  largely 
attended  by  his  brethren  in  the  ministry  and  representatives 
from  his  former  pastorates,  as  well  as  from  the  immediate 
county.  His  remains  are  buried  at  Passaic,  where  his 
bereaved  family  now  reside. 

Rev.  John  Minor,  born  at  Lodi,  Seneca  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Novem- 
ber 18th,  1814,  died  of  apoplexy  at  the  home  of  his  son.  Rev. 
A.  D.  Minor,  in  Mohawk,  N.  Y.,  November  20th,  1890,  in  the 
seventy-seventh  year  of  his  age.  When  about  sixteen  years 
of  age  he  experienced  religion,  and  he  then  felt  that  he 
was  called  of  God  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  he  im- 
mediately commenced  upon  his  preparatory  studies  in  the 
academy  at  Ovid,  N.  Y.  In  the  year  1838  he  entered  Rut- 
gers College,  graduated  in  1842,  and  from  the  Seminary  at 
New  Brunswick,  1845,  licensed  by  the  Classis  of  New  Bruns- 
wick. For  three  years,  from  1845  to  1848,  he  labored  as  a 
missionary  of  the  Domestic  Board  at  Ridgeway,  Mich.  In 
1848  he  removed  to  Centreville,  and  there  continued  his  mis- 
sionary labors  until  1850.  On  account  of  an  attack  of  malaria, 
he  left  the  West  and  came  East.  After  resting  from  his 
labors  one  year  to  recruit  his  health,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Reformed  Church  of  Leeds.  After  four  years  and  a  half  of 
labor  here  his  health  again  gave  way  and  he  removed  to 
Staten  Island  and  was  two  years  and  a  half  without  a  charge, 
but  was  part  of  this  time  employed  as  corresponding  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Publication.     In  1859  he  became  pastor 
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of  the  Ket'ormed  Church  of  Flatbush,  Ulster  County,  N.  Y. 
In  1864  he  was  called  to  Glenville,  N.  Y.  In  1873  he  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Church  of  Port  Jackson.  From  1880  to  1883  he 
was  Stated  Supply  of  the  Church  of  Manheim,  Montgomery 
Co.,  N.  Y.  In  1882  he  became  pastor  of  the  joint  churches, 
Currytown  and  Mapletown.  During  the  years  1885  to  1887, 
he  supplied  the  mission  stations  at  Norwich  and  LitchiBeld, 
Herkimer  Co.,  and  for  one  year  he  supplied  the  Presbyterian 
churches  of  Hillsdale  and  Maiden.  In  the  year  1890  became 
to  reside  with  his  son,  Eev.  A.  D.  Minor.  Although  he  was 
now  growing  old,  and  had  come  to  that  period  of  life  when 
most  men  desire  rest,  yet  he  felt  that  he  must  work,  and 
during  the  last  year  of  his  life  he  preached  regularly  each 
JSabbath  in  the  Keformed  Church  of  Fort  Herkimer.  He 
often  said  he  wished  **  to  die  with  the  harness  on,"  and  his 
•wish  was  granted.  He  preached  in  Fort  Herkimer  the  last 
>5unday,  but  two,  before  his  death.  Eev.  John  Minor's  life 
was  a  long,  active  and  useful  life.  He  loved  to  preach  the 
Gospel,  and  through  his  labors  many  souls  were  brought 
into  the  Kingdom.  In  his  manner  he  was  dignified  and 
courteous.  He  was  fond  of  music,  and  an  excellent  singer, 
and  when  present  at  the  devotional  meetings  of  Classis  or 
Synod,  he  usually,  with  great  acceptance,  led  the  service  of 
£ong. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Staats  died  at  his  home  in  Goshen,  February  8d, 
in  his  seventy-fifth  year.  He  was  educated  for  the  ministry  at 
New  Brunswick,  graduating  from  the  college,  1836,  and  from 
the  Seminary,  1840.  His  respective  charges  were:  Centreville, 
one  year  ;  Preakness,  seventeen  years,  and  Blooming  Grove, 
six  years.  After  giving  up  his  pastorate  at  Blooming  Grove, 
in  1860,  he  spent  his  remaining  years  on  his  farm  near  Goshen, 
but  he  still  continued  to  preach  from  time  to  time,  as  oppor- 
tunity offered.  He  was  a  warm-hearted  man  and  a  sound 
preacher.  His  memory  is  held  in  high  esteem  by  the 
church  at  Preakness,  which  he  served  so  long. 

Eev.  William  H.  Carr  was  born  in  Kinderhook,  Columbia 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  died  August  7th,  1890,  in  the  seventy-ninth 
year  of  his  age.  His  early  ministry  was  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war  he  enlisted  as 
chaplain  of  the  Fourth  Regiment,  of  New  York,  and  served 
.continuously  with  his  regiment  until  the  close  of  the  war,  and 
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then  was  honorably  discharged.  On  account  of  impaired 
healtli  he  rested  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry  for 
three  years.  He  then  accepted  a  call  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Centreville,  Greene  County,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
remained  for  three  and  a  half  years,  when  he  received  and 
accepted  a  call  to  the  Reformed  Church  of  Prattsville, 
N.  Y.  Here  he  labored  with  great  success  for  five  years. 
Receiving  a  call  to  the  Church  of  Sharon,  in  the  Classis  of 
Schoharie,  he  accepted  it,  and  here,  too,  his  labors  were 
crowned  with  great  success.  His  last  pastoral  charge  was  at 
Gallupville,  where,  after  a  pastorate  of  four  years,  he 
retired,  and  took  up  his  residence  in  the  city  of  Albany. 
While  here  he  continued,  as  health  and  opportunity  offered, 
to  preach  the  Gospel  in  vacant  churches,  and  to  aid  his 
brethren  in  the  ministry.  He  was  a  man  of  fair  talents  and 
great  earnestness.  He  was  very  successful  in  evangelistic  work. 
He  died  very  suddenly,  just  after  making  a  prayer  in  the 
rooms  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  of  which  he  was  the  honored  chaplain. 
Rev.  Christian  William  Jacobs  was  born  at  Elden  Gelder- 
land,  Netherlands,  March  33d,  1838,  and  died  at  Passaic, 
N.  J.,  April  18th,  1891.  He  was  educated  for  the  Gospel 
ministry  in  Holland,  and  he  spent  most  of  his  life  in  preach- 
ing the  Gospel  in  his  native  land.  Less  than  two  years  ago, 
in  August,  1889,  in  response  to  a  call  from  the  Holland 
Reformed  Church,  of  Passaic,  he  came  to  this  country  and 
became  pastor  of  the  Monroe  Street  Holland  Church.  He 
was  a  very  able  and  successful  minister,  both  in  Holland 
and  in  this  country.  Although  he  had  been  pastor  of  the 
Monroe  Street  Church  only  about  a  year  and  a  half, 
upwards  of  a  hundred  families  united  with  this  church  by 
letter,  and  nearly  a  hundred  were  received  into  the  full 
communion  of  the  church  on  profession  of  their  faith.  New 
life  was  infused  into  the  church.  The  church  edifice  was 
remodeled,  and  a  fine  parsonage  was  built,  and  everything 
bid  fair  for  great  prosperity  in  church  life,  when  the  pastor, 
apparently  hale  and  hearty,  was  suddenly  taken  with  the 
pneumonia,  and  after  a  few  days  of  intense  suffering,  died. 
Although  the  Rev.  Jacobs  had  lived  but  a  short  time  in  Pas- 
saic, he  was  recognized  as  a  good  and  able  minister  of 
Christ.     He  left  a  widow  and  seven  children,  the  oldest  of 
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whom,  a  young  man  of  twenty-seven,  is  a  student  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 

The  following  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Rev.  Dr.  Zabris- 
kie  was  prepared  by  Rev.  E.  A.  Collier,  D.D.  : 

The  Rev.  Francis  Nicoll  Zabriskie,  D.D.,  of  the  Olassis  of 
New  York,  died  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  on  the  13th  of  May,  in 
the  sixtieth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a  son  of  George 
Zabriskie  and  Susan  V.  C.  Romeyn,  daughter  of  James  V. 
C.  Romeyn,  the  honored  ancestor  of  so  many  honored  min- 
isters of  the  Church.  His  birth-place  was  New  York  city, 
but  in  Hackensack,  N.  J.,  most  of  his  childhood's  happy 
days  were  spent.  New  York  again  becoming  his  parents* 
home,  his  preparatory  studies  in  the  Hackensack  Classical 
School  were  followed  by  a  collegiate  course  in  the  New  York 
University,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1850,  at  the  age  of 
eighteen.  Entering  the  New  Brunswick  Seminary  two  years 
later,  he  completed  his  course  there  in  1855,  and  was  thereupon 
licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  by  the  Classis  of  New  York. 
His  successive  charges  were  Livingston  Church,  New  York 
city,  1856  to  1859.  Second,  Coxsackie,  1859  to  1863.  Ithaca, 
1863  to  1866.  Claverack,  1866  to  1872.  Saybrook,  Conn.,  1872 
to  1876.  Wollaston  Heights,  Mass.,  1876  to  1880.  On  resign- 
ing this  last  charge,  owing  to  impaired  health,  he  devoted 
himself  chiefly  to  literary  work.  For  three  years  he  was  the 
editor-in-chief  of  the  Christiaji  LitelUg^ncer,  and  discharged 
the  burdensome  duties  of  his  position  with  enthusiasm  and 
marked  ability,  although  often  suffering  acutely  from  mal- 
adies to  which  he  had  long  been  subject.  His  "  Old  Colony'* 
papers,  begun  at  Wollaston,  were  a  remarkable  series,  their 
vivacity  and  originality  gaining  for  him  .a  deserved  reputa- 
tion which  caused  him  to  be  sought  as  a  correspondent  and 
contributor  for  many  papers.  His  published  pamphlets  and 
books  are  numerous,  the  most  notable  being,  "  Precious 
Stones,"  "Golden  Fruit,'*  "The  Story  of  a  Soul,"  "The 
Bible,  the  Workman's  Book,"  and  in  his  last  days,  and 
published  while  he  was  prostrate  upon  his  bed,  "  The  Life  of 
Horace  Greeley."  His  exposition  of  the  Bible  lessons,  pub- 
lished in  the  Intelligeticer,  have  been  regarded  by  excellent 
authorities  as  among  the  very  best  that  have  appeared.  His 
preaching  was  simple,  direct,  earnest  and  faithful,  while  it 
was   impossible  for   him  to    be   otherwise  than    strong  in

thought  and  chaste  and  elegant  in  style.  Many  tokens  of 
Divine  blessing  upon  his  ministry  were  vouchsafed  to  him. 
Nearly  every  pastorate  was  marked  by  great  revivals,  in 
which  many  were  converted,  who  have  shown  by  their  subse- 
quent life  that  tlie  work  was  genuine  and  not  superficial  and 
transient.  He  had  a  fine  poetic  taste,  was  a  lover  of  the 
best  literature,  and  revealed  his  wide  acquaintance  with  it 
and  its  refining  influence  in  all  his  writings.  In  every  great 
moral  question  of  the  day,  his  voice,  pen  and  heart  were 
thoroughly  enlisted,  and  always  on  the  side  of  right.  Single- 
hearted  himself,  he  abhorred  all  shams,  but  was  the  ever 
sympathetic  helper  of  every  genuine  work  for  the  moral, 
social  and  religious  uplifting  of  every  community  in  which 
he  lived. 

While  always  bright  and  cheery,  and  with  a  keen  sense  of 
humor,  he  seemed  ever  to  bear  in  his  body  the  marks  of  the- 
Lord  Jesus  ;  and  those  who  knew  him  best  as  a  Christian  and 
a  minister,  knew  how  pervaded  his  whole  life  was  by  a  deep 
spirituality  and  whole-hearted  consecration.  His  memory 
lingered  as  a  lasting  perfume  in  the  congregations  he  served, 
and  he  being  dead  yet  speaketh,  to  many  who  remember  his 
pure  life  and  winsome  character  and  exalted  devotion  to  our 
Divine  Lord.  His  final  sickness,  which  was  but  the  aggra- 
vation of  the  almost  incessant  suffering  of  years,  was  long 
and  painful.  He  endured  it,  as  all  who  knew  his  simple  faith 
and  devout  spirit  might  expect,  with  patience  and  sweet 
submission,  until  on  the  13th  of  May  he  gently  fell  asleep. 
His  burial  place  was  in  Hackensack,  the  home  of  his  child- 
hood. '*  He  rests  from  his  labors  and  his  works  do  follow 
him."'

ARTICLE  XXV. 

PARTICULARIA. 

The  Synod  fixed  the  hours  of  meeting  and  adjournment  as 
follows  :  Of  meetings,  9  a.m.,  2.30  p.m.  and  7.30  p.m.;  and 
of  adjournment,  12  m.  and  5.30  p.m. 

The  Synod  fixed  the  bar  of  the  house.  According  to  ar- 
rangement, and  by  the  courtesy  of  Hon.  James  A.  Bradley, 
the  Synod  held  all  its  business  meetings  in  Educational  Hall, 
the  free  use  of  which  was  placed  at  its  disposal.  All  other 
meetings  were  held  in  the  Reformed  Church. 
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A  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  was  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  Kev.  E.  C.  Scudder,  Rev.  John  S.  Gardner,  E.  G. 
Runk  and  Elder  F.  Van  Driele. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  was  administered  on 
the  second  day  in  the  evening.  The  President  presided  and 
read  the  Liturgy.  Rev.  C.  L.  Wells  offered  prayer,  Rev. 
W.  J.  Skillman  and  Kev.  J.  A.  De  Baun,  made  addresses, 
with  the  distribution  of  the  bread  and  wine.  Elders  John 
Sniteeler,  J.  C.  Benham,  M.D.,  F.  Van  Driele,  Henry 
Camerden,  J.  W.  Champlin,  T.  M.  Hageman,  A.  T. 
Huizinga,  M.  F.  Flikkema. 

The  committee  appointed  last  year  on  procuring  a  denom- 
inational "Church  House,"  presented  their  report,  which 
was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of 
Direction. 

On  Friday  evening,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  on  behalf 
of  Sunday  Schools,  it  was  announced  that  the  Rev.  J. 
Romeyn  Berry,  late  President  of  the  Synod,  who  had 
preached  the  synodical  sermon  on  Wednesday  evening,  and 
joined  in  the  communion  service  on  Thursday  evening,  had 
suddenly  died  at  his  hotel.  The  Synod  was  deeply  affected 
by  the  sad  intelligence.  On  Saturday,  after  a  prayer,  the 
remains  were  followed  to  the  depot  by  a  large  number  of 
members.  A  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Anson  Du  Bois, 
Rev.  C.  I.  Shepard  and  Rev.  J.  N.  Jansen,  was  appointed  to 
represent  the  Synod  at  the  funeral. 

The  following  resolutions,  prepared  by  Professor  Demarest, 
were  unanimously  adopted: 

The  death  of  Rev.  James  Romeyn  Berry  having  been  an- 
nounced to  the  Synod,  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Synod  has  with  great  sorrow 
learned  of  the  death  of  Rev.  James  Romeyn  Berry,  D.D., 
President  of  the  last  General  Synod,  which  occurred  at  the 
Bristol,  Asbury  Park,  in  the  evening  of  Friday,  June  5th, 
1891,  and  do  hereby  express  their  sense  of  the  great  loss 
which  our  Reformed  Church  has  sustained  by  this  afflictive 
dispensation  of  Providence. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
for  all  the  service  rendered  by  His  servant  to  the  church  of 
Ood  during  a  ministry  of  more  than  forty  years ;   that  he 
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was  enabled  to  perform  his  last  service  on  earth  by  preach- 
ing the  synodical  sermon  at  the  opening  of  this  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod,  which  he  did  ably,  earnestly  and  affec- 
tionately, strengthening  our  faith  and  comforting  our 
hearts  thereby  ;  and  that  he  was  permitted  to  sit  with  us  at 
the  table  of  the  Lord  only  a  few  hours  before  he  was  bidden 
to  go  up  higher  and  take  his  seat  at  the  marriage  supper 
of  the  Lamb. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  bow  with  reverent  submission  to  the 
will  of  God,  and  pray  that  the  lesson  may  be  learned  by  us, 
and  deeply  impressed  upon  us  all,  ministers  and  elders,  to 
do  what  our  hands  find  to  do  with  all  our  might. 

Resolved,  4.  That  we  acknowledge  the  kind  Providence 
that  placed  him  during  his  brief  illness  where,  away  from 
home,  he  was  surrounded  by  many  warm  friends  who  gave 
him  their  sympathy  and  prayer,  and  faithful  ministrations. 

Resolved,  5.  That  we  express  to  the  family  of  our  departed 
brother  our  sincere  and  deep  sympathy  with  them  in  their 
time  of  sore  trial,  and  that  we  commend  them  to  the  Judge 
of  the  widow  and  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  praying  that 
the  everlasting  arms  may  be  underneath  and  round  about 
them. 

The  following  Minute  was  adopted  in  reference  to  the  ill- 
ness of  Elder  Peter  S.  Danforth,  which  was  announced  to 
the  Synod: 

The  General  Synod,  Reformed  Church  in  America,  in 
regular  session  convened,  regret  that  the  serious  illness 
of  Elder  Peter  S.  Danforth  prevents  his  attendance  at  our 
meeting,  and  deprives  the  Synod  of  those  valuable  services 
which,  for  so  many  years,  our  brother  has  been  enabled  to 
render.  We  tender  to  him  our  earnest  sympathies,  with  the 
prayer  that  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  may  restore  him 
to  health  and  strength  for  continuous  usefulness. 

The  following  resolutions  were  also  adopted  in  reference  to 
the  death  of  the  wife  of  Rev.  J.  Lansing  Pearse,  intelligence 
of  which  was  conveyed  by  telegram  : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  brother  and  fellow  delegate, 
the  Rev.  J.  Lansing  Pearse,  has  been  suddenly  summoned 
from  our  session  by  the  sad  news  of  the  death  of  his  beloved 
wife, 

Resolved,  That  General   Synod   express  very  sincere  and 
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hearty  sympathy   with   Brother   Pearse  in  this  hour  of  his 
affliction. 

Resolved,  That  we  follow  our  brother  and  his  bereft  family 
with  our  prayers,  trusting  that  the  ever  gracious  Father  will 
sanctify  this  hour  of  affliction,  and  that  He  will,  in  His  own 
way,  minister  the  peace  and  comfort  which  are  the  heritage 
of  all  His  sorrowing  children. 

Austin  Scott,  President  of  Rutgers  College,  visited  the 
Synod,  and  was  received  by  the  President  and  introduced, 
and  made  a  brief  address. 

Professor  Demarest  and  Professor  De  Witt,  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  being  present,  the  Synod  rose  to  receive 
them,  and  the  President  invited  them  to  take  seats  by  his 
side.  Both  Professors  addressed  the  Synod  during  its  sessions. 
Foreign  missionaries,  who  were  present,  were  invited  to 
sit  with  the  Synod,  and  the  same  courtesy  was  extended  to 
local  pastors  and  visiting  clergymen. 

The  following  was  unanimously  adopted  : 
Believing  that  a  religious  denominational  paper,  edited 
with  ability,  and  suited  to  the  present  needs  of  the  Kingdom 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  is  an  important  educator  of  the 
people,  highly  promotive  of  all  the  various  benevolent  and 
educational  interests  of  the  Church,  and  is  eminently  a 
faithful  witness  of  evangelical  truth,  as  held  by  our  Re- 
formed Church  in  America ;  and.  Whereas,  several  years 
have  passed  since  our  General  Synod  has  taken  any  action 
in  reference  to  it,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  heartily  commend  the 
Christian  Intelligencer  as  the  chief  organ  representing  our 
Church,  to  the  fullest  confidence  of  our  people,  hoping  it 
may  find  its  appropriate  place  in  all  of  our  homes. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  stating  that  a  committee  had  been  appointed  by 
that  body  to  invite  the  co-operation  of  the  Reformed 
churches  throughout  the  world,  holding  the  Presbyterian 
system,  in  the  preparation  ''  of  a  short  creed  containing  the 
essential  articles  of  the  Westminster  Confession,  to  be  used 
as  the  common  creed  of  these  churches,  not  as  a  substitute 
for  the  creed  of  any  particular  denomination,  but  to  supple- 
ment it  for  the  common  work  of  the  Church."  The  commu- 
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nication  was  responded  to  by  the  appointment  of  the  follow- 
ing committee,  to  be  called  :

Resolved,  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  Dr.  Ten 
Eyck,  the  Permanent  Clerk,  for  the  extraordinary  care- 
and  pains  taken  by  him  in  the  arrangements  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  members  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  of  1891  hereby  ac- 
knowledge the  courtesy  and  kindness  of  the  pastor  and  Con- 
sistory of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Asbury  Park,  for  the  use 
of  their  church  building,  and  for  the  kind  attention  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Synod.  Our  prayer  is  that  this  church  may 
realize  the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the 
Reformed  Church  for  the  reception  given  to  the  members  of 
General  Synod  and  friends  of  the  Church  in  attendance  upon 
its  sessions,  on  the  evening  of  June  9th. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  acknowledge  the 
kindness  of  Hon.  James  A.  Bradley,  for  the  free  use  of  Edu- 
cational Hall  for  the  sessions  of  the  Synod. 

An  invitation  having  been  received  by  the  Synod  to  hold 
its  next  session  in  the  Reformed  Church  of  Asbury  Park,  and 
also  another  from  the  Reformed  Church  of  Port  Jervis,  to 
meet  in  that  church,  a  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  was 
appointed,  consisting  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Ten  Eyck,  Rev.  Edward 
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J.  Rank  and  Elder  Williamson  Rapalje,  who  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  received  from  the  Consistory  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church,  of  Deer  Park,  a  cordial  invitation 
to  the  German  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  return  heartfelt  thanks 
to  the  pastor  and  Consistory  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church  of  Deer  Park,  for  the  cordial  invitation  given 
to  hold  its  next  regular  session  in  their  church,  and  regret 
that  circumstances  prevent  its  acceptance. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be,  and  are  hereby 
given,  to  the  Reformed  Church,  of  Asbury  Park,  for  their 
invitation,  and  that  the  next  regular  session  of  the  General 
Synod  be  held  in  their  church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Permanent  Clerk  be,  and  hereby  is, 
directed  to  secure  entertainment  at  not  more  than  seven 
houses,  three  of  which  shall  be  chosen  from  those  who  will 
entertain  at  the  lowest  rates. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  will  be  expected,  as  a  matter  of  good  faith 
to  these  houses,  to  select  from  them  the  place  of  their  enter- 
tainment during  its  sessions. 

Resolved,  If  any  of  the  delegates  prefer  to  be  entertained 
at  other  houses,  that  they  pay  their  own  bills  and  present 
them  to  the  Permanent  Clerk  at  the  close  of  the  session,  who 
is  hereby  directed  to  transmit  them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  payment. 
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Resolved,  That  tlie  Treasurer  shall  only  pay  such  bills  as 
are  attested  by  the  Permanent  Clerk.

Theological  Seminary  was  received  and  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission,  India,  was  received 
and  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

The  twenty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  Council  of  Hope 
College  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation, Academies  and  Colleges. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Kev.  W.  W.  Scudder. 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a  resolution  of  sympathy  from 
the  (leneral  Synod  on  account  of  his  severe  illness,  and  his 
ap25ointment  as  Lector  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Arcot. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  W.  A.  Camp- 
bell, of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States,  in 
reference  to  the  Peace  Congress  proposed  last  year. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Rev,  A.  P.  Van  Gieson, 
containing  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie 
in  reference  to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  J.  Romeyn  Berry. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Joachim 
Elmendorf,  accompanied  by  another  from  the  Rev.  H.  H. 
George,  Field  Secretary  of  the  American  Sabbath  Union,  and 
the  Rev.  T.  A.  Fernby,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Philadelphia  Sabbath  Association,  with  resolutions  on  the 
subject  of  the  Sabbath,  which  they  requested  the  Synod  to 
approve, 

A  resolution  asking  the  Synod  to  protest  against  the  open- 
ing of  the  "World's"  Columbian  Exposition  on  the  Sabbath 
day  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Westchester, 

A  memorial  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  on  the 
same  subject  was  received  and  both  were  referred  to  a  special 
committee, 

A  communication  Avas  received  from  the  Presbyterian  His- 
torical Society,  asking  the  co-operation  of  the  General  Synod 
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iu  promotiug  the  objects  of  the  Society,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

A  communication  was  received  from  President  Harrison, 
and  another  from  F.  J.  Morgan,  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs,  acknowledging  with  thanks  the  resolutions  adopted 
by  the  General  Synod  last  year,  assuring  the  government  of 
its  hearty  co-operation  and  support  in  the  work  attempted  by 
this  bureau  for  the  Indian  race. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Rob- 
erts, D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Chambers,  D.D.,  in  behalf  of 
the  Western  branch  of  the  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches 
holding  the  Presbyterian  system,  and  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence. 

A  communication  was  received  from  a  committee  of  the 
General  Association  of  Congregational  Ministers  and  Churches, 
calling  attention  to  the  laws  concerning  wills  and  charitable 
bequests  in  particular,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Overtures. 

An  overture  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents of  the  Xew  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary,  asking  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution  giving  professors  of  theology 
the  right  to  be  members  of  ecclesiastical  bodies,  and  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Overtures. 

An  overture  was  received  from  the  Pastors'  Association,  of 
Xew  York,  on  church  extension,  and  was  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

An  overture  on  the  subject  of  temperance  was  received 
from  the  Classis  of  Westchester,  and  was  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

A  memorial  was  received  from  the  same  Classis  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Heidelberg  catechism,  and  was  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

A  memorial  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Xew  York  in 
relation  to  the  revised  Scriptures,  and  was  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

A  request  was  received  from  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 
Xew  Brunswick  Theological  Seminary  for  an  appropriation  to 
print  an  additional  number  of  catalogues  sufficient  to  supply 
every  minister. 

Applications  were  received  from  several  Classes  for  dispensa- 
tions on  behalf  of  students  of  theology,  or  persons  desiring  to 
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enter  the  ministry,  viz. :  From  the  North  Classis  of  Long 
Island  on  behalf  of  ^Ir.  L.  Jacobs  ;  from  the  same  Classis  on 
behalf  of  Howard  Ennis  ;  from  the  Classis  of  New  Bruns- 
wick on  behalf  of  Frederick  K.  Schild  ;  from  the  Classis  of 
Bergen  on  behalf  of  James  T.  "Watson  ;  from  the  Classis  of 
Iowa  on  behalf  of  I?.  Vander  Kam  ;  from  the  Classis  of 
Poughkeopsie  on  behalf  of  Charles  Maar ;  from  the  South 
Classis  of  Long  Island  on  behalf  of  John  Ficken. 

Reports  from  corresponding  delegates  to  various  bodies 
were  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence. 

The  resignation  of  Stephen  H.  Wheeler  as  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Seminary  Grounds  and  Property 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
fessorate. 

A  memorial  from  the  Boards  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Missions,  in  reference  to  a  medium  for  the  publication  of 
intelligence  concerning  the  Boards,  was  received  and  referred 
to  a  committee. 

Returns  were  received  from  the  Classes  furnishing  their 
action  on  the  subject  of  Federal  Union.  These  were  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  together  with  all  papers  pertaining  to 
that  subject. 

A  memorial  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Holland  on 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  Federal  Union,  and  was  referred 
to  the  same  special  committee. 

Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  to  fill  the 
vacancies  in  the  Boards  of  Superintendents,  and  were  referred 
to  the  appropriate  committees. 

The  ninth  annual  report  of  the  North  Western  Classical 
Academy  at  Orange  City  M-as  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education,  etc. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

BOARD    OF    DIRECTIOX    OF   THE    CORPORATIOX. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tion, with  the  accompanying  documents,  and  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction. 

The  papers  relating  to  the  Widows'  Fund  and  the  Disabled 
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Ministers'  Fund  were  referred  to  the  committees  on  those 
funds. 

REPOPwT  OF  thp:  board  of  direction. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America: 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  submit  the  following, 
in  addition  to  the  Treasurer's  report  : 

At  the  last  General  Synod,  Mr.  Garret  Van  Xostrand  was 
re-elected  to  a  second  term  of  five  years  as  a  member  of  this 
Board.  His  death,  within  a  week  thereafter,  took  from  it 
and  the  Church  one  whose  integrity,  sound  judgment,  busi- 
ness ability  and  faithful  discharge  of  every  duty  committed  to 
him,  made  his  services  of  the  greatest  value.  In  and  through 
this  Board  he  had  for  fiveyearsgiven  to  the  Church  freely  of 
his  time,  labor  and  strength;  since,  however,  it  now  devolved 
upon  the  Board  to  fill  his  place,  in  the  interim  of  Synod, 
this  was  done  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Theodore  Sturges,  of 
Brooklyn  ;  but,  as  the  statute  on  the  subject  admits  of  a 
doubt,  the  Board  would  request  that  this  election  may  be 
confirmed  by  the  Synod  itself  as  for  the  full  term  to  which 
Mr.  Van  Nostrand  had  been  elected. 

By  the  Synod  of  1891  the  Board  was  ''authorized  and 
directed  "  to  take  the  requisite  legal  steps  to  modify  a  con- 
tract made  in  le64:  with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College. 
This  contract  transferred  to  the  College  certain  buildings 
and  property  for  an  almost  nominal  sum,  on  condition  that 
the  President  and  three-fourths  of  the  Trustees  should  al- 
ways be  members  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church.  On 
application  of  the  Trustees,  the  latter  part  was  changed  by 
the  Synod  to  two-thirds. 

For  legal  advice  or  assistance  in  the  matter  the  Board  had 
no  money ;  but  it  appeared  to  themselves  that  if  such  a 
change  was  not  in  itself  a  vitiation  of  the  original  condition 
and  consideration  for  the  property,  and  the  purpose  and  de- 
sign for  which  it  was  made,  it  certainly  would  be,  should 
the  number  at  anytime  hereafter  go  lower — say,  to  one-half 
of  the  Trustees  :  and  that  the  interests  of  the  Synod  needed 
guarding  at  that  point.  Happily  the  high  character  of  the 
College  Committee  and  its  Counsel  enabled  the  Board  to 
arrange  the  agreement  satisfactorily,  with  this  idea  in  view. 
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The  modification  has,  therefore,  been  made  as  "directed" 
by  Synod.  The  last  Synod,  also,  by  resolution  (Minutes, 
p.  285)  "directed"  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod  to  pay 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Seminary  Grounds  two  sev- 
eral sums  towards  the  building  of  a  house  for  the  Librarian 
of  the  Gardner  A.  Sage  Library.  The  first  amount,  viz., 
$2,405.49,  balance  of  the  Sage  Special  Fund  for  completing 
the  Library  building,  has  been  paid,  as  directed,  upon  drafts 
of  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Grounds  and  Buildings.  As 
to  the  second  item,  viz.,  loan  of  82,600,  a  payment  has  been 
made  on  account  of  it  upon  draft  of  the  aforesaid  com- 
mittee. 

The  Board  was,  likewise,  "authorized"  and  "directed" 
by  the  last  Synod  to  purchase  a  church  house  in  New  York, 
at  a  cost  limit  of  -¥100,000. 

Had  so  great  a  sum  proved  necessary,  the  Board  must 
have  declined  the  responsibility  ;  since  it  would  have  entailed 
upon  the  different  Boards  too  heavy  a  rental  charge,  and  any 
mistake  in  location  or  in  the  real  value  of  the  property 
would  have  been  laid  to  the  Board,  not  to  the  Synod  which 
ordered  it.  Members  of  the  Board,  however,  examined  fif- 
teen or  twenty  houses,  some  of  them  suitable  except  as  to 
price.  The  relations  of  one  member  (Mr.  Sturges)  to  the 
family  which  owned  it,  finally  enabled  the  Board  to  pur- 
chase the  property  No.  25  East  Twenty-second  Street,  and 
now  known  as  the  "'  Reformed  Church  Building,"  on  exceed- 
ingly favorable  terms,  viz.,  at  860,600. 

The  necessary  addition  of  a  rear  extension,  and  which 
includes  a  ministers"  meeting  room,  has  since  increased  the 
cost  price  to  about  $67,000. 

It  is  proper  to  say,  and  with  appreciation  of  the  fact,  that, 
through  the  agency  of  Mr.  John  S.  Bussing,  the  new  minis- 
ters' room  has  been  furnished  entirely  from  the  contributions 
of  several  laymen  of  the  Church.  The  Board,  also,  has  the 
pleasure  of  mentioning  that,  as  a  token  of  personal  interest 
in  the  object,  Mr.  J.  R.  Planten,  the  Consul-General  of  the 
Netherlands,  has  presented  two  handsome  photographs  of 
the  famous  and  venerable  Church  of  Delftshaven,  and  framed 
in  wood  taken  from  the  same.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
above,  the  Board  of  Direction  has,  during  the  year,  carried 
out  in  full  every  direction  of  General  Synod.     It  may  now 
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be  permitted — as,  indeed,  seems  to  be  its  duty — to  append 
some  suggestions  concerning  the  funds  and  matters  relating 
thereto. 

It  is,  probably,  not  generally  understood  that  the  Synod 
has  of  its  own  but  two  funds,  of  very  limited  dimensions  ; 
viz.,  as  the  Annual  Digest  shows.  The  Permanent  Contin- 
gent Fund  of  85,000  and  The  Temporary  Contingent  Fund 
of  about  $1,800.  The  rest  of  its  income  for  expenditure 
being  derived  from  assessments  upon  the  Classes. 

The  others  are  trust  funds  for  specific  purposes.  These 
which  are  (in  the  aggregate)  of  large  amount,  have  been  com- 
mitted by  the  Synod  to  its  Board  of  Corporation,  with  all 
other  such  interests,  to  be  by  them  managed  and  invested 
to  the  best  advantage  they  can  for  the  specific  purposes 
indicated. 

Therefore,  the  Board  would  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions  for  the  consideration  of  Synod  : 

First,  by  resolution  of  Synod,  its  Contingent  Fund  is  pay- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifty  (8150)  dollars  a  year  towards  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Western  Seminary. 

Second,  if  bills  of  a  considerable  amount  are  sent  down 
with  directions  to  pay,  or  which  must  be  paid,  as  they  have 
been  in  several  instances,  the  Contingent  Fund  must  speedily 
be  exhciusted  on  the  amount  assessed  upon  the  Classes. 

Third,  as  the  resolutions  of  Synod  not  seldom  contain  the 
words  "or  from  any  uninvested  funds";  it  is  proper  to 
say  that  the  Board  has  really  no  uninvested  funds  ;  funds 
temporarily  in  bank  being,  usually,  the  principal  or  interest 
of  specific  funds  which  must  suffer  if  diverted  to  other  pur- 
poses. 

Therefore,  ''uninvested  funds"  should  not  be  regarded 
as  a  ready  resort,  an  income  at  the  disposal  of  Synod,  to 
meet  deficiency  elsewhere. 

And,  fourth,  the  Board  would  submit  that,  when  used  in 
resolutions  of  Synod,  the  word  "directed  "  is  usually  looked 
upon  as  being,  and  is  usually  meant  to  be,  mandatory  upon 
the  Board,  without  discretion  in  the  premises. 

Nevertheless,  it  certainly  is  the  duty  of  the  Board,  as 
faithful  Trustees  of  large  and  varied  interests,  involving 
contracts,  bequests  and  the  like,  to  examine  for  themselves 
all  matters  relatins:  thereto. 
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Tliis,  in  fact,  they  lire  accustomed  to  do — lidding  many 
meetings,  employing  counsel  if  necessary,  and  even  taking 
journeys,  as  the  business  in  hand  may  require.  But  from 
what  has  thus  been  briefly  said,  it  may  be  seen  by  Synod  to 
what  unpleasantness  the  Board  may  be  (is  sometimes)  sub- 
jected, through  the  understanding  of  others  that  a  resolu- 
tion of  Synod  in  this  form  is  peremptory.  Certainly,  bills 
or  matters  of  which  they  have  no  knowledge,  except  through 
the  Minutes  or  the  bills  themselves,  but  which  affect  inter- 
ests within  their  charge,  should  not  come  to  the  Board  as  a 
mandamus,  not  to  comply  with  which  is  to  disobey  Synod. 

In  this  connection  it  has  occurred  to  the  Board  to  suggest 
for  consideration  the  following:  The  financial  concerns  in 
the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  which  represents  the 
Synod  itself,  are  now  very  large — as  the  Annual  Digest  may 
show.  Resolutions  whicli  affect  them  come,  not  from  the 
Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  alone,  but  from  other 
committees  ;  they  sometimes  come  from  individuals.  They 
may  relate  to  very  different  matters,  East  and  West.  It  is 
not  to  be  asked,  nor  expected,  that  a  member  of  the  Beard 
shall  a'iways  be  elected  to  Synod.  Kor  can  one  be  expected 
to  go  and  sit,  as  an  outsider,  watching  what  may  come  up 
casually  here  and  there.  It  is,  therefore,  submitted,  as  a 
question  entirely  within  the  judgment  of  Synod,  whether, 
in  default  of  a  member  of  the  Board,  as  otherwise  a  member 
of  Synod,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  attend,  the  financial 
interests  of  Synod,  large  and  various  as  they  are,  do  not  war- 
rant to  the  Board  the  privilege  of  having  a  member,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  Synod.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OX  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTION. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  presented  their 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction  respectfully 
report  that  the  following  papers  have  been  referred  to 
them  : 

Annual  Eeport  of  the  Board  of  Direction  ;  Treasurer's  An- 
nual Account ;  Annual  Digest ;  List  of  Securities  belonging 
to  General  Synod  ;  Balance  Sheet ;  List  of  Endowed  Scholar- 
ships, etc.,  in  the  Theological  Seminary ;  Education  Fund 
Account ;  Education  Fund  Income  Account ;  Parochial 
School  Fund  Account ;  Hope  College  Endowment  Fund  Ac- 
count ;  Hope  College  Income  Account ;  Expense  Account ; 
Estimate  of  Expenses  for  the  current  year  ;  Van  Bunschooten 
Fund  Account ;  Knox  Fund  Account ;  and  also  a  communi- 
cation and  resolution  from  a  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
Hope  College  and  the  Board  of  SujDerintendents  of  the 
Western  Theological  Seminary. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  it  will 
be  seen  that  every  direction  of  the  last  General  Synod  to  said 
Board  has  been  fully  carried  out. 

Among  other  matters  consummated  was  the  purchase  of 
a  church  house  in  New  York  City.  The  Board  was  author- 
ized to  expend  $100,000  on  this  object.  Such  a  building  was 
secured  and  is  now  occupied  and  known  as  "  The  Eeformed 
Church  Building,"  at  No.  25  East  Twenty-second  Street. 
It  is  complete  in  all  its  apj)ointments,  and  fully  accommo- 
dates the  different  Boards,  besides  affording  rooms  for  the 
Women's  Missionary  Boards. 

An  addition  has  been  made  which  includes  a  fine  apart- 
ment for  a  ministers'  meeting  room,  the  furniture  of  which 
has  been  provided  at  private  expense  through  the  efforts  of 
Elder  John  S.  Bussing.  The  total  cost  of  the  building  when 
complete  will.be  about  167,000. 

The  attention  of  General  Synod  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
only  two  funds  exist  the  income  whereof  is  applicable  towards 
paying  its  expenses,  viz. :  The  Permanent  Contingent  Fund, 
$5,000,  and  the  Temporary  Contingent  Fund,  $1,800.  The 
income  from  these  sources  will  average  about  $340  per  annum. 
The  amount  necessary  (in  addition  to  this  income)  to  meet 
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the  bills  ordered  paid  by  the  General  Synod  must  come  from 
assessments  on  the  Classes,  and  this  year  six  of  the  Classes 
are  in  arrears  to  the  extent  of  1477.13. 

All  other  funds  than  those  named  committed  to  the  care 
of  the  Board  of  Direction  are  Trust  Funds,  the  income  of 
Avhich  cannot  be  diverted  from  the  specific  objects  named  by 
the  donors  of  such  funds. 

The  General  Synod  should,  therefore,  be  careful  how  it  di- 
rects or  requests  the  payment  of  extraordinary  bills,  other 
than  those  provided  for  in  the  estimate  of  its  Treasurer. 

It  is  suggested  that  any  committee  hereafter  contemplat- 
ing to  ask  General  Synod  for  the  payment  of  bills  not  included 
in  the  Treasurer's  statement,  should  confer  with  members  of 
the  Board  of  Direction,  or  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of 
Direction,  to  the  end  that  information  may  be  afforded  as 
to  the  proper  provision  for  the  payment  of  such  bills,  and  this 
suggestion  is  made  applicable  to  any  individual  member  of 
General  Synod  j^roposing,  by  resolution  or  motion,  the  pay- 
ment of  such  bills. 

Although  the  Board  refers  in  its  report  to  additions  to  its 
funds  of  $51,462.07,  yet  it  must  be  observed  that  the  income 
of  the  same  must  be  expended  for  specific  objects,  and  no 
portion  can  be  diverted  by  General  Synod  to  its  own  uses. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  action,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  the  deficiency  estimated  by  the  Board  of 
Direction  for  the  coming  year  be  jarovided  for  as  follows,  viz. : 
The  sum  of  $697.71  by  apportionment  upon  the  income  of  the 
same  funds,  and  in  the  same  manner  of  the  payment  of  the 
salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  providing,  how- 
ever, that  no  fund  be  drawn  upon  which  has  been  designated 
by  donors  for  specific  objects,  and  that  the  sum  of  $2,230  be 
apportioned  among  the  several  Classes  and  collected  from 
them,  together  with  whatever  deficiency  the  Board  may  be 
unable  to  provide  from  the  funds  in  their  possession. 

liesolved,  That  the  salaries  of  Professors  Woodbridge, 
Demarest  and  DeWitt,  and  the  successor  of  the  latter,  for 
the  present  year,  be  $2,500  each,  payable  quarterly,  with  a 
residence. 

Resolved,  That  John  Van  Nest  be  and  he  is  hereby  elected 
Treasurer  of  General  Synod  for  one  year. 
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Resolved,  That  Theodore  Sturges  be  and  he  is  hereby  elected 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direction  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Garret  Van  Xostrand. 

The  term  of  office  of  William  H.  Jackson  expiring  this 
year,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  William  H.  Jackson  be  and  he  is  hereby 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direction  for  five  years. 

Resolved,  That  William  H.  Jackson  be  and  he  is  hereby 
elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Direction  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  be  and 
they  are  hereby  given  to  the  Board  of  Direction  for  having 
so  satisfactorily  and  economically  accomplished  the  work  given 
them  to  do  in  purchasing  the  building  in  New  York  City, 
now  known  as  the  Keformed  Church  Building,  and  also  to 
Elder  John  S.  Bussing  and  others  for  furnishing  the  minis- 
ters' room  without  expense  to  the  treasury  of  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  requested  to  ap- 
point one  from  their  number  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  in  order  that  information  may  be  officially  ob- 
tained as  to  matters  affecting  the  financial  interests  of  the 
Church,  and  that  the  necessary  expenses  of  such  member 
(when  not  a  member  of  General  Synod)  shall  be  reimbursed 
him  by  said  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  requested  to 
inaugurate  a  formal  opening  of  The  Eeformed  Church  Build- 
ing, and  that  they  appoint  the  time  and  attend  to  the  details 
in  such  matter. 

A  communication  and  resolution  from  a  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  Hope  College  and  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  requests  General  Synod 
to  ask  the  Board  of  Direction  to  consider  the  matter  of 
investing  in  Western  securities  funds  held  by  the  Board  for 
the  benefit  of  our  Western  institutions,  with  a  view  to  obtain 
a  greater  rate  of  interest. 

Your  Committee  rej^ort  that  it  is  their  judgment  that  the 
judicious  investment  of  said  funds  can  be  safely  left  to  the 
care  and  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  all  of  whose 
investments  seem  to  produce  as  large  a  rate  of  interest  as  can 
be  reasonably  expected,  consistent  with  absolute  safety  of  the 
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funds;  but  this  Committee  recommend  the  consideration  of 
this  matter  by  the  Board  of  Direction.

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate  and  Theo- 
logical Seminaries. 

ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   THE    BOARD    OF   SUPERINTENDENTS  OF 
THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Semin- 
ary at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  met  in  James  Suydam  Hall, 
Wednesday,  May  18,  1893,  and  remained  in  session  nntil 
Thursday  evening.  May  19,  1892.  In  the  absence  of  the 
President,  the  Board  was  called  to  order  by  the  Stated  Clerk, 
Rev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  E.  B.  Coe,  D.D.,  was 
elected  temporary  chairman.  At  the  regular  election.  Rev. 
W.  W.  Knox  was  made  president  of  the  Board,  and  Rev. 
C.  K.  Clearwater,  clerk  pro-tem.

The  Faculty  presented  a  report  upon  the  Seminary  during 
the  past  year;  they  also  met  the  Board  on  Thursday  morning 
for  conference. 

The  Rev.  A.  J.  Gordon,  D.D.,  of  Boston,  delivered  the 
Graves  lectures  on  missions  during  the  past  seminary  year. 
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Prof.  E.  L.  Barbour,  of  Rutgers  College,  has  given  instruc- 
tion in  elocution  to  the  benefit  and  satisfaction  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

The  Faculty  expressed  tlieir  desire  to  be  relieved  from  the 
necessity  of  securing  funds  to  carry  on  this  instruction  and 
the  following  was  adopted  by  the  Board: 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  the  faculty  be  acceded  to,  and 
that  the  General  Synod  is  hereby  requested  to  appropriate 
from  such  funds  as  are  available  for  the  purpose  1400,  to  be 
used  next  year. 

The  following  overture  was  proposed  to  be  sent  to  the  next 
General  Synod: 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  beg  most  respectfully 
to  overture  the  General  Synod  in  regard  to  the  following 
matters,  which  the  Board  considers  to  be  of  very  great  imjoor- 
tance :  To  amend  the  Constitution,  Article  III.  Section  4, 
by  striking  out  the  following  clause,  ''or  sit  as  a  member  of 
any  ecclesiastical  assembly  or  judicatory,"  and  that  other 
sections  of  the  Constitution  be  harmonized  therewith. 

This  was  adopted  with  one  dissenting  vote. 

The  following  overture  was  also  adopted  : 

That  in  the  case  of  the  temporary  disability  of  any  pro- 
fessor the  faculty  shall  be  authorized  to  make  tlie  necessary 
provision  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  chair,  and 
shall  report  regarding  such  matter  to  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents. But  in  case  of  permanent  disability  or  death,  the 
rule  embodied  in  the  plan  of  the  Seminary  shall  be  followed. 

This  was  unanimously  adopted. 

During  the  past  year  Professor  De  Witt  has  suffered  very 
greatly  from  illness,  and  his  place  has,  for  the  larger  jDortion 
of  the  time  since  January,  been  filled  by  Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin, 
D.  D.     The  following  was,  therefore,  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  be  requested  to  pay  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Corwin  $500,  for  his  services  in  Dr.  De  Witt's  de- 
partment, out  of  the  income  of  the  Angelina  Silvernail  Fund, 
or  from  any  other  funds  available  for  the  purpose. 

The  Rev.  W.  W.  Knox  was  appointed  to  deliver  the  address 
to  the  students  next  year  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and  the 
Rev.  George  D.  Hulst  his  secmidus. 

The  closing  exercises  were  held  on  Thursday  evening  in 
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the  First  Eeformed  Church.  Addresses  were  delivered  hy 
Messrs.  De  Witt,  Seibcrt  and  Zwemer. 

The  professorial  certificates  were  presented  to  the  gradu- 
ating students  by  Professor  Mahon. 

The  students  were  addressed  on  behalf  of  the  Board  by 
Rev.  J.  A.  De  Baun. 

After  the  conclusion  of  its  business,  the  minutes  of  the 
Board  were  read  and  approved,  and  the  Board  adjourned  with 
prayer  by  the  President.

Madanapalle,  India,  Feb.  2-4th,  1891.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — By  direction  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission, 
I  send  you  the  following  report  of  its  proceedings  for  the 
year  1891-2  for  submission  to  General  Synod. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  met  at  Palmaner,  December 
16th,  1891,  at  8:20  a.  m.,  for  the  examination  of  the  students, 
in  the  lecture  hall  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  Present: 
Revs.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  J.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  John 
Scudder,  M.  D.,  Jacob  Chamberlain  and  Elder  Isaac  Henry. 
The  session  continued  until  the  evening  of  Thursday,  De- 
cember 17th. 

The  Catechist's  class,  special  course,  was  examined  for 
graduation.  This  class  consists  of  John  Abraham  from 
Sekadu,  Yesadian  Israel  from  Tindivanam,  K.  Nathaniel 
Gideon  from  Katpadi,  Periubam  Arivanandam  from  Arcot, 
and  Lazarus  Marian  from  Madanapalle.  They  were  examined 
during  the  two  days'  sessions  in  the  following  studies  :  Sys- 
tematic Theology,  second  half  ;  Church  History,  second  half; 
Church  Government,  second  half  ;  Pastoral  Theology,  Homil- 
etics,  Sermonizing. 

The  senior  class,  in  the  full  four  years'  course,  was  also  ex- 
amined for  graduation.  .  This  class  consists  of  Erskine  Tava- 
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mani,  John  Yesuratuam,  Subbariiyan  Sautosham,  Samuel 
Paul  Aiydvu,  Joshua  Shelvam,  Shadrach  Chellam  and  Elia 
M.  Xathaniel. 

They  were  examined  in  the  following  subjects  :  Exposition 
of  Prophecy ;  Biblical  Antiquities  (in  English)  ;  Pastoral 
Theology,  second  half ;  Church  Government ;  Heidelberg 
Catechism,  last  part ;  Moral  Philosophy,  last  part ;  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Reformed  Church ;  the  Test  of  Religions, 
last  half ;  Sanskrit  Grammar ;  Sanskrit  Mata  Pariksha  and 
St.  Luke's  Gospel;  Telugu  Grammar;  Telugu  Paucha  Tau- 
tra,  and  Sermonizing.  They  had  completed  Systematic  The- 
ology last  year. 

The  upper  middle  class  consists  of  Sourimuttu  Vedandy- 
akam  and  Nathaniel  Jotiniiyakam.  They  were  examined  in 
the  following  subjects :  Biblical  Antiquities  (in  English) ; 
Exposition  of  Prophecy ;  Natural  Theology,  last  part ;  Moral 
Philosophy,  first  part ;  Homiletics,  last  part ;  Heidelberg 
Catechism,  third  part ;  Church  History,  last  half ;  Church 
Government,  first  half ;  Test  of  Religions,  first  half ;  Sans- 
krit Grammar,  second  part ;  Sanskrit  Mata  Pariksha  and  St. 
Luke's  Gospel ;  Telugu  Grammar  and  Reading. 

The  junior  class  consists  of  Meshach  Peter,  Jonas  Moses 
Sundaram  and  John  Wilkins.  They  were  examined  in  the 
following  subjects :  Biblical  Antiquities  (in  English);  Expo- 
sition of  Prophecy ;  Kurtz  Sacred  History,  Part  I ;  Natural 
Theology,  first  part ;  Heidelberg  Catechism,  first  part ;  Paley's 
Evidences ;  Sanskrit,  first  book ;  Telugu  Grammar  and 
Reading. 

Each  member  of  the  senior  class  and  Catechist's  class  at 
the  close  preached  a  trial  sermon  before  the  Board,  two  of 
the  seniors  preaching  in  Telugu,  all  the  others  in  Tamil. 

The  Board,  in  executive  session,  voted  that  the  examina- 
tion of  each  member  of  the  Catechist's  class  be  sustained,  and 
that  each  be  granted  the  certificate  for  having  completed  the 
special  two  years'  course. 

The  examination  of  each  member  of  the  senior  class  was 
sustained,  and  each  was  recommended  for  the  professorial 
certificate  for  having  comj^leted  the  full  four  years'  course. 
It  was  voted  that  each  member  of  the  upper  middle  class  be 
promoted  to  the  senior  class  and  each  junior  to  the  lower 
middle  class. 
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At  5  P.  M.  of  the  second  day  the  Board  met  the  students- 
and  announced  the  result  of  the  examination,  and  the  certifi- 
cates, as  voted,  were  presented  to  the  two  graduating  classes 
by  Professor  Scudder,  who,  by  appointment  of  the  Board, 
made  a  feeling  farewell  address  to  the  graduates  in  English. 
Rev.  Dr.  J.  W.  Scudder  made  a  brief  address  to  them  in 
Tamil  and  Rev.  J.  Chamberlain  made  one  in  Telugu. 

The  Board  met  again  in  Arni,  February  9th,  1892.  All  the 
members  were  present.  A  communication  was  received  from 
the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Classis  of  Arcot  stating  that  the  term 
of  service  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Scudder,  D.  D.,  having  expired,  he 
had  been  re-elected,  and  that  the  seat  of  one  of  the  elder 
members  having  been  vacated  on  Elder  John  Souris  being 
ordained  to  the  ministry.  Elder  Silas  Burder,  of  the  Mad- 
anapalle  Church,  had  been  elected  to  serve  out  his  unex- 
pired term.  These  brethren  were  present  and  took  their 
seats. 

The  following  persons,  after  examination,  were  admitted 
into  the  junior  class  of  the  Theological  Seminary  for  the  full 
four  years'  course,  viz, : 

Cephas  Whitehead,  of  Arni ;  Benjamin  Thomas,  of  Wala- 
japet ;  David  Muni,  of  Vellore ;  Cornelius  Simeon,  Aaron 
Jebamani,  Jacob  Solomon,  John  Daniel. 

The  first  three  have  been  engaged  already  several  years  in 
mission  work,  but  very  much  desire  and  are  considered 
worthy  of  further  training.  The  last  four  left  the  Arcot 
Academy  at  the  close  of  1891. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  with  prayer,  to  meet  at  Pal- 
maner  in  December,  for  the  annual  examination  of  the 
students.

REPORT    OF    BOARD    OF    SUPERINTENDENTS    OF  THE   THEOLOG- 
ICAL   SEMINARY   AT   NEW   BRUNSWICK. 

As  this  report  will  be  printed  in  full  in  the  minutes  of 
Synod,  it  seems  unnecessary  to  repeat  its  details  here,  except 
so  far  as  they  call  for  action  by  General  Synod.  Forty  stu- 
dents have  been  in  attendance  during  the  year,  and  twelve 
have  been  recommended  by  the  board  for  professorial  certifi- 
cates and  have  received  them.  The  state  of  the  Seminary 
seems  to  have  been  satisfactory. 

Four  overtures  from  the  board  are  embodied  in  this  report. 
One  of  these,  referring  to  a  change  in  the  constitution,  has 
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been  placed  in  the  hands  of  another  committee  and  needs  no 
recommendation  from  us. 

The  second  asks  that,  in  case  of  the  temporary  disability  of 
any  j^rofessor  at  New  Brunswick,  the  faculty  shall  be  author- 
ized by  Synod  to  provide  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  chair,  reporting  such  arrrangement  to  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents. But  in  case  of  any  permanent. disability,  the 
rule  embodied  in  the  ''Plan  of  the  Seminary"  shall  be 
followed. 

This  is  the  unanimous  wish  of  the  board.  It  seems  to 
your  committee  the  simplest  and  most  pnicticable  provision 
to  meet  such  exigencies,  and  we  recommend  that  the  request 
be  granted. 

The  third  overtures  General  Synod  to  pay  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Corwin  the  sum  of  $500  for  his  services  in  the  chair  of  Hellen- 
istic Greek  and  New  Testament  Exegesis  during  the  illness- 
and  absence  of  Professor  De  Witt,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
income  of  the  Angelina  Silvernail  or  any  other  available 
funds. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted. 

The  fourth  asks  that  the  faculty  be  relieved,  at  their  own 
request,  from  the  duty  of  securing  funds  each  year  for  special 
instruction  in  elocution,  and  that  Synod  appropriate  $400 
for  that  purpose  this  coming  year  from  such  funds  as  may  be 
available. 

We  highly  appreciate  the  importance  of  proper  elocution- 
ary instruction  in  our  Seminaries,  and,  as  we  understand  that 
there  are  funds  from  the  income  of  the  Angelina  Silvernail 
legacy  which  are  available  for  the  uses  of  the  Seminary,  we 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  appropriated  as  desired, 
thus  relieving  the  faculty  from  a  responsibility  which  need, 
no  longer  be  exacted  from  them. 

Finall}',  we  recommend  that  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be 
extended  again  to  the  Hon.  N.  F.  Graves  for  his  continuance 
of  the  courses  of  lectures  on  missions.

THE    WESTEKN   THEOLOGICAL   SEMINAEY, 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary  met  in  regular  session  at  Holland,  Mich.,  on  Tues- 
day, April  26th,  1892, 

There  were  present  nine  members.  Two  Classes  were  not 
represented. 

Six  students  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  past  year. 
The  examinations  were  carefully  and  constitutionally  con- 
ducted and  unanimously  sustained. 

Special  and  commendatory  mention  is  made  in  the  report 
■of  the  Board  of  the  work  of  the  Faculty,  and  also  of  the  pre- 
liminary instruction  in  the  elements  of  the  Hebrew  language, 
by  Professor  Beardslee,  of  eight  young  men  in  the  senior  class 
of  Hope  College  who  expect  to  study  for  the  ministry. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  to  be  elected, 
"having  been  nominated  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
Brunswick  :  Rev.  Dr.  Anson  Du  Bois,  full  term.  Particular 
iSynod  of  Chicago  nominates  Revs.  P.  Moerdyke,  M.  Kolyn, 
A.  Buursma  and  J.  Van  Houte,  all  for  full  term.  From 
Olassis  of  Illinois:  Rev.  T.Walker  Jones  in  place  of  Rev,  J.  S. 
Joralmon,  excused,  and  N.  D.  Williamson  in  place  of  A.  P. 
Peeke,  from  Classis  of  Michigan. 
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lu  view  of  the  insufficient  endowment  of  the  Western 
Theological  Seminary,  we  desire  to  impress  upon  the  Church 
the  immediate  need  of  the  Seminary's  enlarged  equipment  in 
the  direction  of  funds. 

The  two  professors  of  the  institution  are  doing  admirable 
work,  and  deserve  to  be  heartily  sustained,  not  only  by  the 
sympathy  and  prayers  of  the  Church,  but  by  a  pro2)er  main- 
tenance. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  inquire  if  the  time  has  not 
come  for  the  modification  of  the  monetary  consideration  re- 
quired by  the  Synod  of  1888,  that  prevents  the  installation 
of  the  Eev.  Prof.  Beardslee. 

As  it  appears  that  but  a  small  part  of  the  endowment  re- 
mains to  be  raised,  and  as  three  months  will  elapse  before  the 
Seminary  opens  in  the  fall,  your  Committee  do  not  see  why 
the  desire  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  for  an  immediate 
installation  of  Dr.  Beardslee  cannot  be  carried  out  without 
any  change  in  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Synod  of  1888. 
We,  therefore,  offer  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  in  expectation  of  the  speedy  completion  of 
the  endowment  during  the  present  year,  new  arrangements 
be  made  for  the  installation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  W.  Beardslee 
immediately  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  1888; 
that  the  President  of  Synod  preside  and  preach  the  sermon, 
with  the  Vice-President  as  his  alternate ;  that  the  charge  to 
the  professor  be  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Peter  Moerdyke,  with 
the  Rev.  Egbert  Winter  as  his  secundus,  the  new  professor 
then  to  deliver  his  inaugural  address. 

THEOLOGICAL   SEMINARY    IN   THE    ARGOT   MISSION. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Arcot  Mission  met  at 
Palmaner,  India,  December  16th,  1891,  for  the  examination 
of  students. 

The  twelve  students  of  the  three  classes,  and  the  five  stu- 
dents of  the  Catechist's  class  passed  excellent  examinations. 

Seven  students  have  been  admitted  to  the  junior  class  to 
pursue  the  full  four  years'  course. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Seminary,  it  is  doing  a  work 
of  inestimable  value  in  thoroughly  training  and  insjDiring  a 
native  ministry. 
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It  is  multiplying  tlie  number  of  the  heralds  of  salvation 
and  hastening  the  day  when  our  Master's  Kingdom  shall 
triumph  in  India. 

There  is  no  more  impressive  interest  on  earth  than  a  school 
of  the  prophets  in  the  very  heart  of  heathenism. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Eesolved,  That  we  recommend  that  the  request  of  the  North 
Classis  of  Long  Island,  for  a  dispensation  in  the  case  of  Howard 
W.  Enuis,  be  granted,  and  that  he  be  released  from  the  consti- 
tutional requirement  of  presenting  a  professorial  certificate 
from  one  of  our  Seminaries. 

Eesolved,  That  we  recommend  that  the  request  of  the 
North  Classis  of  Long  Island,  for  a  dispensation  for  Mr.  L. 
Jacobs,  be  not  granted. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  the  request  of  the 
Classis  of  New  Brunswick  for  a  dispensation  from  the  senior 
year  of  the  college  course  be  granted  to  Frederick  K.  Schild,  as 
he  expects  to  receive  assistance  from  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Classis  of  Bergen  requests  a  dispensation  in  favor  of 
Jas.  T.  Watson,  relieving  him  from  the  necessity  of  a  collegi- 
ate course.  As  the  Board  of  Superintendents  are  the  proper 
and  constitutional  judges  of  Mr.  Watson's  literary  qualifica- 
tions for  entering  the  Seminary,  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
that  his  proper  course  is  to  present  himself  to  that  Board,  and 
that  he  have  leave  to  withdraw  his  application  for  a  needless 
dispensation. 

An  application  from  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie  desiring  a 
dispensation  from  presenting  the  usual  professorial  certificate 
be  granted  to  Chas.  Maar,  who  had  taken  the  first  year  at 
New  Brunswick,  but  has  been  engaged  in  supplying  one  of 
our  churches,  near  Auburn  Theological  Seminary,  and  has 
completed  his  course  in  that  institution,  instead  of  at  New 
Brunswick.     We  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted. 

A  request  from  the  Classis  of  Iowa  for  a  dispensation  for 
P.  Van  Der  Kam  from  the  study  of  Greek  and  Hebrew,  with 
a  view  to  his  immediate  ordination,  was  examined,  and  your 
committee  recommends  that  it  be  granted. 

A  request  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  for  a  dis- 
pensation to  enable  them  to  proceed  to  the  ordination  of  John 
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Fickens  on  examination  in  Theology  and  ability  to  preach. 
After  careful  hearing  of  the  delegates  from  that  Chassis,  we 
recommend  that  the  request  be  granted. 

There  has  been  referred  to  us  a  communication  asking  for 
an  interpretation  of  the  action  of  General  Synod  in  1885 
(Minutes,  pp.  745,  74G)  in  its  declaration  of  the  precise 
relations  between  Hope  College  and  the  Western  Theological 
Seminary.  The  intention  of  the  language  referred  to  seems  to 
your  committee  plain,  and  we  report  that  no  further  interpre- 
tation is  necessary. 

The  letters  from  Drs.  W.  W.  Scudder  and  J.  Chamberlain, 
being  of  the  nature  of  acknowledgment  of  the  courtesy  of 
General  Synod,  require  no  action. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Seminary 
Grounds  and  Property  at  New  Brunswick  ask  that  Synod  fill 
two  vacancies  in  that  committee,  caused  by  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  Wm.  Bogardus  and  the  resignation  of  S.  H. 
Wheeler.  We  recommend  that  Henry  Wyckoff'  Hoagland,  of 
Rocky  Hill,  N.  Y.,  be  elected  to  fill  the  place  of  William 
Bogardus,  and  Frederick  T.  Kirk,  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  be 
elected  to  till  the  unexpired  term  of  S,  H.  Wheeler. 

The  second  professor's  salary  and  endowment  account  of 
the  Western  Theological  Seminary  has  been  referred  to  this 
committee.  It  requires  no  action,  being  sent  merely  for  the 
information  of  Synod. 

(This  part  of  the  report  was  presented  early  in  the  session, 
and  adopted.) 

The  letter  containing  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Prof.  John 
DeWitt,  D.D.,  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Bruns- 
wick, N.  J.,  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee, 
and  we  would  respectfully  report  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  This  General  Synod  has  received  with  great  regret 
the  resignation  of  Prof.  DeWitt  from  the  chair  of  Hellenistic 
Greek  and  New  Testament  Exegesis.  The  General  Synod 
desires  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  long  and 
faithful  services  which  Prof.  DeWitt  has  rendered  to  the 
Church  and  to  the  successive  classes  of  its  ministry  during 
the  twenty-nine  years  of  his  incumbency. 

In  addition,   we  desire   to  recognize   his   services   to   the 
Church  at  large  in  his  labors  on  the  Revision  Committee  and 
in  his  many  contributions  to  exegetical  literature. 
(5) 
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But  in  view  of  his  pressing  request  your  committee  recom- 
mend that  the  General  Synod  accept  his  resignation,  to 
take  effect,  as  he  desires,  Sept.  1st,  1892. 

We  would  scarcely  consent  to  his  proposition  to  release  this 
General  Synod  from  further  pecuniary  obligation  as  an  emeri- 
tus professor,  were  it  not  that  there  are  no  available  funds  to 
meet  the  same,  and  that  we  understand  that  friends  in  the 
Church  are  making  a  satisfactory  provision. 

But  inasmuch  as  a  fund  for  the  support  of  emeriti  professors 
is  most  advisable,  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  Board  of 
Direction  be  authorized  and  requested  to  institute  measures 
for  the  raising  of  such  a  fund  as  soon  as  practicable. 

We  recommend  that  the  General  Synod  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  professor  of  Hellenistic  Greek  and  New  Testa- 
ment Exegesis,  that  the  nominating  ballot  be  taken  Saturday, 
June  4th,  10.30  A.  M.,  and  that  the  electing  ballot  be  taken 
on  the  following  Tuesday  morning,  immediately  after  the 
Report  on  Foreign  Missions,  which  is  the  first  order  of  the 
day.

ELECTION   OF   A   PROFESSOE. 

The  resignation  of  Professor  John  DeWitt,  D.D.,  having 
been  accepted,  the  Synod  resolved  to  elect  a  professor  in  his 
stead.  A  nominating  ballot  was  taken  on  Saturday,  the 
fourth  day  of  the  session,  and  Tuesday  the  seventh  day,  2.30 
P.  M.,  was  set  apart  for  the  election. 

After  special  prayer,  at  that  hour,  the  Synod  proceeded  to 
elect  by  ballot,  and  the  Rev.  James  F.  Riggs,  pastor  of  the 
Reformed  Church  at  Bergen  Point,  N.  J.,  was  chosen  on  the 
sixth  ballot.  On  motion  the  election  was  declared  unani- 
mous, and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  pro- 
fessor-elect, and  inform  him  of  the  decision  of  the  Synod.    A 
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call  in  clue  form,  signed  by  the  President  in  the  presence  of 
the  Synod,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  llev.  Mr.  Riggs, 
declaring  his  appointment  as  Professor  of  "  Hellenistic  Greek 
iind  New  Testament  Exegesis,"  at  a  salary  of  $2,500  per  an- 
num, with  a  professorial  residence.  He  subsequently  an- 
nounced in  person  his  acceptance  of  the  call,  after  which 
arrangements  were  made  for  his  installation.  A  committee 
consisting  of  Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin  and  Rev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef 
was  appointed  for  that  purpose,  who  reported  the  following, 
which  was  approved: 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  James  F.  Riggs  be  installed  on  Tues- 
day, Sept.  27th,  1892,  at  10.30  A.  M.,  in  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  of  New  Brunswick. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Synod  preside  and 
preach  the  sermon,  and  the  Vice-President  be  his  secundus  ; 
that  the  Rev.  Dr.  M.  H.  Hutton  be  appointed  to  deliver  the 
charge  to  the  professor,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornelius  Brett  be 
his  secundus. 

Resolved,  That  Elders  Matthew  Suydam,  John  H.  Rolfe 
and  W.  M.  Imbrie  be  a  committee  to  attend  to  the  removal 
of  the  professor  to  New  Brunswick. 


ARTICLE    VI. 

EDUCATION,  ACADEMIES   AND    COLLEGES. 

The  Sixtieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  received,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education,  Academies  and  Colleges. 

The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope 
College  was  received  and  referred  to  the  same  committee. 
It  is  as  follows  : 

Twenty-sixth  AnnuaJ  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  Col- 
lege, adopted  April,  1892. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America: 

The  Council  of  Hope  College  respectfully  presents  its 
Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  to  General  Synod  as  follows: 
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I.— COUNCIL. 

The  regular  meetings  were  held  in  June,  1891,  and  April, 
1892.  At  the  meeting  in  June,  Rev.  Wm.  Moerdyke,  Eev. 
B.  Van  Ess,  Rev.  Henry  E.  Dosker  and  Mr.  I.  Cappon,  were 
respectively  elected  as  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

The  death  of  Rev,  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.D.,  being  an- 
nounced, the  following  minute  was  adopted,  expressive  of 
the  esteem  in  Avhich  he  was  held  by  the  Council: 

'*Dr.  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor,  a  member  of  this  body  since 
June,  1885,  died  suddenly  at  Gunnison,  Colorado,  on  the 
12th  day  of  November  last. 

"  He  has  been  for  years  interested  in  Hope  College,  and, 
since  he  was  elected  to  the  Council  by  the  General  Synod, 
has  attended  to  its  meetings  and  work  with  fidelity. 

"  His  well  known  worth  and  ability,  his  long  and  useful 
services  in  the  ministry,  and  his  deep  concern  for  the  cause  of 
Christian  education  have  made  his  name  dear  to  the  Church, 
and  this  Institution  has  reason  to  cherish  his  memory. 

"  It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  hear  of  the  death  of  our  fellow 
member;  and  we  hereby  place  on  record  our  high  appreciation 
of  his  character  and  virtues,  and  our  sympathy  with  his 
family  in  their  sore  bereavement. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  above  minute  be  published  in  the 
Christian  Intelligencer  and  De  Hope,  and  that  a  copy  of  the 
same  be  sent  to  the  widow  of  Rev.  Dr.  Taylor." 

II.— PRESIDENT  AND  PROFESSORS. 

Prof.  Chas.  Scott,  D.D.,  presented  his  resignation  as  Presi- 
dent, which  was  accepted  and  the  following  minute  adopted: 

"  Whereas,  Prof.  Dr.  Chas.  Scott  has  resigned  the  Presidency 
of  Hope  College,  on  account  of  his  age  and  conscious  need  of 
relaxation  of  the  tension  of  the  ever  growing  burden  :  and 

"  Whereas,  The  Council  deeply  appreciates  his  constant  de- 
votion and  proved  loyalty  to  the  best  interests  of  this  Insti- 
tution, through  a  lapse  of  twenty-six  years,  during  which  he 
has  been  engaged  in  this  work  in  various  capacities,  both  as 
Professor  and  Lector  in  Theology,  and  especially  for  fourteen 
years  as  acting  or  permanent  President  of  the  College  :  and 
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"  Whereas,  In  all  his  work  he  has  shown  himself  a  laborer 
that  needs  not  be  ashamed,  leaving  behind  him  an  unbroken 
record  of  fidelity  and  ability  in  the  vai'ious  positions  he  has 
filled  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  Hope  College  only  consents 
to  accept  the  j^roffered  resignation  on  account  of  the  growing 
years  and  attending  infirmities  of  Dr.  Scott,  whose  strength 
is  apparently  no  longer  adequate  to  the  steadily  increasing 
burden  of  the  work,  which  calls  for  younger  and  stronger 
shoulders. 

''Resolved,  That  we  pay  a  deserved  tribute  to  the  worth  and 
faithfulness  which  Dr.  Scott  has  displayed  during  the  many 
years  of  uninterrupted  labor,  and  that  we  entreat  God  to' 
make  his  declining  years  days  of  well-earned  rest  and  happi- 
ness, and  that  the  Committee  on  Teaching  be  instructed  to 
confer  with  him  on  such  changes  in  his  professorship  as  will 
retain  his  talents  for  the  Institution  and  make  the  burden 
to  be  carried  as  light  as  is  consistent  with  the  demands  of 
the  work." 

Prof.  J.  B.  Nykerk,  of  the  N.  W.  Classical  Academy,  was 
appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  as  Professor  of  Music 
and  Principal  of  the  Grammar  School  for  the  current  year. 

Valuable  services  have  been  rendered  by  Eev.  Dr.  J.  W. 
Beardslee  in  Hebrew  to  the  senior  class ;  Eev.  J.  T.  Bergen 
in  voice  culture  to  the  juniors  and  seniors ;  and  by  Prof.  J. 
B.  Nykerk  in  ancient  history  to  the  freshmen  class. 

III.— THE  STUDENTS. 

The  number  of  students  in  both  College  and  Grammar 
School  has  increased  from  144  in  1890-91  to  184  during  the 
present  school  year.  The  following  are  the  totals  in  the  In- 
stitution :  In  the  College  Department,  53  ;  in  the  Grammar 
School  Department,  131 ;  in  the  Summer  School,  96 ;  total, 
280.     From  April  to  April  the  total  has  been  302. 

But  few  cases  of  discipline  have  occurred,  and  the  students 
have,  in  the  main,  shown  diligence  in  study  and  a  creditable 
deportment.  Of  the  eighteen  freshmen  eight  have  entered 
from  the  Northwestern  Classical  Academy. 

At  the  commencement  in  June,  1891,  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
was  conferred  upon  the  six  members  of  the  graduating  class. 
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as  named  in  our  last  report,  and  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in 
course,  upon  Henry  Geerlings,  Henry  Harmeling,  Foppe 
Klooster,  Jolm  Lamar,  Martin  Ossewaarde,  John  Van  West- 
enbrugge  and  Peter  J.  Zwemer. 

The  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.»  was  conferred  upon  Rev. 
Egbert  Winter,  of  Grand  Eapids,  Mich. 

The  undergraduates  of  the  Academic  and  Preparatory  De- 
partments sustained  their  June  examinations  in  a  creditable 
manner. 

At  the  last  April  meeting,  the  senior  class  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination,  and  were  recommended  for  the  degree 
of  A.  B.,  to  be  conferred  at  the  commencement  in  June,  viz. : 
Gerrit  H.  Dubbink,  Peter  Huyser,  George  E.  Kollen,  John 
"Luxen,  Albert  Oosterhoff,  Andrew  J.  Reeverts,  Philip  Soulen, 
Cornelius  M.  Steffens,  Henry  Van  der  Ploeg,  Homer  Van 
Landegend,  Henry  J.  Veldman.  It  is  understood  that  at 
least  eight  of  these  will  study  for  the  ministry. 

A  proposition  for  adding  a  scientific  course  of  study  and  a 
plan  for  a  new  system  of  examinations  have  been  submitted, 
and  will  receive  due  consideration  at  the  next  (June)  meeting. 

IV. — PUBLICATIONS. 

De  Hope  has  been  leased  for  eight  years  to  Mr.  R.  Kanters, 
under  whose  management  the  subscription  list  has  increased 
to  2,500,  yielding  a  growing  income  to  the  Institution. 

The  Anchor,  under  the  efficient  management  of  the 
students,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  having  a  monthly  cir- 
culation of  over  600  copies. 

v.— LIBRARY. 

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library,  as  fol- 
lows :  Purchased,  6  volumes  ;  from  Rev.  Andrew  B.  Taylor, 
of  Ridgefield,  N.  J.,  101  volumes  ;  from  the  State  and  U.  S. 
Governments,  45  volumes ;  from  the  library  of  the  Rev.  V. 
M.  Hulbert,  D.D.,  of  Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  300  volumes 
(also  to  the  N.  \V.  Classical  Academy  the  same  number)  ; 
from  an  anonymous  donor,  95  volumes  ;  total,  547  volumes. 

As  heretofore,  several  hundreds  of  unbound  periodicals  and 
pamphlets  have  been  added,  mostly  by  donation. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due  to  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Taylor, 
and  the  family  of  Rev.  V.  M.  Hulbert,  D.D.,  and  the  other 
donor,  for  their  gifts.  The  library  room  contains  about  9,000 
volumes. 

The  Council  is  exceedingly  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that, 
owing  to  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  soliciting  agent  of  the 
Library  Committee,  Prof.  G.  J.  Kollen,  subscriptions  have 
been  secured  suflicient  to  warrant  the  erection  of  a  Library 
Building,  including  a  chapel  or,  perhaps,  recitation  rooms. 
Last  year  the  report  breathed  the  wish  :  '*  Would  that  a  man 
or  woman  of  God,  with  silver  wand,  might  touch  our  beautiful 
campus  and  give  us  the  nucleus  of  adequate  buildings  fit  for 
our  growing  needs.  ^' 

This  year  we  gratefully  record  that  both  the  man  and 
woman  have  been  found. 

In  the  munificent  gift  by  Elder  N.  F.  Graves,  of  Syracuse, 
of  $10,000  for  the  "  Graves  Library,"  and  its  equipment  by 
him  with  his  own  valuable  library,  and  in  the  abounding 
liberality  of  Mrs.  Garret  E.  Winants,  through  her  gift  of 
$10,000  for  the  associated  part  of  the  building,  we  recognize 
the  fulfillment  of  this  devout  wish. 

VI.— GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

The  President's  house  has  been  completed,  and,  both  in 
appearance  and  arrangement,  meets  with  approval.  It  is  a 
marked  improvement  to  the  grounds.  The  delay  in  its  erec- 
tion has  prevented  its  occupancy  by  President  Scott. 

This  summer  the  campus  will  be  laid  out  by  an  expert  land- 
scape gardener,  and  the  College  buildings  located  according 
to  some  general  plan  of  taste  and  beauty. 

The  Oggel  House  has  been  somewhat  altered,  in  order  to 
furnish  needed  accommodations  to  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  a  movement  is  on  foot  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
Theological  Hall,  for  which  half  the  funds  have  already 
quietly  been  secured  by  the  general  financial  agent.

YIII.— THE  FUNDS. 

The  Investments  have  been  increased  by  the  addition  of 
$400  from  a  legacy  of  the  estate  of  Darius  Gilmore,  of  Fair- 
view,  111.  The  financial  agent  has  collected  for  the  college 
during  the  year  the  sum  of  over  810,000;  and  Mrs.  Julia 
R.  Wood,  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  New  York  City,  has 
donated  a  scholarship  of  81,000  to  be  called  "The  Sisters' 
Memorial  Scholarship." 

There  have  been  sales  of  real  estate  at  Point  Superior  to 
the  amount  of  8400,  and  the  most  of  "Hope  College  Ad- 
dition "  is  now  deeded  or  under  contract. 

As  a  result  of  the  energetic  efforts  of  the  endowment 
agent,  the  Eev.  J.  F.  Zwemer,  the  General  Endowment  Fund 
for  the  Western  Institutions  has  been  increased  to  875,000, 
of  which  $52,000  have  been  subscribed  at  the  West,  and 
$23,000  at  the  East. 

The  Council  feels  assured  that  the  support  so  generally 
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promised  to  this  effort  will  be  continued,  and  that  the  full 
amount  of  $100,000  will  be  realized  during  the  coming  year. 

IX.— CONCLUSION. 

The  term  of  Mr.  Arend  Visscher,  as  Synodical  member  of 
Council,  expires  this  year.  The  place  of  Paul  Steketee, 
whose  term  would  expire  in  1896,  is  left  vacant  by  resigna- 
ation.  The  Rev.  Wm.  J.  E.  Taylor,  D.D.,  whose  term  would 
have  expired  in  1894,  has  been  removed  by  death. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  expenses  of  the  College  have 
again  gone  beyond  the  receipts.  We,  therefore,  renew  our 
application  to  be  recommended  for  aid  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, but  know  that  this  cannot  be  extended  unless  the 
funds  of  said  Board  be  materially  increased.  If  the  churches 
only  would  remember  the  cause  of  Western  education, 
through  the  Board,  they  would  save  us  from  the  pain  of 
reporting  these  annual  deficiencies.

EEPOKT   OF  THE  COMMITTEE    ON"  EDUCATION,  ACADEMIES  AND 

COLLEGES. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 
General  Synod  referred  to  us:  The  financial  exhibits  of  the 
'Condition  of  the  Educational,  Permanent  and  Income  Funds, 
the  Hope  College  Endowment  and  Income  Funds,  and  the 
Parochial  School  Fund.  It  also  referred  the  Sixtieth  Anjiual 
Eeport  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Twenty-sixth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope  College,  and  the  Ninth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Northwestern  Classical 
Academy,  and  a  nomination  for  member  of  the  Council  of 
Hope  College  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  Brunswick. 

THE  EDUCATIONAL  FUNDS. 

The  statements  of  the  condition  of  these  educational  funds 
of  the  Church  officially  brought  to  our  notice,  impress  us  anew 
with  the  grand  results  obtained  by  these  benefactions  in 
behalf  of  a  tliproughly  equipped  ministry,  and  press  a  strong 
plea  in  favor  of  the  increase  of  the  Permanent  Fund  by  lega- 
cies and  donations. 
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THE    NORTHWESTERN   ACADEMY. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  this  latest  educational  venture 
of  our  Church  pi'esents  important  and  hopeful  features.  From 
its  pages  we  learn  that  its  teaching  force  consists  of  a  prin- 
cipal and  three  thoroughly  competent  young  men;  that  dur- 
ing the  year  7?  pupils  were  enrolled;  that  last  year  it  grad- 
uated a  class  of  ten  young  men,  and  sent  eight  of  its  boys  to 
Hope  College  last  fall,  and  that  it  expects  to  graduate  a  class 
of  sixteen  at  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year;  that  it  is  sig- 
nally blessed  as  a  Christian  institution.  Its  report  says: 
''During  the  year  thirteen  of  our  students  made  a  Christian 
profession,  and  nearly  all  are  members  of  the  newly  organized 
and  active  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E." 

It  is  evident  that  this  Academy,  situated  in  the  center  of 
the  fast  developing  field  of  our  Church  in  these  regions,  is  an 
important  factor  in  the  furtherance  of  our  Domestic  Mission- 
ary operations. 

The  necessity  of  this  new  educational  departure  has  been 
vindicated;  its  existence  and  permanency  has  been  secured, 
and  its  speedy  growth  into  self-support  is  only  conditioned 
upon  some  opportune  assistance. 

While  its  friends  at  home  are  annually  raising  about  $2,000 
for  its  support,  and  this  not  at  the  expense  of  all  other  Church 
work,  but  above  and  beyond  it,  they  rightfully  look  to  the 
Church  at  large  for  supplementary  aid  until  the  contemplated 
end  is  secured,  or  as  long  as  may  be  needed.  Your  com- 
mittee also  feel  themselves  warranted  by  the  promising  out- 
look to  emphasize  strongly  the  language  of  the  report  that 
they  ''need  at  least  a  125,000  endowment  and  a  $10,000 
building." 

(1)  We  recommend  that  the  interests  of  this  Academy  be 
anew  commended  to  the  sympathy  and  assistance  of  the  whole 
Church,  both  for  the  furtherance  of  its  endowment  work  and 
the  needs  of  its  Contingent  Fund. 

(2)  Resolved  also  that  in  accordance  with  the  moderate 
request  of  its  Board  and  the  exigencies  of  its  condition,  the 
Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  appropriate  to  the  North- 
western Academy  for  its  Contingent  Fund  during  the  current 
year  the  sum  of  $1,000,  if  in  any  way  possible. 
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HOPE    COLLEGE. 

The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of  Hope 
College  gives  abundant  and  gratifying  proof  that  its  first 
twenty-five  years  of  heroic  struggles  and  arduous  labors  have 
not  been  in  vain;  its  beneficial  and  ever-widening  influences 
throughout  that  section,  and  our  Church  at  home  and  abroad 
are  deepening  year  by  year,  proving  that  the  liope  of  its 
founders  and  friends  has  been  more  than  realized. 

That  college  of  the  Church  is  upon  the  borders  of  its  land 
of  promise.  Two  successive  and  successful  administrations 
have  led  this  ''Child  of  Hope  "up  to  an  excellent  vantage 
ground  ;  and  the  great  opportunity  and  privilege  of  the 
Eeformed  Church  to-day  is  emphatically  to  take  hold  of  its 
interests,  advance  them  with  renewed  energy,  and  thus  realize 
in  the  near  future  the  best  expectations  in  regard  to  the  per- 
manency and  prosperity  of  our  Western  growth. 

Entering  upon  the  second  quarter-centennial  period  of  the 
■career  of  this  institution,  founded  by  the  joint  labors  of  a  Van 
Raalte  and  a  Wyckoff,  and  other  Eastern  and  Western  fathers 
standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  mutual  confidence  and  toil, 
it  is  in  order  to  call  to  mind  the  well  nigh  prophetic  and 
memorable  words  of  its  founder  :  ''That  school,  mark  ye,  is 
the  anchor  of  our  Hope."  And  indeed  it  was,  it  is,  and  it 
ever  must  be,  by  nature  of  its  charter,  its  work,  and  its  sons 
and  daughters. 

This  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  marks  a  year  of  import- 
ant changes  and  pronaising  advances. 

We  need  not  recapitulate  all  the  excellent  facts  and  figures 
set  forth  in  the  accompanying  printed  report — the  unpar- 
alleled increase  in  the  number  of  its  students ;  its  new  depart- 
ure in  elementary  instruction  in  Hebrew  in  the  Senior  Class ; 
the  proposition  to  provide  for  the  important  addition  of  a 
scientific  course ;  the  steady,  though  slow,  growth  of  its  per- 
manent funds ;  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  realization  of  the 
prayers  of  years  in  that  the  "nucleus  of  adequate  building, 
in  the  shape  of  a  Library  Hall  and  its  equipment,"  has  been 
so  generously  provided  for. 

(3)  Resolved,  That,  with  cordial  gratitude  to  God,  we  hail 
the  coming  days  of  Hope's  prosperity,  and  commend  it  anew 
"to  the  continued  benefactions  of  our  Church. 
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(4)  Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  deficiency  in  its  income, 
and  in  line  with  the  interest  of  our  Church  in  said  college 
throughout  past  years,  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  to  Hope  College  for  its  con- 
tingent expenses,  if  in  any  way  possible. 

(5)  Resolved,  That  Mr.  Arend  Visscher  be  reappointed  to 
serve  as  Synodical  member  for  the  term  of  seven  years  from 
September,  1892. 

]srOMIN^ATIO]S"S. 

In  regard  to  the  nominations  referred  to  your  committee 
by  one  of  our  Particular  Synods,  we  beg  leave  to  remind  the 
brethren  that  the  right  and  prerogative  to  nominate  Synod- 
ical members  for  the  Council  of  Hope  College  solely  rests 
with  the  General  Synod,  according  to  the  constitution  of  the 
said  College,  approved  by  this  Synod. 

That  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
W.  J.  E,  Taylor,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  C.  Brett,  D.D.,  be  ap- 
pointed to  serve  till  September,  1894,  and  that  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  P.  Steketee,  the  Rev. 
P.  Moerdyke  be  appointed  to  serve  till  September,  1898. 

In  view  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  Scott,  D.D., 
as  President  of  Hope  College,  reported  to  this  General  Synod, 
your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

The  26  years  of  Dr.  Scott's  connection  with  the  College 
have  been  years  of  struggle  in  its  history.  The  Church  has 
not  failed  to  take  note  of  the  qualities  of  head  and  heart  so 
conspicuous  in  his  life  and  administration,  his  transparent 
integrity,  his  untiring  industry  and  his  sterling  devotion  to 
his  work.  His  resignation  was  offered  on  the  ground  of  ad- 
Tancing  years  and  inability  longer  to  meet  satisfactorily  to 
himself  the  responsibilities  of  his  position.  Dr.  Scott  retires 
from  the  Presidency  full  of  honor  and  firmly  established  in 
the  confidence  and  love  of  the  Church.  Of  this  confidence 
and  love  this  paper  is  an  expression.  We  acknowledge  with 
•deep  appreciation  his  long  and  faithful  service,  and  we  are 
glad  to  know  that  his  resignation  does  not  mean  severance 
from  the  faculty  or  work  of  the  college,  but  that,  with  his  own 
consent,  he  will  be  retained  for  such  professorial  duty  as  he 
may  be  ready  to  perform  during  the  continuance  of  his  health 
and  strength. 
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THE    ENDOWMENT   WORK. 

Your  committee  devotes  a  separate  paragraph  to  this  work 
of  overshadowing  importance. 

This  is  the  need  of  the  day,  nay  of  the  hour ;  history  is 
made  very  fast  in  the  West,  competition  is  strong  and  we 
must  hold  what  has  been  entrusted.  This  general  $100,000 
endowment  now  before  the  Church,  of  which  the  College  will 
receive  $50,000,  the  Academy  $20,000  and  the  Seminary 
130,000,  ought  to  be  entirely  raised  before  we  meet  again. 
Indeed,  brethren,  it  is  in  behalf  of  these  schools,  the  great- 
educational  enterprise  of  this  year  ;  let  it  not  lag.  The  work 
of  these  institutions,  their  fruits  in  the  past,  and  their 
promise  for  the  future,  appeal  to  the  friends  of  the  Reformed 
Church  and  of  the  cause  of  liberal  Christian  education  for 
large  benefactions.  Any  sum  is  welcome,  but  we  believe 
that  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  go  up  higher ;  these 
Western  enterprises  merit  the  thousands  as  well  as  the 
hundreds. 

Resolved,  That  the  efforts  of  the  accredited  genera 
endowment  agent  toward  raising  the  last  125,000  of  this  pro- 
posed sum  be  cordially  commended  to  the  attention  and  ready 
co-operation  of  the  entire  Church.  We  are  one;  the  develop- 
ment of  Western  educational  interests  is  the  prosperity  of  the 
whole  Church. 

OUR   BOARD    OF   EDUCATION. 

From  its  excellent  Sixtieth  Annual  Eeport  we  call  the  at- 
tention of  Synod  to  the  following  matters,  which  remind  us 
of  important  features  of  its  work.  The  Synod  recognizes 
with  satisfaction  the  determination  of  the  Board  to  have  its 
secretary  visit  the  churches  in  behalf  of  all  the  interests  of 
this  important  work,  and  hopes  that  results  will  show  the. 
wisdom  of  this  action. 

The  number  of  young  men  studying  for  the  ministry  is 
steadily  increasing,  this  year  the  board  aided  103  students. 
This  is  in  answer  to  our  prayers.  It  is  one  of  the  noblest, 
works  of  the  Church  to  take  its  children  and  educate  them 
for  the  Gospel  ministry. 

With  pleasure  we  note  the  interest  taken  in  this  work^  of' 
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the  Board  by  the  Sabbath  schools  and  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  It  is 
eminently  proper  that  the  young  generation  of  our  denomina- 
tion should  thus  begin  to  lay  up  treasures  to  enrich  our 
future  ecclesiastical  life.  We  also  make  mention  of  the  many 
scholarships  and  bequests  received  during  the  year,  a  majority 
of  which  were  given  by  sisters  beloved  in  the  Lord.  We 
hope  that  these  and  kindred  benefactions  by  elect  ladies  may 
sooner  or  later  lead  to  a  more  systematic  support  of  and  co- 
operation in  this  educational  work  by  the  mothers  and 
sisters.  And  in  view  of  the  history  and  achievements  of  the 
Eeformed  VJhurch,  whose  beauty  and  strength  ever  were  to 
provide  for  and  maintain  a  thorouglily  educated  ministry,  that 
the  time  may  soon  come  when  the  General  Synod  will  have 
an  educational  evening  at  its  sessions,  as  well  as  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Mission  meetings,  and  that  this  department  may 
be  recognized  in  our  annual  fall  Conferences  on  our  Church 
work. 

It  pleases  your  committee  to  note  that  twenty-one  more 
churches  than  last  year  contributed  to  the  work  of  the  Board, 
but  it  cannot  satisfy  General  Synod  that  there  are  yet  272 
churches,  which  as  such,  are  not  with  us  in  this  duty  and 
privilege.  The  Board  does  not  say  one  word  too  much  when 
it  reports  that  "  this  withholding  of  gifts  handicaps  it  in  this 
vital  department  of  the  activities  of  the  Church.^' 

This  support  of  the  educational  interests  of  our  Church  in 
leading  forth  our  sons  to  the  service  of  the  cross  by  aiding 
them  in  their  preparation  and  fostering  the  system  of  Chris- 
tian academies  and  colleges  is  of  supreme  importance.  It  is 
the  question  that  lies  at  the  basis  of  the  development  of  the 
evangelistic  and  missionary  labors  of  the  Church. 

Our  Board  of  Education  has  in  its  charter,  its  workings 
and  its  executive  bureau  latent  powers  that  can  become  very 
potent  for  great  good.  The  Board  is  able  and  ready  to  enter 
the  fields  awaiting  its  occupancy  and  gather  a  goodly  harvest. 
They  are  only  looking  for  the  word  from  the  churches.  In 
other  words,  why  should  our  Board  of  Education  not  be 
lifted  in  the  views  and  affections  of  our  churches  to  the  high 
level  of  its  twin  sister  Boards,  those  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Missions  ? 

Instead  of  raising  some  $7,000  for  this  work,  the  Eeformed 
Church  ought  to  have  raised  twice  that  amount.  Verily, 
<6) 
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"  there  is  room  for  improvement."  For  the  lack  of  proper 
funds  the  larger  educational  work  not  only  suffers,  and  is 
often  sorely  embarrassed,  but  there  has  even  been  a  lack  of 
means  to  meet,  in  season,  the  appropriations  to  the  students. 

The  Board  also  presents  for  the  consideration  of  Synod,  a 
plan  embodying  an  economic  measure  in  regard  to  the  aid 
granted  to  students.  This  measure  introduces  a  radical 
change  in  the  methods  of  the  administration,  and  we  trust 
for  the  better.  The  proposed  measure  and  bond  is  in  print 
before  us. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  and  bond  proposed  by  the  Board 
of  Education  be  approved  by  General  Synod,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  changing  the  requirement  of  an  annually  repeated  bond, 
to  an  instrument  that  will  cover  the  whole  course  of  the 
beneficiary,  and  all  the  necessary  and  desirable  requirements, 
by  an  obligation  signed  once  for  all. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board,  in  connection  with  the  Trustees 
of  Rutgers  College,  be  authorized  to  appoint  any  one  of  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  Board  to  the  benefits  of  the  Van  Bun- 
schooten  or  any  other  fund. 

Besolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Synod,  the  sum  of 
$15,000  is  the  lowest  amount  that  ought  to  be  raised  by  the 
Eeformed  Church  for  its  educational  work. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  apportioning  this  sum  among  the  churches,  after 
the  manner  of  the  successful  methods  employed  by  the  Boards 
of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions. 

Resolved,  In  view  of  the  burdensome  deficiencies  reported 
in  the  Income  Accounts  of  Hope  College  and  the  N.  W.  Acad- 
emy, aggregating  some  $8,000,  caused  by  the  inability  of  the 
Board  to  meet  the  recommendations  and  directions  of  General 
Synod,  owing  to  the  lack  of  means,  that  the  corresponding 
secretary  of  the  Board  and  financial  agent  of  the  Western  in- 
stitutions be  and  hereby  are  appointed  as  a  committee  to  exert 
all  possible  ana  practicable  means  to  liquidate  this  debt ;  and 
that  all  our  churches  be  affectionately  urged  to  co-operate 
with  and  support  this  committee  toward  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  a  work  of  such  vital  importance. 
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VACANCIES  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 

Resolved,  That  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  John  Riley,  Dr.  J.  C.  Haring  be  and  hereby  is  appointed. 

That  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Rev. 
John  C.  Van  Deventer  on  account  of  ill  health.  Rev.  A. 
Vennema  be  and  hereby  is  appointed. 

That  the  following  persons  be  chosen  to  fill  the  places  of 
those  whose  terms  of  office  have  expired:

Finally,  the  death  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  See,  D.D.,  has 
been  announced  to  Synod.  We  would  put  on  record  that  the 
whole  strength  and  life  of  this  brother  and  servant  of  Christ 
in  his  ministry  were  spent  in  the  service  of  our  Church.  His 
labors  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  were  such  as  to 
call  forth  from  this  Synod  and  the  whole  Church  true  grati- 
tude to  God.  These  labors  were  long-continued,  faithful, 
self-denying  and  self-sacrificing.  To  his  widow  and  family 
we  tender  our  warmest  sympathy,  and  commend  them  to  Him 
who  can  give  true  comfort,  and  who  "maketh  all  things 
work  together  for  good  to  them  who  love  God,  to  them 
who  are  the  called  according  to  His  purpose."

ARTICLE  VII. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  AND  CATECHETICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

The  committee  appointed  last  year  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction, appointed  in  1891,  respectfully  reports  as  follows: 

The  deliverances  made  by  General  Synod,  seeking  the  full- 
est possible  returns  from  the  work  of  instructing  the  youth 
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of  the  Church  has  been  largely  complied  with,  and  the  com- 
mittee takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  brethren  who,  by 
responding  to  the  circular  issued  by  it,  have  co-operated  so 
efficiently. 

The  Copsistories  generally  make  some  mention  of  the  Sun- 
day school  or  Catechetical  class,  and  if  only  brief,  yet  is  suffi- 
cient to  convey  some  idea  of  the  results  reached.  In  the 
Classis  of  Newark,  ten  of  the  sixteen  Consistories  make  some 
such  comment. 

Five  of  ttie  Classes  have  appointed  committees  in  accord- 
ance with  the  action  of  General  Synod,  and  one  of  these,  that 
of  the  South  Classis  of  Bergen,  has  taken  the  most  thorough 
means  not  only  to  gather  the  facts,  but  also  to  inaugurate 
plans  for  a  better  system. 

Two  of  the  Particular  Synods  this  year  have  called  especial 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  more  thoughtful  consideration 
being  given  to  the  training  of  the  young. 

Thus  we  believe  a  more  extended  interest  has  been  awak- 
ened by  the  recommendations  of  General  Synod. 

There  are  now  837  schools  connected  with  our  Church,  an. 
increase  of  twenty-two  from  last  year;  fifteen  of  these  are  in 
the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  (from  some  error  the  total 
taken  from  the  summaries  of  the  Particular  Synods  gives  but 
826,  eleven  less  than  that  reported  by  several  Classes). 

There  has  been  a  gain  in  sixteen  Classes  and  a  loss  in  nine. 

There  should  be  a  corresponding  increase  in  our  enroll 
ment,  but  the  Classis  of  Arcot,  making  a  return  of  2,000  less, 
scholars,  shows  an  apparent  loss  in  the  total. 

However,  we  are  informed  by  those  who  are  members  of 
this  Classis  that  the  small  number  reported  has  in  all  proba- 
bility been  the  result  of  a  different  classification,  and  not  be- 
cause there  are  a  less  number  of  the  youth  under  instruction. 
We  find,  then,  there  has  been  a  gain  in  our  enrollment  of 
1,228  scholars. 

The  largest  increase  has  been  in  the  Classis  of  Iowa,  787, 
and  in  the  Classis  of  Holland,  530. 

Since  it  is  necessary  to  the  accuracy  of  General  Synod's 
report  on  Sunday  schools  that,  as  far  as  possible,  it  be  put  in. 
possession  of  all  the  facts  relating  to  them,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  Classes  reporting  a  falling  off  to  any  con- 
siderable extent  in  the  Sunday  school  enrollment,  or  in  con-

tributions  to  benevolent  work,  be  requested  to  give  reasons 
for  the  same. 

This  year  we  report  33,917  catechumens,  a  decline  of  1,420. 

Each  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York,  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Chicago  has  about  10,000,  while  the  Particular 
Synod  of  Albany  has  but  one-third  as  many.  There  is  evi- 
dent room  for  improvement  here,  as  the  total  enrollment  of 
scholars  in  this  Particular  Synod  is  greater  than  in  that  of 
Chicago. 

II. 

The  contributions  of  the  Sunday  schools  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  for  the  year  has  been  $10,157,  a  falling  off 
from  last  year  of  $1,619,  and  less,  by  $7,444,  than  the  sum  re- 
ported two  years  ago. 

It  is  evident  these  gifts  are  subject  to  violent  fluctuations, 
the  Classis  of  Wisconsin  dropping  from  $1,235  to  $481  in  one 
year  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that 
some  have  made  an  advance,  the  Classis  of  Grand  Eiver  by 
$169,  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  $99,  the  Classis  of  New 
York  $228  and  the  Classis  of  Raritan  by  $113. 

Some  of  the  schools  have  given  nobly  to  this  cause,  the 
average  per  member  according  to  the  enrollment  in  the 
Classis  of  Rensselaer  is  26  cents,  in  the  Classis  of  Holland, 
21  cents. 

It  is  certainly  not  creditable  that  about  one-half  of  our 
schools  give  nothing  to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions. 

We  may  well  ask,  where  are  the  future  givers  to  the 
benevolent  work  of  the  Church  to  come  from  if  not  from  these 
schools,  and  how  are  they  likely  to  have  an  intelligent  in- 
terest and  be  willing  givers  if  not  trained  now  ? 

The  generous  giving  of  some  of  the  schools  to  Domestic 
Missions  is  worthy  of  note  as  follows  :  South  Classis  of  Long 
Island,  $1,232  ;  Newark,  $965  ;  New  York,  $580  ;  Paramus, 
$468  ;  Wisconsin,  481. 

III. 

It  has  been  requested  that  a  rule  be  formulated  by  General 
Synod  to  regulate  the  reporting  of  Union  schools. 
The  committee  respectfully  submits  the  following: 
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Resolved.  That  Consistories  iu  their  annual  report  to  Classis 
are  directed  to  indicate  Union  schools  by  a  foot  note,  and  to 
include  in  their  enrollment  only  such  scholars  as  are  adher- 
ents of  the  Reformed  Church,  or  have  no  other  church  rela- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  Classes  are  directed  to  take  means  to  avoid 
duplication  in  such  reports. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  annual  report  to  General  Synod,  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  School  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction is  directed  to  prepare  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
Union  schools. 

From  the  perusal  of  the  different  sources  of  information, 
the  committee  is  convinced  that  the  training  of  the  children 
in  religious  knowledge  is  to-day  occupying  the  prayerful  at- 
tention of  the  most  godly  and  zealous  among  the  officers  and 
members  of  our  Church  and  '^  Young  People^s  Societies"  and 
young  people's  prayer-meetings  are  multiplying  on  every 
hand. 

With  scarcely  an  exception  these  reports  speak  of  success 
and  with  hopefulness. 

But  it  is  evident  there  is  a  wide  range  in  the  choice  of 
methods.  One  enthusiastically  speaks  of  the  Sunday  school 
as  the  "  hope  of  the  Church."  While,  on  the  other  hand,  one 
of  the  most  prominent  of  our  younger  brethren  in  the  minis- 
try writes  that  he  regards  it  "  at  best  but  a  poor  tool." 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  discussion  provided  for  by  a 
standing  rule  of  General  Synod  may  prove  helpful  in  solving 
some  of  the  problems  that  gather  about  this  vital  subject. 

Last  year  such  discussion  had  just  opened  when  the  sad 
intelligence  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Berry  caused  an  immediate 
adjournment.  The  same  topics  are,  therefore,  suggested  for 
this  year,  with  an  additional  one  emphasized  by  the  Particu- 
lar Synod  of  Xew  Brunswick  at  its  last  session. 

IV. 

In  conclusion,  we  report  the  following  arrangements  for  the 
discussion  : 

The  conference  will  be  held  on  Friday  evening,  at  7:30 
o'clock,  in  the  Reformed  Church. 

The  President  of  Synod  will  preside,  and  addresses  will  be 
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delivered  by  the  Rev.  Peter  Moerdyke,  D.  D.,  and  the  Kev. 
M.  H.  Hutton,  D.  D. 

Opportunity  will  then  be  given  for  free  discussion.  Speak- 
ers will  be  limited  to  three  minutes  each. 

The  following  topics  are  offered,  but  there  is  no  obligation 
to  be  confined  to  them.  The  "  Sunday  School  and  Denomi- 
national Peculiarities;"  "  The  Sunday  School  and  Denomina- 
tional Extension;"  ''The  Sunday  School  and  Denominational 
Benevolence;"  "The  Sunday  School  and  Denominational 
Supervision;"  "Are  our  Churches  gaining  the  greatest  possi- 
ble benefit  from  their  Sunday  Schools  that  is  possible."

The  committee  appointed  by  this  Synod  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction respectfully  present  the  following  report : 

There  has  been  referred  to  the  committee  a  memorial  from 
members  of  this  Synod,  asking  that  the  Christian  Endeavor 
movement  receive  suitable  recognition  from  General  Synod, 
and  that  the  committee  prejDare  a  plan  by  which  the  statistics 
of  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  our  denomination  shall  be 
reported  annually  to  our  Synod.  If  we  rightly  interpret  this 
request,  it  is  not  the  desire  of  those  who  make  it  that  the 
Young  People's  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  shall  be  dis- 
tinguished from  other  societies  of  similar  aim  and  organiza- 
tion bearing  different  names,  but  that  all  the  religious  socie- 
ties of  young  people  in  our  churches  shall  in  some  way  receive 
the  recognition  and  care  of  General  Synod.  Recognizing  the 
fitness  of  such  a  request,  we  would  recommend  the  following 
resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and 
Catechetical  Instruction  be  authorized  to  arrange  for  a  "  Con- 
ference on  Topics  connected  with  the  Young  People's  Socie- 
ties of  our  Church,"  to  be  held  during  the  session  of  the 
Synod  at  which  the  committee  is  appointed. 

Resolved,  That  the  same  committee  be  instructed  to  incor- 
porate in  its  report  to  the  next  Synod  such  statistics  and 
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other  information  concerning  the  Christian  Endeavor  and 
kindred  societies  in  our  Chnrch  as  it  may  consider  of 
importniice.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

FOREIGN     MISSIONS. 

The  Sixtieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  received  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  was  also  received,  and  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

On  Monday  evening  a  popular  meeting,  in  the  interest  of 
Foreign  Missions,  was  held.  Rev.  D.  J.  Burrell  in  the  chair. 
Addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  Howard  Harris,  Rev.  John 
H.  Wyckoff  and  Rev.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson.  On  Tuesday  morn- 
ing the  Comntittee  on  Foreign  Missions  presented  their  re- 
port. The  acting  corresponding  secretary  was  heard,  and 
the  subject  was  discussed  by  the  Synod,  after  which  the  re- 
port was  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully 
j)resent  the  following  report. 

We  have  received  the  Sixtieth  Annual  Rei)ort  of  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions,  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  letters  from  the  Rev. 
Drs.  Cobb  and  Chamberlain,  and  the  names  of  missionary 
.agents  from  six  Classes. 

The  following  have  been  elected  missionary  agents  :

Your  committee  would  offer  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

1.  That  the  election  of  these  brethren  be  confirmed. 

2.  That  the  Classes  be  urged  to  consider  the  value  of  this 
office  and  the  importance  of  sending  to  the  General  Synod 
the  names  of  those  elected,  in  order  that  their  election  may 
be  confirmed  and  that  the  names  may  appear  in  the  printed 
minutes. 

The  report  of  the  Board  contains  a  request  that  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  shall  clearly  define  the  status  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission,  India,  and  determine  as  to 
who  shall  control  its  endowment  and  the  income  derived 
from  it. 

In  the  original  of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot 
Mission,  India,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was  ajapointed 
the  agent  of  General  Synod  to  invest  such  funds  as  might  be 
received  for  this  institution  and  to  apply  the  interest  to  the 
expenses  of  the  institution. 

The  Arcot  Mission  was  at  the  same  time  made  the  agent 
for  the  distribution  of  any  interest  on  the  professorial  endow- 
ments, in  present  excess  of  present  necessities  for  the  support 
of  students  and  the  general  expenses  of  the  Seminary  ;   also 
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for  the  distribution  of  any  present  excess  in  income  for 
scholarshii)s,  not  now  actually  needed  in  the  support  of 
students,  to  the  general  expenses  of  the  institution.  This  ac- 
tion was  taken  by  the  General  Synod  of  1886  and  reaffirmed 
by  the  General  Synod  of  1887. 

By  an  act  of  General  Synod  of  1889,  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary in  the  Arcot  Mission  was  established,  and,  "  as  far  as 
may  be,  placed  on  the  same  basis  as  the  other  Theological 
Schools  of  the  Synod  ;  "  but  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
still  remained  the  agent  and,  as  such,  responsible  for  the 
funds,  while  the  Arcot  Mission  feels  an  equal  responsibility 
for  the  distribution  of  the  surplus  interest.  But  a  difficulty 
arises  as  to  whom  the  Arcot  Mission  is  responsible — to  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  or  to  the  General  Synod  ?  It 
seems  clear  that  the  agent  is  responsible  only  to  the  body 
that  appointed  it.  By  the  act  of  the  General  Synod  of  1889, 
the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission  became  the 
creature  of  General  Synod  ;  and  it  would  seem  that  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  should  have  been  relieved  from  the  trust 
imposed  upon  it  at  the  beginning  of  the  movement. 

To  solve  the  present  difficulty  and  to  provide  against  any 
possible  future  contingency,  we  recommend  : 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  relieved  from 
the  agency  of  the  Endowment  Funds  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Arcot,  India,  and  highly  commended  for  the 
faithful  2:)erformance  of  its  duties  as  trustee. 

2.  That  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Arcot,  India,  be,  and 
hereby  is,  placed  on  exactly  the  same  footing  as  the  other 
Theological  Schools  of  our  Church. 

3.  That  the  Endowment  Funds  and  the  payment  of  all 
salaries  of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission  be 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  our 
Church. 

The  yearly  deficiency  in  the  expense  of  issuing  the  Mission 
Field  has  become  a  burden,  from  Tvhich  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  prays  for  relief.  We  recommend  that  the  Boards 
of  our  Church  which  have  missionary  intelligence  to  dissemi- 
nate, and  which  meet  the  deficiency  in  expense  of  the  publi- 
cation of  the  Mission  Field,  have  full  control  of  its  manage- 
ment. 

The   report  represents  clearly  and    concisely  the  various 
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aspects  of  the  work.  The  Mission  at  Amoy  celebrates  this; 
year  its  jubilee  and  receives  a  visit  from  our  Corresponding 
Secretary,  whose  tour  of  the  world  was  made  possible  by  the 
volunteer  fund  raised  by  those  noble  women  who  labor  with 
us  in  the  Lord.  During  the  absence  of  Dr.  Cobb  the  Secre-- 
taryship  has  been  filled  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Conklin  with  such 
energy,  devotion  and  zeal  as  spring  from  a  consecrated  life 
and  intensified  by  active  service  on  the  frontier. 

While  the  Church  abroad  has  received  many  accessions; 
from  heathenism,  yet  the  comidete  effect  of  the  year's  work 
can  be  known  only  in  the  time  to  come.  The  development 
of  native  workers  is  showing  itself  in  the  first  graduating- 
class  of  seven  young  men  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Arcot,  India,  while  the  total  number  of  students  in  that  in- 
stitution is  fifty-seven.  In  addition  to  this  highly  important; 
educational  work,  there  are  thousands  of  children  and  youth 
now  being  instructed  in  more  than  a  hundred  schools  in 
various  parts  of  the  field.  The  spirit  of  self-help  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  The  converts  from  heathenism  are  grow- 
ing in  true  manhood,  and  the  printing  press  is  kept  busy  in 
attempting  to  supply  the  demand  for  pure  reading  matter. 

The  nervous  strain  upon  our  missionaries  has  caused  some 
to  retire  for  rest  and  recuperation,  yet  God  has  spared  the 
lives  of  all  and,  while  so  many  of  our  ministers  at  home  have 
been  called  from  this  world,  the  ranks  of  our  missionaries 
remain  unbroken. 

The  need  is  great  and  the  call  urgent  for  an  increased  force 
of  workmen,  and  many  are  saying,  "  Here  am  I,  send  me,"" 
but  the  Board  is  unable  to  guarantee  their  support.  We  be- 
lieve, however,  that  the  greatest  need  in  our  missionary  work 
to-day  is  a  deeper  sense  of  privileges  bestowed  and  correspond-- 
ing  obligations  imposed,  accompanied  by  enlarged  views  of 
the  possibilities  in  the  employment  of  the  undeveloped 
resources  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  Any  agency  that  may  be 
instrumental  in  enlightening,  encouraging  and  enthusing  the 
Church  should  be  used  to  the  full  extent  of  its  power.  The^ 
Conference  of  last  year  at  Albany  was  "  characterized  by  in- 
telligent zeal  and  spiritual  enthusiasm,"  and  its  effect  has 
been  clearly  noticeable  among  the  churches. 

Missionary  news  given  by  the  pastors  as  often  as  once  each 
month  produces  great  gain.     The  Society  of  Christian  En- 
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deavor  is  taking  a  hand  in  the  work,  and  should  be  encour- 
aged. One  Sunday,  during  each  year,  set  apart  for  prayer 
has  a  tendency  to  bring  the  Church  to  realize  more  fully  the 
importance  of  the  work,  while  a  whole  week  of  self-denial 
would,  doubtless,  not  only  remove  the  present  indebtedness  of 
the  Board,  but  also  the  possibility  of  its  recurrence. 

There  is  no  uncertain  sound  in  the  encouraging  tone  that 
rings  out  from  the  reports  concerning  the  progress  of  the 
Lord's  work,  both  in  the  heathen  world  and  in  the  hearts  of 
God's  people,  to  whom  the  words  of  our  Lord  come  with  more 
startling  clearness  as  we  learn  to  apprehend  more  approxi- 
mately the  real  meaning  of  His  words,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the 
world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 

The  motto,  "  The  world  for  Christ,"  now  appears  in  letters 
of  fire,  and  the  living  may  read  as  they  run.  Yea,  more, 
they  are  being  burned  into  the  soul  of  the  Church,  and  woe 
to  the  Christian  of  to-day  who  attempts  to  shut  his  eyes  to 
the  glorious  sight  of  the  "man  of  sorrows"  on  the  cross 
drawing  the  world  to  Himself.  The  accumulated  forces  of 
human  energies  are  being  concentrated,  the  vast  wealth  of  the 
world  is  being  consecrated,  the  multiplied  resources  of 
nature  are  being  harnessed,  and  "  the  King  eternal,  immortal 
and  invisible "  is  guiding  and  controlling  all  in  preparation 
for  the  glorious  consummation  of  all  things,  when  the  Church 
of  Christ  shall  be  gathered  up  from  every  kingdom  and 
nation  and  tribe  and  tongue  under  heaven  to  the  triumphal 
coronation  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  suffered  humiliation  and 
death  that  such  an  occasion  might  be  made  possible. 

As  a  part  of  His  Church,  to  which  Jesus  Christ  has  com- 
mitted imjiortant  trusts,  we  thank  God  for  the  past,  and 
would  move  onward  with  the  great  army  to  the  conquest  of 
the  world,  having  the  positive  assurance  that  to  us,  with 
Christ  at  our  head,  defeat  can  never  come,  and  true  success 
is  not  only  a  possibility,  but  an  absolute  certainty  so  long  as 
we  advance  ;  for  success  comes  through  obedience,  and  there 
can  be  no  real  obedience  except  we  move  forward.  "  Ye  are 
my  friends  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you,"  and  the 
command  is  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world."  We  are  never  to  be 
satisfied,  therefore,  until  we  have  the  world,  the  whole  world, 
as  the  sphere  of  our  active  efforts.  The  wider  our  sphere  and 
the  higher  our  mark,  the  broader  will  be  our  views  and  the 
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greater  our  endeavors  to  reach  out  to  the  utmost  limits  of  our 
vision. 

Tlie  Church  has  nearly  reached  the  financial  mark  set  by 
the  General  Synod.  It  is  for  us  to  take  up  tlie  standard  and 
carry  it  forward,  then  return  home  to  our  churches  with  the 
Joyous  announcement  that  the  Lord  has  found  us  faithful, 
and  commits  to  us  a  greater  and  higher  trust.  And  if  this  is 
to  be  done  successfully,  we  believe  we  should  take  with  us  the 
plan  of  an  enlarged  sphere  of  action,  and  give  the  people  of 
God  an  opportunity  of  beholding  more  of  the  goodly  land  yet 
to  be  possessed  than  the  Reformed  Church  has  ever  beheld. 

The  missionary  enterprise  known  as  the  Arabian  Mission, 
which  is  self-supporting  and  is  now  busily  engaged  in  carry- 
ing the  Gospel  to  the  Arabs  of  the  desert,  has  for  its  workers 
in  the  field  the  sons  of  our  own  Seminary;  is  supported  prin- 
cipally by  contributions  from  our  own  Church  members,  and 
is  essentially,  though  not  corj^orately,  a  part  and  parcel  of  our 
denomination.  It  was  once  offered  to  our  Church,  yea,  it 
prayed  to  be  received  under  our  control.  The  opportunity 
for  entering  this  field  and  thus  enlarging  our  sphere  in  for- 
eign lands  may  not  yet  have  passed  beyond  recall,  and  if  it 
were  possible  to  have  the  Arabian  Mission  with  us,  as  indeed 
it  is  of  us,  would  it  not  fire  the  heart. of  the  Church  with 
greater  zeal  and  call  forth  more  intense  consecration  in  the 
glorious  work  of  winning  the  world  for  Christ. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  we  cordially  commend  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions for  faithfulness  in  its  stewardship. 

2.  That  the  Woman's  Board  be  congratulated  on  the  pro- 
nounced success  attending  their  efforts,  and  that  this  agency 
be  earnestly  recommended  as  a  most  efficient  means  for  call- 
ing into  action  much  undeveloped  talent  in  our  Church  and 
that  the  formation  of  Auxiliary  Societies  and  Mission  Bands 
be  urged  upon  every  church. 

3.  That  the  churches  be  made  acquainted  by  the  pastors 
and  elders  with  the  steady  progress  of  the  work,  the  zeal  and 
devotion  of  our  missionaries  and  the  glorious  opportunities 
that  present  themselves  for  increased  activity  in  the  Lord's 
cause. 

4.  That  one,  and  if  practicable,  two  General  Missionary 
Conferences,  one  for  the  East  and  one  for  the  West,  be  held 
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during  the  month  of  October,  to  be  arranged  by  the  Board 
and  each  Classis  be  urged  to  hold  a  Missionary  Conference 
as  soon  after  the  General  Conference  as  may  be  practicable. 

5.  That  the  first  Sunday  in  November  be  set  apart  as  a  day 
•of  special  prayer,  and  the  week  following  as  a  self-denial 
week  for  missions. 

6.  That  the  sum  of  $120,000  be  considered  the  lowest 
limit  for  our  contributions  during  this  year. 

7.  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  and  hereby  is 
.authorized  to  open  negotiations  with  the  Arabian  Mission 
looking  toward  the  receiving  of  that  enterprise  under  the 
care  of  our  Church,  and  if  the  way  be  clear  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  that  Mission. 

Your  committee  would  also  nominate  the  following  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  viz.:  The  Rev. 
Peter  Stryker,  D.D.,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  the  Eev.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  D.D.,  and  in  the  place 
of  those  whose  term  of  office  has  expired.

The  following  supplementary  resolutions  were  also  adopted  : 
Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  hereby  protests  against  the  recent  legislation  of 
Congress  limiting  Chinese  immigration  as  unworthy  of  a 
■Christian  nation,  partial  and  unkind  to  China  in  comparison 
with  the  privileges  allowed  to  other  nations,  and  in  comparison 
with  China's  attitude  toward  America,  and  likely  to  injure 
our  missionary  work  by  provoking  retaliation. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  action  properly  attested  be 
sent  to  the  President  and  both  Houses  of  Congress.

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ARTICLE  IX. 

DOMESTIC    MISSIONS   AND   THE   CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

The  Sixtieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  the 
Church  Building  Fund. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Executive 
Committee  of  Domestic  Missions  was  also  received  and  re- 
ferred to  the  same  committee. 

A  popular  meeting  in  the  interest  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  Rev.  David  Waters  in  the 
-chair.  Addresses  were  made  by  Rev.  F.  J.  Zwemer,  Rev.  R. 
H.  Joldersma,  Rev.  J.  H.  Enders  and  Rev.  Peter  Stryker. 
On  Wednesday  morning  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Mis- 
.sions  presented  their  report,  the  corresponding  secretary  was 
heard  and  the  subject  was  discussed  by  the  Synod,  after 
which  the  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    DOMESTIC    MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Dome&tic  Missions  would  respectfully 
report  to  the  General  Synod  : 

The  documents  put  into  the  hands  of  your  committee  are 
as  follows  : 

1.  Printed  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions, 
■''The  Sixtieth  Annual  Report." 

2.  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago. 

3.  Brief  memoranda  from  several  Classes — naming  the 
brethren  who  are  to  serve  them  and  the  Board  as  missionary 
.agents. 

4.  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  vital  working  principle  of  all  our  Mission  effort  at 
home  and  abroad  is  love  ;  the  clear  teaching  of  our  Redeemer 
that  the  strong  should  help  the  weak,  and  those  who  have 
been  blessed  should  think  lovingly  and  generously  of  those 
who  may  yet  be  likewise  blessed. 

In  this  wonderful  work  the  facts  speak  for  themselves. 
The  old  lines  of  activity  have  been  maintained  and  new  en- 
lerprises  begun.     In  the  East  eight  new  churches  have  been 
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organized,  and  in  the  West  eleven.  The  erection  of  church 
buildings,  and  the  progress  in  the  direction  of  self-support 
may  be  taken  as  tokens  of  a  strong  vitality  in  these  new 
branches  of  our  vine,  while  the  labors  of  students  in  many 
fields  cannot  fail  to  be  productive  of  a  spiritual  harvest  in  the 
future. 

The  efforts  put  forth  in  connection  with  our  Board  of 
Domestic  Missions  bring  this  Synod  into  a  most  significant 
relation  with  nearly  13,000  children,  through  our  Sunday 
schools. 

Your  committee  have  noted  with  great  satisfaction  the  pub- 
lished statements  regarding  the  patient  toil  of  synodical 
superintendents  and  classical  missionaries.  This  department, 
of  tlie  work  we  regard  as  extremely  important,  alike  for  the 
jealous  guarding  of  old  work  and  the  prompt  inauguration  of 
new. 

We  also  rejoice  in  the  noble  co-operation  of  the  Woman's 
Executive  Committee  and  of  those  who  are  represented  in  that, 
committee.  The  erection  of  suitable  dwellings  for  our  min- 
isters must  ajjpeal,  not  only  to  the  denominational  self-re- 
spect, but  to  the  common  sense  of  every  one,  and  we  cherish 
so  fixed  a  confidence  in  this  work  that  we  waive  further  argu- 
ment and  simply  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  minister, 
the  church,  and  the  parsonage  may  not  be  widely  separated 
without  peril  to  all  the  interests  involved. 

We  are  encouraged,  yet  we  should  not  feel  that  we  had 
done  our  duty  as  your  committee,  did  we  not  call  attention 
to  one  threatening  feature.  There  is  a  dreadful,  pestilential 
swamp  of  ignorance,  intemperance  and  vice  in  our  large 
cities,  at  which  we  gaze  astonished.  Our  cities  are  growing 
raT)idly,  and  this  in  many  cases,  at  the  expense  of  the  country 
districts.  The  city  is  more  and  more  the  determining  factor 
in  social,  political  and  religious  life.  Those  Classes  which  are 
located  in  great  cities  ought  to  feel  and  manifest  awakened 
zeal  and  growing  watchfulness.  They  should  conserve  and 
extend  the  interests  of  religion  by  the  preservation  of  old  and 
the  founding  of  new  churches.  We  deplore  the  abandonment 
of  any  field,  or  the  withdrawal  of  church  privileges  from 
those  sections  in  cities  which  are  densely  inhabited  by  the 
poor.  Ought  we  not  to  make  the  most  strenuous  efforts  to- 
prevent  such  loss  and  injury  ? 
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In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  it  is  very  important  to 
dislodge  prejudice  by  the  proclamation  of  positive  trutli.  For 
example,  there  is  a  strong  impression  abroad  in  this  world 
that  the  Church  of  Christ  is  partial  and  selfish,  caring  more 
to  supply  the  ordinances  of  religion  to  one  class  in  a  commun- 
ity than  to  another  class.  We  must  dislodge  this  slander  by 
activity  of  such  sort  that  men  shall  be  satisfied  that  it  is  a 
slander.  And  while  we  are  willing  to  call  our  local  efforts  by 
the  name  of  ''Missions,"  or  any  other  name  which  may  seem 
to  be  appropriate,  yet  we  keep  steadily  before  us  the  ideal  of 
self-support  and  independent  life  in  every  church,  as  the  goal 
toward  which  our  course  is  directed. 

"VVe  call  attention,  also,  in  passing,  to  the  fact  that  this  is 
the  first  time  in  some  years  that  such  a  debt  has  been  re- 
ported, nearly  $6,000.  We  are  not  alarmed,  but  earnestly 
hopeful,  believing  that  the  churches  are  taking  their  own 
measure  in  piety  and  patriotism.  No  factor  is  more  signifi- 
cant in  all  the  practical  working  of  our  Mission  enterprise 
than  information,  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  facts,  and  the 
progress  of  events,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  churches,  pastors,  con- 
sistories and  people  should  be  made  familiar  with  the  course 
adopted  in  the  Synod,  and  the  development  of  our  work  in 
the  wide  field  now  white  to  the  harvest.  Hence,  the  ques- 
tion of  a  regular  publication,  which  shall  set  our  work  before 
the  public,  is  vital,  and  we  mark  with  regret  that  so  much  yet 
remains  undone  along  this  line.  The  yearly  deficiency  in  the 
expense  of  issuing  the  Mission  Field  has  become  a  burden 
from  which  the  Board  prays  for  relief.  The  cost  of  this 
magazine  to  the  "  Boards  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  bene- 
fit derived  from  it,  either  by  the  Boards,  or  the  Church  at 
large.  This  Board's  share,  the  past  year,  of  the  deficiency  in 
the  cost  of  publication  was  $445.41.  Undoubtedly,  there 
should  be  some  medium  for  the  communication  of  mission- 
ary intelligence  to  the  churches,  and  we  do  not  know  of  a 
more  convenient  form  of  publication  than  the  Mission  Field, 
as  at  present  issued,  but  not  more  than  2,500  names  are  now 
on  the  subscription  list.  The  Foreign  and  Domestic  Boards, 
which  pay  almost  the  whole  of  the  deficiency,  both  feel  that 
so  large  a  sum  should  not  be  passed  out  of  the  benevolent 
funds,  merely  for  the  name  of  publishing  a  magazine." 
(7) 
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Neither  does  your  committee  see  how  we  can  induce  pastors 
and  members  of  our  churches  to  interest  themselves  more 
largely  in  its  circulation.  Hence,  in  view  of  these  facts,  we 
suggest  the  following  action  : 

Ilesolved,  1.  That  Synod  commend  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  to  the  liberality  of  all  our  churches,  as  the  test  alike 
of  piety  and  patriotism. 

Resolved,  2.  That  Synod  approve  the  plan  of  special  gifts 
for  the  accomplishment  of  particular  works  undertaken^  as 
the  erection  of  parsonages. 

Resolved,  3.  That  Synod  affectionately  enjoins  those 
Classes  which  are  located  in  large  cities  to  give  careful  con- 
sideration to  the  problem  of  city  evangelization  and  methods 
of  Mission  work. 

Resolved,  4.  That  a  missionary  conference  be  held  in  the 
autumn  (possibly  two),  time  and  place  to  be  designated  by 
the  joint  action  of  the  secretaries. 

Resolved,  5.  That  Synod  name  the  first  Sabbath  in  No- 
Yember  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for  the  benevolent  work  of 
our  Church,  and  that  pastors  be  urged  to  keep  this  in  mind, 
and  to  present  the  subjects  in  their  sermons. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Boards  of  our  Church  which  have 
missionary  intelligence  to  disseminate,  and  which  meet  the 
deficiency  in  the  expense  of  the  publication  of  the  Mission 
Field,  have  full  control  of  its  management. 

Resolved,  7.  That  every  application  for  the  support  of 
missionary  pastors  and  for  aid  in  building  churches  and  par- 
sonages, is,  in  all  cases,  to  be  approved  and  forwarded  by  the 
Classis  to  which  the  church  belongs,  and  the  recommenda- 
tions of  missionaries  and  the  amounts  asked  for  from  either 
department  for  them  from  the  Board  must  be  determined  by 
the  ballot  of  the  Classis. 

Resolved,  8.  That  this  Synod  would  name  the  sum  of 
$80,000  as  within  the  capacity  of  our  Church,  and  as  needed 
to  meet  the  demands  of  this  Avork. 

Resolved,  9.  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Synod  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  could  not  more  wisely  or  ap- 
propriately celebrate  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
discovery  of  the  New  World  than  by  making  a  decided  and 
jjermanent  advance  in  the  work  of  Domestic  Missions. 
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Resolved,  10.  That  the  following  members  of  the  board  be 
elected  to  be  tlieir  own  successors  :

02f   THE    DEBT   OF   THE    BOA  EDS. 

On  motion,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
adopted : 

Whereas,  Both  our  Missionary  Boards  are  burdened  with 
debt,  which  are  the  debts  of  the  entire  Church,  whose  agents 
they  are ;  and 

Whereas,  We  know  of  no  time  more  opportune  for  their 
removal  than  the  present ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  1.  That  a  committee  of  five,  of  which  one  shall 
be  a  member  of  each  Board,  be  appointed  by  this  Synod  to 
apportion  the  amount  of  the  combined  debts,  amounting  to 
about  S3 6, 000,  according  to  the  financial  ability  of  the  various 
Classes. 

Resolved,  2.  That  this  work  be  undertaken  at  once,  and, 
if  possible,  be  completed  by  the  1st  of  November. 

The  following  were  appointed  the  committee  on  the  rais- 
ing of  the  debts  of  the  Boards  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Missions :

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AKTICLE     X. 

PUBLICATION". 

The  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Keport  of  the  Board  of  Publi- 
cation was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  their  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  would  respectfully  report 
that  the  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication, together  with  the  detailed  statement  of  the  Business 
Agent  and  Treasurer,  duly  certified  as  correct,  has  been 
placed  in  their  hands. 

There  has  been  referred  also  to  your  committee  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  New  Brunswick,  requesting  that  the  General  Synod 
appropriate  sufficient  money  to  jjublish  and  send  to  each 
alumnus  the  Annual  Catalogue  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Also  a  joint  memorial  from  the  Boards  of  Foreign  and  Do- 
mestic Missions,  praying  General  Synod  to  allow  each  Board 
to  publish  its  missionary  information  in  such  manner  and 
way  as  it  shall  deem  best  for  its  own  interests  and  those  of 
the  Reformed  Church,  has  been  referred  to  your  committee. 

The  report  "gladly  acknowledges  its  obligations  to  the 
goodness  of  God  for  another  prosperous  year,'"  and  looks  for- 
ward hopefully  to  the  future,  appreciative  of  the  wise  and 
liberal  management  of  the  Board  of  Direction  for  its  beauti- 
ful rooms,  on  the  first  floor  of  No.  25  East  Twenty-second 
street,  with  such  accommodations  as  shall  enable  it  to  make 
a  suitable  arrangement  and  display  of  its  stock. 

The  special  attention  of  the  Church  is  called  to  its  facili- 
ties for  obtaining  the  latest  publications  of  foreign  and  do- 
mestic religious  literature  at  the  lowest  market  price  obtain- 
able of  the  trade,  and  requests  the  patronage  of  the  Church 
as  a  matter  of  business  advantage,  and  not  only  from  the  im- 
pulse of  a  denominational  loyalty. 

It  also  offers  itself  as  a  bureau  of  exchange  for  those 
churches  supplying  themselves  with  new  hymn  books  and 
Sabbath  school  libraries,  whereby  their  disused  books  may  be 
put  into  the  hands  of  needy  churches,  and  libraries  may  be  ex- 
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changed  with  little  or  no  expense  beyond  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation, thus  securing  fresh  reading  for  their  respective 
schools. 

Grants  of  books  and  tracts  have  been  made  to  the  amount 
of  $556.35,  and  no  application  has  been  refused. 

The  contributions  to  the  Board  during  the  year  amounted 
to  11,724.77,  which  was  less  than  the  preceding  year,  coming 
from  thirty-three  Classes,  and  only  172  churches. 

One  new  volume  has  been  published  during  the  year — a 
Sunday  school  book,  also  a  new  edition  of  the  constitution 
(with  rules  of  order),  revised  to  date,  besides  smaller  issues  and 
reprints  of  the  liturgy  and  psalms. 

The  Board  reports  a  circulation  of  only  about  3,500  copies 
of  the  Mission  Field  among  more  than  50,000  families  in  the 
Reformed  Church.  Is  not  this  circulation  largely  disin'oiDor- 
tionate  to  what  it  should  be,  and  to  what  it  might  be  made 
to  be  if  a  greater  responsibility  rested  upon  its  manage- 
ment ? 

Surely  a  Church  that  is  interested  in  missionary  work,  as 
the  Reformed  Church  is,  ought  not  to  find  it  a  difficult  mat- 
ter to  increase  manifold  its  subscriptions  to  the  Mission  Field, 
and  also  to  make  it  a  self-supporting  monthly  magazine. 

The  Mission  Field  occupies  a  vantage  ground  that  cannot 
wisely  be  given  up,  or  that  cannot  easily  be  supplanted  by  any 
publication  that  will  take  its  place  and  do  its  work. 

Cannot  the  responsibility  for  its  publication  be  assumed  by 
all  our  Boards  conjointly,  and  thus  continue  a  medium  for 
the  diffusion  of  denominational  information  among  the  peo- 
ple that  will  receive  it  in  no  other  way  ?  Whilst  every  pastor 
and  every  elder  should  labor  to  secure  its  circulation  in  the 
churches,  it  needs  a  strong  arm  to  push  it  to  the  front  and 
hold  it  up  before  the  people. 

Your  committee  is  informed  that  between  four  and  five 
hundred  of  the  annual  catalogues  of  our  Seminary  at  New 
Brunswick  are  published  by  the  authority  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  that  this  number  is  deemed 
to  be  sufficient  for  all  practicable  purposes  of  distribution, 
and  would,  therefore,  recommend  no  action  on  the  request  of 
the  Alumni  Association. 

With  regard  to  the  memorial  of  the  Boards  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Missions,  your  committee  submits  the  following: 
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Whereas,  The  circulation  of  the  Mission  Field  is  less  than 
3,000  monthly,  and  the  Boards  feel  that  they  can  secure  a 
larger  circulation  at  less  expense,  they,  therefore,  ask  Synod 
to  allow  each  Board  to  publish  its  missionary  information  in 
such  manner  and  way  as  it  shall  deem  best  for  its  OAvn  inter- 
ests and  those  of  the  Reformed  Church  ; 

It  is  Resolved,  That  the  Boards  of  our  Church  which  have 
missionary  intelligence  to  disseminate,  and  which  meet  the 
deficiency  in  expense  of  publication  of  the  Mission  Field, 
have  full  control  of  its  management. 

Resolved,  That,  with  a  view  to  furnish  more  extended  in- 
formation in  regard  to  our  benevolent  operations,  that  the 
pastors  of  our  churches  be  urged  to  interest  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E., 
and  other  young  people's  societies,  in  the  line  of  Christian 
work  and,  by  way  of  committees,  in  putting  a  copy  of  the 
Mission  Field  in  every  family  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

The  death  of  the  late  treasurer,  Henry  Van  Buskirk,  and 
Rev.  George  Seibert  —  members  of  the  Board  —  is  suitably 
noticed  in  the  report,  and  this  Synod  is  called  upon  to  fill 
these  two  vacancies,  as  well  as  the  places  of  those  whose 
terms  expire  June,  1892. 

Your  committee  would  close  their  report  by  submitting  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  General  Synod  reaftirms  its  high 
estimate  of  the  value  of  the  work  committed  to  the  Board  of 
Publication,  of  providing  a  suitable  religious  and  denomi- 
national literature,  and  would  commend  it  to  the  consistories. 
Sabbath  schools  and  individuals  of  our  churches,  as  worthy 
of  their  patronage. 

Resolved,  2.  That,  in  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of 
the  Christian  press  as  a  means  of  publishing  the  Gospel,  this 
Synod  earnestly  urges  all  our  churches  to  increase  their  con- 
tributions to  the  Board  of  Publication,  that  it  may  enlarge 
its  field  of  benevolent  work  and  take  a  higher  rank  among  the 
churches  for  the  character  and  excellency  of  its  publications.

The  showings  are,  as  will  be  seen,  most  excellent. 

The  annuitants  have  been  paid  the  full  sums  allowed  under 
the  creation  of  the  fund. 

Your  committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  ministers 
and  churches  to  this  fund,  which,  in  the  cheapest  possible 
way  and  with  the  largest  results,  provides  life  assurance  for 
families  and  aid  to  disabled  ministers. 

It  does  this,  not  as  a  charity,  not  requiring  any  sacrifice  of 
self-respect  in  obtaining  its  benefits,  but  as  a  right,  while  en- 
couraging frugality  and  thrift. 

So  far  as  we  know,  no  life  insurance  or  mutual  benefit  as- 
sociation gives  such  large  returns  for  the  money  invested,  nor 
returns  so  certain  to  be  realized. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  heartily  endorse  the  aim  and 
work  of  this  fund,  and  urge  upon  all  the  ministry  to  make 
nse  of  its  benefits  and  upon  all  churches  liberal  aid,  that  the 
families  of  the  servants  of  God  in  the  ministry  may  by  this 
fund  be,  in  part  at  least,  provided  for  when  God  has  taken 
the  head  of  the  family  to  Himself.

DISABLED   ministers'  FUND. 

The  committee  on  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

Your  committee  on  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  beg  leave 
te  make  the  following  report  : 

There  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  the 
following  papers  on  the  subject:  (1)  The  income  account, 
containing  the  detailed  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
fund;   (2)  the  balance  sheet  of  the  income  account;  and  (3) 
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the  balance  sheet  of  the  invested  fund  account,  all  for  the 
year  ending  April  30th,  1892.  We  present,  first,  the  sum- 
marized report  of  the  Treasurer  upon  the  income.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  income  is  larger  than  last  year  by 
$3,476.35.  This  has  not  come  from  increase  in  the  contribu- 
tions from  the  churches,  nor  from  any  ordinary  interest  re- 
turns. A  bequest  made  quite  a  number  of  years  ago  was  not 
received  until  this  year,  nor  the  interest  paid.  By  the  wise 
management  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  the  unpaid  interest 
for  the  back  years,  amounting  to  $3,558.53,  has  been  secured, 
and  also  the  principal  of  the  Trust.  It  is  this  large  interest 
sum  that  increases  the  total  of  the  income  account  to  over 
$15,000  and  which  enables  the  board  to  materially  increase 
for  the  coming  year  the  grants  to  the  annuitants.  We  wish 
it  might  be  the  beginning  of  larger  annual  dividends  to  the 
eminently  worthy  claimants  upon  this  fund  ;  but  the  history 
of  the  past,  and  the  offerings  of  the  churches  this  year  do 
not  warrant  any  bright  hopes  for  the  immediate  future,  unless 
the  churches  take  this  cause  closer  to  their  hearts  and  con- 
sciences. Some  additional  hope  might  be  indulged  from  the 
fact  that  twenty-four  more  churches  contributed  to  the  fund 
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than  last  year,  if  it  were  not  that  the  aggregate  contributiona 
were  increased  by  only  $20,  and  by  the  further  fact  that  320 
churches  gave  nothing. 

Your  committee  gladly  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Invested  Fund  has  been  increased  this  year  by  the  sum  of 
$5,750,  and  the  sources  are  as  follows  :

The  Invested  Fund  now  amounts  to  $62,065.13. 

Your  committee  desire  now  to  present  some  facts  and  rea- 
sonings to  the  attention  of  the  Synod.  It  is  well  known  that 
the  provision  made  for  the  disabled  ministers  and  the  widows' 
of  deceased  ministers  is  not  an  adequate  one.  It  is  also  a 
variable  quantity,  determined  largely  by  the  amount  of  the 
annual  offerings  of  the  churches.  The  provision  should  be- 
adequate.  The  Church  invites  to  the  pastorate  men  whom 
it  believes  G-od  has  first  called,  by  His  Spirit,  into  the  minis- 
try of  the  Word.  It  requires  them  to  devote  themselves 
solely  to  this  holy  calling.  That  duty  is  accepted  by  God^s 
servants,  though  they  know  that  the  salaries  to  be  received 
will,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  be  not  much,  if  any,  more  than 
the  necessities  of  passing  years  will  require.  Indeed,  in  many 
cases  the  closest  economy  is  imperative  to  enable  them  to- 
obey  the  Apostle's  command,  "Owe  no  man  anything,  but  to 
love  one  another.''  Their  noble  wives,  cultured  and  lovingv 
accept  this  life  of  limitations  and  privations  in  temporal 
things  with  a  spirit  of  sweetest  devotion  to  the  Master  and 
to  the  Church,  and  all  God's  people  are  debtors  to  the  exam- 
ples and  labors  of  -such  lives.  They  have  rejoiced  to  spend 
and  be  spent  for  the  Master  and  his  Church ;  their  whole 
lives  have  been  a  declaration,  "We  seek  not  yours,  but  you;'^ 
but  so  serving  the  Church  for  salaries  too  small  to  enable 
them  to  lay  by  a  provision  for  old  age,  and  when  long  years 
of  such  service  have  passed  and  disability  has  come,  should 
they  be  permitted  to  become  dependents  ?  Should  they  be 
left  to  the  consideration  of  charitable  people  ?  Should  the 
widows  of  such  ministers  be  forced  to  pass  their   declining; 


mi  JUNE,  1892. 

years  with  a  feeling  that  their  kxbors  and  sacrifices  are  for- 
gotten, and  their  comfort  is  no  one's  care  ?  To  such  queS' 
tions  the  Church  has  answered,  with  sincere  emphasis,  no  ! 
The  pronounced  conviction  of  all  Christian  denominations  is 
that  adequate  provision  should  be  made  for  the  reasonable 
comfort  of  such  disabled  ministers  whose  personal  resources 
are  not  sufficient ;  that  it  is  as  much  a  duty  upon  the  general 
church  to  do  this  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  individual  church 
to  provide  a  comfortable  maintenance  for  its  pastor,  and  that 
it  is  a  high  and  sacred  obligation  and  should  be  fulfilled. 
The  Reformed  Church  has  undertaken  to  perform  this  duty, 
but  as  yet  tlie  sense  of  obligation  is  not  general  enough  nor 
deep  enough  to  secure  a  proper  co-operation  of  the  churches. 
For  proof,  we  note  these  facts  :  230  churches  only  made  an 
offering  at  all  to  this  fund  last  year ;  84  of  that  number  con- 
tributed from  $1  to  $5,  and  61  churches  contributed  from  15 
to  $10;  these  together  make  nearly  two-thirds  of  all  the  con- 
trihuting  churches.  Three  churches  only  contribute  over 
llOO  apiece,  lohile  320  churches  give  nothing. 

Like  other  denominations,  we  are  aiming  to  secure  a  perma- 
nent fund  large  enough  to  provide  for  all  these  claims,  and  it 
will  be  a  blessed  day  when  the  Church  can  say  to  its  faithful 
ministers  and  their  wives,  "  Give  no  anxious  thought  for 
your  comfortable  future  support  if  you  should  become  dis- 
abled and  needy,  for  we  have  abundant  funds  to  which  you 
will  have  as  good  a  right  as  the  banker  has  to  his  bank  ac- 
count." It  would  require  a  fund  four  times  larger  than  is  in 
hand  to-day  to  enable  the  Church  to  guarantee  even  the  in- 
adequate sum  now  received  by  the  annuitants;  so,  for  many 
years,  the  Church  must  convert  some  of  its  love  for  a  faith- 
ful ministry  into  dollars,  and  annually  give  to  this  fund  to 
meet  this  sacred  obligation;  and  your  committee  wish  that 
their  report  could  be  made  to  contribute  to  an  increased  in- 
terest in  behalf  of  the  cause.  We  believe  that  a  frank  state- 
ment of  the  case  by  the  pastor,  once  a  year,  on  a  favorable 
Sabbath,  would  double  the  offerings  now  received — would 
cause  more  frequent  bequests,  and  would  enable  the  Church 
to  make  generous  provision  for  all  who,  by  the  providence  of 
God,  would  need  an  annuity. 

Your  committee  present  the  following  resolutions  for  favor- 
able action  of  Synod: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Synod  commends  the  pastors  and 
churches  which  have  remembered  this  important  fund  by  an 
offering  during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  urgently  calls  the  attention  of 
delinquent  churches  to  their  duty  in  the  case,  and  hopes  that 
in  coming  years  they  will  fall  into  line  as  contributing 
churches. 

Resolved,  That  all  pastors  and  consistories  be  aifectionately 
urged  to  give  the  Disabled  Ministers'  Fund  a  prominent  place 
among  the  benevolent  causes  presented  to  their  congregations, 
and  that  the  acknowledged  obligation  to  this  fund  be  pressed 
in  connection  with  the  taking  of  the  annual  offering.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

OVERTURES. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  j^resented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON   OVERTURES. 

Your  Committee  on  Overtures  respectfully  begs  to  report 
as  follows. 

To  your  committee  were  referred  the  following  documents  : 

1.  A  memorial  from  the  Classis  of  Westchester,  reiterating 
their  request  for  relief  in  the  matter  of  the  categorical 
answers  to  the  second  and  third  constitutional  questions, 
"  relating  to  the  regular  exposition  of  the  Heidelberg  Cate- 
chism and  to  catechizing  of  the  children  and  the  instruction 
of  the  youth"  (Art.  VII,  Sec.  7,  Const.). 

2.  A  memorial  of  the  same  Classis  on  the  subject  of  Tem- 
perance. 

3.  A  memorial  of  the  Classis  of  New  York,  begging  General 
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Synod  to  request  the  American  Bible  Society  to  keep  the  re- 
vised version  of  the  Bible  on  sale  at  their  depositories,  and  to 
supply  it  when  needed. 

4.  An  overture  of  the  same  Classis,  regarding  church  ex- 
tension in  the  City  of  New  York. 

5.  An  overture  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the 
Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  asking  of  the  General  Synod  so 
to  amend  the  Constitution  that  our  theological  professors 
may  have  an  ecclesiastical  standing  in  our  Church  assemblies 
or  judicatories. 

I.  As  regards  the  first  memorial  of  the  Classis  of  West- 
chester, your  committee  are  at  a  loss  what  to  say. 

"We  keenly  appreciate  the  difficulty  apprehended  by  the 
hrethren  who  are  overturing  General  Synod.  They  love  the 
reformed  truth  and  principle.  They  "wish  not  to  be  under- 
stood as  striking  at  our  Heidelberg  Catechism  nor  as  under- 
valuing our  Church's  wise  insistence  on  the  catechizing  of 
her  children.'' 

And  yet  they  are  aware  that  ''from  reasons  forced  upon 
them  now  and  then  by  the  nature  and  conditions  of  our 
churches  and  our  work,"  the  categorical  answer  demanded 
may  often  be  an  utter  impossibility. 

The  same  conditions,  however,  largely  prevail  in  every 
part  of  the  Church.  We  are  all  struggling  with  the  same 
untoward  environment. 

Last  year's  Committee  on  Overtures  has  treated  the  subject 
exhaustively,  and  in  the  main  with  great  fairness  and 
acumen. 

We  believe,  moreover,  that  the  constitutional  changes 
demanded  for  relief  are  so  complicated  and  far  reaching,  and 
capable  of  such  diversified  misunderstanding,  that  prudence 
and  wisdom  seem  to  indicate  the  impracticability  of  this 
course. 

True  to  the  fornud  principle  of  the  reformation,  we  believe 
in  the  sole  authority  of  God's  word,  and  in  preaching  on  the 
catechism,  we  do  so  with  the  assured  belief  that  its  doctrinal 
contents  are  scriptural,  and  that  in  preaching  those  doctrines 
we  preach  the  Gospel  in  all  its  fullness. 

The  details  of  this  part  of  our  work  lie  in  the  province  of 
personal  vicM's  and  local  conditions. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  oifer  the  following  resolutions : 
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Resolved,  That  this  whole  matter  of  expounding  the  cate- 
chism and  catechizing  the  youth  of  the  Church  must  be  left 
to  the  conscience  of  the  pastor  and  judgment  of  the  church 
he  serves,  and  of  the  Classis  to  wliich  he  belongs. 

Resolved,  That  the  answers  of  the  Classes,  under  Art.  VII, 
Sec.  7,  of  our  Constitution,  need  not  be  categorical. 

II.  As  to  the  second  memorial  of  the  same  Classis  on  the 
subject  of  temperance,  your  committee  has  carefully  studied 
the  contents  of  this  overture,  on  a  matter  so  near  to  every 
Christian's  heart. 

It  requests  Synod's  recommendation  of  active  temperance 
work,  by  means  of  union  meetings  or  otherwise,  to  arouse 
public  opinion  in  opposition  to  the  growing  evil  of  intemper- 
ance in  our  land.  It  further  requests  the  appointment  by 
Synod  of  a  standing  committee  on  temperance  and  the  cir- 
culation by  the  Synod  of  a  printed  appeal  for  temperance, 
which  could  be  endorsed  by  other  Christian  denominations, 
and  placed  in  every  household  of  the  land.  As  to  the  first 
request,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  the  Synod  to  repeat  its 
frequent  testimony  in  approval  of  every  effort,  made  in  a 
Christian  way,  in  behalf  of  the  desperate  struggle  of  the  age 
against  what  the  overture  well  calls  "the  monster  evil." 

Our  Church  was  among  the  first  to  wage  war  upon  this 
common  foe  of  the  Church  and  of  mankind. 

Its  resolutions  of  1828  embody  all  that  needs  be  said  by 
us  on  the  subject,  and  they  have  been  repeatedly  emphasized. 
Yet,  to  satisfy  the  Classis  of  Westchester,  your  committee 
proposes  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  our  pastors  and  elders  and  churches  are 
urgently  requested  to  assume  an  unmistakable  attitude  of  un- 
flinching opposition  to  the  evil  of  intemperance,  wherever  the 
Lord  may  open  a  door  of  testimony,  and  to  aid  the  cause  of 
temperance  in  every  possible  way,  both  by  precept  and  ex- 
ample. 

III.  As  to  the  other  requests  of  the  Classis  of  Westchester 
your  committee  feels  constrained  to  report  to  Synod  that  they 
deem  the  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  on  temper- 
ance as  beyond  the  province  of  this  Synod;  whilst  the  print- 
ing and  extensive  circulation  of  a  general  appeal  in  behalf  of 
temperance — "  to  be  put  in  every  household  of  the  land  " — 
would  involve  an  expense  to  which  Synod's  treasury,  in  its 
present  condition,  seems  inadequate. 
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IV.  As  regards  the  first  overtui'e  of  the  Classis  of  ISTew 
York,  requesting  Synod  to  interest  itself  in  behalf  of  the  sale 
of  copies  of  the  revised  version  of  the  Bible  in  depositories 
of  the  American  Bible  Society,  your  committee  would  report: 

1st.  That  it  has  been  credibly  informed  that  th€  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society  is  prohibited  by  its  charter  from  printing 
any  other  version  of  the  Bible  but  the  '' King  James." 

2d.  That,  inasmuch  as  every  book-store  in  the  land  either 
keeps  in  stock  copies  of  the  revised  version  of  the  Bible,  or 
can  order  the  same  on  short  notice  for  any  customer,  it  seems 
rather  unnecessary  that  this  Synod  should  occupy  itself  with 
a  matter  which  appears  to  be  of  such  easy  solution. 

V.  The  second  overture  of  the  same  Classis  requests  Synod 
to  consider  the  importance  of  church  extension  in  the  city  of 
New  York  and,  if  deemed  wise,  to  take  measures  looking 
toward  the  organization  of  a  committee  which  shall  have  this 
matter  in  special  charge. 

In  regard  to  this  request  your  committee  begs  leave  to 
report  that  Synod  cannot  occupy  itself  in  the  matter  with- 
out infringing  upon  the  special  domain  of  the  rights  of  the 
Classis  of  New  York,  and  next  in  order  on  those  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  New  York. 

Under  our  Constitution  (Art.  VII,  Sec.  2),  "  the  right  of 
forming  and  disbanding  Congregations "  belongs  to  Classis. 
By  a  late  decision  of  Synod  every  Classis  is  to  have  a  Com- 
mittee of  Church  extension,  to  which  committee,  according 
to  the  mind  of  your  committee,  the  matter  should  be  referred. 

VI.  The  overture  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the 
Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  reads  as  follows :  "  The  Board 
of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Reformed  (Dutch)  Church  in  America,  at  New  Brunswick, 
beg  most  respectfully  to  overture  the  General  Synod  in 
regard  to  the  following  matter,  which  the  Board  considers 
to  be  of  very  great  importance: 

"  To  amend  the  Constitution  (Art.  Ill,  Sec.  4)  by  striking 
out  the  following  clause:  'or  sit  as  a  member  of  any  eccle- 
siastical assembly  or  Judicature,^  and  that  other  sections  of 
the  Constitution  be  harmonized  therewith." 

Your  committee  is  aware  that  it  is  groping  in  the  dark  in 
solving  this  matter,  inasmuch  as  not  a  hint  is  given  of  the 
motives  for  this  change. 
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Yet  in  view  of  the  long  lapse  of  years,  during  which  our 
professors  of  theology  have  been  shorn  of  all  their  eccle- 
siastical rights,  and  of  the  extreme  care  necessary  in  the 
matter,  as  well  as  of  the  delicate  nature  of  the  task  required, 
your  committee  beg  to  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Ixesolved,  That  this  overture  of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents of  the  Reformed  Church,  at  New  Brunswick,  be  referred 
back  to  them  with  the  request  that  they  present  to  the  next 
Greneral  Synod  a  detailed  statement  of  this  matter,  together 
with  the  specific  changes  in  the  Constitution,  which  they 
propose. 

To  your  committee  were  referred  also  the  following  two 
papers  : 

1 .  A  request  of  the  Non-Partisan  Woman's  Christian  Tem- 
perance Union,  presenting  to  Synod  some  statistical  facts  in 
regard  to  the  connection  between  crime  and  Sabbath  school 
instruction,  together  with  a  request  that  this  Synod  recom- 
mend that  a  certain  portion  of  time  be  set  apart  in  our  Sab- 
bath schools  for  Gospel  temperance  instruction. 

Inasmuch  as  the  committee  on  the  Sabbath  school  and 
catechetical  instruction  of  last  year  had  under  advisement 
the  same  or  similar  document,  of  which  suitable  dis- 
position was  made,  your  committee  deems  action,  further 
than  the  reiteration  of  their  recommendation,  at  present 
unnecessary. 

2.  A  preamble  and  resolution  with  regard  to  the  present 
struggle  "with  the  most  powerful  combination  for  evil, 
represented  by  corrupt  city  officials  joining  hands  with 
organized  vice  and  crime,  in  the  persons  of  the  saloon  and 
other  doors  of  crime  and  vice,"  going  on  in  our  large  centers 
of  population. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  considered  this  matter,  and, 
whilst  they  appreciate  the  immensity  of  the  task  undertaken 
by  organized  Christianity  and  morality  in  this  struggle,  and 
feel  assured  that  this  Synod,  as  one  man,  upholds  the  hands 
of  those  who  give  battle  for  God  and  righteousness,  they  feel 
constrained  to  recommend  that  no  formal  action  be  taken  by 
Synod  in  this  matter,  inasmuch  as  it  seems  to  be  extra-judi- 
cial, and  not  germane  to  the  special  scope  of  the  work  which 
should  occupv  its  time  and  attention,  and  for  the  further 
(8) 
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reason  that  it  would  establish  a  precedent  which  might  load 
down  our  journal  with  a  mass  of  extraneous  matter. 

All  of  which  is  resjjectfully  submitted.

The  Synod  took  up  the  appeal  of  the  Third  Church  of  Phil- 
adelphia from  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia  in  dis- 
banding said  Church,  after  the  President  had  made  the  usual 
announcement  that  the  Synod  was  about  to  sit  as  a  court,  and 
after  prayer  was  offered. 
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The  order  prescribed  by  the  committee  was  followed.  The 
closing  address  for  the  appellant  was  made  by  the  Rev.  Taber 
Knox. 

The  parties  in  interest  having  withdrawn,  the  roll  was  called 
and  the  members  of  the  Synod  expressed  their  opinions.  A 
vote  was  then  taken  on  tlie  question  whether  the  ap2)eal  should 
be  sustained  or  not.

ARTICLE   XVI. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  would  respectfully 
report  : 

There  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee 
the  following  communications : 

1.  The  credentials  of  the  Rev.  Teotilo  Gay,  D.  D.,  a  dele- 
gate to  this  Synod  from  the  Waldensian  Church,  Rome,  Italy; 
also  a  letter  from  Dr.  Gay,  written  from  British  Columbia, 
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in  which  he  regrets  his  inability  to  be  present  at  this  session 
of  Synod  and  extends  the  hearty  greetings  of  our  Italian 
brethren  to  this  body,  and  asks  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  to  consider  these  Waldensian  Christians  as  her  mis- 
sionaries, and  through  them  to  take  a  part  in  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  the  native  land  of  Columbus. 

Your  committee  offer  the  following  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  authorized,  either 
in  person  or  by  letter,  to  convey  to  Dr.  Gay  our  deep  interest 
and  warm  sympathy  with  every  effort  which  is  now  being  put 
forth  by  this  Waldensian  Church  to  evangelize  Italy. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  call  the  attention  of  our  entire  Church 
to  this  opportunity  of  spreading  the  Gospel  "  at  Rome  also,'' 
and  commend  most  heartily  the  efforts  of  the  Waldensian 
Church  to  the  prayer  and  liberality  of  every  member  of  the 
Reformed  Church. 

2.  A  letter  from  Rev.  W.  J.  Skillman,  stating  that  he  had 
fulfilled  the  pleasant  duty  of  conveying  the  fraternal  greetings 
of  this  Synod  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada. 

3.  A  letter  from  Rev.  N.  D.  Williamson,  stating  he  had 
attended  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church ;  that  the  temper  of  that  Synod  towards 
ours  was  very  handsomely  manifested  by  a  unanimous  rising 
vote,  declaring  their  hearty  reciprocation  of  our  salutations 
and  their  earnest  wish  to  have  the  correspondence  continued. 

4.  A  letter  from  Rev.  J.  Lansing  Pearse,  stating  that  he 
had  fulfilled  by  letter  his  commission  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

5.  A  letter  from  Rev.  A.  D.  Campbell  stating  that  he  had 
conveyed  by  letter  the  fraternal  greetings  of  this  General  Synod 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (South). 

6.  A  letter  from  the  Rev.  D.  B.  Wilson,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence  of  the  Covenanter  Synod,  ac- 
knowledging, on  its  behalf,  the  receipt  of  the  fraternal  letter 
sent  them. 

7.  A  communication  in  behalf  of  the  Western  section  of  the 
Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches  throughout  the  world 
holding  the  Presb5rterian  system,  in  which  a  brief  report  of 
the  work  for  the  past  year  is  presented,  and  our  attention  is 
called  to  the  matter  of  meeting  the  expenses  of  the  Alliance, 
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our  proportion  for  the  year  ending  November  1st,  1892,  being 
the  same  as  last  year,  $180. 

Your  committee  propose  tliat  the  treasurer  of  General 
Synod  be  authorized  to  pay  the  amount  needed  from  any 
funds  available  for  such  purposes. 

8.  A  communication  from  Rev.  W.  A.  Campbell,  a  member 
of  the  Peace  conference,  in  which  he  regrets  that  the  names 
of  the  delegates  from  this  body  did  not  reach  him  in  time  to 
notify  them  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  last  conference.  But 
as  another  conference  is  to  be  held  in  Chicago  in  1893,  and 
the  communication  requests  a  delegate  to  be  appointed,  your 
committee  would  recommend  that  Rev.  W.  H.  Ten  Eyck  be 
appointed  primarius  and  Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin  secundus. 

9.  A  communication  from  the  General  Association  of  Con- 
gregational Ministers  and  Churches  of  New  York,  asking  this 
Synod  to  unite  with  them  by  the  appointment  of  one  or  more 
brethren  to  act  upon  a  committee  of  conference  in  an  effort  to 
procure  the  repeal  of  certain  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York 
relating  to  "  wills,"  which  arbitrarily  limit  and  abridge  the 
rights  of  individuals  in  their  bequests  to  education  and 
benevolent  and  missionary  societies.  Your  committee  recom- 
mend that  such  request  be  granted,  and  that  Elders 
H.  H.  Shook  and  Geo.  L.  Danforth  be  appointed  as  such 
committee. 

10.  A  communication  from  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Presbyterian  Historical  Society  calling  the  attention  of  this 
body  to  the  importance  of  collecting  and  safely  preserving 
the  materials,  and  to  promote  the  knowledge  of  the  history 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
in  all  its  branches,  and,  if  deemed  wise,  to  aj)point  a  com- 
mittee of  ministers  and  elders  to  co-0})erate  with  this  society 
in  collecting  materials  for  the  history  of  its  own  branch  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  offer  of  the  use  of  their  fire- 
proof vaults  for  the  preservation  of  such  documents. 

Your  committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to 
the  importance  of  this  matter,  and  would  offer  the  following : 

Revived,  1.  That  we  heartily  approve  of  the  spirit  and  plan 
suggested  by  this  society,  and  thank  them  for  their  offer ;  but 
inasmuch  as  we  already  have  such  a  place  in  our  own  Gardner 
A.  Sage  fire-proof  library,  we  respectfully  decline  this  part  of 
their  offer. 
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Itesolved,  2.  1'hat  the  Presbyterian  Historical  Society  he 
informed  that  wo  will  be  glad  to  give  them  free  access  to  our 
library  to  make  transcripts  of  any  of  the  documents  which  we 
may  have  in  our  possession  wliich  will  be  of  any  service  or 
value  to  their  society. 

Resolved.  3.  ^Fhat  a  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  E.  'l\ 
Corwin,  D.  D.,  Rev.  A.  Kriokard,  Rev.  J.  F.  Riggs  and 
Elders  W.  H.  Kirk  and  George  Lott,  be  appointed  by  this 
Synod  to  secure  more  fully,  and  to  preserve  in  the  (Jarduer 
A.  Sage  Library  vaults  any  documents  of  value  to  our  own 
branch  of  the  Church. 

11.  A  communication  presenting  the  report  of  the  committee 
of  conference  appointed  last  year  to  confer  with  churches  of 
the  Presbyterian  system,  and  to  seek  to  bring  about  a  closer 
federation  of  the  Christian  churches  of  this  land.  From 
various  causes  the  attendance  of  the  representatives  of  the 
ecclesiastical  bodies  which  had  been  invited  to  be  represented 
was  smaller  than  was  anticipated  or  desired. 

After  free  conference  the  following  deliverance  was  unani- 
mously adopted  as  supj^lemental  to  the  original  call  for  such 
a  conference,  which  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  those  assem- 
blies and  Synods  not  yet  represented  in  the  conference.  The 
points  emphasized  in  this  communication  on  account  of  their 
importance  are  quoted  in  full,  viz. : 

"  1.  This  movement  has  no  connection  with  any  cofnsensus 
creed  movement. 

"  2.  It  involves  nothing  that  would  affect  any  of  the  pecu- 
liarities of  any  of  the  churches. 

•'.3.  It  looks  to  the  formation  of  a  federal  union  of  the 
churches  for  the  purpose  of  doing  what  cannot  be  success- 
fully done  by  them  apart  as  they  now  are. 

"4.  It  designs  to  clothe  a  federal  council  with  constitutional 
power  as  distinguished  from  the  voluntary  advisory  functions 
of  the  Evangelical  Alliance,  and  of  the  council  of  the  Reformed 
Churches  holding  the  Presbyterian  system,  said  constitutional 
power  to  be  carefully  specified  by  the  united  judgment  of 
the  denominations  entering  into  the  federation." 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
committee,  or  rather  the  continuance  of  the  former  com- 
mittee, with  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Taylor 
filled,  to  confer  with  other  bodies  in  taking  this  whole  matter 
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iito   consideration.     They  suggest  the  following  committee 
for  the  confirmation  of  the  Synod:

The  credentials  of  the  Rev.  James  D.  Steele,  delegate  from 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  and 
of  the  Rev.  Charles  A.  Dickey,  D.D.,  delegate  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  were  received,  and  these  brethren  both 
were  present  and  addressed  the  Synod,  and  were  responded  to 
by  the  President. 

After  these  addresses  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America 
desire  to  put  on  record  their  great  satisfaction  at  hearing  del- 
egates from  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  desire  to  convey 
through  these  beloved  brethren  the  cordial  greetings  of  this 
General  Synod  to  the  Supreme  Courts  of  the  Churches  which 
they  have   so  worthily  and  ably  represented.

UNION  WITH  THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  General  Synod  in  1891  (see  Minutes,  p.  351,  Resolu- 
tion 2),  sent  down  to  all  the  Classes  a  "draft  of  the  Articles 
of  Constitution  and  of  Federal  Union  between  this  Church 
and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  for  their 
consideration  and  categorical  replies." 

In  response  to  this  action  the  Classes  have  sent  official 
returns,  some  of  them  being  categorical  answers,  and  others 
conditional,  containing  besides  the  votes  of  the  Classes,  vari- 
ous suggestions. 

A  special  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  J.  A.  De  Baun, 
Rev.  A.  P.  Van  Gieson,  Rev.  J.  F.  Zwemer  and  Elders  J. 
C.  Haring,  M.  D.,  Vischer  Lansing  and  Wilson  Harrington 
was  appointed  to  receive  and  canvass  the  votes  of  the  Classes. 

This  committee  was  also  instructed  to  receive  and  examine 
all  the  other  papers  presented  on  the  subject  of  Federal  Union 
by  the  Classes,  and  to  recommend  appropriate  action  to  be 
taken  by  the  Synod. 

The  committee  presented  a  report  which  was  accepted  and 
ordered  printed.  A  Minority  Report  was  also  presented,  ac- 
cepted and  printed,  and  both  were  discussed. 

In  the  progress  of  the  discussion  a  third  paper  was  offered 
as  a  substitute  for  the  Minority  Report,  and  accepted  as  the 
Minority  Report,  and  both  were  considered.  After  several 
amendments  were  made  to  the  Majority  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  adopted,  it  being  mutually  agreed  that  they 
should  take  effect  if  the  enacting  clause  should  be  adopted,  a 
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vote  was  taken  which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  the  ^liuority 
Report,  which  is  as  follows  : 

Wherea',  There  have  been  sent  to  the  General  Synod  from 
the  Classes  various  memorials  asking  for  changes  in  and 
additions  to,  and  presenting  objections  against  the  Articles 
of  Constitution  and  Federal  Union  between  the  Reformed 
Church  in  America  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States ;  and 

W/(ereas,  There  is  also  a  proposition  before  this  Synod  look- 
ing towards  a  broader  plan  of  Federal  Union  including  all  the 
Reformed  Churches  in  this  land,  holding  the  Presbyterian 
system,  and  a  committee  has  been  appointed  by  this  Synod 
with  instructions  to  confer  with  similar  committees  appointed 
by  other  ecclesiastical  bodies,  and  to  report  to  the  next 
General  Synod ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  action  on  the  proposed  Articles  of  Constitu- 
tion and  Federal  Union  between  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be 
deferred  to  the  next  General  Synod,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  considered  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  broader  plan  of  Federal  Union  then  to  be  jiresented. 

Resolved,  That  the  Majority  Report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee now  accejoted,  but  not  adopted,  by  this  Synod  be 
printed  in  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  for  the  information 
of  the  Classes  and  churches,  and,  in  order  that  the  mind  of 
the  Church  may  be  ascertained,  that  the  Classes  be  and 
hereby  are  requested  to  report  to  the  next  General  Synod, 
either  categorically  or  otherwise  as  they  may  deem  best,  their 
approval  or  disapproval  of  the  proposed  Articles  of  Constitu- 
tion and  Federal  Union  between  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
with  the  amendments  and  understandings  recommended  in 
the  Majority  Report.

Resolved,  1.  That  the  special  committee  appointed  by  this 
Synod  on  Union  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  be  reappointed. 

Resolved,  2.  That  all  Classical  returns  on  Union  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  clerk  of  Synod  to  the  chairman  of  said  com- 
mittee. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  committee  be  instructed  to  tabulate 
all  returns  on  Union  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 
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Resolved,  4.  That  said  committee  be  instructed  to  carry  on 
all  necessary  correspondence  with  the  Eef  ormed  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

It  was  also  Resolved,  That  the  Majority  Keport  on  Federal 
Union,  as  amended,  be  printed  in  the  minutes  for  informa- 
tion.    It  is  as  follows  : 

MAJORITY    REPORT   ON    FEDERAL    UNION. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Federal  Union  with  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  would  respectfully  report: 

There  have  been  placed  in  our  hands  twenty-seven  official 
reports  of  the  votes  of  as  many  Classes  on  the  plan  and  Con- 
stitution for  Federal  Union,  approved  by  the  General  Synod 
in  1891,  and  sent  to  the  Classes  for  their  consideration  and 
replies  for  or  against  adoption. 

The  Classis  of  Arcot  respectfully  refrains  from  voting  on 
this  question  "  because  it  is  impossible  for  most  of  its  mem- 
bers to  attain  to  a  full  understanding  of  all  the  issues  in- 
volved.''  In  all  courtesy,  therefore,  and  as  a  matter  of  equity, 
the  Classis  of  Arcot  ought  to  be  excused  and  set  aside  from 
the  whole  number  of  Classes  whose  votes  should  be  counted. 

Of  the  remaining  thirty-three  Classes,  eighteen  officially 
report  an  unconditional  affirmative  answer  to  the  overture  of 
the  General  Synod,  viz  :  Bergen,  South  Bergen,  Hudson, 
North  Long  Island,  Michigan,  Monmouth,  Montgomery, 
Newark,  New  Brunswick,  Ulster,  New  York,  Orange,  Pa- 
ramus,  Eensselaer,  Schenectady,  Schoharie,  Illinois  and  West- 
chester. 

Two  Classes  report  a  conditional  affirmative,  viz  :  Greene 
and  Raritan.  As  we  shall  see,  these  conditions  would  neces- 
sarily be  met  even  if  they  had  not  been  specified;  and,  there- 
fore, they  have  not  even  a  tendency  to  vitiate  the  affirmative 
answer. 

Six  Classes  officially  report  a  negative  answer,  viz:  Holland, 
Iowa,  South  Long  Island,  Poughkeepsie,  Rochester  and  Wis- 
consin. 

From  the  remaining  seven  Classes  no  official  report  has  been 
received.  We  know,  however,  from  the  reports  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, as  published  in  the  Intelligencer,  that  three  of  these 
voted  an  unconditional  affirmative,  viz:  Dakota,  Passaic  and 
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Philadelphia.  One  voted  a  conditional  affirmative,  viz:  King- 
ston. Three  voted  a  negative  reply,  viz:  Albany,  Grand  River 
and  Saratoga. 

To  sum  up,  if  we  regard  only  tlie  official  answers  received 
by  the  Synod,  there  are  eighteen  unconditional  affirmatives, 
which  is  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  Classes,  and  two  con- 
ditional affirmatives,  which  ought,  in  all  reason,  to  be  added. 

There  are  six  Classes  officially  voting  in  the  negative,  which 
is  less  than  one-fifth  of  all  the  Classes.  If  we  take  into  ac- 
count all  the  official  and  unofficial  answers,  there  are  twenty- 
one  unconditional  affirmatives  and  three  formally  conditional, 
which  is  more  than  two-thirds  of  all,  and  nine  negatives, 
which  is  less  than  one-third. 

Although  this  proposed  Constitution  of  Federal  Union  with 
the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States  is  not  in  any 
sense  an  alteration  of  the  Constitution  of  our  Eeformed 
Church  in  America,  the  General  Synod,  although  under  no 
obligation  to  do  so,  has  chosen  to  submit  it  to  the  vote  of  the 
Classes  in  order  that  the  mind  of  the  Church  might  be  fully 
known.  Having  already  been  approved  by  the  General  Synod, 
and  having  now  received  the  affirmative  votes  of  much  more 
that  a  clear  majority  of  the  Classes,  it  only  remains  for  this 
Synod  to  utter  a  final  declarative  resolution  announcing  its 
adoption  by  our  Reformed  Church  in  America.  In  doing  so, 
however,  it  is  perfectly  proper  and  may  be  highly  expedient 
that  at  the  same  time  we  declare  our  understanding  of  points 
which  may  be  open  to  misconception,  and  the  methods  by 
which  we  propose  to  exercise  the  functions  of  our  own  General 
Synod  as  specified  in  the  Federal  Constitution.  We  there- 
fore recommend  the  following  action  : 

Whereas,  At  the  last  preceding  session  of  General  Synod 
the  proposed  Federal  Union  with  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States  and  the  proposed  Constitution  for  such 
Union  were  approved  and  sent  down  to  the  Classes  for  their 
adoption ;  and 

Whereas,  A  decided  majority  of  the  Classes  have  approved 
said  proposed  Union  and  Constitution  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  articles  of  Constitution  and  Federal 
Union  between  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  and  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be  and  are  hereby 
adopted,  with  the  following  express  understanding  : 
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1.  That  the  last  clause  of  Article  V,  "  Such  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  concurrent  action  of  the  Constituent 
General  Synods,"  be  understood  to  qualify  the  whole  article, 
and  not  only  the  last  preceding  clause  ;  and  that  we  propose 
the  following  amendment  by  way  of  substitute  for  Article  V  : 
"  To  the  Federal  Synod  shall  be  committed  such  powers  in 
matters  relating  to  the  establishment  and  management  of 
Missions,  Domestic  and  Foreign  ;  in  matters  relating  to  new 
educational  interests;  in  matters  relating  to  the  general  super- 
intendence of  Sunday  school  interests  and  literature,  and  in 
all  similar  ecclesiastical  matters,  as  the  concurrent  action  of 
the  Constituent  General  Synods  shall  determine." 

2.  That  the  said  Articles  of  Constitution  and  Federal 
Union,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  and  effect  the  Keformed  Church 
in  America,  shall  not  supersede  or  be  superior  to,  or  in  any 
wise  directly  or  indirectly  change,  or  amend,  or  add  to,  or 
take  from,  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America  or  any  part  thereof,  but  shall  be  strictly  and  wholly 
subordinate  thereunto;  and  that  none  of  the  said  Articles  of 
Constitution  and  Federal  Union  shall  be  so  interpreted  as  to 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in 
America. 

3.  That  in  relation  to  Articles  V,  VI,  VII  and  XIII,  we 
hereby  establish  the  principle  for  our  own  Keformed  (Dutch) 
Church  in  America,  that  any  action  or  assent  of  our  General 
Synod,  or  any  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  which 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  affect  the  Constitution  of  our  own 
Church — including  in  that  term,  as  is  our  wont,  the  Cate- 
chism, the  Compendium,  the  Confession  of  Faith,  the  Canons 
of  the  Synod  of  Dordrecht  and  the  Liturgy — shall  first  be 
recommended  by  General  Synod,  and  then  sent  down  to  our 
Classes  for  approbation,  and  shall  only  be  effected  upon  the 
favoring  votes  of  a  majority  of  said  Classes,  and  a  subsequent 
final  declarative  resolution  of  our  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  with  the  fullest  confidence  in  our  sister 
Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  what  we  now  propose  will  meet  with  her 
hearty  approbation,  this  Synod  now  expresses  its  judgment 
that  it  is  desirable  that  the  Articles  jof  Constitution  and  of 
Federal  Union  between  the  Reformed  Church  in  America 
and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be  amended 
by  the  addition  thereunto  of  the  following  article,  to  wit: 
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Art.  XIV.  Either  one  of  tlie  two  Constituent  (leneral 
Synods  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  consent  of  the  Fed- 
eral Synod,  immediately  resume  any  ])Ower  or  powers  which  it 
may  have  committed  to  the  Federal  Synod,  and  the  exclusive 
ris^lit  to  excercise  the  same,  and  in  case  the  Federal  Synod 
shall  withhold  its  consent  to  such  resumption,  either  one  of 
the  two  Constitutent  General  Synods  may,  from  time  to  time, 
resume  any  power  or  powers  which  it  may  have  committed 
to  the  Federal  Synod,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  exercise 
the  same,  on  condition  that  it  shall  have  given  to  the 
Federal  Synod  one  year  previous  notice  of  such  intended 
resumption. 

Resolved,  That  the  Federal  Synod,  and  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be  and  hereby 
are  requested  to  concur  with  the  General  Synod  in  the  adop- 
tion of  such  amendment. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Federal  Synod  who 
shall  represent  our  Church,  be  instructed  to  report  to 
the  General  Synod  any  suggestions  or  recommendations 
which  they  may  have  to  make  proposing  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  whereby  the  Federal  Synod  may  be  most  effect- 
ively empowered  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
constituted. 

A  memorial  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  re- 
quests that  in  case  of  the  required  majority  for  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Federal  Union,  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany 
be  assigned  one-fourth  part  of  our  representatives  in  the 
Federal  Synod  ;  and,  secondly,  that  that  Particular  Synod 
be  allowed  to  propose  the  names  of  its  own  representatives 
to  the  Federal  Synod,  subject  to  the  ratification  of  the 
(General  Synod. 

An  answer  to  the  first  of  these  requests  will  presently  be 
provided.  As  to  the  second,  there  are  serious  objections. 
First,  the  Federal  Synod,  by  its  constitution,  is  the  creature 
not  of  the  Particular  Synods,  but  directly  of  the  two  constitu- 
ent General  Synods.  Secondly,  an  election  by  the  Particular 
Synods,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  General  Synod,  would  be 
unnecessarily  cumbersome.  Thirdly,  it  would  necessarily 
delay  the  constitution  of  a  Federal  Synod  for  at  least  another 
year.  For  these  reasons  your  committee  recommend  that 
this  request  be  not  granted.

Resolved,  That  Synod  proceed,  during  the  present  session, 
at  a  time  to  be  appointed  and  by  a  method  to  be  designated 
upon  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  to  elect  sixteen  minis- 
ters and  sixteen  elders,  with  secundi,  delegates  from  our 
Church  to  the  Federal  Synod  as  follows  :  One  minister  and 
one  elder  from  each  of  our  Particular  Synods  for  four  years, 
one  minister  and  one  elder  from  each  Particular  Synod  for 
three  years,  one  minister  and  one  elder  from  each  Particular 
Synod  for  two  years,  one  minister  and  one  elder  from  each 
Particular  Synod  for  one  year.  It  is  to  be  understood  that 
the  removal  from  one  Particular  Synod  to  another  of  a  dele- 
gate thus  elected,  during  the  term  for  which  he  is  elected, 
shall  not  vacate  his  membership  in  the  Federal  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be  notified  of  the 
facts  of  the  ratification  of  the  Federal  Union  and  the  Consti- 
tution, of  the  election  of  delegates,  and  of  the  proposition  of 
this  Synod  that  the  first  •session  of  the  Federal  Synod  be  held 
in  the  First  Eeformed  (Dutch)  Church  of  Philadelphia,  on 
the  last  Tuesday  of  October,  1892,  at  3  P,  M.  If  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  our  General  Synod  shall  be  notified  officially  of  the 
acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  presiding  officers  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  of  this  suggested  time 
and  place,  he  is  hereby  directed  to  notify  the  delegates  elected 
to  represent  our  Church  in  said  Synod,  at  least  one  month 
before  the  second  Wednesday  in  October,  1892. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  thus  consummated  and 
instructed  Federal  Synod  to  the  prayerful  sympathy  and 
fraternal  confidence  of  our  Church,  and  above  all  to  the  favor 
of  the  Great  King  and  Head  of  the  Church,  and  to  the 
gracious  guidance  of  the  indwelling  Holy  Ghost.

FEDERAL  UNION  WITH  OTHER  BRANCHES  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  following- report  was  presented  by  the  Committee  of 
Conference  appointed  last  year.     It  was  accepted,  and  the 
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committee  was  continued.  The  Rev.  Lewis  Francis  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor. 


To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Churcli  in  America : 

Your  "Committee  of  Conference/' appointed  in  June,  18'.)1, 
consisted  of  the  following  members  : 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  Rev.  Dr.  Joachim  Elmendorf, 
Rev.  Dr.  John  A.  De  Baun,  Rev.  Dr.  Peter  Moerdyke  ;  Elders 
H.  W.  Bookstaver,  H.  D.  Van  Orden,  J.  R.  Hardenberg. 

By  reason  of  the  lamented  death  of  Dr.  Taylor  the  chair- 
manship devolved  upon  the  member  of  the  committee  whose 
name  is  next  in  the  list,  who  would  now  make  the  following 
report  for  the  committee. 

In  response  to  an  invitation,  our  members,  Drs.  Elmendorf 
and  De  Baun  and  Elder  J.  H.  Hardenberg,  met  with  the 
committee  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States,  in  New  York,  on  December 
17th,  1891.  From  various  causes  the  attendance  of  the 
representatives  of  the  ecclesiastical  bodies,  which  had  been 
invited  to  appoint  them,  was  smaller  than  was  anticipated 
and  desired. 

After  free  conference,  the  following  deliverance  was  unani- 
mously adopted,  as  supplemental  to  the  original  letter,  a  copy 
of  which  is  in  Synod's  minutes  of  1891.  It  was  also  resolved 
that  the  deliverance  be  sent  to  the  General  Assemblies  and 
Synods  who  have  not  yet  appointed  committees  on  Federation. 

The  communication  is  as  follows  : 

From  the  failure  of  some  of  the  Synods  and  Assemblies  to 
act,  and  the  nature  of  action  taken  by  others  which  have  not 
appointed  committees,  it  is  thought  that  the  purpose  of  the 
letter  sent  to  them  was  not  properly  apprehended.  It  is 
deemed  proper,  therefore,  to  emphasize  these  points  : 

1.  This  movement  has  no  connection  with  any  consensus 
creed  movement. 

3.  It  involves  nothing  that  would  affect  any  of  the  pecu- 
liarities of  any  of  the  churches. 

3.   It   looks   to   the   formation  of  a  Federal  Union  of  the 
churches  for  the  purpose  of  doing  what  cannot  be  success- 
fullv  done  bv  them  apart,  as  thev  now  are. 
(9)' 
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4.  It  designs  to  clothe  a  federal  council  with  constitutional 
power  as  distinguished  from  the  voluntary  advisory  functions 
of  the  evangelical  alliance  and  of  the  Council  of  the  Eeformed 
Churches  holding  the  Presbyterian  System — said  constitu- 
tional power  to  be  carefully  siaecified  by  the  united  judgment 
of  the  denominations  entering  into  the  federation. 

As  to  the  nature,  constitution  and  functions  of  federal 
council  proposed  to  be  created,  it  would  be  premature  to 
enter  into  details  here  ;  they  should  be  left  to  a  full  confer- 
ence of  the  committees  which  have  been  and  may  yet  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  various  bodies. 

Referring  to  the  statements  of  the  original  letter,  concern- 
ing the  importance  of  the  movement  and  the  objects  to  be 
accomplished  by  it,  we  join  in  a  renewed  request  to  your  ven- 
erable body  to  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  us  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  the  whole  subject  into  consideration,  and 
reporting  to  the  various  Synods  and  General  Assemblies  suit- 
able recommendations  for  action.

Resolved,  That  we  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  work  of 
this  most  excellent  society  is  still  at  the  front,  and  that  dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  issues  from  the  Bible  House  have  reached 
about  one  and  one-quarter  million  volumes.  We  are  pleased 
to  express  our  continued  and  cordial  interest  in  this  time 
honored  society,  and  heartily  commend  it  to  the  liberality  of 
all  our  people. 
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Rev.  W.  A.  Wriglit,  Secretary  of  the  American  Tract 
Society,  also  addressed  the  Synod,  and  the  following  was 
adopted : 

Who'eas,  The  General  Synod  has  listened  with  interest  to 
the  address  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  Secretary  of  the  Ameri- 
can Tract  Society,  and  believing  that  at  the  present  time  as 
well  as  in  the  past,  the  American  Tract  Society  is  an  instru- 
mentality for  great  good  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  we  commend  it  to  the  confidence  and 
liberality  of  our  churches,  and  pray  Almighty  God  to  continue 
to  bless  its  labors  and  its  literature,  and  by  its  agency  to  bring 
many  precious  souls  into  saving  relations  with  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

ARTICLE   XVIIL 

SYSTEMATIC    BEXEFICEXCE. 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  ap- 
pointed at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Synod,  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

2\i  the  General  Synod  of  ilie  Reformed  Church  in  America: 

Bkethren. — The  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence 
was  at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  continued,  with  the  addition 
of  one  new  member  as  Chairman,  and  ''with  instructions  to 
report  to  the  next  General  Synod,  presenting  some  plan  or 
method  for  systematic  beneficence  for  adoption  by  our 
churches.'* 

It  seems  plain  from  this  action  that  the  need  of  some  plan 
or  method  is  so  fully  recognized  that  it  requires  no  discussion. 
Our  Boards  and  our  churches  are  alike  suffering  from  the 
lack  of  system  which  at  present  obtains.  It  is  not  enough 
that  each  congregation  should,  as  the  constitution  enjoins, 
contribute  "annually  to  each  of  the  Benevolent  Boards  and 
Funds  of  the  Church."  The  ideal  is  that  each  individual  in 
each  congregation  should  regularly  contribute  a  definite  sura, 
however  small,  as  an  offering  to  the  Lord  through  the  Church. 
The  objects  to  which  such  gifts  shall  be  applied  may  or  may 
not  be  designated  by  the  giver.  The  end  at  which  it  is 
important  to  aim  is  the  cultivation  of  the  habit  of  thought-

i'ul.  conscientious  and  systematic  giving  on  the  part  of  each 
individual,  whatever  use  may  be  made  of  the  funds  thus  pro- 
vided. The  true  principle  is  regtdar  fjivitig  bij  all,  instead  of 
spasmodic  giving  by  a  few. 

It  will  hardly  be  questioned,  however,  that  each  giver  should 
be  free  to  designate  the  object  toAvhich  his  or  her  gift  shall  be 
appropriated.  The  reasons  for  this  need  not  be  stated.  The  ac- 
cumulation of  a  general  benevolent  fund  in  any  church,  to  be 
disbursed  by  the  consistory  of  the  church  at  its  discretion,  is  open 
to  various  objections  of  a  very  serious  nature.  Any  system 
which  may  be  proposed  should,  therefore,  be  one  under  which 
each  individual  in  each  congregation  shall  be  invited  to  say 
not  only  "  This  year  I  will,  if  possible,  give  so  much  to  the 
Lord,"  but  also,  "It  is  my  will  that  of  this  sum  so  much  shall 
go  to  this  object,  so  much  to  that  and  so  much  to  a  third." 

Now,  no  system  will  enable  us  to  reach  the  ideal  above  sug- 
gested until  the  millennium  is  much  nearer  than  it  at  present 
appears  to  be.  No  one  system  will  work  well  in  all  churches. 
But  the  only  system  which  appears  to  give  promise  of  pro- 
moting, to  any  consideral^le  degree,  the  end  in  view  is  a 
pledge  system  of  some  kind.  The  passing  of  the  contribution 
box  at  every  service  is  systematic  collecting,  but  it  does  not 
induce  systematic  giving.  Preaching  on  the  importance  of 
this  does  not  secure  it.  The  use  of  envelopes,  numbered  and 
dated,  is  a  help,  but  it  is  insufficient.  The  plan  which  the 
Synod  is  invited  formally  to  apj)rove,  and  distinctly  and  em- 
phatically to  urge  our  churches  to  adopt,  is  that  which  con- 
sists in  putting  in  the  hands  of  each  individual  in  each  con- 
gregation (as  nearly  as  possible)  a  blank  form  of  pledge  or 
promise,  which  he  or  she  is  requested  to  fill  out,  indicating 
(1)  the  amount  which  he  or  she  will  (if  possible)  contribute 
in  a  given  time  toward  the  benevolent  work  of  the  church, 
and  (2)  the  use  that  is  to  be  made  of  it.  Such  pledges  should 
be  purely  voluntary  and  revocable  at  will.  They  may  be 
either /;r/"t'«^e  or  recorded;  that  is,  they  may  be  for  the  eye 
of  the  subscriber  alone,  and  may  be  designed  to  incite  him 
to  make  his  giving  thoughtful  and  systematic,  or  they  may 
be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  church,  who  shall  keep  ac- 
count of  the  same,  not  by  names,  but  by  numbers,  so  that 
the  strictest  privacy  shall  be  observed.  The  advantage  of 
such  a  pledge,  though  it  be  only  one  which  a  man  makes  to 
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himself,  is  that  he  has  a  simple  plan  of  systematic  beneficence 
brought  to  his  attention  and  urged  upon  his  adoption.  If, 
when  its  importance  has  been  explained  to  him,  he  refuses  to 
adopt  it,  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  done.  But  if  the  plan 
of  either  private  or  recorded  pledges  were  adopted  by  any 
considerable  number  of  our  churches,  it  can  hardly  be  doubted 
that  the  revenues  of  the  Church  would  be  largely  increased, 
its  benevolent  work  would  be  put  on  a  more  stable  basis,  and 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  people  themselves  would  be 
greatly  promoted.  It  may  be  added  that  these  are  the 
methods  which  are  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Sys- 
tematic Beneficence  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  which  have  been  introduced  in  many  of 
the  churches  of  that  denomination.  It  is  believed  that  if  the 
same  methods  should  receive  the  hearty  endorsement  of 
General  Synod,  not  a  few  of  our  churches  would  at  least 
make  trial  of  them. 

They  would,  however,  meet  here  and  there  with  indiffer- 
ence, if  not  with  opposition.  Fewer  objections  are  to  be 
urged  against  a  private  than  against  a  recorded  pledge,  but 
to  many  minds  any  form  of  pledge  is  distasteful.  No  plan 
can  succeed  without  the  vigorous  effort  of  the  committees 
on  systematic  beneficence  of  the  several  Classes  and  much 
self-denying  labor  on  the  part  of  pastors  and  Consistories. 
The  work  must  be  efficiently  organized  from  the  top  down- 
ward, and  committed  to  the  management  of  the  most  earnest, 
wise  and  practical  men,  who  will  spare  no  time  or  pains  to 
secure  its  wide  and  thorough  adoption.  But  the  object 
aimed  at  is  worthy  of  all  that  it  will  cost. 

We  recommend,  therefore : 

1.  That  a  new  Permanent  Committee  on  Systematic  Benefi- 
cence be  appointed,  whose  chairman  shall  be  a  man  who  is 
willing  to  undertake  the  work  of  preparing  and  circulating 
among  the  churches  tracts  and  leaflets  exhibiting  the  duty 
and  the  desirableness  of  systematic  giving,  and  explaining  in 
detail  such  plans  as  are  suggested  in  this  report.  He  should 
also  prepare  blank  forms  of  pledges  of  different  kinds  and 
be  ready  to  furnish  them  gratuitously  to  all  who  will  use 
them. 

2.  That  there  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  committee 
a  sufficient  sum  (say,  S250)  to  defray  the  cost  of  printing  and 
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postage.  Without  this  the  plan  cannot  be  introduced.  This 
sum  the  several  Boards  of  the  Church  might  (if  necessary)  be 
requested  to  furnish,  each  contributing  a  part  of  it,  which 
should  be  in  proportion  to  its  receipts  during  the  year  Just 
closed.  The  amount  employed  in  this  way  would  be  more 
than  made  up  to  them  in  increased  receipts. 

3.  That  the  committee  consist  of  Rev.  Henry  M.  Cox,  of 
High  Bridge,  N.  Y.,  chairman;  Rev.  D.  H.  Martin,  Newark, 
N.  J.;  Rev.  Jesse  W.  Brooks,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  and  Elders 
John  S.  Bussing,  New  York,  and  V.  M.  W.  Suydam,  New 
Brunswick,  N.  J. 

4.  That  the  committees  on  systematic  beneficence  in  the 
several  Classes  be  urged  to  do  their  utmost  to  further  the 
work  of  Synod's  committee. 

5.  That  the  full  weight  of  the  authority  of  this  General 
Synod  be  given  to  this  committee  to  urge  the  plan  herein 
outlined  (with  such  modifications  as  may  be  necessary  in  par- 
ticular cases)  upon  all  our  churches  for  their  adoption. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

PUBLIC    MORALS. 

The  standing  Committee  on  Sabbath  Observance,  appointed 
last  year  (page  362),  presented  the  following  report,  which 
was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

REPORT   OF   THE    COMMITTEE    ON    SABBATH    OBSERVANCE. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Our  General  Synod, 
at  the  meeting  of  last  year,  prompted  by  the  appeal  of  the 
late  Dr.  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor,  appointed  a  Standing  Committee 
on  Sabbath  Observance,  ''to  ascertain  by  circular  letter  and 
otherwise  the  prevailing  forms  of  Sabbath  desecration  Avithin 
the  bounds  of  every  Classis,  the  measures  taken  for  arresting 
the  same,  and  the  extent  of  pulpit  and  Sunday  school  in- 
struction on  the  subject ;  to  stimulate  in  suitable  ways  the 
conscientious  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  by  Christians  in 
their  family  and  social  life,  and  in  their  business  habits  ;  to 
use  all  proper  methods  of  maintaining  the  civil  and  religious 
Sabbath  keeping  of  the  people,  and  to  report  the  results  of 
their  work  at  the  next  General  Synod."  (  Vide  Minutes,  page 
361.) 

Dr.  Taylor  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  committee,  and 
we  are  sure  that  it  is  no  exaggeration  when  we  say  that  the 
other  members  of  the  committee  anticipated  for  themselves 
little  more  than  to  co-operate  with  Dr.  Taylor  in  carrying  out 
his  plans,  and  to  follow  along  the  lines  of  effort  that  might 
be  suggested  by  the  mature  judgment  and  wise  council  of  that 
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noble  champion  of  the  Sabbath,  who  had  been  peculiarly  well 
fitted  for  his  position  in  the  pioneer  work  of  the  American 
Sabbath  Union. 

Before  our  committee,  however,  had  been  called  together 
for  organization,  the  sad  intelligence  came  to  us  of  Dr.  Tay- 
lor's translation.  At  first  it  seemed  to  us  desirable  to  wait 
about  beginiiing  our  work  until  Dr.  Taylors  place  could  be 
filled  at  this  meeting  of  General  Synod;  but  the  pressure  of 
circumstances  was  upon  us,  and  the  work  of  our  committee 
seemed  to  be  called  for  at  once.  Accordingly,  after  confer- 
ence we  organized  at  the  office  of  Elder  H.  D.  Van  Orden  in 
New  York  City. 

Our  work  thus  far  has  fallen  short  of  our  plan,  and  we 
are  not  in  a  position  as  yet  to  give  in  our  report  the  exact 
information  called  for ;  but  feeling  the  importance  of  the 
matter,  and  realizing  the  need  of  prompt  action  on  the  part 
of  our  Church,  in  the  early  part  of  April  we  addressed  to  our 
pastors  and  elders,  through  their  respective  Classes,  a  com- 
munication, of  which  the  following  is  an  extract : 

'^  Inasmuch  as  the  season  is  at  hand  when  Sunday  excur- 
sions and  other  conspicuous  forms  of  Sabbath  desecration  will 
be  exerting  their  potent  influence  for  evil  upon  the  morals  of 
the  community,  this  committee  wovild  call  the  attention  of 
the  people  of  the  Reformed  Church,  through  their  pastors  and 
officers,  to  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod  for  the  proper 
observance  of  the  Sabbath,  believing  that  through  the  influ- 
ence of  the  pastors,  assisted  by  the  superintendents  and 
teachers  of  Sunday  schools,  a  great  influence  will  be  exerted 
toward  keeping  the  Lord^s  day  holy.  The  committee  would 
call  attention  particularly  to  the  Scriptural  instruction  given 
in  Isaiah  LVIII,  13-14. 

"  '  If  thou  turu  away  thy  foot  from  the  Sabbath,  from  doing  thy  pleas- 
\ire  on  my  holy  day  ;  and  call  the  Sabbath  a  delight,  the  holy  of  the 
Lord  honorable  ;  and  shalt  honor  him  not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor 
finding  thine  own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  thine  own  words  ;  Then  shalt 
thou  delight  thyself  in  the  Lord,  and  I  will  cause  thee  to  ride  upon  the 
high  places  of  the  earth  and  feed  thee  with  the  heritage  of  Jacob  thy 
father  ;  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it.' 

"  We  are  impressed  with  the  duty  of  so  keeping  the  Sab- 
bath that  it  shall  be  a  delight,  for  '  Happy  is  that  peoj)le 
whose  God  is  the  Lord.'      Who  can  estimate  the  influence

exerted  upon  the  community  at  large  by  the  proper  observance 
of  the  Sabbath  on  the  part  of  the  Christian  people  of  our 
land! 

"And  in  view  of  the  eagerness  with  which  so  many  are 
clamoring  for  '  No  Sabbath '  at  the  Columbian  Exposition, 
we  earnestly  urge  upon  every  Classis,  Church  and  Christian 
the  immediate  and  imperative  duty  of  solemnly  protesting 
against  the  opening  of  the  '  World's  Columbian  Exposition ' 
at  Chicago  on  the  Lord's  day.  Cheered  by  the  action  taken 
by  the  Legislature  of  the  Empire  State,  regarding  the  closing 
of  the  New  York  State  Exhibit,  we  feel  confident  of  victory, 
provided  everyone  presses  his  way  to  the  front.  The  time 
has  come  when  Christian  people  should  give  the  Columbian 
Commissioners  no  peace  until  the  matter  has  been  positively 
and  finally  settled  th^t  the  Lord  shall  be  honored  and  that  in 
this,  as  in  all  previous  American  Expositions,  the  Christian 
Sabbath  shall  be  kept  sacred. 

"The  committee  respectfully  request  that  this  communi- 
cation be  read  and  acted  upon  at  the  meeting  of  each  Classis, 
and  also  that  every  pastor  present  the  matter  as  early  as 
possible  for  the  prayerful  and  prompt  action  of  his  congrega- 
tion." 

The  responses  to  this  from  the  Classes,  and  from  the  indi- 
vidual pastors,  were  both  cordial  and  hearty.  Two  or  three 
of  the  briefest  of  them  we  may  quote  as  samples  of  a  very 
large  number  of  communications  that  have  been  received  by 
us,  e.  g. : 

"  The  Classis  of  New  York  heartily  endorses  the  appeal  of 
your  committee  on  Sabbath  observance. — William  Vaugh- 

AN." 

"  I  thoroughly  approve  of  the  movement  suggested  in  your 
circular,  and  will  do  all  I  can. — Cordially,  Geo.  Thos. 
Dow^LiNG," 

"My  heart  is  all  with  the  circular  which  you  sent  me.  I 
believe  it  will  be  an  eternal  scandal  to  have  the  Columbian 
Exposition  open  its  doors  on  the  Lord's  day.  I  wish,  if  you 
know  how  I  can  do  anything,  at  any  time,  you  would  feel  at 
liberty   to  command   me. — Yours   cordially,    David  James

Without  giving  further  extracts,  we  may  say  there  is  ap- 
parent a  glorious  unanimity  in  the  expressions  from  all  sec- 
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tions  of  the  Keformed  Church  iu  America  ou  the  Sabbath 
question. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that,  in  all  efforts  to  keep 
the  Sabbath  day  holy,  prominence  ahould  be  given  first  and 
foremost  to  the  honoring  of  the  dag  because  the  Lord  honored  it. 
When  God's  people  shall  occupy  this  high  plane,  we  may  trust 
Him  for  His  beneficence,  not  doubting  that  the  country  will 
be  blessed  when  its  people  lovingly  remember  and  honor  Him. 

Accordingly,  we  would  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  we  request  our  pastors  to  use  their  utmost 
endeavor  to  put  this  Sabbath  question  in  its  true  light  before 
their  people. 

Whereas,  The  Christian  public  has,  as  yet,  received  no 
assurance  that  the  Columbian  Exposition,  of  1893,  will  be 
kept  closed  on  the  Lord^s  day,  and 

Whereas,  We  regard  this  as  a  matter  of  transcendent  im- 
portance for  the  future  welfare  of  the  Rei^ublic,  and 

Whereas,  All  American  National  Expositions  have  hitherto 
established  and  maintained  the  precedent  of  Sunday  observ- 
ance, and  there  has  not  appeared  any  reason  why  this  pre- 
cedent should  be  departed  from,  and 

Whereas,  This  is  a  National  and  not  a  local  exhibition,  and 
should  be  an  expression  of  the  National  life  and  conviction, 
and  not  a  mere  indication  of  the  sentiment  of  any  locality  or 
city,  and 

Whereas,  Our  Nation  has  no  more  distinctive  product  to 
exhibit  than  the  American  Sunday,  and 

Whereas,  The  Columbian  Exposition  is  likely  to  set  the 
example  for  future  expositions  of  a  similar  character  ;  there- 
fore. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  protest  against  any  further  appropriation,  by  our 
Congress,  to  the  World^s  Fair,  unless  a  proviso  be  inserted  in 
the  legislative  act  to  the  effect  tliat  the  Fair  shall  not  be  opened 
on  the  Lord's  day. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  action  be  sent  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  to  the  Senate  and  to  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

In  case  the  Commissioners  of  the  World's  Fair  decide 
to  open  the  Exposition  on  the  Lord's  day  ; 
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Resolved,  That  our  historic  Church  can  take  no  part  in  the 
proposed  religious  exhibit  or  in  other  practical  support  of  the 
Exposition.

Report  of  a  Special  Committee  on  Sabbath  Observance,  ac- 
cepted and  adopted. 

The  following  papers  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
your  committee : 

A  communication  from  the  American  Sabbath  Union  and 
from  the  Philadelphia  Sabbath  Association,  signed  by  H.  H. 
George,  Field  Secretary  of  the  A.  M.  S.  U.,  and  by  T.  A. 
Fernbey,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Philadelj)hia  Sabbath 
Union.  In  the  communication  suggestions  were  made  as  to  the 
action  which  these  bodies  desired  the  General  Synod  to  take. 

Overtures.  1.  From  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  on 
Sabbath  observance. 

2.  From  the  Classis  of  Westchester,  against  the  opening 
of  the  Columbian  Exposition  on  Sunday. 

Your  committee  desire  to  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions regarding  the  matters  thus  brought  to  their  knowledge  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  General  S3mod  give  its  hearty  ap- 
proval to  the  basis  of  the  American  Sabbath  Union,  inasmuch 
as  it  declares  the  universal  and  perpetual  obligation  of  the 
Sabbath  and  its  beneficent  influence  upon  personal,  family 
and  national  life,  and  also  of  its  object  to  preserve  the  Chris- 
tian Sabbath  as  a  day  of  rest  and  worship. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  put  on  record  our  approval  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Sabbath  Union  as  it  is  now  engaged  in  urging 
the  claims  of  the  Sabbath  before  Congress,  the  State  Legis- 
latures and  the  various  benevolent  and  religious  associations 
of  the  country,  and  especially  as  it  is  laboring  to  unite  all 
agencies  and  combine  all  moral  and  religious  influences 
against  opening  the  World's  Fair  on  the  Lord's  day. 

And,  further,  we  commend  the  efforts  of  the  American 
Sabbath  Union  to  the  sympathies,  prayers,  confidence  and 
support  of  the  pastors  and  members  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America. 
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Resolved,  3.  That  inasmuch  as  the  General  Synod  has 
ah'eady  expressed  its  strong  disapproval  of  and  its  opposition 
to  the  proposed  opening  of  the  Columbian  Exposition  on  the 
Lord's  day,  the  General  Synod  does  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
do  anything  more  than  to  emphasize  the  deliverances  already 
given  on  that  subject. 

Resolved,  4.  That  should  the  Columbian  Exposition  be 
opened  on  the  Lord's  day,  the  Synod  shall  decline  to  take  any 
part  in  the  religious  exhibit  to  which  all  denominations  are 
requested  to  make  contributions. 

Resolved,  5.  That  a  copy  of  Resolutions  3  and  4  be  sent  to 
the  managers  of  the  Columbian  Exhibition,  duly  authenti- 
cated by  the  president  and  clerks  of  the  General  Synod. 

Your  committee  being  instructed  to  prepare  a  finding  on 
the  Sunday  newspaper,  submit  the  following  resolution  for 
the  consideration  of  General  Synod  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  General  Synod,  the 
Sunday  newspaper  is  a  fertile  source  of  evil,  inasmuch  as  it 
necessitates  a  needless  amount  of  Sabbath  labor,  and  intro- 
duces the  consideration  of  strictly  secular  matters  to  the 
minds  of  the  readers,  and,  as  the  Synod  believes,  tends  very 
largely  to  interfere  with  attendance  upon  the  services  of  the 
house  of  God.  Further,  the  Synod  would  aifectionately  coun- 
sel the  members  and  adherents  of  the  Reformed  Church  to 
refrain  from  the  use  of  the  Sunday  newspaper  on  the  Lord's 
day.

STATE    OF    RELIGION    AND    STATISTICAL   TABLES. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  presented  their 
report,  which  wiis  accepted  and  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  would  respectfully 
report: 

Your  committee  have  had  placed  in  their  hands  copies  of  the 
printed  minutes  of  the  four  Particular  Synods,  also  a  memo- 
rial from  Rev.  T\.  D.  Williamson,  upon  the  decadence  of 
family  worship.  Your  committee  have  carefully  examined 
the  reports  of  the  Particular  Synods  with  the  following  results: 
From  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  the  reports  are  not 
despondent  in  tone,  although  some  of  the  Classes  lament  an 
apparent  decrease  in  spiritual  fervor.  Although  fewer  con- 
verts were  received  than  in  the  preceding  year  by  357,  and 
the  loss  by  dismissions  and  deaths  are  235  more  than  in  1891, 
yet  six  new  churches  have  been  added  to  this  Synod;  432 
more  families  are  reported,  and  a  net  gain  of  114  in  the 
church  membership. 

In  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  most  of  the  reports 
speak  of  spiritual  prosperity,  and  some  of  the  churches  rejDort 
considerable  accessions.  Most  of  the  churches  also  speak  of 
prayer-meetings  well  sustained,  and  of  Sunday  schools  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  The  usefulness  of  their  Synodical 
missionary,  in  looking  after  feeble  churches  and  seeking  out 
promising  fields,  is  also  emphasized.  There  has  been  an  in- 
crease of  239  families  and  a  net  inerease  in  the  membership 
of  seventy-one.  While  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  $1,018  to 
our  own  Boards,  the  gifts  for  other  objects  show  an  increase 
of  $3,992. 

The  Particular  Synod  of  New  Brunswick  reports  a  gain  of 
three  churches,  four  ministers,  261  families  and  190  members. 
There  has  been  a  decrease  in  benevolence  for  our  own  Boards 
of  $15,412,  and  for  other  objects  of  $2,694,  and  for  congrega- 
tional purposes  of  $11,883  ;  but  this  is  partly  to  be  accounted 
for  by  a  legacy  of  $20,000  in  1891.  There  is,  in  fact,  a  net 
increase  of  more  than  $6,000  for  benevolence.     The  tone  of

the  reports  is  cheerful  and  hopeful,  although  the  year  has 
been  unmarked  by  any  extraordinary  outpourings  of  the 
Spirit. 

The  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  reports  many  encouraging 
facts.  There  has  been  advance  upon  almost  every  line  of 
Christian  work.  The  report  says  :  "  Although  the  churches 
have  not  witnessed  any  special  revivals,  we  have  reasons  to 
believe  that  the  labors  of  the  Lord^s  servants  have  not  been 
without  good  results."  The  growth,  if  not  remarkable,  has 
been  steady,  and  calls  for  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  ten  churches,  four  ministers, 
694  families,  being  a  net  increase  of  seventy-nine  on  confes- 
sion and  138  by  certificate,  and  an  increase  in  benevolence  of 
$7,611. 

While  we  have  given  these  facts  from  the  reports  of  the 
respective  Synods,  we  waste  no  time  in  trying  to  harmonize 
all  the  figures  with  the  general  footings-up  of  the  tables.  In 
comparing  the  totals  with  the  totals  of  last  year,  we  note 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  twenty  churches,  of  ten 
ministers  and  of  1,722  families,  and  a  gain  of  1,330  members. 
We  do  not  consider  it  worth  while  to  waste  any  words  on  the 
incomplete  reports  of  baptized  non-communicants. 

In  reference  to  benevolence,  the  total  for  our  own  Boards 
amount  to  1195,671,  which,  making  allowance  for  the  special 
legacy  of  120,000  of  last  year,  shows  a  net  increase  of  more 
than  16,000.  For  other  objects  of  benevolence,  the  reports 
show  gifts  to  the  amount  of  $85,803,  being  $8,888  less  than 
last  year ;  but  for  congregational  purposes  there  have  been 
contributed  11,047,710,  being  $34,375  more  than  last  year. 

It  is  self-evident  that  ^here  must  be  a  constant  increase  in 
the  benevolence  of  the  Church  to  meet  the  ever-expanding 
work  of  the  cause  of  Christ.  There  has  been,  in  general, 
such  increase,  although  not  as  great  as  could  be  wished. 
The  Church  now  gives  for  Foreign  Missions  ten  times  as 
much  as  she  did  thirty-five  years  ago.  This  is  encouraging, 
and  we  doubt  not  that,  upon  the  whole,  there  will  be  steady 
increase  hereafter,  while  there  may  be  temporary  depressions. 
The  Church  has  ability  to  do  much  more  than  she  has  ever 
done  before  as  she  comes  to  realize  more  fully  her  responsi- 
bilities. 
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We  have,  all  things  considered,  abundant  cause  for  grati- 
tude to  God  ;  0,114  have  been  added  to  our  churches  on  con- 
fession, the  total  number  of  our  membership  being  now  but 
little  short  of  100,000.  The  total  number  of  our  Sabbath 
school  scholars  is  more  than  107,000.  We  have  53,132  fami- 
lies, and  not  quite  600  ministers  and  churches. 

There  has  also  been  put  in  our  hands  a  communication 
upon  the  subject  of  the  decadence  of  family  worship.  Your 
committee  gladly  recognizes  the  importance  of  this  subject. 
It  is  hard  to  understand  how  any  family  can  consider  itself  a 
Christian  family  without  the  performance  of  this  duty.  Its 
omission  cannot  fail  to  be  an  injury  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
individual  and  the  Church.  The  benefits  of  its  constant 
repetition  upon  the  household  cannot  be  overstated.  Parents 
can  hardly  expect  the  blessing  of  God  upon  their  children  if 
they  do  not  train  them  up  under  the  influence  of  daily  wor- 
ship in  the  family.  Your  committee  would  therefore  offer 
the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  earnestly  urges  upon  all 
our  families  the  importance  of  this  duty  to  themselves  as 
individuals  and  as  members  of  the  Church  of  God,  and  that 
omission  cannot  fail  to  react  disastrously  upon  their  own 
spiritual  life,  as  well  as  upon  the  Christian  characters  of 
children. 

Resolved,  That  our  pastors  be  requested  to  preach  upon 
this  subject.

The  Committee  on  Necrology  presented  the  following  re- 
port, which  was  accepted: 

REPORT   ON    NECROLOGY    FOR   THE    YEAR    1892. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

With  a  feeling  of  sadness  we  note  the  past  year  as  marked 
i-n  our  history,  not  only  on  account  of  the  number  of  our 
brethren  who  have  been  called  hence,  but  also  by  the  fact  of 
that  number  there  were  those  who  were  among  the  most  active 
and  useful  men  in  our  Church.  The  first  name  on  our  mor- 
tuary roll  is  the  name  of  our  beloved  brother,  the  last  Presi- 
dent of  our  General  Synod,  J.  Romeyn  Berry,  D.D.  He  was 
born  near  Hackensack,  N.  J.,  in  the  year  1837;  was  the 
grandson  of  Kev.  Dr.  James  V.  Romeyn.  He  graduated  from 
Rutgers  College  in  1847,  and  from  our  Theological  Seminary 
at  New  Brunswick  in  1850,  and  was  licensed  the  same  year 
by  the  Classis  of  Bergen.  He  was  ordained  to  the  ministry 
in  the  Reformed  Church  at  Piermont,  and  served  this  church 
only  one  year  when  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  with  which  he  remained  until 
the  year  1857,  when  he  removed  to  Kinderhook,  and  was  the 
faithful  and  beloved  pastor  of  this  church  until  1863,  when 
he  was  induced  to  accept  the  call  tendered  him  by  that  new 
and  growing  church,  the  Third  Reformed  Church  of  Jersey 
City.  After  an  earnest  and  successful  pastorate  of  five  years 
here,  on  account  of  the  failing  health  of  his  wife,  he  resigned 
and  went  to  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  where  he  spent  one  year.  He 
served  the  church  of  Fishkill  Landing  from  1869  to  1870, 
then  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  large  and  influential  Presb}'- 
terian  Church  in  Montclair,  N.  J.  In  this  church  he  con- 
tinued his  labors  until  1887,  when  he  accepted  a  call  to  tlie 
Reformed  Church  of  Rhinebeck,  and  of  which  he  was  pastor  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  He  died  at  Hotel  Bristol,  Asbury  Park, 
June  5th,  1891,  in  the  sixty-ninth  3'^ear  of  his  age.  Dr.  Berry, 
as  the  President  of  the  Synod  of  1890,  opened  the  Synod  of 
1891,  on  Wednesday,  June  3d,  1891,  and  preached  the  Syn- 
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odical  sermon  in  the  evening.  He  attended  the  comniimiou 
service  and  took  part  in  that  service  on  Thursday  evening. 
In  the  night  he  was  taken  with  a  serious  illness,  which  con- 
tinued through  Friday,  and  at  eight  o'clock  p.  m.  he  expired, 
surrounded  by  many  loving  and  sad  friends,  members  of  the 
Synod.  Dr.  Berry  was  a  man  of  fine  personal  appearance, 
and  a  man  of  excellent  qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  and  was 
thoroughly  furnished  for  his  work  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel. 
On  account  of  his  clear  intellect,  reverent  piety,  sympathetic 
and  generous  heart,  he  justly  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  his 
brethren.  Besides  being  President  of  General  Synod,  he  was 
a  member  of  the  joint  commission  on  the  subject  of  Federal 
Union  with  the  Keformed  Church  in  the  United  States.  As 
a  preacher  he  was  instructive,  as  a  pastor,  faithful,  and  as  a 
friend,  beloved. 

The  funeral  services  of  Dr.  Berry  were  held  in  the  Keformed 
Church  at  Rhinebeck,  and  were  attended  by  a  committee 
appointed  by  General  Synod  and  by  his  own  sorrowing  people. 

Rev.  Goyn  Talmage,  D.D.,  the  son  of  Hon.  David  Talmage, 
was  born  at  Somerville,  N.  J.,  December  7th,  1821  ;  died  in 
the  village  of  his  birth-place  in  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age. 
Dr.  Talmage  was  one  of  four  ministerial  brothers  whose 
names  are  as  familiar  as  household  words  throughout  the  whole 
Church.  He  graduated  from  Rutgers  College,  1843,  and 
from  the  Theological  jSeminary  at  New  Brunswick  in  1845, 
and  was  licensed  the  same  year  by  the  Classis  of  Raritan. 
His  first  settlement  was  at  Whitehouse,  N.  J.  Here  he  re- 
mained from  1845  to  1851,  when  he  accepted  a  call  to  the 
church  of  Niskayuna,  N.  Y.  In  1855  he  entered  upon  his 
labors  as  pastor  of  the  church  of  Greenpoint  (now  Brooklyn). 
In  the  year  1862  he  resigned  his  charge  to  accept  the  position 
as  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions.  This  posi- 
tion he  ably  filled  for  five  years.  In  order  to  be  more  with 
his  family,  in  1867  he  gave  up  his  position  to  accept  a  call  to 
the  church  of  Rhinebeck.  Here  he  labored  until  1871,  when 
he  accepted  a  call  from  the  church  of  Paramus,  remaining 
with  that  people  until  1878,  when  he  assumed  his  last  charge, 
that  of  Port  Jervis,  where  he  continued  for  nearly  ten  years, 
laboring  with  remarkable  success.  None  of  his  pastorates 
were  what  may  be  called  long,  yet  all  were,  in  all  respects, 
successful.     He  left  each  church  he   served   stronger  than 
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when  he  took  it.  In  nearly  every  one  a  new  or  im])roved 
church  building  or  parsonage  stands  as  a  monument  of  his 
wise  and  vigorous  leadership  and  business  capacity. 

He  labored  to  ])uild  up,  not  only  the  temporal  interest  of 
the  Church,  but  also  its  spiritual  life,  and  in  this  he  Avas  re- 
markably successful.  Dr.  Talmage  was  an  attractive  and  in- 
structive preacher  of  the  Gospel,  and  he  was  also  deeply  in- 
terested in  all  of  the  denominational  works  of  the  Church. 
He  was  a  most  companionable  man,  his  pleasant  smile,  his 
hearty  greetings  and  his  sparkling  conversation  won  the 
friendship  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  Few  men 
were  permitted  to  fill  out  a  better  rounded  or  more  useful  life 
than  he.  His  last  Sabbath  on  earth  was  spent  in  the  pulpit 
at  Keyport.  On  the  following  Tuesday  night  he  was  cut 
down  with  a  stroke  of  apoplexy.  He  died  as  he  wished,  in 
the  service — j)ermitted  to  preach  the  Gospel  he  loved  to  the 
very  last.  He  was  buried  among  his  kindred  at  Somerville, 
N.  J. 

Rev.  Henry  W.  Teller  was  born  at  Croton  Falls,  N.  Y.,. 
July  16th,  1843;  died  at  Pompton  Plains,  X.  J.,  July  2d, 
1891.  Mr.  Teller  was  born  and  nurtured  in  a  Christian 
home,  and  early  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  grace.  His 
religious  and  his  early  secular  education  were  obtained  in  the 
school  of  Avhich  his  father,  Elder  Teller,  was  the  principal. 
His  collegiate  and  theological  studies  were  pursued  at  Prince- 
ton, X.  J. 

His  pastorates  were  :  First,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Essex,  Conn.;  then  in  the  church  of  Springfield,  X.  J.,  and 
Cambridge,  X.  Y.  His  last  charge  was  the  Reformed  Church 
of  Pompton  Plains.  When  Mr.  Teller  entered  the  ministry 
of  our  Church  it  Avas  in  a  sj^irit  of  earnest  loyalty  to  all  the 
doctrines  and  usages  of  the  Church.  He  was  an  instructive 
an  interesting  preacher,  a  thoughtful  and  kind  pastor  and  a 
wise  and  judicious  counselor  in  the  Classis.  Those  of  us  who 
were  associated  with  him  in  classical  relationship  became 
very  much  attached  to  him  on  account  of  the  many  excellen- 
cies he  revealed  in  head  and  heart.  His  ministry  in  the 
church  of  Pompton  Plains  was  greatly  blessed  to  the  con- 
version of  many  souls. 

The  Rev.  Oliver  Ellsworth  Cobb  was  born  in  the  city  of 
New  York.  March  21st.  1832:  died  at  Tarrvtown.  September 
(13) 
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23d,  1891.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Sanford  Cobb,  the 
brother  of  our  beloved  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  Henry  N.  Cobb,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  Sanford  H. 
Cobb,  Jr. 

From  his  ancestral  line  upon  both  sides  he  inherited  su- 
perior mental  and  spiritual  qualities.  At  an  early  age  he 
made  a  profession  of  his  faith  under  the  ministry  of  Rev. 
Samuel  T.  Spear,  of  Brooklyn,  He  graduated  with  a  high 
standing  from  Yale  College  in  1853  and  from  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  1857.  He  was  licensed  by  the  Third 
Presbytery  of  New  York,  and  was  ordained  and  installed 
pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  Hopewell,  N.  Y.,  Septem- 
ber 1st,  1857.  This  church  he  served  most  faithfully  and 
acceptably  for  fifteen  years  ;  then  he  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Reformed  Church  of  Flushing,  Long  Island.  He  continued 
the  pastor  of  this  church  for  about  fifteen  years,  relinquish- 
ing his  charge  on  account  of  failing  health.  He  was  a  man 
of  God,  thoroughly  consecrated  to  his  work.  In  theology 
and  in  general  literature  he  was  always  abreast  of  the  times. 
As  a  preacher  he  had  but  few  superiors,  as  a  pastor  he  was 
kind  and  judicious.  The  churches  of  Hopewell  and  Flush- 
ing cherish  his  memory,  and  all  who  knew  him  will  re- 
member him  as  a  cultured  Christian  man  and  a  steadfast 
friend. 

Rev.  William  James  Romeyn  Taylor,  D.D.,  the  son  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Benjamin  C.  Taylor,  was  born  at  Schodack,  Rens- 
selaer Co.,  N.  Y.,  July  31st,  1823;  died  November  12th, 
1891.  His  death  was  not  only  wholly  unexpected,  but  it 
occurred  in  an  unusual  place  and  manner.  Dr.  Taylor, 
accompanied  by  his  beloved  wife,  was,  as  the  Secretary  of  the 
American  Sabbath  Union,  visiting  the  larger  cities  of  the 
great  West,  to  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  the  observance  of 
the  Lord's  day.  When  en  route  in  the  railroad  car  from 
Colorado  Springs  to  Salt  Lake  City,  where  he  was  to  speak  on 
the  Sabbath  question,  he  was  taken  ill.  At  first  he  seemed 
only  somewhat  restless,  he  laid  back  in  his  chair  and  soon  fell 
asleep.  He  aroused  momentarily  a  little  later  and  then  fell 
into  another,  and  as  the  train  was  drawing  into  Gunnison, 
about  9  A.M.,  he  passed  away.  As  one  has  said  so  beautifully, 
"  The  heavenly  messenger  met  him  and  quietly  whispered, 
■' The  Master  is  come  and  calleth  for  thee.'     He  was  ready. 
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Perhaps  he  did  not  recognize  the  unseen  messenger ;  but,  no 
matter,  death  has  no  terrors  for  the  servant  of  the  Lord." 

Dr.  Taylor  was  educated  at  New  Brunswick.  He  graduated 
from  the  college  in  1841,  from  the  seminary  in  18-44,  licensed 
by  the  Classis  of  Bergen.  His  settlements  were  at  New  Dur- 
ham from  1844  to  1840  ;  Second  Churcli  of  Jersey  City  from 
1846  to  1849;  First  Church  of  Schenectady,  1849  to  1853; 
Third  Church  of  Jersey  City,  1853  to  1854 ;  Third  Church  of 
Philadelphia,  1854  to  1863.  In  1863  he  was  chosen  one  of  the 
corresponding  secretaries  of  the  American  Bible  Society. 
This  position  he  most  ably  filled  until  the  year  1869,  when 
he  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the  Clinton  Avenue  Reformed 
Church,  Newark,  tlien  at  the  beginning  of  its  useful  life. 
This  charge  he  resigned  about  a  3'ear  and  a  half  ago  when  he 
became  the  Correspondent  Secretary  of  the  American  Sab- 
bath Union.  These  dates  and  facts  tell  us  of  his  birth, 
sphere  of  his  life  and  the  circumstances  of  his  death,  but 
they  do  not  by  any  means  give  us  any  adequate  idea  of  the 
man  or  of  his  life  work.  As  one  has  truthfully  said,  "His 
life  was  an  active,  industrious,  useful  and  honored  one."  He 
has  been  identified  with  almost  every  department  of  our 
Church  work,  with  missions  at  home  and  abroad,  and  Vice-Pres- 
ident of  our  Foreign  Board.  He  has  been  identified  with 
education  at  the  East  and  at  the  West,  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  Hope  College  and  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  and  a  Trustee  of  Rut- 
gers College  for  the  last  twenty  years.  He  served  on  most 
important  committees;  one,  of  which  he  was  the  efficient  chair- 
man, was  the  joint  committee  on  Federal  Union  with  the 
German  branch  of  the  Reformed  Church.  His  name  stands 
at  the  head  of  the  commission  chosen  by  our  Synod  to  con- 
stitute the  Federal  Synod  of  the  two  churches.  He  has  left 
the  impress  of  his  thoughts,  plans  and  spirit  upon  all  the 
departments  of  our  Church  work  and  Church  life.  His 
memory  will  be  cherished,  not  only  by  his  bereaved  family, 
but  also  by  the  many  to  whom  he  ministered  in  the  Grospel, 
and  by  those  with  whom  he  was  associated  in  Christian  work. 
He  leaves  three  sons  in  the  ministry  to  take  up  and  carry  on 
his  work. 

Rev.  John  E.  Lang,  born  at  Schaffhausen,  Switzerland,  in 
1839;  died  at  Melrose,  N.  Y.,  August  15th,  1891.     Educated 
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at  Basle,  Zurich,  Tubingen.  Ordained  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  Was  settled  as  pastor  over  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  18GG  to  1875.  For  sixteen  years  he  was 
pastor  of  the  Keformed  Church  at  Melrose.  He  was  an  in- 
dustrious man,  a  good  preacher  and  highly  respected.  While 
preparing  his  sermon  on  Saturday  evening,  which  he  intended 
to  preach  on  the  coming  Sabbath,  he  was  taken  suddenly  ill 
and  died  in  a  few  minutes. 

Rev.  Henry  P.  Thompson  was  the  second  son  of  Joseph 
Thompson  and  Ann  Post.  Joseph  Thompson  is  the  well- 
known  elder  of  Readington,  N.  J.,  who  has  lived  to  see  a 
brother,  three  sons  and  a  grandson  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  and  a  grand-daughter  a  missionary  of  the 
same  Church  in  Japan.  Henry  P.  was  born  in  Readington, 
November  30th,  1831.  He  united  with  the  Second  Reformed 
Church  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  under  the  ministry  of  Rev. 
D.  D.  Demarest,  D.  D.  His  classical  and  theological  studies 
were  pursued  at  New  Brunswick.  In  1857  he  became  pastor 
of  the  church  at  Peapack,  N.  J.  Here  he  labored  acceptably 
for  sixteen  years,  A  man  of  excellent  judgment,  as  well  as 
of  business  qualifications,  he  was  the  counselor  and  friend 
of  his  people,  who  consulted  him  in  all  their  aifairs.  He 
wrote  their  deeds  and  wills  and  gave  advice  in  all  the  affairs 
of  life.  It  was  a  great  grief  to  them,  as  well  as  to  him,  when 
an  affliction  of  the  spinal  cord  so  disabled  him  from  active 
service  that  he  was  obliged  to  resign  his  charge,  when  he  re- 
turned to  his  father's  home,  where  he  continued  to  reside, 
unmarried,  until  his  death,  October  23d,  1891.  During 
these  years  he  did  not  cease  his  activity  in  the  cause  of  Christ. 
Sitting  in  his  wheeled  chair  in  his  wagon  constructed  for  the 
purpose,  he  drove  about  the  vicinity,  speaking  to  one  and 
another  of  the  grace  of  God  and  beseeching  the  unconverted 
to  accept  of  Christ.  He  was  a  prolific  writer  for  the  press, 
especially  the  religious  press.  His  name  is  familiar  to  the 
readers  of  the  Ohrisiian  at  IVork,  as  well  as  of  his  own 
church  papers.  He  took  much  interest  also  in  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  Church,  and  local  histories  from  his  pen  have 
been  printed  of  the  church  of  Peapack,  Bedminster  and 
Readington.  But  his  best  work  was  his  life  long  example  of 
Christian  piety.  When  suffering  afflictions,  as  well  as  in  the 
days  of  active  health,  he  was  always  the  same  bright  and 
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trusting  Christian,  never  murmuring,  hut  always  testifying 
of  tlio  goodness  and  love  of  (Jod  in  Christ. 

Rev.  John  Kelly  Rhiuehart,  late  pastor  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Kiskatom,  N.  Y.,  was  horn  at  Shawangunk,  N.  Y., 
in  the  year  1830.  He  died  at  his  native  i^lace  Novemher  5th, 
1891,  in  the  sixty-second  year  of  his  age.  His  sickness — 
pneumonia — was  of  less  than  a  week's  duration.  He  gradu- 
ated from  Rutgers  College  in  1859 ;  from  the  seminary  at 
New  Brunswick  in  1863  ;  licensed  by  the  Classis  of  Orange. 
His  successive  pastorates  were :  Roxbury,  ten  years ;  Prince- 
town,  sixteen  years,  and  two  and  one-half  years  at  Kiskatom. 
Mr.  Rhiiiehart  was  of  quiet  and  unassuming  manner,  a  man 
of  good,  practical  common  sense,  a  faithful  student  of  God's 
Word,  a  fair  preacher  and  a  wise  and  kind  pastor.  In  Prince- 
town,  where  he  spent  most  of  his  ministerial  years,  the  Church 
felt  the  inspiration  of  his  devoted  life  from  the  opening  of 
his  ministry,  and  he  was  permitted  to  see  substantial  results 
of  his  faithful  labors.  A  fine  church  edifice  was  erected, 
ingatherings  of  souls  were  recorded  yearly,  and  the  ben- 
evolent offerings  of  the  Church  were  increased  more  than 
four-fold. 

Rev.  Wm.  H.  Ballagh  died  suddenly  at  Palmyra,  N".  Y., 
January  2d,  1892.  He  graduated  from  Rutgers  College  in 
1860,  from  the  seminary,  1863,  and  was  licensed  the  same 
year  by  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick.  For  thirty  years  he 
served  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  ministry.  After  finish- 
ing his  studies  his  desire  was  to  be  sent  as  a  foreign  mission- 
ary, but  for  lack  of  funds  the  Board  had  to  decline  his  offer. 
He  accepted  a  call  to  the  Union  Church  in  the  Classis  of 
Albany.  He  served  this  church  for  three  years,  and  then  the 
churches  of  Knox  and  Berne  for  nine  years.  For  seven  years 
he  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Asbury  Park,  and  it  was  during 
his  ministry  here  that  the  present  church  edifice  was  built. 
For  a  short  time  he  was  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  of 
Lodi.  On  account  of  failing  health  he  had  to  give  up  pas- 
toral work.  Although  for  a  few  years  past  he  did  not  have 
charge  of  a  church,  he  was  not  idle,  for,  as  health  and  oppor- 
tunity offered,  he  supplied  vacant  pulpits.  Mr.  Ballagh  was 
an  earnest,  devoted  minister  of  the  Word,  a  man  of  positive 
convictions  and  somewhat  radical  in  his  views  of  what  may 
be  termed  the  higher  sinless  life. 
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The  Eev.  James  M.  Compton  died  at  Columbia,  Herkimer 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  Avas  pastor,  December  12th,  1891,  aged 
seventy-three.  Mr.  Compton  was  borne  in  Somerville,  N.  J., 
graduated  from  the  college  and  seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 
During  his  forty-five  years  in  the  ministry,  he  served  many 
churches  and  served  them  faithfully  and  acceptably.  Person- 
ally, he  was  cheerful,  genial  and  hopeful;  as  a  preacher  he 
was  clear  and  sound;  as  a  pastor,  conscientious  and  faithful. 
He  died  after  four  days'  illness  of  neuralgia  of  the  heart, 
having  preached  as  usual  the  last  Sabbath  of  his  life. 

Rev.  Hiram  Slausen  was  born  at  Greenville,  N.  J.,  Decem- 
ber oth,  1810,  graduated  at  Union  College,  1837,  and  Union 
Seminar}',  N.  Y.,  1840;  ordained  in  the  Congregational 
Church,  September  17th,  1840.  Was  settled  at  Whitehall, 
N.  Y.,  from  1840  to  1842  ;  at  Northumberland  Reformed 
Church  from  1843  to  1853  ;  in  the  Reformed  Church  at  Port 
Jervis,  1853  to  1857.  From  1857  to  1861  he  was  stated  supply 
at  Unionville,  Conn.,  and  at  Whitehall,  N.  Y.  In  1862  he 
accepted  a  call  to  the  churches  of  New  Salem  and  Clarks- 
ville.  Here  he  labored  with  acceptance  until  1866.  He  was 
stricken  with  epilepsy,  which  completely  disabled  him,  so  that 
for  all  these  years,  from  1866  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
which  occurred  at  Whitehall,  December  5th,  1891,  he  was  an 
invalid  and  helpless,  &o  far  as  providing  for  his  family  was 
concerned.  About  an  hour  after  his  death  his  wife,  who  had 
faithfully  cared  for  him  during  all  these  years,  was  stricken 
with  paralysis  and  died  before  the  close  of  the  day.  The 
funeral  services  for  both  husband  and  wife  was  held  at  the 
same  hour.  They  had  walked  together  in  Christian  love  and 
labor  for  many  years,  and  in  death  they  were  not  separated. 
The  record  of  Brother  Slausen  was  that  of  a  most  worthy 
and  devout  minister,  who,  under  a  mysterious  providence  for 
long  years,  had  to  wait  and  suffer. 

"They  also  serve  who  only  stand  and  wait." 

Rev.  William  H.  Gleason,  D.D.,  was  born  in  Durham, 
Conn.,  September  28th,  1833  ;  died  in  New  York  City,  Febru- 
ary 21st,  1892.  He  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1853, 
after  which  he  taught  (for  a  short  time)  in  the  Academy  at 
Sag  Harbor.  He  then  took  up  the  study  of  law  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1857.  iVfter  thirteen  years  of  success- 
ful practice  as  a  lawyer,  and  earnest  Christian  work  as  a  lay- 
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man,  tlic  thought  that  he  might  have  higlier  and  wider  use- 
fulness in  the  Christian  ministry  became  impressed  upon 
him.  In  May,  1870,  he  presented  himself  l)efore  the  Presby- 
tery of  Long  Island  for  examination  and  licensure.  Soon 
after  being  licensed  he  received  a  unanimous  call  from  the 
Reformed  Church  of  Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  to  become  their  pas- 
tor. He  remained  with  this  church  for  six  years,  then 
accepted  a  call  to  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Newark, 
N.  J,  After  a  successful  pastorate  of  nearly  ten  years  he  re- 
signed and  became  the  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  of 
Hudson,  N.  Y.  About  four  years  ago  he  closed  his  active 
ministry  on  account  of  his  failing  health.  A  good  critic  says 
of  him:  He  was  a  very  attractive  preacher,  popular  in  the 
best  sense  of  the  word.  Speaking  without  notes,  with  a 
musical  voice  and  freedom  in  gesture,  he  conveyed  in  a 
charming  way  the  message  of  sweetness  his  clear  mind  and 
loving  heart  had  drawn  from  the  Word  of  God.  In  all  of  his 
charges  he  was  greatly  blessed  in  winning  souls  to  the 
Saviour.  A  large  and  steady  ingathering  of  members  was  a 
marked  feature  of  his  ministry. 

Rev.  Victor  M.  Hulbert,  D.D.,  died  after  a  brief  illness 
of  bronchial  pneumonia,  at  Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  January 
7th,  1892.  He  was  born  at  Nassau,  N.  Y.,  November  22d, 
1813.  He  graduated  from  Rutgers  College  1839  ;  from  the 
seminary  at  New  Brunswick  in  1842.  He  was  first  settled  in 
the  joint  pastorate  of  Greenville  and  Yonkers  from  1842  to 
1848.  Then  he  accepted  a  call  from  the  Reformed  Church  of 
Flatbush,  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.  In  1852  he  was  recalled  to 
his  former  church  at  Yonkers,  and  remained  there  until  1865. 
He  resigned  his  call  here  to  accept  the  pastorate  of  the  newly 
organized  church  at  White  Plains,  and  he  labored  in  this 
field  until  the  year  1872,  when  he  became  pastor  of  the 
Church  of  Marbletown,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  until  1884. 
After  resigning  his  call  at  Marbletown  he  retired  from  pas- 
toral work  and  made  his  home  with  his  son  at  Battle  Greek, 
Mich. 

Dr.  Hulbert  was  a  man  that  will  ever  be  kindly  remem- 
bered, both  by  his  parishioners  and  by  his  acquaintances  in  the 
ministry,  as  a  social,  warm-hearted  Christian  man,  an  earnest 
and  popular  preacher  and  a  sympathetic  and  kind  pastor. 
The  Consistory  at  Yonkers  made  this  record  I     We  always  felt 
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that  we  had,  in  our  pastor,  a  schohir,  a  theologian  and  a  com- 
petent leader.  "With  all  our  people  his  memory  will  be  held 
in  high  regard  as  that  of  a  genial  companion,  a  pleasant 
teacher  and  a  faithful  friend. 

Rev.  John  Niehoff  died  at  Pekin,  111.,  March  3d,  1892. 
He  was  born  at  Logu  Ostfriesland,  Germany,  June  Gth,  1838. 
He  was  educated  for  the  ministry  in  Germany.  For  a  num- 
ber of  years  he  was  pastor  of  the  German  Reformed  Church 
in  Pekin.  In  a  city  where  the  social  habits,  in  reference  to 
beer  drinking  and  Sabbath  observance,  are  not  very  strict,  Mr. 
Niehoff  took  a  firm  stand  against  those  custom  which  he 
saw  were  undermining  the  foundations  of  morality  and  re- 
ligion. His  firm  stand  against  these  evils  brought  him  many 
trials  from  his  German  brethren,  but  his  consistent  life  and 
Christian  spirit  made  him  a  power  for  good  in  that  city,  and 
especially  among  the  young. 

Rev.  Robert  G.  Strong,  son  of  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong, 
was  born  in  Flatbush,  L.  I.,  in  the  year  1837;  died  in  the 
village  of  his  birthplace  in  the  fifty-sixth  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  educated  and  prepared  for  college  in  Erasmus  Hall 
Academy.  Graduated  from  the  University  of  New  York  in 
1855,  from  the  seminary  at  New  Brunswick  in  1858.  After 
entering  the  ministry  for  two  years,  he  was  assistant  of  his 
father  in  pastoral  work  and  in  preaching.  He  then  accepted 
a  call  to  become  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  New 
Baltimore,  N.  Y.,  where  he  remained  about  nine  years.  In 
this  church  his  labors  were  greatly  blessed.  Leaving  New 
Baltimore  in  1870,  he  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the  Mission 
Chapel  at  Flatbush.  After  two  years  of  faithful  work  in  the 
Mission  Church,  he  opened  a  private  school  in  his  native 
town.  His  abilities  as  a  disciplinarian  and  a  teacher  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Academy,  and  he  was 
chosen  as  the  Principal  of  Erasmus  Hall,  which  position  he 
filled  during  the  closing  years  of  his  life.  Robert  G.  Strong 
was  truly  a  devoted  and  conscientious  Christian.  His  aim  was 
to  do  what  was  right  and  true. 

Rev.  A.  J.  Beekman  was  born  in  Somerset  Co.,  New  Jersey, 
1838  ;  died  at  Elwood,  N.  J.,  April  4th,  1892.  He  pursued 
his  studies  in  the  College  of  New  Jersey.  At  the  opening  of 
the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  and  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  U.  S. 
Army.     In  1874  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  by  the 
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Classis  of  New  York.  He  was  ordained  over  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Norris,  111.  After  two  years  of  labor  in  the  West 
he  came  East  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  Reformed  Churches 
of  Shokan  and  Shandokin.  These  churches  he  served  from 
1876  to  1883,  when,  on  account  of  physical  infirmities,  he  had 
to  cease  from  active  labors. 

During  the  years  that  he  was  laid  aside  his  great  desire  was 
to  regain  health  sufiicient  to  re-enter  the  pastoral  work.  By 
those  who  knew  him  he  is  spoken  of  as  "  an  earnest,  devout, 
faithful  and  conscientious  minister  of  the  Word."  He  was 
ever  highly  esteemed  by  the  people  among  whom  he  labored. 

Rev.  George  Seibert  died  at  Garfield,  N.  J.,  April  30th, 
1892,  in  the  fifty-fourth  year  of  his  age.  He  had  contracted 
a  cold  which  developed  into  pneumonia,  ending  fatally  in  ten 
days.  When  a  student  in  college  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in 
First  Xew  Jersey  regiment.  He  served  about  tw^o  years  in 
Virginia.  After  his  discharge  from  the  army  he  was  licensed 
to  preach  the  Gospel  by  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  and  was 
ordained  by  the  Classis  of  Monmouth  at  Middletown,  N.  J. 
In  1872  lie  was  sent  by  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  to 
Havana,  111.  He  remained  in  this  field  until  1881  when  he 
was  called  to  the  Church  of  Schraalenburgh,  N.  J.  Mr. 
Seibert  was  a  close  student  and  an  earnest  preacher.  His 
character  was  positive,  his  theological  views  sound.  He  was 
an  inflexible  defender  of  order  in  Church  government  and 
discipline.  He  had  been  pastor  of  the  Church  of  Garfield 
only  a  short  time,  but  long  enough  to  win  the  confidence  and 
love  of  the  people.     The  Church  greatly  mourns  his  loss. 

The  Rev.  John  Martin  Van  Buren  died  at  his  home  in 
Nyack,  N.  Y.,  May  12th,  1892,  in  the  eighty-second  year  of 
his  age.  He  graduated  from  Union  College  in  1835  and  from 
the  Auburn  Theological  Seminary  in  1838. 

He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Columbia. 

His  respective  settlements  were  at  Mt.  Morris,  Cohoes, 
Fultonville  and  New  Lots,  L.  I.  He  was  pastor  of  the 
Church  of  New  Lots  for  twenty  years.  About  twenty  years 
ago  he  retired  from  the  active  ministry. 

Mr.  Van  Buren  was  an  earnest  and  faithful  minister  and 
an  active  worker  in  the  cause  of  temperance.  After  giving  up 
his  charge  at  New  Lots  he  devoted  his  time,  and  the  energies 
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of  his  Avell  trained  mind  in  writing  short  but  very  interesting 
articles  for  the  religious  press  and  temperance  journals.  His 
life  from  the  time  he  entered  the  ministry  of  the  Church 
until  its  close  was  an  active  and  useful  life. 

Of  all  these  brethren  who  have  passed  away  during  the 
past  year  we  may  not  only  say,  ''They  all  died  in  the  faith," 
but  also  very  appropriately  quote  the  words  of  the  sainted 
disciple : 

"Right  blessed  are  the  dead  Avhich  die  in  the  Lord  from 
henceforth,  yea,  saith  the  spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from 
their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them."

The  Synod  fixed  the  bar  of  the  house.  By  the  courtesy 
of  Hon.  James  A  Bradley,  the  Synod  held  all  its  business 
meetings  in  Educational  Hall,  and,  by  the  kindness  of 
the  Reformed  Church,  all  its  other  meetings  in  their  church 
edifice. 

A  Committee  on  Devotional  Exercises  was  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  Rev.  E.  C.  Scudder,  pastor  of  the  church.  Rev.  F. 
V.  Van  Vranken,  Rev.  George  D.  Hulst  and  Elder  A.  P. 
Pitcher. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  celebrated  in  the 
evening  of  the  second  day.  The  President  presided  and  read 
the  Liturgy.  Rev.  David  Waters  offered  prayer.  Rev.  A. 
P.  Van  Gieson  and  Rev.  T.  Walker  Jones  administered  the 
bread  and  wine.  Elders  L.  L.  Dean,  H.  H.  Shook,  George 
W.  Pool,  J.  Sinon,  Vischer  Lansing,  John  Duncan,  Wilson 
Harrington  and  J.  C.  Haring  assisted. 

It  was  Resolved,  That  the  Pastors  of  Asbury  Park  and 
Ocean  Grove,  and  other  ministers  of  Evangelical  denomina- 
tions visiting  the  Synod,  be  invited  to  seats  with  us  during 
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our  sessions,  and  that  a  cordial  welcome  be  extended  to  them 
as  our  brethren  in  the  Lord. 

THE    COLUMBIAN   EXHIBITIO]^. 

A  Special  Committee  on  the  Congress  of  Religious  in  con- 
nection with  the  Columbian  Exhibition  j^resented  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

Your  special  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bilit}^  of  taking  part  in  the  proposed  Congress  of  Religions  in 
connection  with  the  coming  Columbian  Exhibition,  respect- 
fully beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

They  have  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and  find  them- 
selves unable  to  present  to  Synod  any  definite  plan  of  action, 
inasmuch  as  the  necessary  data  of  information  are  lacking. 

We  do  not  know  the  specific  aim  and  scope  of  this  Relig- 
ious Congress. 

If  it  be  to  present  the  claims  of  Christianity,  as  it  were,  by 
contrast  with  Paganism  or  any  form  of  false  religion,  and  be- 
fore the  eyes  of  all  the  world,  they  would  favor  the  plan. 

But  if  Christianity,  with  its  inherent  elements  of  exclu- 
sivism,  is  to  be  lowered  to  the  plane  of  other  religious  be- 
liefs, and  is  to  be  exhibited  as  their  equal,  in  harmony  with 
the  current  theories  of  modern  religious  thought,  your  com- 
mittee would  deem  that  our  Reformed  Church  can  have  no 
part  nor  lot  in  this  matter. 

Another  matter  to  be  considered  is  that  of  expense,  which 
may  be  so  considerable  as  to  prevent  our  taking  part  in  the 
exhibit,  inasmuch  as  no  funds  are  at  hand  to  meet  such  ex- 
pense. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  appoint  a  committee  with 
power,  consisting  of  three  ministers  and  two  elders,  to  take 
measures  for  the  representation  of  our  Reformed  (Dutch) 
Church  in  the  aforesaid  Congress  of  Religions  and  to  prepare 
an  exhibit  in  connection  therewith ;  provided  that  in  their 
Judgment  such  Congress  and  exhibit  be  for  the  promotion  of 
the  principle  and  for  the  exhibition  of  the  grandeur  of  gen- 
uine Christianity  and  in  perfect  accord  with  its  historic 
claims ;  and  further  provided  that  it  shall  be  in  harmony 
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with  the  resolutions  already  adopted  regarding  the  opening 
of  the  Fair  on  the  Lord's  Day.

The  following  paper  on  Public  Schools  was  received  and 
adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  head  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  from 
his  official  seat,  claiming  to  be  both  a  temporal  and  a  spiritual 
ruler,  and  arrogating  to  himself  sovereignty  not  only  over  the 
religious  conscience  but  also  over  civil  government,  has  pre- 
sumed to  pronounce  officially  concerning  the  conduct  of  that 
vital  American  institution,  the  Common  School ;  and 

Whereas.  The  Faribault  scheme  (so-called)  suggests  a 
parochial  school,  conducted  exclusively  by  members  of  a 
religious  order,  with  only  the  restriction  of  relegating  dis- 
tinctively religious  instruction  to  hours  outside  the  usual 
school  hours  ;  and 

WJiereas,  The  Common  School  is  vitally  essential  to  the 
fusing  of  the  heterogeneous  elements  of  our  population  into 
one  nation,  to  the  end  that  popular  suffrage  may  continue  to 
be  a  sure  buttress  of  our  government. 

Resolved,  First,  That  as  official  representatives  of  the  his- 
torical Reformed  Church  of  America  we  resent  with  indigna- 
tion the  interference  of  any  European  potentate  whatsoever 
with  our  American  institutions,  and  especially  with  the  policy 
of  our  public  schools. 

Resolved,  Secondly,  That  we  denounce  the  so-called  Fari- 
bault scheme  as  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  American  institu- 
tions, and  especially  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  those  of  the  several  States  which  are  at  one  in  forbidding 
any  union  of  church  and  State. 

Resolved,  Thirdly,  That  we  proclaim  the  right  of  every 
religious  or  anti-religious  body  in  the  land  equally  with  the 
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Koman  Catholic  Church  to  have  its  parochial  schools  sup- 
ported out  of  the  public  treasury. 

Resolved,  Fourthli/,  That  we  draw  the  attention  of  citizens 
of  the  United  States  to  the  hostility  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
hierarchy  to  oiir  non-sectarian  Common  School  system,  and 
exhort  them  to  guard  the  integrity  of  the  school  against  all 
attacks. 

Resolved,  Fifthly,  That  we  request  our  fellow-citizens  to 
bear  in  mind  the  warnings  of  the  far-sighted,  early  statesmen 
of  this  land,  and  especially  the  words  of  General  Grant,  uttered 
in  1876  :  ''Encourage  free  schools  and  resolve  that  not  one 
dollar  appropriated  to  them  shall  be  applied  to  the  support  of 
any  sectarian  school ;  resolve  that  any  child  in  the  land  may 
get  a  Common  School  education,  unmixed  with  atheistic, 
pagan  or  sectarian  teachings.  Keep  the  church  and  State 
forever  separate." 

President  Austin  Scott,  President  of  Rutgers  College,  and 
Prof. -Elect  J.  W.  Beardslee  of  ''the  Western  Theological 
Seminary,  were  present,  and  the  Synod  rose  to  receive  them. 

Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin,  Rev.  P.  D.  Van  Cleef  and  Prof.  D.  D. 
Demarest  were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  brief 
Digest  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Synod  to  the  present 
time. 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

RESUMPTION    AND    CLOSE. 

Resolved,  That  the  stated  clerk  be  authorized  to  publish 
1,500  copies  of  the  minutes  of  this  session,  and  that  the  price 
be  printed  on  the  cover.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  permanent  clerk,  in  securing  enter- 
tainment for  the  Synod  next,  year,  be  governed  by  the  in- 
structions of  the  Synod  of  last  year  as  found  on  pp.  427-428 
of  the  minutes  of  1891. 

The  following  resolutions  of  thanks  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  be  and  hereby  are 
returned  to  the  pastor  and  Consistory  of  the  Reformed  Church 
of  Asbury  Park  for  the  use  of  their  church  edifice,  and  for 
their  kindness  in  the  attentions  shown  to  the  Synod  for  its 
comfort ;  also  to  the  Hon.   James  A.  Bradley  for  the  free 
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use  of  "Educational  Hall"  for  the  business  sessions  of 
the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  tlie  Synod  express  its  indel)tedness  to 
those  brethren  of  its  body  who  have  volunteered  to  provide  a 
choir  for  the  evening  meetings,  and  wlio,  with  the  organist, 
have  added  so  greatly  to  the  success  and  pleasure  of  those 
services. 

Resolved,  That  tlie  usual  thanks  be  extended  to  the  railway 
and  transportation  companies  who  have  made  concessions  to 
delegates,  and  to  the  proprietors  of  the  houses  who  have  pro- 
vided for  our  entertainment  at  agreed  rates, 

A  very  cordial  and  earnest  invitation  from  the  Consistories 
of  the  First,  Hope  and  Third  Reformed  Churches,  of  Holland, 
Midi. ,  in  joint  session  was  received  to  meet  in  that  city  next 
year,  and  offering  the  hospitality  of  the  several  cliurches  and 
of  the  city  at  large. 

Another  invitation  from  the  church  of  Asbury  Park  was 
also  received,  and  both  were  referred  to  a  special  committee, 
who  presented  various  considerations  pro  and  con  but  made 
no  recommendation.  The  Synod  then,  with  hearty  thanks 
for  the  generous  hospitality  offered  by  the  churches  and  peo- 
ple of  Holland,  but  constrained  by  reasons  which  seemed 
satisfactory,  for  the  present  at  least,  resolved  to  accept  the 
invitation  of  the  church  at  Asbury  Park.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  New  Brunswick  was  received,  and  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate  and  Theolo- 
gical Seminaries. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  West- 
ern Theolog-ical  Seminary  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
same  committee. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theo- 
log'ical  Seminary  at  Arcot.  India,  was  received,  and  referred 
to  the  same  committee. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  Council  of  Hope 
College  was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Education,  Academies  and  Colleges. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Benjamin  Harrison,

An  overture  was  j-cceived  fioni  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia 
suggesting  a  constitutional  pro\ision  to  enable  oui-  Theolo- 
gical professors  to  enjo^"  eciual  privileges  with  othei-  minis- 
ters in  ecclesiastical  assemlilies,  and  was  i-eferred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Professorate.

ARTICLE  IV. 

BOARD   OF   DIRECTION   OF  THE   CORPORATION. 

The  following-  report  was  received  from  the  Boaixl  of 
Direction,  with  the  accompanying-  documents,  and  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  the  Board  of  Direction. 

The  papers  relating  to  the  Widows'  Fund  and  the  Disabled 
Ministers'  Fund  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  those 
funds. 

REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD   OF   DIRECTION. 
To  the  General  Synod : 

It  is  the  painful  duty  of  the  Board  to  report  to  the  S^'nod, 
that  during-  the  year  since  last  General  Synod  two  of  its 
numbers  have  died ;  in  Aug-ust,  Mr.  Theodore  Sturges,  and 
in  September,  the  venerable  treasurer  Mr.  John  Van  Nest. 
During-  the  previous  year,  Mr.  Sturg-es  had  been  appointed 
b}'  the  Board  itself  in  place  of  Mr.  Garret  Van  Nostrand» 
deceased,  and  this  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Synod 
in  June,  he  being  at  the  time  in  Europe  for  rest  and  health. 
But  though  his  service  on  the  Board  was  short,  his  character 
and  business  standing-,  his  trained  judg-ment  and  devotion 
to  the  interests  of  the  church,  made  him  a  most  effective 
member.  To  him  was  due  in  large  part  the  successful  nego- 
tiations for  the  church-house  in  Twenty-second  street.  Mr. 
John  Van  Nest,  at  one  time  president  of  the  Board,  as  his 
father  had  been  before  him,  and  for  many  years  an  elder  in 
the  Collegiate  church,  was  known  to  the  whole  church  as  its 
safe  and  admirable  treasurer.  Remaining  at  his  post  until 
his  eightieth  year,  and  the  last  week  of  his  life,  with 
various  funds  in  charge  and  matter  which  required  great 
labor,  such  was  his  care  and  faithfulness  that  examination 
has  found  not  the  least  defect  in  his  accounts. 

The  death  of  these  two  members,  both  of  them  so  esteemed 
and  useful,  the  absence  in  Europe  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Jackson, 
the  president,  and  the  urgent  necessity  of  filling  the  treas- 
urership,  devolved  this  duty  upon  the  remaining  members, 
Dr.  Vermilye  (the  president,  pro  /em.),  and  Judge  Kirk.     As 
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Mr.  Frank  R.  Van  Nest,  an  elder  in  the  North  church  of 
Newark,  had  frequently  assisted  his  father  in  the  last  two 
or  three  j'^ears,  and  was,  therefore,  already  somewhat  fam- 
iliar with  the  business,  he  was  at  once  appointed  by  them 
treasurer, //•<?  tem.,  and,  of  necessity,  a  member  of  the  Board. 
[Subsequently,  Mr.  J.  William  Beekman,  of  New  York,  was 
appointed  a  director//-^  tem.  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Sturg-es. 

As  these,  and  attending-  circumstances,  threw  unusual 
labors  upon  the  Board,  the  contemplated  opening-  of  the 
church-house,  which  the  last  Synod  had  requested,  was  for 
a  time  delayed.  Finally,  however,  an  earnest  committee  of 
the  Ministers'  Association  and  ladies  selected  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  acting-  in  conjunction  with  the  Board,  carried  the 
scheme  to  a  most  successful  accomplishment — fully  1200 
people  being  present  to  enjoy  the  occasion. 

Last  year's  report  of  the  Board  called  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  the  General  Synod  has  but  two  sources  of  income 
of  its  own,  other  than  the  assessment  annuallj^  laid  upon 
the  classes.  These  tw^o  are  the  ''  Permanent  Conting-ent 
Fund,"  and  the  "Contingent  Fund,"  the  latter  at  present 
amounting  to  onl}^  $1,659.43  ;  the  annual  interest  from  them 
being  $364.84.  Yet  there  is  charg-ed  against  it  what  has 
become  an  annual  sum  of  $150  for  the  conting-ent  expenses 
of  the  Western  Seminary,  and  another  sum  of  $180  for  the 
"  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches;"  to  which  is  to  be  added 
(this  year)  nearly  $50,  expenses  incident  to  "  Sabbath  Obser. 
vance"  Committee  and  that  on  ''Church  Federation,"  with 
other  sums  (more  or  less)  from  year  to  year  of  a  like  nature 
and  in  excess  of  income.  The  Board  can,  of  course,  use  up 
the  Conting-ent  Fund,  but  calls  attention  to  the  subject. 

Over  and  above  the  sum  specified  as  an  endowment  for 
the  first  professorship  in  the  Western  Seminary,  there  has 
remained  $804.39,  hitherto  credited  (as  in  digest)  to  "En- 
dowment" in  general.  There  seems  no  reason  Avhy  this 
should  not  go  towards  the  second  professorship,  and  it  has 
been  added  to  that  fund.

A  resolution  of  the  last  Sj-nod  directed  that  the  Arcot 
Seminary  Fund,  and  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  pro- 
fessors, should  be  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Direction. 
This  transfer  has  been  made.  But  a  deficiency  exists  in  the 
case  of  one  salary  which  is  made  up  by  the  Board  of  Missions. 
It  is  desirable  that  this  sum,  also,  should  g'o  through  the 
treasurer  of  this  Board,  and  that  the  Board  of  Missions  be 
authorized  to  paj"  it  to  him. 

The  Board  would,  not  close  this  report  without  an  allusion 
to  the  recent  death  of  Elder  John  Lefferts,  of  Flatbush. 
Active  in  other  branches  of  chureh  w^ork,  he  was  for  severa 
years,  also,  a  member  of  this  Board,  and  one  w^hose  excel- 
lent judgment  and  faithful  discharge  of  dyty  made  his  retire- 
ment from  it  a  loss,  as  is  his  death  a  loss  to  the  Church. 

Hon.  William  H.  Kirk  is  the  member  whose  term  of  office 
expires  Avith  the  present  meeting  of  Synod.

The  Board  is  also  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  comple- 
tion, during  the  last  year,  of  the  residence  of  the  Librarian 
of  the  Gardener  A.  Sage  Librarj^,  and  which  is  uoav  the 
property  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  regard  to  the  overture  of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents, asking  that  the  surplus  of  $804.39  of  the  first  endow-

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ToTiching-  the  overture  asking-  that  the  funeral  expenses 
of  the  late  Dr.  Mabon  be  paid  from  such  funds  as  may  be 
available  for  the  purpose  ;  the  committee  states  that  it  has 
ascertained  such  expenses  to  be  $168,  and  recommend  that 
the  same  be  paid  out  of  the  balance  on  hand,  of  interest  of 
the  "  Angelina  Silvernail  Fund." 

Concerning  the  proposed  paj-ment  to  the  Avidow  of  Dr. 
Mabon  of  the  income  from  the  time  of  his  death  to  date,  of 
the  James  Suj^dam  Professorial  Fund,  the  committee  state, 
that  it  is  advised  that  the  Board  has  incurred  an  oblig-ation 
of  $500  for  payment  of  substitute  professorial  services  dur- 
ing and  on  account  of  the  disability  of  Dr.  Mabon,  which  in 
reason,  should  be  paid  from  the  then  current  income  of  the 
said  Suydam  Fund,  and  recommends  that  the  Board  of 
Direction  pay  to  the  widow  of  Dr.  Mabon  the  income  of  said 
fund  from  the  time  of  his  death  to  the  time  of  the  election 
of  his  successor,  less  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars;  also 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  subscribe  for  twenty- 
copies  of  Dr.  Corwin's  Centennial  Dig-est,  and  pay  for  the 
same  out  of  the  balance  of  interest  on  hand  of  the  Gardner 
A.  Sage  endowment  for  purchase  of  books  for  Gardner  A. 
Sage  Library. 

Resolved,  That  the  salaries  of  Professors  Woodbridge  ,Dem- 
arest  and  Rigg^s  for  the  present  fiscal  year  be  $2,500  each, 
payable  quarterly,  with  a  residence. 

Resolved,  That  the  estimated  deficiency  of  $840,  for  the  ex- 
penses of  General  Synod,  and  its  existing  deficiency  of 
$249.41,  together  with  the  other  expenses  of  $2,230,  be  pro- 
vided for  as  follows,  viz.:  The  sum  of  $619.41  b^'  apportion- 
ment upon  the  income  of  the  same  funds,  and  in  the  same 
manner  of  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of 
General  Synod,  provided,  however,  that  no  fund  be  drawn 
upon  which  has  been  desig'nated  by  donors  for  specific  objects 
and  that  the  sum  of  $2,700  be  apportioned  among-  the  sev- 
eral Classis  and  collected  from  them,  together  with  what- 
ever deficiency  the  Board  may  be  unable  to  provide  from 
the  funds  in  their  possession. 

The  Committee  recommends  to  General  Synod  a  careful 
avoidance  of  the  appointment  of  unnecessary  delegates  to 
corresponding  bodies,  and  of  members  of  boards,  which  in- 
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volvcs  expense  upon  the  Synod.  The  funds  of  Synod  applic- 
able to  such  purposes  are  not  ade([uate  to  the  dr-afts  upon 
them,  and  the  result  is  that  bills  ordered  paid  by  the 
General  Synod  must  be  met  by  assessments  on  the  Classes. 
Whereas,  The  Arcot  Seminary  Fund,  and  the  payment 
of  the  salaries  of  its  Professors  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Board  of  Direction,  but  a  deficiency  exists  in  the  case  of  one 
salary,  which  is  made  up  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  this  sum,  also,  should  go 
throug-h  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Missions  be  authorized  to  pay 
it  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  deplores  the  death  of 
the  Directors  Theodore  Sturg-es  and  John  Van  Nest,  and 
especially  recognizes  the  efficient  work  of  Mr.  Sturges  in  the 
negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  Church  House,  and  the 
many  years  of  safe  and  successful  service  of  Mr.  Van  Nest 
as  Treasurer  of  this  Synod.

Instruction  in  elocution  has  been  given  during  the  year 
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l)y  Prof.  E.  L.  Barbour,  of  Rutgers  Colleg-e,  with  great 
profit  to  the  students  and  satisfaction  to  the  Faculty. 

A  number  of  lectures  on  practical  subjects  have  been  de- 
livered by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cuyler  and  others. 

The  Graves  lectures  on  Missions  were  omitted  on  account 
of  the  illness  of  the  appointed  lecturer. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  George  Smith,  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  has 
been  appointed  to  deliver  tliese  lectures  during  the  coming- 
Tear. 

Tlie  Faculty,  in  conjunction  with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers 
CollegCj  have  adopted  the  following  rules  respecting  a 
course  of  study  in  the  Seminary,  entitling  the  students  pur- 
suhig  it  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  (B.D.),  the 
same  to  be  conferred  by  the  Tiaistees  of  Rutgers  College  : 

1.  Any  regular  student  in  the  Seminary  in  good  standing 
as  to  his  class-room  work  shall  be  entitled  to  pursue  the 
special  course  for  the  degree  of  B.D.,  with  the  permission  of 
the  Facult}-. 

2.  The  Avork  of  this  special  course  shall  be  in  addition  to 
1  he  regular  class-room  work  required  of  all,  and  shall  be 
pursued  throughout  tAvo  years  of  the  Seminarj'  course. 

3.  The  applicant  for  this  course  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
choose  the  particular  department  in  which  he  shall  take  it, 
and  in  pursuing  it  he  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  of  that  department,  who  also  shall  outline  the 
course  to  be  taken. 

4.  An  examination  shall  be  held  at  the  close  of  each  of  the 
tAvo  years,  the  second  examination  coAei'ing  the  Avork  of 
both  years.  This  exammation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  spe- 
cial committee  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  and  the  Pro- 
fessor in  whose  depai'tment  the  special  course  has  been 
piu'sued. 

5.  Each  examination  sliall  be  two-fold,  oral  and  wi-itten  : 
an  oral  examination  upon  the  AA'ork  covered,  and  a  Avritten 
t'xamination,  consisting  of  one  or  two  essaj's  upon  a  giA'en 
subject  containing  a  certain  number  of  words  and  requiring- 
a  certain  high  grade  in  order  to  pass.  An  applicant  failing, 
upon  the  first  shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  examination. 
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6.  The  unanimous  \ole  of  the  coniinittee  on  examination 
shall  be  necessary  in  order  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  a  rec- 
ommendation to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  that  he 
receive  the  degree  of  B.D. 

The  death  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  V.  B.  Mabon,  D.D..  LL.D., 
which  occurred  on  Nov.  3.  189:2,  caused  a  vacancy  in  the 
Faculty.  Resolutions  of  sympath^\',  expressive  of  the  senti- 
ments of  the  Board,  in  view  of  the  severe  attliction  which 
has  fallen  upon  the  family  of  Professor  Mabon,  wei-e  pre- 
pared. 

The  Rev,  S.  M.  Woodbridge,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  appointed 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair  of  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology.  The  Board  also  authorized  Dr.  Woodbridge  to 
expend  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  in  securing  assistance  in 
his  own  department  while  the  temporary  arrangement 
should  continue. 

The  Board  Avould  respectfully  request  the  General  lS,>nod 
to  appropriate  the  above  amount  from  such  funds  as  may 
be  available. 

The  committee  appointed  last  year  to  conduct  the  written 
examinations,  presented  their  report.  The  oral  examination 
of  the  classes  was  conducted  as  usual.  The  members  of  the 
senior  class  preached  before  the  Board.  The  senior  and 
middle  classes  presented  sermons  for  examination.  The 
senior  class  was  also  examined  in  personal  piety  and  views 
in  entering  the  ministry.  The  Board  then  took  the  following- 
action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  examinations  be  sustained,  and  that  the 
members  of  the  senior  class  be  recommended  to  the  Facultj- 
for  their  pi-ofessorial  certificates ;  that  the  members  of  the 
middle  class  be  advanced  to  the  senior  class,  and  that  the 
members  of  the  junior  class  be  advanced  to  the  middle 
class.

The  examinations  in  the  various  studies  of  the  curriculum 
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received  the  careful  consideration  of  tlie  Board.  The  exami- 
nations of  all  the  Chisses  wore  unanimously  sustained.  The 
Senior  Class  was  recomnu^nded  for  tlie  Professorial  Certifi- 
cate, and  the  Middle  and  Junior  Classes  were  advanced  to 
the  next  highest  g-rade  respectively. 

The  annual  Seminary  Commencement  was  held  in  Hope 
Church,  Wednesday  evening-,  April  26,  when  Rev.  J.  F. 
Zwemer,  h}^  appointment,  deliveri^d  the  address  to  the 
students  on  behalf  of  this  Board. 

WORK   OF  THE  PROFESSORS. 

Considering  the  large  list  of  studies  in  the  curriculum  and 
the  evidence  of  attention  given  them  by  Professors  and  stu- 
dents, and  that  all  this  work  is  divided  between  onh-  two 
teachers,  in  view  especially  of  the  increasing  number  of 
students  in  the  Seminar}^  it  is  evident  that  an  increase  of 
the  teaching  force  is  imperatively  demanded. 

But  inasmuch  as  the  Second  Professorship  is  not  3'et  en- 
dowed, we  see  nq  wa^'  clear  to  take  any  steps  in  this  direc- 
tion.    The  following  action  was  taken  : 

Resolved,  Tliat  in  case  the  endowment  of  the  Second  Pro- 
fessorship be  complete  by  the  1st  of  September  next,  or  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  Seminary  year,  the  President  of  the 
Board  be  authorized,  on  due  notice  being'  given,  to  call  an 
extra  session  of  the  Boai-d  in  September,  at  such  time  as 
may  be  deemed  advisable,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging-  for 
the  services  of  a  Lector. for  the  Seminary  ; 

And  further,  that  tlie  pledges  for  the  suppoi-t  of  the  Sec- 
ond Professorship  be  in  that  case  applied  to  the  support  of 
such  Lector. 

The  Professor  in  Sacred  Litei-atui-e  during  the  year  in- 
structed eight  students  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Hope  College, 
preparing  for  the  Seminary,  in  the  rudiments  of  Hebrew. 

The  only  instruction  additional  to  that  of  the  two  Profes- 
sors were  the  lessons  in  vocal  culture  giA'en  by  Pi-of.  J.  B. 
Nykerk,  of  Hope  College,  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  add 
this  instruction  permanently  to  the  course. 
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LECTURES. 

The  Rev.  S.  H.  Cobb,  of  Grand  Rapids,  delivered  a  lecture 
before  the  students  on  "  The  Influence  of  Jonathan  Edwards 
on  the  Question  of  Church  and  State  in  New  England," 
which  service  is  gratefully  acknowledgvtl. 

LIBRARY. 

In  June,  1892,  there  were  received  from  the  Rev,  A. 
DuBois,  D.D.,  of  Athenia,  N.  J.,  500  vols.,  selected  fi'om  his

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : 

By  order  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  The  Tlieo- 
log-ical  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission,  I  send  you  the  fol- 
lowing- report  of  its  proceeding's  for-  the  past  year,  for 
presentation  to  General  Sj^iod  : 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  met  for  the  annual  examin- 
ation of  the  students,  in  the  lecture  hall  of  the  Theolog"ical 
Seminar}^  at  Palmanair,  at  8  a.  m.  Dec.  15,  1892.  Present  : 
Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  D.D.,  Rev.  Jolm  Scudder,  M.D.,  Rev. 
Jacob  Chamberlain,  and  Elders  Isaac  Henry  and  Silas  Bur- 
der. 

The  session  continued  until  the  evening*  of  Dec.  16. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Arcot, 
intimating-  that  Rev.  J.  W.  Scudder,  D.D.,  having-  left  the 
country,  the  Classis,  at  their  meeting'  held  Sept.  24.  had 
elected  Rev.  J.  H.  Wyckoff  to  All  out  his  unexpired  term. 
A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Wyckoff,  stating-  that  it  was 
impossible  for  him  to  attend  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  but 
that  he  hoped  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

The  Board,  on  motion,  adopted  the  following-  joint  action 
with  the  Arcot  Mission,  in  its  capacit^^  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  funds  in  India,  for  the  organizing 
of  a  special  coui-se  for  the  training  of  lay  agents  in  the  Bible, 
to  fit  them,  as  village  teachers,  the  better  to  instruct  their 
people  in  Biblical  truth,  viz.: 

Resolved,  1.  That  a  special  course  class  of  'Hay  agents'* 
be  organized,  to  pursue  a  course  of  one  year's  study. 

2.  That  the  studies  of  such  class  be  : 

A.  A  course  of  vernacular  study  on  the  Bible,  which  shall 
be  the  chief  daily  study  for  the  whole  period,  consisting  of 
studies  on  1.  The  Grenuineness,  Authenticity  and  Inspira- 
tion of  the  Scriptures.  2.  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, including  the  Analj^sis  of  the  Pentateuch,  and  of  each 
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of  the  Historic,  Poetic  and  Prophetic  books,  with  their  titles, 
time,  scope,  types,  difficulties,  and  their  explanations,  with 
an  exi^osition,  in  brief,  of  their  predictions  and  their  fulfil- 
ment. 3.  Introduction  to  the  New  Testament,  with  a 
similar  course  on  each  of  the  books. 

B.  That  with  this  be  conjoined  a  brief  course  in  Church 
History,  and  a  brief  course  in  Theolog3^ 

C.  A  course  in  the  Heidelberg-  Catechism  and  Compen- 
dium, so  portioned  out  that  each  class  can  complete  it  with- 
in its  year  of  study,  this  being-  a  daily  study  for  the  whole 
period. 

D.  A  course  in  Palej^'s  Natural  Theology  and  in  Homi- 
letics,  g-iving  the  first  three  lessons  a  week  and  the  latter 
two,  and  so  arranged  that  the  course  in  these  shall  be  com- 
pleted before  June  1. 

E.  That  in  lieu  of  these  latter  this  special  course  class 
shall  join  with  the  Catechists  each  year  from  June  onwards 
in  their  lectures  from  the  Synod's  Professor  of  Theology, 
on  the  exposition  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans. 

3.  That  each-outgoing  class  be  examined  by  the  Board 
of  Superintendents,  and  suitable  certificates  be  given. 

The  following  students,  recent  graduates  from  the  Nor- 
mal School,  received  by  the  informal  action  of  the  Board 
on  the  informal  adoption  of  the  above  plan,  at  the  end  of 
September,  even  now,  on  motion,  formally  recognized  as 
members  of  this  special  course,  "Lay  Agents  Class,"  viz.: 

John  Joseph,  son  of  Joseph  of  Sattambadi,  aged  20. 

Simon  Aaron,  son  of  Simon  of  Kolapakam,  aged  23.

Thomas  Isaiah,  son  of  Elder  V.  Thomas  of  Arni, 
aged  21.

Miss  M.  K.  Scudder  having,  at  the  request  of  the  Arcot 
Mission,  organized  a  class  for  the  Bibical  instruction  of  the 
wives  of  the  Catechists  and  married  men  taking  the  Semi- 
nary course,  and  Bible  women  and  others  who  may  be  al- 
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lowed  to  join,  the  Board,  at  her  request,  resolved  to  examine 
them  also  in  the  studies  of  the  six  months  since  the  organi- 
zation of  the  class,  and  annually  hereafter,  although  they 
do  not  form  a  component  part  of  the  Theological  Seminary.

Resolved,  That  the  Board  record,  with  deep  sorrow,  the 
death  during  the  year,  by  cholera,  of  one  of  the  two  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class,  Sourimuttu  Vedanayakam,  a  young 
man  of  fine  mind  and  marked  consecration,  and  who  gave 
promise  of  great  usefulness. 

The  examinations  commenced  at  8:30  a.  m.  of  Wednesday 
and  continued  until  4  p.  m.  of  Thursday. 

The  Senior  Class,  consistingnow  of  Nathaniel  Jotinaya- 
kam,  was  examined  in  Church  Government  and  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Reformed  Church.  Moral  Philosophj^  Part  II.

John  Daniel,  Solomon  Jacob, 
Simeon  Cornelius  and  Jebumuni  Aaron,  were  examined  in 
Sj-stematic  Theology,  part  first ;  Natural  Theology,  first 
part  ;  Exposition  of  Romans,  I. -IV. ;  Paley's  Evidences, 
Part  I  :  Heidelberg  Catechism,  first  part  ;  Kurtz's  Sacred 
History,  first  part ;  Sanskrit,  First  Book ;  Telugu  Gram- 
mar and  Paj'cha  Tautra. 

Tie  "Lay  Agent's  Class  "  was  examined  in  Introduction 
to  the  Old  Testament  and  Heidelberg  Catechism,  first  part; 
Natural  Theology,  first  part ;  Evidences  of  Christianity  ; 
Church  Historj',  part  first  ;  Homiletics,  part  first,  and 
Theology,  first  part. 

The  "  Catechists'  Wives'  Class,"  taught  by  Miss  Scud- 
der,  was  examined  in  Introduction  to  the  Old  Testament 
and  its  books  ;  Introduction  to  the  New  Testament,  and  its 
books  ;  The  Proper  Method  of  Studying  the  Bible ;  Theology 
— God,  Sin,  Redemption;  The  Proper  Method  of  Present- 
ing Bible  Truths  in  their  Work. 

A't  the  close  of  the  examinations  the  Board  went  into  ex- 
ecutive session,  Avhen  the  examinations  were  declared  all  to 
have  been  well  sustained,  and  N.  Jotinayakam  was.  on 
motion,  recommended  for  the  Professorial  Certificate.  The 
members  of  the  Lower  Middle  Class  were  promoted  to  the 
Upper  Middle,  and  those  of  the  Junioi-  Class  to  the  Lower 

Middle. 

At  5  P.  M.  the  Board  met  all  the  students  and  friends  in 
the  Lecture  Hall.  The  results  of  the  examinations  were 
announced.  The  Professorial  Certificate  was  presented  to 
Nathaniel  Jotinayakam,  with  a  brief  address  by  Professor 
Scudder,  after  w^hich  Elder  Isaac  Henry,  on  behalf  of  the 
Board,  gave  words  of  counsel  and  encouragement  to  the 
graduate  and  the  students. 

The  proceedings  were  then  closed,  with  prayer,  and  the 
benediction  by  Dr.  W.  W.  Scudder.

Report  of  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  New  Brunswick: 

This  report  will  be  printed  in  full  in  the  mmutes  of  Synod, 
and  therefore,  after  a  brief  summary,  your  Committee  call 
attention  to  those  details  only  which  require  the  action 
of  the  Synod. 
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Thirty -nine  students  have  been  in  attendance  during  the 
year.  Of  this  number,  twelve  received  the  professorial  cer- 
tificates at  the  end  of  the  year.  Instruction  in  elocution 
has  been  given  by  Prof.  E.  Barbour  of  Rutgers  College.  A 
number  of  lectures  on  practical  subjects  have  been  delivered 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cuj'ler,  and  others.  The  Faculty  have  ar- 
ranged with  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  for  a  special 
course  of  study,  entitling  students  pursuing  it,  to  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  The  death  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  V.  V. 
Mabon  received  appropriate  mention.  The  Rev.  S.  M. 
Woodbridge  was  appointed  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  vacant 
chair,  and  he  was  authorized  to  expend  $500  in  securing  as- 
sistance meanwhile  in  his  own  department. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Direction  be  authorized 
to  pay  this  amount  out  of  such  funds  as  in  its  judgment  may 
be  available. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Direction  be  autho- 
rized to  appropriate  $300  from  such  funds  as  may  be  avail- 
able, to  continue  special  instruction  in  elocution  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  Board  also  reaffirms  its  overture  of  the  preceding 
year,  in  reference  to  the  ecclesiastical  standing  of  the  pro- 
fessors, and  asks  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this 
Synod  to  consider  the  whole  matter  and  report  to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  of  1894.  Reference  to  this  overture  will  be  made 
later  in  the  present  report.

THE   WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Western  Theolog-i- 
cal  Seminary  met  in  regular  session  in  Holland,  Mich.,  on 
Tuesday,  April  25,  1893. 

There  were  present  twelve  members.  The  Classis  of  Illi- 
nois was  not  represented.  Thirteen  students  have  been  in 
attendance  during-  the  past  year. 

The  increased  number  of  students  ' '  more  than  double  the 
attendance  of  last  year,"  marks  the  brightening  prospects 
of  the  Seminary  and  the  hold  it  has  upon  the  church's 
heart. 

The  examinations  were  carefully  considered  by  the  Board 
and  unanimously  sustained. 

The  Board  properly  makes  special  mention  of  the  large 
amount  of  work  put  upon  the  two  professors,  who,  notwith- 
standing increased  attendance  have  gone  patiently  over  the 
wide  curriculum  of  study.  It  necessarily  feels,  because  of 
the  growing  prosperity  of  the  Seminary,  the  services  of  a 
lector  are  already  urgently  required. 

Appreciative  mention  is  made  of  the  instruction  in  Hebrew 
that  Dr.  Beardslee  has  given  to  eight  students  of  the  senior 
class  of  Hope  College,  who  are  preparing  for  the  Christian 
ministry. 
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Instruction  in  vocal  culture  has  also  been  given,  by  Prof. 
J.  B.  Nykerk,  of  Hope  College. 

Generous  friends  in  the  East  have  largely-  increased  the 
Seminary  library,  which  receives  the  grateful  recognition  of 
the  Board.

The  insufficient  endowment  of  the  Seminary  doing  so  im- 
portant a  work  in  the  West  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  by 
the  church,  and  its  full  equipment  as  to  funds  cannot  be  too 
soon  completed. 

In  regard  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents of  the  Western  Theological  Seminar^*,  as  to  increasing- 
the  teaching  force  of  the  Seminary,  your  committee  recog- 
nize its  importance  and  desirabilit3^  The  appointment  of  a 
lector,  as  suggested,  is  approved,  if  it  be  understood  that 
the  appointment  is  only  provisional,  and  Avill  throw  no  tem- 
porary obligation  on  the  General  Synod. 

In  reference  to  the  memorial  requesting  release  from  the 
action  of  General  Sjniod  of  1888,  deferring  the  installation 
of  the  Professor-elect  of  Biblical  Languages,  Literature  and 
Exegesis  in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  "until  the 
sum  of  $30,000  for  the  endowment  of  said  professorship  shall 
have  been  secured  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Direction,"  j^our  committee  find  that  of  the  amount  des- 
ignated, $11,634  has  been  paid  over  to  the  Board  of  Direction, 
and  enoug'h  promissory  notes  are  held  in  trust  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  Hope  College,  to  increase  the  sum  to  a  full  $25,000. 

There  is  good  promise  that  the  remaining  $5,000  will  be 
secured  at  an  early  date.  Meanwhile,  annual  consistorial 
pledges  are  held,  which  already  yield  $645  per  year,  suffi- 
cient, with  the  income  of  moneys  held  by  the  General  Synod 
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and  interest  on  the  promissory  notes,  to  more  than  pa^-  the 
professor's  salary  of  $1,200.  The  r«'(j[ucst  that  tlie  installa- 
tion of  Professor  Beardslee  may  take  place  this  fall  seems  a 
proper  one,  and  your  committee  think  the  intent  of  the  past 
legislation  on  the  subject  will  he  preserved,  if  the  General 
Synod  can  be  protected  from  responsibility  for  the  profes- 
sor's salar3^  beyond  the  income  of  the  fund  in  its  hands. 

Resolved,  Therefore,  that  the  instrument  certifying-  Rev. 
J.  W.  Beardslee's  appointment  to  the  chair  of  the  second 
professorship  be  now  given  to  him,  in  the  way  presented  by 
the  constitution,  and  that  said  instrument  or  form  of 
professorial  appointment  shall  make  its  pledge  of  temporal 
support  in  this  foi-m  :  ' '  We  promise  and  oblige  ourselves  to 
pay  to  you  whatever  net  income  may  accrue  from  such  part 
of  the  endowment  of  the  chair  of  Biblical  Languages,  litera- 
ture and  exegesis  in  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  as 
may  be  already  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the 
Genei-al  Synod,  together  with  such  other  monies  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
General  Synod,  for  the  salary  of  the  second  professorship 
until  the  endowment  of  said  chair  shall  be  raised  to  the  full 
sum  of  $30,000,  when  all  of  the  net  income  of  this  amount 
shall  be  considered  the  annual  salaiy,  which  shall  then  be 
paid  in  quarterly  payments,  yearly,  and  every  year,  etc. 

Resolved,  That  when  the  form  of  professorial  appointment 
shall  be  so  drawn  that  it  contains  this  pledge  of  temporal 
support,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Beardslee,  D.D.,  may  be  installed 
in  such  professorship,  on  such  date  as  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents may  elect,  and  that  at  his  installation  the  President 
of  General  Synod  preside  and  preach  the  sermon,  the  vice- 
president  to  be  his  secundus,  that  the  charge  to  the  professor 
be  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Peter  Moerdyke,  with  the  Rev. 
Egbert  Winter  as  his  secundus,  and  that  the  newly  installed 
professor  deliver  an  inaugural  address. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY   IN  THE   ARGOT  MISSION. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Arcot  Seminary 
met  at  Palmaner,  at  8  A.  m.  Dec.  15,  1892. 
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The  report  shows  that  this  newest  of  our  schools  is  ah^eadj" 
making-  a  record  for  as  comprehensive  and  thorough  work 
as  possibly  can  be  made  with  the  present  teaching  force. 

The  regular  curriculum  has  been  so  arranged  as  to  pro- 
vide for  a  special  course  for  the  training  of  lay  agents  in  the 
Bible,  to  fit  them  as  village  teachers  the  better  to  in- 
struct their  people  in  biblical  truth. 

The  eleven  students  of  the  three  classes,  the  six  members 
of  the  lay  agents'  class,  besides  the  Catechists'  wives'  class, 
consisting  of  six  persons,  have  been  examined,  evidently  with 
good  results. 

The  dread  cholera  scourge  has  claimed  one  of  the  senior 
class,  a  young  man,  who  gave  promise  of  great  useful- 
ness. 

The  work  of  our  Seminary  at  Arcot,  so  grandly  begun, 
and  so  ver^''  necessary  in  order  to  success  among  the  heathen, 
can  hardly  be  overestimated.  It  will  be  an  important  factor 
in  the  bringing  of  the  millions  of  India  at  the  feet  of  our 
great  king. 

Overture  from  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  in  relation 
to  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission  : 

This  overture  asks  General  Synod  to  define — 

1.  The  relation  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  the 
Theological  Seminary  in  the  Arcot  Mission. 

2.  The  relation  of  the  Professor  of  Theology  to  the  Board 
and  to  the  Mission. 

And  further,  to  take  such  action  in  regard  to  the  Semi- 
nar^'^  and  the  professorship,  as  may  best  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  both. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee  the  purpose  of  the 
above  overture  will  be  fully  met  by  the  following  action,, 
which  we  therefore  recommend  be  hereby  taken  : 
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Resolved,  That  tlie  Board  of  Direction  be  instructed  to  pay 
the  income  of  the  Fund  lield  for  this  Seminary  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Mission,  to  be  applied  under  tlie  direction  of  the 
mission  to  th(^  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  in- 
ckiding-  the  salary  of  the  professor,  so  far  as  it  may  suffice. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  directed 
to  supply  any  further  amount  due  the  professor,  as  part  of 
his  salary,  through  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  so  far  as  the  function  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents of  this  Seminary  in  the  matter  of  making:  pro- 
vision to  fill  temporary  vacancies  is  concerned,  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  be  associated  with  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tend-ents. 

Overture  from  the  Classis  of  Raritan,  in  reference  to  ad- 
missions to  the  Seminary. 

In  reference  to  this  overture,  we  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Resolved,  That  no  Board  of  Superintendents,  or  Commit- 
tee of  the  same,  or  Faculty  of  anj"-  of  our  Seminaries,  shall 
admit  to  these  institutions,  with  a  view  to  his  securing  a 
professorial  certificate,  anj^  one  who  has  applied  to  the 
Classis  having  jurisdiction  over  him,  for  an  application  for 
a  dispensation,  until  such  Board,  or  Committee,  or  Faculty, 
shall  have  inquired  fully  into  the  reasons  governing  said 
refusal. 

Overtures  in  regard  to  the  Theological  Seminaries. 

In  addition  to  the  overture  from  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick, 
already  mentioned,  which  reaffirms  a  former  overture  ask- 
ing Synod  to  take  steps  toward  the  restoration  of  the  eccles- 
iastical standing  of  the  professors,  and  asks  further  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  consider  the  whole  matter, 
and  to  report  to  the  Synod  of  1894,  j^our  committee  have 
been  called  upon  to  consider  : 

1.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Ulster,  asking  for  a 
specific  change  in  the  method  of  nominating  Professors  of 
Theology. 
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2.  An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  asking 
for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  consider  the  readjust- 
ment  of  the  ecclesiastical  relationship  of  professors. 

3.  Overtures  from  the  Classes  of  New  Brunswick  and  Rar- 
itan,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  con- 
sider the  foregoing-  topics,  and  others  relating  to  the  consti- 
tutional features  of  our  Seminaries,  and  to  the  plan 
according  to  which  they  are  governed. 

The  purpose  of  the  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Ulster, 
which  alone  of  all  the  foregoing  suggests  immediate  action, 
in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  will  best  he  met  by 
granting  the  one  request  common  to  all  the  others,  viz.,  the 
appointment  of  a  commission  carefully  to  consider  these  im- 
portant matters,  and  to  formulate  foi-  the  consideration  of 
Synod  and  the  church,  such  action  as  apparently  may  be 
needed. 

In  view  of  these  overtures,  and  the  undoubtedly  wide- 
spread conviction  throug'hout  the  church  that  the  time  has 
come  for  the  deliberate  and  wise  attempt  to  readjust  to 
present  conditions,  as  far  as  may  be  the  constitutional  and 
legislative  relations  of  the  Theological  Seminary  as  an  institu- 
tion among  us,  we  recommend  that  a  commission  of  nine 
members,  chosen  from  the  church  at  large,  be  apjjointed  hy 
Synod,  to  which  all  these  matters  shall  be  referred,  and 
which  shall  consider  the  whole  general  subject  upon  which 
thej^  touch,  and  shall  report  such  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution, or  changes  in  the  Plan  of  the  Seminary,  or  sugges- 
tions, as  may  commend  themselves  to  its  judgment,  to  the 
General  Synod  of  1894  for  its  action  thereon.

Resolved,  Tliat  the  Commission  be  given  permission,  if 
deemed  desirable,  to  publish  a  ^tentative  report,  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Synod  of  1894. 

ELECTION   OF  A   PROFESSOR. 

On  account  of  the  death  of  Rev.  W.  V.  V.  Mabon,  D.  D., 
Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  Synod  to  elect  a  professor  in  that  depart- 
ment to  fill  the  vacant  chair  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  New  Brunswick.  The  subject  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Professorate  who  reported,  and  their  report 
was  approved,  and  the  Synod  proceeded  accordingly  to  take 
a  nominating  ballot  on  Fridaj^  the  third  day  of  the  session, 
and  appointed  the  following  Tuesday,*at  2.30  p.m.,  as  the 
time  for  the  election. 

At  the  designated  hour,  after  special  prayer,  the  Synod 
proceeded  to  ballot.  On  counting  the  ballots  it  appeared 
that  the  Rev.  J.  Preston  Searle,  of  Somerville,  N.  J.,  was 
elected.  On  motion,  and  by  a  rising  vote,  the  election  was 
made  unanimous. 

A  committee  was  appointed  1*o  wait  upon  the  professor 
elect  and  inform  him  of  the  decision  of  the  Synod.  He  sub- 
sequently appeared  before  the  Synod,  when  a  call  in  due 
form,  signed  by  the  President,  in  the  presence  of  the  Synod, 
was  placed  in  his  hands  declaring-  his  appointment  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  with  a  salary 
amounting  to  "the  sum  derived  from  the  James  Suydam 
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Professorship  of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology,  less  the- 
expense  incurred  in  the  nianag'ement  of  the  funds,  together 
with  the  use  of  a  house." 

The  Professor  then  in  a  brief  address  accepted  the  call, 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  his  installation  throug'h 
a  committee  consisting-  of  Rev.  P.  T.  Pockman,  I.  A.  De 
Baun,  William  H.  Vroom,  and  Elder  John  J.  Toffej^  who 
recommended  the  following-  order  which  was  approved  : 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  John  Preston  Searle  be  installed  on 
Tue'sday,  September  26,  1898,  at  10.30  a.m.,  in  the  First 
Reformed  Church  of  ISTew  Brunswick. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Synod  preside  and 
preach  the  sermon,  and  the  Vice-President  be  his  secundus ; 
that  the  Rev.  Paul  D.  Van  Cleef,  D.D.,  be  appointed  to 
deliver  the  charg-e  to  the  Professor,  and  the  Rev.  John  K. 
Allen,  D.D.,  be  his  secundus  ;  and  that  the  Professor  elect 
deliver  an  inaug-ural  address. 

Resolved,  That  Elders  V.  M.  W.  Suydam,  Henry  Wyckoff 
Hoagland  and  Alexander  Brokaw  be  a  committee  to  attend 
to  the  removal  of  the  Professor  to  New  Brunswick. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

EDUCATION,  ACADEMIES  AND  COLLEGES. 

The  Sixty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  recurred,  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Education,  Academies,  and  Colleges. 

The  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Council  of 
Hope  Colleg-e  was  received  and  referred  to  the  same  com- 
mittee : 

It  is  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  HOPE  COLLEGE. 

The  Council  of  Hope  Colleg-e  respectfully  presents  its 
Twenty-seventh  Annual  Report  to  the  General  Synod,  as 
follows : 

I.— COUNCIL. 

Council  held  its  reg'ular  meetmgs  in  June,  1892,  and  April 
26-28,  1893. 
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Council  was  organized  in  June,  1892,  by  the  election  of 
the  following-  officers  : 

Rev.  W.  Moerdyk,  President. 

Rev.  D.  Brock,  Vice-President. 

Rev.  Henry  E.  Dosker,  Secretary. 

Hon.  Isaac  Cappon,  Treasurer. 

II.— THE  COLLEGE. 

1.  Faculty. — The  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Scott  continues  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  presidency,  which  by  his  resigna- 
tion has  become  vacant. 

The  regular  teaching  force  of  the  last  year,  viz. :  ten  profes- 
sors, has  been  supplemented  by  the  work  of  Rev,  Samuel 
Streng,  from  Kalamazoo,  and  the  assistance  of  several 
students  in  the  lower  classes  of  the  Preparatory  Depart 
ment. 

The  absence  of  Professor  KoUen,  on  account  of  financial 
work,  committed  to  him  by  the  Council,  and  the  growing 
infirmity  of  our  beloved  President  necessitated  these 
arrangements  to  increase  a  force  already  inadequate  even 
without  such  exigencies. 

At  the  meeting  of  June,  1892,  Rev.  Henry  Du  Bois  Mul- 
ford  was  elected  President  of  Hope  College,  but  declined ; 
renewed  efforts  to  call  a  President  failing  at  the  April 
meeting,  the  election  was  postponed  to  the  meeting  in  June. 

2.  Students. — The  number  of  students  enrolled  in  the 
College  Department  is  60,  of  whom  13  were  Seniors,  5  Juniors, 
15  Sophmores,  21  Freshmen,  3  Special  students,  and  3  who 
attended  only  part  of  tlT«  year. 

In  the  Grammar  School t\\e  number  enrolled  was  151,  viz.:  21 
in  the  ''A"  class,  41  in  the  "B,"  41  in  the  ''C,"  40  in  the 
"D,"  and  8  unclassified. 

From  April  to  June,  23  additional  students  were  in  attend- 
ance, and  the  Sutnmer  Normal  Class  had  an  enrollment  of  53. 

The  total  number  of  students  for  the  current  j^ear  has 
been  287.  Of  this  number  ]  5  have  come  to  us  from  pre- 
paratory studies  in  the  N.  W.  C.  A.,  showing  how  im- 
portant a  factor  that  institution  has  become  as  a  feeder  to 
this,  our  other  Western  school. 
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An  increase  from  7  instructors  and  111  students,  to  10 
instructors  and  287  students,  shows  the  growth  of  the 
institution  in  the  15  years,  during  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Scott 
has  served  as  its  President. 

The  deportment  of  the  students  has  been  good  and  their 
application  to  their  studies  praiseworthy. 

At  the  commencement  in  June,  1892,  the  degree  of  A.  B. 
was  conferred  upon  the  graduating  class,  named  in  our  last 
report,  and  that  of  A.  M.  in  course  upon  the  class  of  1889. 

The  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  was  conferred  upon  Rev. 
John  Van  der  Meulen  of  Holland,  Mich.,  and  also  upon  Rev. 
John  H,  Wyckoff,  missionary  in  India. 

After  passmg  a  satisfactory  examination,  the  Senior 
class  were,  at  our  last  April  meeting,  recommended  for  the 
degree  of  A.  B.,  to  be  conferred  at  the  commencement  in 
June,  Their  names  are  :  John  L.  De  Jong,  Henry  Huizinga, 
Wirtje  T.  Janssen,  Albert  Kuiper,  William  Miedema,  Wiley 
W.  Mills,  Albert  J.  Rooks,  John  Schaefer,  James  Steren- 
berg,  Wilhelmus  V.  Te  Winkel,  Henry  Van  der  Ploeg, 
William  O.  Van  Eyk,  William  Zoethout. 

III.— PUBLICATIONS.    * 

De  Hope  has  attained  a  subscription  list  of  about  3,000 
and  the  publisher  has  added  new  machinery  and  type  to 
the  value  of  some  §500.  It  appears  to  be  very  successfuUj' 
conducted,  under  the  i^resent  arrangement,  and  has  become 
a  source  of  income  for  the  College  and  a  valued  educator  of  the 
religious  community. 

The  Anchor  during  the  past  year  has  shown  literary 
ability  and  a  maturity  of  character  on  the  part  of  the 
students,  which  is  very  gratifying. 

IV.— GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

The  President's  house  is  readj'  for  occupancy.  The 
Oggel-house  has  been  improved  to  afford  better  accommoda- 
tions for  the  professors  of  Theology. 

The  walls  of  Graves'  Library  and  Wynants'  Chapel,  a 
lasting  monument  to  two  warm  friends  of  Hope  College, 
have  already  risen  above  the  first  story,  and  betoken  the 
approach  of  a  daj^,  when  more  liberal  things  will  be  devised 
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for  ** Hope."     It  will  doubtless  be  completed  by  next  fall 
and  will  cost  $30,950. 

Prof.  Kollen  was  the  instrument  to  secure  this  mag-nifi- 
cent  donation  to  the  council. 

v.— LIBRARY. 

Valuable  additions  to  the  libi'ary  have  been  received,  as 
follows  :  From  the  Rev.  Andrew  B.  Taylor  of  Ridg-efield, 
N.  J.,  106  volumes ;  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
the  Weather  Bureau  and  the  Bureau  of  Education,  43  vol- 
umes ;  from  other  donors,  45  volumes  ;  a  total  of  194  addi- 
tions, and  many  hundreds  of  mag-azines,  pamphlets,  etc. 

To  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Taylor  and  the  other  donors,  the  Coun- 
cil owes  and  expresses  thanks  for  gifts  received. 

We  rejoice  in  the  prospect  of  a  library  building-,  for  the 
arrangement  and  preservation  of  the  valuable  books  already 
received  and  still  to  come. 

A  large  assortment  of  minerals  has  been  received  and 
more  has  been  promised  by  the  state  geologist  of  Michigan 
for  our  Cabinet  of  Natural  History.

From  the  report  of  the  general  Endowment  agent  we  learn 
that  during-  the  year  an  additional  $12,000  has  been  secured 
for  the  endowment  of  our  Western  Educational  Institutions. 
This  leaves  only  another  $12,000  to  be  obtained. 

Of  the  whole  $88,000  therefore  pleged  for  this  work  p.m. 
$47,000  has  been  paid  in.  A  general  and  generous  lift,  all 
along  the  line,  will  complete  this  necessary  work,  during 
the  summer. 

The  College  shares  one-half  of  these  funds.  Through  the 
generosity  of  Rev.  A.  vennema  a  scholarship  was  estab- 
lished, which  when  completed,  will  amount  to  $2,000,  and 
which,  after  his  deceased  mother,  is  to  be  named — ''The 
Elizabeth  Vennema  scholarship." 
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VIII.— CONCLUSION. 

The  term  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Benham,  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  having* 
expired,  it  devolves  upon  General  Synod  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
The  expenses  of  the  College  have  again  exceeded  the  in- 
come. Council  therefore  wishes  to  be  recommended  by  the 
Gen.  Synod  for  aid  to  the  Board  of  Education  to  the  amount 
of  at  least  $2,000,  for  the  coming  year.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  debt  of  about  $10,000  has  slowly  accumulated,  be- 
cause no  adequate  endowment  had  been  furnished,  and 
since  we  are  very  hopeful  tjiat  the  completion  of  the  endow- 
ment will  render  such  a  state  of  affairs  in  the  future  quite 
unlikely, — we  request  Gen.  S,ynod  to  devise  some  way,  in 
which,  by  efforts  throughout  the  Church,  this  debt  shall 
be  cancelled.

REPORT     OP     THE     COMMITTEE     ON     EDUCATION,     ADADEMIES/ 
AND   COLLEGES. 

The  Committee  on  Education,  Academic  and  Collegiate, 
respectfully  report  that  the}'  have  carefully  considered  the 
subjects  referred  to  them  as  contained  in  the  following^ 
papers,  viz.,  the  Sixty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  Twentj^-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the 
Council  of  Hope  College,  the  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Northwestern  Classical  Academy, 
and  communications  from  the  Classes  of  Iowa,  the  Classes 
of  Schenectady,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutger's 
College. 

Your  Committee  notes  with  pleasure  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  the  offerings  received  by  the  Board  of  Education 
of  $1,892.92  over  the  amount  of  the  preceding  year.  This  is 
a  gratifying  increase,  but  by  no  means  equal  to  the  neces- 
sities of  the  case.  The  last  Synod  expressed  its  judgment 
that  $15,000  at  least  should  be  ''raised  by  the  Reformed 
Church  for  its  educational  work."  The  amount  raised  last 
year,  $9,538.72,  though  an  improvement  on  the  former 
year,  still  falls  far  below  the  standard  set  by  the  Synod  of 
1892.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  amount  of  this  year's  off- 
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orinfj's  will  coiiif  imicli  iicar-cr  tlic  Synod's  staiulai'd — a 
result  for  which  thei-e  is  ground  of  hop*',  in  xicw  of  t  he  fact 
that  thirty-seven  more  churches  contribiited  lo  the  funds  of 
the  Board  last  yeai-  than  the  year  before. 

Mention  is  made  in  llie  re]>oi-1  of  the  intei'(!s1  in^"  fact  that 
three  separate  s)ims  have  been  received  from  those  who 
Avere  aided  by  tlie  Board  in  seeurini;- their  educatiou ;  two 
of  those  is  full  of  the  amounts  fui-nished  them  hy  the 
Board,  and  the  third  an  installment  on  account'  of  the 
whole  sum.  These  instances  of  refundini^-  ai-e  uot(>d  Avitli 
peculiar  satisfaction . 

The  number  of  students  aided  durin.i;-  the  past  year  is  91, 
as  against  10;5  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  I'.*  in  the 
whole  numbei-.  The  number  of  those  aided  who  are  pur- 
suing theological  studies  at  New  Brunswick  and  ourWestern 
Seminary  is  2G,  a  decrease  of  :i  from  the  formei-  year. 

The  Church  is  called  to  mourn  the  loss  to  her  service  in 
connection  Avith  the  work  of  this  Boai-d  of  two  of  its  most 
faithful  members,  viz.,  John  Duncan,  Esq.,  of  Newark, 
N.  J.,  and  John  Lefferts,  Esq.,  of  Flatbush,  L.  I.  They 
were  active  and  influential  in  the  A\'ork  of  the  Board,  and 
thej^  have  left  behind  them  the  recoi'd  of  conscientious  de- 
votion to  duty.  Their  genial  and  helpful  presence  will  be 
missed  not  only  iu  tlie  Board,  but  also  in  this  General 
Synod,  of  which  they  were  both  frec^uently  members.  An 
appointment  has  been  made  l^y  the  Board  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  Mr.  Duncan,  who  passed  away   in   October   last. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  Mr.  John  F.  Post,  of 
Pompton.  N.  J.,  be  chosen  for  the  \mexpired  term  of  Mr. 
John  Lefferts,  so  recently  deceased. 

Your  Committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  follow- 
ing brethren  be  elected  members  of  the  Board  in  place  of 
those  whose  term  of  office  now  expires,  viz.:  Revs.  J.  Elmen- 
dorf,  D.  D.,  E.,  T.  Corwin,  D.D.,  P.  M.  Doolittle,  D.  H. 
Martin,  and  the  Elders  R.  N.  Perlee,  J.  C.  Haring,  M.D., 
John  DeMott,  and  David  Master. 

The  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Repoi't  of  the  Council  of 
Hope  College  is  most  encouraging.  Very  gratifying  pro- 
gress has  been  made  during  the  year.  The  Pi'esident's 
house  and  the  Oggel  house  are  now  ready  for  occupancy,  and 
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the  Graves  Library  building'  and  the  Winants  Chapel  will 
"be  completed  by  the  coming-  fall.  This  institution  is  a 
power  for  good  where  it  is  located,  and  along  the  line  of  its 
continual  g-rowth  we  are  to  look  for  the  enlargement  and 
efficiency  of  our  Church  in  the  West.  Excellent  work  has 
been  done  the  past  year  b^^  its  ten  instructors  and  two  hun- 
dred and  eig-hty-seven  students. 

In  the  matter  of  finances,  great  relief  has  been  experienced 
by  the  aid  which  the  Board  of  Education  has  been  able  to 
give  of  §1,500  toward  current  expenses.  These  have,  how- 
ever, exceeded  the  income,  and  the  Council  is  constrained 
to  ask  for  an  appropriation  during-  the  coming-  year  of 
$2,000  from  the  same  source.  Your  Committee  think  this 
aid  should  be  granted,  and  propose  the  following-  action,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  ap- 
propriate during  the  year  $2,000  for  the  Contingent  Fund 
of  Hope  College,  if  in  any  way  possible. 

The  term  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Benham,  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  now  expires.  Your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  General  S^mod  return  most  cordial 
thanks  to  Dr.  Benham  for  his  diligence  and  conscientious 
care  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  which,  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Hope  College,  he  has  so  well  performed  dur- 
ing the  past  eleven  years.  Synod",  however,  cannot  reason- 
ably ask  of  him,  as  his  years  advance,  to  assume  new  cases, 
since  the  duties  of  the  Council  become  increasingly-  onerous 
as  the  business  of  the  College  grows.  Your  Committee 
recommend  the  election  to  the  Council  in  the  vacancy  thus 
created  of  Hon.  G.  J.  Diekema,  of  Holland,  Michigan. 

The  report  of  the  North^vestern  Classical  Academy  indi- 
cates steady  progress  in  its  useful  work.  Sixt3'-six  students 
have  pursued  the  prescribed  course  under  the  care  of  five 
instructors  during  the  past  year.  A  pressing  need  of  this 
institution  is  a  suitable  building,  to  obtain  which  efforts 
are  now  in  progress  which  give  promise  of  speedy  success. 
The  financial  statement  of  current  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures presents  the  unusual  exhibit  of  a  balance  of  $1.50  in 
the  treasury.  This  is  made  possible  b^'  aid  rendered  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  appropriating  $1,000  in  accordance 
with  the  direction  of  the  last  General  Synod.     Pending  the 
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completion  of  the  endowment,  snch  aid  will  need  to  be  con- 
tinued, and  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Academy,  and  the  recommendation  of  the 
Classis  of  Iowa,  your  Committee  recommend  the  following-: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  ap- 
propriate $1,000  to  the  Conting-ent  Fund  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Academy  during-  the  coming-  year,  if  in  any  way  possi- 
bler  The  raising-  of  the  $100,000  Endowment,  proposed  for 
our  institutions  in  the  West,  is.  progressing-  favorably. 
Your  Committee  have  received  information  that  $91,000 
has  been  secured,  and  the  remaining-  S9,000  it  is  expected 
will  be  j-aised  by  next  August.  When  this  work  is  com- 
pleted, and  the  several  subscriptions  are  all  paid  in,  a  great 
relief  will  be  experienced  by  those  institutions  from  the 
financial  embarrassments  under  which  they  have  labored 
so  long-.  There  are  debts,  however,  which  have  been 
accumulating  through  a  long  period  of  annual  deficiencies, 
when  the  Board  of  Education  was  not  able  to  aid  with 
annual  appropriations  on  account  of  its  crippled  condition. 
These  debts  now  amount  to  $10,000  in  the  case  of  Hope  Col- 
lege, and  $4,000  in  the  case  of  the  Northwestern  Acadamy, 
making  a  total  of  $14,000.  Each  of  these  institutions  pre- 
fers an  urgent  request  to  the  General  Synod  to  devise  some 
way  in  which,  by  a  general  effort  this  debt  may  be  cancelled 
in  the  near  future.  It  certainly  seems  most  desirable,  in 
view  of  the  approaching-  completion  of  the  endowment,  that 
this  so  long  desired  consummation  should  not  be  lessened  in 
its  benefits  by  an  incubus  of  debt  w^hich  the  endowment 
completed  cannot  touch,  and  which  would  be  a  dark  shadow 
clouding  the  brightness  of  that  dawning  day.  To  leave  so 
considerable  a  debt  upon  these  institutions  would  be  a  most 
serious  hindrance  to  their  progress,  in  spite  of  their  antici- 
pated equipment  with  a  full  endowment,  this  committee 
therefore  recommend  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Mandeville,  D.  D.,  P.  Stry- 
ker,  D.  D.  and  Jacob  den  Herder,  be  and  hereby  are  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  apportion  the  sum  of  this  debt,  $14,- 
000,  among  the  churches  according-  to  the  financial  ability 
of  the  several  classes  and  to  superintend  its  collection  ;  it 
being  understood  that  this  special  effort  is  not  to  be  allow- 
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0(1  \o  iiilci'lcrc  with  llic  ri'i^'iilar  conti-ibulions  for  oiii'  cdu- 
catioiial  work. 

On  tilt'  ^[('iiiorial  of  t  lie  classis  of  Sc'heiiecta(l\-  in  reference 
to  the  Bond  recjnired  of  beiieiioiaries  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, the  conuuittee  would  report  tlieir  gTatilication  that 
tlie  classis  of  Schenectady  '•ai)i)i"eciate  and  conmiends  the 
object  of  the  bond,  which  is  to  secure  loyal  service  to  the 
church."" 

The  funds  distributed  by  the  Board  of  Education  among- 
its  beneficiaries  are  a  trust  and  the  means  best  adapted  to 
carry  into  effect  the  purposes  for  which  the  funds 
have  l)een  given,  should  be  emplo3'ed.  The  Synod  after 
c-ai'efull  considtM-ation  approved  the  present  foi-m  of  the 
bond.  Experieiu'c  is  justifying  their  judgment.  No  lack  of 
confidence  is  fairly  to  be  implied  from  tlie  form  of  the  liond 
which  as  a  legal  document  was  drawn  according  to  legal 
forins.  On  the  contrary,  expressing  in  legal  phraseology  a 
nu)i'al  obligation  it  appeals  to  the  numliness.  indepeiidence 
and  self-respect  of  the  student. 

The  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  feeling  a  deep  sense  of 
responsibility  in  the  administration  of  funds  entrusted  to 
them  for  tlie  purpose  of  aiding  young  men  preparing  them- 
selves for  the  ministry  of  the  Refornu'd  Church  in  America 
have  adoptetl  the  foi-m  of  bond  r'ecpiired  by  the  Board  of 
Education  antl  the  beneficiaries  now  under  their  care  luive^ 
subscribed  to  this  obligation. 

Shoidd  the  term  of  five  years  in  the  service  of  the  church 
as  ministei'  bedt'emed  too  long- before  release  from  the  l)ond. 
the  seennng  severity  of  the  requirement  is  lessened  by  the 
fact  that  tlu>  Boai-d  of  Education  may  in  its  judgement  dis- 
pense with  the  obligation  of  the  bond. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  continuance  of 
the  bond  requirements  until  further  experience  shall  have 
fully  denu)nstiated  that  they  are  not  desirable, 

A  connnnnicaf  ion  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutg'ers- 
College  i'e(pu>sts  the  Synod  to  nominate  Mr.  Floyd  Decker, 
a  student  in  the  preparatory  school,  as  a  beneficiary  of  the 
Van  Benschoten  Fund.  The  application  of  the  Trustees  is- 
endorsed  by  the  classis  of  New  Brunswick,  your  committed 
recommend  that  thei-equest  be  granted  and  that  Mr.  Floyd 
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DccUei-.  he  noiiiiiiat cd  as  a  bciiclicia  I'V  on  t  lu'  \'aii  l^ciisclio- 
teri  Fiiiul,  liis  ai)|)i'()])iia1i()n  to  dato  from  Oct.  1.  l.S!>-.». 

Finally  youi-  ooininit tec  hcg-  to  call  the  attention  ol"  1  lie 
Church  at  lar.n'c  to  tlic  inipoi-lancc  of  her  cdncat  ional  in- 
terests. They  are  second  to  no  others  in  the  yexclopment  of 
clnirch  life  and  i^-rowth,  whether  in  the  home  or  the  for- 
eiii'n  lield,  tliex'  must  ever  he  a  factoi-  of  prime  inipoi-tance 
on  forwardin.i;-  the  work  of  the  church.  •'The  pillai-  and 
<i'round  of  the  tiiith,""  which  the  church  is  commissioned  to 
be,  must  set  forth  that  truth  with  the  clearness  and  emphasis 
of  sacred  learning-  and  trained  intellectual  powers.  In  ruin 
of  this,  the  in([uiry  has  sug'g'csted  itself  to  \-our  committee 
to  whether  it  would  not  be  Avell  for  the  Synod  to  set  a  part 
a  certain  time  in  tlie  course  of  its  sessions  foi*  a  i)ublic  meet- 
ing, similar  to  tliose  now  held  in  the  interest  of  missions  ard 
of  Sunday  School  work,  when  the  Avhole  subject  of  the  edu- 
cational work  of  the  churcli  should  be  set  forth  and  be  dis- 
cussed before  the  Synod  and  the  people.  The  evening  of 
Friday,  the  third  day  of  the  session,  is  now  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  Sunday  School  work.  It  has  occurred  to 
youi-  committee  that  the  scope:  of  the  discussion  on  that 
evening  might  be  enlarged  so  as  to  include  the  general  edu- 
cational woik  of  the  church,  with  great  profit  to  the  im- 
portant interests  involved— not  excluding*  by  anj*  means  the 
Avork  of  the  Sunday  School,  but  taking  into  view  the  larg-er 
educational  work  wliich  the  church  is  doing  thi'ough  its  vari- 
ous institutions  and  agencies.  Your  committee,  therefore, 
recommend  the  following* : 

Resolved,  That  that  the  evening  of  Friday,  the  third  da\- 
of  the  session  of  Synod,  be  devoted  hereafter  to  tlie  considei-- 
ation  of  the  educational  work  of  the  church  in  a  public 
meeting*  held  for  that  purpose,  suitable  arrang*ements  for 
which  shall  be  made  by  the  Joint  action  of  the  Committee  on 
Education,  Academies  and  Colleges,  and  the  Committee  on 
Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  Instruction. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  VII. 

SUNDAY'   SCHOOLS   AND  CATECHTICAL   INSTRUCTION. 

Tlie  following  report  was  presented  b^^  the  committee  ap- 
pointed last  year,  accepted  and  referred  to  the  committee 
appointed  at  this  session. 

The  Conamittee  on  Sabbath  Scliools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction, appointed  hy  the  General  Sj'nod  of  1892,  Avould 
respectfully  submit  the  followiug-  report : 

There  are  at  present  844  schools  under  the  care  of  our 
church,  an  increase  of  7  schools  over  the  number  reported 
last  year,  837.  According-  to  the  statistical  tables  of  the 
various  Pai-ticular  Sj^nods,  14  classes  report  a  total  loss  of 
37  schools,  17  of  which,  however,  were  gathered  into  the 
new  classis  of  Pleasant  Prairie;  while  10  classes  report  a  net 
gain  of  44  schools,  among-  them  the  17  schools  of  the  classis 
Pleasant  Prairie,  11  report  the  same  number  as  last  year. 

The  total  enrollment  this  year  is  109.758  over  ag-ainst  107,- 
544  last  year,  a  g-ain  of  2,214.  The  larg-est  g-ain  appears 
in  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicag-o,  viz.,  1,298. 

This  year  we  report  36,037  Catechumens,  a  gratifying 
gain  over  last  year  of  2.120,  and  a  gain  over  two  3'ears  ago, 
of  3,540.  The  largest  increase  occurs  in  the  Particular 
Synod  of  New  Brunswick,  of  917,  the  smallest  in  that  of 
New  York,  of  26.  Such  an  increase  as  this  is  practical  proof 
of  the  wisdom  of  the  Synod's  deliverances  of  two  years  ago, 
concerning  the  necessity  of  great  care  on  the  fact  of  the 
classes  in  gathering  the  largest  possible  returns  from  the 
various  churches  on  this  all-important  subject. 

Your  committee  would  still  fu.ther  emphasize  the  value 
of  such  instruction  of  the  children,  and  would  recommend 
most  earnestly  that  every  classis  in  our  church  ])a,y  especial 
attention  to  this  form  of  instruction  for  the  children  in  the 
churches  within  their  bounds. 

II 

Your  committee  is  glad  also  to  report  a  gratifying  in- 
crease in  the  gifts  of  our  children  to  the  various  Boards  of 
the  church. 
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The  amounis  contributed  to  Foreig-ii  Missions  this  y(>ar  is 
$10,806.57  over,  against  $10,364.61  a  year  ayo,  a  gain  of 
$241.96 — and  this  in  spite  of  th(^  fact  that  this  year  a  num- 
ber of  our  schools  have  sent  their  otfering's  to  this  Board 
through  the  Woman's  Board. 

Twenty-one  classes  report  an  increase  of  gifts,  12  report  a 
loss.  In  the  gifts  to  the  Domestic  Board,  the  increa.se  is 
larger  .still.  The  total  amount  contributed  was  $6,.")  11.18, 
against  $5,628.90  last  year,  a  gain  of  882.22.  In  1  his  de- 
partment also,  21  classes  report  an  increase  of  gifts,  and  12 
a  decrease.  The  gifts  to  the  Church  Building  Fund  aggre- 
gate $2,086.07,  against  $2,079.25  last  year,  a  gain  of  $6.82. 
In  addition  to  these  gifts  the  Y.  P.  8.  C.  E.  have  contri- 
buted somethnig  over  $800  .since  January  of  this  year  for 
Christian  Endeavor  Church  No.  2. 

The  gifts  to  the  Church  Building  Fund  have  been  increased 
in  13  of  the  classes,  and  have  fallen  off  in  20.  The  greatest 
gain  has  been  in  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  (74.25), 
the  largest  loss  in  the  Classis  of  Albany  (74. SO). 

Four  classes  out  of  the  35.  Greene,  Paranms,  Philadelphia, 
and  Schenectady,  i-epoi't  union  schools  in  a  foot  note  to  their 
statistical  tables,  hi  response  to  the  recommendation  of 
General  Synod  of  last  3'ear;  but  inasmuch  as  this  is  the 
only  information  on  the  subject  available  to  your  committee 
in  the  brief  time  which  has  been  granted  to  collect  material, 
no  further  information  can  be  given  concerning  them. 

The  Young  Peoples  Society  of  Christian  Endeavoi-  has 
done  excellent  work  in  our  various  Churches.  We  have  at 
present  about  275  societies.  Avith  a  membership  of  about 
14000.  Many  of  the  classes  mention  with  gratitude  the 
work  done  by  the  young  people  dui'ing  the  year,  nc^t  only 
in  their  gifts  of  money,  but  especially,  in  the  spiritual 
power  that  has  worked  through  them  to  the  upbuilding"  of 
the  local  Churches.  These  societies  have  contributed  to  the 
Missionary  Boards  of  the  ChiuTh,  during  the  jiast  year, 
83,334.69  against  $1,145  last  j^ear. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  commend  most  heartily  this 
agency  of  the  church  that  is  training  so  faithfully  the 
vouns'  and  rising  generation  in  the  cultivation  of  a  hii^'h 
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and  coiisi'cratcd  reliiiious  lite  in  tlic  clnirch.  as  well  as  if  an 
equally  consecrated  spii-it  ol'  .liivin.i;'.

In  conclusion  we  would  submit  foi'  your  acceptance  the 
followinfi-   aiTan^enient  for  the  discussion:

The  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools  and  Catechetical  In- 
struction report  as  follows: 

The  only  subject  referred  to  your  Committee  is  an  exami- 
nation into  the  causes  of  the  apparent  decrease  in  the  number 
of  our  Sunday  Schools  as  reported  by  tlie  Committee  ap- 
j)ointed  last  yeai'. 

From  the  natui-(>  of  the  case,  your  Committee's  report 
on  this  matter  can  not  be  given  at  this  session  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  desire  how^ever  to  refei'  to  this  Synod  a 
matter  which  seems  to  them  of  the  g-reatest  importance  to 
the  Church.  "  Our  Sunday-Schools  are  not  all  as  completelj^ 
org'anized  as  they  ought  to  be;  nor  do  our  schools  hold  as 
well  defined  i-elations  to  our  churches  as  is  desirable. 
Othei-  denominations  have  with  g-ood  results  prepared 
model  constitutions  for  tlieir  Sunday-Schools,  and  we  believe 
that  the  efficiency  of  om-  Sunday-Schools  also  would  be  in- 
creased by  the  posession  of  a  suitable  constitution. 
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Your  Committee,  tlierefoi-e,  oiler  t,]ie  lollou  iii^;': 
Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  a])|)()int(!cl  consisting'  oT  tlic^ 
Revs.  A.  G.  Vermilye,  D.I).,  E.  Winter,  D.D.,  J.  G.  Geb- 
hanl.  Elders  Austin  Scott  and  W,  M.  Imbiie  to  prepare 
a  model  constitution  for  our  Sunday-schools,  said  committee 
to  )-e])ort  at  the  next  session  of  the  General  Synod;  without, 
however,  involving-  any  expenses  to  the  Genei'al  Synod. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submittetl.

FOREIGN     MISSIONS. 

The  Sixty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
with  the  Treasurer's  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  was  also  received,  and  referred  to  the  same 
committee. 

On  Monday  evening  a  popular  meeting  was  held  in  the  interests 
of  Foreign  Missions.  Rev.  Edward  P.  Johnson  presided.  Ad- 
dresses were  delivered  b}'  Rev.  H.  N.  Cobb,  Rev.  James  L.  Amer- 
man,  Rev.  J.  W.  Scudder,  Rev.  Peter  Stryker,  and  Mr.  H.  V.  S. 
Peeke. 

REPORT    OK  THE  COMMITTEE  ON    FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  would  respectfully  present 
the  following  report: 

An  overture  has  been  received  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long 
Island  and  placed  in  our  hands,  containing  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 
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Resolved,  That  ^ye  urge  upon  General  Synod  the  importance  of 
arranging  for  another  general  missionary  convention  to  be  held 
next  autumn,  and  that  we  pledge  our  heartiest  co-operation  in 
securing  the  success  of  such  convention^ 

Resolved,  That  we  instruct  our  delegates  to  use  their  influence  at 
General  Synod  in  locating  such  convention,  if  possible,  where  it 
will  be  accessible  to  the  people  of  our  classis. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  request  by  overture  from 
the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  with  reference  to  a  general 
missionary  convention  to  be  held  next  autumn  be  granted,  that  the 
place  be  determined,  if  possible,  before  the  adjournment  of  Ihe 
Synod,  and  that  the  following  persons  be  appointed  a  committee  of 
arrangements  for  the  said  convention,  viz.,  Rev.  C.  L.  Wells,  Rev. 
J.  W.  Brooks,  Rev.  H.  E.  Cobb,  Elders  W.  C.  Spellman  and  C. 
H.  Harris. 

Nominations  for  Missionary  Classical  Agents  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  following  classes  :

There  have  also  been  submitted  to  us  the  Nineteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Sixty- 
first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America.  These  we  have  examined  with 
especial  care.     As  a  speciman  of  editorial   work  alone   the  Report

of  the  Woman's  Board  deserves  high  commendation.  In  effi- 
ciency of  management  and  in  excellent  work  done  the  Board  itself 
is  to  be  congratulated.  Its  success  in  securing  a  steady  advance  in 
contributions,  averaging  more  than  $1000  a  year  since  its  organi- 
zation; its  406  Auxiliary  Societies  and  Mission  Bands,  an  increase 
of  47  during  the  year,  each  efficiently  officered  and  equipped;  its 
well  edited  Mission  Gleaner  with  a  subscription  list  increased 
during  the  year  from  1,500  to  nearly  2,500,  carrying  it  to  full 
financial  success,  may  well  fill  the  hearts  of  those  who  have 
achieved  this  manifold  result  with  fervent  gratitude  and  joy,  and 
cause  the  whole  church  to  reflect  on  what  may  still  be  done  through- 
out the  entire  department  of  our  Foreign  Missionary  enterprise  by 
organization  and  earnest  prayerful  work.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee attribute  the  present  prosperous  condition  of  their  work  in 
no  small  measure  to  the  monthly  Missionary  Prayer  Meeting 
"where  now  from  forty  to  fifty  women,  whose  hearts  are  warm 
with  love  to  Christ  and  his  destitute  ones,  pray  for  the  interests 
and  increase  of  his  kingdom." 

We  may  well  reflect  that  the  commencement  of  the  missionary 
work  in  Japan,  now  so  thrilling  in  its  deepening  and  ever  wide- 
ning interest,  was  out-dated  by  decades  of  years  by  such  a  prayer 
circle  of  believing  women.  May  still  more  abundant-blessing  rest 
upon  the  devoted  christian  women  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  canvass  or  condense  the  full  and  ad- 
mirable report  of  the  Foreign  Board.  It  should  be  not  only  read 
but  studied  in  full  by  all  our  ministers  and  elders  and  we  wish 
it  might  be  largely  circulated  among  the  members  of  our  churches. 
Its  tabulated  statistics  are  of  especial  value  and  in  conection  with 
the  accompanying  special  reports  from  the  Missions  afford  inspir- 
ing material  for  many  a  mission  sermon  and  missionary  prayer- 
meeting. 

We  desire  at  the  outset  to  honor  the  memory  of  the  now  sainted 
Dr.  Talmage,  for  forty-five  years  the  devoted  servant  of  Christ  in 
China,  and  we  commend  his  heroic  and  fruitful  life  to  worthy 
emulation.  May  new  zeal  and  enterprise  and  courage  fire  all 
our  hearts  inspired  by  such  an  example. 

We  call  especial  attention  to  several  matters  of  peculiar  im- 
portance contained  in  the  report. 

First  and  foremost  is  the  financial  situation.  The  Board  and 
the  entire  Church  are  to  be  heartily  congratulated  in  view  of  the 
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complete  sucess  attending  the  effort  to  sweep  off  the  burdensome 
debt  reported  at  the  close  of  last  year.  But  our  joy  is  quickly 
checked  by  the  prompt  announcement  that  the  regular  receipts 
for  the  year  were  less  by  over  $12,000  than  during  the  preceding 
year.  Is  there  not  unfaithful  dealing  with  the  master  somewhere 
in  the  Church  that  such  a  thing  can  be.  It  does  not  appear  that 
he  has  withheld  from  us  his  material  blessing,  nor  have  the  urgent 
needs  of  his  work  decreased.  They  are  increasing  every  year.  The 
Church  is  also  growing  in"  the  number  and  in  the  financial  ability 
of  its  members.  That  we  can  give  more  is  demonstrated  by  our 
prompt  raising  of  the  debt.  That  we  must  give  more  is  manifest. 
Reflect  upon  the  fact  that  the  Board  is  scarcely  able  to  maintain 
its  work  at  the  present  status,  no  provision,  in  fact,  having  yet 
been  made  to  fill  the  important  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death 
of  Dr.  Talmage.  and  that  to  nearly  all  the  urgent  calls  foradvance 
work,  the  very  outcome,  as  our  esteemed  Secretary  worthly  re- 
minds us,  "  of  the  growth  and  prosperity  which  we  desire  and 
pray  for,"  the  Board  is  compelled  to  return  a  hopeless  and  dis- 
heartening negative  reply,,  and  what  shall  we  say  for  the  fidelity 
of  our  stewardship  as  churches  and  individual  Christians  ? 

Your  Committee  are  persuaded  of  two  things:  First,  of  the  utter 
inadequacy  of  the  old  system  of  annual  or  quarterly  collections 
for  Foreign  Missions.  Some  more  continuous  method  of  giving 
is  urgently  needed  ;  and  second,  of  the  widespread  prevalance  of 
an  entirely  false  notion  concerning  the  relation  of  the  so-called 
benovelent  work  of  the  individual  church  to  its  own  local  interests. 

The  best  way  to  thrive  financially  at  home  is  to  keep  the  streams 
of  benevolence  for  the  work  aboard  full  and  steadily  flowing. 
"There  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet  and  tendeth  to 
poverty.  There  is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increaseth."  The 
Master's  words  are  "  Give,  and  ye  shall  receive."  We  heartily 
commend  to  the  especial  regard  of  all  the  efforts  now  being  made 
by  Synod's  Committee  on  systematic  beneficience 

To  one  feature  of  the  financial  situation  we  call  especial  atten- 
tion, viz. :  to  the  entirely  unnecessary  outlay  of  between  two  and 
three  thousand  dollars  every  year  for  interest  on  loans,  and  the 
equally  unnecessary  expenditure  of  from  one  thousand  to  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  in  Bankers'  comrnissions.  The  limits  of  this  re- 
port do  not  allow  us  to  go  into  details.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  this 
condition   of  things   is  due  wholly  to  the  church   itself  and   not 
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to  the  Board,  which  deplores  and  is  seeking  to  remedy  it.  Let  the 
church  send  in  their  contributions  earlier  in  the  year  and  steadily 
increase  the  amount  of  their  gifts,  and  this  evil  will  speedily  be 
remedied.  The  whole  matter  reduces  itself  simply  to  this  : 
economy  calls  on  the  churches  to  put  money  enough  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  to  enable  it  to  draw  its  own  checks  and  to  pay 
as  it  goes,  instead  of  using  letters  of  credit  with  accompanying 
time  drafts,  and  being  compelled  each  year  to  negotiate  loans  to 
meet  immediate  needs. 

ACTION. 

We  recommend  in  this  connection,  and  for  these  reasons  that 
the  church  use  every  endeavor  to  raise  this  year  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions not  less  than  $140,000.  The  church  has  the  money.  Christ 
needs  it.     For  us  to  withhold  it  would  be  to  deny  him. 

A  second  matter  of  great  importance  mentioned  in  the  report  is 
the  present  attitude  of  our  National  Government  toward  the 
Chinese  in  this  country.  On  this  subject  your  committee  recom- 
mend the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  looks  with  entire  disapproval 
upon  the  act  now  in  force,  requiring  the  obnoxious  registration  or 
expulsion  from  this  country  of  all  Chinese  laborers  now  resident 
here  ;  that  we  regard  it  as  a  direct  violation  of  treaty  obliga- 
tions, a  stain  upon  our  national  honor,  and  prejudicial  to  American 
interests,  commercial,  educational  and  religious,  in  China  ;  that 
we  therefore  respectfully  but  urgently  petition  the  President  and 
Congress  of  these  United  States  for  the  earliest  possible  repeal  of 
the  law. 

A  third  matter  of  especial  importance  mentioned  in  the  report  is 
our  present  and  prospective  relation  to  the  new  Arabian   Mission. 

The  Synod  of  last  year  resolved  : 

"That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  and  hereby  is  author- 
ized to  open  negotiations  with  the  Arabian  Mission  looking  toward 
the  receiving  of  that  enterprise  under  the  care  of  our  church,  and 
if  the  way  be  clear,  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  that  Mission.'' 
Minutes  for  1892  p.  550. 

The  Board  '  •  has  not  seen  its  way  clear  to  take  the  step  author- 
ized and  recommended."  Its  reasons  are,  in  substance,  no  suffi- 
cient prospect  from  the  churches,  financially  or  otherwise,  of 
ability  to  fulfill  the  responsibility  if  assumed. 

On  this  matter  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Board 
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and  church  together  have  been  slow  to  recognize  a  trust  from 
God  in  not  assuming  the  care  of  this  Mission  from  its  very  birth. 

It  is  a  child  of  the  church,  wholly  so.  It  was  born  of  the 
'church,  all  its  Missionaries  are  members  of  the  church,  and  al] 
the  money  at  present  annually  expended  on  it  is  given  by  members 
of  the  church,  excepting  only  $600,  of  which  amount  $300  at  least 
would  not  be  alienated  if  the  mission  should  be  taken  under  the 
care  of  the  church  as  it  has  from  the  first  desired  to  be.  Why  should 
it  not  be  so  received,  and  at  once  ?  To  be  assured  in  advance  of 
ability  to  support  it  would  be  what  no  father  and  mother  were  ever 
yet  assured  of  since  babies  began  to  be  born.  To  keep  it  and  our- 
selves waiting  for  that  impossible  assurance  is  to  deprive  it  of  the 
parental  care  it  needs,  and,  as  a  matter  of  still  greater  importance, 
if  the  incentive  to  nobler  exertion  which  new  children  when  thank- 
fully owned  as  such  by  their  fathers  and  mothers  always  bring  into 
worthy  homes. 

Your  committee  earnestly  hope  that  our  fruitful  mother  in  her 
old  age  will  not  longer  pose  before  us  her  older  children  in  this 
unnatural  attitude.  We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  and  hereby  is 
directed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  open  negotiations  with  the  Ara- 
bian Mission,  looking  toward  the  speedy  acceptance  of  that  Mis- 
sion, and  its  incorporation  with  the  other  Missions  of  our  church. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  grateful  acknowledgment 
to  the  great  Head  of  the  church  of  His  unmerited  blessings  during 
the  year  reviewed,  and  our  earnest  prayer  for  His  continued  favor. 
We  highly  appreciate  the  faithful  service  rendered  by  the  Board 
itself — its  officers,  an  honored  Secretary  in  particular,  and  especi- 
ally the  noble  band  of  Missionaries,  all  of  whom  we  commend  to 
the  more  intelligent  sympathy  and  more  generous  support  as  well 
as  the  earnest  progress  of  the  entire  church. 

Your  committee  venture  to  suggest  a  slight  change  in  the  time 
for  hearing  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 
next  year. 

At  present  ladies'  day  and  our  appointment  conflict.  Moreover, 
the  popular  meeting  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  ought  to  be 
able  to  take  advantage  of  facts  and  discussions  in  connection  with 
the  report  presented  to  Synod.     Could    the   time   for   this  report 
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hereafter   be   fixed   for    Monday   afternoon    instead   of   Tuesday 
morning  ?

ARTICLE  IX. 

DOMESTIC    MISSIONS    AND    THE    CHURCH    BUILDING    FUND. 

The  Sixty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  was  received  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  the  Church  Building 
Fund. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Executive  Committee 
of  Domestic  Missions  was  also  received  and  referred  to  the  same 
Committee. 

On  Tuesday  evening  a  popular  meeting  was  held  in  behalf  of  the 
interests  of  Domestic  Missions.  Rev.  Herman  Vanderwart  pre- 
sided. Addresses  were  made  by  Rev.  N.  F.  Nickerson,  Rev.  W. 
H.  Vroom,  and  Rev.  R.  H.  Joldersma.  A  lively  interest  was 
added  to  the  occasion  by  the  display  of  a  beautiful  large  silk  flag 
of  the  Netherlands,  the  gift  of  Hollanders  in  the  West  to  the 
Woman's  Executive  Committee  of  Domestic  Missions. 

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE    ON    DOMESTIC    MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  would  respectfully  present 
the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  and  Church  Building 
Fund  submits  the  following  report: 

There  has  been  referred  to  this  Committee  the  Sixty-first 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  with  the  Tenth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Executive  Committee. 

A  memorial  from  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  relating  to 
the  building  of  a  Memorial  Church  by  the  men  during  the  present 
Columbian  vear. 
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Several  nominations  of  Missionary  Agents  by  different  Classes. 

From  the  reports  we  learn  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
great  blessing  in  the  work  of  Domestic  Missions,  measured  by  the 
largeness  of  the  returns,  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the 
Board. 

Devout  acknowledgment  should  be  made  by  General  Synod  of 
the  goodness  of  God  in  preserving  the  lives  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  and  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches  under  its  care,  as  also 
for  his  evident  favor  as  witnessed  in  the  ingathering  of  many  souls, 
the  payment  of  the  debt,  and  the  very  gratifying  increase  of  the 
contributions  in  most  departments  of  the  work.  In  fact,  the  com- 
mittee rejoices  that  it  can  bring  so  much  of  a  jubilee  character  to 
your  attention. 

Let  us  glance  at  the  statistics  for  a  justification  of  this  state- 
ment. 

Number  of  Churches  and  Missions  aided,  177,  an  increase  of 
twelve  over  last  year. 

Number  of  families,  7,399,  an  increase  of  five  hundred  and 
ninety-five. 

Number  of  communicants,  10,409,  an  increase  of  six  hundred 
and  sixty-two. 

Added  on  confession,  1,066,  an  increase  of  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight. 

Added  on  certificate,  679,  an  increase  of  thirty-nine. 

In  Sunday  schools,  13,100,  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and 
sixty-three. 

We  find  this  gain  has  been  nearly  uniform  in  both  the  eastern 
and  western  fields,  in  the  former  of  which  sixty-seven  churches 
were  helped  and  in  the  latter  one  hundred  and  ten. 

In  the  East  four  churches  have  been  organized,  and  seven  mis- 
sions started  ;  in  the  West  six  churches  were  organized,  two  re- 
ceived by  a  transference  of  their  denominational  relation,  nine 
missions  undertaken  and  three  churches  disbanded. 

Under  the  operations  of  the  Building  Fund,  eleven  church  edi- 
fices have  been  erected  ;  this  number  has  only  been  made  pos- 
sible by  the  most  timely  aid  furnished  by  the  Women's  Executive 
Committee,  who  have  in  addition  provided  parsonages  for  eight 
pastors  of  Mission  Churches. 

The  splendid  work  done  by  the  women  in  this  connection  de- 
serves the  highest  praise. 
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It  is  also  very  gratifying  to  report  that  four  churches  during  the 
year  have  reached  self  support. 

THE    TREASURY. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  work  of  the  Board  has 
been  atotalof  $88, 172.94  ;  this  provided  for  the  debt  of  $5,931.48, 
and  also  shows  a  net  increase  from  regular  sources  of  $2,683.77. 
There  was  a  small  balance  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

When  we  take  a  retrospective  glance  to  some  convenient  period, 
say  to  five  years  ago,  the  advance  is  inspiring.  The  total  income 
for  Domestic  Missions  has  increased  in  that  time  more  than 
$28,000,  or  nearly  a  third,  and  the  contributions,  exclusive  of 
legacies,  interest,  etc.,  is  more  by  $22,000.  Then  we  aided  ninety 
churches.  Now  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven.  Figures  for 
farther  comparison  are  not  available,  but  they  are  doubtless  as 
favorable,  all  of  which  shows  in  a  cheering  manner  that  the  church 
is  becoming  more  conscious  of  her  responsibility. 

But  it  might  be  asked  if  there  is  enlarging  liberality,  why  was 
it  that  the  salaries  of  our  toilers  in  the  field  (none  too  large  at  the 
best)  had  to  be  cut  down  ? 

It  was  simply  because  the  demands  for  new  enterprises  were  so 
pressing  as  to  justify  the  Board  in  its  action,  although  so  reluct- 
antly entered  upon. 

This  condition  of  affairs  is  both  a  rebuke  to  the  church,  and  an 
inspiration,  a  source  of  humility  that  devoted  self-sacrificing  men 
are  obliged  to  suffer,  because  of  our  withholding  the  means,  at  the 
same  time  an  encouraging  feature,  that  so  many  opportunities  for 
good  await  us. 

There  is  one  other  shadow  in  our  otherwise  bright  picture  as  we 
review  the  past  twelve  months,  and  that  is  that  the  contributions 
to  the  Church  Building  Fund  has  shown  a  decrease,  instead  of  the 
much  larger  sum  that  must  be  given  before  we  can  be  said  to  pro- 
vide anything  like  an  adequate  sum  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
work,  and  shelter  the  homeless  flocks  that  appeal  for  aid. 

The  work  of  the  Synodical  Superintendents  and  Classical  Mis- 
sionaries is  spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms  ;  these  are  new  posi- 
tions among  us,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  is  such  har- 
monious adjustment  in  all  their  varied  relations,  to  the  changed 
condition  of  thino^s. 
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The  importance  of  the  decision  arrived  at  by  our  representa- 
tives and  that  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Congregational  bodies,  as 
to  co-operation  in  mission  work,  and  the  avoidance  of  encroach- 
ment upon  territory  already  amply  provided  for  is  very  great,  and 
if  adhered  to  in  its  spirit,  means  that  with  much  more  of  freedom 
we  may  occupy  the  ground  that  properly  belongs  to  us,  being  as- 
sured that  the  competition  that  is  the  most  likely  to  be  detrimen- 
tal to  our  growth  will  be  avoided. 

Let  there  now  be  on  our  part  a  genuinely  Christian  rivalry  to  be 
first  in  doing  the  Master's  bidding  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  the 
Kingdom,  where  His  name  is  not  honored. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  find  that  it  is  the  expressed  purpose 
of  the  Board  to  enter  more  largely  upon  this  work  in  the  cities 
and  populous  centres  ;  there  are  providential  indications  that  urge 
this  step  just  at  this  juncture,  that  we  have  not  time  to  consider 
here,  but  they  are  of  weight. 

While  we  are  convinced  there  are  certain  conditions  that  must 
exist  if  our  Reformed  Church  is  to  have  growth  among  those  who 
have  had  other  denominational  affiliations,  and  these  conditions 
cannot  be  too  carefully  studied  by  all  who  have  in  charge  the 
work  of  church  extension,  yet  we  can  do  a  purely  missionary 
labor  in  any  place  where  it  is  needed,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your 
Committee,  there  never  was  a  better  opportunity  than  the  present, 
and  we  believe  that  a  new  impulse  would  be  given  to  our  entire 
church,  if,  while  not  by  any  means  neglecting  the  needful  work  of 
denominational  extension  that  is  now  being  followed  by  such  suc- 
cess, yet  we  need  the  enthusiasm,  that  we  believe  would  be  more 
thoroughly  aroused  by  the  grappling  with  the  iniquity  of  our  land, 
as  it  abounds  among  the  unevangelized  masses. 

It  is  a  work  we  can  do.  It  is  a  work  we  ought  to  do  for  the 
good  of  the  church,  for  the  highest  welfare  of  our  land,  for  the 
glory  of  God,  and  we  suggest  to  the  Board,  without  wishing  to 
hamper  it  in  its  choice,  that  when  it  comes  to  locate  the  Colum- 
bian Memorial  Church,  it  give  preference  to  some  destitute  lo- 
cality were  Evangelistic  Missionary  efforts  might  perhaps  b 
needed  for  a  considerable  time. 

Let  the  oft-repeated  assertion  in  explanation  of  our  slowness  of 
growth,  that  tve  are  not  known,  be  forever  silenced,  by  making  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  known  as  the  most  devoted  of  Mis-

sionary  Churches,  Let  us  seek  the  distinction  of  being  to  our 
land,  what  the  Moravian  Church  is  to  the  heathen  world. 

But  let  us  know  the  cost.  It  means  vastly  increased  effort, 
prayer,  and  giving  on  the  part  of  every  member  of  Christ's  body. 

In  view  of  the  above  we  propose  the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  as  a  Synod  we  praise  the  name  of  God,  our 
Heavenly  Father,  for  the  abundant  blessing  he  has  bestowed  upon 
our  Home  Missionary  work  of  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  2.  That  General  Synod  gladly  records  its  appreci- 
ation of  the  noble  service  rendered  to  Home  Missions  by  the 
Women's  Executive  Committee. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  sum  of  ;$100,000  is  named  as  within  the 
ability  of  the  Church  to  contribute  to  the  cause  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions and  as  needed  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  work. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  make  personaj 
solicitation  by  means  of  cards  distributed  throughout  the  denomi- 
nation, asking  for  special  contributions  from  the  men  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  church  to  be  known  as  the  Columbian  Memo- 
rial, it  being  understood  that  such  contributions  be  in  addition  to 
the  regular  offerings  to  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

Resolved,  5.  That  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Board  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  and  confirmed  at  the  recent  conference  with  the 
Presbyterian  and  Congregational  representatives,  viz, :  "Not  to 
gather  a  congregation  in  any  community  where  the  field  is  fully 
occupied  by  other  Evangelical  demonstrations,"  is  again  called  to 
the  attention  of  all  those  of  our  church  who  are  engaged  in  the 
work  of  Church  Extension. 

Resolved,  6.  That  hereafter  at  the  sessions  of  General  Synod 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  be  heard  on 
Tuesday  .afternoon,  before  the  popular  meeting  of  the  evening  in 
the  interests  of  Domestic  Missions.

ARTICLE  X. 

PUBLICATION. 

The  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication 
was  received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Publication  beg  leave  to  report  that  the 
Thirty-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  with  the 
statement  in  detail  of  the  business  agent  and  also  of  the  treasurer 
duly  vouched  for  as  correct,  have  been  placed  in  its  hands. 

As  shown  by  this  report  and  the  accompanying  statements,  the 
cash  value  of  the  assets  of  this  agency  of  the  church  at  the  close 
of  the  church  year  amounted  to  $22,805.48,  with  no  liabilities  . 

Very  properly  the  report  opens  with  devout  thanksgiving  to 
God  for  "the  most  prosperons  year"  ever  known  in  the  history 
of  the  Board,  and  speaks  warmly  of  what  it  considers  the  wisdom 
of  the  change  from  the  down-town  to  an  up-town  location  so  far 
as  it  affects  the  publication  interests  of  the  church,  and  expresses 
the  belief  that  the  Church  at  large  is  coming  to  a  consciousness 
that  the  patrons  of  the  Board  consult  their  own  interests  very 
decidedly  in  making  their  purchases  of  supplies  of  this  agency, 
and  that  the  more  thoroughly  this  is  done  the  stronger  naturally 
the  Board  will  become  to  the  very  great  advantage  of  the  denomi- 
nation. 

The  Board  invites  attention  to  the  fact  that  for  the  convenience 
of  its  patrons,  rather  than  for  profit,  a  stationery  department  has 
been  added,  in  which  supplies  in  that  line  of  every  variety,  suited 
to  all  tastes,  can  be  furnished  at  special  rates.  Attention  is  also 
called  to  new  publications  of  the  Board,  "The  life  of  Dr.  Van 
Raalte,"  by  the  Rev.  Henry  E.  Dosker,  to  be  issued  during  the 
present  summer,  and  "The  Work  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  as  illus- 
trated in  the  Revival  Experience  at  Peekskill,  1892-3,  also  shortly 
to  appear,  the  latter  to  be  issued  wholly  at  the  cost  of  that  tried 
friend  of  the  Church  Elder  Samuel  B,  Schieffelin.  Attention  is 
also  invited  to  the  excellent  collection  of  "old  books"  which  the 
Board  has  always  on  sale. 

Thankfully  the  Board  records  an  increase  in  the  benevolence 
contributions  of  the  Church  this  year  over  the  last  one  in  support 
of  the  Board's  work,  and  seeks  properly  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
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contributions  to  this  agency  are  by  no  means  to  be  regarded  as  so 
much  taken  away  from  the  support  of  other  departments  of  Church 
work,  since  the  Board  stands  in  the  very  closest  relationship  with 
the  missionary  operations  of  the  denomination  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  and  that  for  a  series  of  years  the  Board  has  not  refused 
any  properly  endorsed  application  for  donations,  and  that  no 
benevolence  can  be  more  worthily  useful,  or  lay  clearer  claim  to 
vigorous  support  than  that  which  aims  to  supply  and  does  supply 
churches,  missions  and  Sunday  schools,  either  wholly  or  partly  in 
need,  with  such  literature  of  wholesome  sort  as  they  may  require. 

The  Board  notes  in  its  report  the  overture  sent  to  the  present 
General  Synod  in  respect  to  the  English  Version  of  Heidelburg 
Catechism,  and  the  fact  that  the  J/m/<?«  i^fVA/has  been  transferred 
to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Boards. 

The  translation  of  Elder  John  Van  Santvoord  from  the  work  of 
the  Church  on  earth  to  the  service  of  the  Church  above  is  noted 
appropriately,  and  that  a  vacancy  is  to  be  filled  in  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Elder  A.  B.  Van  Houten,  occasioned  by  the  inability 
of  the  latter  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Your  committee  urge  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  General  Synod  express  anew  its  high  sense 
of  the  importance  of  the  Board  of  Publication  as  an  agency  of 
the  Church  indispensable  in  providing  a  positively  religious,  unin- 
stakably  Christian  literature  for  its  households  and  people  and 
for  general  distribution,  and  would  specifically  commend  the  Board 
and  its  work  to  church  and  Sunday  school  ofificials,  and  to  indi- 
viduals for   their  careful  patronage  and  support. 

Resolved^  2.  That,  in  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  need  of 
making  the  press  a  more  thorough  and  distinctive  agency  in  the 
spread  of  the  Gospel,  this  Synod  urges  with  renewed  earnestness 
the  churches  of  the  denomination  to  increase  their  contributions  so 
that  the  Board  of  Publication  may  take  higher  rank  in  the  service 
which  it  is  designed  to  render,  and  come  up  to  the  utmost  in  efifi- 
ciency  in  making  the  church  mighty  in  scattering  broadcast  the 
pure  word  of  God,  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.

These  figures  are  very  gratifying-,  and  they  appear  so  the 
more  when  we  remind  the  General  Synod  that  the  amount 
paid  to  annuitants  this  year  and  the  full  amount  to  which 
each  annuitant  was  entitled,  exceeds  that  of  last  3'ear  by 
$43.97;  and  that  the  three  sources  of  income,  viz.,  annual 
payments,  church  collections  and  interest,  have  each  yielded 
more  than  during"  the  previous  year,  aggregating  the  sum 
of  S428.84. 

Said  figures  speak  eloquently  in  behalf  of  this  Fund  and 
recommend  it  strongly  to  the  continued  co-operation  and 
confidence  of  the  entire  denomination. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  that  this  Fund,  as  at  present  administ- 
ered, and  participated  m  as  yet  by  only  a  minorit^^  of  our 
ministry,  and  supported  by  but  175  of  our  600  churches, 
presents  such  a  prosperous  and  promising  condition. 

We  recommend — 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  our  consistories  be  affec- 
tionately called  to  the  propriety  of  contributing  toward  the 
annual  payments  of  their  respective  pastors  to  this  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  request  the  Classis  to  urge 
the  churches  to  contribute  annually  to  the  contingent  income 
of  its  important  Fund.

It  appears  that  this  fund  has  been  increased  during  the 
past  year  b^^  the  amount  of  $408,  and  that  the  whole  amount 
now  invested  is  $62,473.13. 

The  total  sum  granted  to  annuitants,  though  in  many 
instances  less  than  the  amount  for  which  they  were  recom- 
mended by  the  classes,  has  yet  been  in  excess  of  the  total 
income  of  the  fund  by  the  sum  of  $88.73  and  the  balance  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  is  therefore  reduced  to  that 
extent. 
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It  appears  also,  that,  notwithstanding-  the  earnest  appeal 
to  the  churches  made  by  the  General  S\'nod  in  its  action  of 
last  year,  for  a  more  general  and  liberal  support  of  this  fund, 
neither  have  the  number  of  churches  contributing,  nor  the 
sum-total  contributed  been  increased.  In  fact  a  small 
decrease  is  shown  in  both  particulars.  An  ideal  charity 
such  as  this,  should  not  want  for  the  liberal  support  of  all 
our  churches.  It  ma^^  be  that  one  cause  of  the  notable 
failure  of  last  year's  appeal  may  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
the  action  of  the  General  Sjniod  unless  in  some  way  passed 
down  through  the  Classes  does  not  easily  reach  the  individual 
consistories  and  churches,  and  in  the  hope  that  this  important 
interest  may  be  brought  effectively  before  our  churches  and 
receive  the  attention  it  deserves,  we  recommend  the  follow- 
ing for  the  adoption  of  the  Sjaiod  : 

Resolved,  That  each  of  the  Classes  be  directed  to  take  such 
me:isures  as  in  their  judgment  will  bring  the  importance  and 
needs  of  the  Disabled  Minister's  Fund  to  the  knowledge 
and  favorable  attention  of  their  several  consistories  and 
churches.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

OVERTURES. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  would  respectfully  report 
the  following- : 

I. 

ON   DISPENSATIONS. 

Several  requests  for  dispensations  were  referred  to  your 
Committee. 
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1.  One  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan  in  behalf  of  Harman 
V.  S.  Peeke. 

Mr.  Pecke  graduated  from  Hope  College  and  entered  the 
Junior  Class  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 
Three  months  afterward  he  went  to  Japan  as  teacher,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  On  his  re- 
turn he  resumed  his  theological  studies,  spent  the  middle 
year  at  New  Brunswick,  and  the  senior  year  at  Auburn, 
N.  Y.,  which  has  given  him  a  professional  certificate.  In- 
asmuch as  he  has  not  completed  his  course  at  either  of  our 
own  Seminaries,  he  requests  a  dispensation,  as  required,  to 
entitle  him  to  examination  for  licensure. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted, 
and  the  Classis,  recommending  the  dispensation,  be  author- 
ized, upon  application  and  presentation  of  professional  cer- 
tificate, to  examine  him  for  licensure. 

2.  A  request  from  the  Classis  of  Paramus,  in  behalf  of 
Leonardus  Jacobs  vras  also  referred.  The  request  is  that 
Mr.  Jacobs  be  granted  release  from  the  constitutional  re- 
quirement to  study  the  Greek  language  in  the  Seminary, 
which  he  desires  to  enter. 

The  request  and  recommendation  of  Classis  are  based  on 
the  general  education,  his  acquaintance  with  modern  lan- 
guages, his  piety  and  Christian  zeal. 

Your  committee  feel  somewhat  embarrassed.  They  are 
deeply  convinced  of  the  importance  of  at  least  so  much 
knowledge  of  the  Greek  as  will  enable  the  student  to  read 
the  New  Testament  in  the  original,  and  on  the  other  hand 
there  seem  to  be  cogent  reasons  to  grant  the  request.  (The 
request  was  not  granted. 

3.  The  Classis  of  Westchester  requests  and  recommends 
dispensation  from  a  College  Course  in  behalf  of  two  young 
men,  viz.:  J.  C.  Foi'bes  and  A.  C.  Bird,  so  that  they  may 
secure  aid  from  the  Board  of  Education  during  their  Semi- 
nary Course.  Both  these  applicants  have  spent  three  years 
at  the  School  of  D.  L.  Moody.  Both  alike  are  commended 
for  Christian  character  and  promise  of  usefulness;  they  are 
each  twenty-four  years  of  age. 
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We  regret  that  there  is  an  evident  tendency  to  shorten  the 
course  of  literary  studies,  and  that  otlier  schools,  such  as 
the  one  above-named,  however  excellent,  are  being  chosen 
in  preference  to  the  regular  College.  We  deem  a  full  Col- 
lege course  none  too  much  in  preparation  for  a  theological 
course. 

In  view   of  the  unanimous  request  of  Classis,  however, 
we  recomrnend  that  the  petition  be  g-ranted. 

The  Classis  of  Dakota  requests  dispensation  in  behalf  of 
Rev.  B.  MoUema. 

The  applicant  was  until  recently  a  minister  in  the  Christian 
Reformed  Church.  He  wishes  to  enter  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America.  But  as  he  can  secure  no  regular  dismissal  to 
our  church,  and  inasmuch  as  he  is  unable  to  pass  examina- 
tion in  Biblical  lang-uages,  request  is  made  that  he  be  re- 
leased from  the  constitutional  requirement  on  this  point.  In 
view  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  we  recommend  that  the  peti- 
tion be  g-ranted. 

(The  Synod  referred  the  case  of  Mr.  Mollema  back  to  the 
Classis  of  Dakota  with  power.) 

4.  There  Avas  also  referred  an  overture  from  the  Classis  of 
Raritan  in  regard  to  the  embarrassing  discrepancy  betweei"! 
the  rules  for  admission  into  our  Theological  Seminaries,  and 
those  relating-  to  appropriations  from  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. As  the  rules  now  stand  students  maj^  enter  the  Semi- 
naries without  College  diploma  and  without  dispensation 
from  General  Synod,  but  none  is  entitled  to  aid  from  the 
Board  of  Education  except  such  as  have  either  a  College 
diploma  or  dispensation  from  Synod.  Under  these  conflict- 
ing- rules  complications  have  arisen  and  will  likely  again 
arise,  unless  due  harmony  be  restored.  The  Classis  of 
Raritan  requests  General  Synod  to  properly  adjust  these 
matters. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  due  harmony'  be  restored 
by  rescinding  the  rule  adopted  1888  in  reg-ard  to  admission 
of  students.  (This  was  referred  to  the  special  committee 
on  Seminaries.) 

Classis  further  requests,  that  John  M.  Thurston,  a  member 
of  the  middle  class  in  the  Semiharj^  at  New  Brunswick  ''be 
relieved  from  his  peculiar  and  distressing  position. ' '     While 
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a  member  of  a  class  in  llic  Seminaiy,  th(!  Boaixl  Avithlield 
tlie  aid,  which  he  had  previously  receiv(;d — in  coiiseciiience  of 
which  he  has  been  embarrassed.  Yonr  committee  therefore 
recommend  tliat  dispensation  be  granted  to  Mr  Thurston, 
so  as  to  allow  the  Board  of  Education  to  extimd  the  needed 
aid  to  a  worthy  student  in  on(,'  of  our  Seminaries. 

II. 

OVERTURES   ON   HEIDELBERG   ("ATECHISM. 

An  overture  from  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  in 
reg'ard  to  the  centennial  of  the  English  version  of  the  Heidel- 
berg- Catechism  was  referred.  In  view  of  the  fact,  that  the 
S3^nod  of  1792-1793  adopted  the  Eng'li.sh  version  translated 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Living'ston,  the 
Particular  Synod  requests  that  suitable  action  be  taken  to 
show  the  appreciation  of  the  century's  work  of  said  Cate- 
chism in  Eng-lish  dress — and  also  that,  if  possible,  the  con- 
fessional harmonj',  disturbed  b}?^  the  substitution  of  the  new 
version  for  the  old  one,  be  restored. 

1.  In  I'eg-ard  to  the  first  part  of  the  overture  your  com- 
mittee would  say,  that  it  seems  very  fitting-,  that  some 
notice  should  be  taken  of  the  matter.  We  deem  this  all  the 
more  desirable  at  the  present  time  while  all  around  tend- 
encies to  looseness  of  doctrinal  statement  are  undeniable. 
In  order  suitably  to  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of 
the  Eng-lish  \-ersion  of  that  Catechism  than  which  a  better 
one  never  was  composed,  we  recommend  the  following- : 

1.  That  Rev.  E.  T.  Corwin,  D.D.,  be  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  and  publish  in  the  Christian  Intellig-encer 
a  statement  of  such  items  of  interest  in  connection  with  the 
history  of  the  translation  and  adoption  of  the  version  referred 
to  as  he  may  deem  of  service. 

2,  That  all  our  churches  be  earnestly  requested  on  the  1st 
Sunday  in  October  next  to  hold  services  commemorative  of 
the  translation  and  adoption  of  the  Catechism  referred  to — 
and  that  public  thanksgiving-  be  then  offered  to  God  for  the 
blessing  that  has  attended  the  use  of  this  Catechism  in  the 
lapse  of  100  years — and  that  prayer  be  then  offered  for  still 
larger  blessings  upon  the  use  thereof  in  the  future. 
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3.  That  pastors  be  requested  in  discourses  on  the  day 
named  to  present  the  importance  and  need  of  soundness  in, 
and  adherence  to,  the  faith  of  the  Church. 

4.  That  we  also  urge  upon  consistories  and  pastors  more 
faithfully  than  ever  before  to  comply  with  the  constitu- 
tional requirement  to  ret^ularlj'  explain  the  Heidelberg- 
Catechism  in  order  that  this  noble  symbol  of  faith  maj^  be- 
come more  and  more  a  power  for  the  maintenance  of  sound- 
ness in  the  faith. 

The  following"  resolution  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for 
all  that  bears  upon  the  translation  of  the  Heidelberg- 
Catechism  : 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  comparing-  the  old  and  new  versions  of  the  Heidel- 
berg- Catechism  with  each  other,  and  with  the  original,  and 
that  said  committee  report  to  the  next  General  Sj^nod. 

The  following  were  appointed  said  special  committee  :

NON-RESIDENT  COLUMN. 

An  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Michigan  was  referred. 
Said  overture  prays  that  a  column  for  "non-resident" 
members  be  introduced  into  our  satistical  table,  and  that 
room  be  made  for  the  same  by  dropping  the  cents  from 
financial  columns. 

The  reasons  given  for  the  overture  are  (1)  that  62  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  received  on  confession  and  certifi- 
cate, in  the  course  of  15  j-ears  has  disappeared  without  being 
accounted  for,  viz.:  29,346  out  of  46,712 — and  (2)  that  the 
churches  may  then  see  what  becomes  of  their  members. 

In  "non-resident"  columns  are  then  to  be  reported  all 
those  no  longer  within  the-  bounds  of  the  congregation. 

In  connection  with  the  above  overture  another  one  on  the 
same  point  signed  by  a  number  of  individuals,   was  also  re- 
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ferred.  In  the  latter  Synod  is  requested  to  provide  for  such 
coUnnn,  and  insert  it  between  that  for  "  Dismissed  "  and 
that  for  "Died."  ;  and  that  the  rule  in  Church  Government 
(Dig-est  Sec.  XV.  Res.  2)  be  so  amended  as  to  drop  the  word 
"  not "  from  the  last  full  line,  and  to  add  at  the  close  the 
words  "  in  a  non-resident  column." 

Your  committee  appreciate  the  motives  which  g-ave  birth 
to  the  overtures  under  consideration,  but  can  hardly  see  the 
need  of  an  additional  column.  If  consistories  carefully  re- 
port each  3'^ear,  we  shall  have  reports  quite  accurate  enoug-h. 
Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  petition  be 
not  granted. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  committee  on  correspondence  presented  the  following- 
report  Avhich  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  Rev.   Tabe*-  Knox,  our 
delegate  to  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church ;  from  Rev. 
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J.  G.  Van  Slyke,  D.D.,  our  delegate  to  the  Presbj'terian 
Church  (South)  ;  and  from  Rev.  Joachim  Elmcndorf,  D.D., 
delegate  to  the  German  Reformed  Church,  The  latter  notes 
it  as  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  independent  existence  of  the 
German  church,  the  occasion  being-  observed  with  "impres- 
sive and  enthusiastic  jubilee  services.''  He  was  received 
with  "marked  cordiality  and  christian  courtesy,"  although 
he  was  obliged  to  announce  to  the  Synod  the  vote  of  our 
Classis  on  "Federal  Union.*'  The  president,  in  his  replj", 
expressed  their  own  "deep  disappointment  and  regret;" 
and  yet,  as  he  said,  thej^  still  "hoped  for  the  ultimate  con- 
summation of  the  Union."  The  condition  of  this  branch  of 
the  church,  the  various  reports  indicated  to  be  one  of  "pros- 
perity in  all  departments  of  church  work." 

From  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  Rev.  Mr.  Jack-, 
son  has  already  been  presented  to  the  Synod,  and  a  cordial 
repl3'  made  bj'  the  president ;  and  from  the  Southern  Pres- 
byterian Church,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips.  The  latter  elo- 
quently presented  the  subject  of  evangelization  among  the 
negroes,  as  a  Avork  in  which  our  own  church  might  most 
hopefully  co-operate ;  since  it  depended  for  success  chiefly 
upon  an  educated  negro  ministry,  and  his  own  church  was 
not  equal  in  means  to  the  necessities  of  the  case. 

The  Western  branch  of  the  Alliance  of  Reformed  churches 
has,  also,  commissioned  Rev.  Mancius  H.  Hutton,  D.D.,  as 
its  delegate. 

Your  committee  has  received  a  communication  from  Rev. 
Calvin  i!^.  Heilman,  representing  a  committee  of  the  Re- 
formed (German)  Church,  and  asking  our  co-operation  in 
erecting  a  monument  in  Franklin  Square,  Philadelphia,  to 
the  memory  of  Rev.  Michael  Schlatter,  the  faithful  man  of 
God  whom  our  church  sent  to  take  care  of  their  fathers. 
The  testimony  thus  given  by  our  German  brethren,  to  the 
great  and  good  work  done  by  this  good  man,  so  long  dead 
and  yet  so  long  remembered,  is  indeed  pleasant  to  receive. 
Yet  it  does  not  seem  to  your  committee  a  matter  upon 
which  the  Synod,  as  such,  can  pass.  Gratefulh^  as  his  ser- 
vices are  cherished  in  the  church  where  he  labored,  among 
ourselves  it«would  even  be  difficult  to  collect  individual  dona- 
tions of  a.ny  great  amount.     We  can  only  rejoice  in  the  pro- 
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vidence  that  made  him  such  a  blessing  in  the  earlier  days  of 
the  sister  church ;  and  suggest  that  the  stated  clerk  be 
instructed  to  state  to  the  committee  of  which  Mr.  Heihnan 
is  chairman  our  inability  as  a  Synod  to  act  in  the  matter. 

The  last  Synod  appointed  Rev.Dr.Convin,to  represent  our 
clnirch  in  a  conference  having  in  charge  a  petition  from  the 
Southern  Assembly  and  other  bodies  to  different  go\'ern- 
ments.  As  the  work  in  hand  is  not  yet  completed,  we  recom- 
mend his  reappointment. 

A  communication  (which  will  appear  in  the  minutes)  has 
been  received  from  the  United  Synods  of  the  Reformed 
Churches  of  the  Netherlands,  in  which — as  a  new  Sj-nod — 
they  invite  our  correspondence.  It  is  signed  hy  Rev.  W.  H. 
Gispen  and  Dr.  Kuyper  as  the  deputati  thereof.  The  par- 
ticular Synod  of  Chicago,  also,  makes  request  that  two  dele- 
gates be  appointed  to  attend  the  meeting  to  be  held  at 
Dordrecht  during  the  coming  August,  1893.  Your  com- 
mittee have  consulted  with  those  best  acquainted  with  the 
circumstances  and  the  objects  of  the  new  Synod,  which  has 
already  700  churches  aud  one-tenth  of  the  population ;  and 
it  is  deemed  by  them  highly  desirable  that  our  church  be 
represented  uj)on  that  occasion.  It  can  only  be  done,  how- 
ever, by  such  as  can  nieet  the  expense  through  outside 
sources.  The  Synod  itself  has  no  funds  available  foi-  the 
purpose.  "  With  this  undei-stood,  your  committee  would 
recommend  that  Rev.  Prof.  Stetfens  and  Rev.  Mr.  Joldesma 
be  the  deputati  primarii  and  Rev,  J.  H.  Karston  and  Rev. 
E,  Winter  their  secundi. 

To  your  committee  has,  also,  been  referred  the  report  of 
the  '^ Committee  of  Conference" — Rev,  Dr.  Elmendorf, 
hairman — and  a  ''  Plan  of  Federation  "  for  "  Federal  Union 
between  the  Reformed  Churches  in  the  United  States  holding 
to  the  Presbyterian  system."  The  plan  thus  submitted  is 
not  in  final  form,  but  incomplete  and  tentative,  and  should 
be  in  the  minutes  for  consideration.  It  has  not  been  acted 
upon,  so  far  as  known,  by  any  of  the  bodies  represented  in 
the  conference.  These  were  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(North),  the  United  Presbyterian,  the  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Synod,  the  Associate  Reformed  Sj^nod  (South),  and 
our  own  Svnod ;  Rev,  Dr.  DeBaun.  Rev,  Lewis  Francis  and 
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Dr.  Elmeiidorf  bein^-  the  members  present  of  our  own  com- 
mittee. Witli  some  of  the  features  of  the  late  plan  for 
Federal  Union  with  the  German  church,  this  plan  contains 
important  differences.  Instead  of  a  Federal  Synod,  it  con- 
templates a  "  Federal  Council ''  of  four  ministers  and  four 
elders  from  each  denomination  :  and  its  objects  are  stated  to 
be  to  "  promote  united  work  among  the  Christless  masses ;" 
co-operation  in  home  missionary  work  in  new  settlements 
and  among-  the  freedmen :  the  removal  of  friction  and  pre- 
venting the  multiplication  of  Aveak  and  antagonistic  organ- 
izations: the  same  principle  being  extended  to  the  Foreign 
field.  The  determination  of  differences  betw^een  the  Feder- 
ated bodies  is,  also,  within  stipulated  limits,  to  be  committed 
to  this  council ;  and  all  expenses  are  to  be  equally  divided. 
Such  is  its  general  scope  as  at  present  presented,  not  for 
adoption,  but  rather  to  ask  a  continuance  of  the  committee 
'' for  the  purpose  of  further  consideration  of  the  subject." 
Such  continuance  your  committee  recommend.

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The  following-  is  the  communication  from  the  united 
^'General  Synod  of  the  Rcrormed  Churches  in  the  Nether- 
lands," referred  to  in  the  preceding-  i-eport. 

To  the  Reformed  Churches  in  other  Lands: 

The   General    Synod    of  the  Refoi-med    Churches  in  the 

Netherlands,  assembled  on  the  seventeenth  of  June,  1892,  at 
Amsterdam,  have  resolved  to  give  notice  thereof,  unto  the 

Presbyterian  Reformed  Churches  m  other  lands. 

This  S.ynod  originated  throug-h  fu.sion  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Christian  Reformed  Church  and  of  tlie  Provisional  Synod  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Churches,  which  met  on  the  previous  day  at 
Amsterdam.  The  seven  hundred  Churches,  which,  each  for 
about  half  tliat  number,  were  hitherto  represented  by  the 
respective  Synods,  are  now  united  in  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Churches  in  the  Netherlands ,  successive  to  the  univers- 
ally known  Sjniod  of  Dordrecht,  1619. 

These  700,  Churches,  comprising-  about  one  tenth  of  the 
whole  population  of  the  countr^^,  subsist  now  once  more 
under  the  Kerkenordening-  (Order  of  the  Churches)  of  1619, 
and  find  their  unity  in  the  Confessio  Belgica,  the  Heidelberg- 
Catechism,  and  the  Canons  of  Dordrecht,  the  Formulieren 
van  Eenigheid  (Symbols  of  Concord)  which  they  do  not 
merel}"^  hold  in  honour  in  name,  but  also  maintain  through 
.Church  discipline,  so  that  no  Ministers  of  the  World  are 
allowed  but  those  who  g-ive  their  adherence  to  these 
standards. 

■  These  Churches,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  Re- 
formed Cliurch  polity,  desire  to  hold  correspondence  with 
all  Reformed  Churches  in  Europe  and  elsewhere,  which  are 
equally  constituted  as  Presbyterian  Churches,  in  the  proper 
sense,  and  still  stand  by  and  maintain  the  Confession,  which 
they  historically^  have  received. 

It  is  therefore  that  the  General  Sjmod  of  Amsterdam 
have  appointed  the  Undersigned  as  their  Deputies  to  acquaint 
the  churches  in  other  lands,  with  the  Union  which  has 
taken  place,  and  to  invite  these  churches,  being  of  the  same 
inclination,  to  enter  into  correspondence  with  the  united 
churches. 

The  Deputati  Synodi,  hereby  giving-  effect  to  the  said  re- 
solution of  the  S3niod,  ha^'e  the  honor  to  inform  the  Reformed 
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churches  in  other  lands,  that  the  next  general  Synod  is  ap- 
pointed to  meet  in  August,  1893,  at  Dordrecht.  Assuring 
at  the  same  time  tlie  said  churches,  that  the  churches  in  the 
Netheriands  regard  witli  sincei'e  interest  and  Christian 
sympathy  tlie  i'evi\al  of  Refornicd  Cliurch  life  also  in  other 
lands. 

May  Jesus  Chiist,  our  only  and  glorilied  Head,  poui'  out 
in  a  rich  measure  His  g-race,  over  all  chui'ches  ^vhich  still, 
as  our  fathers  did,  count  it  their  honor  to  hold  by  the  can- 
did and  unshaken  confession  of  the  free  and  sovereign  grace 
of  the  God  of  all  mercies.

REFORMED   CHURCH    TN    THE   UNITED    STATES. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod 
last  year  (Minutes  p.  579),  all  the  classes,  except  Arcot,  took 
action  on  the  subject  of  Federal  Union,  and  sent  their  reports 
to  the  stated  clerk.  These  classical  returns  were  all  ti-ans- 
mitted  to  the  Rev.  A.  P.  Van  Giesoai,  Chairman  of  the 
Synod's  Committee,  to  be  tabulated  and  examined. 

The  committee  after  careful  examination  presentetl  their 
report  to  the  Sj-nod,  when  it  was  accepted,  and  after  being 
discussed  and  amended  was  adopted,  and  is  as  folloAvs  : 

The  special  committee  on  Union  with  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  at  its 
regular  session  in  1892,  with  insti-uctions  to  tabulate  all 
returns  on  Union  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod,  and  to  carry 
on  all  necessary  correspondence  with  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  respect  fully  report : 

1 .  That  they  have  carried  on  no  formal  correspondence 
with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  for  the 
reason  that  no  necessity  foi*  such  cori-esi-)ondence  has 
appeared. 

2.  That,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  General 
Synod,  the  stated  clerk  of  General  Synod  has  transmitted 
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all  classical  I'cliinis  on  Fedora]  Union  to  the  cliairman  of  tlio 
committee. 

'S.  That,  on  examination  of  the  said  returns,  it  appears 
that  all  the  classes,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  Classis 
of  Arcot,  have  I'Qported  their  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
proposed  Articles  of  Const  itnt  ion  and  Federal  Union  between 
the  Reformed  Churcli  in  America  and  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  with  the  amendments  and  nnderstand- 
ings  recommended  in  the  majority  report  presented  to  the 
last  General  Synod.     (See  Minutes  of  Synod,  p.  378.) 

4.  That  the  classes  which  liave  reported  their- approval  of 
the  said  articles  Avith  the  said  amendments  and  understand- 
ings are  sixteen  (IG)  in  number,  and  are  as  follows,  viz.  : 
South  Bergen,  Greene,  Hudson,  Illinois.  North  Long  Island, 
Michigan,  Montgomery,  New  BrunsAvick,  New  York,  Para- 
mus,  Passaic,  Philadelphia,  Raritan,  Rensselaer,  Schenec- 
tady, Westchester. 

5.  That  the  classes  Avliich  have  reported  their  disapproA^al 
of  the  said  Articles  Avith  the  said  amendments  and  under- 
standings are  eighteen  (18)  in  number  and  are  as  folloAvs, 
viz.  :  Albany,  Bergen,  Dakota,  Grand  RiA'er,  Holland,  Iowa, 
Kingston,  South  Long  Island,  Monmouth,  NeAvark,  Orange, 
Pleasant  Prairie,  Poughkeepsie,  Rochester,  Saratoga,  Scho- 
harie, Ulster,  Wisconsin. 

6.  That,  together  Avith  the  i-eport  of  disapproA'al  from  the 
South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  there  has  been  transmitted  to 
the  committee  the  folloAving  action  of  the  same  classis,  viz.: 

"Whereas  the  idea  of  Federal  Union  has,  in'  the  Provi- 
•'•'  dence  of  God  taken  the  larger  form  of  the  Federation  of 
"  the  Churches  of  the  Reformation,  therefore 

*'  Resolved,  Tliat  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island  OA^erture 
•'  the  General  Synod  to  invite  the  co-operation  of  the  German 
' '  Reformed  Church  in  perfecting  that  plan  of  Federal  Union 
"  that  shall  include  all  the  Reformed  Churches  holding  the 
"  Presbyterian  system." 

7.  That,  together  Avith  the  report  of  approval  from  the 
Classis  of  Schenectady,  there  has  been  transmitted  to  the 
committee  the  folloAving  action  of  the  same  Classis,  viz.  : 

''  Resolved,  That  Ave  respectfully  memoralize  the  General 
"  Synod  to  pronounce  upon  the  constitutionality  of  the  action 
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"  of  the  last  General  Synod  in  failing-  to  i-atify  the  action  of 
"  the  majority  of  the  classes  in  favor  of  the  pi'oposed  Federal 
"  Union." 

With  respect  to  the  request  from  the  Classis  of  Schenec- 
tady the  conmiittee  offer  the  following,  viz.  :  the  action  of 
the  Synod  was  of  the  nature  of  ordinaiy  legislation,  and  was 
constitutional  by  virtue  of  the  clauses  of  the  constitution 
which  commit  to  the  General  Synod  power  "  to  exercise  a 
general  superintendence  over  the  spiritual  interests  and 
concerns  of  the  whole  church,"  and  to  regulat<?  "corres- 
pondence with  the  highest  judicatories  oressemblies  of  other 
relig-ious  denominations. ' ' 

In  view  of  the  nature  of  the  reports  received  from  the 
classes  on  the  proposed  Federal  Union  the  following  is 
recommended,  viz.  : 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  whole  mimber  of  the  classes 
have  reported  to  this  Synod  their  disappi'oval  of  the  proposed 
Articles  of  Constitution  and  Federal  Union  between  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America  and  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  with  the  amendments  and  understandings 
submitted  by  the  last  General  Synod  in  order  that  the  mind 
of  the  church  might  be  ascertained  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  accepts  these  reports  as  evidence 
that  the  mind  of  the  church  is  not  in  favor  of  the  adoption 
of  the  said  proposed  Articles  of  Constitution  and  Fedei-al 
Union,  and  that  further  consideration  of  the  said  Articles  be 
indefinitely^  postponed. 

While  ofl'ei'ing  this  recommendation  the  committee  deem 
it  proper  to  add  that  in  their  judgment  the  disapproval 
reported  by  a  majoi'ity  of  the  Classes  does  not  in  the  least 
degree  indicate  any  want  of  fraternal  affection  for  and  con- 
fidence in  our  brethren  of  the  Reformed  Churcli  in  the  United 
States.  It  only  indicates  that  for  some  reasons  in  some 
classes,  and  for  other  reasons  in  otliei'  classes,  the  chui-ch  is 
not  ready  to  consummate  this  plan  of  Union  at  this  time. 

Nor  does  the  disapproval  reported  cast  any  reflection  upon 
the  Commissioners  of  the  two  chui'ches  by  whom  the  pro- 
posed plan  of  Union  was  devised.  No  others  stand,  or  de- 
serve to  stand,  higher  than  they  in  the  confidence  of  their 
bi'ethren.     The  task  which  thev  undertook  was  not  assumed 
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by  themselves,  but  was  imposed  upon  them  by  the  churches. 
It  was  difficult  by  reason  of  both  its  magnitude  and  its 
novelty.  It  is  no  disparagement  to  them  that  such  an  at- 
tempt does  not  prove  immediately  successful.  NotwiLh- 
standing- the  partial  failure  and  the  consecjuent  disappoint- 
ment of  many  cherished  hopes,  their  work  has  not  by  any 
means  been  in  vain.  Througli  the  negotiations  and  corres- 
pondence and  personal  and  fiaternal  intercourse  whicV  have 
been  carried  on  in  recent  years  the  two  Sister  Churches  have 
become  bettei-  accpiainted  with  each  other,  the  ties  of  con- 
fidence andattection  between  them  have  b(!en  sti'engthened, 
and  although  the  present  ellort  towards  a  closer  external 
imion  has  not  succeeded,  it  will  serve  to  prepare  Xhv  way 
for  the  success  which  God  will  surely  grant,  and,  as  we  be- 
lieve, at  no  distant  time.    .We  also  offei"  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  cannot  refrain  from  expi-essing' 
its  deep  gratefulness  to  the  Commissioners  of  both  our  Fa'- 
formed  Churches,  who  have  for  so  many  years  endeavored 
to  formulate  some  plan  of  practical  union,  and  its  sense  of 
pain  and  disappointment  at  miscari'iage  of  their  efforts  ;  l)ut 
indulges  the  hope  that  no  such  labor  of  love  is  ever  lost,  and 
that  in  his  own  time  God  may  bring  about  some  larger  and 
effective  co-operation  of  holy  purpose  and  Avork,  whereby 
lioth  our  own  and  other  churches  may  more  successfully 
assist  in  the  promotion  of  God's  Kingdom  in  the  world. 

Whether  it  is  advisable  at  the  present  time  to  attemi)t  to 
devise  some  other  and  moi-e  acceptable  plan  of  union  we 
leave  to  the  wisdom  of  the  SA'nod  to  decide. 

Also  without  furthei"  recommendation  we  leave  it  to  the 
wisdom  of  the  ^ynod  to  decide  what  couise  to  adopt  con- 
cerning the  overture  from  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island 
looking-  towards  a  Federal  Union  of  a  bi'oader  scope.

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FEDERAL  UNION   WITH   OTHER  BRANCHES   OF  THE 
REFORMED   CHURCH. 

The  Rev.  Joacliim  Elmeiidorf,  on  Ix'lialf  of  tlic  committee 
on  "Federal  Union  l)etween  the  Reformed  Cluirclies  in  the 
United  States  holding-  the  Presbyterian  Sj^stem,"  presented 
a  I'eport  which  was  accepted.  This  was  accompanied  with 
a  "  Plan  of  Federation,"  not  for  adoption,  hut  "incomplete 
and  tentative/ '  and  as  such  recommended  to  he  printed  in 
the  minutes. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  : 

Your." Committee  of  Conference"  would  make  the  fol- 
lowing- report : 

In  response  to  an  invitation  the  following-  members  of  our 
committee — the  Rca'.  Di-.  John  A.  De  Baun,  Rev,  Lewis 
Francis,  and  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Elmendorf  attended  a  meeting-  in 
New  York^  on  March  -2d,  '93,  of  the  Committees  of  Confer- 
ence on  Federation  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
of  America  :  the  United  States  Presbyterian  Church ; 
the  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  General  Synod,  and  the 
Associate  Reformed  Synod  in  the  South. 

After  conference  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  digest 
and  report  a  plan  of  federation  of  the  Reformed  Churches 
holding-  to  the  Presbyterian  System,  to  be  a  basis  for  further 
conference. 

A  second  meeting  of  the  Committees  of  Conference  was 
held  in  New  York  on  the  -2-5th  of  April,  '93,  at  which  the 
same  members  of  the  Committee  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  America  (named  above)  were  present. 

The  sub-committee  presented  its  report  of  a  plan  of  union, 
which  was  considered  at  leng-th,  amended  and  adopted.  A 
copy  of  the  same  accomiDanies  this  report. 

It  was  further  i-esolved  that  the  Chairmen  of  the  different 
committees  be  requested  to  report  this  action  to  their  Gen- 
oral  Assemblies  and  General  Synods,  and  to  ask  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  committees  for  the  purpose  of  further  consid- 
eration of  the  subject  with  each  othei-  and  with  other  com- 
mittees that  may  jQt  be  appointed. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  the  Secretary  of  our  joint  com- 
mittees send  a  copj^  of  our  action  to  the  General  Assemblies 
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and  General  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in  the  United 
States  holding-  to  the  Presbyterian  System  that  have  not 
yet  taken  action  on  the  question  of  federation,  and  to  ask 
for  the  appointment  of  Committees  for  Conference  on  the 
Plan  with  a  view  to  perfecting-  it,  and  reporting-  it  to  all  the 
General  Asscmhhes  and  General  Synods  for  action.  He 
was  also  authorized,  after  the  meeting-  of  the  Assemblies  and 
Synods,  and  after  receiving-  their  action  in  the  premises,  to 
call  a  meeting  of  all  the  committees  appointed  further  to 
consider  and  act  upon  the  Plan.

PLAN    OP  FEDERATION, 

For  tlie  g'lor^'  of  God,  and  for  the  g-reater-  unity  and  ad- 
vancement of  the  Church  of  which  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is 
the  Head,  the  following-  Articles  of  Constitution  and  Federal 
Union  between  the  Reformed  churches  in  the  United  States 
holding-  to  the  Presbyterian  system  are  recommended  for 
adoption  : 

1.  Every  denomination  entering-  into  this  Union  shall  re- 
tain its  distinct  individuality,  as  well  as  every  power,  juris- 
diction and  right,  which  is  not  by  this  Constitution  ex- 
pressly delegated  to  the  bod}^  hereby'  constituted, 

2.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  b}^  all  of  these  de- 
nominations to  the  acts,  proceedings  and  records  of  the  duly 
constituted  authorities  of  the  other  denominations, 

3.  For  the  prosecution  of  work  that  can  be  better  done  in 
union  than  separately,  an  Ecclesiastical  Assembly  is 
hereby  constituted,  which  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and 
style  of  The  Federal  Council  of  the  Reformed  Churches  in 
the  United  States  of  America. holding  to  the  Presbyterian 
system. 

4.  The  Federal  Council  shall  consist  of  four  ministers  and 
four  elders  from  each  of  the  constituent  denominations,  who 
shall  be  chosen  with  alternates,  under  the  direction  of 
their  respective  General  Assemblies  or  General  Sj-nods  in 
such  manner  as  those  Assemblies  or  Synods  shall  respec- 
tivelv  determine. 
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5.  The  Federal  Council  sluiU  endeavor  to  pi'omote  united 
work  for  the  reclamation  of  the  Christless  masses  in  the 
larg-e  cities,  towns  and  old  rural  settlements  of  the  country: 
co-operation  in  Home  Missionary  Avoi-k  by  the  different  de- 
nominations in  the  new  settlements  and  among-  the  Freed- 
men  of  the  South,  in  such  a  way  as  to  remove  denominational 
friction  and  prevent  the  multiplication  of  weak  and  antag'on-. 
istic  organizations  where  unnecessary  ;  and  the  prosecution 
of  the  Foreig-n  Missionary  work  by  the  dillerent  denomina- 
tions on  the  same  principle  of  comity,  so  that  different 
denominations  shall  cultivate  particular  fields.  It  shall 
also  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  current  religious,  moral  and 
social  movements,  and  take  such  action  as  may  concentrate 
the  influence  of  all  the  churches  for  the  preservation  of  their 
religious  inheritance  and  the  maintenance  of  their  funda- 
mental principles. 

<i.  The  Federal  Council  may  advise  and  recommend  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  general  welfai-e  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ,  but  shall  not  exercise  authority,  except  such  as  is 
conferred  upon  it  by  this  instrument,  or  such  as  may  be 
conferred  upon  it  by  the  federated  bodies.  It  shall  not  in- 
terfere with  the  creed,  worship,  or  government  of  the  de- 
nominations. All  matters  of  discipline  shall  be  left  to  the 
exclusive  and  final  judgment  of  the  esclesiastical  aujthori- 
ties  of  the  denomination  in  which  the  same  ma}'  ai'ise. 

7.  The  Federal  Council  shall  have  the  power  of  opening 
and  maintaining  a  friendly  coirespondence  with  the  highest 
Assemblies  of  other  religious  denominations,  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  union  and  concert  of  action  m  genei-al  or 
common  interests. 

8.  All  dirt'erences  which  ma\'  arise  between  the  federated 
bodies,  or  an^^  of  them  in  regard  to  matters  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Federal  Council  shall  be  determined  by  such 
executive  agencies  as  may  be  created  by  the  Federal  Coun- 
cil, with  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Federal  Council  for  final 
adjudication. 

9.  The  officers  of  the  Federal  Council  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

10.  The  Federal  Council  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  determined. 
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11.  Tlie  conting'ciil,  expenses  of  the  Fedei-al  Council  shall 
be  divided  e(iually  between  the  denominations. 

12.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  proposed  by 
the  Federal  Council  or  by  any  of  the  General  AssembUes  or 
General  Synods,  but  the  concurrent  action  of  the  General 
Assemblies  and  General  Synods  shall  be  necessary  for  their 
adoption. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

BENEVOLENT   SOCIETIES. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hunt.  Secretary'  of  the  Amei-ican  Bil)le  Society, 
addressed  the  Synod. 
The  following-  resolution  was  adopted  : 
Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  listened  with  interest  to  the 
address  of  Dr.  Hunt,  General  Secretary  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  and  that  we  cordially  commend  the  excellent 
work  of  said  Society  to  the  sympathies  and  generosity  of 
our  churches. 

The  above  was  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Benevolent  Societies.

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

SYSTEMATIC   BENEFICENCE. 

The  standing-  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence  ap- 
pointed last  year  presented  the  followmg-  report  which  was 
accepted  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Systematic  Bene- 
ficence appointed  this  year. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reforfned  Church  in  America  : 

The  Permanent  Commitee  on  Systematic  Beneficence,  ap- 
pointed at  the  last  session  of  the  Synod,  presents  herewith 
its  first  aimual  report  :  ' 

A  diligent  effort  has  been  made  during-  the  year  to  bring- 
to  the  favorable  attention  of  the  churches  the  plan  of  sys- 
tematic giving-  approved  by  the  Synod. 
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It  would  be  almost  too  much  to  expect  that  a  scheme  so 
widely  at  variance  with  the  common  practice,  in  the  matter 
of  g-iving;-,  should  be  substituted,  at  once,  for  methods  that 
have  been  long-  in  vogue  and  measurably  successful. 

The  churches  are  beg-inning',  however,  to  respond  to  the 
admirable  suggestions  of  the  Synod  in  this  regard,  and  in 
so  far  as  the  plan  has  been  fairlj^  tested,  it  has  met  with  the 
most  cordial  and  emphatic  approval. 

The  work  of  the  committee  has  been  essentially  a  woi'k  of 
organization  and  of  agitation. 

The  Classes,  at  their  fall  sessions,  were  i-equested  to  ap- 
point permanent  committees  to  co-operate  with  the  General 
Synod's  committee  in  its  endeavor  to  advance  the  interests 
intrusted  to  its  care. 

Nearly  every  Classis  has  responded  favorably  to  this 
overture,  and  the  committees  appointed  have,  in  most 
instances,  entered  upon  the  work  ^vith  a  good  degree  of 
interest. 

As  a  further  aid  to  organization,  and  with  a  view  to  the 
easy  introduction  of  the  Synod's  plan,  a  varietj"  of  pledge 
cards  and  envelopes  has  been  provided  for  general  distribu- 
tion. These  have  been  used  to  a  considei'able  extent  and 
with  gratifying  results.  The  pledge  cards  have  been  fur- 
nished gratuitously,  but  it  has  been  found  impracticable, 
ordinarily,  owing  to  the  limited  funds  at  the  committee's 
disposal,  to  supply  the  demand  for  envelopes  in  the  same 
way.  Some  of  the  weaker  churches,  however,  have  been 
thus  supplied.  The  others  have  enjoyed  the  advantage  of 
the  special  rates  that  have  been  secured  in  consideration  of 
the  large  numbers  of  envelopes  that  are  being  used. 

The  importance  of  agitating  the  subject  of  organized 
beneficence  has  been  clearlj^  i-ecognized,  and  earnest  effort 
have  been  made  to  carry  out,  to  the  fullest  extent,  the 
recommendations  of  the  S^mod  in  this  reg'ard.

In  addition  to  the  above,  circular  letters  have  been 
addressed  to  the  churches  from  time  to  time,  also  printed 
inquiries  calculated  to  awaken  interest  in  the  subject,  and  to 
supply  the  committe  with  needed  information.  And,  in 
general,  by  private  correspondence,  by  pei'sonal  eliort, 
through  the  colums  of  The  Christian  hitelligencer ,  uiid  occa- 
sionally by  public  addresses,  the  subject  has  been  agitated 
until  it  is  fair  to  assume  thnt  the  church  is  now  reasonably 
familiar  with  the  movement  inaugurated  b}^  the  Synod  a 
year  ago.  To  carr3^  on  its  work  the  committee  was  author- 
ized to  draw  upon  the  Boards  of  tlie  Church  to  the  extend 
of  $250. 

The  sum  actually  received  from  them  has  been  $167,  of 
which  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  contributed  $100,  and 
the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  $67 .  In  addition  $173.28  was 
realized  from  the  sale  of  envelopes  and  other  supplies.  The 
total  receijjts,  therefore,  have  been  $340.28.  The  expenses 
of  the  committee  have  been  $335,56. 

The  balance  now  on  hand  is  $4.72.  To  this  should  be 
added  the  sum  of  $28.16,  due  for  envelopes  recently  sold, 
together  with  the  cash  value  of  the  stock  on  hand  amount- 
ing to  about  l?25. 

The  total  resources  of  the  committee,  therefore,  at  present, 
are  $57. 88.  Deducting  this  item  from  the  sum  received 
from  the  Missionar}'  Boards,  the  entire  cost  to  the  church 
of  the  year's  work  of  the  committee  may  be  set  down  at  a 
trifle  more  than  $100. 

There  are  no  outstanding  bills. 

It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  expect  any  very  large  sho wing- 
in  the  way  of  results.  In  a  number  of  the  churches  the 
plan  has  been  in  operation  only  a  few  weeks  or  months. 
Others,  for  various  local  reasons,  have  not  been  able  to  in- 
troduce it  at  once,  although  inclined  to  do  so.  Others,  still, 
have  methods  of  their  own  that  have  been  fairly  successful 
and  are  unwilling  to  abandon  an  approved  plan  for  what 
seems  to  them  largely  an  experiment.  There  is  much  to  be 
said  in  support  of  this  position.      The  question  of  method, 
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after  all,  is  a  matter  of  comparative  indifference.  But  there 
are  principles  involved  in  the  Synod's  recommendations  that 
call  for  constant  emphasis  and  reiteration.  Among-  them, 
these : 

That  the  ohlig-ation  to  give  is  practically  universal; 

That  conscience  in  giving  is  as  impoi'tant  a  factor  as  con- 
science in  living. 

That  Systematic  Beneficence  is  not  a  theor}'  of  man's,  hut 
an  idea  of  God's  ;  and, 

That  the  divine  plan,  as  unfolded  in  Scripture,  includes 
these  three  things : 

1.  Voluntar}^  g-iving'. 

2.  Periodical  giving, 

3.  Proportionate  giving. 

It  has  become  evident  to  your  committee,  in  connection 
with  a  series  of  inquiries  as  to  the  practice  of  our  churches 
in  the  matter  of  offerings  to  the  Lord,  that  Systematic  Bene- 
ficence, in  so  far  as  it  involves  these  ideas,  is  hy  no  means 
general.  Systematic  collections  for  various  benevolent  pur- 
poses are  common  among'  the  churches,  but  the  number  of 
individuals  in  the  churches  who  are  contributing"  thus  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  Lord's  work,  so  far  as  the  facts  are 
known  or  can  be  estimated,  is  comparative]}'^  small. 

It  is  believed  that  the  cause  on  which  the  S3^nod  has  laid 
so  much  emphasis,  would  be  practically  aided  by  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  emphatically  reaffirms  its  con- 
viction as  to  the  wisdom  and  practicability  of  the  plan  of 
Sj^stematic  Beneficence,  adopted  at  its  last  annual  session, 
and  commends  it  anew  to  the  churches. 

2.  That  classical  committees  be  urged  to  use  their  utmost 
endeavor  to  brin^  the  recommendations  of  the  Synod  upon 
this  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  churches  in  their  several 
Classes,  and  to  co-operate  with  the  General  Synod's  commit- 
tee in  every  practicable  waj:I^,,,g^9.j  [,.. 

3.  That  the  setting  apart  of  a  certain  definite  proportion 
of  one's  income,  regularly,  when  received,  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  church  and  of  its  missionary  and  other  benevo- 
lent work,  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every  one  who  claims 
kinship  \\ith  Christ  and  prays  for  the  advance  of  His  king- 
dom. 
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And,  further,  thai  the  oblig'atioii  to  lead  iji  this  move- 
ment be  affectionately  sug-g-ested  to  our  ministers,  elders 
and  deacons  in  the  hope  that  their  example  may  serve  as  a 
stimulus  to  the  entire  church  in  the  matter  and  manner  of 
its  g-ifts  to  the  Lord. 

4.  That  for  the  guidance  of  those  who  desire  the  judgment 
of  the  S^mod  upon  the  question  of  the  proportion  in  which 
their  gifts  to  tlie  various  Boards  and  Funds  of  the  church 
should  be  bestowed,  the  follOAving  ratio  be  recommended  : 

Foreign  Missions 30  per  cent. 

Domestic  Missions 20 

Church  Building  Fund 15 

Education 15 

Disabled  Minister's  Fund 10 

Widows'  Fmid 5 

Publication 5 

All  of  which  is  respectfully^  submitted.

The  latter*  committise  presented  the  following-  report 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

Your  committee  have  examined  with  g-reat  pleasure  the 
First  Annual  Report  of  the  permanent  committee  on  Sys- 
tematic Beneficence.  It  is  brief,  but  comprehensive,  terse 
and  pointed,  and  will  interest  not  onlj^  the  members  of 
Synod,  but  all  the  ministers,  elders,  deacons  and  members  of 
our  Church  when  thej''  read  it. 

•The  committee  are  entitled  to,  and  should  receive  the 
hearty  thanks,  of  the  Synod,  and  the  Church,  for  their  self- 
denyiug  and  satisfactory  work.  That  which  they  have  so 
auspicioush'  beg-un  we  doubt  not  they  will  continue  with 
vigor,  and  we  shall  look  for  largeresults,  in  the  near  future. 
The  resolutions  proposed  b^^  the  committee  we  heartily  com- 
mend. 

That  which  we  desire  and  seek  for  is  to  secure  a  liberal 
contribution  fi'om  every  church   in  our  bounds,  for  each  of 
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our  Boards  and  Funds.  And  each  church  should  endeavor 
to  obtain  a  contribution  from  each  member  and  attendant 
of  the  church  and  Sabbath  School,  and  we  should  so  educate 
the  people  that  they  will  give  cheerfully,  liberally,  conscien- 
tiously and  Avorshipfullj- . 

In  the  Acts  and  Proceeding's  of  the  Reformed  Church  for 
1892  we  report  590  churches.  In  the  Tabular  Statement 
(pag-es  591  to  G02  inclusive)  we  have  the  record  of  contribu- 
tions made  by  the  Churches  to  six  Boards,  and  Funds,  viz.: 
Education,  Publication,  Foreig-n  Missionary-  and  Domestic 
Missionary  Boards,  and  the  Disabled  Ministers'  and  Widows' 
Funds.  It  will  be  conceded  that  we  oug-ht  to  have  a  con- 
tribution to  each  of  these  causes,  from  every  one  of  our 
churches,  however  weak  that  church  may  be,  or  small  it& 
gift.  That  would  give  us  3540  contributions.  But  statis- 
tics show  that  only  18T1  contributions  were  made,  leaving- 
the  ommission  of  1009,  only  a  little  over  half  as  manj-  as 
should  have  been  received.  Here  is  work  for  the  com- 
mittees on  Sj^stematic  Beneficence  in  our  classes. 

It  also  appears  that  of  our  590  churches,  48  are  conspic- 
uous for  giving-  nothing,  absolutely  nothing.  But  to  offset 
this  our  eye  rests  upon  the  name  of  one  little  church— (there 
may  be  more) — one  of  the  smallest  and  feeblest,  which 
gave  to  each  of  the  six  causes  referred  to. 

We  beg  our  pastors  and  elders,  to  study  this  matter,  to 
lieed  the  recommendations  of  the  Permanent  Committee, 
aud  bj-  the  use  of  their  leaflets  and  envelopes  and  in  every 
way  possible  and  practicable  to  assist  them  in  their  efforts  to 
reach  the  hearts  and  pocketbooks,  of  all  our  chm'ch  mem- 
bers and  attendants. 

This  subject  is  one  of  prime  importance.  We  need  to  be 
reminded  that  giving  of  our  substance  for  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  is  a  great  duty.  Not  only  a  tenth,  but  all  we  have 
belongs  to  God.  We  are  only  stewards  and  almoners  of 
the  divine  bount}-.  It  is  for  us  to  instruct  the  people  that 
this  is  a  blessed  privilege.  Good  old  Elias  Van  Benscoten 
was  not  out  of  tlie  way  when  he  associated  liberal  giving 
with  the  Millenium.  If  all  the  Lord's  people  gave  as  they 
should  the  Millenium  A\ould  soon  dawn  upon  us,  and  Jesus, 
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standing"  in  our  midst,  would  lilt  up  his  hands  in  holy  bene- 
diction, and  say  ''Peace  be  unto  you." 

The  permanent  Committee  have  been  very  judicious  and 
economical  in  theii*  expenditures.  We  recommend  that 
they  be  authorised  the  coming-  year  to  di-aw  upon  the 
Boards  of  the  Church  for  the  funds  the^^  require,  to  enable 
them  successfully  to  conduct  their  woi-k,  to  the  extent  of 
$250. 

We  understand  this  committee  was  elected  only  to  serve 
for  one  year.  We  nominate  them  for  re-election  :  Rev. 
Henry  M.  Cox.  Daniel  H.  Martin,  Jesse  W.  Brooks,  Elders 
John  S.  Bussing-,  V.  M.  W.  Suydam.  To  these  we  add  the 
name  of  Elder  W.  M.  Imbrie.

The  Couiuiittee  on  Sabbath  observance  appointed  last 
year,  and  to  be  appointed  to  report  annually  (see  p.  608), 
presented  the  following-  report,  which  -was  accepted  and 
adopted  : 

Dear  Brethren.— The  past  year  has  been  one  of  constant 
activit}'  for  your  Sabbath  Observance  Committee.  The 
Columbian  Exposition  has  brought  the  Sabbath  question  to 
the  front  as  it  has  never  been  before  in  the  history  of  our 
country.  The  proposition  to  open  the  Exposition  on  Sundays 
while  only  an  incident  has  been  the  occasion  of  proving-  the 
strong  hold  that  the  Sabbath  'has  upon  the  hearts  of  our 
American  people,  and  as  the  culmination  of  this  effort  is 
approaching,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  for  us  to  recall  the 
position  of  our  church  in  relation  to  the  matter.  At  the 
Synod  of  1891,  when  the  matter  of  Sunday  opening  was 
beginning  to  be  agitated,  our  Synod,  under  the  leadership 
of  the  late  Dr.  William  J.  R.  Taylor,  protested  with  positive- 
ness  and  with  great  emphasis  against  the  proposed  opening- 
of  the  Exposition  on  Sunday  ;  and  this  unanimous  action  was 
forwarded  to  the  World's  Fair  Commissioners. 

One  year  later,  the  Synod  of  1892  took  more  emphatic 
action  and  protested  against  anj^  further  appropriation  by 
our  Congress  to  our  World's  Fair  unless  a  proviso  were  in- 
serted in  the  legislative  act  to  the  effect  that  the  Fair  should 
not  be  open  on  the  Lord's  Day.  Copies  of  this  action  were 
forAvardod  to  the  President  of  the  L^nited  States,  to  the 
Senate  and  to  the  House  of  Representatives, 
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It  was  in  response  to  this  action,  in  Avhich  many  others 
united  with  us  that  the  appropriation  of  $2,500,000  was  made 
upon  the  condition  that  the  Exposition  should  be  closed  on 
the  first  day  the  weelv,  commonly  called  Sunday.  The  vote 
of  Coni^ress  showed  memorable  majority'  botli  in  the  Senate 
and  House.  The  vote  in  the  Senate  was  45  to  11  for  closing-, 
and  in  tlie  House  147  to  61. 

Our  Synod  last  year,  also,  realizing-  the  importance  of 
this  matter  and  feeling-  that  the  Sabbath  question  was 
made  so  conspicuous  that  it  Avas  to  he  the  g-reat  moral 
question  of  the  Exposition,  resolved  unanimously,  that  "/« 
case  the  commissioners  of  the  World' s  Fair  decided  to  open  on  Sunday, 
our  historic  Chiirch  could  take  no  part  in  the  proposed  religious 
exhibit  or  in  other  practical  support  of  the  Exposition.''  This 
action  was  reiterated,  thougli  in  a  slightly  changed  form, 
as  proposed  by  a  special  committe  of  which  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Waters  was  Chairman. 

The  conditional  grant  of  $2,500,000  was  made  by  Con- 
gress and  the  grant  and  conditions  were  accepted  by  the 
Director3" ;  and  then  began  a  system  of  manoeuvering,  trif- 
ling with  governmental  authority  and  ignoring  of  contract 
such  as  has  been  unworthy  of  our  country  and  such  as  has 
proven  the  Exposition  management  to  be  unworthy  of  the 
confidence  of  the  American  people. 

A  most  persistent  and  determined  effort  was  made  to  get 
Congress  to  reverse  its  former  action.  A  hearing  upon  the 
matter  was  secured  before  the  Columbian  Exposition  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Representatives.  Half  of  the  time  of 
the  four  day's  hearing,  however,  was  demanded  by  the  friends 
of  the  Sabbath  who  did  such  earnest  work,  that  Chicago's 
Mayor,  City  Council  and  Woman's  Club,  with  all  their  fol- 
lowing, were  set  at  naught.  The  matter  was  never  carried 
out  of  the  committee  room ;  and  by  this  counter-effort  on 
the  part  of  the  friends  of  the  Sabbath,  representing  the 
Christian  sentiment  of  the  nation,  our  Government  Avas 
saved  from  the  ignominy  of  sanctioning  the  proposed  Sab- 
bath breaking. 

Whatever  is  done,  whatever  may  be  done  by  the  Exposi- 
tion manag-ement  now,  it  is  not  a  little  occasion  of  satisfac- 
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tioii  to  us  that  our  Government  luis  luid   no  part  in,  and 
g'ivcn  no  sanction  to  a  Salibatli  breaking-  Exposition. 

And  as  tlie  management  have  now  decided  to  open  tlic 
Exposition  on  Sundaj^s  in  defiance  of  th(^  expressed  will  of 
the  American  people,  and  in  defiance  of  the  action  of  Con- 
gress taken  by  such  an  ovei-whelming  majority,  as  the\' 
have  proven  themselves  untrue  and  broken  their  pledge  to 
keep  the  gates  closed,  there  seems  to  remain  but  one  coui'se 
for  us,  and  in  harmony  with  our  action  taken  one  year  ago, 
we  can  now  do  no  more  and  no  less  than  to  join  our  Presbj'- 
terian  brethren,  who  in  General  Assembly  recently  at  the 
National  Capitol  adopted  the  following- :  Inasmuch  as  the 
local  managers  have  decided  to  open  the  gates  of  the  Exposi- 
tion in  defiance  of  the  authority  of  Congress,  and  in  clear 
violation  of  the  principles  of  common  honesty,  as  well  as  of 
God's  command,  therefore,  Resolved,  That  Ave  urge  upon  our 
people  the  importance  of  standing-  by  their  conscience  at 
whatever  sacrifice  of  personal  pro/it  or  pleasure.  If  the 
trial  of  their  integrity  is  come,  let  them  not  defile  them- 
selves with  the  King's  meat.     Dan.  1:8."     According-ly, 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  earnestl^*^  lay  this  subject  on  the 
hearts  and  consciences  of  our  people,  urg-ing-them  to  do  all 
in  their  power  to  prevent  the  secnralization  of  the  Lord's 
Day  through  the  World's  Fair. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  congratulate  our  Chicago  brethren 
upon  the  firm  stand  the3'  have  taken  in  their  effort  to  keep 
the  Fair  closed  on  the  Sabbath,  and  that  we  rejoice  that  our 
Reformed  Church  has  stood  as  a  unit  for  Sunday  closing- 
from  the  very  first. 

And  whereas  an  attempt  is  being-  made  to  induce  min- 
isters of  the  g-ospel  to  hold  relig-ious  services  on  the  grounds 
of  the  exposition  on  the  Lord's  Day,  in  the  hope  of  mducing- 
Christian  people  to  attend. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  call  upon  all  ministers  to  consider 
the  result  of  their  influence,  should  they  consent  to  partici- 
pate in  such  services. 

Resobved,  4.  That  in  view^  of  the  many  attacks  made  upon 
Christian  people  as  to  the  manner  of  keeping-  the  Lord's 
Day  holy;  we  call  upon  all  the  members  of  our  Zion  to  be 
more  and  more  circumspect  and  to  cease  not  to  enforce. 
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b3'  word  and  example,,  tlie  duty  of  keeping  the  Lord's  Day 
sacred. 

And  Whereas,  The  Sabbath  question  has  been  providenti- 
ally brought  to  the  popular  attention  of  all  Americans, 

Resolved,  5.  Tliat  we  set  apart  Sunday^  the  '.^Sth  of  June 
as  a  da}-  of  special  pi-ayer  for  God's  blessing  upon  His  Day 
of  Rest,  .and  that  we  unite  in  praying  that  He  will  overrule 
so  that  the  counsels  of  the  ungodly  shall  be  put  to  naught, 
and  so  that  our  American  people  may  learn  to  honor  Him 
and  to  be  true  to  their  heritage. 

And  Whereas,  We  recognize  the  importance  of  dissemi- 
nating Sabbath  literature,  now  that  the  popular  mind  is 
awakened. 

And  Whereas,  The  American  Sabbath  Union  Avhich  has 
been  repeatedly  commended  by  our  Synod  to  the  generous 
consideration  of  our  churches,  is  at  present  greatly  in  need 
of  increased  support  on  account  of  the  recent  death  of  its 
President  and  largest  donor.  Colonel  Elliott  F.  Shepard, 

Resolved,  (i.  That  we  commend  this  again  to  our  churches 
and  that  we  suggest  that  so  far  as  practicable,  on  Sunday, 
the  25th  of  June,  an  offering  be  made  in  all  our  churches  for 
the  assistance  of  the  work  of  the  Union,  the  importance  of 
which  is  in  our  judgment  at  the  present  time  second  to  none 
in  Avhich  the  church  can  engage  ;  and  that  remittances  be 
sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Union,  Mr.  R.  N.  Perlee,  29 
Rose  Street.  New  York  City. 

Resolved,  7.  That  we  appreciate  the  decision  of  the  Federal 
Court  of  June  8th,  to  enjoin  the  Exposition  management 
from  Sundaj'  opening ;  and  that  we  now  solemnly  protest 
against  furthei-  interference  on  the  part  of  the  Chicago 
local  authorities  and  the  Exposition  management  with  ^the 
laws  and  precedents  of  our  country 

The  report  is  recommended  b}^  the  full  committee,  except- 
ing Rev.  N.  D.  Williamson,  who,  on  account  of  distance  has 
been  prevented  from  meeting  with  us,  but  whose  co-opera- 
tion in  our  work  has  1)een  hearty.

STATE  OF  RELIGION  AND  STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

The  Committee  on  tte  State  of  Religion  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

Your  Committee  upon  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully 
reports : 

The  year  has  been  a  healthful  one.  The  statistics  of  the 
four  Particular  Sj^nods  show  encouraging  gains  in  imiDor- 
tant  particulars,  5,435  have  been  received  on  confession  of 
their  faith  in  Christ  into  the  membership  of  our  church. 
This  is  a  gain  of  346  over  last  year  and  a  percentage  of  five 
to  our  total  membership.  That  is  on  an  average  every 
tAvent}'  of  our  members  have  brought  a  convert  to  Christ. 

.  The  total  in  communion  is  97,520,  that  is  1,557  more  than 
last  year.  Showing  the  blessing  of  God  in  preserving  life 
among'  the  members  and  perhaps  intimating  that  members 
of  other  churches  have  been  drawn  into  our  fellowship. 
5,593  infants  have  been  baptized,  showing  our  people  value 
highly  the  privilege  God  grants  and  the  duty  he  places 
upon  them  of  bringing  their  children  to  him. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  2,120  Catechumens  and  of 
2,220  enrolled  in  the  Sunday-schools,  this  proportion  indi- 
cates a  growing  attention  to  the  catechising  of  the  children. 
Still  as  the  total  number  of  catechumens  is  only  one-third 
of  the  total  enrollment  of  the  schools  there  is  plain  need  of 
a  prayerful  consideration  of  the  great  importance  of  this 
subject. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  benevolent  con- 
tributions for  denominational  purposes  amounting  to  $39,- 
853,  or  nearly  20  per  cent,  of  last  year's  total.  This  is 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  splendid  and  successful  effort 
of  the  year  to  pay  off  the  debts  of  our  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Missionary  Boards  in  which  all  portions  of  the  church 
heartily  engaged.  It  was  natural  to  expect  that  effort 
might  result  in  diminislied  contributions  to  the  work  of  the 
year  but  these  figures  show  such  a  result  has  been  carefully 
and  generously  avoided. 

The  amount  of  money  contributed  to  benevolent  objects 
outside  of  our  denomination  is  over  one-third  of  that  con- 
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tribiited  for  our  manj^  pressing  denominational  enterprises, 
Avhich  certainly  shows  that  a  generous  spirit  of  Avide  Catho- 
licity prevails  among-  us. 

For  congregational  purposes  $27,885  more  than  last  year 
has  been  raised.  In  all  our  church  has  raised  nearly  one 
million  and  a  half  dollars  for  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  our 
own  and  in  foreign  lands. 

During  the  year  we  have  gained  13  churches,  6  ministers 
and  7  Sunday-schools. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  years  ago  Rev.  Jonas 
Michaelius  organized  in  New  Amsterdam  the  first  church  of 
our  order  in  this  country,  it  embraced  50  communicants, 
"Walloons  and  Dutch."  We  now  have  603  churches,  598 
ministers  and  97,520  communicants. 

It  may  be  well  to  add  here  several  items  of  interest  con- 
cerning our  church  taken  from  the  United  States  census  of 
1890  and  published  for  the  first  time  during  1892. 

In  1890  our  denomination  had  572  church  organizations 
and  670  church  buildings.  These  church  buildings  had  a 
total  value  of  $10,340,159 — an  average  for  each  church  of 
over  $15,000,  and  the  average  seating  capacity  was  385.  The 
denomination  at  that  time  was  represented  in  fourteen 
States  of  the  Union,  though  four-fifths  of  the  communicants 
and  nine-tenths  of  the  church  property  were  in  the  States  of 
New  York  and  New  Jerse3\ 

This  last  statement  of  the  census  has  a  comment  thrown 
upon  it  by  the  gains  of  this  year,  as  shown  in  our  statistics, 
the  much  larger  proportion  of  these  gains  being  in  the 
Synod  of  Chicago.  Five  of  the  13  churches,  117  of  the  346 
gained  by  confession,  and  1025  of  the  1557  gained  in  the 
total  membership  being  in  that  Synod,  showing  that  the 
star  of  our  church  with  the  star  of  Empire  is  passing  west- 
ward. 

The  examination  we  have  been  able  to  make  of  the  reports 
of  the  Classes  of  the  condition  of  their  churches  to  the  four 
particular  S^niods  discovers  that  good  work  has  been  done 
and  that  peace  and  prosperity,  with  a  consecrated  and  hope- 
ful spirit  prevail  generally  within  our  borders. 

Statistics  are  of  much  interest  and  value  in  themselves, 
but  thev  indicate  far  more  that  lies  back  of  them. 
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We  should  remember  thai  while  we  count  the  number  of 
souls  converted  to  Christ  and  enlisted  in  his  service,  it  is 
bej^ond  our  power  to  estimate  the  value  of  a  single  one  of 
them  or  to  follow  even  for  a  few  years,  and  upon  this  earth 
the  influence  thus  started.  We  may  count  the  dollars  given 
to  the  cause  dear  to  all  of  us,  but  no  one  can  tell  what  a 
single  dollar  has  cost  to  many  a  giver,  or  what  it  may  ac- 
complish with  the  blessing  of  our  Lord. 

This  review  of  the  year  gives  us  great  cause  to  praise  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  inspires  us  with  new  cour- 
age and  devotion  as  we  go  forward  imder  His  glorious 
leadership.

SYNODICAL  ARCHIVES. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  presented  the  following-  re. 
port  which  was  accepted  : 

REPORT  ON  NECROLOGY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1893. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

At  the  close  of  the  reading  of  our  last  report  before  Gen- 
eral Sj-nod,  the  Synod's  attention  was  called  (by  members 
of  Synod)  to  the  names  of  several  brethren  who  had  recently 
died,  but  whose  names  were  not  included  in  the  report.  The 
explanation  is,  these  brethren  died  after  the  closing  of  our 
report  and  before  the  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  first  was  that  of  Rev.  John  M.  Allen,  who,  after  a 
brief  illness  of  a  few  hours,  died  at  Dingman's  Ferr3',  Pa., 
May  24th,  1892.  He  graduated  from  Rutger's  College,  in 
1885,  and  from  the  Seminary  at  N.  B,  1888.  It  was  his  de- 
sire and  intention  to  enter  the  Foreign  Mission  held,  but  on 
account  of  the  embarrassed  condition  of  the  treasury,  the 
Board  had  to  decline  his  offer.  He  accej^ted  a  call  from  the 
churches  of  Upper  and  Lower  Walpack,  in  Orange  Classis, 
and  after  a  pastorate  of  four  years  in  these  churches  (dur- 
ing which  time,  on  account  of  his  gentle  manners  and  earnest 
pietj',  he  won  the  confidence  and  love  of  all),  he  was  ■  sud- 
denly cut  doAvu  by  death  in  the  33d  j^ear  of  his  age. 

Tlie  Rev.  Abraham  Rynier  Van  Nest,  D,  D.,  died  at  his 
home  in  the  city  of  Ncav  York,  June  1st,  1892,  in  the  70th 
year  of  his  age,  he  Avas  born  in  the  eity  of  New  York, 
and  Avas  a  direct  descendant  from  a  family  "to  the 
manor  born,"  and  whose  generations  before  him  had 
shown  their  love  and  loyalty  to  the  Reformed  Church 
and  her  institutions  by  their  earnest  labors  and  large 
benevolence.  Dr.  Van  Nest  graduated  from  R.  C.  in 
1841,  and  from  the  N.  B.  Seminary  1847;  was  licensed 
the  same  3-e'ar  by  the  Classes  of  Ncav  York.  He  began  his 
ministry'  as  a  Missionary  of  the  Domestic  Board  at  Green- 
point,  and  continued  in  this  place  for  one  year.  Then  he  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  the  Associate  Reformed  Church  at  New- 
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burg-h.  He  was  here  only  for  a  short  time,  when  he  was 
called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  in 
21st  Street,  New  York.  Here  he  labored  from  1817  to  18(i2. 
In  the  year  1863  he  took  charg-e  of  the  American  Chapel  in 
Paris.  In  1804  and  5  he  was  Chaplain  at  Rome,  Italy,  and 
from  186G  to  1875  he  had  charge  of  the  American  Mission 
Church  at  Florence.  He  organized  a  church  in  Geneva, 
and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Orphan  Asylum  at  Flor- 
ence, for  the  children  of  Italian  Protestants.  Returning-  to 
America  in  May,  1878,  he  became  pastor  of  the.  Third  Re- 
formed Church  of  Philadelphia.  Here  he  labored  until,  on 
account  of  declining  health,  he  retired  from  the  active  work 
of  the  ministry.  In  addition  to  his  ministerial  labors  he 
served  the  church  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Rutgers  College,  and  also  by  his  publications,  notablj',  by 
editing  Dr.  Cannon's  lectures  on  Pastoral  Theolog;\',  and  Dr. 
Bethune's  lectures  on  the  Heidelbergh  Catechism.  By  his  as- 
sociates in  the  Board  ef  Trustees  he  is  spoken  of  as  a  scholarly 
Christian  gentleman,  a  faithful  and  earnest  preacher  and 
pastor,  and  a  dilligent  worker.  He  was  President  of  the 
g-eneral  Sj^iod  in  1879. 

Rev.  John  L.  See,  D.D.,  died  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  June  1st, 
1892,  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  born  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  1822,  graduated  from  R.  C.  1841,  and  from 
the  Seminary  1844 ;  licensed  by  the  Classis  of  New  York. 
He  held  four  pastoral  charg-es — first  at  Kiskatom,  from 
1847  to  1850  ;  Uuionville  and  Greenburg-h  from  1850  to  1853; 
Missionary  at  Buffalo  from  1854  to  1855 ;  then  he  became 
pastor  of  the  First  Reformed  Church  of  Buffalo.  In  1861 
he  was  chosen  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
After  serving  the  church  in  this  department  for  several 
years  (on  account  of  his  labors  and  anxiety'  in  behalf  of  the 
interest  of  this  Board),  his  phj'sical  health  gave  way  and 
his  mind  became  clouded  and  confused.  But  before  death 
came  the  dark  cloud  that  had  so  long  overshadowed  him 
passed  away,  and  the  sunlight  of  divine  faith  and  love  shone 
upon  hhn.  While  Secretary  of  the  Board  Dr.  See  published 
a  digest  of  the  laws  of  General  Synod  and  also  the  annual 
reports  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Rev.  William  Brownlee  Voorhees  was  born  in  Read- 
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iiig'toon,  N.  J  ,  March  lOth,,  1838,  and  died  at  BlaAveiiburg'h, 
June  13th,  1892,  aged  54  years.  He  graduated  from  R.  C. 
1860,  and  from  the  Semmary  at  N.  B.,  18G3,  licensed  by  the 
classis  of  New  Brunswick.  His  first  settlement  was  over 
the  church  of  Clover  Hill,  from  1803  to  1870.  In  January, 
1870,  he  was  installed  pastor  of  the  church  at  BlaAvenburg-h, 
Avhere  he  labored  as  their  faithful  and  beloved  pastor  until 
the  time  of  his  death.  During  all  this  period  (up  to  the  time 
of  his  last  illness  of  live  months),  he  was  hindered  only  two 
or  three  sabbaths  by  sickness  from  preaching  the  gospel. 
The  immediate  cause  of  his  death  was  muscular  rheumatism 
and  Brig'ht's  disease.  Although  during  his  last  sickness  he 
was  a  g'reat  sutt'erer,  he  bore  it  with  a  Christian  heroic 
patience.  He  was  a  genial  companion,  highly  respected  hy 
his  fellow  ministers,  and  Avas  universally  respected  and  be- 
loved by  liis  congregation.  His  remains  were  buried  in  the 
cemeter}^  of  Blawenburgh. 

Rev.  Robert  Doig.  This  brother  was  a  member  of  the  last 
General  Synod,  as  a  delegate  fi'om  the  Classis  of  Schenec- 
tady. At  the  time  of  his  appointment  he  Avas  in  ill  health, 
but  anxious  to  meet  (as  he  thought)  his  duty,  and  hoping- 
that  the  air  at  the  sea-shore  would  be  beneficial,  he  answered 
to  the  roll  call  of  Synod.  After  being-  at  Synod  a  few  days, 
he  was  obliged  to  ask  for  an  excuse.  Too  weak  to  return  to 
his  home,  he  repaired  to  the  home  of  his  wife's  mother,  Mrs. 
Stephen  Garretson,  near  Grigg-stown,  N.  J.  He  rapidly 
failed,  and  died  from  consumption  June  16th,  1892.  Mr. 
Doig  Avas  born  in  the  city  of  NeAv  York,  July  11th,  1842.  In 
early  life  he  became  a  member  of  the  South  Reformed 
Church  of  Ncav  York.  His  studies  Avere  pursued  at  N.  B., 
g-raduating  from  the  College  1869,  and  from  the  Seminarj-^ 
1872.  Soon  after  his  graduation  he  accepted  a  call  to  the 
joint  churches  of  Berne  and  BeaA-erdam  in  Schoharie  Classis. 
For  nearh'  14  years  he  most  faithfully  and  acceptably  serA'ed 
these  churches.  Repeated  reAdvals  blessed  his  ministrA^ 
On  account  of  failing  health,  he  felt  that  it  Avas  necessary 
that  he  should  take  a  less  laborious  field  of  labor.  He 
recei\'ed  a  call  from  the  Second  Reformed  Church  of  Glen- 
ville,  over  Avhich  he  was  installed  in  December,  1855.  Here 
his  Avork  Avas  more  compact,  and  not  so  Avearing  on  his 
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streiig-th,  and  here  lie  fou.i^'ht  the  battle  with  his  disease, 
novel-  disconntin.i?-  the  worlc  wliich  his  church  reqiiired  of 
him.  The  Classis  of  Sclioliarie  mak(;  this  minute.  The  Rev, 
Robert  Doig-,  ''although  so  (|uiet  and  unassuming,  lilled  a 
large  place  among  us.  H(?  was  ever  ready  to  take  up  with 
his  whole  heart,  any  Avork  that  might  be  assigned  to  him. 
For  nearly  seven 3'ears,  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
church  extension:  In  that  position  he  had  a  very  quiet,  but 
a  very  efficient  wa}'  of  doing  things.  He  spent  much  time 
and  labor  canvassing  the  needy  fields,  and  two  monuments 
of  his  prayerful,  persistent  eiforts  are  found  in  the  clnirclies 
of  Altamont  and  Mount  Pleasant. 

The  Classis  of  Schenectady  in  their  minutes,  make  this 
record  :  "  In  our  intercourse  with  Brother  Doig,  two  things 
impressed  us,  viz.  :  His  faith  in  his  work,  and  his  faithful- 
ness to  duty.  God  gave  him  in  the  twenty  years  of  his 
active  work  two  hundred  and  forty-two  souls,  as  seals  to  his 
ministry.''  His  remains  A\ere  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Franklin  Park,  N.  J. 

Dr,  John  V,  N.  Talmage  died  at  Bound  Brook,  N.  J., 
August  19th,  1892,  aged  73  years.  By  the  death  of  this 
beloved  minister  and  missionary,  the  church  has  sustained 
a  great  loss.  Dr.  Talmage  was  boi-n  in  Bound  Brook, 
graduated  from  Rutger's  College,  in  1842,  and  from  the 
Seminary  at  N.  B.,  1845,  licensed  by  the  Classis  of  Philadel- 
phia, Soon  after  graduation  he  accepted  a  call  of  the  Central 
Church  of  Brooklyn, 

After  a  pastorate  of  less  than  two  3'ears,  he  became  pastor 
of  the  Middle  Reformed  Church  of  Brooklyn,  Although 
desii-ably  located,  his  desire  was  to  serve  the  master  in  the 
capacity"  of  a  Foreign  Missionary,  He  resigned  his  charge 
after  a  very  short  pastorate,  and  made  application  to  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  be  sent  to  China.  At  that 
time,  it  meant  much,  in  the  way  of  sacrifice  and  labors,  to 
be  a  Missionary  in  a  Foreign  field.  In  addition,  to  the 
ordinary  difficulties  with  which  every  Missionary  has  to 
contend,  such  as  becoming  acclimated,  the  learning  of  a 
new  language,  new  dialects,  the  habits  and  peculiarities  of 
the  people,  he  (without  the  conveniences  and  helps,  with 
which  our  Missionari(^s  now  are  furnished)  had  not  only  to 
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overcome  all  these,  but  he  had  also  to  originate,  org-anize 
and  develop  a  system  of  church  order  and  discipline,  to 
establish  schools,  and  training"  classes,  and  provide  them 
with  a  literature  suitable  to  the  wants  of  the  new  converts 
to  the  Christian  religion.  The  task  before  him  was  great, 
with  God's  grace  and  help  he  was  equal  to  it.  But  few 
men  have  been  permitted  to  labor  longer  or  more  success- 
fuli3^  than  he ;  churches,  schools  and  homes,  will  ever  bear 
silent  testimony  to  his  wisdom  and  untiring  devotion. 

Dr.  Ferris,  in  writing  of  him,  saj^s  :  "For  43  years  he  was 
one  of  our  repi'esentatives  in  Amoy,  preaching  the  word  of 
God  earnestly'  and  efficiently.  At  Amoy  for  many  years 
(after  his  character  and  ability  became  known)  he  was  held 
in  high  esteem  bj^  all  classes,  bj'  the  Chinese  common 
people,  merchants  and  officials,  by  European  and  Amer- 
ican merchants  and  consuls.  The  Missionaries  loved  and 
confided  in  him,  sought  his  counsel  and  co-operation  in  the 
discharge  of  the  great  trust  committed  to  them.  Dr.  Tal- 
mage  was  a  scholarl^^  man,  strong  in  intellect  and  character, 
sound  in  judgment  and  of  good  common  sense."  His  imb- 
lications  are  quite  numerous.  Perhaps  the  most  important, 
as  it  was  the  most  difficult,  is  "the  Amo}^  Chinese  character 
colloquial  dictionary." 

The  Rev.  William  V.  V.  Mabon,  D.  D.,  L.L.  D.,  after  a 
lingering,  but  almost  painless  illness,  died  at  his  home  in 
N.  B.,  Nov.  3d,  1892.  By  the  death  of  this  eminently  good 
man,  wise  counsellor  and  thorough  teacher,  the  Reformed 
Church  has  been  sorely  afflicted.  Rev.  William  Van 
Vranken  Mabon,  born  in  N.  B.,  in  1832,  Avas  the  son  of  Rev. 
John"  Scott  Mabon,  an  eminent  educator,  and  Harriet  Van 
Vranken,  sister  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Van  Vranken,  D.D., 
for  many  years  Professor  of  Didactic  Theology  in  the  Semi- 
nary at  N.  B.  Prof.  Mabon  was  iDrepared  for  college  by  his 
father  at  Hackensack,  N.  J.  He  graduated  from  Union 
College  in  1840,  and  from  the  Seminary  at  N.  B.  1844; 
licensed  by  the  Classis  of  Bergen,  and  was  bj^  the  same 
Classis  ordained  to  Missionarj^  Avork  in  buffalo.  Avhere  he  re- 
mained for  two  years.  In  1846  he  took  charge  of  the  Re- 
formed Chuich  of  New  Durham,  and  was  pastor  of  that 
church  35  years,  when  he  was  called  in  the  year  1881  to  the 
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chair  oi"  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theolog-}'  in  tlic  Seminary  at  N. 
B.  as  successor  to  Rev.  A.  B.  Van  Zandt,  D.D.  During-  his 
pastorate  of  the  church  at  New  Durham  he  revealed  his 
true  character  as  a  faithful  pastor  and  a  skillful  church 
org-anizer.  As  a  pastor  he  was  wise  and  sympathetic,  as  a 
preacher  he  was  thoroughly  evangelical  and  practical ;  as 
a  teacher,  in  preparing  young  men  for  college,  and  as  a 
professor  in  the  Seminary  he  was  clear  and  thorough  in  his 
teachings.  In  building  up  the  interests  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  but  few  men  have  been  as  successful  as  he.  In  an 
editorial  of  the  Christian  Intelligencer  the  general  features 
of  his  useful  life  are  happily  summarized.  "  In  estimating  his 
life-work  too  much  emphasis  can  scarcely  be  given  to  his 
rare  business  tact— the  sanctified  common  sense  which  in 
any  calling  would  have  given  him  success.'-'  The  little 
Mission  Church  of  which  he  became  the  pastor  in  1846,  grew, 
not  only  into  the  strong  and  vigorous  church  which  he  left  in 
1881  to  assume  the  professorship  he  adorned,  but  through 
his  practical  superintendence  became  a  mother  of  churches. 
No  less  than  17  sanctuaries  in  connection  with  13  regularly 
organized  churches  are  the  fruit  of  Ills  wise  counsels  and 
practical  efforts  while  pastor  of  the  church  at  New  Dur- 
ham, To  him  is  likewise  due  in  a  large  measure,  the  success- 
ful founding  of  the  Suydam  Street  and  Highland  Park 
Churches  in  the  Classis  of  N.  B.  The  aim  of  Dr.  Mabon 
was  to  do  what  he  could  ;  and  Avhat  he  did  was  well  done. 
He  was  of  a  cheerful  disposition,  fond  of  meeting  his  friends. 
He  was  very  hospitable.  His  home  was  a  favorite  resort 
for  ministers,  and  all  who  knew  him  well  loved  and  re. 
spected  him  for  his  kindness  of  heart  and  his  manly  char- 
acter. 

The  Rev.  John  C.  Van  Deventer,  pastor  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Nyack,  died  Nov.  8th,  1893  in  the  46th  year  of  his 
age.  His  last  illness,  which  lasted  for  about  two  years, 
was  superinduced  by  an  attack  of  the  Grip  which  involved 
.his  heart.  Though  incapacitated  for  pastoral  work  during 
this  time  he  still  continued  to  occupj'  his  pulpit  up  to  within 
two  Sabbaths  of  his  death.  He  was  born  in  the  city  of  New 
York  in  184T,  graduated  from  the  university  of  N.  Y.,  1870, 
from  the  Seminary  at  N.  B,,  1873;   licensed  hj  the  Classis 
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of  Berg'en.  His  settlements  were  first  at  Cold  Spring,  N. 
Y.,  for  '2  years,  at  Glonham  for  5  years,  at  Paramiis,  N.  J., 
6  years.  In  188G,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Reformed  Church 
of  Nj-ack. 

Rev.  Mr.  Van  Deventerwas  a  man  of  superior  qualities  of 
heart  and  mind,  possessing  a  sweet  and  liheral  disposition. 
He  was  also  gifted  with  a  clear  analytical  and  logical  mind. 
As  a  preacher,  he  was  very  attractive.  His  sermons  and  his 
lectures  were  not  only  vigorous  and  lucid,  they  were  also 
presented  in  a  winning  way,  and  as  one  has  truly  said,  '•  it 
was  always  a  pleasure  to  lister  to  the  words  of  truth  which 
fell  from  his  lips." 

The  resolution  adopted  b\'  the  consistory  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Nyack  fitly  expresses  the  views  of  all  who  knew 
him.  '•  As  a  preacher  he  was  clear  and  strong  in  thought, 
earnest  in  expression  and  entirely  practical  in  the  enforcement 
of  God's  Avord.  As  a  leader  of  Christ's  people  in  the  various 
departments  of  Christian  efTort,  he  was  peculiarly  skillful 
and  wise,  and  successful  in  originating  and  developing  the 
Christian  activities  of  his  people  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure 
the  harmonious  and  fruitful  co-operation  of  all.  As  a  pastor, 
tender  and  prudent,  he  endeared  himself  to  all  his  people, 
and  won  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the  communit3^  To 
know  him,  was  to  respect,  to  trust  and  love  him." 

Rev.  Lawrence  H.  Van  Dyck,  died  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn, 
February  24th,  1893,  aged  86  years.  This  aged  minister 
who  liad  long  been  in  infirm  heal  th,  was  born  in  Kinderhook, 
October  5th,  1807.  He  was  a  direct  descendent  from 
Hendrick  Van  Dyck,  fiscal  of  the  province  of  New  Nether- 
land,  who  came  from  Holland  with  Governor  Stuyvesant  in 
1047.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Dyck,  graduated  from  Amherst 
College  in  1830,  from  Auburn  Seminary  1833,  licensed  and 
ordained  b}-  the  Presb^'tery  of  Cayuga,  and  labored  in  the 
Presbyterian  denomination  until  1844.  Since  that  time  he 
has  been  connected  with  the  Reformed  Church.  His  respec- 
tive charges  were  at  Gilboa,  N.  Y.,  from  1844  to  1852,  at 
Helderbergh,  from  1852  to  1856,  at  Bloomingrove,  from 
1856  to  1861,  at  Stone  Arabia,  from  1861  to  1867,  and  at 
Unionville,  from  1870  to  1876.  In  1876,  he  was  chosen  to  the 
Rectorship  of  Hertzog  Hall.     This  position  he  held  until

1881,  when  on  account  of  ag"e  and  inflrraities,  ho  rctii-cd  from 
active  serviee.  Brother  Van  Dyck  was  a  pure  hearted  man 
and  a  consecrated  minister  of  the  gospel. 

Rev.  William  Eaton  Turner.  This  father  in  Israel  died  at 
Elmsford,  N.  Y.,  Januar}^  '36th,  1892,  in  the  84th  j^ear  of  his 
age.  He  was  born  in  Port  Jervis  1810,  graduated  from  R. 
C.  and  N.  B.  Seminar3\  In  1841  he  Avas  licensed  by  the 
Classis  of  N.  B.  His  first  charge  was  at  Arcadia,  N.  Y. 
After  a  successful  ministry  there  of  7  years,  he  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Reformed  Church  of  Roxbur}^  where  he  continued 
as  pastor  for  12  years,  from  1850  to  1862.  Afterward  he 
served  as  stated  supply  for  the  churches  of  Graharaville, 
Upper  Neversink  and  Minisink,  doAvn  to  1875,  when  he  gave 
up  the  active  work  of  the  ministry.  While  at  Roxbury  Jay 
Gould,  who  was  then  a  young  man,  attended  his  church  and 
Sunday-school.  And  in  after  years  when  Mr.  Turner  was 
obliged  to  give  up  active  Avork  (through  the  infirmities  of 
age).  Jay  Gould  provided  for  his  wants  by  granting  him  an 
annual  donation. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Vanderbilt  Palmer,  pastor  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  of  Shawangunk,  died  after  a  short  illness  of 
pneumonia,  March  2d,  1893,  aged  31  years.  He  graduated 
from  R.  C,  1883,  and  from  the  Seminary  at  N.  B..  18S6. 
Soon  after  his  graduation,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Reformed 
Church  of  Griggstown,  N.  J.  After  four  years  of  faithful 
work  in  this  church,  he  received  and  accepted  a  call  to 
Shawangunk,  Mr.  Palmer  Avas  a  young  man  of  marlced 
ability  and  of  originality.  He  was  a  thorough  student 
especially  in  the  Biblical  languages.  His  ministry  was 
marked  hy  the  high  idea  of  duty.  He  did  each  work  in  its 
own  alloted  period  and  so  had  time  for  every  call  made  upon 
him.  His  preaching  was  thoughtful  and  practical.  He 
brought  nothing  but  beaten  oil  into  the  sanctuary.  He  died 
peaceful!}',  while  apparently  sleeping. 

The  Rev.  Nathan  F.  Chapman  died  at  Saugerties,  Feb- 
ruary 27th,  1893,  in  the  83d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  born 
at  West  Brook,  Conn.,  August  17th,  1811,  a  descendant  of 
one  of  the  original  Puritan  settlers.  Rev.  Mr.  Chapman 
graduated  from  R.  C.,  1844,  and  from  the  Seminary  at  N.  B., 
1847,  licensed  by  the  Classis  of  N.  B.,  he  labored  for  2  vears 
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as  a  Missionary  at  Keyport,  N.  J.,  and  then  accepted  a  call 
to  the  Refoi-nied  Church  of  Canajoharie,  N.  Y.,  which  he 
served  from  1849  to  1853.  From  1853  to  1864,  he  was  pastor 
of  the  church  at  Plattekill,  and  from  1864  to  1873,  he  was 
pastor  of  the  church  of  Kiskatom.  In  1873.  he  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Presb3'terian  Church,  at  Mt,  Param,  Maryland. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1880,  he  returned  to  Ulster 
County,  N.  Y.,  and  became  a  member  of  the  Ulster  Classis. 
Mr.  Chapman  was  a  man  of  quiet  ways,  and  of  larg-e  prac- 
tical common  sense.  His  pastorates  were  all  successful. 
His  record  is  a  faithful  minister  of  Jesus  Christ, 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Edward  Vermilye,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  senior 
pastor  of  the  Collegiate  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  New  York, 
died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  New  York,  March  17th,  1893, 
in  the  9 1st  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  not  only  the  oldest  minister  of  the  Collegiate 
Church,  but  the  oldest  settled  pastor  of  any  denomination 
in  NeAV  York  City,  and  the  oldest  minister  on  the  roll  of  the 
Reformed  Church.  Dr.  Vermilye  was  born  in  the  city  of 
New  York  in  1803.  In  early  life  (at  the  age  of  13)  he  united 
with  the  church  in  Cedar  street,  then  under  the  pastoral 
caro  of  Dr.  John  B.  Rome3"n.  He  graduated  from  Yale 
Colleg'e  in  1821,  and  from  Princeton  Theological  Seminary, 

1825,  licensed  by  the  Presbytery  of  New  York.     In  January, 

1826.  he  was  ordained  and  installed  pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Vandewater  street,  N.  Y.  In  1830,  he 
accepted  a  call  to  the  Cong-reg-ational  Church  in  West  Spring- 
field, Mass.,  where  he  remained  until  1835.  In  1835,  he  re- 
ceived and  accepted  a  call  to  the  North  Dutch  Chiu"ch  of 
Albany.  In  1839,  he  was  called  to  the  Collegiate  Church, 
and  became  a  colleague  of  the  Rev.  Drs.  Knox,  Brownlee, 
and  De  Witt.  And  it  has  been  truthfully  .said,  "  They  formed 
as' strong  and  influential  a  body  of  associate  pastors,  as  the 
city  of  New  York  has  ever  seen.  His  colleagues  passed 
aAvay  one  by  one  in  1858,  1860  and  1874,  but  he  remained,  his 
bow  abiding  in  streng'th  unto  the  end.  When  Di-.  Vermilj-e 
came  to  New  York,  he  at  once  took  rank  among  the  ablest 
ministers  of  the  city.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  presence,  and 
of  great  culture.  He  kept  abreast  of  the  literature  of  the 
day.     His  discourses  in  the  pulpit,  and  his  public  literary 
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addresses,  boi'c  evidence  of  wide  reading-,  and  careful 
thoug'ht.  An  Eng-lish  critic  once  spoke  of  him  as  '*  The 
Addison  of  the  New  York  pulpit."  In  social  life  he  was 
diii-nified  and  cheerful.  Besides  being'  the  senior  pastor  of  the 
Collegiate  Church,  he  filled  man}^  other  responsible  posi- 
tions. He  was  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Leake  and  Watts 
Orphan  Home,  an  institution  in  whose  welfare  he  took  a 
very  deep  interest.  For  nearly  50  years  he  was  one  of  the 
chaplains  of  the  St.  Nicholas  Society.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  important  committee  on  versions  of  the  American  Bible 
Society.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Rutgers  Colleg-e.  The  consistory  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
make  this  record.  "  The  dignity  and  purity  of  a  Christian 
minister  were  conspicuous  in  his  walk  and  conversation.  At 
the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  the  oldest  living  president  of 
the  General  Synod,  having  been  elected  to  that  office  in  1848. 
His  preaching  was  evangelical  in  matter  and  finished  and 
forcible  in  style  and  delivery.  He  was  also  a  wise  counseiloi-, 
like  them  of  old,  ''had  an  understanding-  of  the  times,  to 
know  what  Israel  ought  to  do." 

The  Rev.  J.  Sanford  Doolittle,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  vice-president 
and  senior  professor  of  Rutgers  Colleg-e,  died  April  18th, 
1893,  in  the  57th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  cut  down  suddenly 
in  the  maturitj^  of  his  powers,  and  in  the  midst  of  his  activi- 
ties. In  the  morning-  he  conducted  the  chapel  service,  and 
died  in  the  evening-  of  the  same  day,  of  heart  failure. "  Pro- 
fessor Doolittle  was  born  at  Ovid,  N.  Y.,  November  30th, 
1836.  He  prepared  for  College  at  Ovid  Academy,  and 
entered  Rutgers  Colleg-e,  1855.  In  College  he  took  a  high 
rank  in  his  class,  and  graduated  with  honor  in  1859.  His 
Theological  course  was  pursued  at  New  Brunswick 
Seminar}',  and  on  his  licensure,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the 
church  of  Flatlands,  N.  Y.  His  ministry  here,  was  a  very 
successful  one,  but  lasted  only  two  years,  being-  terminated 
by  his  election  to,  and  acceptance  of  the  Collegiate  Church, 
Professorship  of  Rhetoric,  Logic  and  Metaphysics,  in  Rutg-ers 
College. 

His  services  to  the  College  were  great,  not  onl}'  in  his 
professorship,  but  in  many  other  departments,  worthily 
recognized   by  his  election  to  the  vice  presidency  in    1890. 
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During'  the  interval  between  the  resignation  of  President 
Gates,  and  the  inauguration  of  President  Scott,  he  administ- 
ered the  affairs  of  the  College  with  tact  and  abilit3\ 

Dr.  Doolittle  was  not  only  an  accomplished  scholar  and 
teacher,  but  an  eloquent  preacher,  much  sought  after  in 
leading  [)ulpits.  and  also  a  forcible  and  graceful  writer  whose 
contributions  to  the  periodical  pj-ess  were  continuous  and 
highly  valued  by  editors  and  readers. 

At  the  funeral  service  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wortman  thus  spoke 
of  him  as  truthfulh*  as  tenderly,  "  I  have  known  few  men 
who  had  so  Avide  learning  as  lie.  He  was  pi-ofes.sor  and 
preacher ;  he  was  metaphysician  and  ci-itic  ;  he  was  equally 
versed  in  litei'atui-e  and  the  fine  arts,  in  the  sciences  and  in 
the  practical  habits  of  life:  a  scholar  and  a  man  of  affairs, 
with  keen  knowledge  of  human  nature,  and  unusual  resources 
in  dealing  with  men  of  widely  different  traits  and  trends. 

He  was  a  wide  reader,  remembered  what  he  read,  and 
held  it  at  instant  use.  I  have  often  said,  that  for  mam' 
important  positions  as  educator.  I  kncAv  no  one  so  well 
equipped  with  all  manner  of  learning,  which  he  could  bring 
to  bear  by  way  of  historical  or  philosophical  illustrations, 
whether  in  his  own  special  field  of  metaphysics  or  in  ethics^ 
theology  or  ecclesiastical  history.  All,  that  he  was.  AA'as 
made  more  endeai'ing  by  his  unaffected  christian  disciple- 
ship.  Having  a  holy  zeal,  but  never  a  zealot,  a  Christian 
as  urbane  as  any  man  of  the  world  ;  the  right  sort  of  a  man 
to  make  a  Christian,  the  right  sort  of  a  Christian  to  make 
a  man." 

The  long  loll,  and  the  chai'acter  of  the  men  in  our  mortuary 
list,  tell  us  that  death  has  made  (during  the  past  j^ear)  a 
broad  breach  in  our  ranks.

RcA'.  Harm  Van  der  Ploeg,  died  at  Orange  City,  Iowa, 
January  13th,  1893,  aged  o2  years.  He  was  born  at 
Zandt,  Netherlands,  January  2Gth,  1841.  and  came  to 
America  in  1S66.  Under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  P.  Lepeltak, 
then  at  Roseland,  Ills.,  he  was  led  to  study  for  the  ministry. 
At  the  age  of  "37  years  he  entered  the  Preparatory  Depart- 
ment of  Hope  College,  and    though   often   importuned  ta 
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shorten  liis  course,  and  seek  a  dispensation  ho  persevered, 
desiring-  to  lay  deep  and  brond  foundations  foi'tlie  important 
work  of  the  Gospel  ministry. 

After  pursuing-  a  full  Classical  course,  he  gi-aduated 
with  honors  from  Hope  CoUeg-e  in  1874,  and  in  18T7,  from 
the  Western  Theolog-ical  Seminai-y.  Licensed  in  the  same 
year  by  the  Classis  of  Holland,  he  was  ordained  by  the; 
Classis  of  Gi'and  River  in  September,  as  pastor  of  the  church 
at  Fremont  Center.  ^ 

Thence  he  removed  to  Grecnleafton,  Minn.,  where  he 
labored  from  1878  to  188-i,  when  he  accepted  a  call  to  Fulton, 
Ills.,  there  his  work  was  greatly  blessed,  the  present  larg-e 
and  commodious  sanctuary  of  this  thriving-  church  is  a 
monument  to  his  labors.  After  five  years  of  faithful  work, 
frail  health  constrained  him  to  accept  a  call  to  the  smaller 
and  less  exacting-  field  at  Vi-iesland,  Mich. 

Here  he  spent  three  years  of  a  very  prosperous  and  accept- 
able pastorate  .  albeit  under  the  shadow  cast  before  by  the 
premonitory  attacks  of  the  malady  to  which  he  finally  suc- 
cumbed . 

In  1890  his  health  seemed  to  have  been  so  far  restored 
that,  when  the  large  and  important  field  at  Orang-e  City, 
Ga.,  invited  him  to  its  pastorate,  he  looked  upon  it  as  a 
providential  call  to  do  as  much  foi-  the  Lord's  work  as  pos- 
sible, in  the  strength  of  manhood  while  it  lasted. 

These  expectations  were  not  fully  realized.  Last  October 
the  final  summons  came,  and  after  three  months  of  patient 
suft'ering-,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus. 

The  Classis  of  loAva  says  of  him:  ''he  was  a  minister 
thoroughly  and  earnestly  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the 
church  in  g-eneral  and  to  those  of  his  denomination  in  par- 
ticular ;  and  he  was  ever  in  full  sympathy  with  all  its  mis- 
sionary and  educational  operations.  He  was  a  dignified  and 
popidar  minister  of  the  Gospel,  faithful  to  the  terms  of  the 
spiritual  contract  both  as  an  able  expounder  of  the  word  of 
God  and  as  a  conscientious  pastoi-  and  safe  spiritual 
advisor. 

In  spite  of  insidious  disease  which  for  years  undermined 
a  constitiition  far  from  robust,  he  did  his  brief  life's  work 
wisel}'  and  well,  and  we  rejoice  to  know  that  having  served 
his  Loi"d  in  the  Avord  of  the  Gospel,  so  dear  to  his  heart,  he 
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has  now  entered  upon  the  hig'her  service  m  heaven,  upon 
which  liis  firm  faltli  was  fixed,  ard  whicli  reconciled  him  to 
such  an  early  dissolution  of  his  earthly-  tabernacle. 

JAMES  F.  ZWEMER. 

Rev.  Abraham  William  died  in  May,  1802.  He  was 
of  the  Reddi  Caste.  When  he  renounced  heathenism  in 
1861,  he  was  an  ig-norant  lad  19  years  of  age,  and  unable 
to  read  Jiis  ow^n  vernacular.  He  heard  the  gospel  preached 
in  the  streets  of  Chittoor  by  Rev.  Dr.  William  Scudder,  and 
being  convinced  of  the  ti'uth  of  Christianity,  came  to  him  fo2' 
further  instruction.  He  entered  our  schools,  and  \>y  diligent 
study  was  soon  able  to  read  and  write  both  Telugu  and 
Tamil.  After  a  course  of  Theological  instruction,  he  was 
employed  as  a  mission  helper  for  a  number  of  years,  when 
he  was  called  by  the  Chi'istians  of  Katpadi  to  be  their  pastor, 
and  was  in  due  time  ordained  and  set  over  that  church  by 
the  Classis  of  Arcot.  There  he  labored  faithfully  and  suc- 
cessfully till  the  Lord  took  him.  When  he  first  went  thei-e 
the  number  of  Christians  was  small  and  they  were  without 
a  church  building.  Through  his  earnest  efforts,  aided  some- 
what by  the  mission,  a  good  sized  church  with  bell-tower 
was  erected,  which  remains  a  monument  to  his  memory. 
Under  his  pastoral  care  a  number  of  villages  embraced  the 
Gospel ;  and  his  congregation  increased  in  numbers  yearly 
until,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  it  amounted  to  500  souls,  of 
whom  148  were  communicants.  His  labors  were  not  con- 
fined to  his  charge.  He  continually  tombed  among  the 
heathen,  and  proclaimed  to  them  the  Gospel,  which  he  so 
firmly  believed  to  be  the  only  hope  of  theii*  salvation.  He  was 
an  uncompromising  Christian,  and  never  ashamed  to  serve 
his  Lord.  Though  of  high  caste,  he  utterly  renounced  all 
caste  distinctions,  and  treated  Christians  from  the  lowest 
class  as  his  brethren  in  the  Lord.  He  was  a  noble  man  and 
a  loveable  character,  respected  and  honored  b^'  all.  His  in- 
fluence was  great,  and  extended  throughout  the  whole  mis- 
sion. Even  the  heathen  honored  him  and  felt  his  power. 
He  died  suddenly  while  away  from  home  at  Palmanair.  His 
body  w'as  brought  to  Katpadi,  and  in  a  spot,  which  he  had 
selected  near  the  church,  was  laid  in  its  last  resting  pla(H* 
by  sorrowing  friends.  His  place  is  still  vacant ,  and  wa  fear 
it  Avill  be  long  before  a  man  can  be  found  Avho  will  fill  it.

No  other  invitations  have  been  received,  but  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Evert  Van  Slyke,  pastor  of  the  Reformed  Church  of 
Catskill,  N.  Y.,  says  that  his  church  edifice  is  at  the  ser- 
vices of  the  General  S\'nod,  and  that  if  it  were  thought 
desirable  to  meet  there  entertainment  can  probably  be  se- 
cured at  the  Prospect  Park  Hotel,  at  $1.50  per  day  each, 
two  in  a  room,  and  $2.00  one  in  a  room.  Your  committee 
thinks  that  if  Synod  should  meet  there  it  would  be  neces- 
sarj'  to  increase  the  allowance  per  day  to  members  of  Synod 
from  $1.00  to  $1.50  and  if  this  is  done  the  assess- 
ment upon  the  church  must  be  increased  at  least  one-third, 
if  not  one-half.  We  leave  the  Synod  to  decide  whether  such 
increase  would  be  desirable,  or  whether  it  would  be  res- 
ponded to  by  the  churches. 
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Your  committeee  are  happy  to  report  that  the  entertain- 
mcnt  fund  has  been  a  Uttle  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the 
yearl}^  expenses,  so  that  there  is  a  small  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod.  This  is  as  it  should  be  so 
that  if  an  extra  session  of  General  Synod  should  be  called 
there  would  be  fimds  in  hand  to  meet  the  expenses  for  enter- 
tainment, and  a  special  assessment  for  this  purpose  would 
be  avoided.

A  special  committee  consisting  of  three  ministers  and 
two  elders  was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the"* 
holding  of  a  religious  Congress  in  connection  with  the  Colum- 
bian Exposition.  The  following  were  appointed  :  Rev.  W. 
H.  Williamson,  Rev.  Peter  De  Pree,  Rev.  A.  H.  Brush,  and 
Elders  Thomas  Bell,  and  C.  S.  Cooper.  The  following  report 
was  presented  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  S.>'nod  is  gratified  that  Dr.  Corwin  is  bring- 
ing* out  his  Centennial  Digest,  his  unusual  ability  and  his- 
torical resources  insure  a  treatise  that  is  greatly  needed,  and 
will  be  eminently  of  our  church ;  and  that  it  be  strongly 
recommended  to  each  of  our  consistories  to  purchase  a  copy. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  take  in  consideration 
the  holding  of  a  Congress  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
America,  in  connection  with  the  World's  Columbian  Exposi- 
tion at  Chicago,  reports  as  follows  : 

The  Exposition  authorities  have  made  arrangements  to 
hold  a  series  of  Congresses  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  to- 
gether the  leaders  in  the  various  departments  of  human 
progress,  during  the  Exposition  season.  These  conventions 
are  under  the  dn-ection  of  an  auxiliary  that  has  been  recog- 
nized and  approved  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
its  g"eneral  announcement  has  been  scuit  to  Foreign  Govern- 
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mollis  by  the  tlepartmeiit  of  State,  and  an  appropriation  on 
account  of  its  expenses  lias  been  made  by  act  of  Cong-ress. 

The  rolig-ioiis  Congresses  are  to  be  held  during  the  month 
of  September,  and  consist  of 

First. — A  World's  Parliament  of  Religions,  in  which  all 
faiths  will  be  represented,  and 

Secondly. — Separate  denominational  meetings.  These  lat- 
ter are  distinct  from  the  foi'mer,  and  for  the  most  part  will 
be.  held  in  churches,  centrally  located,  and  provided  free  of 
expense.  They  will  be  under  the  control  of  a  local  com- 
mittee consisting  of  I'epresentatives  of  the  denomination 
appointed  by  the  president  of  the  auxiliar}'. 

This  committee  for  our  Reformed  Church,  has  been  in 
existence  for  more  than  a  year,  it  has  had  several  meetings 
in  Chicago,  has  been  in  correspondence  with  brethren  of  the 
church  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  its  various  recom- 
mendations have  been  considered  by  your  committee,  and 
from  tlie  information  thus  obtained  we  sul)mit  the  following" 
to  Synods  consideration  : 

The  holding-  of  such  a  meeting  as  is  proposed  has  many 
things  to  be  said  in  its  favor ;  among  which  are  : 

1 .  The  desirability  that  as  much  emphasis  as  possible  be 
given  to  the  claims  of  relig-ion  in  the  Exposition  in  which  the 
material  exhibit  is  so  vast  and  so  magnificent. 

2.  That  our  denomination  being  the  oldest  Protestant 
denomination  in  the  land,  and  having  done  its  share  in  pro- 
ducing- our  Christian  civilization  should  not  be  second  to  any 
in  the  manifestation  of  interest  in  this  quadri  Centennial 
anniversary. 

3.  That  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  such  a  representative 
meeting-  as  is  proposed,  would  be  g-reatly  enhanced,  by  the 
presence  which  mig'htbe  secui-ed  of  brethren  of  the  Reformed 
Church  of  the  Netherlands,  France,  South  Africa  and  other 
lands. 

4.  The  opportunity  of  making-  better  known  the  doctrines, 
polity,  and,  cultus  of  our  beloved  church,  and  especially'  in 
that  section  of  the  land,  where  the  gi-eatest  expansion  seems 
the  most  likely  is  an  advantage  not  to  be  lost  sight  of.  These 
considerations  we  believe  present  an  earnest  claim  upon  our 
attention  and  urge  the  holding  of  such  a  Congress,  and  the 
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endea\-or  on  the  part  of  all  lo^-al  sons  of  the  Refoi-med  Church 
to  make  it  the  lar^-est  possible  success.  But  the  obstacles 
that  presented  themselves  to  Synod's  committee  of  last  year 
are  still  present.  One  is  the  Sunday  opening-  of  the  Exposi- 
tion, and  the  other  is  the  lack  of  funds  available  for  this  pur- 
pose. As  to  the  first  if  it  is  to  be  the  conclusion  of  this  long- 
controversy,  that  the  g"ates  of  the  Exposition  are  to  be  open 
on  the  Lord's  da3' :  it  is  insurmountable,  and  must  preclude 
our  having- any  official  connection  with  an  enterprise  that 
ignores  one  of  the  plainest  commands  of  God's  law,  even  for 
the  laudable  purposes  above  mentioned,  lest  it  be  construed 
as  an  acquiescence  in,  if  not  approval  of  the  unrighteousness 
of  those  who  have  waged  this  unprincipled  warfare  ag-ainst 
the  Sabbath. 

But  there  is  still  a  hope  that  through  the  intervention  of 
the  Federal  Courts,  this  national  stigma  may  not  be  fast- 
ened upon  us.  The  second  obstacle,  viz.,  the  lack  of  funds 
may  not  be  formidable.  The  only  outlay  involved  ii^  these 
meeting's  will  be  that  of  the  traveling-  expenses  of  those  that 
may  be  invited  to  take  part.  If  these  brethren  as  is  likely 
to  be  the  case  in  view  of  their  expected  visit  to  the  Exposi- 
tion should  waive  their  claims  to  this  usual  reimbursement 
there  would  be  no  necessity  for  any  money ;  and  perhaps  in 
exceptional  cases  arrang-ements  could  be  made  by  the  local 
committee  to  provide  the  necessary  means.  If  some  of  the 
brethren  invited  from  abroad  could  not  be  present  their 
addresses  might  be  read.  The  proposed  programme  of  exer- 
cises prepared  by  the  local  committee  is  hereby  submitted.

is  the  decision  of  the  authorities  that  the  gates  of  the 
Exposition  must  be  closed  on  the  Lord's  Day,  and  that  no 
expense  to  General  Sjmod  is  involved. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  local  committee  consisting  of  the  fol- 
lowing, Revs.  W.  H.  Williamson,  Bernardus  De  Bey,  B. 
Van  Ess,  J.  S.  Joralmon,  J.  P.  De  Jong,  R.  Bloemendal, 
G.  J.  Hekhuis,  P.  Moerdyke,  E.  S.  Fairchild,  H.  E.  Dosker, 
and  Elder  Charles  W.  Griggs,  is  hereby  appointed  with  full 
authority  to  complete  all  the  arrangements  for  holding  such 
a  meeting,  and  if  at  any  time  it  should  appear  to  such  com- 
mittee that  the  convening  of  a  congress  would  not  be  wise, 
it  is  given  power  to  stop  all  proceedings,  and  to  declare  the 
Congress  indefinitely  postponed. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  programme  submitted  \)\  the  local 
committee  is  hereby  approved. 

Resolved,  4.  That  in  case  it  is  determined  to  hold  the  meet- 
ings, we  recommend  that  those  of  our  church  who  may  be 
contemplating  a  visit  to  the  Exposition,  endeavor  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  time  of  the  Congress  in  order  to  participate  in  its 
proceedings.

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Brief  communications  were  received  from  Benjamin  Har- 
rison, Pi'esident  of  the  United  States,  and  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  World's  Cohimbiaii  Exposition,  acknowledging-' 
the  receipt  of  petitions  in  favor  of  closing"  the  Exposition  on 
Sunday. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Rev.  C.  E,  Crispell.  Rev. 
David  Cole,  Rev.  Evert  Van  Sl3'ke,  and  Elders  Austin  Scott 
and  J.  J.  Demurest,  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  memorial 
of  Pi-ofessor  Mabon.  They  presented  the  following  paper, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted,  the  vote  being  taken  by 
the  S3mod  I'ising. 

William  Van  Vranken  Mabon,  D.D.,  LL.  D.,  born  in  1832, 
at  New  Brunswick,  N.,  J.,  under  the  roof  of  the  College, 
was  well  endowed  by  nature  both  physically  and  mentally. 
In  earl}^  life  he  enjoyed  the  teaching  and  dicipline  of  faithful 
parents.  Academically  trained  by  his  own  father,  John  S. 
Mabon,  "  a  teacher  of  well  known  abilit}^  and*faithfulness, 
he  matured  with  a  well-developed  and  balanced  mind,  and 
with  a  heart  devoted  to  the  God  and  to  the  Church  of  his 
fathers. 

In  due  time  he  was  regularly  inducted  into  the  Gospel 
ministr^s  through  our  own  Seminary,  and  thus  learned  Sys- 
tematic Theology  from  his  own  mother's  brother — oui- 
highly  revered  Professor  Van  Vranken. 

The  fii'st  years  of  his  ministerial  life  were  spent  as  a  Mis- 
sionary at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  His  work  as  a  pastor  was  done 
at  New  Durham  N.  J.  This  work  was  one  of  a  devoted 
minister  in  all  its  bearings.  His  success  in  organizing  and 
building  up  churches,  and  in  starting  young  men  for  the 
Gospel  ministry  and  fitting  them  for  college  was  extraordi- 
nary. By  this  last  work  he  was  prepared  for  the  office  of  a 
teacher  of  theology  ;  and  the  church  recognized  this  prepa- 
ration by  electing  him  Professor  of  Didactic  and  Polemic 
Theology  in  our  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J. 

His  efficiency  as  a  teacher  in  his  new  office  soon  became 
apparent  to  the  whole  church.  Not  only  did  he  impart  to 
all  his  pupils  Divine  truths,  but  he  also  succeeded,  in  an  un- 
usual degree,  in  securing  to  them  all  an  aj)prehension  of  the 
truths  tauglit — of  the  system  of  truth  held  by  our  church. 

In  the  discernment  of  the  individual   peculiarities  of  his 
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pupils,  and  in  adaptation  to  such  peculiarities  to  excite  to  ex- 
ertion, he  excelled.  When  in  mental  constitution,  or  from 
erroneous  or  defective  training',  he  saw  either  i-eal  difliculties 
or  '•  lions  in  the  waj'^,''  his  sympathetic  heart  pi'ompted  re- 
lief, and  his  wisdom  became  most  apparent.  Thus  did  he 
remove  burdens  and  carry  students  through  dark  valleys 
to  the  clear  lig'ht  of  day. 

As  a  result  he  secured,  beyond  most  teachers,  the  confi- 
dence and  lasting-  attachment  of  those  whom  he  taug'ht. 
They  not  only  admired  him  for  his  clear  conceptions  and 
sti'ong  convictions,  and  revered  him  for  the  purity  of  his 
motives,  but  loved  him  for  his  S3aiiiDathy  and  kindness. 

Surely  our  church  has  lost  a  model  teacher  of  ''the  no- 
blest science."'  Let  us  thank  our  good  Lord,  the  Head  of 
the  Church,  that  we  have  had  him,  and  that  he  was  spared 
to  us  so  long-. 

He  has  been  put  to  sleep  throug-h  Jesus.  For  this  also  let 
us  be  thankful.  Sleeping-,  he  continues  to  exist.  Sleeping- 
He  rests  from  all  his  labors,  works  of  toil.  Sleeping-,  He 
will  awake — awake  in  a  refreshed  condition:  awake  to  work 
forever  Avithout  toil.     Blessed  be  God  for  all  this. 

Our  goodness  cannot  extend  to  him.  Let  it  go  out  to  the 
objects  of  his  love,  whom  it  can  reach.  Especiallj^  let  it 
extend  to  her  who  shared  his  labors  and  lig-htened  his  toils. 

Is  there  not  something-  due  to  her  for  such  sharings  and 
bearing's  ? 

And  let  it  be  our  prayer  that  a  double  portion  of  the 
Holy  Spirit's  power  may  dwell  in  him  who  shall  succeed 
him  in  office,  and  in  all  to  whom  the  church  entrusts  the 
teaching-s  of  •'  the  sons  of  the  prophets."
